Some explanation appeals to me to be due to the subsciibeis to The Buiteiflies of 
India, Bui mail and Ceylon” as to the delay which has taken place in the publication of this 
volume The second pait of the fiist volume was issued in August, 1883, soon aftei which 
date Majoi Mai shall obtained twenty months’ sick leave to Europe. He took away with him 
the lOugh MS. of this volume, hoping to be able to continue the woik at home, but ill- 
health pi evented him fiom doing so. He returned to India m Maich, 1885, but the un- 
ceitainty of his health even then made it doubtful whether he would evei be able, m addition 
to his official duties, to conduct to a successful issue a work of this magnitude, and as the 
publication had all eady been delayed neaily two yeais, he most leluctaiitly decided, in the 
inteiests of the woik, to abandon his shaie in it, and, on my expiessmg my willingness to con- 
tinue it alone, he foiwaided to me all the papers and di a wings connected with the publication. 
Since that date (Maich, 1885) I have woiked steadily and uniemittingly at this volume. 

It has been a souice of gieat disappointment to me that Major Maishall should have been 
obliged to letiie fiom the woik, and that my name alone should appeal on the title-page, 
especially as his letii mg has been so far more nominal than leal ; evei^ woid of the MS, 
and two pioofs have been caiefully revised by him, and in eveiy way he has lendeied me 
the gieatest assistance and encouiagement, and has piomised most kindly to continue his 
valuable help in the futuieasfar as he is able to do so. I can only express a hope in con- 
cluding this mattei that my readeis will not find any falling off m mteiest or less accuracy 
in the mattei contained in the second than obtained in the fiist volume, and my deep 
indebtedness to Majoi Maishall foi his invaluable assistance and advice 

It IS my pleasing task to convey my best thanks to the following gentlemen for assistance 
given, either with specimens 01 infoimation, during the prepaiation of this volume, in addition 
to those mentioned m the pieface to the fiist volume • — To Colonel C. Swinhoe I am indebted 
foi the loan of specimens from his collection, and also foi caiefully going over all the proofs 
of this volume and adding many useful notes; to Colonel A. M Lang, R.E., for the use of 
his laige collection ; to Mr. Otto Mollei foi the loan of any specimens I required from his 
magnificent Sikkim collection, now numbeimg some 500 species ; and foi the gift of specimens 
fiom Mr. W. H, Iivine from the Malda district ; Major E Y. Yeibuiy from the Punjab ;

TO XXIV INCLUSIVE.) 

NyntphaltncB^ Bates, Journ. Ent , vol. li, p. 176 (1864) , id , Moore, Lep Cey., vol. i, p 26 {1880) ; 
Nymphahna^ Distant, Rhop. Malay, p 83 (1882) ; NympAahda (part) and JSuryteizda i'piirt), Westwood, 
Gen. Dium Lep„ pp 143, 403 (1852, 1831). 

** Body, robust ; antennae, long, with a bioad elongate distinct club ; palpi, laj£e, 
protruding^ tvide apart^ scaly ^ the front edge broadly dilated ; wings, large, triangular, but 
vaiying much in outline ; cell, sometimes closed m both wings, often open in hind wing, and 
sometimes open in foiewing also ; forewing, nervures not dilated at base, (except in a few 
geneia, Eigolis, Eurytela, in which the costal nervure only is dilated), the second sub- 
costal nervule emitted before end of cell*; hind wing, channelled to receive abdomen, no 
prsediscoidal cell.” ( Marshall and deNiciville, Butt, of India, voL i, p, 17 ). 

** Body, more or less robust. Head, of modeiate size. Eyes, large, generally naked. 
Palpi, iaige, generally obliquely porrected, extending consideiably in front of the bead, wide 
apart, geneially clothed with scales, with the front edge bioadly dilated ; the basal joint 
geneially curved, and fuinished beneath with a tuft of haus ; the terminal joint small and 
slender, Antennce, generally rathei long, and teimmated by a broad or elongated club. 
Thorax, laige. Abdomen, moderate-sized or large. Wings, large, often greatly vaiiegated 
in the colours, and maiked beneath with ocellated spots [in a few of the genera only, the wings 
aie also sometimes maiked with ocelli on both sides]. Forewing, generally more or less trian- 
gular, with the discoidal cell closed [usually, though frequently it is entiieiy open] by slender 
disco-cellular neivules : veins, not dilated at the base [except in the first three geneia] ; the sub- 
costal nervure emitting four branches, exclusive of the terminal portion of the vein, which has 
sometimes been regarded as a fifth branch ; the first and second branches generally arising 
before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell [in a few genera the first subcostal nervule only 
arises before the end of the cell], and the third and fourth at equal distances apart between 
the extremity of the cell and the tip of the wing. Hindwing, generally broadly ovate, rarely 
furnished in the males with tufts of hair ; the outer margin often more or less deeply scalloped 
or dentated, the abdominal margin forming a deep gioove for the reception of the abdomen ; 
not furnished at the base with a priediscoidal cell ; the prsecostal nervure short and arched ; 
the discoidal cell of moderate length, generally closed by slender disco-cellular nervules. 
Forelegs, short, and not fitted foi walking ; the tibia and tarsus of the male often clothed 
at the sides with a fringe of fine hairs, forming a flattened brush ; the tarsus consisting of a 
single elongated joint, obtuse at the top, and destitute of claws ; those of the female 
generally rather longer, with the tarsus rather dilated at the extremity, where it is more or 
less distinctly obliquely articulated ; the aiticulations, as well as the tip of the tarsus, armed 
beneath with short spines. Hindlegs, long, with the tibim armed with two spurs at the tip, 
and the 'underside of the tibia and taisus armed with rows of short spines. Claws, simple, 
acute, curved ; paronychia, large, bifid, setose, leathery j the outer division largest ; pulvillus, 
dilated.” 

** Larva, long, generally cylindric, and more or less spined ; not or rarely attenuated 
behind, and with the hinder extremity of the body generally obtuse. Pupa, elongate, 
generally more or less armed with angulated prominences ; suspended by the tail only, hanging 
by the extremity of the body, and not girt across the middle ( Westwood, 1 . c,, p. 143 )

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NYMPHALINiE. 


Ml. Westwood in the * Genera of Diurnal Lepidopteia’ included the geneia Enispe, 
Amatkusiay Zeuxidia^ and Discophora in his Family YII, Nymphalidcs^ they aie heie placed 
in the Subfamily Mo)phm(z. In his Family XI, Euiytehd(g^ he has aiianged the geneia 
Eurytela^ Ergoltszxi^ Hypa7tis (= Byblia), but their moie natural position seems to be at the 
head of the Nympkahncs, They aie closely allied to the Saiyrincs^ but still more closely to 
the subfamily in which they find a place in this woik, 

The Nymphahftcst excluding the genera which were placed in a separate subfamily by 
Westwood undei the name of Eurytehdcs^ comprise two groups in which the form of the larva 
widely differs, the fiist in which the larva is smooth, limaciform, and having on the head non- 
retractile hom-hke appendages, and of which the typical genus is ApaUira ; and the second 
in which the laiva is cylindiical, and armed with long spines or with elongated tubercles 
armed with bristles, and of which the type is Ltfnemtis. In the first group also the PUPA is 
typically without angular projections or metallic spots, and in the second group it usually 
presents both these featuies. The Em opean geneia have ah eady been divided into these two 
groups by Dr. Lang (** Butterflies of Europe’’), Apatura and Ckaraxes coming in the first gioup 
under the name of ApaturidcSt and Limemtis^ Neptis^ Vanessa, Pyrameis, Mehtcea, and 
Argynnis in the second as Nymphahdcs, The ultimate natural division of the group will no 
doubt be on these lines, but unfortunately as yet the life-histoiy of many of the Indian geneia 
is so little known that we cannot foi want of data work on them, and I have theiefoie 
adopted an aitificial classification foi the present based on the chaiacteis of the perfect insect 
only, and although it is unsatisfactory as sepaiating widely such geneia as Apatura and 
Chafaxes, Enrtpus and Hestina, Argymiis and Melitma, it is the best that I can offer and 
will serve its purpose until a more profound knowledge enables us to rectify its errois and 
shoitcomings. 

The Nymphalina contain the typical genera of the entire family of NymphaUdcs with the 
forelegs very feebly developed and unfitted for walking ; they are distinguished from the 
Danaine by the body being far less leathery in textuie, and more densely clothed with hair 
or furry scales, by the absence of the anal tuffs of hair in the males, and by the juices not being 
acrid ; from the Elymniin^ by the absence of the pr^discoidal cell in the hindwing, the 
greater dilation of the palpi, and the absence (except in Ergolis, Euryiela, and Byhlia) 
of the dilation of the costal nervure ; and from the Acreeince by their having the hmdwing 
channelled to receive the abdomen. But they are linked to the Satyrime Elymniinm 
through the EuryUlidm, and to the Morphines by the frequent absence of the lower disco* 
cellular nervule in the hind wing, and through Tanaecia by the arrangement of the subscostal 
nervules in the foiewmg. In the typical genera, the I’ong protruding wide-apart palpi dilated 
on the front edge and the strongly clubbed antennae are the prominent characteristics \ but the 
subfamily presents great divergencies in many respects. 

There is great diversity in size, Penthsma and Kallima being veiy laige, while Melitcsa and 
some species of Nepiis are very small insects. There is also great variation in form, in many 
genera the hind wing is tailed and sometimes lobed in addition, in otheis it is deeply scalloped, 
while in others again it is slightly waved or entire. The apex of the foiewmg in some geneia 
is truncate, in others rounded or acute, and lastly in Edilma it is produced into a lengthened 
point. In neuration also there is gieat variety, in some genera the cells of the forewing and 
hindwing are closed, in others they are open j and the subcostal nervules of the forewing aie 
given off from the costal nervure at very different points. It is on this latter character that tlie 
key to the genera is primarily based, bnt it cannot be strictly adhered to, as in four geneia 
(Idestina, NepHs, Argynms2xA Cyresfis) the species can be divided into two groups, one in 
which the first subcostal nervule only of the forewing is given off before the end of the cell, m 
the other the second branch is given off in addition before the teimination of the cell. 

The genus Terinos is remarkable in having the eyes hairy, and in some species the neuration 
of the male different from that of the female. As a rule, however, in the subfamily there aie 
but few prominent secondary sexual characters. In Ergolts and Terinos thexe are large 
patches of glandular hairs or scales in the male, and m one species of Citrhochtoa and somo of 
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Atgynnis theie is placed on eithei side of ceitain of the neivules on the uppeiside of the foiewing 
a streak of differently-formed hairs or scales. The haiiy clothing of the forelegs of different 
geneia of JVytnphalmce is exceedingly variable, in Vanessa it is carried to the greatest extieme 
amongst buttei flies, both sexes having neaily equally haiiy foielegs (hence the name ** brush- 
footed butterflies” often applied to this gioup), vsrhile in other species the forelegs have close-set 
scales lather than long hairs The haiiy clothing of the palpi exhibits much diversity also. 
Speaking generally though not always the thoiax is very stout, and the abdomen is shoit with 
the abdominal maigin of the hind wing deeply channelled to receive it 

In their habits in the peifect state they aie pre-eminently bold, sunshine-loving insects, never 
skulking in the shade amongst trees and bushes as do the butterflies of the subfamilies 
phincB and Saiynn<s, They also usually rest with the wings widely-spread open; m the 
pieceding subfamilies this is the exception. In the genus Chai axes ^ovitx of lapid flight 

is very gieat, as would be expected from the great stiength of the veins and the stiuctuie of 
the stout thoiax to which the wings are attached. In the genus Nepiis and the ** White Admiial” 
group of Ltmemhs the flight is easy, graceful and sailing, while in Vanessa^ Argynnis^ Apaiura, 
&c., though the flight is rapid and inegular, they aie often easily caught owdng to their habit of 
letuining again and again to the same resting place on a paiticular leaf. The flight of Cyfesizs 
IS weak, and they often when pin sued suddenly alight on the underside of a leaf; so 
also does Stihochiona nkea* Many of the species are very foul feeders, the depraved tastes of 
the ** Purple Empeior” aie well known, species of Charaxes have also been taken on carrion, 

C. fabius is veiy fond of the juice of the toddy palm, Eutkalia of rotten fruit, &c. One of 
the most successful modes of catching many species of rare butterflies is to place rotten fruit 
or some other attractive, strong-smelling bait on the ground near their haunts, when numbers 
of specimens may often be found busily regaling themselves wheie previously not an indivi- 
dual was to be seen. 

The Nymphalince aie found throughout the known world, one speOies, P. being 

cosmopolitan and found from India to the Polar regions, but the giealest development of the 
subfamily is in tropical and subtropical regions ; out of considerably more than one hundred 
geneia described only eight aie found in Europe, while no less than forty-five occur m India 
including all the European ones, but these latter aie foi the most part confined m our limits to 
the Himalayas. The characters of the tropical forms piesent the greatest difficulty and much 
less is known about them. Many of the genera are represented by large numbers of species, 
several by one or two species only, and many of the species are very common over wide areas. 
The peifect insect appears to have more settled characters and to be less subject to variation 
than among the Satyrince^ but a notable exception is found in the colouung of the ** oak leaf” 
butterfly {JCallima inachis) m which the underside is hardly ever alike in two specimens. 

The external structure of the larvm is very variable. The most usual form is more or less 
of a cylindrical shape, thickly furnished with rows of branched spines (Plate II, Athyma 
leucothoe), a pair on the head being often moie prominent and larger than the rest In typical 
Apatuia however the body is smooth and shagreened, and there are two hoins on the posterior 
portion of the head pointing backwards, and the tail is bifurcated, reminding one at once of the 
larvae of the Elymniince and SatyHnm, The laivm of the genera Euihalia and Symphmdia are 
amongst the most leraarkable in butterflies. Projecting fiom the body all round aie long 
widely-branched spines somewhat resembling fein fionds. These spines spring in a single 
row from the sides, and when the insect is at rest on the surface of a leaf lie flat upon the leaf. 
The larvae are usually green, and though so conspicuous-looking when separated from 
“their natural surroundings are exceedingly well-hid and difficult to see when at rest in their 
usual position in the middle of a leaf, the light-coloured line down the centre of the back 
answering to the mid-nb of the leaf. An example of this form is given on Plate II, 
Adolias ( ^EuihaUa) garuda. 

The pupae are always freely suspended by the tail, never girt across the body by a thread 
(see Plate II). Many of them are beautifully gilt, and from this cause have been termed 
Aurelia,” hence ** Aurelian,” an old name for entomologists. Th©y vary very greatly in form^ 
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some are shoit and thick and quite smooth, others have the head teiminatmg m two points, 
■while others again are much spined and angled.

Mr. Westwood, in the Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p. 403, placed the first three genera of the 
Nymphalina (as heie arranged) together with Elymmas{^ his MelanUts)^ and three Ameucan 
genera which have since been included amongst the Nymphalina, in his Family XI, Eurytelida^ 
with the following characters 

** Insects of moderate size. Body, model ately robust. moderate-sized. Eyes^ 

generally naked. Falpi^ generally elongate, not compressed, clothed with shoit hairy scales. 
AntenncB, short, slender, not terminated by a decided club. Wings, generally large, dentated 
or angulated, and not ocellated beneath. Forewing, with the costal nervure always greatly 
swollen at the base ; subcostal nervure with the first and second branches aiismg before the 
extremity of the discoidal cell, the dtscoidal cell closed with a slender lower disco-cellular 
nervule. Hindwing, with the abdominal margin modei ately developed, so as only to form a 
slight canal for the reception of the abdomen ; discoidal cell closed by a slender lower disco- 
cellular neivule. Forelegs, small, those of the male more or less haiiy, without tarsal 
articulations ; of the female also small, but rather longer, and with the tarsal portion aiticu- 
lated ; without claws. Claws of the middle and hindlegs simple.” 

** This is another group which I would prefer to regard as a subfamily rather than 
as a separate family, its characters only appearing sufficiently stiong to warrant the latter 
rank being accorded to it. Of these the elongated palpi scarcely differ from those of 
many of the Nymphalince, either in length or the nature of their clothing ; in this latter 
respect they are well distinguished from the Satynnee, with which, however, the strongly 
swollen condition of the costal nervure of the forewing seems to offer a point of connexion, 
although not a strong one, since it is a character of only geneiic valile amongst the last- 
named insects. The structure of the forelegs in both sexes is also almost identical with 
that of many of the The species are of modei ate size, and for the most pait 

varied in their colouring, although destitute of the beautiful ocelli of many of the preced- 
ing groups ” ( Westwood, 1. c } 


♦ This character does not always hold good ; in some species of the genera ffesiina, Argi/nnU^ 

and Cyrestts the second subcostal nervule of the forewing is emitted after the apex of the cell, ^ ^ * 
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E^golis, Eurytela and Byblia ceitainly seen to form a connecting link between the 
SatytiiKB, Elymniinm and the NyiitphahncB^ the structure of the laiva and the swollen costal 
nervuie being important points of connection. Mr. Distant m his “ Rhopaloceia Malayana’* 
places them at the head of his synopsis of the geneia of Nymphahncs^ but afterwaids 
describes them near the middle of that subfamily, and adds that he is not at all satis- 
fied with the position in which’’ he has “placed these geneia.” Nor am I satisfied with 
the position they hete occupy; they form a small and anomalous group, and it would perhaps 
have been better to have elected them into a subfamily under Westwood’s name*

“Body, model ate-sized ; wings^ large, broad, thickly ornamented above with numerous 
slender, dark, undulating lines. Head^ small, clothed with short scaly hairs. Eyes^ 
moderate-sized, naked. Antenncs^ slender, about two-fifths of the length of the forewing, 
terminated by a very slight and gradually-formed club, obtuse at the tip, and not more than 
double the thickness of the basal part of the antennse. Palp, porrected, but slightly curved, 
extending considerably beyond the length of the head, and not elevated above the middle 
of the eyes ; the terminal joint a little deflexed at the tip, parallel, finely hairy beneath, the 
upper edge with a ridge of short hairs from the middle to the end ; terminal joint elongate- 
oval, slender. Thorax, oval, woolly in fiont. Abdomen, slender. Forewing, large, well arched 
along the costal margin; outer margin iriegulaily waved, about two-thirds of the length of 
the costal; tnncr maigin nearly stiaight, about one-fourth longer than the outer, so that the 
wing appears nearly tiuncate at the tip. Veins arranged nearly as in Eurytelam Costal nervure 
dilated at the base 5 upper disco-cellular nervuie veiy shoit, oblique ; the extremity of the \ttpper'\ 
discoidal nervuie extending into the most prominent of the angulations of the forewing ; 
middle disco-cellular considerably longer, curved at its base, its extremity directed outwards 
longitudinally, forming the base of the lower discoidal neivule ; disco-cellular very 
slender, nearly transverse, uniting with the third median nervuie just beyond its ongin, 
closing the discoidal cell at about one-thud of the length of the* wing. Hindwing, very bioad, 
outer margin scalloped. Prcecostal nervure lathei oblique, blanching at its extremity ; costal 
extending to the outer angle of the wing ; subcostal arising half way between the body and 
the prsecostal, branching at a moderate distance from the base ; upper disco-cellular nervuie 
arising quite close to the origin of the subcostal branch, foimmgthe very slightly curved base of 
the discoidal nervuie ; loiver disco-cellular nearly stiaight, slightly oblique, uniting with the 
median nervure close to the origin of the third median nervuie, closing the discoidal cell at about 
one-third of the length of the wing. Forelegs of the male very minute and slender, but slight- 
ly and finely haiiy ; tarsal portion scarcely half the length of the tibia, simple, exarticulate, and 
destitute of terminal claws or spines 5 of the female somewhat longer than those of the male ; 
femur rather shorter than the tibia and tarsus united ; tibia tarsus of nearly equal length, 
slender, cylindiical, scaly ; the tarsus scarcely dilated at the extremity, where it is articulated \ 
the joints with very short spines at their extremity beneath. Middle and hindlegs rather 
short, slender, scaly ; tibia almost destitute of short spines beneath ; tarsus more thickly 
armed with lows of spines at the sides and beneath ; claws, very slender, cuived and entiie* 

“ Larva, rather short, cylindrical, rather attenuated in front ; head armed with two long 
setose spines ; segments of the body armed with fascicles of short setae, or with small 
setigerous tubercles, vaiiegated with spots and oblique stripes of different colours. Pupa, 
rather elongated ; head-case obtusely pointed ; thorax-case with an obtuse tubercle on the 
back ; base of the dorsum of the abdomen with a laiger obtuse tubercle.’* 

“The very bioad form of the wings (the forewing appearing almost transversely 
truncate), and the slender undulating black streaks with whidi they are adorned oh both 
sides, at once distinguish the species of this genus. On the underside the spaces enclosed 
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between eacli pair of dark streaks is of a licher hue than the giound-coloui of the wings. 
In their structuial generic characters they are, however, veiy closely allied to the geneia 
Eurytela and Byhhar {JVesiwood, 1 . c,) 

It is singular that no author, as far as I am aware, has desciibed the very piominent 
secondary sexual characteis that exist in the males of the species of this genus. In all the 
species on the undeiside of the forewing theie is a very laige triangular patch of shining 
black scales from the submedian nervuie extending a shoit distance into the cell and above 
the third median neivule, but not reaching the outer maigin. In addition to this in 
£. ariadm the subcostal nervure and fiist subcostal nervuie on the upperside of the hind- 
wing aie white and shining for a greater poition of their length j and in A*, taprobana in the 
middle of the disc of the hind wing on the undeiside theie is a laige diffused patch of deep 
maroon scales. All these chaiacters are absent from the female, 

Ergolzs, as also Byblia, is found m Africa, in all parts of India, and extends through the 
Malay peninsula, Sumatra, Java, &c , to the Philippines. The desciibed species aie few lu 
numbei, seveial of them are but doubtfully distinct, and some of them range fiom India to 
Java, In habits they resemble the Nymphahna lather than the Satyrinm ; then flight is short 
and jerky, they frequent bushes and cultivated spots, and always settle with wings widely 
expanded. They are generally numeious m individuals wherever they occui. It is also a 
curious fact that two distinct species always seem to occm togethei in India ; wheie one species 
is met with theie will be found anothei species also.

Description ; Male and female. Upperside warm ochraceous ; fotming with 
a subapical white spot placed above the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules, 
and with the following blackish markings :~two lines crossing the cell near the base, the outer 
one continued to the submedian nervure \ two waved and zigzag lines ciossing the middle of 
the cell, and continued to the submedian nervure ; thiee waved lines at the end of the cell not 
pacing the median nervure ; a pair of curved and very zigzag lines crossing the disc at about the 
middle of the wing, followed by another very waved line, commencing near the subapical 
white spot ; a submarginal series of three waved lines, the inner one faint and somewhat 
macular 5 the outer margin black, with the cilia alternately greyish. Bindmng with the 
markings similar and generally continuous with those of the forewing, but the inner 
of the three submarginal lines replaced by a series of castaneous spots placed between 
the nervules, sometimes at and along the median nervules, divided by the junction of the 
anterior and posterior waved lines. Underside duller and slightly daiker thfin . above; the 
spaces between the waved lines (excluding the submargmal ones) castaneous, thus showing two 
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very promment axid dark fasciae on the disc, and a nanowei and paler one near the base of 
both wings ; body and legs more oi less concolonrous with the wings/’ ( Distant^ 1. c ) 

This species may easily be distingaished from E. ariadm by the outer margins of both 
wings being more even, and the lines acioss the upperside more numerous and zigzag. The 
female is altogethei palei than the male, the subapical white spot on the uppeiside of the 
foiewing more piomuient. It is a common species ; I have taken it plentifully in Calcutta and 
in Sikkim at low elevations, but only on one occasion at Simla ; it occuis also raiely at 
Masuii, Mr. S, E Peal has sent specimens from Sibsagar in Upper Assam, Mi. Wood- 
Mason took it in Cachar, and it is common in Oiissa, from whence Mr. W. C Taylor has 
sent numerous examples. Colonel Swinhoe has taken it at Deesa in Rajputana, and has received 
it fiom the Nilgiris ; Dr. Andeison took it in the Meigui Aichipelago, and Captain C. T. 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Valley, and the Donat lange in Upper Tenasseiim in the eaily 
months of the year. It probably occurs throughout Noithein and Continental India, extending 
eastwaids through Assam and Buima to the Malay peninsula. The laiva is green, with two 
branched spines projecting forwards in front of the head, and feeds on the castoi-oil plant. 
Mr. Wallace states that the laiva of Ergolis “ agrees with the JiLuonia. type,” but the 
bifurcating blanched spines on the head are absent from the laivse of Junonicti their presence 
would apparently indicate the neai relationship of Ergolts to the Salyrtna rathei than to the 
NymphahtuB. In Ckaraxes, however, a genus of the latter subfamily, the larvDs of which have 
a supeificial likeness to the Satyrince, the spines are diiected backwaids instead of forwaids. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

What appears to be an occasional aberration, or ** sport,” of this species has lately been 
desciibed by Mr. Moore under the name oiE, tapestrhm. There is a single specimen from the 
Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and one from Upper Tenasserim in Major 
Marshall’s collection which agree somewhat with his description ; the latter is given below *

This species may be distinguished from E. meriom by its darker colour on the upperside, 
the outer margin of the forewing less falcate ; it has also no subapical spot on the upperside of 
the forewing in the male. On the underside of the hindwmg in the male theie is a large discal 
round suffused patch of dark maroon scales not mentioned by Mr. Mooie There aie specimens 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Calicut and Ootacamuiid {IV. Hampson) in South

Forewmg with a small white 
subapical spot placed just above the bifuication of the fouith and fifth subcostal nervules, 
and with the ceU crossed by the following daik maikings a short and neaily stiaight basal line 
continued to the submedian nervuie, a double-looped and much-waved line in the middle, and 
two longer, waved, and moie widely separated lines at the apex; two waved discal fuscous lines 
crossing both vomgs^ comuieiicmg about the subcostal nervure of the foie wing, and teimmating 
near the submedian neivure of the hind wing ; on both wings these are followed by a waved 
and moie indistinct tme, and again by a very daik and sinuated submarginal line ; a similarly 
dark marginal hne^ the cilia, somewhat alternately greyish.

This is as common a species as tnemone^ I have taken it at all seasons in Calcutta, 
and raiely in Sikkim. There aie specimens m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, fiom Oiissa {W. 
C. Taylor), Sibsagar (S. E. Peal), Sylhet, Cachar {Wood^Mason), Mergui archipelago {Dr. y. 
Anderson) ; Bombay, the Wynaad, Calicut, South India, Ceylon, Upper Tenasseum, and Java 
{fforsjield) Mr. Moore has recorded E, ariadne fiom the Noith-Wesl Himalayas (Proc. Zool. 
Soc. Lond , 1882, p. 240), but as the specimens referred to weie probably those collected m 
Calcutta and given by me to Mr. Hocking, this is most likely incorrect. Colonel Swmhoe has 
taken it as far west as Deesa in Rajputana, 

Mr, Moore has apparently confined E. ariadne to Java, as recently he has described 
from India. Comparing specimens so named by him with Javan ones collected by 
Dr. Horsfield, I can find no constant character by which to separate them. The description 
of E mdka is given as a foot-note.* Similarly I am unable to sepaiate the Ceylon specimens 
which he has named E. mtnoraia from Continental Indian ones, except that they are rather 
smaller. The descnption is given below. + It would appear from it that there is a wide

Mrs. Wylly of Khoida, Orissa, has furnished me with the following desciiption of the 
transfoimations of E, anadne “Larva, 75 of an inch in length. Above black, with a 
naiiow* dorsal stripe starting near the head and ending befoie leaching the tail, composed of 
tians verse stupes and dots of yellow; beneath and legs purplish-red. The body covered 
with six even lows of 3 -bianched spines; two long many-bianched spines on the small 
black head : moves its head fiom side to side when walking Food-plant, the Tiagia iiwoluoata 
(Bichitee^ Bengali, Biclm^ Ooiiya), a twining plant with haiiy and stinging leaves. Pupa, 
gieyish-brown with a few dark shadings, a pointed piojectioii on the thorax. Attaches itself 
by the tail to its food-plant and stands out fiom it nearly hoiizontally, the body of the pupa 
slightly cuived downwards. Emerges in about ten days.” The colour of the pupa seems variable ; 
those I have bied in Calcutta when attached to the gieen stem and amongst the green 
leaves of the food-plant were coloured green also ; the blown pupje may be attached to dead 
leaves or stalks. 

An allied species to E. ariadne fiom Singapoie and Sumatra has been described by 
Mr. Wallace. Mr. Distant m his “ Rhopalocera Malayana” is unable, however, to identify it.

The laiva and pupa of a Natal species (£. hia7has) desciibed by Mi. Gooch aie “both 
conspicuous by then foims. The laiva has two long diveigent clubbed and lough hoins on 
Its head, and the pupa is remarkable by its aiigulated, excavated, and alated development. 
Some of the larvae weie green with black maiks, and others were green all over.”* 

Like the genera and Ettrytela\% repiesented in Africa as well as in the 

Ouental region; in fact it is in the former continent and in Madagascar that the majority of 
the species included in it are to be found, Only two species occur in the East, one in the 
Andaman Isles, Tenasserim and Java, the other in the Malay Peninsula, Sumatra and Borneo. 
The former is remarkable fiom the veiy different aspect of the opposite sexes, the male being 
dark blue, the female pale ochraceous. 

302- Eurytela Itorsfieldil, Boisduval. (Plate XVITI, Fig 69 <? ).

Habitat : Andaman Isles, Tenasseiim, Java. 

Expanse : 2*1 to 2*3 inches. 

Description : Male. “ Wings dentated, on the upperside black -blue, with a common 
discoidal evanescent pale fascia. Underside blackish-gi ey, with foiii undulating black lines : 
the hiiidwtftg rounded, fo7ewing with the apex produced” Female. “Wings dentated, 
blackish-ferruginous, with four undulating black lines, and a common discoidal fascia, inter- 
rupted in the foidwing, luteous. Underside paler, the hindwing lounded, the foiewing 
with the apex produced.” {Boisduval, 1, c.) 

Male. Upperside deep blue-black. EoTewiug with a subapical bluish- white diffused 
oblique streak, an<J another wider one across the middle of the disc, commencing just above the 
second median nerivule, and ending on the inner margin, both these streaks inwardly shaiply 
defined, outwardly diffused, and followed by a slaty-blue band extending almost to the margin 
which is black, and bearing a submaiginal waved line dilated at the costa. Within 
the lower bluish- white streak and below the median nervure to the inner maigin the giound-colour 
of the wing is slaty-blue. Hindwing divided into the following bands A slaty-blue basal one, 
a broad bluish-white one, then a nairower blue one, a broad deep blue-black band and the 
margin blue. The disco-cellular nervules maiked with a black line. Ctlia white. Under- 
side, both wings French-grey, mottled with blackish thioughout, especially so acioss the disc, 
the margin palest ; crossed by a basal neaily straight black line, two hardly-traceable discal 
ones, which are neaily lost in the dark giound-coloui of that poition of the wing, and a veiy 
zigzag submarginal one. The disco-cellulais maiked with a black line. Female ferrugmous- 
ochreous, instead of deep blue-black as in the male, mai kings pale ochreous instead of 
bluish- white ; cilia dusky. Forewwg with a renifoim mark near the middle of the cell, followed 
immediately by a daik line which IS continued across the base of the hmdwing; the disco- 
cellular nervules defined by a dark line. The blmsh-white subapical and discal bands of 
the male replaced by pale clear ochraceous ones, followed by a lunular blackish line, and 
then a submarginal one as in the male. Hindwing with the base ferruginous-ochreous, 
beyond which the disc is broadly pale ochraceous, the disco-cel lulais maiked with a dark 
fine line, beyond which is an irregular fine dark line from the costa to the submedian nervuie, 
followed by a darker and more regular line, within which towards the anal angle the ground* 
colour is mottled ferruginous, and beyond it to the margin it is dark feiruginous, with a 
submarginal black line, which IS straight from the anal angle to the third median nervuie 
ftom thence to the outer angle it is waved. Underside, both wings pale ochieous, mottled 
with blackish ferruginous. The disco-cellulars marked with a daik line, and the wings 
crossed at nearly equal distances by four dark lines, the third from the base being on the 
hindwing the widest and darkest The margin defined with a dark line.

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The late Mr, A, de Roepstoxff sent seveial specimens of both sexes of this species to the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. Captain C. T. Bingham has taken a single male in the Meplay 
Valley m October, which differs fiom South Andaman specimens on the uppeiside m having 
the marginal blue band obsolete, and in its much lighter colouiaticn on the underside, 
JS* horsjieldit also occuis in Java, 

The figure shows both sides of a South Andaman male in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

A very beautiful species of the genus has been desciibed fiom Malayana ; the original 
desciiption is given below * It is quite distinct fiom E, horsfieldii^ the ground-colour of the 
uppeiside being entirely rich ultramaiine-blue to judge fiom the published figures of it, 

aentis 4e.-BYBLIA, Hubner. (Plate XVIII).

Body, slender, moderately woolly \ wingSy of moderate size, of a rich orange colour above 
with black markings, but not ocellated, alike in both sexes. Heady rather small, finely hairy 
in front. EyeSy prominent, naked. Palpiy elongate, rather slender, not compressed, finely 
hairy, poriected considerably further than the length of the front of the head ; the terminal 
joint hoi izontally poriected, not elevated above the level of the middle of the eyes; middle 
joint with a small conical tuft of hairs in the middle, next the face. AntenneSy short, scarcely half 
the length of the forewing, slender ; joints indistinct, not annulated, with pale scales ; termi- 
nated by a rather long gradually-formed club, formed of veiy short joints, j obtuse at the tip, 
which is curved outwards. Thoraxy rather small, woolly in front. Abiipmeny very slender. 
Forewing, of modeiate size, subtiiangular ; the costa moderately arched ; ap^x rather rounded ; 
outer margin about two-thiids of the length of the costa, convex, very slightly scalloped ; 
inner maigin nearly stiaight, rather longer than the outer. Costal nervure dilated at the 
base ; subcostal with the fiist and second branches aiising before the anteiior extiemity of the 
discoidal cell 5 third and fourth beyond it, at consideiable distances apart. Upper disco* 
cellular neivide veiy short, oblique ; middle disco-cellular considerably longer, less oblique, 
slightly curved j disco-cellular much longer, transverse, the lower extiemity curved a 
little outwards ; uniting with the median nervure at the origin of the third median nervule, 
and closing the discoidal cell at two-fifths of the length of the wing. Hindwing, subtiian- 
gulaily ovate ; outer margin scalloped ; inner margin forming only a slight gutter for the 
leception of the abdomen ; prcecostal nervure cuived, lightly furcate at the tip ; nervure 
extending to the outer angle of the wing ; subcostal nervure blanching at a moderate distance fiom 
the base, followed quite closely by the upper disco-cellular nei^vuky which forms the slightly curved 
base of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular very slender, strongly arched, uniting with 
the median nervure at a little distance in advance of the origin of its thud branch, and closing 
the discoidal cell at about one-third of the length of the wing. Forelegs, of the male 
veiy small, slender, and delicate, very slightly and finely hiisute ; the femur lather longer than 
the tibia ; tarsus rather more than half the length of the tibia, quite simple, and destitute of 
aiticulations and claws, or terminal spines. Foielegs of the female half as long again as 
those of the male, slender, scaly, and destitute of hairs ; the proportions of the different paits 
as in the male, the tarsal portion as thick as the tibia, slightly dilated towaids the tip, and 
armed with three pairs of short spines, indicating the second, thiid, and fourth aiticulations

The following short description is taken from the figure in the Reise Novara r—'Hpperside of a deep ultra- 
marine-blue without gloss, the extenor margin narrowly edged with black, and a submarginal line of narrow 
black lunules following the contour of the wing which is dentate, and somewhat falcate by the prolongation 
of the lower discoidal nervule Underside brown, suffused with whitish towards the margin, and covered 
with minute dark striae ; foremng with two indistinct dark discal bands , hindvAng with one indistinct band 
in contmuation of the outer one on the forewiug, and two dark sinuous hues between it and the base. 
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Middle and hindlegs, moderately long and slender ; the spines on the undeiside of the 
ttka and tarsus lather stionger and more numeious than in Ergohs and Euryiela ; clmvs^ 
stiong, simple, entire ; paronychia^ very small.” (Westwood^ 1 . c.) 

This IS a genus of very small extent, occurring in Afiica, peninsular India and Ceylon 
only, In Africa the species of Byhlia piesent several diffeient foims, some of which have 
been figured and described by different authors, and aie by some authoiities still kept distinct, 
while others unite them under one species Mr. Tiimen remaiks (Rhop, Afr. Austr., p. 21 6) 
that ” There can be no doubt whatever that all the hitheito-recoided species of Hypams 
\ — Byhlid\ are varieties of a single species, lUthyia of Druiy.” They are small insects, blight 
ferruginous on the uppeiside with nauow black bolder and black lines and spots, 

to tlie Indian specios of Byblia. 

A. Underside of hind wing with a black band across the disc beyond the middle of the wing bearing 

pairs of white dots,

B. This band entirely white, instead of being black, and undulating, and not bearing white dots

Habitat ; Africa, continental and peninsular India, and Ceylon. 

Expanse : <? , I'Ss to 2*0 ; ? , 2*0 to 2*2 inches. 

Description; ‘'Male, Upperside, hth wings bright fen ugmous, with black costal 
and exterior marginal boiders. Forming with three short streaks crossing the cell, a disco- 
cellular lobular stieak joined beneath to an irregular band extending across the base of the 
kindwin^f and followed on that wing by a lower row of small spots ; a submarginal band, 
broken below the costa of the formings extending to the anal angle of the hindwing^ and fioin 
which runs a longitudinal line along each vein to the outer bolder. Female with the black 
basal mai kings narrower and more confluent, with suffused dusky basal intei spaces, the submai- 
ginal band broader, and to which is joined an inner row of lunules, the outer spaces being 
macular. Cilia alternated with white. Underside paler, forming maiked as above ; boideis 
of the costal streaks and a row of spots before the apex pale yellow. Hindwing with a basal 
and medial transverse yellow band, lined externally by a black line, and inteinally by a row 
of black spots, an mteivenmg black spot, a submaiginal black band spotted with white and 
boidered outwardly by large yellow spots, a white marginal lunular line.” (Moore, 1 c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Kutch,the Deccan, and Bombay, 
fiom the late East India Company’s Museum ; from the Anseba Valley, Abyssinia, collected by 
Mr. W. T. Blandford, and from Madras. Mr. J. Davidson, C.S., has taken it at Dhulia in the 
Khandesh district, Bombay, in July, and in Major ‘Marshall’s collection aie specimens fioin 
Poona (October and November), Mhow (October). Depalpore (November) all taken by Colonel 
C. Swiuboe, from Madras and the Nilgiris, In Ceylon Mr. Moore states that it is a very rare 
butterfly.” Mr. Butler records B, polimce as a distinct species from Madras, probably 
consideiing that B* ilithyia occurs in Africa and not in India. The Abyssinian specimens above 
referred to agree, however, with the Indian ones. Colonel C. Swmhoe (Proc. Zool, Soc, 
Lond., 1885, p. 129, n 32) 3 . 1 so records . 5 . from ** Poona, September to December; 
Ahmednugger, June to November.” From a close scrutiny of the numerous specimens of . 5 . 
ilitkyia from various localities which I have examined, I am unable to find any characters by 
which to separate them into two species. Drury’s original figuie of B, ilithyia is of a male, 
while Cramer’s of B. poUnke is of a female. It seems more than probable that Cramer did not 
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know both sexes of the species he named, or that his specimen was a female while Drury’s was 
a male of one species, hence the confusion that has arisen. 

Mr. E. H, Aitken has furnished me with the following shoit note on the transformations 
of this species: “Thelaivoe of both Ergohs a'iiadne and Bybha ihthyia were found on 
Tragla cannallm, and were so similai that the only distinctive maik was the dorsal light-gieen 
or gieenish-yellow bioad band, which in the latter was continued to the anal extremity, while in 
the former it reached to the middle only. Tlie coloui on the sides was sometimes green, but 
generally almost black. Length about an inch, E. ariadne being a little smaller ; shape 
cylindrical, slender for its length, with two longitudinal lows of blanched spines. Theie 
weie twelve pairs of these spines, besides the peculiar pair on the head nearly a quaiter 
of an inch long and not blanched, but teiminating in a crown-like expansion The pupa 
is lather slender, colour sometimes green, sometimes biown. In this stage the two species 
seem indistinguishable.” 

The figure is taken fiom a male Madras specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both sides. 

304. Byblia simplex, Butler. 

Hypanis simplex^ Butler, Proc. Zool Soc Loud., 1883, p. 146, n 7, pi. xxiv, fig 8 , id., Swinhoe, Proe.

Habitat : Depalpore, a lake-district 30 miles noith of Mhow ; Assirghar ; Poona. 

Expanse; i‘6 inches. 

Description: Allied to the African [=5.] cora, Upperside fawny with black 
markings as in little-marked females of AT. [=.5 ] tlithyia . of Africa. Underside very like 
Af. [r^B ‘I cofa, but the black discoidal markings of the forming distinctly white-edged, the 
subapical white spots larger and clearer, the submarginal black band near external angle 
reduced to a mere undulated stripe ; the first and second white bands of the hindtmng pure, 
not crossed by coloured veins, edged on both sides with black dots ; submaiginal white spots 
less widely separated \ an undulated white maiginal stripe in place of the pairs of white 
dots ” (Butler^ l.c.) Mi. Butler does not mdicate the sex of the specimen he descubes and 
figures s it appears to he a female however. 

B, simplex has as yet only been taken by C-ilonel C. Swinhoe as far as I know, he has 
found it at Depalpore in Central India in January ; at Mhow in June, July, and October, 
common ; at Assirghar in September ; and at Poona in November, December and January, 
common. I have not seenaspeamen of this species From the figure it appeals to be distinct, 
the hindwing on the underside much paler, with a suhmarginal chain of large white or 
yellowish spots inwardly defined with a fine black and then a white line, while in B. ilithyia 
the latter is broken up into white spots in pairs. 

The next gioup of the Nymphalina contains ten genera, which are distinguished by • 
having only the first of the subcostal neivules of tbe forewing emitted before the end of the cell ; 
the second subcostal nervule being emitted beyond the origin of the upper disco-cellular 
neiviile, which marks the end of the cell. This group is further divided into two sub-groups, 
the first five genera having the second subcostal nervule emitted far beyond the end of the cell, 
while in the other five it is emitted close to the end of the cell. 

With the exception of MehtcecL which is a Palsearctic genus, only extending into our limits 
in the high ranges of mountains on the North and Noith- West, the whole of the genera of 
this group are either confined to the southern slopes of the Himalayas extending to the hills 
east of the Brahmaputra, or else are spread through the Indo-Malayan region, one genus 
extending to Africa and another to Austialia. Most of the genera of this group comprise but 
few species. 

e©aus 47 .— BTOIPTTS, Westwood. (Plate XX).

** Body, robust j hind wing deeply scalloped, with a veiy short truncated tail in the middle 
of the outer maigiii. Head, modeiate-sized, hairy, scarcely tufted in front, Eyes^ large, promi- 
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nent, naked. Palpi ^ scaly, obliquely ponected, not elevated much higher than the middle of 
the eyes, porrected to about half the length of the head ; the tips conveiging, scaly, except at 
the base beneath, and on the back of the teimmal half of the second joint, which aie haiiy. 
Terminal joint small, ovate-conic. ,< 4 strong, rather more than half the length of the 
forewmg ; terminated by an elongated, rather slender club, the tip of which is slightly cuived 
outwardly. Thorax^ elongate -ovate, robust, woolly, spotted with white m fiont. Abdomen^ 
rather slender. Forewing, elongate-triangulai . Costal margin not stiongly arched; apex 
rather obtuse ; outer margin about two-thirds of the length of the costa, very slightly scalloped, 
its anteiior poition rather convex, but emaiginate below the middle; anal angle si\on^y 
rounded ; inner margin equal in length to the outei margin, Stibcostal nervute having the 
fiist branch arising at about one-fourth of the length of the wing ; second branch arising lather 
beyond half the length of the wing ; third branch arising at about two-thiids of its length, 
and extending to the tip ; fourth branch arising half way between the thud and the tip, extending 
to the outer margin below the apex ; terminal poition of the nervure more oblique. Uppe^ dtsco^ 
cellular nervule extremely short, tians verse, arising at about one-thiid of the length of the 
subcostal nervure ; middle disco-cellular very short, curved, forming the base of the lower 
discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular obsolete, so that the dtscoidal cell is open. Median 
neivure strong ; its third branch not strongly arched at the base. Hindwing, subtiiangular ; 
costal margin much aiched at the base ; outer maigin deeply scalloped ; the margin between 
the discoidal and the third median neivule being somewhat elongated into a very short tiuncated 
tail. Prcecostal ney^ure slightly oblique m a direction from the body, and foiked at the tip, 
nervure blanching near the base. Upper disco-cellular neivule forming the straight 
base of the discoidal nervule and the low^r disco-cellular obsolete, the discoidal cell being open. 
Forelegs, of the' small, feathered, the tibia shorter than the femur, and the tarsus 
nearly eqial to the tibia in length, exarticulate, and destitute of apical claws ; annulated 
alternately with black and white hairs. Of the about the same length as those of the 
male, more slender, and clothed with fine scales, the tarsus furnished with apical claws. 
Middle and hindlegs, strong ; itbtce and tarn aimed beneath with rows of minute spines ; 
the middle pair longer than' the hind ones ; claws rather large, sickle-shaped, and very acute,” 
{Westwood^ l.c ) 

This genus comprises about ten species inhabiting the Himalayas extending westwards 
as far as Masun, and eastwards through Assam, Sylhet and Burma to the Malay Peninsula. 

It occurs in the Eastern Ghdts and South India, but has not yet been discoveied in Ceylon, 
the Andamans or the Nicobars. Species are found also in Boineo, Celebes, the Philippines 
and Japan. ^ 

The females of several species aie highly mimetic, resembling various species of Euplcea 
so closely as to be easily mistaken for them on the wing, the resemblance being not only in 
shape and markings but also in manner of flight and m the habit of resting m exposed 
positions. The males have quite a different appearance, their flight is rapid instead of soaring, 
and they rest with closed instead of open wings. The females are also very variable, and in 
some cases distinctly polymorphic. E. halitherses has at least three forms of the female which 
mimic three different species of Euplcea, The males are fairly constant in foim and style of 
marking as, well as in colour. They are deep indigo blue with whitish elongated patches 
and spots on the interspaces, most prominent on the hindwing. In the two Indian species the 
haustellum is black, m the genus ffestina which is really closely allied to Eunpus, but is arti- 
ficially distantly sepaiated from it in this work, owing to the second subcostal nervule of the 
forewingin thetypicalspeciesbeinggivenoff fiomthe costal nervure befoie the end of the 
cell, It IS chrome yellow.

Habitat : Himalayas, Eastern Ghats, South India, Assam, Upper Tenasserim, 

Expanse : d', 23 to 28; ?,28to 3*35 inches. 

Description : Male : Upperside, ^'forewmg black with streaks of whitish elongate 
spots. Hindwing whitish with the veins nariowly black, the bolder black with white spots, and 
wnth four led spots placed transveisely at the anal angle. Underside, htndwing also spotted 
with led at the base.” Female : Upperside, “wings white, the costa of the forming, the 
veins, thiee oblique spots and the outei mai gin black. Hmdwzng white, the veins nairowly, the 
outer margin (spotted with white), and a transverse short band beyond the middle black. 
Underside, hmdwing at the base with a small caimine spot.” {Westwood^ 1 . c.) 

Male Upperside, deep indigo-blue, with the following pale yellow maikings 

a short nairow streak in the cell from the base touching the subcostal nervure, a smaller streak 
placed outwaidly below it, a laige somewhat quad 1 ate spot placed obliquely across the end 
of the cell, beyond it thiee narrow duplex streaks placed between the nervules, and a spot at 
the base of each of the median intei spaces, the lower much the larger. A discal senes of narrow 
streaks from the costa to the submedian nervure placed in pairs ; a marginal series of lounded 
spots not reaching the apex ; a lengthened streak in the submedian inteispace with a short one 
placed below it at its outer end, and an obsolete streak in the internal inteispace. Hindwing 
pale yellow, the veins black ; the outei margin widely black from the anal angl i to the discoidal 
nervule, thence to the apex nairowly black. A maiginal senes of small round dots placed 
two in each interspace ; four carmine submaiginal spots from the anal angle, the thiee outer ones 
rounded, the one at the anal angle somewhat linear. Underside as above, the base of the 
hindwing marked with carmine. Thoiax black, streaked and spotted with pale yellow, the abdo- 
men black streaked with yellow. Anienncsfiaustellnm^ and black. Female, giound-colour 
usually pure dazzling- white, but variable ; in an Eastern Ghat specimen it is pale yellow, darker 
on the hindwing, where it may be described as being of a pale gamboge-yellow colour ; in the 
Travancore specimen, separately described undei the name of var. mendionalis^ it is stiaw- 
coloured. Markings deep indigo-blue, almost black, also variable, being much more extensive in 
some specimens than in others. Forewing with the costa black, an oblique black spot across the 
middle of the cell and a larger one closing it ; an angled discal black band from the costa to the 
first median nervule, the portion below the angle at the third median nervule much wider than 
the portion above it ; the apex widely and the outer margin less widely black and bearing 
a series of white lounded spots, small at the anal angle, becoming obsolete and lengthened out 
into streaks at the apex. All the veins marked with black. Htndwing with all the veins black, 
an irregular black patch across the disc from the discoidal nervule to the submedian nervme, 
sometimes reduced to spots placed on the neivules, in other specimens quite obsolete i the 
margin black, bearing lounded white spots placed in pans between the neivules, variable in 
size. Underside much as above, the base of the hindwing marked with carmine. 

A female from the extreme south of the peninsula has been separately desciibed under 
the name var. meridionalis as follows : ** Differs from E, consimilis in having the markings of 
the TJTPERSIDE of both wings straw-coloured instead of pure and dazzling white ; the basal two- 
thirds of the long streak in the intemo-median space, as also the stieak below the submedian 
nervure of the forewing obsolete, and the submarginal short streaks at the apex of that wing 
as prominent as those which succeed them ; and all the veins of the hindwtng much more 
broadly dark-bordered, with the black patch referred to in the original description of E* con^ 
simths consequently much less defined. Both wings are bright carmine at their insertion on 
the underside just as in typical E* consimilisF {Wood-Mason^ 1 . c.) 

With reference to the above Mr. Butler has written the following note “ It would be 
supposed from the above description [by Mr. Westwood of E* consmiIis\ that the ground-colour 
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of the wings in this specie was pure white ; the fact that a pure white form does exist in 
the Noith-East Himalayas would convince any Lepidopterist living in India that such was the 
case. I believe, however, that had Westwood been describing the Daijiling type he would 
have said * alis mveis’ lather than the more vague ‘albis.’ 

“The type of ^ consitmlis^ which is now in the collection of the Biitish Museum, is 
of a yellowish ci*eam-coiour, not deep enough for ‘ straw-colouied it differs fiom the white 
form repiesented by Wood-Mason by nothing but its yellower coloui. in which chaiactei it 
perfectly agrees with its male {E. halhrothtm), I suspect it to be a dimoiphic species ; and 
if so, it would be a mistake to regaid the snow-white vaiiety as a local lace, and give it a 
distinctive name. In the case of E. mei idtonahs, however, the pattern as well as the colour- 
ing (* stiaw coloui ed,’ W.-M ) differs not a little ; and therefore his name will stand for this 
race.*^ 

“ The yellow colour of Westwood’s type is not due to age, but is the tint most prevalent 
in specimens of Eurtpus ; were it caused by time it would be rather stiamineous than of the 
pale creamy-sulphur tint which it is. Moreover, of all the examples which I have seen of this 
species, in both sexes (and I have seen a good many besides the four yellowish ones in our 
collection), only one female, obtained fiom Dr. Lidderdale’s series, is, as Mr. Wood- Mason 
says, ‘ pure and dazzling white * ” {Butler^ 1 . c.) 

As far as I am able to judge from the specimens to which I have had access, the female 
is not dimorphic, but is variable and occurs m different foims in different places. I am unable 
to suggest what butterflies it mimics, unless it be species of the genus Thyca, a genus of protected 
buttei flies of the subfamily Pie^ma* 

Colonel Swinhoe has a female of E. consimtlis taken in the Deyra Doon 5 and the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a pair of specimens taken by Colonel Buckley at 
Masuii j two males from Buxa, Bhutan {Moti Earn) 5 one male from Sikkim (theie is a 
female from Sikkim in Mr. Otto Mbllei^s collection) 5 one female from the Thoungyeen 
forests, Upper Tenasserim ^Captain Bingham ) ; and a female from Trevandrum, Tiavancore, 
In Mr. W. Doheity’s collection there are a pair taken in December on a peak 5,000 feet near 
Potingi, Jaipur State, Eastern Glints ; a female without locality m Colonel Lang’s collection 
and another from Cannanoie, South India, in Colonel J. H. McLeod’s collection. Mr. West- 
wood records it from Assam, Mr. A.V. Knyvett has taken a single male at Jalpaiguii, and 
Mr, E. F. T. Atkinson records it as rare from the outer Himalayas of the North-Western 
Provinces,

-ff. ‘‘ Female : Upperside, j2>r^zyz;2^dusky-biown, darker and somewhat bluish on 
apical half ; a bioad oblique short white patch from middle of costal maigm, intersected by 
thiee of the vemlets ; a whitish mat k m middle of discoidal cell, and some nairow longitudinal 
white maiks at the apex , also an indistinct marginal low of small whitish spots. Hindwing 
dusky-brown, with the middle of the wing to abdominal maigin white, inteisected by the veins ; 
also a marginal and submarginal row of small bluish- white spots fiom anal angle Underside 
paler brown, and marked as above. Wings shaped asm H [^Euri/us] constnnlisP (^Moore^ 
1 c.) This foim is vauable ; a specimen fiom Shillong in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, differs 
fiom Sikkim ones m being pale brown on the upperside of the foiewing ; the hindwing being 
almost entiiely white, the outer margin only, and a discal series of elongate streaks being 
very pale brown. Another specimen also from Shillong in Majoi Maishall’s collection differs 
only from Sikkim examples in having the submaiginal series of round spots on the upperside 
of the forewing larger, while another example has these spots obsolete, the whole of the daik 
margin which bears them hair-brown instead of purplish. 

The female II Foim, which mimics the male of E, midamus^ has been desciibed as 
Diadema nyctilius by Mr, Doubleday, and as Eunpns ctmimnomms by Mr. Wood-Mason, 
as follows : — 

nycdlius. Female. ** Forming brownish black, the apex broadly shaded with pale 
blue, the colour varying with the direction of the light ; between the nervules is a seiies of 
whitish strise, becoming less elongate towards the anal angle. Hindwing dusky white, fuscous 
at the base, the outer maigin narrowly fuscous, the colour extending inwaids between the 
nervules, which also are fuscous. Underside; fuscous, with a ^naiginal series 

of whitish spots, and two submarginal ones near the anal angle. Hindwing fuscous ; the 
inner margin and a double series of ill-defined spots towards the outer maigin, of which 
those of the inner series are rounded, of the outer elongate, geminate, whitish. Head and 
thorax black with white dots. Antenna with an elongate club, fuscous, Ahdohten, fuscous.’* 
This species closely resembles some of the Indian EuplctaP (Doubleday ^ 1 . c ) 

E» cinnamomeus, ‘‘Female; Upperside, purplish black-brown, darkest at

CupM is a genus of moderate extent, about ten species having been described as belonging 
to it, which occur throughout India except in the diy plains of the Noith West, in Ceylon, 
the Andaman and Nicobar isles, Buima, the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, and reaching 
into China.

larger quadrate spot beneath the fiist median nervule. Bindwing with a narrow, black, 
strongly, and xrregulaily waved line crossing wing near apex of cell ; this is followed by 
a straighter and broken linear fascia, outwardly margined with ochraceous, again succeeded 
by an outer discal row of spots placed between the nervules, two submarginal waved 
and broken fasciae and a marginal fascia, all blackish. Abdominal margin greyish brown. 
Underside as above, but pale ochraceous. Forewing with the pale fascia much broader 
and beneath the third median nervule, widening to outer margin, where it contains a waved 
linear fascia before the dark spots; the apical area brownish, containing three pale spots 
beyond the pale fascia, and separated by the discoidal nervules, and two submarginal narrow 
waved dark linear fascise, which are broken, maculate, and elongate near apex. Bindwiftgf 
with a distinct lunulate pale violaceous fascia before the black spots, which are more or 
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less suriounded with reddish, the black fasciae above, pale brownish beneath. Body and 
legs more or less concolouious with wings.” (Distant^ 1. c.) 

Captain Moitimei J. Slater notes* that this species was “ tolerably plentiful at Dacca, 
1844. Flies quietly, and is easily captured I used to find one or two almost invariably near a 
deep pool of stagnant water overhung with bamboo jungle,” It has been taken at Shelapunji in 
the Khasi Hills in October, Mr. T. G. H. Monciieffe took it at Rangoon, Dr, Anderson in the 
Mergui archipelago, and Limborg fiom Moolai to Moolat and at Hatsiega in Upper Tenasserira. 
There is a single specimen from Sikkim collected by Dr. Jeidon in Col. Lang’s collection, Mr. 
A. V. Knyvett and I took it on a flowering tree at Kalimpong, 4,000 feet, also in Sikkim in 
October, and it occurs in Continental India along the foot of the Himalayas as far west as 
Kumaon as stated by Mr E. F. T, Atkinson in his “ Notes on the Zoology of the N. W. P,, 
India.” In South India it is replaced by the next closely-allied species. Mr. de Roepstorff 
has sent numerous specimens captured at Port Blau, which are remarkable foi the depth of 
the ground-colour of the uppeiside, it being deep umber-brown rather than ochreous-yellow ; 
in this respect they are nearest to some specimens from Upper Tenassenm and Penang, 

Var. Felder. ** Differs from the Indian and Javan types in its much lighter 

colouiation, in the outer spots on the forewmg being much larger, and in the opalescent outer 
seiies of lunules on the hindwing.” 

The Nicobarese variety can at once be distinguished from specimens from the Andamans 
by their much lighter colouration, but they are hardly distinguishable fiom some examples from 
Continental India. The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Kamorta, Katschall 
and Great Nicobar, 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from the ' South Andamans 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

308. Ouplia placida, Moore, 

Ctj^lacidai Moore, Lep, Cey,, vol 1, p 65, pi xxxii, fig. i (1881). 

Habitat ; South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 1*9 to 2*5 inches. 

Description : “ Male and female. Upperside dark yellowish-ochreous, darkest and 
tinged with olive on basal aieas. Forewmg with a black apical band, having a waved curved 
inner border extending fiom middle of the costa to postenor angle ; a transverse narrow black 
zigzag line dividing the basal and discal areas ; two lunate marks within the cell and three spots 
on lower discal area Hindwmg with a transveise subbasal black zigzag line, a discal whitish- 
bordered macular band and outer row of small oval spots, two submaigmal lunular daiker lines 
and an outer marginal line. Underside pale ochieous, with very pale markings, as above, the 
,discal band composed of white lunules and travel sing both wings,” (Moore, I. c ) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses examples from the Kadur district, Mysore, Oota- 
camund ( W F, Hampson), Wynaad, Canara, Travancore and Ceylon. In the latter island it is 
recorded as being “a low countiy insect, found sometimes in the hilly districts. Numerous only 
about April and May” (Mackwood). “ Galle and Kandy” (Wade). On the upperside of the 
forewing the pale discal band is darker, and consequently less conspicuous than in C. erymanthis, 
and the apical black area is more deeply coloured and usually immaculate 5 in Ceylon specimens, 
however, it often beais a single obsolete ochieous spot ; the outer edge of the pale discal band 
also IS in typical specimens evenly curved and very slightly sinuate. In its range it is geogra- 
phically separated from C. erymanthts, and differs sufficiently in colouration and markings to 
entitle it to specific rank ; but the specimens from South India show a gradually increasing 
resemblance to C. erymanihu to the northwards of their range, very marked in some cases# 
aeaus 49.— HBLITJBA., Fabricius. (Plate XVIII).

** Head, rather small, clothed with hair; forehead narrow. Eyes, oval, not prominent. 
Palpi, divergent, porrect, slightly ascending, projecting considerably beyond the forehead ; 
all the joints hairy. First joint stout, curved ; second joint subcylindric, rather compressed,

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somewhat stoutest in the middle, twice the length of the fiist; third joint slendei, almost 
acicular, about the same length as the first. Antennm^ short, scaicely half the length of t e 
costal margin of the wing, rather slender, teunmating in a short, pyrifoim, laige club. Thorax, 
moderately stout, elongate oval, clothed with long hairs. Abdormn, model ately stout, aiched, 
not much shorter than the inner margin of the hindwing. Forewing, neaily triangular ; the 
costal margin scarcely, or not at all, rounded ; outer margin two-thirds the length of the 
costal, rounded, often but slightly ; inner maigin nearly straight, longer than the outer. Costal 
nervure lather stout, scarcely extending beyond the middle of the costal margin. Subcostal 
nervure slender ; its first nervule thiown off befoie the end of the cell ; its second beyond the 
cell, opposite, or nearly so, to the termination of the costal nervuie ; the thud nearer 
to the second than to the fourth; fourth neaier to the third than to the apex. Upper 
disco-cellular nervule veiy short; middle disco-cellular cuived inwards, about half the 
length of the lower, which is but little cuived, and anastomoses with the third median 
nervule not far fiom its origin Internal neivuie wanting. Hindwing, obovate ; the 
shoulder very prominent ; the costal margin nearly stiaight, equal in length to the inner ; 
outer margin much rounded, but little moie than half the length of the other maigins. Prcecostal 
nervure simple. Discotdal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal nervule, arising from 
the second subcostal nervule soon after its origin. Cell open. Third median neivuie 
little curved. Inner margin entirely embiacing the abdomen Forelegs, of the male 
hairy and scaly ; the femur and tibia of about equal length, unarmed. Tarsus smooth, sub- 
cylindiic, slightly tapeung at the base and apex ; one-jointed, but sometimes showing slight 
indications of articulations ; shoiter than the tibia, Of the female with the tibus shorter 
than the femora,< unarmed, lather stouter towards the apex. Tarsus five-jointed ; the fiist 
joint cylindric, elongate, equal or more than equal to the rest combineu, mostly armed at 
the apex, as are the three following joints always, with a spine on each side ; second joint 
much shorter ; rest transverse ; fifth sometimes veiy small. Middle and hindlegs, with 
ikie femora abodt equal in length to the tibiae, rather robust. Tibice and tarsi densely clothed 
with scales, the former rather longer than the latter, smooth externally, spiny laterally and 
internally ; the lateral spines long, the internal ones very short. Tarsi with all the joints 
nearly cylindric, slightly tapering to the claw, spiny lateially and below, not above; the 
spines on the lower surface of all the joints ananged in a double series ; lateial spines long. 
First joint not equal to the rest combined ; second joint nearly half the length of the fiist ; 
third and fourth progressively shorter ; fifth equal to the third. Clatvs curved, grooved below. 
Paronychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia slender, nearly strap-shaped, longer than the claw ; 
inner lacinia about half the length of the outer, subtriangular, pointed. PulvUlus two-jointed, 
nearly as long as the claw.^* 

Larva subcylindric, rather tapeiiiag to the extiemities, tuberculate ; the tubeicules 
covered with short setse ; or spiny, the spines set round with hairs. Pupa short, obovate, not 
angular, tuberculate, with the head rounded ; or angular, with the head bifid,” 

“This genus is difficult to characterise in the perfect state, so as readily to distinguish it 
fiom Argynnis; but there is one impoitant distinctive character, namely, that the taisi of the 
middle and hindlegs are not spiny on the under surface, whilst they are so invariably in 
Argynnis,^* (Douhleday, 1. c.) But for the single character given above theie seems to be 
nothing to distinguish the species of the two geneia, some species of Argynnis, like all the 
species of Melitm, have the second subcostal nervule of the foiewmg emitted after the apex of 
the cell, and in both genera there are species with or without silvery markings on the underside. 
The genus Mditeea is of very large extent, and inhabits the temperate zones of both the 
Old and New Worlds. In Asia it is found in Siberia, Amuiland, the Caucasus, Altai Moun- 
tains, Peisia, the Mountains of Afghanistan and Biluchistan, and the Himalayas at considerable 
elevations. They are all small insects, some very small, having the uppersideyerruginous 
with several series of black spots ; they are usually abundant in individuals where they occur, 
and frequent sunny spots in the openings of woods and forests, the banks of streams, and 
the beds of flowers just below the snow line, except in the case of M robettsi, which is found 
on bare stony hill sides in Afghanistan and almost in the plains of the Punjab.

Habitat : Kongma Pass, Noith-West Himalayas; Native Sikkim. 

Expanse : 1*25 to 1*55 inches. 

DE'oCRTPTion : Upperside. “ Wings ferruginous ; costa and base of wings blackish. 
Forewing with narrow marginal band, two maiks within discoidal cell, and two transverse 
series of discal spots black ; a senes of black-margined, pale-centied submarginal lunules. 
JEiindwittg the marginal black band and submarginal lunules as in foiewing, also a senes 
of three small black spots from anal angle. CUia white [pale ochieous], spotted with black, 

feirugmous black. Underside, clear ferruginous, yellowish about the apex, 
with the discal markings as above, but less defined, and a marginal seiies of yellowish lunules, 
Hindwing with ferruginous base, yellow disc, a pale ferruginous submarginal and marginal 
band (each with bright feiruginous spots), and an intermaigmal series of yellowish lunules. 
Sexes alike.” {Moore, 1 . c ) 

Note , — **This is very local, apparently, I have seen it but in one place, on one acie of 
ground I may say, on a patch of very stony pastuie-land, at 16,000 feet altitude, on the ‘Kong- 
ma’ pass, leading from Kunawur into the Chinese province of Gughe in Tibet : ground not 
clear of snow for more than four months in the year. Heie one day I saw a gieat number 
of these insects flying, an icy-cold wind blowing all the time, so that the insects were blown 
about, and never more than an inch or so above the ground. No other Lepidopteia near them 
did I see but a stray Coiias edusa, and several Parnassii coursing up and down the snow-banks 
a little higher up.” (^Colonel A, M, Lang, R.E,, 1 . c.) 

In Colonel Langes collection aie several of the specimens above referied to, which were 
taken in July. The female is larger and paler than the male, all the markings more prominent. 
On the underside of the hindwing in both sexes there is a subbasal band, a spot in the cell, an 
angulated discal band and submarginal lunulated band all silvery, defined outwardly with a 
fine black line, not mentioned by Mr. Moore. Captain H. J. Elwes and Mr. Otto Moller 
have both obtained numerous specimens of this species through their native collectors at high 
elevations in Native Sikkim, or Chumbi in Thibet, Both above and below these specimens 
are rather darker and heavier marked than those taken by Colonel Lang, but are otherwise 
indistinguishable. 

310. Helitsea amQduula5 Felder. 

AT. amenula, Felder, Rexse Nov , Lep„ vol ii, p 392, n. 573 (1867), 

Habitat : Western Himalayas, Ladak, Rupshu, Fangchog, Marka, 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description : ** Male. Upperside fulvous, the alia sulphurous [yellow], in the fore- 
wing more distinctly divided with black, with the exterior margin rather broadly blackish- 
fuscous, inwardly with a series of yellowish lunules, outwardly with [a senes of) cinctures 
divided with black ; with the base, and the basal two-thirds of the costal margin 

powdered with ochraceous, with a cellular mark, another disco-cellular, a spot more or less 
annular below the former, often another minute one beyond it, an angulate macular discal

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stieak, often evanescent between the median nervules and another one exteiior more macular, 
outwaidly more or less edged with obsolete ochiaceous patches and the veins towards the 
margin blackish-fuscous ; htfidwing with the mtemo-basal thud densely powdeied with fuscous, 
and bearing a subcostal spot and two in the cell outwardly of the giound-coloiu, with an 
angulate discal band of obsolete ochiaceous spots, suiiounded veiy obsoletely with fuscous 
as fat as the third median neivule, terminated with thiee powdery spots outwardly on the anal 
margin, and very often also inwardly with two oi three blackish fuscous spots. Underside, 
forming paler, with a dot and two annular cellular maiks black, the black spots of the uppei- 
side evanescent, with other outer darker spots interspeised on the ground-colour, the sub- 
marginal lunules somewhat silveiy, surrounded with powdeiy black in a continuous seiies, 
with the margin immediately beyond them ochraceous ; hindwmg pale ochiaceous, the costa, 
the basal fourth and the cell silvery, an ii regular basal fascia, thiee basal spots (the fiist neai 
the subcostal fold, the lowest at the internal [fold], the middle one cellular, often inteiiupted) 
often confluent, and a disco-cellular spot deep oehraceous, suirounded with black, an angulate 
submacular silvery discal fascia, surrounded with powdery black, the margin immediately beyond 
it deep ochraceous, close beyond it with black streaks (the upper often evanescent), then with 
obsolete fulvous spots, and immediately beyond these a senes of joined submarginal lunules, 
silvery, surrounded with powdery black much broader than in the forewing, a powdery black 
maiginal line ” 

** Smaller than the allied species, M. sindma, Moore, distinguished by the silver bands on 
the underside,” (^Felder ^ 1 . c ) 

I have bt;t little doubt that M amcennla is synonymous with M. sindura* The unac- 
countable omission by Mr. Moore in his description of the latter species of the silveiy markings 
of the underside doubtless led Dr. Felder to consider his specimens distinct. 

311. Melitsea balMta, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 71 ^

Habitat: Sonamurg, K.-E. Kashmir; Chunpur and the Muibul Pass, Kashmir ; Sanch 
Pass, Chumba. 

Expanse : <J, 1*5 ; 9 , i 75 to 2*00 inches. 

Description; **Male. Upperside bright fulvous; markings prominent ;«//« pale 
yellow, alternating with black ; costal edge and veins black ; base of wings and hind margins 
fuliginous black ; both zvings with a broad exterior marginal black band, traversed by promi- 
nent fulvous dentiform lunules. Forming with a black constiicted maik within the cell, a 
streak at the end, a short longitudinal streak below it from base of wing, and two transveise 
discal series of spots (the inner row being the largest). Hindwing with black subbasalirie- 
gular transverse seues of lunular marks. Underside paler. Forming with the veins 
fulvous ; costa and exteiior maigin yellow ; markings not prominent ; cilia as above. Httid^ 
wing with black veins ; a basal band, a prominent disco-cellular spot, a broad curved discal 
band, and a marginal series of broad lunules yellow, all bordeied by a black line ; the discal 
band traveised by a blackish irregular line ; the inteibasal space bright fulvous, and the 
interdiscal space yellow, with bright fulvous spots ; extreme outer margin and cilta yellow. 
Female Upperside dull, clouded fulvous; ctha palei; markings broader, confluent, the 
base of the wings moie broadly dusky black, the interdiscal space somewhat yellow, and the 
maiginal dentiform lunules more or less yellow. Underside as in male, excepting that the 
exterior marginal lunules qI forming, and the basal, discal, and marginal band of lunules, as 
well as the disco-cellular spot of the hindwmg is glossy yellow 01 dull silvery white,” 

The nearest European ally of this species is M. athahaF (Moore, 1 . c.) 

The type specimen was taken by the late Captain R. B. Reed at Sonamuig. I took 
this species on the Sanch Pass, Chumba, at the end of May ; and at Chunpur, and on the 
Muibul Pass, Kashmir, in the middle of June.

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312. Melitsea roTsertsi, Butler. 

M, roherid, Butler, Proc Zool Soc. Lend., 1880, p 406, n. 8, pi xxxi'?, fig 2 , if robertm^ Swinhoe, 
Trans, Ent Soc. Lond , 1885, p 339, n. 11. 

Habitat : Candahar, Charaan, Afghanistaa ; Campbellpui, Attock, Punjab. 

Expanse : 1-2 to 1*5 inches. 

Description : Male • Upperside bright fulvous, markings much smaller and geneially 
less prominent than in M balbita ; cilia white, alternating with black ; veins concolourous with 
the giound, not black as in M. balbita ; base of wings with a few blackish scales ; botfi wings 
with a narrow black marginal band entnely sepaiate fiom the submaigitial senes of black 
lunules which aie small, separate, and on the hindwing often evanescent (in M balbita these 
latter aie confluent with each other and with the maiginal band). with two small 

black stieaks across the cell and continued to the submedian neivuie, two enclosing the 
disco-cellulai neivules, a twice angulated discal band of spots, the upper four moie or less con- 
fluent, three 01 four subapical spots beyond moie or less confluent, and a submarginal senes of 
lunules. Hindwing with some iriegular basal lines, an angulate senes of discal spots (in 
M* balbita these aie sometimes tiaceable, bat usually entirely absent), and a submaiginal senes 
of lunules, often obsolete, black. Underside palei ; forewmg maiked as on upperside, the 
exterior markings fainter and evanescent on the anal portion, the apex pale ochreous ; kindwing 
with pale ochreous veins (almost white), and the bands pale ochieous much whiter than in 
M, balbita; the base of the wing and along the inner maigin pale ochieous, the disco-cellular 
spot extended downwards and coalescing with the ochieous margin, a broad curved discal 
band and the outer margin broadly pale ochreous, the maigmal band is bovnded inwardly 
by the submarginal lunules and beais a maigmal senes of separate spots besides the inter- 
lupted maigmal line by which it is bounded , the discal band is bounded on both sides by 
fine black lunules and bears an inteiiupted line of black lunules ; and on each side of the 
discoidal neivule it is extended outwardly, the extension being again bounded by two black 
lunules. 

The black lines bounding the pale ochieous bands are in all cases composed of separate 
narrow lunules, while in M balbita the lines are continuous and the bands aie yellow, not 
whitish ochieous. 

The above descuption is taken fiom the specimens in my collection fiom Afghanistan 
and the Punjab, the black mai kings vary considerably, but in all cases they aie moie decidedly 
macular and less confluent than in M, balbita^ the veins not being black m M. robertsi at 
once distinguishes it from M balbita ; it is also a smaller insect 

*Butler^s oiiginal description is given below* M. is a laiger and very vaiiable 

insect of the same group found in Europe and Western Asia ; the markings are similar m 
pattern, but much larger, more numerous and moie intense, the ground-coloui is also much 
darker fulvous. 

** Rather common on the bare uncultivated wastes at the foot of the hills at the end of May

“Allied to M, casta, Kollar [also from Persmk but the pattern of the hindwing on the underside, which 
is very similar to that of M, didyma, manifestly differs [from m . casia \ and comes nearest to M. didyma, 
from which nevertheless it ought tp be separated on account of the absence of the black spots chiefiy at tht 
base of the wings,” (^Kollar, 1 c.)

There IS a single very old specimen of this species labelled “Afghanistan,” in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. Major J. W. Yerbury, wnting fiom Campbellpui in the Punjab, states 
that Mehtaa toherUi is an uncommon butterfly here, but on one spur running down to the 
river Huion, I took in two days five specimens ; the spur was covered with loose round stones 
and with scarcely any vegetation. It has a weak flight, but owing to its hugging the giound 
is at times difficult to catch ” He has also taken it at Attock. 

It is a very pale, sparsely-marked, species, and easily distinguished from the other Indian 
species of the genus. 

Q-eaus 50.~ ATELLA, Houbleday. (Plate XX), 

Doubleday, Gen. Diurn Lep , \ol i, p. 165(1848) , id., Moore, Lep. Cey , vol. i, p. 61 {i88t) . 
id.. Distant, Rhop. Malay,, p 173 (1882) ; Phalanta-t Horsfield, Cat Lep E I. C , pi. vii, fig. s (1829). 

** Head, broad, haiiy, the hairs on the crown long Eyes^ prominent, nearly round Palpi, 
divergent, ascending, rising considerably above the forehead. Basal joint very short, curved 5 
second long, broad anterioily, very much swollen, scaly and hairy, the outer side of the anteiior 
suiface with a fringe of very long hairs, the back with a short tuft towaids the apex ; third joint 
not one-seventh the length of the second, acicular,* scaly. AntenncSf fully thiee-fourths the 
length of the body, terminating in a shoit but rather giadually thickening club rounded at the 
apex, with its articulations moie distinct than the rest. Thorax, short, rather stout, ovate, hairy. 
Abdomen, short, rather stout Forewing, sub triangular, the slightly rounded ; costal maigtn 
considerably arphed, one-half longer than the onter margin, which is equal, or nearly so, m 
length to the i mer, and, like this last, slightly emaiginate. Costal net^ure stout, extending 
but little beyond the end of the cell. Subcostal neivure slender, lying close to the costal, until 
this latter curves upwaids to the costa ; first subcostal nervule aiising shoitly before the end 
of the cell ; the second at rather a long distance beyond it ; the third at about one-third the 
distance between the second and fourth ; the fourth about midway between the second and 
the apex, terminating on the costa just above the apex. JDtscoidal cell short, but little more than 
one- third the length of the wing. Upper duco-cellular nervule extremely shoit ; middle disco- 
cellular cuived, rather more than half the length of the lower disco-cellular, which is slightly 
curved, and anastomoses with the third median nervule at its oiigin, or shoitly beyond it. 
Third median nervule modeiately curved. Hindwing, obovate ; the margins all nearly equal 
in length ; the outer mat gin sinuate, sometimes prolonged into a shoit tail at the termination 
of the third median nervule. Prcecostal nervure simple, short, cuived outvvaids. Costal 
nervure considerably curved at its origin. Upper disco-cellular neivule slender, diiected 
almost immediately outwards 5 lower disco-cellular short, slightly curved, veiy slender, 
almost atrophied, uniting with the median nervure opposite to the oiigin of the second 
median nervule, or with the base of the thud median neivule, which is but little curved. 
Forelegs, of the male clothed with long delicate hairs 7ibia shoiter than the femur, 
cylindiic. Tarsus shorter than the tibia, neaily cyUndric, tapering to a point at the apex. Of 
tho female scstly and h&iry. Tibia shorter than the femur, spiny within towards the apex. 
Tarsus shorter than the tibia; the first joint longer than the lest combined, cuived, spiny 
within and armed, as are the three following joints, at the apex with a stout spine coveied 
by a tuft of hair at the base of the following joint ; fouith and fifth joints transveise. 
Middle and hindlegs, with the hbice shoitei than the femora, spiny exteinally and 
laterally, the lateral spines longest ; spurs long and stout. Tarsi about one-fourth longer than 
the femora, rather densely spiny all round ; the spines of the upper suiface slenderest, the lateral 
ones the longest, those of the lower surface arranged in two regular senes ; first joint exactly 
equal to the rest combined ; second, thiid and fourth progiessively shorter; fifth of equal 
length with the third. Claws rather short, curved, compressed. Paronychia bilaciniate : the 
outer lacima as long as, and broader than, the claw, which it quite covers ; inner nearly 
strap-shaped, slightly tapering, very little shoiter than the outer one. Pulmllus two-jointed 
as long as the claw ; the second joint broad ”

Atella is a genus of rather small extent, occurring in Afiica, throughout India and thence 
through the Malay archipelago. Two of the Indian species occur in the hills up to 7 fOOO feet, 
and are to be met with also in the lower valleys and the plains. A, phalanla (the only species 
I have seen on the wing) loves the sun, is very active "in flight, but settles fiequently on 
floweis.

The first species, A, appeals to be at least subgenerically separable from the typical 
species A pkalanta, not only on account of the veiy different shape of the hind wing, but 
also in the shape of the discoidal cells in both wings, these being in A smha much more 
obtuse at the apex, and in the hind wing ending distinctly short of the oiigin( of the second 
median nervule, while in A, phalanta the apex is slightly beyond it. The style of marking 
too is very different, - 4 , phalanta closely lesembling an Argynms or a Melitcea on the upper- 
side, while A, sinha more nearly resembles a Cynlhta,

Description : “Male. Upperside, forewing ochiaceous ; a dark waved fascia commenc- 
ing at costa beyond end of cell, concavely extending to thiid median nervule, and then 
obliquely defiexed beneath cell to near inner margin 5 within the fascia the colour is 
biowmsh, the cell being crossed by four narrow black fasciae ; the apex more or less suffused 
with blackish, either totally and enclosing some ochraceous spots, or exhibiting two modera- 
tely well-defined oblique fasciae ; outer margin broadly blackish, preceded by a narrow 
submarginal line of the same colour, and with four small blackish spots, of which three — 
always visible— are placed two above and one beneath the second median nervule, and the 
fouith— sometimes fused in the apical colouration — situated between the discoidal nervules. 
Hindwing of the same hue as the forewing, but with the outer third brownish, inwardly 
marked by a series of small dark spots placed between the nervules, and with broad 
marginal and submargiual dark fasciae, between which the colour is narrowly pale ochraceous. 
UNDERSlDE,^;vze>/«!^ with the basal dark colouiation more violaceous, the cell pale, but dark 
between the narrow black fasciae, all the dark markings much paler, being brownish or 
violaceous, and with a series of distinct pale lunulate spots crossing the wmg before the dark 
spots. Bind wing more 01 less violaceous, crossed by two medial and much-waved narrow and 
darker fasciae, between the upper portions of which the colour is pale ochraceous, and both of 
which are more or less outwardly margined with pearly greyish 5 a greyish subquadrate spot 
in cell margined on three of its sides with dark violaceous, the outer dlscal spots margined 
with rufous, but with the one above the third median nervule obsolete ; outer margins pale, 
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as on tlje forewing. Body above concolouious with wings, beneath gieyish oi veiy pale 
ochraceous {Distant, 1 . c ). Female lather darker than the male, the violaceous colouiing 
of the UNDERSIDE less prominent. 

Von Hugel desciibed this species from specimens taken in Masuri. It occurs in Nepal, Sik- 
kim {Otto Mailer), Onssa {fK C. Taylor), Sibsagar (S. E. Peal), Khasi Hills in the autumn 
(^ybknson), lliagB. Hills, Gsich. 3,1 (lVood‘Mason), SylhQt, Mergui Aichipelago Andeison), 

Upper Tenasserim, and Moulmein* a “ melanoid variety” ( Limbotg). Captain Bingham found 
It common m the Thoungyeen forests in February, March and April ; it occurs throughout 
Malayana. 

A, egista, Cramer, from the Moluccas and New Guinea is a closely-allied species. 

The figure, showing both sides of a female example from Shillong, is taken fiom a specimen 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Expanse : 1*9 to 2 6 inches. 

Description ; “ Male and female. Upperside bright ochraceous, with the following 
blackish markbigsr-^y'miV?^ with the apical half of the costal maigia,foui nairow waved fasciae 
(arranged in pairs) crossing cell, a waved and broken spot beyond cell extending from costa to 
the lower discoidal nervule, an oblique series of four spots divided by the median nervules ; a 
straight discal series of six spots placed between the neivules, followed by a similar series of 
four spots, the upper of which is placed between the discoidal nervules and the fouith between 
the second and first median nervules 5 a submarginal and much- waved fascia terminating at the 
first median nervule, where it is followed by an irregular spot, and which is more or less con- 
nected along the nervules with a maiginal series of spots preceded by a nariow line. Hindwing 
with some transversely waved lineai fascise on basal area ; a discal series of four rounded 
spots, the two upper divided by the lower subcostal nervule, and the third and fourth by the 
second median nervule ; two waved submarginal fascise, the inneimost particularly waved and 
smuated, and a marginal series of elongate spots. Underside as above, but with most of 
the dark markings paler, Forewing with the black spots near outer angle very large and 
prominent ; the straight senes of spots beyond cell are outwardly margined with greyish, 
and beyond this the wing has a violaceous suffusion, [The spaces inclosed by the dark 
.lines across the cell aie also violaceous.] Hmdwing with the outer medial linear daik 
fascia reddish and outwaidly margined with greyish, beyond which the ground-colour has a 
violaceous tinge, and the black spots are veiy minute and sunounded with reddish. Body 
above somewhat concolourous with wings, beneath greyish. Legs ochraceous, the femora 
greyish.” ( Distant, 1 . c.) The intensity and extent of the markings aie somewhat variable, 
specimens from the legion of heavy rainfall being as usual darker than those from more and 
. districts. 

The L^RVA as figured by Horsfield is cylindric, green above, whitish below, with the 
head brown ; each segment bears on the back two branched spines, and those segments which 
have neither legs nor prolegs have also a similar spine at the side” (^Doubleday in Gen. 
Dium. Lep., vol i, p. i66). Mr. Mooie (Lep. Cey., vol. i, p. 62) describes the larva as 
‘‘purple-brown ; head armed with two delicate branched spines, each segment with two dorsal 
rows of similar spines and two lateral lows of shorter spines. Feeds on Flacourtia, Salix,

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The PUPA, which I found on one occasion in Calcutta attached to the undeiside of a leaf 
of a tiee resembling the weeping willow, was a beautiful gieen, with a subdoisal serie«! of five 
acutely pointed tubeicles, marked with led, between each pan another pair of veiy small 
blunt ones, the upper edge of the wmg-covers and a spot on each side of the head also 
marked with red. Doubleday ( 1 . c ) desciibes the pupa as ‘‘elongate ovate, constricted across 
the back ; green with four red dashes on each side, marked in the middle with bluish ; a 
double series of spines on the back of the same red coloui.*’ In Java, Dr. Hoisfield notes that 
the larva “ feeds on a species of Ixora,** 

This species IS one of the commonest Indian buttei flies, occuuing throughout the year in 
the plains and in suitable seasons in the outer Himalayas up to 8,000 feet. The uppeiside 
much resembles that of an Argymtis. A closely allied species {A, ewytis^ Doubleday, 
Hewitson) occuis in Africa.

Description : “ Male, smaller than A.^MIanfa, but resembling that spjicies in colour 
and markings, though differing in the following particulais :—Upperside, with the 

apical half of the costal margin more broadly black 5 the outer maigm also is' broadly black, 
preceded by a contiguous waved fascia, which is deflected to costa at the lower discoidal 
nervule, thus enclosing two ochraceous spots ; between these and end of the cell the wing is 
ciossed by a waved senes of small spots placed between the nervules , the cell is ciossed 
by three pans of linear fasciae, and is followed by a broader oblique fascia teiminatmg at 
third median neivule, and beneath the cell are four linear maikings, two near base, the third 
longest and broken, the fourth smallest between the third and second median nervules. 
wing with a broad outer black mai gin, preceded by a nai rower waved and sinuated sub- 
marginal fascia ; outer discal spots as vx A, pkalctnta^ but the upper one very minute; on 
inner side of these and extending from about the extremities of the submaiginal fascia is a 
narrow linear and somewhat broken fascia ; other basal markings as in the preceding species, 
but more distinct. Underside marked generally as above, but with coirespondmg differ- 
ences as in A* phalanta,^^ i^Distant^ 1. c.) Female : Upperside with the giound-colour 
darker than in the male, all the markings laiger and more prominent. In some lights the disc 
of both wings is suffused with beautiful violascent. Underside also with the ground-colour 
more dusky than in the male, and the markings larger. 

The late Mr. A. de Roepstorff has sent numerous specimens of this species to the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, taken at Port Blair ; also from Teiessa and Katschall m the Nicobars. 
Dr. Anderson took it m the Mergui archipelago in the cold weather. There are specimens 
from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and two specimens from Sikkim in Major 
Marshall’s collection. 

Genus 61.— OBTSOSIA, Fabricius. (Plate XXII).

Head, rather narrow, clothed with hair; eyes^ oval, prominent; palpi^ slightly divergent, 
ascending, rising considerably above the forehead, clothed with appressed scales ; the first 
joint stout, short, curved ; second joint more than five times the length of the first, much 
swollen beyond the middle, smaller towards the apex, which is obliquely truncate, set in 
front with long erect setae ; third joint slender, elongate, oval, about equal in length to the 
fiist ; antenUiM about thiee-fourths the length of the body, giadually clavate j the club 
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slender, latKei pointed, grooved below. Thorax^ oval, not robust \ the prothorax small, 
but distinct. Abdomen^ subcylmdiic, shorter than the inner margin of the hind wing. Fore- 
wing, triangular 5 the costal margin and apex slightly rounded \ outer margin sinuate-dentate, 
not two-thiids the length of the costa ; inner margin slightly sinuate, lather longer than 
the outer. Costal nervure stout, not extending much beyond the middle of the wing ; suh^ 
costal nervure slender, placed very close to the costal, five-branched, its first branch thrown 
off just before the end of the cell ; the first and second, and the third and fouith, branches 
about equally distant from one another ; the third rather nearer to the second than to the fourth. 
Discoidal cell not quite half the length of the wing. Upper disco-cellular nervule almost 
wanting ; middle disco-cellular nearly straight, directed slightly inwards ; lower disco-cellular 
twice the length of the middle one, directed first slightly inwards, then curving outwards, 
uniting to the third median nervule almost immediately beyond its origin. Hind wing, 
subtnangular, all the margins of about equal length ; the anterior slightly, the outer much, 
rounded, the latter more or less deeply dentate , the inner margin forming a distinct channel 
for the reception of the abdomen, emarginate beyond the termination of the internal nervuie. 
Forelegs, of the male with the femur and tibia of about equal length, subcylindric, slightly 
compressed j tarsus one-jointed, shorter than the tibia, subcylindric, slightly compressed, 
rounded, or rather slenderer, towards the apex. Of the female scarcely, if at all, longer 
than those of the male ; femur and ithia of about equal length, neaily cylindric, the latter 
slightly spiny within ; tarsus shorter than the tibia, five-jointed ; the first joint neaily double 
the length of the rest combined, laigest towards the apex ; the other joints transverse, 
successively shorter ; all the joints except the fifth armed on each side at the apex with a 
stout spine, cowed more or less by a tuft of stiff hairs at the base of the following joint. 
Middle and ^hindlegs, with the tihice rather shorter than the femora^ spiny ; the spuis 
distinct ; tarsi about equal in length to the tibiae, very spmy ; the spines above slender, 
much stronger at the sides and below, forming three well-defined series along the sole of the 
foot. First joint equal to the rest combined ; second, third and fouith progressively shorter, 
and slightly thicker ; fifth longer than the second, rather dilated ; the spines, especially the 
lateral ones, longer than on the other joints. Claws elongate, grooved below, lobed at the 
base, acute, but little curved except at the base and apex. Paronychia and pulvilli wanting 
or rudimentary.” {Doubleday ^ 1. c j 

The LARVA of two species are known 5 they are cylindrical in shape, the third to 
fifth, the seventh, and the ninth to thiiteenth segments marked each with a bright crimson 
band, the sixth and eighth segments with a biight yellow band, and all the segments bearing 
several fine and many branched spines, the head with a pair of suberect processes. The 
PUPA is bi own, of different shades, very irregular in shape and foliaceous. 

The characteristic features of the Cethosice are tne black outer border, covering the 
apical half in the forewing and bearing on both wings a series of narrow highly dentate 
white lunules corresponding with the dentations of the margin ; these lunules are in all 
cases prominent on the underside, and, except in C. ntkoharica (in which they are obsolete 
but traceable), on the upperside also. Also on the forewing a discal series of more elongate 
white lunules. In the males the ground-colour of the wings is ochreous or fulvous-red, 
suffused with whitish on the hindwing in a few species only. In the females the prevailing 
colour is white, often tinged with ochreous. There are two groups, — the first in which the 
ground-colour is fulvous-red, represented by C> cyane in the North-East, C. mahatia 
in the South, and G, nietneri in Ceylon ; C. cyane having a single prominent black spot 
below the subcostal nervure in- the middle of the hindwing, and the other two bearing 
numerous black marks on the basal half. This gioup is also distinguished by a broad, white 
subapical transverse bar on the forewing, widest and best defined in C. cyane^ and narrowest 
and least defined in C. nietneri. The second group in which the ground-colour is ochreous-xed 
and the base of the hind wing unmarked below the subcostal nervure except by transparency 
from the underside, is represented by the typical species C, kbits, and an allied species which 
replaces it in the Andamans and Nicobars, 

The species of this genus are all very beautiful, rich red, yellow and black being the 
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chief predominating colours, and in certain lights fiesh-canght males have a beautiful pin pie 
gloss on the uppei side. The deep scalloping of the hmdwing is a veiy remaikable featuie. 
They occur in the eastern Himalayas, Assam, Sylhet, Burma, and thence thiough the Malay 
Peninsula and Aichipelago to Australia. One species each occuis m Southern India, Ceylon 
and the Andamans and Nicobais, Wheie they occui they are usually numerous in individuals, 
and very conspicuous from their bright colouiation. Owing to the strong scent with which 
their bodies are impregnated, they are piobably distasteful to insectivoious animals.

Description ; Male. Upperside, forming with the base, the lowei half of the cell and 
the area below the cell obliquely to near the anal angle iich fulvous- red, the lest of the wing 
black with white maikings. A black spot placed just within the red area m the fiist median 
inteispace, and anothei smaller one (sometimes a second) placed below it in the submedian inter- 
space. An oblique veiy ii regular subapical white band, beaiing two black spots in the lower 
discoidal and second median intei spaces; a submaiginal senes of indistinct white spots, the 
lower one of the seiies fulvous-red, and a marginal senes of fine white very deep lunules, 
one in each interspace except the anal one where there are two, forming a W-shaped 
figure ; the discal series of white lunules obsolescent where not merged in the white 
band. Htndvnng rich fulvous-red, the outer margin black. Two black spots placed in 
the interspace above the subcostal nervuie, three rounded ones beyond the cell, a discal 
series of six, and a submaiginal diffused series placed on the veins and coalescing with the 
black margin, the latter beaiing a series of lunules as m the forewing Cilia white, black 
at the ends of the neivules Underside very beautifully marked with black, white, 
violaceous, fulvous and vermilion. Forming with the cell crossed by seveial lines of 
black, vermilion and violaceous, the white subapic?! band as above, a discal series of white 
lanceolate maikings, the black margin marked as above, except that there is a white 
streak in the middle of each interspace fiom the cilia towaids the apex of the deep white 
marginal lunules, the black margin inwardly defined with a fulvous line. Hindwing 
with the base whitish, bearing numerous irregularly-placed black streaks ; then a vermilion 
irregular band, with a series of rounded black spots placed on the inner side of a whitish band 
beyond it, then a fulvous band which is continued up to the first median nervuie of the 
forewing, bearing a senes of small black marks on its inner edge, one in each interspace ; 
then a white band bearing inwardly a series of round black spots one in each interspace, and 
outwardly another series two m each interspace, and lastly the black margin marked as in 

5 
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the forewing and inwardly defined by a fulvous band. Thorax blade, with ochreous hairs 5 
abdomen ochreous Female: TJpperside, black with a greenish tinge, the inner 

margin and an irregular spot in the middle of the submedian interspace, greenish-white. 
The suhapical white band, submarginal spots and marginal lunules as m the male. Btndwing 
with all but the costal and outer maigins greenish- white, markings much as in the male, but 
there is an additional discal series of black marks one in each interspace. Underside with 
all the black markings as in the male, but lacking the ochieous-red and fulvous bands. In 
some specimens the base of the forewing on the upperside is feiruginous. 

This is a common species in Sikkim, Assam and the Khasi Hills, though less so than 
C, hiblis. I have taken a single female in Calcutta in the cold weather. Colonel A. M. Lang, 
R.E., records a single specimen only obtained in a wild jungly spot on the Gogra in Oudh 
Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar, Mr. S. E. Peal m Sibsagar ; it occurs also in Sylhet, 
Manipur, Aiakan, Pegu, and Upper Tenasserim.

Forewmg with the oblique subapical white band 
and transverse discal series of oval white-nnged black spots as above, with a paiellel outer row 
of white-bordered black lunules ; transverse discoidal and disco-cellular streaks, small basal 
spots, three small spots beyond the cell, and spots between the veins below the cell black, 
the latter series interspaced with pale bluish-green. Htndwmg with subbasal transverse black 
streaks, three discal lows of black spots, the outer row of spots conical and bioadly white- 
bordered, each spot having a contiguous outer small black lunule ; interspaces of subbasal 
stieaks and inner discal lows of spots pale bluish-gieen. Female with maikings as in 
male, but blacker and moie prominent, Bindwing on the upperside having the black 
borders broader, the discal series of black oval spots larger and partly confluent with the inner 
series, the outer black lunules being bordered with a mixed white and fulvous lunule. Mead and 
thorax fulvous-brown. Abdomen fulvous. Nearest allied to C. nietneri, Felder. (Moote, 1. c.') 


a mahraUa diffeis from C. cyane on the upperside in having the discal senes of white 
lunules more prominent on the forewing, and in having three series of discal black spots on 
the fulvous ground-colour in both wings j on the underside the ground-colour of the apical 
half of the forewing is not black but concolourous with the rest of the wing, and in the 
hindwing the medial series of discal black spots in much more prominent. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from ICarwar, Bombay (^. DavidsonX 
Calicut, Canara, the Wynaad and Trevandrum. It is a well-maiked species, and common along 
the Malabar Coast at the foot of the Ghats. ^

Forewing with the lowei basal area 
ochieous merging to ochreous-white ; some pale stieaks across the cell j a bluish-white stieak 
beyond the cell boidered above and below by a blue line, a tiansveise discal senes of narrow 
conical-lunate marks, a linear row of spots, and a marginal row of nairow sinuous marks 5 
some black streaks on lower basal aiea. Htndwing with the posterior basal area bluish-white ; 
some black discoidal streaks interspaced with ochreous ; an upper discal row of black 
diffused spots and an outer row of larger oval spots followed by a submarginal row of white 
lunules and a marginal row of slender white sinuous marks. Cilia white. Female duller 
coloured, the white markings dull greyish -blue, no ochreous on the basal area. Fot owing with 
broad black streaks between the lower median and submedian veins. Body ochieous, thorax 
bluish-grey.

This species is apparently confined to the island of Ceylon, where it “ occurs in the lower 
lands, but more numerous in the hilly distiicts ; commoner some years than others” ifiackwood), 
“ Taken at Galle and Kandy” {Wade). It has the black markings identical in pattern with 
C. mahraita but of greater extent on the upperside, but differs from that species in the far 
greater predominance of white in the giound-colour, especially on the underside, wheie in 
both sexes the fulvous colour is confined to a broad submaiginal band. 

Two additional and very beautiful species have been recorded fiora the Malay Peninsula ; 
the descriptions are given below.^ Mr. Butler has recorded C. metkypsea from Assam and 
C, hypsina from Assam and Nepal, but this is almost certainly an error.

This species is a local race of C. bthlis, but is sufficiently distinct. It occuis commonly 
at Port Blau \ and has been recorded fiom Nankowii, Kondul and Great Nicobar m the 
Nicobar group of islands. It differs fiom C. hbhs in having the black margin of the hind wing 
broader, the marginal senes of white lunules obsolete, and on the undeiside the black markings 
much more prominent, except those boideimg the medial pale ochreous band which are obsolete 
on the inner edge, and greatly reduced on the outer. The female is veiy diffeihntly coloured, 
with a large white patch in the middle of the forewing. 

C, logani fromPiovince Wellesley is another local 1 ace of C. bihlis, A descuption of it

Body more or less reddish 
ochraceous. Female almost indistinguishable from the male* but with the white markings of the /crewing 
a little larger.** 

“This species is most nearly allied to C. nicoharicOi Felder, which is found both in the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands , it is somewhat intermediate between that species and C* tmtkypeea/ (BUtanit l. c.) 
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rather short, slender, abruptly ckvate ; the club obtuse. Thorax^ moderately stout, oval, hairy. 
Abdomen, about two-thirds the length of the inner margin of the hind wing. Forewing, 
subtnangular ; the costal margin rounded ; the apex somewhat truncate ; otUer margin sinuate, 
emarginate, scarcely two-thirds the length of the costal ; inner margin nearly straight, about 
equal to the outer, Costal nervure not reaching to the middle of the costa. First and second 
subcostal nervules very close together, the latter thrown off exactly at the end of the cell ; 
fourth more remote from the apex than from the end of the cell ; third about equally distant 
from the second and fouith, terminating close to the apex. Upper disco^cellular nervule almost 
wanting; middle disco-cellular curved; l(mer disco-cellular longer than the middle disco" 
cellular, directed obliquely inwaids to the median nervure, which it joins before the origin 
of the second nervule. [This is a variable character, as pointed out below.] Third median 
nervule not much curved. Hindwing, almost quadiangular ; the costal margin very 
slightly curved ; the outer maigin sinuate, produced into an angle at the termination 
of the thud median nervule ; inner maigin longer than the outer, emarginate towards 
the anal angle. Fracosial nervure simple. Subcostal nervure dividing very near to the base 
of the wing. Discoidal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal, bent soon after its 
origin. Discoidal cell open, but with a slight indication of a lower disco-cellulai in a state 
of atrophy. Abdominal fold ample. Forelegs, of the male scaly, and fringed with long 
hairs; tibia shoiter than the femur; tarsus shoiter than the tibia, one-jointed, subcylindiic, 
pointed. Of the female scaly, stouter than those of the male ; first joint thiee times as 
long as the rest combined, cylmdric, slightly curved, with a few spines below, and two 
stout spines at the apex, covered with a tuft of hair at the base of the next joint, as is the case 
also with the three following joints. These are tiansverse, about of equal length ; the fifth 
joint is rather longer than the preceding, tapering, terminated by a raucro* representing the 
claw. Middle and hindlegs, with the tibiae rather shorter than the femora, spiny ; the 
spurs long ; tarsi rather longer than the tibise, spiny both above and below ; the spines at the 
sides and below nearly in regular series ; first joint as long as the lest combined ; rest, to th® 
fourth, progressively shorter ; fifth rather longer than the third. Claws curved, very slightly 
grooved below. Paronychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia elongate, somewhat elliptical, equal 
to the claw ; inner rather strap-shaped, short. PulvUlus jointed, as long as the claw ; the second 
joint very broad.” ( Doubleday ^ 1. c.) 

A single species of this very beautiful genus occurs within Indian limits in Upper Tenasfeerim ; 
with this exception, it appears to be strictly confined to Malayana, and comprises some nine or 
ten species. The males are furnished with prominent secondary sexual characteis, a veiy 
unusual occurrence in the genera of this subfamily. They consist of a very large patch 
blackish velvety scales on the outer margin of the forewing on the upperside extending from 
the anal angle up to the upper discoidal nervule, and a similar but smaller patch on the 
hmdwmg at the apex, posterioily bounded by the discoidal nervure. Mr. Wallace makes the 
following remarks on the genus : ‘‘The most sti iking chracteristics of these insects are the 
hairy eyes, and the large plush-like scales which, in the males, form a large patch on both 
wings, but which are often replaced in the females by blue bands and patches, giving this sex 
the aspect of a different species. Still more remarkable, however, is the great difference of 
neuration presented by the sexes in some of the species. Mr, Hewitson pointed out the 
variation in the position of the lower disco-cellular nervule in relation to the second median 
nervule, whereby closely allied species may readily be distinguished. This is undoubtedly the 
case; but by examination of four species of which I possess both sexes, I find that the 
difference between the neuration of the sexes is fully as great as between that of the most 
distant species, I find also by measurement and comparison, that the disco-cellular nervule 
retains a constant position, so that the length of the cell does not vary, and that it is the 
j^rauches of the median neivure that alter theii position, being, in some cases, very much further 
from the base of the wing than in others. In T. Clarissa the sexual difference is perceptible, 
but slight. In T roberisia and 71 taxiles it is very easily seen, as in the male the second 
median nervule springs from the same point as the lower disco-cellular, while in the female it 


* Mucro, a sharp point or edge. 
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comes almost exactly midway between the first and second branch. In 71 abisares the difference 
is still more marked, since m the male the disco-cellular arises m advance of the second median 
nervule, while in the female it is neaily midway between them. This is a remarkable illustra- 
tion of Darwin’s law, that when a paiticular character vanes sexually, it also vanes specifically. 
As a rule, differences of neuration are generic, larely vaiying much from closely-allied species 
to species. Heie we have them as asexual distinction | and we also find them varying in an 
unusual degree from species to species. It is also very interesting to lemark, that in the two 
species, T, robertsta and 71 violat the Singapore variety is more highly coloured, and has the 
branches of the median neivure more distant from the base of the wing than in the more 
rufous-tinged Sumatran specimens, shewing a remarkable correlation between local modifications 
of tint, and what are usually impoitant and stable structural characters.” 

In addition to the single species occurring in British Burma there are two well-marked 
species of the genus occurring in the Malay peninsula ; a desciiption of them is given below. ^ 
Mr. Distant remarks of the females that they appear to be excessively rare, or, as is possible, 
a difference in theii habits may be the cause of their very infrequent capture.”

Description: Male. Upperside rich dark violaceous. Fotewingvnih. the usual deep 
brown velvety patch occupying about half the wing surface, commencing on the inner margin 
about one-fourth of its length from the base, extending up the outer maigin as fai as the lower 
discoidal nervule, which bounds it anterioily, then extending obliquely across the wing to 
the point wheie it fiist commencco. The apical margin black. Hindwing with a similar 
but smaller apical patch 5 the outer margin broadly ochraceous, beaiing two obsolete series 
of blackish lunules, which are most prominent at the anal angle wheie they approximate. 
Underside dull ferruginous brown marked (in the Tenasserim specimen) with very indistinct 
darker brown and pale violet irregular lines across the surface. Forewing with a subapical

Hindwtng with a similar hut smaller silky patch broadly 
occupying apex and extending from costal margin to the lower subcostal nervule , two large white submargmal 
spots separated by the upper median nervule and a third almost obsolete spot between the second and first 
median nervules ; narrow waved darker marginal and submarginal fasciae ; czVrtf greyish Undersidb of a 
steely-bluish colour, crossed by a number of dull reddish fasciae, of which five narrow and much waved cross 
both wmgs from base to a little beyond cell , these are followed by a broader and less waved fascia, which on the 
forming is succeeded by a macular fascia, of which the upper spots are outwardly pointed, and one marginal 
and two narrow submarginal fasciae which become fused at apex, and there contain a small white spot placed 
between the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules , on the Mttdwing the medial broad fasaa is followed by one 
broader and more irregular, which contains a series of castaneous spots fi^aced between the nervules, one mar- 
ginal and two submargmal fasciae, between which the colour is greyish-white, and the inner one of which is 
waved and at about middle dentate, thus enclosing some apparently large angulated greyish-white spots. 
Body above concolourous with wings ; beneath, with the femora, greyish ; tibiae and tarsi ochraceons.'* (Disfant, 
1 . c.) “Fbmalb. Uppbrsidh fuscous, the basal area, six unequal discal spots m the forewing placed between 
the veins and the discal area of the hindwing shining purple Forewing with two equi-distant transverse 
bands darker fuscous with white spots as in the male, and other marginal contiguous lunnles

The hiadwing in this spewes 
is prominently tailed. 
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pale violet oval spot, with a daik blown inner spot attached to it. Hindwing with the false 
end of the cell marked with a prominent white bar, beyond which are a senes of five round 
brown spots placed between the nervules, except in the interspace containmjT the white bar, 
a submarginal indistinct lunular ochreous line, and some obscure marginal mai kings. 
Female unknown to me. 

The single male descubed above, which was taken by Captain C T. Bingham at Popee, 
Thoungyeen, in September, agiees exactly on the uppeiside with Javan and Bornean male 
specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, but differs fiom them and fiom BoisduvaPs figuie 
on the underside in the obscurity of all the maikings. In them the undeiside is castaneous, 
the cell of the forewmg ciossed by thiee and the base of the hindwing by two pale violaceous 
lines, the disc of both wings by three very iriegular similar lines, with, on the forewing, some 
less distinct marginal ones. Hind wing with a discal senes of five oval deep castaneous spots 
between the nervules, the one in the discoidal inteispace wanting j outer margin pale violaceous, 
bearing two lunulated castaneous lines, the inner one veiy dentate between the first median 
and discoidal nervules. The apex of the foiewing in the Tenasseiim specimen is moie falcate 
than in the Javan and Bornean examples, but not more so than in Boisduval’s figuie. The 
length of the tail to the hindwing is variable, but it is longest in the Tenasserim specimen. 
A large series of specimens alone can determine whether this difference of marking is of 
sufficient constancy and importance to give the Upper Tenasseiim race sepaiate specific 
rank. Mr. Wallace (Trans Ent. Soc. Lond., 1869, p. 341) records T’. clarina fiom Singapore, 
as also does Mr, Doubleday (Gen. Diurn, Lep., vol. i, p. 160), but the species is not 
included in Mr. Distant’s ** Rhopaloceia Malayana.” 

The figure is taken from a male specimen from Upper Tenasserim, and now in 
Major Marshall’s collection, and shows both sides.

♦♦Head, of moderate width, hairy. oval, not prominent. Palpi^ ascending, con- 

vergent, the third joint directed almost immediately forwards ; fiist joint short, much curved, 
scaly, with one or two setm in fiont ; second joint three times the length of the first, much 
swollen beyond the middle, rounded at the apex, scaly, and thickly set in front and exter- 
nally with long setze; third joint ovate, about one-fifth the length, and half the bieadth, of 
the fiist joint, scaly, the scales appressed.

second; fourth tiansveise, about half the length of the fiist; all these joints aimed with 
a spine on each side at the apex ; fifth joint veiy small, shorter than the fouith, aimed with 
two small spines before the apex, and furnished, as aie the thiee pi eceding joints, with a 
tuft of hair on each side at the base, covering the spines of the pieceding joint Middle 
and HINDLEGS, lathei robust ; femora of the middle pan rather longer, of the hind pan latlier 
shoitei, than the tibioe ; spiny all lound ; the two lateral senes distinctly legular ; spuis 
strong ; tarsus spiny above, laterally, and below ; fifth joint less spiny below than the others ; 
the spines below ai ranged m two tolerably regular seiies ; second joint fully one- thud the 
length of the first ; third joint more than two-thuds the length of the second ; fouith joint 
half the length of the fifth, and more than half the length of the second. Claws stiong, shaip, 
curved, grooved below Paronychia consisting of one lacinia, bio^d at the base, then 
suddenly narrower, nearly linear, lather more than half the length of the claw, veiy haiiy, 
Pulvillus shoit; the second joint 01 oad, hart y. The sexes differ mateiially in colour; the 
males being fulvous with darker markings ; the females of a light gieyish blown, both wings 
being traversed by a broad white interrupted band.” {Douhleday^ 1. c.) 

Larva cylmdiic, head armed with two large erect spiny tubercles, the segments also aimed 
with tubercles fiom which spring maiiy-bianched spuies. Pupa iriegular-shaped, with 
numerous piojecting processes. 

The genus Cynthia is found in South India, Ceylon, Andaman Isles, the Eastern Himalayas, 
Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, and thence through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago 
as fai eastwards as New Biitain. All the species are very closely allied indeed, so much so 
that Mr. Doubleday, in the Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera, confined the specico to one only, 
and Mr. Ku by 111 his Synonymic Catalogue to one with a variety. In the case of several of 
them, it is almost impossible to distinguish between them without having both sexes, it being 
the female which bears the chief specific distinctions. 

Three species are found within our limits, while Mi. Distant records two as occuiring in the 
Malay Peninsula. The males of the North Indian and Ceylonese species appear to be almost 
indistinguishable, so I have based the key below on the piincipal points of difference in the 
opposite sex. They aie large and handsome insects having the hindwing distinctly tailed in both 
sexes ; the males are blight yellowish-biown, with two macular black lines on the outer margin 
and one Uans verse one on the disc across both wings. The females aie more or less greenish, 
With a prominent white band across the disc, with from two to five ocelli on the hind wing.

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Description ; Male. U pperside biight fenugmous-ochreous, the discal area across 
both wings slightly paler. Forewmg two black lines ciossing the middle of the cell, 
anothei near its outer end, two veiy fine lines enclosing the disco-celliilars, a black somewhat 
lunulated very narrow fascia or line just beyond the cell fiom the costa to the submedian 
neivure, a paler much waved discal macular line, followed by a cuived senes of small black 
spots one in each interspace, the two on eithei side of the third median nervule indistinct, a 
black submarginal waved line enclosing a pale ochreous spot at the apex, and a marginal more 
waved line. Hindwing a nairow black straight line beyond the cell fiom the costal 
nervuie to near the anal angle, in continuation of the line on the forewing, beyond which the 
giound-colour is paler especially towaids the costa, the outer margin of this pale band marked 
by a very iiiegiilai deep tawny line, a diffused dusky band beaung two ocelli, the upper one 
placed in the interspace above the discoidal nervule, the lower one in the fiist median inter- 
space, these ocelli made up of a fine black outer line enclosing an ochreous space beaiing 
a somewhat diffused blackish excentnc spot with a lilac pupil. Marginal and submaiginal 
lines as in the foie wing, but enclosing a small patch of violaceous at the anal angle. 
Underside paler, tinged with reddish towards the base, and marked somewhat 
similaily to the uppeiside, the basal markings moie piominent, the middle bai acioss the 
cell of the forewing being produced to the submedian nervure and appearing on the hindwing 
from the costal to the submedian nervuie, an additional line between it and the base 
across the cell of both wings, and the upper disco-cellular of the hindwing enclosed by two 
fine lines ; the discal line piominent, continued almost straight from the middle of the 
costa of the foiewing almost to the anal angle of the hmdwing, near which it curves abiuptly 
upwards and joins the inner margin just below the abdominal fold ; a prominent blackish line 
nearly straight fi om the outer edge of the apical spot on the forewing to the anal angle of 
the hindwing, the triangular space between paler and beanng two much waved less distinct 
lines, the outer of which merges m the outer line on the hind wing, the space beyond much 
washed with silvery violaceous, the marginal lines paler and indistinct, the apical spot on the 
forewing laige silvery geminate, and followed by two smaller ones coriesponding to the blarck 
dots of the upperside. 

The above description is of the typical form which is found abundantly in Noith Eastern 
India fiom Sikkim, thiough Assam, the IChasi and Naga Hills, Sylhet, Cachar, Munipore, 
and Burma to Tenasseiim ; but there aie several more or less well-defined local races in 
which the characters of the male insect differ as follows. 

The Andaman lace has the upperside distinctly paler throughout, but the maikings are 
identical, those on the paler discal area slightly less distinct , the underside is also paler, and 
more uniformly ochreous in tint, the silvery violaceous washing equally wide-spread but much 
less biilliant in tone. The giound-colour of the uppeiside is somewhat vaiiable, m some 
specimens it is pale ochreous throughout, in others distinctly darker at the base of 
both wings. 

In Tenasserim also theie occuis along with the typical form, a local i ace, nearest to the 
Andaman form but paler still and more unifoimly yellowish in tone ; on the upperside the 
markings aie all paler and less distinct, those on the pale discal area almost entiiely obsolete ; 
the violaceous patch at anal angle indistinct ; the underside paler, the markings all less 
prominent, and the silveiy violaceous washings duller and more restricted than even in the 
Andaman race. This race prominently differs from the South Indian species, C. saioma, 
in the very much paler and more unifoim tone of colouring, its smaller size, and the markings 
thioughout being far less prominent. 

Lastly, we have a single specimen taken in December by Dr. E, R. Johnson at Harnajan 
at the base of the Naga hills on the north side towaids the Brahmaputra valley; the upper- 
side of which closely resembles that of the pale Tenasserim local race, but the violaceous patch 
at anal angle of hindwing is altogether wanting; the underside is darker almost uniform 
ochreous with a ferruginous tinge, basal half more distinctly ferruginous-red, and barely the 
faintest trace of the violaceous washing is discemable on the exteinal area. 

Males of C. ^rofa are veiy common m Sikkim at all elevations up to 7,00a feet^ also 
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in Assam and the Khasi Hills. They are veiy poweiful on the wing, and fiequent damp 
spots wheie they suck up the moistuie The female is fai less fiequeutly seen

Description : Male. Upperside with the basal and external areas of both wings 
much darker than in typical C* efoia, the black lines bioadei and moie piominent, the 
violaceous patch at anal angle of hindwing wanting, the discal aiea between much palei, 
and the maikings on it obsolescent, On the underside the discal aiea is also palei and 
moie conspicuous, the maikings on it less piominent, and the silveiy violaceous washing of 
the external aiea duller and more lestiicted and in some specimens baiely tiaceable. Ihe 
FEMALE differs in having the white discal aiea on the upperside of the wider and 
more diffused at the costa and much nariower below, the aiea beyond being powdeied with 
lilac grey, especially near the hinder angle. On the hindwing the white discal band is much 
restiicted, baiely extending below the lower subcostal nervule, while in C, erotn it extends 
right across the wing to the submedian neivure. 

This species, differing as it does in both sexes from the typical C, erota, forms a well- 
marked local race linking C. erotn with the Ceylon form C, asela^ on the other hand the pale 
Tenasseiim local race of C. etotci described above (of which the female is still unknown) 
appears to link C. eroia with the Malayan C. deione, 

Mr. Rhodes-Morgan has taken both sexes of this species in the Wynaad, as also has 
Ml. Haiold S. Feiguson in Tiavancoie. Mr. Fiank W. Bouidillon says of this species : 

Occurs in Trevandium at about 2,000 feet elevation, uncommon and difficult to secuie owing 
to Its stiong flight and habit of settling 20 or 30 feet fiom the ground.’' Colonel Swmhoe's 
oiiginal description of C, saloma fiom specimens fiom the Nilguis is given below.*

In the males of C. ctsda and C, erota I can detect no single character by which to distin- 
guish them, though strangely enough the South Indian C. saloma is very diffeient in aspect from 
typical C. erota and C. asela^ though placed geographically between them. The female of 
C. asela is a daiker insect, especially below, than C. erota from Northern India j on the up- 
perside the ground-colour is of a different shade, being blue-grey instead of olivaceous, and the 
white discal band on the hind wing is less distinct and moie restricted. The South Indian species 
in the female differs much in the tone of the ground-coloui on the upperside, which is decidedly 
bronzy-green \ the discal band on the hindwing is also even more restricted. 

Two species have been desciibed fiom the Malay peninsula, one of them, C. deione(^ hav- 
ing a very wide range, the other being as yet known from Piovince Wellesley only.

Mr. Butler (Ic) in describing C, erotella says J—** I have examined a good series of examples, and am 
therefore confident of the distinctness of this species Tn geneial size and the indistinctness of the lunulated 
discal line It agrees with C. , but it is altogether blighter in colour, with longer tails to the hindwing, 
and a different arrangement of the lines on the underside of the wings "

‘‘Head, small; eyes^ naked ; medium, the club obtuse ovate. scaly, 

ascending, twice as high as the head. Wntgs^ with the cells open. Forewing, with the sub- 
costal nervuie foui -blanched, the first branch in the middle of the cell, the second beyond 
the extiemity of it, the third aiising before the apex of the wing [and the fourth very shoit], 
the fiist disco- cellular rather long, longitudinal, and with the two discoidal neivules arising 
from the same point. Hindwing, with the pisecostal nervure emitted beyond the origin of 
the subcostal nervure.” 

“Genus with the neuration of the forewing sufficiently distinct from that of other 
Nymphahnce^ ^eibs.'g^ ?X\\ed to A patut a (Felder^ 1 . c in Sitz. Ak. Wiss Wien.) 

Two species of the genus only are known, the one inhabiting the hills of Noith-East 
India, the other Amboina.

Description: “Male. Upperside white, with the apex broadly black, 

marked with two white spots ; two black spots at the end of the cell, and one near the anal 
angle of the same colour. Jlindwmg with seven spots beyond the middle, a submarginal line, 
and the outer margin (which is very nariow) black. Underside lilac-white. Fofewmg 
spotless, with two indistinct lines of blown near the middle, and one scaicely seen near the 
anal angle. Hmdwing with the spots of the upperside and the submaiginal line indistinctly 
marked in lilac, preceded by arches of lufous-biown ; the black spot (the outer spot of three 
near the anal angle) crowned with bught yellow.” 

“ This adds a second species to Dr. Felder’s genus Helcyra^ which he considers nearest 
to Apatiira, It diffeis from the neighbouiing geneia in the lounded club of the antennae, 
which resembles Aigynnis and Calhthsa, It has the cells of both wings open. In the 
museum at Leyden this species is put with Chafaxes, to which it bears a general resemblance.” 
(Hewitson^ 1. c ) 

This is a very beautiful species, pure shining white with black markings, quite unlike any 
other species m the Nyinphalirtcs, It is rare also, Mr. Otto Holier took a single female at 
Singla near Darjiling, 1,300 feet, in October, which is the only precise record of its capture 
in my possession. Theie is a single male from the Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Cal- 
cutta. The female does not differ from the male.

Thud median nervule model ately and 
evenly arched. Submedian nervure straight. Hindwing, triangular -ovate, costa gently curved, 
outer margin sinuate, inner maigin emaiginate at the anal angle, deeply channelled to receive 
the abdomen.

This IS a genus of veiy small extent, two species only being known, which are confined 
to Northern India extending into Buima. They aie handsome insects, the males black and 
yellow in about equal proportions, one species with some white spots on the foiewing. The 
female of one species ( S, chandra J is extiemely variable.

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Upper Assam, Buima. 

Expanse ; d*, 3‘o to 3*3 3 ? , 3 40 to 3*65 inches. 

Description: Male. ** Upper‘?ide : Porewing jet-hl&ck, with a greenish gloss at the 
apex ; a transverse curved row of four orange-coloured spots fiom costal maigm one-fourth of 
the wing to middle of posterior margin ; a straight row of five white spots fiom middle of costal 
margin to near posterior angle ; also two small and one minute white spot neai the apex ; a 
marginal and submarginal row of spots, those at the apex whitish, the maiginal ill-defined, the 
submarginal rather large and cleaily defined, and those to the posterior angle small and bluish. 
Hindwmg clear orange-colour, with rather bioad black postenoi maigm, centred with a maiginal 
row of small whitish [bluish] spots ; also a parallel inner zigzag black band fiom anal angle to 
anterioi angle, and extending along the costal maigm, the black extending along the veins 
upwards and downwards to maiginal band ; a small black spot neaily at the base of and within 
discoidal cell [sometimes absent], and another m the middle of the wing ; on the thickest pait of 
the inner band near anal angle is a small medial bluish- white spot [sometimes absent] \ abdominal 
margin broad dusky- white. Body black ; frontal tuft and neck spotted with white. Underside 
as above, but on the forewing the colours are brighter ; the costal maigin greenish-white, and 
there is also a whitish triangular spot at base of discoidal cell : on the kindwing along the mar- 
ginal band is a row of bluish-white lunated spots j the spot on the thickest part of the innei band 
is large, as is also the medial black spot within the discoidal cell ; at the base of the wing are 
a number of greenish-white spots ; all the veins aie broadly lined with black ; body and 
abdomen on the sides spotted with white. {Moore, 1 . c ) ** Female differs from the male in 
the outer maigin of the forewing being less emaiginate, the kindwing broader and less 
denticulate* On the upperside the rich orange colour of the male has entirely disappeared, 
except the spot in the cell of the forewing, which, however, is much reduced in size Beyond 
the cell in that wing in one Sikkim specimen, but hardly observable in another Sikkim ex- 
ample, and in one fiom Nepal there are four longitudinal white stieaks between the nexvules, 
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decreasing rapidly from the anteiioi one placed between the costal nei\uie and the upper 
discoidal neivule, and the posteiioi one between the thud and second median neivules, The 
discal white spots of the male aie smaller m the female, the anterioi ones whitish, the pos- 
teiioi ones blight steel-blue, There are also othei similarly colouied spots and stieaks be* 
tween the nervules just beyond the cell, and below it. In the Jundwtng the ground-colour 
IS black with a marginal and submarginal low of spots, the outer the smallei, and a discal 
senes of stieaks between the neivules, all steel-blue. In a specimen from Nepal, these spots 
and stieaks aie sullied with tawny. On the underside the oiange spot in the cell of the 
foiewmg IS much laigei than above, and in the hindwmg there is a round oiange spot on the 
middle of the costa, and a similar one in the cell, the submaiginal spots are yellowish, and all 
the steel-blue maikings ot the upperside much paler,” {de Nichille^\ c.) The female speci- 
men fiom Nepal figuied by Mr. Watei house differs considei ably fiom the females described 
above, the hind wing is gieyish-white throughout except the nervules, a short discal lunular 
line and two marginal lines which aie black. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens fiom Nepal, Sibsagar (5. 
and there is one female specimen from Shillong (Dr, Johnson ) in Major Marshall’s collection, 
and others taken by the Yunan Expedition. Males occur commonly in Sikkim at low eleva- 
tions, the female, howevei, is rarely seen, A specimen of the latter sex in Major Marshall’s 
collection probably from Sikkim has four very piominent white streaks fiom the subcostal 
nervuie to the second median neivule on the uppeiside of the forewing ; in fact, no two 
specimens of the female as far as I have seen are exactly alike, and many show veiy great 
variations in colour and the extent of the markings. They probably mimic the blue species 
of Euplosa, 

327. SepMsa dicliroa, Kollar. (Plate XX, Fig. 93 d).

Habitat : Western Himalayas. 

Expanse : 2*6 to 3*0 inches. 

Description ; May be distinguished fiom Castalia [= SepJiisd\ chandra by the exterior 
maigin of the forming being much less deflexed in the middle, and by having all the markings 
of the UPPERSIDE of the forewing oiange colour, and being without the black spots in the 
discoidal cell of the hmdzuing, and on the underside by the peaily-white on the hindwing ” 
(Mooroy 1. c. m Cat. Lep. Mus. E I, C ) The female diffeis but slightly fiom the male, 
the ground-colour and markings aie paler, especially the apical and two upper of the thiee 
spots beyond the cell of the foiewing which aie almost white. 

I have taken this insect commonly at Simla flying round and settling on the oak through- 
out the summer, also at ICujiah near Dalhousie in June. Colonel A. M. Lang, R E., records* 
that it IS partial to ripe fruit, that he has “ seen it in open woods in the inteiior of the Hima- 
laya, pitching on the spiays of tall shiubs, making rapid flights, and returning to the same 
spot.” The Irdian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens fiom the Kulu Valley (^. 
ham Young')y and Masuu {Templeton ) Major Maishall possesses specimens taken at Chumba 
in May and Muiree in June. It appeals to be confined to the Western Himalayas.

‘‘Differs from typical Apatura in having the discoidal cell closed in both wings by a very 
delicate lower disco-cellular nervuie ; the palpi and antennse are, however, like those of 
ApaluiaT {Moore^ 1. c.) In Dihpa the second subcostal nervuie of the foiewing is given 
off from the subcostal nervuie at about one-twenty-fifth of an inch distance beyond the apex of 
the cell, in Apatura (namounay Kollar) it is given off at about the same distance befoie the

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end of the cell. The outer margins of both wings in DtUpa are more even, and the forewing 
less emargmate, in othei respects it does not diffei mateiially ftom Apatttm, 

A single species of the genus is known, which occuis from Dharmsala to the Naga Hills, 
but does not appear to be common anywheie. It is a very beautiful insect, uppeiside swaithy, 
forewmg with two macular yellow bands, hindwing with the disc resplendent shining golden. 
In the female the yellow markings aie replaced by whitish. 

328. IDilipa morgiama, Westwood. (Plate XX, Fig. 86 ^). 

Apctiura* vtorgiana^ Westwood, Gen Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p 305, n 23, (1850) ; Diltpa morgiattax 

Horsfield and Moore, Cat Lep. Mus. E.I C , vol 1, p 201, n 4x0, pi vi«, fig 5, male female (1857). 

Habitat : Southein India (Westwood) ? Himalayas ; the Naga Hills. 

Expanse : d, 2 6 to 2*9 ,* ? , 3*01 inches. 

Description: “Male. [Upperside^] blackish-swarthy with an irregular 

oblique median fascia and another beyond the middle golden yellow, and two subapical dots 
white. Hindwing silky golden yellow, with the base and the outei maigin broadly fuscous ; 
the exteinal angle and a wavy streak at the anal angle golden yellow. Underside paler, 
yellowish- white at the base, and pale mouse-colouied at the apex, more or less powdered with 
grey. Female similaily marked, but with white not golden-yellow, the htndwing also 
irrorated with lilac beyond the middle.” ( Westwood, 1 , c.) 

Ml. Hocking took this species in the Kangra Valley in August at 6,000 feet. Major 
G. F. L, Marshall found a single female in his house at Summer Hill, Simla, also m August* 
I have taken several males flying lound the temples on the baie top of Tara Devi, opposite 
Simla, and one in the bed of the Simla liver was taken by Mr. C. A. R. Ciommelin ; there 
are males in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Masuii ( Colonel Buckley), four or five 
specimens were sent from Nepal by Dr. Scully, and there are specimens from the Naga PIiUs 
also in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It appeals to be a raie species wherevei it occurs.

The next group of genera of the Nympkalince has the second subcostal nervure of the 
forewing emitted just befoie the end of the cell in addition to the fiist, except in certain 
species of the genus Neptis in which it is given off beyond the apex of the cell. These latter 
species have been geneiically separated from Nepits by Mr. Mooie under the name of Rahinda, 
and theie is some ground for so doing , but whether geneiically separable or not, the species 
of Rahinda are in habits, outline of wings and style of marking, most intimately allied to 
Neptis, and as the airaiigement of the subfamily here tentatively adopted would necessitate 
that the two genera if separated, should be placed far apait, which is manifestly incorrect, 
I have piefeired to class them ascompiismg a single genus (Neptis), with ceitam abenant 
Rahinda), This abenant featui e also occurs m two othei genera of this gioup, 
lieslma Bsidi A I'gynms ; no geneiic names have however been suggested for these species, 
though Brenthu, Hubner (type thorSt Hubnei) might be used foi the species of Ar^ynnis 
which have the second siibcostal nervule of the forewmg emitted after the end of the cell, 

Senas S 7 <— APATVEA, Fabiicius. (Plate XX), 

Afaitera, Fabricius, 111 Mag , vol. vi, p. 280, n. 9 (1807) ; id., Weslwood, Gen. Diirrn. Lep , voL ii, 
p. 303 (1830) ; id., Felder, Neues Lep , p 36 {i86x) ; Potamis, Hubner, Tentamen, p r (z8o6) ; Doxoeopat 
Hubner, Vetz. bek, Schmett., p. 49 (i8i6> ; Rehana, Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p, 27 (i88r). 

Body, robust j thorax, robust, subovate, very woolly in front and behind. Abdomen^ 
small, elongale*conic in the male ; moie robust in the female. Wings, of the male generally 
with a splendid purple gloss, the forewing emarginate in the middle of the outer maigin. 
Head, of moderate size, larger in the male than in the female, haiiy, slightly tufted in 
front. Eyes, prominent, naked. Antenna, about equal to three-fifths of the length of the 
forewmg, nearly straight; terminated by a rather strong elongate-ovate club, compressed 
and delicately keeled along the inside. Palpi, porrected obliquely, the tip rising nearly 
to the level of the top of the eyes, Iimei suifaces parallel, nearly united together, so as to 
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foim a conical beak neaily as long as the head, thickly clothed with slioit scales ; 
the base beneath, the inner suiface of the middle joint and the teiminal half of the uppei 
suiface, furnished with elongated hairs ; the basal joint veiy slioit , second joint veiy long, 
slender, and curved ; the thud not longer than the basal joint, elongate-comc, pointed at the 
tip. Forewing, elongate-tiigonate ; costal margin modeiately aiched j apex subtiuncate ; 
outer margin moie than two-thirds of the length of the costa, slightly scalloped, and more 
or less emaigmate in the middle ; inner maigin nearly stiaight, a little longer than the outer 
maigin. Veins very stiong. Costal nervure extending to the length of two-thiids of the costa 
from the base ; subcostal neivuie with the first bianch aiising a little befoie the anterior 
extremity of the discoidal cell ; second branch arising at one-thud of the length of the wing, 
j'ust before or exactly at the extremity of the cell 5 Hurd bianch aiising just beyond the middle 
of the wing, and extending to the apex ; fourth branch arising at four-fifths of the length of 
the wing Upper disco-cellular netvule obsolete, middle aiising at the anterior extremity of the 
discoidal cell, at the distance of one-third of the length of the wing fiom the base, very shoit, 
and forming the curved base of the lower discoidal neivule ; lower obsolete, so that the 
discoidal cell isopen. Hindwing, tnangulai -ovate ; the apex more or less elongated ; outer 
scalloped ; maigin deeply giooved to receive the abdomen, with a deep sinus 
between the body and the anal angle. Fracostal nerviere strongly curved, its extremity direct- 
ed outwards from the body 5 subcostal nervuie branched at a short distance fiom its base. 
Discoidal cell not closed, the loiver disco-cellular nervuie being obsolete. Forelegs, of the 

very shoit and slender, clothed w ith delicate white hairs; tibia shorter than the femur ; 
tarsus about two-thirds of the length of the tibia, very slender, and, when denuded of its 
haus, foui-jointed ; the j’oints not indicated by short spines, and the apical joint very minute, 
simple, and destitute of apical claws. Of the female veiy slender and scaly ; femur within 
clothed with short white flossy haus ; tarsus two-thirds of the length of the tibia, neaily 
cylindrical, suboblique at the tip, and articulated, with short spines beneath, indicating the 
joints. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, scaly ; tibice and taisi finely spined beneath. 
Tibia of the middle legs shorter than the femora ; those of the hind legs equal to them in length ; 
tibial spuis shoit. Claws^ paronychia ^xApulvillus of modeiate size,” 

** Larva naked, gradually attenuated behind 5 the head armed with two spines, and the 
tail with two obtuse points, PuPA compiessed at the sides ; the back caiinated, and the head 
bifid,” (Westwood, 1 . c.) This diagnosis does not apply to the Rohana group. 

According to the law of strict priority the name Potamis, Hubnei, should probably be 
applied to the genus, as pointed out by Mr. Scuddei in his “ Histoiical Sketch of the Generic 
Names proposed for Butterflies,” but I have followed previous writers in retaining the well-known 
name Apaiura for it. Mr. Distant remarks on the subject .(Rhop Malay., p. 100) that : — “ By 
the name Apaiura I allude to the genus as hitherto almost universally understood, and not as 
recently applied by Messrs. Scudder and Moore to species of Hypolimnas* Where an earlier 
generic name is clearly found to have priority the law should unhesitatingly be applied ; but 
where a certain amount of doubt exists, and the evidence is not convincing, the name generally 
used should remain unchanged.” 

Typical species, such as Apaiura iris, the ** Purple Emperor” of Europe, aie amongst 
the most beautiful of butteiflies, the males being furnished on the upperside with a resplen- 
dant purple or blue gloss, which feature the females more or less lack. Of this group A, 
namouna of Northern India is a worthy representative. A, sordida is a plain biown insect 
in both sexes, with a discal white band and spots beyond on the forewing, presenting, 
especially in the female, a great resemblance to some species of Lethe, A, parvata is also blown 
with some obscuie paler markings j the sexes alike. A, chevana is a very remarkable species, 
alike in both sexes ; on the underside it is a typical Apaiura of the namouna group, but on the 
upperside is a wonderful mimic of a white-spotted and banded Aihyma. A* pary satis and A* 
camiba are deep puiple-black above, the females being coloured somewhat like A, parvata, but 
generally resembling species of the genus Ergolis, which they may mimic, Females of all the 
species are rare, the males are more commonly met with in India, chiefly owing to their habit

Its Indian allies possess a snnilai depiaved taste. 

The genus Apatuta is veiy wide-spiead, and occurs in both Noith and South Ameiica, in 
the West India Islands, thioughoul Euiope and Asia, and in the Malay Aichipelago. Theie 
are about forty species known.

The males are common in Sikkim at low elevations, and are found moie sparingly 
thioughout the outei langes of the Himalayas westward as far as Muiiee ; they aie not usually 
difficult to capture, as they come down to the wet sand on the borders of the lull streams to drink. 
There is a single female from Masuii in the Indian Museum, also males fiom Buxa, Bhutan 
Ram), and the Naga Hills j Major Maishall has taken it below Naini Tal m Kumaon, 
and Dr. E. R, Johnson at Shillong in the Khasi hills in July. 

A curious variety or sport” of A. namowia has been figured and described by Hewitson 
under the name of An zanoa, in which the discal white band on the upperside has nearly 
disappeared, the margin of both wings on the underside much moie widely lufous, and the 
discal rufous band of A nafnouna entirely absent. The desciiption is appended. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

A vanety of A, namoima oocms in the interior of the North- Western Himalayas, of which 
three male specimens aie in Major Marshall’s collection ; two fiom Kutabal in Kaslimii, 
taken in June by Mis. R, Bazett at an elevation of 8,200 feet, and one from Pangi, on 
the east border of Kashmir, taken by Mr, R. Ellis; they differ from typical A* namou 7 ta, 
anl also from the specimen figured by Von Hugel as An amhca in the following particulars : — 
they are considerably larger than the normal form, their expanse being from 3*15 to 
3’5o inches ; on the uppers to a the purple gloss is much duller and less distinctly defined ; 
and the white discal band is more widely difflised both outwardly and inwardly by white 
powdering, especially on the hindwing. In the forming, there is an additional white spot 
above the upper discoidal neivule in prolongation of the discal band, and all the white 
spots are laiger. In the hiitdwing the sub marginal senes of white dots is expanded into 
a series of diffused and almost confiuent white lunules. On the underside the discal rufous 
band is wider, its outer edge less shaiply defined with black, and less sinuous ; in the 
foremng the additional white spot also appears, the black spots in the cell are much laiger 
(confluent in one specimen), the black patch at the inner angle is laiger and more diffused, 
anl the whitish luttules on the lufous border are reduced to two, and in the hmdwing the 
black spot of the rufous band on the lower median interspace, which is found mall typical 
A^aturas m ItL'dLiz., is entirely wanting. The absence of this lattei spot, and the piesence of 
an additional white spot in the discal band, are probably sufficient to separate this as a 
distinct species, but in the absence of fuither specimens and wider knowledge of the 
insect I prefer to consider it a variety.

Differs in its larger expanse, the forming 
being more deflexed, and of less breadth across : the htndwmg is also moie produced at the 
anal angle. On the uppers ide the transveise discal white band is similar, but there are 
only two small apical white spots, and the exterior border of both wings has an unmaiked 
fulvous-brown fascia. Underside also similar, the nacieoust basal and external areas are

This species is unknown to me. It is evidently very closely 2 XiiQd. io A , namozina, if 
indeed it can be specifically separated fiom that species. There is a single male from 
Buxa, Bhutan, in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which agrees with the desciiption of A, 
bhavana in having only two subapical white spots on the forewing, but it is inseparable 
from A . 7 iamouna, in which species the lower of the subapical spots is always small and often 
obsolescent. The expanse of this specimen m 2*8 inches.

Underside— with the markings as above, the interspaces ferru- 
ginous brown, suffused with dark biown posteriorly, except along the base of the costa and 
triangularly before the apex, which is pale nacieoiis blue. Hindwmg with a nariow transveise 
discal and maigmal fen uginous -brown band, the rest of the wing pale nacreous blue, the 
broad tians verse and lunulated submarginal band being paler nacieous white ; a black dot on 
lower pait of disc.” 

Remark ^"Xho whole underside of this species is veiy similar to that ol Apatui a 
ainhicai and Mr. W. S. Atkinson has informed me that in fresh-caught specimens the uppei- 
side has also the beautiful reflected purple gloss visible in that insect ” (^oore,lc.) The 
FEMALE differs from the male only in having the uppei side entiiely unglossed with blue, the 
markings straw-colouied, and both wings bioader, the outer margin of the forewing less 
emarginate. 

This species is a wonderful mimic of the white-spotted and banded group of Atkymas, 
and speaking of the latter genus Mr. Distant remaiks,* it “ is supposed to be of a protected 
nature, owing to the fact of its being appaiently ‘mimicked’ by species of other geneia. 
A most notable instance of this is afforded by the Apatura chevana, Moore, a Daijiling 
species, which, though possessing the beautiful colouiation of that genus beneath, is maiked 
above like a species of Athyma, This, however, on examination, appears to be a case of 
‘ spuiious mimiciy,’ as the insect when at rest, with its wings folded (and we are not told 
that it is aberrant in this respect), would exhibit the Apaturan distinctiveness, and thus be 
afforded no protection by the Athymad simulation of their upper surface.” 

Regarding the position A, cheuana assumes when at rest I can give no diiect evidence, 
having never seen it alive, but as the species of Athv?na which it apparently mimics have 
often been seen by me in Sikkim at rest with their wings wide expanded, it is probable that 
the mimicker assumes the same attitude. 

A. chevana is a rare species in Sikkim ; the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens 
from the Naga Hills and Sibsagar in Upper Assam.

sharply defined, Forewing with thiee subapical white dots only, the anal ocellus on the hind-- 
wing smaller and blind- Underside marked much as above, but paler, the discal band outwardly 
marked with lilac, and a small patch of that colour below the apex of ^tjorewing^ the 
white dots larger. 

This also is a rare species, the Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens from Sikkim, and 
Euxa, Bhutan (Moti Ram)* 

The next two species have been geneiically separated by Mr. Moore in his ** Lepidoptera 
of Ceylon,” p. 27, fiom the true A^atitras under the name of Rohana. I can find no character of 
sufficient impoitance in the perfect insect to give these species distinct generic rank, though had 
the second subcostal nervule of the forewing been given off “ beyond the cell,” as stated by 
Mr, Moore, instead of before it as it actually is, they might perhaps have been separated with 
advantage. The larva (of A* camiha\ however, is most remarkably diffeient from that of 
typical Apatura^ being in fact truly Satyrid m appearance, it is smooth, and furnished with two 
long spined black processes projecting forwards in front of the head, and other two short pointed 
smooth greenish processes at the anal extremity The males are deep purple-black above, 
paler below j the females ferruginous ochreous. The description of Rohana is given below.*

Forewing with two dark fasciae crossing cell and with a very broad pale submarginai 
fascia, the outer margin of which is denoted by a senes of lunulate white spots, and the inner margin— which is 
directed outwaidly from subcostal nervure to third median nervule and then obliquely reflexed— is marked by a 
series of irre^iflar while spots , and an indistinct ocellated spot between, the second and first median nervules. 
Hindwing with a narrow pale oblique macular fascia (continuous to the inner margin of the broad fascia of the 
forewing) obscurely terminating about middle of submedian nervure ; an ocellated spot between second and 
fimt medi^ nervules, and a waved and strongly lunulated ochraceous submarginal fasaa, mwardly enclosing 
obconical fuscous spots, excepting between the second and first median nervules and from thence to anal angle; 
two fuscous marginal lines and basal area of abdominal margin pale as m male, Unobssidk a little darkey 
and more ochiaceous than m male, other markings generally the same.'^ {Oisiani, 1 . c.) 
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distance before the apex of the cell ; second just before the apex \ thu d much nearer the 
oiigin of the fourth than to the apex of the cell, extending to the apex of the wing. In 
AT. pershmhs and its allies the first subcostal is given off a shoit distance before the end of 
the celt, the second at a considerable distance beyond, the third and fouith at about equal 
distances apait beyond the second. Upper disco-cellular nervule very small, outwardly oblique ; 
middle about twice as long as the upper, inwaidly oblique, foiming the base of the lower 
discoidal nervule ; lower entiiely absent, thus leaving the discoidal cell open. Third median 
nervule moderately curved. Sul median net vure Hindwing, with the 

much aiched at base, thence nearly stiaight, outer in the typical species foiming an angle 

at the end of the second subcostal neivule, above and below which it is nearly straight but 
sinuous; abdominal maigin slightly excavated at the anal angle. Preecostal nervuie simple, 
strongly bent outwaids at the tip. Second subcostal mdi discoidal nervules given off fiom the 
costal very close together in the typical species, the latter sinuous. In H. persimilis they aie 
given off much further apait, and the discoidal nervule is stiaight. 

Hestina is a genus of very small extent, only six species altogether having been described. 
The typical species, H, assimilis, is found in China, and another, H. mimetica^ in Java ; the 
remaining four species are all Indian, and, with the exception of one, H. nama, which extends 
through the Eastern Himalayas and the hill ranges east and south of the Brahmaputra into 
Burma, they are all confined to the Himalayas. The genus is very closely allied to Eunpus, and 
like NeptiSt Ar^ynnis and Cyrestis, it compiises two gioups, m which the position of the second 
subcostal nervule of the forewing differs ; m ff. nama, which most nearly resembles the 
typical species, that nervule is given off before the end of the cell, in the other Indian species 
it is emitted, far beyond the cell. These latter, which in this feature coriespond with Eurtpus, 
and also more closely resemble it in colour and markings, are distinguished fiom by 

the more regular and less sinuate outline of the wings, the rounded not linear shape of the 
pale discd maikings and the colour of the haustellum. 

All the species are more or less mimetic, and the females of the latter gioup are vaiiable, 
but not nearly so variable as in Euripus, and so fai as is known not dimorphic. The 
prevailing colouration is very similar to that of the blue Danats^ subgenus Tirumala. 

They are not very stiong on the wing or rapid m flight, and they frequent glades in 
forests and orchards at moderate elevations ; with the exception of H, nama none of them 
aie very common or abundant in any locality.

Habitat : N.-E. Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Burma, 
Expanse : 3 2 to 4*3 inches, 


Description : Upperside. “ Forewing [indigo-blue], with the outer margin sinuate, slightlv 
glossed with purplish, especially towards the apex; with numerous semi-transparent markings 
of a bluish-white colour, vk*, a longitudinal vitta in the cell at the base, followed by two spots, 
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of which the outer one is tiiangular ; above these three indistinct spots, the middle one some- 
times wanting ; between the lowei median nei vule and the subraedian nervuie two vittae united at 
the base, the upper one followed by a lound spot; above these between the neivules five vittse, 
of which the one nearest the costa is pointed, the others bifid externally, each vitta followed by 
three spots, of which the lower aie somewhat lunulate, the upper ones moie rounded ; four round- 
ed spots near the apex, two near the anal angle. The inner margin is glaucous, the apex tinged 
with blown. csistanQOMSf daiker in the female than in the male, with seven whitish 

subdiaphanous vittse placed between the nervules, all, except the innermost, followed by a 
lound white dot, beyond which the ground-colour of the wing is slightly daiker ; towards the 
outer margin a senes of indistinct whitish spots, sometimes nearly obsolete. Cilia of both 
wings spotted with white Underside. Forewzttg black with stiong blue reflections, the 
apex broadly chestnut, slightly bronzed towards the disc ; the maikmgs as above but clearei, 
with two additional spots on the costa near the base. Hindwing paler than above, the white 
portions more oi less irioiated with chestnut scales; on the mai gin a distinct series of whit- 
ish lunules. Head^ thoax^ and abdomen black, clothed with grey bans ; head above, and 
thorax below, spotted with white ; abdomen below grey. Palpi black, spotted with white. 
Antennee black. This species, which much resembles Paptlio agestor and Danau iytiat has 
the cells of both wings open.” {Doubleday 1 . c.) The female has “ the wings bioader than the 
male, and the ferruginous outer margin on both sides of the hindwing lacks the series of very 
daik blown lunules between the nervules which are piesent in the male.” {dcNtchille^ 1. c.) 

AT. nama is common in the Eastern Himalayas extending as far westwards as Kumaon, 
where however it is rare, and eastwards across the Bialimaputra into the Khasi and Naga Hills 
and the mountain ranges of Upper Burma. It is the largest of the Indian species, and con- 
spicuously differs from all the others, not only by the castaneous hue of the hindwing, but in the 
sharply lunulate character of the spots in the discal series, and the coiresponding dentation of 
the streaks preceding them. It most nearly lesembles the typical species from China, AT, 
assimiliSf but differs from it in not having a submarginal series of red rounded spots towards 
the anal angle of the hind wing. The female is much less often seen in collections than the 
male, though at low elevations in Sikkim in the late autumn it is very common, flying oi soanng 
about in open spaces on the borders of forest and exactly mimicing Danais iytia^ both in 
appearance and habits. The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses this species from Nepal» 
Sylhet, Khasi Hills, Sibsagar {S. £, Peal)j Naga Hills, and specimens obtained by the Yunan 
Expedition. 

The figure shows both upper and undersides of a female fiom Sikkim in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, 

In the second group thiee species have been described, but owing to the characters on 
which they are separated not having been recorded, and the great rarity of two of the species, 
the exact extent of the group is still undetermined. It probably embraces two distinct species 
only. 

The first species, H. persimilis, was described by Westwood in 1850, and his description 
relates to the male insect only ; the female has since been discovered, and is now well known ; the 
male is very constant in the extent of the pale markings, but the female shows considerable 
variation in this respect. 

In 1858 Moore desciibed another species under the name of B, ffiena^ the description also 
being that of a male insect ; but no reference, whatever, was made in it to B* perstmtlts^ nor 
were the characters stated in which B. mena was considered to differ from H petsimilis^ The 
species, however, appears to be a good one, its large size and the character of the forewing 
referred to above in the key to the species of Besttna being sufficient to warrant its separa- 
' tion. 

Again in 1869, Butler described and figuied a species under the name of B zella ; the 
specimen described being also a male. It is said to be most neaily allied to B* mena, Moore,

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and to be “ smaller than any species yet described,” but in this case too no reference, whatever, 
is made to H. petsimilts^ to which it is still more nearly allied, and which, judging fiom the 
dimensions given, is usually smaller than H. zella, and from the description alone it would 
be impossible to separate them* The question is still further complicated by the fact that the 
only authentic specimen I know of, which has been identified by Mr, Mooie as H, zella, lacks 
the character which distinguishes Butler’s figure from H. pei^simihSi and is absolutely identical 
with H, j>eisimths^ male, except that the apex of the foiewing is paler and suffused with 
castaneous. My own opinion is that H, zella is simply the palei western foim of 
feismtlts, 

337 » Hestiaa persimilis, Westwood. 

Btadenta ^ersimiliJSt Westwood, Gen. Dium, Lep., vol. li, p. 281, n, 19, note (1850). 

Habitat: Himalayas. 

Expanse : <? , 2*5 to 2 8 5 $ , 2 6 to 3*1 inches. 

Description: ** Black spotted with white. Closely allied to D*\^^H\asshmUs^ but 
smaller, with the forewing more elongated, the spots on the disc more rounded, and the subapi- 
cal senes obsolete. Hindwing with some small white spots in the place of the red spots. 
Underside, both wings much paler, the red spots wanting,” {Westwood, 1 c.) 

Male. Upperside indigo-blue, with the following veiy pale gieenish maikings: — 
F01 ewing a streak filling the basal half of the cell, and a large oblique spot closing it, 
three small spots just beyond it, with a large rounded one at the base of the first median 
interspace, three short stieaks divided by the discoidal nervules, a discal series of five 
increasing round spots, one in each interspace, a submaiginal seues of eight or nine 
spots, and a marginal series of obscure dots obsolete and often obliterated. A lengthened 
bifurcated streak m the submedian interspace, which is broken towards its end, leaving 
two detached spots. Hindwing with all the veins marked broadly with indigo-blue, the maigin 
broadly indigo-blue, leaving a small marginal and a larger submarginal series of whitish 
spots, with two (sometimes one only) additional ones in the median interspaces, placed internal 
to the submarginal series. Underside much paler, the disc of the forewing only with the 
ground-colour indigo-blue. Maikings as above, but largei. Female differs from the male 
only in the outer margin of the forewing being less emaiginate, both wings broader, the 
colouration paler throughout. The extent of the pale markings is variable, the spots being 
generally laiger and with a tendency to coalesce. In general appearance the female closely 
resembles Danais agUa, which it probably mimics. 

I have taken several specimens of H, persimilis in Simla and the neighbourhood chiefly 
on over-ripe fruit ; it occurs also in Sikkim, but is by no means a common butterfly. Colonel 
A. M. Lang, R.E, records* it from the Himalaya, 4,000 to 7,000 feet. I have only seen 
three specimens. One I caught in a narrow glen, well wooded with undergrowth ; the other 
two in an ot chard of plum and apricot, on the ripe fiuit of which these insects were settling, 
both on the trees and on the fallen fiuit below the trees.” Males fiom Sikkim (the only sex 
I have seen from that locality) have the ground-colour much darker than specimens from the 
N.-W. Himalayas.

Habitat : N.-W. Himalayas. 

Expanse; 2*7 inches. 

Description : ** Male. Upperside white, with a slightly greenish tinge; the discoidal 
cell of the forewing spottedly ashy ; all the veins broadly a shy-blackish. Foiewing with thiee

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oblique tiansverse ungulate discoidal stieaks black, and one connecting the first and second 
median neivules ; the margin and the apex blackish, including three subapical [discal?] and 
eight submargmal greenish-white spots ; seven or eight maiginal dots ashy and subobsolete. 
Hindwing with a blackish scaly costal spot, the external margin blackish, and beaiing eight 
submarginal white spots, and eight white maigmal dots. Body black, head spotted with 
white, thorax striated with ashy white, abdomen white at the sides, antennas black. Under- 
side whitish-fuscous, the anal area of the forewing bluish, the veins in the discal area and the 
discal fascicles black, other markings as on uppeiside but pale olivaceous ; body black, spotted 
with white; hanstellum yellow.” (Butler^ 1. c.) 

Accoiding to Butlei’s figuie this species differs fiom H, persimilis in the following points 
only, the pale stieaks in the upper median and submedian interspaces of the fore wing, and those 
m the median interspaces of the hindwing are not divided, and consequently theie aie no 
detached pale spots in those interspaces within the submargmal series. The type insect was 
in a collection made in various localities in the Eastern Islands, and the Continent of India ; 
another specimen in the Hope collection is said to be labelled “East Indies,” so the exact locality 
is unknown, but a specimen seen by me from Mr. Hocking^s collection made in Kangra has been 
identified by Moore as belonging to this species, and, as previously stated, it lacks the special 
characters noted above which alone separate the species from H persimilis, Kangia is the most 
westerly known range of this genus, and it is in all piobability the locality from which all thiee 
.specimens were obtained, and bearing in mind the fact that the differences such as they aie, are 
the variations which would naturally be exhibited by H, persimilis in its most western range, 
and that some specimens of H persimilis from the distiicts immediately east of Kangra do 
exhibit paitial vauation in this direction, I cannot avoid the conclusion that H, zella is merely 
a variety of B. persimilis^ but I keep it distinct for the present until moie specimens can be 
examined. Mr. Hocking records H, zella as occunmg in the Kangra district generally.” 

Mr. Butler in describing it wiote : “ This beautiful little species is most nearly allied to 
H, niena of Moore ; it is probably intei mediate between that species and the assiniilis of 
Liniiseus, and is smaller than any species yet described.*’ 

The female of H zella I have never seen, nor can I get access to any published descrip- 
tion of it ; fiom information kindly supplied to me by Mr, Butlei, I gather that it resembles in 
essential featuies the female of H persimilis, the insect described and figured by me as 
zella, female,* turns out on closer examination to be a male, and is probably lefeiable to 
the next species, 

339 * Hestina mena, Moore. 

H, mena, Moore, Ann. and Mag. of Nat Hist, third series, vol. i, p. 48, n, 3 (1858;; Diadema 
mena, Butler, id , vol xvi, p. 398, n. 3 (1865), HesUna zella, de Nicdville, {nee Butler), Journ. A S. B., vol. hi, 
pt xi, p 65, pi i, fig 2(1883), (nec ftmalt). 

Habitat: North India, Kujiah. 

Expanse : <? , 3*5 inches, 

Description : “ Male, Upperside pale gieenish- white. Forewing, with all the veins 
broadly black; exterior margin black, with a marginal row of small spots, submarginal and 
third low of laige and less distinct spots. Hindtaing, with all the veins black, also a 
marginal row of ill-defined, black, lunular spots. Underside paler greenish-white : all 
the veins of both wings less black than the upperside, with an indistinct marginal row of 
spots. longitudinally striped black and white. PdXied^ to ff, [Bui ipiis’\consimilts,'bvX 

may be distinguished by its larger size, and by the absence of the broad, transverse, spotted 
bands.” [Moore, 1 . c.). 

Mr. Butler appaiently overlooked the description above by Mr. Moore, for in 1865 he 
redesenbed the species as one of “four new Species of Butterflies in the Collection of the 

« Joura A S B , vol. lii, pt ii, p. 63, pi. i, fig. 2 (1883) 
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British Museum,” giving as synonymy Hestina mena^ Moore, MS.,” and remarking that 
“this insect was named by Mr. Fredeiick Moore, of the Indian Museum.” As his desciip- 
tion differs considerably from Mr, Mooie’s, I give it in full, 

“XJPPERSIDE. Forming pale greenish; neivures, end of cell, and a submarginal band 
along the hind maigin bioadly rich brown ; two indistinct inner submaigmal bands of brown 
scales. pale ochieous, neivuies rich brown ; a submaigmal low of biown lunules 

between the neivuies along the hind maigin. Underside, pale greenish; end of 

cell, base of nervuies, an indistinct band of scales between the nervuies just beyond the cell, 
and an indistinct submarginal row of spots along the hind margin brown ; termination of 
nervures fulvous. Hmdwtng pale ochreous ; nervures brown ; a submarginal band of 
indistinct brown spots between the nervuies along the hind margin ; fiont margin daiker 
ochieous. Body blown above ; beneath rich biown ; head and thorax streaked with ochreous. 
Tibise and taisi of foielegs^ and tarsi oi middle htndlegs alternately brown and white. 
Antenna black ” ( Butler^ 1 . c ) 

Mr. Butler kindly informs me tl at mena is a good species, that it is nearest allied to H, 
zella^ diffeiing from the female of that species in its “ gi eater size, absence of first discoidal 
bai in piimaries [=forewing], three series of spots (the fiist subconfluent with ground-colour) 
on external area. Hindwing white (or cieam-colouied) with black veins and submargmal 
lunules.” {BtUle)\ in epis ) 

On the 22nd May, 1879, I took a single specimen of a Hesiina^ which, misled by the 
general aspect and outline of the wings I took for a female, and descnbed and figured it (l.c.) 
as the female of H. zella ; on closer examination it turns out to be a male, and it probably 
belongs to the present species H, mena. It couesponds with Mr. Moore’s description of H, 
mena in size, and m every other point specified except as legards the melanism of the hind* 
wing ; in typical AT. mena the black outer border of the hmdwmg on the upperside has 
almost entiiely disappeaied, leavmg only a series of ill-defined lunules near the maigin. 
In my specimen the outer half of the hmdwing is black, beaung a submarginal series of gieen- 
ish-white spots, largest on either side of the second subcostal nervule and diminishing towaids 
the anal angle, followed by an incomplete series of much smaller marginal spots of the 
same colour ; in fact its markings are identical with that of H. persimzhs, female, but the 
black outer border is wider, and the submargmal spots aie elongate. Theie is nothing else 
by which to distinguish it from AT. mena as described ; but it is abundantly distinct from 
^1?; similie. In the absence of a good series of specimens it must be retained as AT. mena for 
the present, but if it is leally the same, then AT. ^nena is as variable in the male m respect 
to the relative extent of the pale markings as AT. persimilis is known to be in the female. 

The absence of the discoidal bar m the cell of the foiewing and the more elongate cha- 
racter of the pale markings on the border give this species a veiy diiferent aspect from that 
of AT. persimths ; it mimics with wonderful fidelity m shape, colour and markings, the com- 
mon Metaporia caphusaj Mooie, (an insect belonging to the sub-family and also 

in its slow and sailing flight. The similarity is still further heightened by the hindwing being 
tinted with yellow on the abdominal margin on the upperside, and much more piominently 
on all the pale markings of the underside, especially on the abdominal fold, which is clear 
bright yellow, while the daik ground is far more extended, covering the whole of the median 
and submedian inteispaces. AT. on the other hand presents the general appearance 

of Z>, [Paraniica) aglea ; there is no trace of yellow tinting on the hmdwing, the underside 
of which is whitish with a well defined and rather narrow darker border, the veins on the 
basal half being defined, but scarcely at all boidered with blackish. 

Gernis 69 Westwood. (Plate XVIII).

“Body, robust; uoings^ large; forewing subangulated below the apex ; hmdwmg deeply 
scalloped, and marked with tianveise pale bars, Head^ rather small, especially in the female ; 
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scarcely tufted in front. Eyes, of model ate size, but very prominent. Palpi, scaly, porrected 
obliquely, the tip not reaching much higher than the middle of the eyes, extending in front 
of the head to about its length j the insides paiallel, but the outsides oblique ; terminating in 
a point formed by the small terminal joint. Antenna, nearly straight, slender, about half 
[fully two-thuds] the length of the forewing ; terminated by a slender club, channeled beneath, 
with the tip slightly curved. Thorax, robust, woolly, elongate-ovate. Abdomen, elongate, 
and rather slender. Forewing, elongate-tiiangular. Costal may %in slightly cuived j apex rather 
obtuse; otUer may gin about three-fifths of the length of the costa, slightly scalloped, obtusely 
subangulated below the apex, below which the maigin is emarginate; inner margin nearly 
straight, and two-thirds the length of the costal margin. Veins not strong. Subcostal neimre 
with its fiist branch arising before the anterior extiemity of the discoidal cell, at about one- 
fourth of the length of the wing ; the second branch arising close to, but at a veiy little distance 
before, the extremity of the cell, at one-thud of the length of the wing ; third branch 
arising near the middle of the length of the wing ; and the fouith at a little more than three- 
fouiths of its length. Upper dtsco-cellular nervule very minute and tiansveise, emitted fiom -the 
subcostal nervuie at the distance of one-third of the length of the wing from the base ; middle 
curved, short, forming the base of the lower discoidal nervule ; lower obsolete, so that the 
discoidal cellis oipen. Hindwing, subovate-triangular ; costal maygin stislght, except at the 
arched base ; outer margin deeply scalloped. Prcecostal nerznire straight, except at the tip, which 
is turned outwards. Subcostal nervure branching at about one-fouith from the base of the wing. 
Dtsco-cellular nervule arising almost close to the branch, and being almost straight, so as to 
form poition of the discoidal nervule ; lower disco-cellular nervule obsolete, so that the discoidal 
4 -f//isopen. Forelegs, of the male pectoral, clothed with white downy hairs; the 

tibia rather shorter than the femur ; and the tarsus nearly as long as the tibia, exarticulate. Of 
the feynale about the same length as those of the male, slender, and clothed with fine white 
scales ; the femur and tibia of neaily equal length ; the tarsus lathei more than half the length 
of the tibia, obliquely truncate at the tip ; the truncated portion armed with four pairs of 
minute spines, indicating the aiticulations, which are very short. Middle and hindlegs, 
rather slender, moderately long, scaly; the middle pair longer than the hind ones, Tibial 
spurs shoit;*^/i5 and furnished beneath with seveial rows of very short spines. Claws 
shoit, very much curved ; pay onychia small, bifid.” (^Westwood, 1. c.) 

Herona, until quite recently when two new species weie described, contained but a single 
species. The three known species aie all very closely allied, the males are black above with 
tawny bands, these bands being paler and whiter in the females ; they are found in the 
Eastern Himalayas, Assam, Upper Tenasserim and the Andaman Isles. 

All the species of Herona have an obsolescent ocellular daik spot on the tawny discal 
band of the hindwing placed in the lower median interspace.

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Description: Male. Upperside black. Fo?‘ewin§ with the costa tawny as far as the 
discal band, the end of the cell marked with a bioad oblique tawny band, below which is an 
elongated tawny spot not reaching the margin, confined between the first and second median 
neivules. An elongated tawny streak in the submedian interspace from the base of the wing 
to about its middle A discal oblique tawny streak fiom the costa to near the margin, which 
is joined to a nanow streak on the maigin between the fiist and second median nervules, 
below which again is a rounded spot, and another elongated spot on the margin near the 
anal angle. A subapical oblique tawny streak beaiing a conical small white spot between 
the discoidal neivules. Htndwing black, the costal margin pale tawny, a broad discal tawny 
band joined outwardly to a submarginal rather less broad similar band, bearing a small round 
black spot in the first median interspace, a fine maiginal tawny line fiom the anal angle to the 
third median nervule, with a similar line beyond but extending to the apex. The abdominal 
margin pale tawny. Underside pale tawny suffused with violascent, the tawny markings 
alone almost white Forewing with a rounded whitish spot below the bifurcation of the 
fourth and fifth subcostal nervules. Htndmng with a small black ocellated spot in the middle 
of the fiist median interspace, and a tawny spot in the cell touching the subcostal 
nervuie. Female similaily marked, but the tawny markings narrower and paler. Under- 
side daiker than m the male, all the markings moie conspicuous. 

This is a rather common species in Sikkim, where I have taken it in October between 
3,000 and 4,000 feet elevation. There are specimens m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Assam. 

34 ^ Herona andamana, Moore. (Plate xviii, fig. 76 ? ).

Habitat : South Andamans (Port^ Blair). 

Expanse: d, yoo: $, 3*65 inches. 

Description* ** Differs from AT., marathus in the wings being more falcated. On the 
UPPERSIDE the colour is much darker, the maikings are narrower,, paler on the forewing 
in the male, and white on both wings in the female. Formings in both sexes the maik- 
ings beyond the cell are elongated and pointed at the end. Hindwing^ the discal band is 
broken up into spots, and the marginal band from the anal angle is composed of lunules in 
the MALE, and of laige indistinct lunular spots in the female. Underside, the markings are 
whiter in the male, and in the female white throughout,” (J\foore^ 1. c ) 

The late Mr. A. de Roepstorff has sent numerous specimens of both sexes of AT. andamana 
to the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is a well-maiked species. 

The figure shows both sides of a female South Andaman example in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. 

342. Serosia angrnstata, Moore. 

H, angusiatat Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1878, p. 829. 

Habitat : Moolai, 3,000—6,000 feet. Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse ; 3*0 to 3*2 inches. 

Description; Female, Similar to Af. marathus from the Khasia hills. Diffeis from 
same sex of that species in having all the maculated bands narrower, these being but half 
the width of those in the former species. ” (^Moore, 1. c.) 

There are five specimens of AT. angmiata in Maj'or MarshalPs collection, a female taken in 
October in Aracan by Captain C. H. E. Adamson, a male from Gawlai in Upper Tenasserim in 
September, and a male and two females taken in April by Captain C. T, Bingham in the Upper 
Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim, in the neighbourhood of which the type specimen was 
taken. The female only differs from the male m having the pale bands much paler and 
cchreous, not fulvous. The markings are precisely identical with those of iY, andamana^ the 
pale bands being peihaps a trifle narrower than in the Andaman species. 
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No reference is made in the desciiptxon above of angustata by ]Mr. Moore to H, 
andamana described by himself in the previous year, and to which it is much moie closely 
allied. It differs fiom AT. andamana m the male by having the bands slightly narrower, and 
m the female by having the bands oclireous, while m H, andamana they are nearly pure 
white. 

GENUS 60--PEE01S, Hubner. (Plate XIX).

“ Forewing, subtnangular, the costal margin very strongly aiched and convex ; apical angle 
obliquely truncate and prominent, and together with remainder of outer matgin distinctly waved ; 
beneath the apical angle the outer maigin is strongly sinuated and concave, after which it is 
convex to postenor angle ; inner maigin more or less concave. Costal ne/vufe short ; Jifst and 
second subcostal net vules emitted close togethei near end of cell ; third emitted about half-way 
between end of cell and apex of wing ; fourth and -fifth bifurcating at about one-fourth from apex. 
Upper dtsco^cellular nervules angled at apex of cell and concave to lowei discoidal nervule ; 
lower disco-cellular nervule slender and indistinct, or somewhat obsolete. Discoidal nei vules 
well separated at their base \ third median nervule rounded at base, where it has an 
apparently common origin with the second ; second and first median nervules widely sepaiated. 
Hindwing, subovate, the costal margin obliquely convex ; outer margin very convex, waved, 
and produced into a short caudate appendage at anal angle. Abdominal margin convex and 
overlapping at base, and then distinctly concave and slightly divergent to anal angle. Costal 
nervwe arched and extending to apex ; discoidal nervule emitted a little beyond the bifurcation 
of the subcostal nervules ; discoidal cell with the apex entirely open ; median netvules arranged 
much as in the forewing. Body^ short 5 palpi^ long, porrect, and pointed \ antennce, slender, 
gradually thickened towards apex,” ( Distant^ 1 .c.) 

Larva cylindrical, with several series of short branched spines. Pupa with the apex 
pointed, the dorsal segments with tubercular points. 

**This genus is of very considerable extent, and it is in Afiica— tropical and subtropical — 
that its greatest number of species aie found ; in fact, if we include Madagascar, at least 
three-fourths of the present known species inhabit the Ethiopian region Precis is also found 
in Continental India, Ceylon, and onwards, and sparingly— as regards its number of species- 
through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago, and is represented in Australia. At this 
time about forty species have been described.” {Distant, 1. c.) It is very closely allied indeed to 
Junonia in all stages of its existence, so much so that Junonia atlites has been recently placed* 
by Mr. Moore in the former genus, while Mr. Butlert has placed Precis iphita in the genus 
Junonia. The two genera can however be distinguished by ** the anterior tarsus of the male 
being about one-third the length of the tibia,” while m Junonia it is about half the length only. 
{Doubleday, 1. c.). In Precis the club of the antenna is gradually incrassate, in Junonia it is 
short and rather abrupt. A single species occurs in India proper, and an allied one from the 
Malay Peninsula and Archipelago. It is a dull brown butterfly with indistinct darker 
transveise bands, with a series of obscure ocelli on the hind wing, and usually beats on the 
underside one or two ochreous Spots near the costal margin of the hindwing.

Expanse : 2 3 to 3*3 inches. 

Description : Male and FEMALE. Upperside fuliginous-bi own, variable in intensity 
of hue, JForewm^ with, two tiansverse fasciae crossing cell, the margins of which are very iire- 
gular and dark fuscous, the first situated about middle and the second near apex ; the apical 
half of wing is somewhat paler, and mwaidly bounded by a daik fascia commencing neai 
costa and outwaidly and obliquely diiected to thud median nervule, from thence leflexed 
inwaidly and teiminating near middle of inner maigin; between this and outer maigin is a 
somewhat similar fascia, followed by two very daik submaiginal lines, the outer one more 
prominently waved and a small subapical spot whitish, Bindwing with the apical half 
paler and with the fasciae on the forewing continued, the first terminating near abdominal maigin 
about one-third fiom anal angle, the second bioader and more outwardly curved than on forewing, 
and possessing on its outer edge four 01 fiveobscuie ocellated spots placed between the neivules ; 
submarginal lines as on foie wing, but the inner one more waved. Underside paler; boih 
•tx^ings crossed by two somewhat bioad, dark, basal fasciae, the fiist crossing the middle of 
cell of the forewing, curved inwaidly on cell of hind wing and indistinctly terminating near 
base of abdominal margin ; the second crossing foiewingat apex of cell, and teiminating on 
hind wing a little beyond end of cell ; a similar fascia commencing neai costa of foie wing, 
and more or less amalgamating at median neivules, with an oblique fascia ciossing both wings, 
inwardly margined with a daik line commencing near apical angle of foie wing, where it is 
broadest, and terminating near anal angle of hindwing, where it is narrowest ; on the outer 
margin of this fascia in both uoings are a seiies of moie or less obscure ocellated spots placed 
between the nervules ; two submarginal lines as on upper side, but the inner one much waved 
and sinuated. In some specimens there are two distinct whitish lor ochreous] spots on the 
underside of the hindwing, separated by the first subcostal nervule, the upper of which is 
larger. Body and tegs more or less concolourous with wings.” QDistant, l.c ) 

Larva cylindrical, dark brown, with dorsal and lateral rows of short delicate branched 
spines. Pupa short, with tubercular points on dorsal segments, thoiax broad.” (Moore^ 1 . c.) 

The intensity of the ground-colour and markings m P, iphita is very variable, specimens 
fiom the region of the heaviest rainfall being as usual the daikest. On the underside the spaces 
between the fasciae aie often suffused with violet of varying intensity, and the inner edge of the 
dark discal transverse line is often defined with yellowish. It is an exceedingly common species 
as a rule wheie it occurs ; it has a somewhat bold flight, but not for any great distance, it often 
(but not always) pitches ou the ground, frequently on bushes. It occurs throughout the 
Himalayas, in Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, larely in Calcutta, but commonly in the Wynaad, 
Nilgiris and Ceylon ; eastwards it extends through the Malay Peninsula and Archipelago as far 
as New Guinea. In the plains of Upper India it is seldom found, and never in the 
drier parts. 

I also append a translation of Felder's description of P. intermedia f it is in my opinion 
impossible to separate this foim fiom P. ijfkita^ but the species being variable, this description 
will be useful for reference in further investigation as to the nature of the variations.

The colouration of the Indian species of ynnonia shows great variety, grey, brown, 
blue, yellow and ochieous being the piedominatmg colour of the upperside in different 
species. There is also much variation in the outline of the hindwing, in some species the 
third median nervule is pioduced into a short tail, as is also the anal angle, while m others 
the hind wing is nearly evenly lounded. In India the species occur eveiywhere up to 
about 7,000 feet, and are geneially numeious in individuals. ** The genus is of considerable 
extent and of wide distribution. It is found in the waimer parts of America, the tropical 
and subtropical portions of Africa (including Madagascar), Asia, eastwards fiom Continental 
India, throughout the Malay aichipelago, and onwards amongst the Islands of the Pacific ; 
it is also represented in Australia. Piobably a little over twenty species are known, and 
though moie have been described they aie now generally considered as of a varietal 
character only.” {Distant^ 1 . c.) They have a rapid flight, but seldom go far before settling, 
which they do with expanded wings often on the bare ground, frequently on flowers. J. Merta 
and % onihyia delight in the stony beds of dned-up streams in the hills ; in the plains they 
chiefly fiequent fields and gaidens. The sexes are veiy slightly differentiated.

The genus is divisible into seveial sections differing in the outline of the wing and the 
geographical range of the species. 

The first group represented by y. asitrie a.nd y almana has the outline almost as in 
Precis ifiiM, the forewing usuaUy highly felcate, and also somewhat produced at the extremity 
of the thud median nervule, and the hmdwing piominently tailed at the anal angle, and less 
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piominentJy at the extremity of the third median nervule. Its range is thioughout the plains 
and hill districts up to 7,000 feet elevation, but it is most abundant m the moist distiicts, and 
rare in the desert tracts. 

The second group repiesented by 5 ** o.thUs has the foie wing less falcate, and the hind- 
wing evenly rounded and siiiiiated on the outer margin, tailed at the anal angle. Its range is 
restiicted to the regions of consideiable rainfall, in the plains and waim valleys. It seldom 
ascends the hills to any consideiable elevation, being most abundant m the Terais, and altogether 
absent from the dry plains and desert tiacts. 

The thud group lepresented by lemonias has the hindwing morepiominently tailed at the 
third median nervule than at the anal angle, giving the wing a quadiate outline, the foiewing 
as in the second group. Its lange is moie extended in the hills, reaching 7,000 feet elevation 
in the Western Himalayas, but more restricted m the plains, it being almost entiiely absent 
from the plains of Noith India except in Bengal. 

The fourth group repiesented by y, hierta and orithyia has the outline similar to that of 
the second group, but the margin less sinuated in both wings, and less falcate in the foiewing ; 
the anal angle of hind wing not produced into a tail Its range is the widest of all, extending in 
the hills to greater elevations than any of the others, and m the plains it is even more abundant 
in the desert tiacts of the Punjab than it is in the moist plains of Bengal, and wheievei found 
it fiequents dry spots and bright sunshine,

Description : “ Male and female Upperside warm ochraceous, with the basal areas 
of both wings slightly infuscated, and with the following maikings swing with the costal 
area pale fuscous, and with an irregular fascia denoted by black margins ciossing the middle of 
the cell, and a similar one with its internal area infuscated at end of the cell ; this is followed 
by a somewhat similar but darker fascia, which terminates at base of the third median nervule, 
between which and apex is a subtriangular black patch, more or less enclosing two ocellated spots 
[the upper smaller and sometimes obsolete] divided by the upper discoidal nervule ; a large 
ocellated spot placed on the middle of the second and first median neivules, with a white centre 
and black outer margin; and a marginal and two submarginal black lines, the inner one of which 
is geneially the palest, and the spaces between which are usually more or less infuscated, 
Htndwmg with a very large ocellated spot, purplish with two whitish inner spots, an outer 
black patch and yellow and black margins, the upper surface of which rests on the first sub- 
costal nervule, and its posteiior margin is situated between the discoidal and third median 
nervules ; and a smaller one between the second and first median nervules, in some specimens 
the latter is practically obsolete ; marginal and submarginal lines as on the forewing, but the 
inner one darkest. Underside pale obscuie ochraceous ; the three basal costal fascise as on 
the upperside of the forewmg, but their internal areas not infuscated, and the outer margin of 
the third continued in an oblique line across both wings, terminating near the anal angle of 
the hindwing, this line being inwardly and broadly margined with white 5 a slender, fuscous, 
iriegulaily rounded line at the base of the hindwing crossing the cell ; ocellated spots as above, 
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but paler, the larger discal spot on ihQ being compiessed, iuegulaily subovate and 

bipiipilate, the lovvei. spot usually laiger than above ; maigmal and submaigmal lines as above, 
the mnei terminating in a small black spot at the anal angle. Body and moie or less 
concolourous with the wings.” {jOistant^ 1. c.) 

Larva (figured by Horsfield from Java, wheie it feeds on a species of Justicio^ is pale brown, 
the segments more oi less marked with black, and bearing nuineious many blanched spines. 
Head ochieous, the body with a doisal line of the same colour. Pupa ochieous, marked and 
spotted with black, abdominal segments above with tubercular projections. 

y. is a common butterfly throughout the tract of heavy lainfall, and is abundant 
*vvheie it occurs ; It frequents gardens and glades in jungles, but shuns the bare open plarns, 
Foi further remarks, see the next species, ahmna,

Description ; Male and female. May be known from asterie by the apex of the 
forming being usually much more truncate, the outer margin angled at the thud median neivule, 
and the anal angle of the hindwing produced into a longer blunt-tipped tail. On the underside 
all the markings are less prominent, the discal ocelli very obscure, often obsolete. 

According to Mr. A. Grote,* the “ larva feeds on Gloxinia and OshecUaP 

This species occurs throughout continental and peninsular India and in the outer Himalayas 
up to about 6,000 feet elevation. It is not recorded from Ceylon or the Malay peninsula, but is 
common through Assam, Sylhet, Cachar to Burma, Mergui and Upper Tenassenm. It occurs 
in the Andamans, in Java and China, and wherever met with is a common insect. 

It will be seen from the localities quoted above that except m Ceylon, the Nicobars 
and the Malay peninsula, J, almana is found wherever y. asterie occurs; and from 
observations I have made on the time of appearance of the two forms, I have found 

that y almana is the prevailing form in the dry season, while J. asterie abounds in the rains, 

the times of appearance and periods of existence occasionally overlap somewhat ; a worn 
y. almana may be found early in the rams, or a y, asterie now and then in the eaily 
winter, but speaking generally the summer brood is J, asterie^ and the winter brood is- 
y. almana^ and it is very piobable that further investigation will reveal that they are 
merely seasonal forms of one and the same species. The two forms are variable also both in 
outline of the wings and in the markings of the underside : in some specimens of y. astei ie 

the forewing is almost as tiuncate, and the hind wing as prominently tailed as in y. 

almana^ while the ocelli on the underside are very inconstant ; they vary much in size, 
and in some specimens they are so pale and obscure as to be barely traceable, and it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to decide to which form these intermediate specimens belong. 
The absence of % almana from the localities noted above, if it be a fact, might be 
accounted for by the seasons ia those parts being more equable and more uniformly moist 
throughout the year ; but the question of the distinctness or otherwise of the two foims can 
only be satisfactoily settled by a seiies of experiments in breeding them. Colonel Swinhoe re- 
marks that y. almanc^ is common everywhere [m Bombay and the Deccan] all the year 
round, y asterie is common nr the latter half of the year. I am convinced that although the 
types of each are so different they are both one and the same insect, one being the normal 
and the other the dimorphic form, and I have a long senes of examples showing every stage of 
vaiiety between the two.”

Description: “Male. Upperside hlacinous [giey?] Foiewing with two waved 
black lines ciossing the middle of the cell, and two similar ones at the end of the 
cell: a very waved and siniiated fuscous line ciossing the wings a little beyond the 
cell, and between this and the outer maigin aie two waved fuscous lines (the inner 
one somewhat faint), between which the colour is distinctly paler, and is marked with a 
senes of six ocellated spots placed between the nervules, of which the fiist is situated above the 
upper discoidal nervule, and the first, second, and fifth are largest and most biightly coloured ; 
the first is also pieceded by an ii regular whitish spot placed at the bifurcation of the fouith 
and fifth subcostal neivules ; fuscous maiginal and submarginal lines, Htndwing with two waved 
fuscous lines ciossing end of cell, and remaining markings similai and continuous to those on 
forewing, but with five distinct ocellated spots only (a sixth sometimes obsoletely piesent 
between the first median nervule and the subraedian nervine), and of which the fiist, second 
and fifth are largest and most biightly colouied. Underside very pale; the cell ciossed 
by the fuscous lines as above, but fainter, and the two medial ones continued on the Mndwing 
and teimmating near the median neivme ; a distinct fuscous line ciossing both wings, commenc- 
ing near the costa a little beyond the end of the cell, wheie it is angularly waved to the 
third median neivule and then obliquely and more stiaightly continued across both wings to 
near anal angle of the hindwing % ocellated spots of the uppeiside more or less distinctly visible, 
their outer msiginal line present, but the marginal and submarginal lines [almost] absent. Hmd^ 
wing'm^ the two fuscous lines crossing the end of the cell as above, and with a small fuscous 
spot near the anal angle. Body and legs more or less concolouious with the wings. Female 
larger in size and generally darker in colour than the male, the ocellated spots above larger 
and more distinct, with the area on which they are placed much palei, the fuscous lines deeper 
in hue. Underside also slightly darker than in the male, and the ocellated spots and markings 
much more distinct, and with the marginal and submargmal lines often distinguishable.'^ 

“ The principal variation in this widely-spiead insect is in depth of intensity of hue. 
The species has hitheito been almost universally known as J laomedia, Linnzeus, but Dr. 
Aurivillius has recently shown that Linnaeus had previously desciibed it under the name of 
Fafilio atlites, the law of piiority must therefoie be followed.’' ( Distant, 1. c.J 

Larva (as figured by Horsfield from Java) is black, with a white line in the neighbour- 
hood of the spiracles, each segment furnished with several many- blanched ochreous spines, 
the abdomen and legs of the same colour. Feeds in Java on a species of Ackyranthes, Pupa 
also fuscous, shaded with black, with two ochreous processes at the head, and numerous 
ochreous blunt pi ejections all along the upperside. 

This is a veiy common species, seldom if ever occurring in the Himalayas or in the very 
dry portions of India, but abundant in the plains throughout the aiea of heavy rainfall Colonel 
C. Swinhoe does not lecoid it fiom Bombay and the Deccan,

Upperside pale brownish ochiaceous. foiewing 
with the cell crossed by the following mai kings ; — a slendei waved black line near base, two 
waved black lines enclosing a pale ochiaceous fascia a little beyond the middle, and a similarly 
coloured and enclosed fascia at about end of cell ; beyond this the giound-colour is some- 
what daiker and maiked with the following pale ochraceous spots : — a discal series of six 
crossing the wing and divided by the nervules, the upper spot beneath the subcostal nervure 
and with the second and third forming a slightly oblique seiies ; fourth and fifth directed 
inwardly, and sixth again deflexed outwardly beneath the fiist median nervule ; this seiies is 
followed by another containing seven spots of the same colour, of which the upper three are 
divided by the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules % the fourth and fifth are separated by the 
third median nervule, and the sixth and seventh— which are small and somewhat indistinct- 
are placed on each side of the first median nervule ; an indistinct submaigmal series of 
spots placed between the nuivules, and two ocellated spots, the first and smallest situated be- 
tween the discoidal nervules, and the second and largest situated on the second and first 
median nervules. with a large elongated and duplex ocellated spot, the smaller 

portion of which is situated between the subcostal nervules, the largei portion extending over 
the discoidal nervule, and a very small and indistinct ocellated spot between the second and 
first median nervules, a broad fuscous submarginal line and two marginal lines of the same 
colour [enclosing pale ochreous lines]. Underside pale and dull ochraceous, Forewing with 
the cell crossed by fascise as above ; other markings generally as above 5 the upper ocellated spot 
indistinct. Hindwing with several irregular, darker, basal fascise, and with a broad submarginal 
fascia enclosing five dark spots placed between the nervules, of which the second, situated above 
the discoidal neivule, and the fifth, placed between the second and fiist median nervules, aie 
largest ; marginal and submarginal lines as above. Body and legs more or less concolouious 
with the wings.” ( Distant^ he J 

Larva as found in Ceylon, “Cylindrical, smoky black, with a pale dorsal band and 
paler lateral lower shade; each segment with eight small branched spines,” {Moote, l.c. in Lep, 
Cey.) According to Colonel A. M. Lang it feeds on Barlena frioniiesf^ 

This is a widely-spread and common Indian species occurring almost everywhere in the 
plains m the region of heavy rainfall, and extending into the hills up to 7,000 feet elevation. 
The underside is vaiiable in colour, some specimens having the ground ochreous, otheis fer- 
ruginous and others again beautifully pink or losy, and there are numerous gradations 
between them. The markings of the underside also vary much in distinctness, in some 
examples they are almost obsolete, in others very prominent. These variations are not 
confined to particular localities, but appear to occur indiscriminately. I possess two “sports,” 
both females, from Bholah^t, Malda (W, H Itvine)^ and Orissa (W. C, Taylor), which have 
all the markings blurred and obliterated on both sides*

Expanse : 175 inches. 

Description : “ Antenncs above brown-black, beneath golden-red 3 club black with 
golden-red extremity. Palpi golden, the last joint dark biown. Sternum^ underside of abdomen 
and legs golden- white, uppeiside of abdotnen and thorax with golden-biown pubescence.’* 

“ The shape of the forewing lesembles that of Precis [ yunonia"] erigone [ the Javan form 
of y, lemonias'\^ but the hindwing is not angled as in several species of the genus. The ground- 
colour of both wings on the upperside is of a clear golden-brown, as in many of the females 
of Precis iphita^ Cramer {pda^ Cramei), but is shaded by a daik brown dusting, so that 
it [the ground-coloui] only appears in a tiiangular spot at the base of the discoidal cell, m 
a nariow tiansveise spot at the end of the cell, m a narrow band behind the transverse series 
of dark spots which crosses the middle of the wings, and in a broader band in front of the 
maigin. In the discoidal cell in front of the middle are two obliquely-placed round dark 
brown spots with clear golden-brown centres ; behind these is a large misshapen kidney-hke 
spot surrounded with black. In the middle of the wings the dark dusting is bounded by a 
series of dark brown transverse spots which enter angularly into the fourth cell. In fiont 
of the light margin is placed a series of black-brown, round spots, of which the three upper 
ones in the fifth, sixth, and eighth cells are only brown on the innerside, being otherwise 
white, and of these the spot in the fifth cell approaches the margin, thereby dropping out 
of the line of the others ; the lowest spot in the second cell is the largest and surrounded with 
a fine golden-biown. Behind these spots runs through all the cells a series of broad lunular 
spots, and behind this again runs a dark blown undulating streak following the margin which 
runs in an angle into the fifth cell. The margin is narrowly black-brown in colour, but 
marked finely with white externally between the veins. ” 

** On the UNDERSIDE the colouiing is clearer, brownish ochie-gold, the light parts being al- 
most reddish-gold ; the spots of the cell are encircled with fine black, the series of dark spots 
through the middle of the wings lighter brown and less distinct on the margin are bordered 
with white violet- red spots on the forezitng in cells one b and two, also in cells five and six, and in 
the hindwing in all the cells. The dark bands of the upperside between these spots and the clear 
margin appear narrower in the forewing, almost resolved into flecks ; of the round spots imme- 
diately behind these the one in the second cell 15 black bordeied, those in the fourth, fifth, sixth, 
and eighth cells are white bordered, and only the three lowest on the undeiside are boidered 
with faint brown, the spot in the thud cell is a mere point. ” 

“On the hindwing this band is still more disintegrated, and of the dark spots only the 
one in the second cell is visible ; it is deep black, on the side towards the margin with a 
fine white centre. The series of lunulated spots, as also the undulating streak in front of 
the maigin, is a lighter reddish-brown, the border between the two on the forewmg in cells 
five and one b, and the kindwing in all the cells being tinged with pale violet-red. The margin 
itself is scarcely darker. Two females from Sylhet.” ( Moschier^ 1. c.) 

I can make nothing out of this species, and can trace no resemblance between it and 
any species of the genera Precis or Junonia known to me.

J^oi ewing with a broad medial ochreous [yellow] 
patch, extending fiom the base to beyond the disc, and thence narrowed and bent down- 
waid 5 two shoit paler ochreous streaks before the apex. Hlndiving black, with a laige 
broad subanal ochreous [yellow] patch, and a laige distinct blue subbasal spot* 
Underside, fo} ewing pale ochreous-brown ; medial patch paler ochieous and suffused 
outwaidly, crossed by black discoidal lines ; two black discal spots. Hindwing with basal 
half greyish-ochieous ; discal area pale ochreous, crossed with brown lunular lines, a medial 
fascia, and discal row of small blown spots. Female. Upperside, foietvtng dark ochieous- 
brown, with the ochieous [yellow] patch paler, shoitened basally, and ciossed by two black lines 
on middle of the cell, and a broader disco-cellular band ; a black upper ocellus and a larger 
lower discal ocellus with a veiy small upper and lower discal ocellus, and two 

marginal lunular ochreous lines.” {Moore ^ 1. c ) Underside as m the male. 

Colonel A. M. Lang recoids that the larva feeds on Ba‘>lena p> ionites * Surgeon-Major 
Forsayeth states that it is “precisely similar to that of J, onthyia^ but without the orange tip on 
tail. Pupa also identical in shape and markings.” 

This species has hitherto been known as y, ceiione, Linnseus, but leluctant as I am to 
upset nomenclature that has been for many years in univeisal use, I fear this identification 
cannot be maintained The following is a translation of Linnasus* oiigmal detailed description 
of his Paptlio oenone. 

F» oenone. “Upperside. Porewing hlsLckish, a white fascia, transveise, internipted, with two 
white spots towards the apex, a ferruginous ocellus with blue pupil beyond the fascia, two 
ferruginous lines near the outer margin : iiindwin^ blackish, with the margin whitish, divided 
by a black line, a large blue spot m the middle of the disc, two ferruginous ocelli within the 
outer margin. Underside. Porezmng with interiupted white fascia undulated withferru^ 
ginous and blue towards the base; fuscous in the middle. Hindwing clouded greyish.” 
{LinncenSi Mus. Lud. Ulr., p. 274). 

To this he appends a description of what he calls a variety of oenone^ of which the 
following is a translation. “ Varitias mones, Vppekside, / of ewmg with the margin black, two 
pale unequal spots within the apex, the disc yellow margined with fulvous. Hindwing with 
the margin black, the disc yellow margined with fulvous, the base more bioadly black, in 
the middle of which is a large ovate seiiceous blue spot. Underside, foi ewing pale yellow, 
clouded with fuscescent j a minute black blind ocellus within the apex, a larger black blind 
ocellus on the disc. Hindwing concolourous with the forewing, an obsolete dot in a paler 
space.” Mus. Lud, Ulr, p. 275). 

The descnption of P. oenone not only omits all mention of the yellow on the upperside 
which is so marked a feature of the species we aie dealing with, and specifies the existence of 
a white fascia which is absent, but it corresponds with an African insect of the genus which 
was subsequently figured by Cramer as P. cUha/t and has hitherto stood under that name ; this 
name must give place to Linnseus’ name, and the African species hitherto known as y delta 
stands as y oenone^ Linnaeus. The description of the “ varietas cenones/ on the other hand, 
answers almost exactly to a species from Aden, Abyssinia, &c,, closely allied to the present 
species, which has been sepaiated by Trimen under the name y. cehretuX this name will 
stand since Linnaeus, although he correctly described it, confounded it with his y. (»none^ 
and gave it no separate name. 

In 179S, Fabricius described undei the name of Paptlio hierta a variety of the Indian species 
in which the blue spot on the hindwing is absent. A translation of his description is given below.

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P, hetia. Female. ** Wings denticulate, luteous, with the margin black, both wings with 
two ocelli, hind wing fuscous at the base. Inhabits the East Indies.” 

“ Shaped like and nearest allied to P, mnone^ of which I have foimerly believed it 
to be a variety, but it seems distinct. Body fuscous Both wings yellow with the maigin 
more sinuate, fuscous, the hinder maigin fuscous, nariow. Two ocelli on each wmg, the 
hindei one larger in the foiewing Hind wing fuscous at the base. Underside of the foiewing 
concolourous, of the hindwmg ashy, densely stiiated with fuscons, four ocellate dots.” ( Fabnctus, 
Ent. Syst., Suppl , p. 424). 

This vaiiety, which lacks the blue spot at the base of the hindwing on the uppeiside, occuis 
both in Afiica (as pointed out by Mi. Tnmen) and in the Indo-Chinese and Malayan regions, 
is inseparable fiom the noimal foim, and the Indian species known hitherto under the name 
of y mione^ Linnaeus, and figiiied as such by Ciamer, Donovan, Mooi e, &c , must stand as 
y. Fabucius. This lectification was hist pointed out by Mr KiibymhisSyn Cat Uiuin. 
Lep, p. 648; and it has been adopted by Colonel Swinhoe, but by no other author that I 
am awaie of, Dr Aurivillius, in his ciitical examinationt of the Linnsean desciiptions, comes to 
the conclusion that J. mnone^ Linnseus, should stand as J, delta, Cramer ; and that the variety 
oenones, Linnaeus, should stand as J, cenone, Lmnaeus, of which he gives y. hierfa, Fabncius, 
as a vaiiety ; but I cannot adopt this conclusion. 

y. Imrta in India piesents some considerable variation according to the humidity or 
diyness of the atmospheric conditions undei which it exists, but these variations cannot be 
maintained as distinct species, as no haid and fast line can be diawn between them. Some 
male specimens fiom Kulu and Simla in the Western Himalayas, Sikkim, Calcutta, Orissa, the 
Wynaad, and Ceylon show no costal indentation of the yellow patch on the uppeiside of the 
forewing, otheis fiom Karachi, Kulu, Simla, Calcutta, Shillong, Uppei Tenasserim, and the 
Andamans have a distinct black tooth, which is most piominent in a specimen from Buxa, 
Bhutan j in all of these the black inner maigin of the forewing on the upperside gives off a 
piojection into the fiist median mteispace, while in examples fiom Kaiachi, Simla, Buxa, 
Calcutta, Shillong, Sibsagar, Rangoon and Upper Buima this projection assumes the foim of 
a moie or less separate and distinct spot. The width of the inaiginal black band on the 
uppeiside of the foiewing is also variable; and lastly specimens fiom Bhutan and Uppei Assam 
aie veiy large and heavily marked, owing piobably to the gieater rainfall of those legions. 

This species has a veiy wide lange, occuiimg at Karachi, thence thioughout India, 
Ceylon and the Andamans to Buima and again m China. It delights in the sun, and to 
dispoit Itself in the hottest and driest situations. 

The figure (incorrectly named Jumnia cenone on the plate) shows the upperside of a 
male and a female example from Sibsagar in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Upperside, forming dark blue-black fioin base to the disc, 
outer area fuligiiious-black ; a purple-tinted ochreous-white short oblique subapical band, 
and two transverse submarginal narrow lunulai fasciae ; on the inner fascia are two small 
red-nnged ocelli, below which the posterior angle is tinged with blue ; costal edge ochieous- 
white. Hmdwing blue, suffused with purple; a black basal angular patch cuiving acioss 
the cell towards the anal angle, and merging into brown on the abdominal maigin; 
two ocelli near the outer maigin, the lower one red and ringed with black, the upper 
one almost black and blind; two pale-bordeied marginal lines. Underside dull ochieous.

of this species somewhat moie fully ; — ** Larva found on a small labiate heib Head and 
body of a very dark shining black, shading into brown when seen by leflected light. Head 
on a short neck, latter of an orange coloui for a short distance ; caudal extiemity also tipped 
with orange. Body coveied with perpendicular spines aimed with stiong ladial haiis, 
which, howevei, have no irritating effect on the human skin. Head bifuicated ; i eddish 
spot in centre of face ; a small spinous process on each upper angle of eye. Legs 6, 8, 2. 
Pupa suspended by tail ; naked ; wing-covers of a muddy yellow ; rest of body of a purplish 
colour, vaiiegated by lines of a dull creamy white. Slight piojections of an angular nature 
along abdomen.” 

In Ceylon this species is “found at all times in the Western and Cential Provinces, 
both m the plains and up to 3,000 feet in cultivated and open waste ground. Flight 
lather quick, settles on the ground and seems partial to hot, dusty and sandy spots’* 
{Buickmn). “Occuis everywhere, but plentiful only from 2,000 to 4,000 feet, its favourite 
resoit being the Patenas, and particularly on the pathways or baie places m them” 
wood), “Taken at Kandy and Galle” {JVade), “ Observed m the Himalayas, Partial to 
bare, dry grass-land. To be seen in the hottest hot winds, and in the bleak wintery 
weather pitched on the grass, flitting quickly away and pitching again after a shoit circuit. 
Larva reared on Aniirrhimm otonHum,^* ( Colonel A, M, Zang, Proc Zool, Soc. Lond,, 1865, 
p, 494). Colonel Swinhoe recoids it fiom Quetta, 

The specimens from Upper Buima, Cachar and Assam are lichly marked on the 
undeiside, and are almost identical with the typical y. orithyia from China, which Mr. Butler has 
already shown m the Ann. and Mag, of Nat Hist., fifth senes, vol. xvi, p. 308, n 60 (1885) 
to extend to Siam ; the westein foim with the pale, slightly marked underside, has been 
separated as a distinct local lace as J stouihoei^ * {Butler , 1 c }, This variety is fairly constant 
throughout the dry tiacts in the west and north-west, and also in the Westein Himalayas, 
but there is no line of demarcation, and the two foims giadually merge into each other; 
specimens from Ceylon and Travancore aie nearly as uchly maiked as those from Cachar ; 
those from Sikkim and Bhutan, and also from the Western Gh£ts are less lichly marked ; 
and those from the plains of Bengal and the Coromandel coast still less so ; the differences 
as m all parallel cases following the tropical distribution of the rainfall, the colours being 
most intense where the rainfall is heaviest. 

Another local lace, which is probably the y, ocyale of Hubner, occurs in Java and 
Sumatra, of which theie are two specimens m the Indian Museum ; both aie females, the one 
from Sumatra {Raffles) has the two ochreous bands in the cell of the foiewing on the upperside 
very prominent, and with shght tiaces of blue on the hindwing on the disc ; the other from

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Java ( Horsfield)^ differs from the Sumatran specimen in having no blue colour on the hind wing, 
in this respect agreeing with the vaiiety described below under the name of J. wallacei by 
Mr. Distant. 

J. otithyia is a common species and appeals to occur everywhere in India up to about 
6,000 feet elevation. It is exceedingly vaiiable on the undeiside, specimens fiom the dry 
noith'west being of pale stone-giey, while examples fiom Shillong, Assam, have the 
undeiside daik biown, richly mottled and shaded with paler brown. On the uppeiside 
too theie are vaiiations in mai kings, some males show tiaces of two ochreous bands acioss 
the cell of the foiewmg, which are usually more oi less piesent m the female, in some specimens 
of the latter sex, that featuie being veiy prominent. The ocelli vary gieatly in size in 
both sexes, in some specimens they aie fully twice as large as in others. 

J, wallacei* the Malayan form appears to be barely sepaiable fiom the Sumatran, J. ocyaU, 
Hubner,

“Body, slender ; forming long; antennce shoit ; palpi small, hairy, and very acute. Head^ 
rather broad, with a frontal tuft. Eyes^ large, prominent, and naked. Antennce^ rather short, 
not half the length of the fore wing; teiminated by a shoit, slender, gradually formed club, 
the tip of which is curved outwardly, finely keeled beneath. Palpi^ small, directed obliquely 
upwards, scarcely reaching above the level of the middle of the eyes. The terminal joint 
in the same line as the preceding, compressed, clothed with long loose haiis along the whole 
of the fore edge, and also on the hinder side at the extremity of the second joint ; basal joint 
short; second joint broader and slightly curved at the base ; terminal joint, in the typical 
species, nearly as long as the preceding, slender, and very acute at the tip Thor ax ^ rather slender, 
scarcely broader than the head, oval, very slightly hirsute, often clothed with metallic scales. 
Ahiornen^ slender, elongated. Forewing, elongate, triangular. anterior mafgtn very slight- 
ly arched , lounded ; margin voxLrLdodj nott or but slightly, sinuated ; inner margin 
thiee-fourths of the length of the costal margin, more or less emaigmate towards the middle. 
Costal nervure moderately strong, not extending to the middle of the costa, Subcostal neivure 
slender ; its first branch arising at about one-third of the length of the wing, and uniting with

termination; a little beyond cell, commencing near subcostal nepure, is an obUque and inwardly much 
excavated pale ochraceous fascia which reaches outer margin near apices of the median nervules , beyond this 
is a smaller and shorter fascia terminating at upper discoidal nervule, and a fainter and less continuous sub- 
marginal fascia of the same colour ; two ocellated spots, the first broadly surrounded with reddish between the 
discoidal nervules, the second and larger situated between the second and first median nervules ; beneath this 
spot and near outer angle is a small pale bluish patch, Hzndwiztg pale bluish, abdominal margin pale fuscous, 
base and an irregular patch occupying lower half of cell, very dark fuscous or black ; two ocellated spots, 
one black, with an obscure paler centre between the lower subcostal and discoidal nervules, the second and 
largest red, with a large pale bluish centre and black margins situated between the second and first median 
nervules , a marginal and two submargmal waved black lines, between which the colour is more or less distinctly 
pale ochiaceous. Underside pale but warm ochraceous Porewing with the base of cell, and two broad 
irregular fasciae crossing cell, reddish ochraceous, the one at end of cell continued and terminating a little 
beneath first median nervule — this is followed by a narrow waved black fascia , remaining markings as above 
but the ocellated spots much darker Hztzdwlng darker ochraceous, crossed by several waved and scaliopecl 
daiker lines, with a wide, distinct, slightly darker submargmal fascia on which are placed the two ocdlated 
spots as above, and a third and much more indistinct spot situated between the subcostal nervules ; marginal 
and submargmal lines as above, but fainter and much paler. Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings. 
Female Upperside marked and spotted generally as in male, but brownish ochraceous, the blue colour 
being absent, the ocellated spots larger. Undersidk almost precisely as in male, but the oc^lated spot with 
larger pale margins, and the kzndwtng ^oh^os&mg some irregular reddish ochraceous fascise crossing the cell." 

This form is evidently a local race of/ ortihya, Lmnseus, a well-known species m Continental India 
and elsewhere It differs from typical forms of that species W the tawny colour of the female, and the absence 
of the blue and black markings to the wings of the same. The male almost exactly resembles Hubner's figure of 
/. ocyale (Samml Exot Schmett , vol n, pi. xxxiii, figs. 3, 4) It is another of the many distinct ‘ local 
races* found m the Malay Peninsula and neighbouring islands.** [Disiant, 1 c ) There is a female speqimcn 
mentioned above from Java in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which s^ees with the description and %ure of 
this species j but as Mr, Butlei says f ocyale occurs in Java, and Mr Distant that / wallacet is also fbund in 
that island, it would appear from this that the latter cannot be maintained as a “ local race" even of orithyia. 
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tlie costa a little beyond the middle ; second branch, in the typical species, aiising close beyond 
the first, before the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, [m the hordoma gioup it is given 
off long after the end of the cell] ; thud branch arising at about two ‘thuds of the length of the 
wing and extending to the tip ; fourth branch arising at about thiee-fomths of the length of 
the wing and reaching to the outer margin below the apex, the apical poition of the 
vein being defiexed. Upper dtsco-celhilar ne^vule almost obliteiated, arising close beyond 
the origin of the second subcostal branch [in the typical group] ; middle disco-cellular shoit, 
arched towards the base of the wing in the typical species ; lower disco-cellular obsolete, so 
that the discoidal cell is open, its place often indicated by a daik bar having a slightly curved 
paler line dividing the pale discoidal patch into two paits, and extending to the median 
nervure just befoie the origin of its third bianch, which is slightly aiched. Hindwing, very 
oval; the costal margin much arched ; the outer margin lounded, slightly scalloped. Pfczcosial 
fiefvwe forming a shoit stiaight spur foiked at its extremity ; nervuie slightly cuived, 
[usually] reaching only to the middle of the costal margin ; subcostal nervuie aiising fiom the 
costal just beyond the origin of the pisecostal, and emitting its branch almost at its base. The 
upper disco-celhtlar novule forming the curved base of the discoidal neivule ; the lower disco- 
cellular wanting, so that the nairow IS open. Median nervuie blanching below 

the blanches of the subcostal nervure, with the spaces between the extiemities of the branches 
along the outei mai gin of the wing widei than usual, in conseq^uence of the costal neivure 
extending only to the middle of the costa [except in the columella gioup] Forelegs, of the 
male very slendei and short, more or less clothed with veiy delicate white haiis ; femur slightly 
curved ; tibia scarcely half its length ; taisus veiy shoit, not above one-thiid of the length of the 
tibia, forming a minute, oval, exarticulate joint, destitute of claws Of the female moie lobust, 
and much longer than those of the male, scaly, with but few fine haiis ; femur slightly cuived ; 
ithia also a little curved, about two-thirds of the length of the femur ; tarsus neaily as long as the 
tibia, well articulated ; the basal joint half the length of the tarsus, the remainder rather dilated? 
with strong spines on the inside; the terminal joint minute, spined, but without claws. 
Middle and hindlegs, rather short, scaly ; tibia spmed beneath, with long tibial spurs ; 
tarsus with four rows of strong spines beneath ; claws rather long and very much bent, and 
acute at the tip ; paionycha and puhillus small ” 

“ Larva, slightly elongated ; head armed above with two short conical points ; second and 
third segments of the body with a pan of diverging, obtuse, setose, fleshy spines, the hinder 
pair being the laigest ; an erect tubercle near the extremity of the body. Pupa with the head 
bifid, and with the base of the abdomen-case much swollen.” [Westwood^ 1. c,) 

The genus Neptis^ like the geneia Hestina, Argynnis and Cy resits, is structuially 
divisible into two groups, the fiist of which contains tawny and black species only, and has 
the second subcostal nervuie of the forewing given off fiom the costal neivuie some distance 
beyond the outer extremity of the discoidal cell; in the second group some of the insects aie 
tawny and black and some white and black, and have the second subcostal given off just 
before the end of the cell The foimei group has been erected into a genus under the name 
of Rahinda* by Mr. Mooie. 

Neptts differs fiom all other Nymphalina in the costal nervuie of the hindwing terminating 
before the end of the costa, instead of teaching the apex of the wing, except in the columella 
group, in which this character is extremely variable and in some localities even sexual. The 
species are easily captured, they have a floating sailing flight, frequen'-ly settling on bushes with 
spread open wings. a very large genus, and is found in the waimer portions of 

the Old World, Two species inhabit poitions of Eastern and South-Eastern Europe, and the 
genus IS represented in Western, Southern and Eastern Africa, Madagascar, and Mauritius. 
It is very abundant in Continental India, and extends eastwaid thioughout the Malay Archi- 
pelago; it is found as far north as Japan and as far south as Austialia.’^ {Distant, 1 c.)

JC, hordoma, Stoll, Suppl Cramer, Pap, Ex., vol. v, pi. xxxux, figs. 4, 4D (1790),” {Moore, 1 . c.) 
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Many of the Indian species are so very closely allied, that it is almost impossible to distinguish 
between them without comparison with the types. They are also m many cases somewhat vaii- 
able, which makes correct deteimination still moie difficult Species of the genus occur m 
almost eveiy mountainous part of India'and at all elevations up to 10,000 feet, and also in the 
plains of Peninsula i and Eastern India wheie the rainfall is heavy, but they are not found in 
the dry plains of Northein and Western India. 

In the genus Neptis the style of maikings is extiemely constant, moie so peihaps than 
in any genus of large extent. In all the species the giound-colour is black 01 veiy dark blown, 
and the mai kings which aie eithei white or tawny, aie giouped into three almost paiallel bands 
at right angles to the body , the fust consisting of a streak fiom the base of the fore wing 
through the cell and extending into the lower discoidal intei space, sometimes divided abruptly 
wheie the cell should end, leaving an elongate tiiangulai spot as the outei poition ; this 
band is teimed the discoidal streak of the forevving ; following this is the discal band extend, 
ing fiom the abdominal maigin of the hindwing thiough the cell to the costa near apex, and 
continued on the foie wing to the costa as an interrupted macular curved band j beyond this 
again is the submaiginal band common to both wings and in both about equidistant from the 
discal band and from the maigin ; besides these, theie aie in many species additional nai* 
rowei bands on the black space beyond the discal band ; but the thiee bands noted above, 
the discoidal stieak and the discal and submarginal bands are present in all, and usually very 
piominent. The sexes are but slightly diffeientiated, the mai kings being the same in both. 

This style of marking is found in many species of Athyma^ and in one at least of Apaiwa 
so closely corresponding to l^eptts as to be almost indistinguishable to an untrained eye, but 
in all these cases the extension of the costal nervure of the hindwing to the apex dis- 
tinguishes them at once from all Neptes except N, columella and allied species. 

In the first gioup the markings are orange, tawny or ferruginous in all the species ; it 
is separable into two subgroups, in one of which the underside is mottled with fine feirugmous 
strise ; in the othei the bands aie unmottled. The discoidal streak is entire in some species 
and indented in others, but in none is it completely divided.

Description : “ Upperside dark biown . Forming with the longitudinal spot fiom the base 
orange, unusually long, reaching consideiably below the middle of the wing, unbioken ; crossed 
beyond the middle by six spots of orange, the two middle spots minute, and outside of this by a 
narrow band of lilac-white. Hind-wing ciossed befoie the middle by a bioad band of white ; [a 
submaiginal more or less distinct tawny line]. Underside Forming as above, except that 
the band and spots aie much larger and rufous- white, the apex giey-white, and that there 
are some grey spots near the costal margin. Hindwing with the base brown, undulated with 
giey : below the band lilac-grey, traversed by two bands of brown ; the outer margin blown. 
On the undeiside this species resembles N» hordonia; its forewing is unusually prolonged 
at the apex.” (Hmiison^ 1, c ) The female is larger than the male, and has the discal band 
on the hmdwing more distinctly white, but does not otherwise differ. 

The paleness of the markings at once distinguishes this species from all others of the 
iT, hordonia group. The late Mr, de Roepstoiff has sent numerous specimens taken at Port 
Blair to the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is apparently confined to the Andaman Isles.

Description, “Allied to N, hordonia^ Stoll; diffeis on the xjpperside in all the 
feriuginous bands being broader Forming has the lengthened discoidal band spreading over 
the median nervure, the maigmal line also broader and very distinct. Mindwing with the sub- 
maiginal band neaily as broad as the discal band. Underside, the strigse are more numerous 
and darker, coveiing both bands on the hindwing {^Moore^ 1. c.) 

This species was originally described fiom Upper Tenasserim, and I have a specimen 
named by Mr. Moore from Coonoor. The distinctive chaiacteis appear to be the broadness 
of the orange bands on the upperside, especially the submaiginal one on the hind wing, and 
the feriuginous strig^ or mottling on the underside piactically covering the whole of the 
hindwing 5 also the violaceous colour instead of being confined to two bands suffuses the 
whole outer half of the hindwing. These characteis, however, though they enable typical 
specimens to be distinguished, are very inconstant, and there appears to be every gradation 
between the narrow-banded form with the underside scantily mottled, to the broad-banded 
profusely striated foim. Neithei is the width of the discoidal streak and the maiginal line 
distinctive. I have given above the localities from whence I have seen typical specimens 
of N, plagiosa^ but from Sikkim, Sylhet, Assam and elsewhere, I have specimens which are 
quite intei mediate between N, hordoma and N. plagiosa. In Sikkim typical N. plagiosa has 
been taken in Decembei, and typical N. hordomazxiA intermediate foims from the spring to the 
autumn ; in Calcutta I have taken typical N, plagiosa in February only ; m Oiissa Mr. W, C. 
Taylor has taken typical N plagiosci in February and March, Mi. J. L Sherwill at Huluiiguri, 
Joreh^t distiict, Assam, in Maich, the type specimens also weie taken m the cold weather ; it 
appeals' possible therefore that A\ plagiosa may be the winter form only of N. hordonia.

Underside also paler ; the strigae less prominent, and 
disposed m more blotchy patches.’* (^Moore^ 1 . c, in Proc. Zool. Soc, Lond.) 

In Ceylon N, sinuate is “ principally a low country insect, difficult to captuie perfect 
as it always frequents the vicinity of thick thorny Acacias. Found at all times, but mostly 
in March and April” {Mackwood), “Western and Cential Provinces; commonest in the 
plains, but found up to 3,000 feet, in foiest land, at all times. Shy, flutters about bushes, 
alighting on the leaves with wings opened” [Hutchison) » 

This species is a local race of N, hordonia, very slightly differing from the North Indian 
form. It may be distinguished by the discoidal streak on the upperside of the forewing being 
moie distinctly bicleft, and the lower margin of the discal band on the upperside of the hind- 
wing more distinctly sinuous. It is subject to the same vaiiation in the profusion or otherwise 
of the ferruginous mottling of the underside as is the continental form, the tone of the 
ferrugmous ground-colour below is also very variable. 

The next three species differ in lacking the mottling of ferruginous striae on 
the underside.

Underside ochieous-yellow, with very nairow ochieous-brown intervening spaces between 
the bands.” ( Mooie^ 1. c. J 

There are two males of this pietty and distinct species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Sibsagar, Upper Assam [S, E. Peal ) ; and one in my own collection from Hulunguri in the 
Jorehit distuct, Assam, taken by Mi, J. L. Sherwill in March. It can be easily distinguished 
from iY paraka on the underside by the absence of some small black markings on the upper 
margin of the cell of the foi ewing and others defining the basal band of the hmdwing. The dark 
markings of the undeiside of iY assamica are also paler m colour and more diffused. The abdo- 
minal maigin of the hindwing on the uppeiside being orange is also a very distinct feature. 
It seems to be rather a variable species, as one Sibsagar and the Joiehat specimen differ 
from the type m the extent of the orange markings on the uppeiside, in the type specimen, 
the oblique subapical and the lower discal bands of the forewing are separated, and the 
discal black band of the hmdwing is wide, while in the other two specimens the former are 
joined, and the latter is less than half as wide.

Closely allied to N, kordonia, and on the upperside scarcely dis- 
tinguishable from some of the broadly yellow marked varieties of that species. Underside 
not mottled, and though the pattern of the forewing is similar, the markings of the hindwing 
aie distinct ; they consist of a basal fascia with daik margins, a regular and similarly coloured 
and margined fascia near the middle, and a somewhat similar marginal fascia.” (Distant, 1 . c.J 

Mr. H. M. Parish took this species in the Chittagong district m October and November, 
and Dr. J Anderson in the Mergui archipelago in the cold weather ; the black lituiae in the 
cell of the forewing, and at the base of the hmdwing on the underside aie very distinctive. 

The second group comprises two subgroups, in the first of which the discoidal streak is 
entire or indented, but never completely divided ; this subgroup contains all the more abnormal 
forms, and the maikmgs differ greatly in colour and in prominence ; in some they are bright 
orange as in the first gioup, in others tinted with fuliginous or brown, in others pure white ; 
in some again they are very broad and in others very narrow ; and on the underside many 
of the species have the bands tinted with violet, very brightly in some 5 this violet tinting is 
confined to this subgroup, being absent from all the others,

A variety of it diffeiing 
piincipally from the typical form in being smallei, and the marking^ on the underside darker, 
has been described as a distinct species under the name of N, dorelia, Butler,’ 

A species apparently allied to N. tiga (but which may however belong to the Rahinda 
group) has been descnbed under the. name AT. caniboja from Cambodia, as below.t

In the above description Mr, Mooie states that dorelia belongs to the group of Nepis to 
which he has applied the name Rakinda, but Mi. Distant places it with those species which 
have the ** second subcostal nervule of anteiioi wings emitted at extiemily of cell," and 
therefoie it belongs to the typical group of Nestis. N, saitanga appears to differ chiefly 
fiom N, tiga in the absence of the maiginal Ime on the uppeiside of the hindwmg in the male, 
it is present but less distinct in the female. 

There aie numeious specimens of a species of Nepiis taken by Dr. Anderson in the cold 
weather in the Meigui Aichipelago which agiee exactly with Mr. Mooie's desciiption of 
N, sattanga, and to which species they piobably belong. The second subcostal nervule is 
given off at the end of the cell in these specimens, so they belong to the typical group 
of JSreptis, There is also a male of this species taken m Apiil in the Upper Thoungyeen 
forests and another in Tenasserim in November, in Major Marshall’s collection.

Underside with the giound-coloui much paler, and the bands also paler, ocliieous rather 
than orange. Forewing marked as above. Htndwing with an additional ochieous band at 
the base of the costal maigin, the discal and submarginal bands broader (much reducing 
thereby the width of the band of the giound-coloui between them), the outer margin broadly 
fuscous bearing a piominent ochieous line. Female slightly paler. FoierwingyuvCa the apex 
less produced. with the discal band narrower, the submaiginal band widei than 

in the male. Underside with the same differences as above, 

N* kuhasa differs from Upper Tenasseiim specimens of N. sattanga in both sexes in the 
submarginal band on the uppei side of the hind wing being nai rower, the band of the giound- 
colour on the underside of the hindwing between the discal and submarginal ochreous bands 
is twice as wide, and in addition the outer margin of that wing is bioadly fuscous, bearing a 
prominent ochreous line. In N* sattanga the maigin is equally broadly ochieous inwaidly 
bounded by a narrow black line, the extreme margin being defined by a very fine black line. 

Mr. Wood-Mason took one male on the 29th July, and two females on the 8th August 
at Irangmara in Cachar. 

The next four species have the bands of the undeiside tinted with violet, comparatively 
slightly in N, viraja^ very brightly in the other thiee; the bands of the uppei side aie orange, 
broad in N. viraja^ much narrower in the otheis. 


361. Neptis radlia, Mooie.

Expanse : 2*9 to 3*4 inches. 


Description : “ Upperside brownish-black : markings fenuginous. Forewing with a 
long discoidal streak, narrow at base, and extending to a short distance between the third and 
second median nervules ; two small spots on costal margin, and two larger oblique spots 
near the apex ; a large spot on disc, and an elongate spot to middle of posterior margin ; 
marginal line pale. Htndwmg with rather broad inner and narrower outer band, both extend- 
ing across the abdominal margin ; a marginal line and hue between the two bands pale 
brown. Underside ferruginous-brown; markings as above, but indistinct, owing to the 
surface being mottled over with ashy-blue.” {Moore, 1 . c. in Cat. Lep Mus. E I. C.) Female 
differs from the male only in the ferruginous markings being broader and paler.

having the discal band of the hmdwing as well as the marginal hne narrow, m 
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iY radka is the largest of the Indian spedes of Neptis^ and one of the most distinct. On 
the upperside of the forewing it has two small pale streaks on the costa within the suhapical 
band and divided by the second subcostal neivule as in N. nmayana and N. manasa^ but in no 
other Indian species. The underside is beautifully vaiiegated with violaceous, there is a 
conspicuous violet spot closing the upper outer end of the cell of the forewmg ; five spots 
in a transverse band from the costa to the thiid median neivule beyond the cell divided by the 
veins, and a large iriegular divided subapical violet patch. The hindwing is widely banded 
with violet, there is a small ferruginous ring near the middle of the cell, beyond which 
is a cuived pan of fine feiiuginous lines joined at each end, all the bands on the outer half of 
the hindwing are highly lunulate. 

N. radha is a raie species. Mr. Moller has obtained a single specimen in Sikkim in the 
spring ; I took a worn male at about 4,000 feet elevation below Darjiling in October ; and 
Mr. Wood- Mason obtained a single male on Nemotha, Cachar, in September, 

362. Neptis miah, Moore.

Habitat ; Sikkim, Bhutan, Khasi Hills, Assam, Chittagong, Upper Tenasserim, 

Expanse ; 2*25 to 2*40 inches. 

Description: “Upperside brown-black. Forming with a longitudinal streak fiom 
base of wing [indented at the end of the cell], an oblique transverse short apical fascia, and 
which neaily meets a reveisely-oblique fascia on posterior maigm, rufous. FCindwmg with a 
nearly straight bioad inner band, and a narrow [curved] submaigmal band, rufous. Under- 
side dark ferruginous. Forming with the longitudinal and oblique marks pinky- white ; two 
narrow submarginal lines purple. Htndwing with inner band pinky-white ; two submarginal 
and a less distinct middle line put pie 5 costal margin at the base whitish.” (^Moore^ 1. c. in 
Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) The maikings of the female are rather paler than in the male. 

N, miah is a fairly common species in Sikkim throughout the summer, and I have taken 
numerous male examples in October sucking up moisture from damp sand in the beds of 
streams. Mi. H. M. Parish has taken a single female in the Chittagong district m November, 
and Mr. J. L. SherwiU a male at Hulunguu in the JorehSt district, Assam, in March, In 
Major Maishall’s collection there is a male taken in February at Sekkan, and two females 
taken in March and April m the Thoungyeen forests, Upper Tenasserim. 

363. Keptls a&anta, Moore. 

iV. amnia, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat, Lep. Mus. E, I C., vol x, p x66, n. 342, pi. iva, fig. 3 
(1857) ; idem, id., Proc, Zool, Soc. Lend., 1858, p. Si o* ?» idem, id , in Anderson’s Anat, and Zool. Researches, 
p 924(1878). 

Habitat ; Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Yunan, 

Expanse : 2*5 to 2 8 inches. 

Description; Upperside brownish-black; markings ferruginous. Forming with 
discoidal stieak straight [indented at the end of the cell] ; a curved twice-mteiiupted band from 
anterior margin near apex to middle of posteuor margin ; a pale maigmal line Bindwing with 
rather broad inner and narrow outer band, both extending acioss the abdominal maigm ; also 
a pale marginal line and line between the bands. Underside very deep feiiuginous. Fore^ 
with discoidal stieak, spots near apex and from posteiioi margin, fei luginous- white ; 
posterior margin broadly patched with black 5 a marginal and submaiginal bluish-ashy line. 
Hindwing with inner band white, outer band grey and indistinct ; a maigmal line and zigzag 
line between the two bands bluish-ashy.” {.Moore, 1 . c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E, I. C.) Female 
has the markings rather broader and paler than in the male. 

The Western Himalayan specimens of N ananta differ from those from Sylhet and 
Assam m having the bands of the upperside much paler ; in the former they are ochreous, 
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in the latter ferruginous. On the undeiside also the same diffei cnees occur in the colom of the 
ground, the more eastern examples being much daikei. It is lalher a lare species. I met with 
it at Kujiah near Dalhousie and at Ulwas, Chumba, in wooded sti earns at the end of May, 
Mr. A. Graham Young has taken it in Kulu at the same peiiod, and Colonel A. M. Lang, 
R. E , took it at Kandloo, Kunawur, in July, Mr C. Templeton took it at Masuu, Mr. J. L, 
Sherwill at Hulunguri, Joieh^t district, Assam, in March, Apul and June, and Mr. A. V. 
Knyvett has taken it in Sikkim and Bhutan. 

It IS closely allied to iY. mtahihvl is a much laiger insect; the bands too aie lather 
narrower, and the outer discal violet line on the undeiside of the hindwing is lunulate and 
moie piominent. In iY, amnia the spot m the fiist median inteispace on the upperside of the 
forewing in well sepaiated from the spot below, in N ntiah they aie joined. 

364. ITeptls Yiraja, Mooie. 

virajat Moore, Proc 2 ool. Soc. Lond , 1872, p. 563, pi. xxxii, fig. 6. 

Habitat ; N.-E. Bengal, Sikkim, Bhutan, Orissa, S. India, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : $ , 2‘i2 to 2*30 ; $ , 2*4 to 2*8 inches. 

Description : “Male and FEMALE. Upperside black ; inai kings fen uginous. Fore- 
win^ with a broad discoidal streak extending to two-thirds the length of the wing [sometimes 
indented at the end of the cell]; a large broad subapical oblique spot, and a bioad band beneath 
extending to hind maigin ; an indistinct pale brown maiginal line. Bindwing with a broad 
transverse inner band and narrow submarginal band, Underside ferruginous-brown in male, 
blackish ferruginous in female ; markings as above, pale glossy ferruginous-white, and tinted 
with blue in some lights ; a marginal line on hoik zmngs ; a narrow median discal line, basal 
and a subbasal streak on hindwing bluish- white. Allied to N. radhaJ^ (^Moore, 1 . c.) 

This is a rare species, I took a single female in the Sikkim Tarai in October, and Mr. 
Mdllerhas one specimen in his collection, also from Sikkim, taken m May. The Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, has examples from Buxa, Bhutan, a single female taken by Mr. 
W. C. Taylor in Orissa in March, another from the Wynaad, taken by Mr. Rhodes-Morgan, 
and a third from Oannanoie. In Major Marshall’s collection there is a single female taken 
in the Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim in Maich. The four latter specimens dtJDTer 
from Himalayan females in having the submarginal band on the upperside of the hindwiug 
nearly as broad as the discal one, ie,, much broader than in examples from the Himalayas. 
On the underside the markings are much the same. 

iV. has the bands of the underside broader than in the three piecedmg species, 

and the violet tinting is less pronounced ; in these respects it more neaily resembles the next 
two species, but it is distinguished from both iY. zaida and iY. manasa by the deep orange 
colour of the bands of the upperside, and by the complete fusion of the lower discal spots 
of the forewing into a band in continuation of the discal band of the hind wing. 

The next two species have the bands bioad, tinted with ochreous, but not deep orange ; 
the bands of the underside are tinted with violaceous, but not veiy piominently • thepiincipal 
distmetive feature in these is in the medial spot of the discal band on the forewing : in iY, 
zaida. it is well separated from both the discoidal stieak and the spot in continuation of the 
discal band of the hindwing ; in N, manasa it coalesces with the discoidal streak but is well 
separated from the spot on the inner margin, while, as pointed out above, in 7 Y, viraja it is 
well separated from the discoidal streak, but it coalesces with the spot below. 

363. ITeptiS zaida, Doubleday, Hewitson. 

3 (tSso) ; id , 
Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1838, p. 6, n, 10. 

Habitat: Himalayas. 

Expanse ; 2*6 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : Male : Upperside black, with pale ochreous or almost white markings, 
with a narrow discoidal stieak not extending below the median nervuxe oi indented 
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at the end of the cell, ending in an acute point on the thud median neivule ; a subapical streak 
composed of four spots divided by the nervules, the uppei two on the costa very small ; a 
laige lounded spot in the fust median interspace, extending into the interspace above ; a streak 
below it ending on the inner maigm, a veiy pale indistinct submargmal line to both wings. 
Hindwing with a bioad discal band and a nairow submaigmal one, less than half as wide 
as the discal one. Underside ochreous, markings as above, but whiter on the hindwing, the 
marginal line on both wings tinted with lilac, the submaigmal band of the hindwmg bordered 

withinand without with lilac followed by diffused yellow lines, a diffused black median patch 

neai the innei inaigin of the foiewing. Female larger, the maikmgs bioader. 

There is much difference m the intensity of the colour of the maikings on the uppeiside ; 
in some specimens fiom Masiui and Sikkim in Colonel Lang’s collection they are almost 
imie white, in othei Sikkim and Masuri examples they aie puie ochreous, andtherearem- 
teimediate specimens taken by Mr. C. Templeton at Masuii in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
Colonel Lang’s Masuri specimens weie taken in June at 7,000 feet elevation. It is recoided 
by Mr. Moore fiom Simla, and he remaiks : ‘‘ H. zaida has the wings moie rounded than in 
the other allied species, and on the hindwing the inner band is very broad, the outer band 
nariow and much cuived. ” {Moote^ 1 c.) It is a laie species. 

366. Neptis manasa, Moore. 

N- nutnasa, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C., vol i, p. 165, n. 341, pi. iv^*, fig. 2 
(1857) ; idem, id , Proc. Zool, Soc. Lond., 1858, p Si n. 6. 

Habitat : N. India. 

Expanse ; 2*5 inches. 

Description Upperside dull dusky-brown; maikings white, tinged with very pale 
ferruginous. with the discoidal stieak long, and continued m a cuive to near the 

posterior angle 5 an apical oblique stieak ; two small spots on costal margin, and one below the 
margin ; a spot on middle of posterior maigin 5 a maigmal row of small indistinct spots. Hind* 
wing with broad inner and nairower outer band, both extending acioss the abdominal margin ; 
an indistinct marginal line and line between the two bands. Nariow cilia white. U nderside pale 
ochreous, with mdistinctly-defined white maikings ; the discoidal stieak is continued uninter- 
ruptedly to the middle of posterior margin, the space within being blackish ; on the hindwing 
are some small white maikings between the inner band and costal nervure.” 

« * Neptis manasa may be distinguished on the upperside by the discoidal streak being nearly 
confluent with the spot on the middle of posterior margin, it being quite confluent on the 
underside.” ^Moore, 1 . c, in Cat. Lep, Mus. E. I. C.) 

This is a very remarkable and distinct species, of which I have never seen a specimen. 

The next four species have the markings almost pure white ; the underside has the bands 
tinted with violet, prominently m N. narayana^ faintly in the other three, as in the preceding 
species to which they are closely allied. 

367. 2 ?reptl 3 Moore. 

N. narayam, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1838, p. 6, n. 8, pi. xlix, fig. 3. 

Habitat ; North India, Kulu Valley, Chini. 

Expanse : 2*5 to 27 mches. 

Description ; “ Male. Upperside black ; markings white. Forewing with the dis- 
coidal streak narrow [indented at the end of the cell] ; along costal margin towards the apex 
some nairow spots, with two large spots descending ohhquely across the apex [two small 
spots in continuation on the costa divided by the third subcostal nervule] ; a quadrate spot in 
middle of disc, and another on posterior margin ; two submarginal narrow spots parallel with 
the quadrate discal spot. Hindwing with straight inner and narrower nearly straight outer 
band. Underside glossy ferruginous, darkest about the middle of the wings, very pale at the 
base of costal margin, and blackish along posteiior margin of the forewing, Forewingvd^ 
markings as on upperside 5 hindmng with submarginal line, zigzag line between the two 
bands, gieyish- white.” 
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** Allied to Neptis zaida, but may be known fiom that and other allied species by the 
maikings on the upperside h€ing pure whiteP (^Moore, 1 . c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens of both sexes (which do not differ 
fiom one anothei) fiom the Kulu Valley taken in May by Mr. A. Graham Young, and there 
aie others fiom Kunawar in Colonel Lang’s collection. Mrs. Deane took a single female 
at Chini in June. The markings of the uppeiside are moie usually just tinted with ochreous, 
the fore wing has three very minute stieaks divided by the veins on the uppeiside of the 
fore wing below the costa within the subapical spots as in N. radha and N, manasa ; there 
also a maiginal pale line which becomes very distinct below the third median neivule. It 
appeals to be a rare species, and confined to a very limited area, 

368. Noptis amlDa, Moore. 

N‘. afMa, Moore, Proc Zool Soc Lond., 1858, p. 7, n ii, pi. xlix, fig 4 , idem, id , in Anderson’s Anat. and 
ZooL Researches, p 924 (1878). 

Habitat : N.-W, Himalayas ; Nepal, Yunan ( Moore). 

Expanse : 2*4 to 3*0 inches. 

Description: “Male. Upperside smoky-brown 5 markings white. Forewing with 
long discoidal streak indented at the extremity of the cell ; two oblique spots near the apex, 
and four reversely oblique spots to middle of posterior maigin ; an indistinct marginal and 
submargnial black line. Hindwing with rather broad inner band and narrow brownish- 
white outer band; marginal and submarginal line darker. Underside dark ferruginous; 
markings as on upperside 5 but the marginal and submarginal lines, base of costal margin, 
and stieak near base of hindwing also white.” {Moore^ 1 . c.) 

There are numerous specimens of N. amba in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, all from 
the Himalayas west of Nepal, one of which from Masuri has been identified by Mr. Moore. 
It differs from the description above, and also from Mr. Moore’s figure in having four instead of 
two oblique spots near the apex of the forewing, the upper one often divided by the subcostal 
nervules.* There is also a submarginal white line between the two black lines described by 
Mr. Moore. The type specimen is from Nepal. We have no specimens from Nepal, but 
those we possess from the Western Himalayas show very little variation in the markings; 
they all have the additional spots in the discal series, and differ markedly from Mr, Moore’s 
figure also in having the discal band of the hindwing very broad, and all the markings pure 
white, and but for Mr. Moore’s identification of one of them as iV. amba^ I should not have 
included them with the specimen he has figured. The additional white subbasal hand on 
the underside of the hindwing allies this species with N. carticoides, but the width and 
extent of the white markings render iV. amba, as now identified, conspicuously distinct from 
all allied species. Mr. Moore’s figure would lead to the conclusion that the Nepal race is 
nearer to N. carticoides of Sikkim than to N. amba of the Western Himalayas, the specimen he 
records from Yunan is almost certainly N. carticoides, and it will probably turn out on further 
research that iV. carticoides is really synonymous with iV. amba, and that the Western 
Himalayan species here called N. amba requires a new name. The female has the foiewing 
bioader, the outer margin straighter, and the apex less produced than in the male. It is a 
common species in Simla, and there are specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from the 
Kulu valley and Masuri, and in Colonel Lang’s collection from Kunawur. Mrs, Deane took 
k at Chini in June.

N, amboides, Mooie, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 1882, p. 241. 

Habitat : Ruttun Pir, Kashmir ; Kangra district. 

Expanse : 2*1 ; 9 , 2*25 inches. 


* The fourth spot in this senes in the lower discoidal interspace completing the broad discal series is a con- 
spicuous feature ; it is present m all our Specimens, and it ts this that gives the very white appearance by which 
is so easily recognised.

The expanse of the type specimen of N. amha from Nepal taken from Mr Mooie’s 
figuie is 27 inches, consideiably larger than the dimensions given above for N, amhoides. 
The smallest specimen of N. amba (out of thirty-two) in our collections is 24 inches* 
Except in size the other differences as given above by Mi. Mooie seem but slight. I have 
never seen a specimen. 

370. Neptis Ijumaaia, de n., n. sp. 

Habitat ; Upper Tenasseiim. 

Expanse : 2*4 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside black with prominent puie white markings. Fore-^ 
wing ^ith. the discoidal streak nanow, deeply indented at the end of the cell ; the discal series 
of spots large and well separated, the submarginal macular band distinct, with a pale line 
on either side. Hindwmg with the discal band somewhat broad, straight and even, followed 
by a pale line, the submaiginal white macular band prominent, with a pale line beyond. 
Underside dull ferruginous. Forewing with the triangular spot less prominently separ- 
ated from the discoidal streak beyond, and the pale lines on either side of the submarginal 
macular band more distinct. Hmdwmg with a broad white basal band, two maigmal white 
lines (theie is only one pale line on the upperside), other markings as above. 

Nearest to iY. cariicay from which it differs on the uppeiside in having all the maikings 
prominent and pure white, in iY. cartica the markings are all obscure and tinged with fuli- 
ginous, except the discal band of the hmdwmg and the four spots on the foiewing in continua- 
tion which are white ; the submarginal band also on the hmdwmg is more maculai in M 
hurmam ; and on the underside theie are two marginal lines on the hmdwmg, in N, caitica 
there is only one, thereby increasing the width of the band of the giound-colour between the 
discal and submarginal bands in that species. 

There are two male specimens of iY. bnrmana in Major Maishairs collection, both taken 
by Captain C. T, Bingham, one at Donat in January, the other at Sekkan, Thoungyeen, in 
February. 

The next two species have the bands of the upperside white, but all except the discal 
band are suffused with fuliginous brown; the bands of the undeiside aie faintly tinted 
with violet as in the three preceding species. 

Z1U XTeptiS oartica, Moore. 

iY. cartica, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 187a, p. 56a, 

Habitat: Nepal, Sikkim. 

Expanse ; 2*25 to 275 inches. 

Description; “Male and female. Underside dark fuliginous black. Forming 
with long fuliginous-white discoidal streak, indented at the end of the cell, beyond which is 
a maculated band curving from costa before the apex to middle of hmd margin, and bordeied 
outwardly by a narrow wavy line and a submarginal row of whitish lunules, the marginal line 
being black. Hmdwing with straight inner whitish band and less distinct outer submarginal 
band, between which is a pale blown line, and a similar line along outer margin [this pale line 
is also present on the forewmg]. Underside dark ferruginous, banded as above [but all the 
bands white], the marginal lines on more prominent and tinged with pui-ple, the 

median discal hne and marginal line on MndwingiX^o purple-tinged 5 base of hindwing with 
a broad white streak.’* The female is larger than the male, wings broader, markings similar 
but more tinted with fuliginous on the uppeiside. *

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Allied to N, amha^ specimens of which, fiom the same locality, are under examination/’ 
{Mooie^ 1 c.) 

The markings of N. amha are very wide, and pure white ; those of N. cartica are nanow 
and tinged with fuliginous, and theie is no difficulty in distinguishing between them. 
N. carttca^ however, is veiy close to N, vikan^ fiom which species on the uppeiside it diffeis m 
having the markings less fuliginous, especially the discal band which is pure white, and bioader, 
the apex of the foiewing also is somewhat less produced. On the underside the ground-Cblour 
is ferruginous rather than fuliginous-biown. On both upper and undersides the ground-colour 
is suifased daiker in each interspace between the white bands, forming lows of diffused dark 
macular bands. In N, vikasi these dark bands are even more piominent, caitica is lather 
a raie species, but occuis m Sikkim from April to October. 

372 - Neptis carticoides, Moore.

Habitat ; Darjiling, Naga Hills, Yunan, 

Expanse ; 2 inches {JMoore) ; 2 '8 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : ** Allied to A/, cartica. Male differs from the same sex of that species 
in being somewhat smaller and of a fuliginous-brown colour, not black ; markings similar, 
but of a pale fuliginous tint, and, therefoie, less prominent ; the subbasal band on the 
kindwtngi and the lower discal spots on the forming only being whitish. Underside of a 
blighter chestnut colour, and the bands less prominent.” QMoore, 1. c.) 

. A male specimen of a fiom the Naga hills was sent to Mr. Moore for identifica- 
tion j he returned it to the Indian Museum, Calcutta, labelled f cartkoides^ larger than 
type,” It agrees veiy fairly with the description above, but is much larger in size, From 
iY, cartica it may be distinguished on the underside by the forewing lacking the white 
irregular line between the discal curved series of spots and the inner of the two submarginal 
lines, and by the hindwing having an additional subbasal streak and two submarginal whitish 
lines, in iY, carika there is only one. On both sides of the forewing also N, carticoides has 
the discal curved series of spots moie diffused and elongated and completed by the addition 
of a spot in the lower discoidal interspace. This extra spot on the fore wing and the additional 
white subbasal band on the underside of the hmdwing aie also chaiacteristic of A^. amba^ to 
which species A^. carticoides is nearest allied, but differs in having the markings narrower and 
tinged with fuliginous. Mr. Otto Mdller has a single male m his collection from Sikkim ; 
there are two males from the Naga hills, and one obtained by the Yunan expedition m the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. The latter is the specimen probably that Mr. Moore named N. 
amba m Anderson’s Anat. and Zool. Reseaiches,” p. 924. 

In the next species all the bands aie fuliginous brown on the uppeiside, and the 
underside has no trace of violet tinting. 

373 * liTeptls fttUgillOSa, Moore.

Habitat : Moulmein, Mergui. 

Expanse : 1*9 inches, 

Description : “ Male, Allied to M ebusa^ Felder [from Mindoro, one of the Philip- 
pines]. Upperside fuliginous olive-brown. Forming with fuliginous olive- white slender 
discoidal streak, transveise discal interrupted macular band, and two slender submarginal 
lunular lines. Hindimng with a broad subbasal and a discal band, a narrower less distinct 
slender inteivening medial line, and an outer marginal line. Underside palei fuliginous-brown, 
with markings as above, but more prominent and whiter, the hindtulng having also an 
additional subbasal band.” {Moore^ 1* c ) 
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This IS a veiy distinct and well-marked species. The apex of the foiewing is much 
more lounded than m JV vikasi^ and all the mai kings moie distinct, bioadei and moie 
macular It is veiy distinct fiom all the other species of this gioup, the wings being shorter 
and broader, and the outline moie evenly convex It more neaily lesembles the N. varmona 
gioup in general aspect, but the markings of the upperside being fuliginous, and the discoidal 
streak uninteirupted leadily distinguish it. The type specimen fiom Moulmein is in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken by Majoi C. H. E. Adamson , and Dr. Anderson took a 
pair in the Meigui aichipelago during the cold weather. 

The next thiee species are the darkest of all, the bands being very nairow and 
fuliginous or brown not white. On the undeiside N. mkasi and N* harita have only a very 
faint trace of violet, and the markings con espond in general style with those of N, caiiica. 
N» anjana has all the bands violet, and is as distinct in its markings from its allies as radha 
is among the species with orange bands. 

374 - Neptis Vilaasi, Horsfield.

Habitat ; Sikkim, Cachar, Assam, Mergui, Malay Peninsula, Java, Borneo, Celebes. 
Expanse : 2*25 to 2*80 inches. 

Description: “Male and female. Upperside dark shining fuliginous-brown, with 
paler and darker markings. Forming the following very pale fuliginous mai kings : — 
a long basal cellular [discoidal] streak about i caching the lower discoidal nervule [distinctly in- 
dented at the end of the cell by a pair of five black lines enclosing a pale space], beyond which 
the wing is crossed by a strongly curved senes of spots, [a highly irregular nanow line follow- 
ing the outer maigin of the curved discal series of spots] and two almost straight submargmal 
fasciae, which are denoted and separated by two very dark fuscous and abruptly sinuated 
narrow fasciae, the outer maigin with a distinctly daiker patch near apex and about middle. 
Ntndwingvf\i\i an almost straight, transveise, and veiy pale fuliginous fascia near base, followed 
shortly beyond by a nanow and obscurely paler linear fascia, and a very dark fuscous macular 
fascia crossing middle of wing 5 a submarginal senes of very dark fuscous spots placed 
between the nervules, preceded and followed by pale fuliginous, the outei maigin being 
broadly fuscous and very obscurely spotted. Underside very much paler, marked generally as 
above, but the pale markings nearly white, and the spots on the outer maigins of both wmgs 
very distinct. Body and le^s more or less concolourous with wings.” {Distant, 1 . c ) The 
FEMALE is larger, has the wings broader, and the apex of the forewmg less produced than in 
the male, the outer margin of the forewing also is not emarginate. 

A. vikasi is not uncommon throughout the warmer months in Sikkim. Mr. Wood-Mason 
took it in Cachar in July and August, and Dr. Anderson at Mergui during the cold weather. It 
is a very distinct and well-marked species, 

Mr. Moore has described a species of Neptis from Penang which Mr. Distant places as 

a variety of a: with the following remark I cannot, however, believe that Penang 

possesses a different species to the widely ranging one [A. vikastl found in Province Wellesley ; 
and a drawing of A. omeroda kindly made for me by Professor Westwood has, m my mmd, 
confirmed this view.” (Rhop. Malay., p. 153). Mr. Mooie’s original description of A. omeroda 
is appended below.*

Underside black, palest externally, with a 
Saucous gloss ; veins brown; discoidal streak, lower portion of transverse discal senes of spots of 
and inner hand of pale fuliginous; the subapical spots and outer bands gre^sh white, the scales on 

the latter being raised or depressed, and thus having the appearance of short strigae. {Moore^ I. c.)

UtescRiPTiON : **Male and female, Upperside olive-brown. Forming with paler 
and rather indistinct discoidal streak and dentate disco-cellular mark ; two transverse discal 
series of pale black-bordered zigzag lunules, and a submarginal similar lunular line. Hindwing 
with pale narrow subbasal transverse band, with daik outer border, beyond which is a 
blackish fascia, and then a submarginal row of pale-bordered dark lunules (these lunules 
being triangular in the female). Underside olive-brown ; markings as above, but whiter. 

** Allied to A. vikasi, but may be distinguished from it by its smaller size, less-distinct 
markings, and m the submarginal band of the hindwing being formed of distinct lunules.” 
(^Moore^ 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single specimen of this species from the Dunseri 
Valley, Upper Assam, a male taken in July in Cachar by Mr. Wood-Mason, and one male 
taken by Capt. C. H. E. Adamson in February in the Meplay Valley and another from Kannee 
in October, both in Upper Tenasserim, in Major Marshall’s collection. They are smaller than 
typical N, vtkasi, but differ in other lespects only in the two submarginal pale lines on the 
iippsrside of the hind wing being lunular, coalescing and enclosing a submarginal band of 
dark spots.

Forming with a 
slender, but not very prominent, ochreous-brown narrow discoidal streak, a curved discal 
macular band, a submarginal and a less distinct marginal line. Hindwing with a slender 
transverse subbasal band, a recurved discal band, and narrower but less distinct marginal line. 
Underside dark chestnut-red Forming with the discoidal streak, transverse outer bands 
glossy purplish blue, the lower pait of the discal band being pale ochreous. Hindwtng with 
two medial, two discal bands, a very slender marginal glossy purphsh blue and a broad paler 
basal band. Allied to N, ananta,^^ (Moore, I. c.) 

H anjana on the upperside is nearest allied to W. vtkasi, the markings, however, being even 
more obscure, but is altogether much blacker, and the brown streaks narrower and straighter. 
On the underside the ground-colour is veiy different, being dark chestnut-red, in this respect 
being nearest to N, ananta. The markings are distinctly glossed with puiplish. There is a 
single male in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, obtained by Captain C. T, Bingham in the 
Meplay Valley, Upper Tenasserim, and one from the Donat range taken in January in Major 
Marshall’s collection, also obtamed by Captain Bingham. Mr. Moore has noted on the former 
specimen that it is “ darker than type,” so like most of the species of NepHs, H, anjana is 
subject to variation ; it is, however, one of the most distinct species of the genus. 

The second subgroup has the discoidal streak completely divided below the base of the 
discoidal nervules, leaving a triangular white spot beyond. It contains the typical species 
of the genus allied to the European forms. The bands are white, pure white in most, but 
slightly tinted with fuliginous in some. On the underside, there is no trace of violet tinting 
except in three species (A*, nata and its allies) in which the bands on both sides are tinted 
with blue ; the ground-colour is ochreous or ferruginous on the underside, very uniform in 
the typical species, and the bands and spots aie more sharply defined than in the preceding 
groups.

Descriptions “Male and female. Upperside, black. with a prominent 

white broad cell-streak and dentate spot beyond, a curved transverse discal series of widely 
separated spots, and two marginal rows of pale lunules, the outer row most distinct, Sind- 
nsiing with a white subbasal [discal] band, somewhat irregular, bordered and crossed by the 
veins 5 a submarginal row of whitish lunules and a very indistinct pale median and submargi- 
nal line. Underside dusky feiruginous, rilarkings as above, including a basal and subbasal 
streak, all very prominent and with black margins.” {Moore, 1 . c.) 

There are numeious specimens of both sexes of this species in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. It is a local form of N. varmona, on the upperside the small marginal spots are 
nearly obsolete, and the submarginal band on the hindwmg is narrow and usually sullied with 
black scales, giving the outer half a very black appearance. The width of the discal band on 
the hindwmg is variable. On the underside all the white markings are very prominent, 
including those which are obsolete above, and broadly margined with black. N. andamana 
appears to be confined to the Andaman Isles. 

37S. Neptis ailcobarloa, Moore. 

N, nicoBanea, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc , 1879, p. 586 ; ? N tnaiuia, Felder {me Hubner), Verb, zool.-bot.

Habitat : Nicobars. 

Expanse ; 1*9 to 2*2 ; $ , 2*15 to 2*40 inches. 

Description : “Male and female. Nearest allied to N. varmona, markings similar ; 
also nearly allied to N. matnaja, Butler, from Malacca. Forewing with the discal series less 
curved, thus giving a wider marginal space ; the maiginal row of lunular spots very pi eminent. 
Hindwing with outer or discal series of spots smaller and termmating more towards anal angle ; 
the marginal lunular line distinct. Underside also similar, the marginal markings broader.” 
(Moore, 1. c.) 

H nicoharica is altogether a whiter insect than N. varmona, to which species however it 
is very closely allied. The series of submarginal small white spots on the upperside of the 
forewmg is complete and the spots are prominent, the marginal line on the upperside of the 
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hindwing is distinctly lunular, it is usually quite straight in other species of Neptis ; in the 
male it is obscuie, in the female piominent. The white spots and bands aie prominently black 
bordered on the undeiside, and the hindwing bears three piominent white macular bands on 
the margin, the inner one lunular, the other two stiaight. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has leceived specimens of this species from the following 
islands in the Nicobais Kamorta, Takoin, Nankowii, Katchall, Kar Nicobar and Great 
Nicobar. 

A closely-allied species* fiom the Malay Peninsula has been desciibed by Mr. Butler 
undei the name of N. mamaja, Mr. Distant considers it to be, howevei, a variety of jY. 
eurynome^ Westwood, fiom China. 

The next four species are, as far as I can see, nothing but different foims of iV. varmona^ 
N, dtsrupta is clearly a “ spoit” or casual variety. I have specimens of N. adara and N. varmona 
identified by Mr. Mooie, and there is no single chaiactei sufficiently fixed and definite which I 
can discover either from the descriptions or from properly authenticated specimens to distin- 
guish between these two. I have no authenticated specimen of N, meetana^ but there is a 
large series of the iY, varmona type in oar collections from Upper Tenasserim from whence 
the type specimen of N» me&tana was obtained, and in these the markings of the undeiside 
are less prominently black boidered than in those taken farther north and in India, thereby 
agreeing with N. kamaiupa ; but this chaiacter is variable in intensity. 

The three species which follow aie also vaiieties of the same type. Typical specimens of N, 
swin^oei and iY. ^ama7 upa horn India, can be separated by the shape of the submarginal 
band, but the points of sepaiationare vaiiable. and neither form is confined to a distinct geogra- 
phical range. Further, although the deflection of the submarginal band of the hindwing 
at anal angle is prevalent in these three foims it is not constant, and intermediate forms are 
frequently met with; further N. eurymefte m which typically the marginal line is pure 
white and prominent passes by insensible gradations into the swtnhoet form, in which the 
marginal line is well nigh obsolete, and the conclusion to which an examination of large 
series of all the foims in which the discal band of the underside is distinctly defined with black 
leads me is that they repiesent a single species, N. varmona^ with iY. nicobaaca as a well marked 
local form, iY. andamana a less well marked local form, N, disrupta a casual aberration, 
and Nn swinhoeit kamarupa and ewyviene as inconstant vaiieties, while adaia 
and meetana are insepaiable fiom the typical form.

N ewfvnome, "vsx Distant, Rhop. Malay., p. 156* n. 12, pi, jwi, fig. 14, (5:883); 

eurynome, Westwood, Donovan’s Ins, China, p pi. xxxv, fig. 4 (1842), Habitat . (yax* nuimata only) 
Province Wellesley, Penang, Malacca. Expansb . 2 00 to 2 25 inches. Dkcription; Nearly allied to AT. eury. 
fiome, but always to be distinguished by the narrower externo-d^cal band of white spots on the hindwing, 
colouring on the undbrsidb rather brighter than in N. eurynotne** 

“This appears to be the commonest Neptis in Malacca.” {Butler, 1 . c ) 

“ Male and Female. Upperside closely resembling N* duryodana, but the pale markings more or less 
tinged with lemon-colour (very strongly so m the specimen figured), the spot at the erm of the cell m the 
forwing smaller, but variable in size, and the narrow pale submargmal linear ^cia of the almost 
obsolete. Underside warm orhraceous ; markings resembling those of N. dutyodana, but more or less^ tinged 
with lemon-colour as above, and with the outer pale discal fascia to the kindwing more macular than in that 
species.” 

“ Typical specimens of iY, localised as firom N. India (nV) and China, whi^ I have examined, 

appear to be sufficiently distinct from the European N. aceris, Lepechin, to have specific differentiation, though 
I consider the N mamaja, Butler, to be better expressed as a vanety only of Professor Westwood s secies, 
especially as I have received another very close vanety from North Borneo* Even in my Province Wellesley 
specimens considerable variation is found, such as the basal cellular streak of ^^foremng being either brokeui 
or entire as in the figure given.” {Distant, I c.) 
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Description : Has much the appearance of the European N. aceris in the more elongat- 
ed foim of the wings and in the less defined markings of the upperside, which, in the male, aie 
more like those of the European species than in A* astola^ The colour of the underside is 
duller and more yellow, and the black borders of the markings are still more pi eminent than in 
iY. asfola, the veins of the forming being stieaked with black in front of the triangular discoi- 
dal spot.” {Mbore^ 1 . c. in Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

** Male and female. Upperside black. Forming with a white longitudinal streak within 
the cell, a lengthened triangular spot beyond it, a discal transverse curved seiies of seven oval 
spots, and a submarginal row of small lunate spots; a very indistinct pale waved line between the 
discal series and another along the outer margin ; the discoidal streak slightly black-speckled 
near its thickest end. Hindwing vriiih a white broad lecurved medial transverse band, and a discal 
linear series of six quadrate spots ; a pale linear indistinct line intervening across the disc, and 
another along the outer margin. Underside ferruginous ; with white markings more prominent 
than above and all black bordered ; the kindwing having a short w'hite streak on base of costa 
and another below it,” 

** Larva pale green, with an oblique lateral pink fascia from top of anal segment ; head 
armed with two short conical points, third, fifth and anal segments with a dorsal pair of 
short fleshy setose spines and two longer divergent spines on fourth segment. Feeds on 
Leguminosa, Pupa short, pale reddish-biown, wing cases dilated laterally, head bluntly cleft. 
(Moore, 1 . c. in Lep. Cey ) 

In Ctyloti JV, varmona is Widely distributed, occurring in the hills and plains, both 
in forest and cultivated land all the year. Flight slow, floating, alights on bushes with wings 
geneially if not always open” (Hutchison). “Found eveiywhere, and below 3,000 feet 
in great abundance neaily all the year” (Mackwood), 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens of A 1 varmona named by Mr. Moore 
from Bombay, the Khandesh District, and two from Ceylon, also one from Sikkim with a query. 
Even these five examples show considerable variation, in one Ceylon specimen the seventh upper 
spot of the discal series of the forewing on the upperside is wanting, in the Khandesh specimen 
the marginal line to the hindwing on the upperside is very prominent and pure white, less 
so in one Ceylon specimen, and obscure and sordid white in the others. The marginal spots 
on the forewing on the upperside are inconstant in number, size and distinctness. On the 
underside of these specimens the shade of the ground-colour is very variable, in some it 
is blight light ochreous, in others dull umber brown, and there are intermediate forms between 
these extremes. In some specimens the three upper spots of the discal series in the foiewing 
on the undeiside are completely joined, forming a continuous white band, in others well se- 
parated by the black-edged veins. The prommence of the black edging to the bands and spots 
is variable, and so is the black streaking between the veins. In fact A. varmona is one 
of the most vsnable as well as wide-spiead species of the genus. In addition to the speci- 
mens mentioned above which have been named by Mr. Moore, the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
possesses examples from Malda, Calcutta, Cachar, Sibsagar, Madras, Bangalore, Calicut, and 
Tievandrum.

Description ; “ Female. Upperside black. Forewing with whitish discoidal streak 
and triangular terminal spot ; three spots from middle of hind margin and a fourth smaller spot 
beyond the triangular discoidal spot [all that is left of the usual curved discal band]; 
between this series and a submarginal series of somewhat conical spots is a discal 
series of indistinct pale dusky oblique spots 5 a linear marginal row of narrow indistinct dusky 
streaks, Btndwlng, with a discal [our subraaiginal] white maculated band, a quadrate 
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spot on abdominal margin near the base, and two nauow paiallel spots and stieak on anteiior 
maigin [these spots aie all that lemain of the discal band] ; a lineai low of marginal white 
stieaks.

**A veiy laie species. A single specimen is m the collection of Mi. F, M. Mackwood at 
Colombo, which was taken at Anibegamoa, in the Cential Province ^Moote, 1 . c in Lep. Cey. ) 

This supposed distinct species, the type and only known specimen of which I have 
examined, is almost ceitainly a melanoid abenation, occasional variety or “spoil” of iV, 
^armona, 

381. IsTeptls adapa, Mooie.

Description; ** Allied to N varmona from South India. Upperside. Differs in the 
maculated bands being nariower, thediscoidal terminal spot bioader and less pointed, the discal 
senes of spots moie oval m shape, and the submaiginal senes not so piominent. On the under^ 
SIDE, the ground-colour is much bnghter, and the maikings aie less black-boideied.” 

( Mcore^ 1. c.) 

There is a single male specimen of this species fi om Rangoon in the collection of the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, which has been named iY. ada)a by Mr. Mooie. In every lespect 
it agrees with some Ceylonese specimens of N, varmond^ except that the discoidal terminal 
spot on the uppeiside of the foiewing is slightly bioader and more obtuse. It is moie than 
doubtful whethei, if the locality labels were lemoved, the Buimese specimens could be distin^ 
guished from South Indian ones of N'.vaimona In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, theie 
ar$ other examples fiom Rangoon and also fiom Uppei Tenasserim taken by Limborg with 
the type specimens Like iY. varmoim they show vaiiation in details. 

382. Neptis meetana, Mooie. 

meetatia, Moore, Proc Zool, Soc Lond , 1878, p 830. 

Habitat ; Upper Tenasserim ; Meetan, 3,000 feet (Maich) ; Taoo, 3,500 feet. 

Expanse ; ( 5 , 2*00 j ? , 2*12 inches. 

Description ; “Allied to N adata, hut with the maikings on the upperside more like 
those in N, andamana^ It is a somewhat narrowei -winged insect, the spots of the discal band 
relatively narrower in both sexes, the underside of a bnghter red, and the markings less 
black-bordered.” ( Moore^ 1. c ) 

This species is quite unknown to me. Fiom the description it would appear to be 
nearer to JV* andamana than to N. adata, as it is said to be more like the foimei than the 
latter species on the upperside. On the underside the differences between these two species 
are very inconspicuous. N", andamana on the upperside is easily distinguished by the 
submaiginal macular bands on both wings being neaily obsolete. 

The next three species diffei typically from the four species which precede them in having 
the white bands and spots of the underside slenderly defined with black, and the giound- 
colour of a lighter, more ochieous tint. It appears to me by no means improbable that they 
are all the diy-season form of N, varmona, 

383. IToptiS Butler.

Description : “ Only differs on the upperside from aceris in the narrower black 
border beyond the white discal seiies of spots on the hindimng \ it differs from N* enrymem

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in this character, and in the i eduction of the subapical series of white spots on forming 
to till ee, also in the absence of the snbmaiginal white line on the hindwing Underside 
yellower even than N, einymene^ the white cuneifoim spot beyond the cell of the forming 
shorter, the white band of the hindmng broader and stiaighter, and the yellow belt following 
it also broader, straigh:er, and less tapering ; fiom N, acei is the yellow colouration on the 
UNDERSIDE at once distinguishes it’* [the lattei being red-brown]. {Bzdler^ 1 . c.) 

JV swmhoei evidently has a wide lange. It is veiy near indeed to N, etnymene^ but 
as desciibed and figured it may at once be known fioin that species by having only thiee 
marginal white spots on the upperside of the foiewing and no maigmal white line on the 
hmdwing, I have no authenticated specimens, and not one which answeis exactly to the 
oiiginal description and figuie, but I have numerous specimens that evidently belong to the 
foim described; both the above given characters aie variable. 

384 ITeptis kamampa, Moore.

Habitat : Continental India, Assam, Burma. 

Expanse ; ^ , 2*12 ; $ , 2 25 inches. 

Description ; “ Male and female. Upperside fuliginous black ; markings white, 
bioad, piominent. Forming with the discal senes of spots at very oblique angles, the 
first spot of the lowei poition small ; a prominent maigmal linear senes of white quadrate 
spots. Hindwing with the subbasal band evenly maigmed ; outei band broad and composed 
of quadiate spots j a prominent narrow while marginal line. Underside feirugmous yellow ; 
maikings as above ; very slightly black-boideied ” 

“Nearest allied to A. vaimona, but may be distinguished from it on the undeiside 
by the delicate nanow black bordering of the bands and the absence of the black streaks 
on the veins of the foiewing.” {Moore, 1. c ) 

There are numerous specimens of N* katnaiupa fiom Calcutta so named by Mr. Mooie in 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta, only one of which has a piomment nanow white marginal 
line on the hindwing j also one fiom Shillong which possesses this character, and another fiom 
the Dafla Hills which has the line, hut it is not piominent. The narrow black edging to the 
white bands and spots of the underside will suffice however to distinguish typical specimens 
from N, varmona ; the ground-colour is also usually lighter and biighter. It is the commonest 
species of Neptis in Calcutta, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from 
Sikkim, Bhutan, Malda, Cachar, Shillong, Assam, Chittagong, Oiissa, Mysore, and Oota- 
camund* In Major Marshall’s collection aie numeious examples fiom Akyab, Tavoy and 
'Upper Tenasserim. These latter agree with the desciiption of H meetana on the underside, 
but are not the least like andaniana on the uppeiside, and m fact agiee exactly with the 
description of kamazupa^ 

385- ITeptis ©urrmen©, Butler. 

N. eurymene, Butler, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1883, p 145, n 3, pi xxiv, fig 3. 

Habitat ; Mhow, Central India ; Mirzapore distiict, N.- W, Provinces.

Descripiion ; “Nearly allied to iV. Westwood, hut smaller, with the costal 

and outer maigins of the^i?>;^wf«^straighter. Upperside blacker, with purer white markings ; 
spots on the disc smaller ; kindwing with an ill-defined whitish stieak in the medial black 
belt and a slender white submaiginal line. Underside of a purer ochre-yellow colour; 
the white markings, excepting the discoidal stieak of the foreiving, nai rower.” {Butler, k c.) 

“ Common heie [Mhow] m Eebruary ; have one also fiom Paias Pani, Mirzapore district, 
N.-W. Provinces, taken in the same month.” {Note by Colonel Swinkoe, 1 . c ) 

This species is veiy close indeed to N kamarupa, if in fact the latter species is typically 
held to have a piominent narrow white marginal line on the upperside of the hmdwing, I 
do not know how to separate them. All the markings of the uppeiside of W. euiymene are 
very pure white and distinct, the ground-colour of the underside pure light ochre-yellow. 
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Theie aie two specimens of this species fi ora Akiam m the Satpuias in my collection ; the 
specimen also fiom the Khandesli district, named vaj mona by Mr. Mooie, and refeired, to 
undei that species, seems to be neaiei to N. eivymene. Majoi Maishall's collection contains 
specimens fiom Mhow, fiom the South Concan and fiom Khandalla. 

The two next species aie quite distinct fiom either those that piecede or those that 
follow them. The wings aie shoit and bioad, coloiiiation of undeiside chocolate, discoidal 
stieak of forewing bioad and well-sepaiated fiom the spot beyond ; bands and spots of under- 
side obscurely defined with black

Description : “Allied to, but differs from, N. acens of Euiope in having the wings 
shoiter and bioader, the maikmgs on the UPPERSiDEmore prominent, and those on the under- 
side more clearly defined by a black bolder, by which they aie all margined,’^ {Moore, I. c ) 

** Allied to wY. but the submargmal senes of white spots on the /oiezom^ five 

in numbei towards apex j the white subbasal band of the hmdwing stiaightei and of moie even 
width thioughout; the mteriupted submaiguial pale line whitish towaids anal angle, but 
sometimes wanting. Underside red-brown, ledder than in M vai mona ^ytlne white subbasal 
band of the hmdwing not distinctly black-edged, the reddish belt following it even and tapeiing 
towaids the apex ; the macular discal band a little narrower and not distinctly black-boidered ; 
the inteiiupted white submaiginal stupes wider.’* {Butlei, I* c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there aie named specimens by Mr. Moore of iV. astoia 
fiom the Kulu Valley and Simla. It is easily distinguished fiom kamauipa by the ground- 
colour being chocolate-red lather than ochieous. Mi. Butlei says that the marginal 
spots aie reduced to five in number towards the apex on the iippeiside of the forewing ; there 
appear to be always, however, m Western Himalayan specimens two additional spots 
towaids the outer angle. It is the common Neptis of Simla and surrounding hills, and in old 
lists and collections stood as JV, aceits. In Colonel Lang's collection theie is a single speci- 
men fiom Umballa. He wiites of it* under the name of N. acens as follows:— “ Common 
in woods and gaidens in the Himalayas; also taken in winter in gaidens at Umballa. 
It has a beautiful flight, floating in and out of the sunlight in the shade of tiees ; occasionally 
basking on the sun-bathed foliage, or resting, in groups of half-a-dozen or more, on the 
moist fein-covered rocks m the midst of the stream m some Himalayan glen ” Colonel 
Swinhoe ( 1 . c.) records N. astoia from “Matheran, May; Sattaia, Novembei ; Poona and 
Boraoay fiom Septembei to December. Found in hilly distucts.” Its occuirence in Bombay 
IS singular, and I have never seen a specimen from that Presidency .t 

387. iTeptia emodes, Mooie.

Habitat : N.-W. and S.-E. Himalayas (Nepal, Sikkim, Khasia Hills), Yunan, 

Expanse ; , 2 00 ; ? , 2*37 inches. 

Description : “Male and female. Upperside blackish fuliginous ; maikmgs disposed 
as in A'l but smaller, narrower, and of a brownish- white colour, Underside bright 

dark ferrugmous-red ; markings very piomment and black-bordered.” {Mooie, 1 , c ) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there is one Kulu valley, tw’o Sikkim, and one Shillong 
example of iV. emodesnnmed. by Mr. Moore. Judging from these specimens and the description .

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above emodes can only be distinguished fiom astola by the maikings being smaller 
(this howevei does not hold good even in the specimens Mi. Mooie has named), and sullied 
instead of pure white (this chaiacter is also vaiiable), Undei these ciicumstances it appears 
to me that the latter of these names should be sunk as a synonym, as there is apparently no 
chaiactei by which they can be sepaiated. 

The next thiee species aie distinguished by having the white bands tinted with bluish on 
both upper and undeisides ; the maikmgs aie as m N. astola^ the bands being lather naiiow. 

3 S 8 . Neptis kliasiana, Moore.

Habitat : Bhutan, Khasia Hills, 

Expanse : 2*25 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside daik fuliginous black. Foreidngviiila . 2iXi elongated 
bluish-white naiiow discoidal stieak, and small terminal contiguous spot, two oblique 
subapical spots, and a low of four spots to middle of hind maigin ; an indistinct submarginal 
row of veiy small spots, each side of which has a pale wavy line. Hmdwmg with a nairow 
subbasal bluisli-white band, and a submarginal low of five small spots, Cilia alternated with 
white. Underside daik brown ; maikings as above, but more piominently bluish-white, 
Hiiidwtng with a white band along base of anteiioi maigin, and a pale median and maiginal 
lunular line ” l^Moore^ 1. c ) The two latter lines aie faintly visible on the uppeiside. 

This very distinct species has all the maikmgs extremely small, smallei than in any other 
species known to me, and distinctly tinged with bluish. The shade of the giound-colour on the 
underside is unusual, being a dead hair biown. There are two specimens m the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, obtained from Buxa, Bhutan. 

389 l^eptis magadha, Feidei. 

Nu magadha^ Felder, Reise Novara, Lep., vol. iii, p. 427, n. 67s (1867), 

Habitat : North India, 

Expanse \ Not given. 

Description : ** Female. Upperside as in iY. nata^ but the forming with all the 
white spots smaller, especially the two near the internal margin, the lowest subapical spot 
more sepaiated from the two upper ones, the inneimost submarginal stieak less wavy. Hind* 
imng with the bands narrower, the outer one more macular, the streaks more obsolete than in 
M nata. Underside more fenuginous than N, nata, with the spots and bands of the 
upperside but larger, opalescent, the stieaks opalescent-white. Hmdwmg ixom the costal 
lobe to the costal nervure white, the greyish subcostal fasciole absent.” 

“ Smaller, and the wings shoiter, than N. nata^ Moore ” {Felder, 1 c ) 

A comparison of the types of iY, khasiana and N, magadha will piobably show that these 
two species aie identical. 

390- ITeptiS aata, Mooie.

Habitat ; Mergui, Malacca, Singapore, Borneo. 

Expanse : 2‘2 to 2*3 inches. 

Description : Sexes alike. Upperside deep black, maikings very white. Forezuing 
with discoidal streak long, in two portions ; curved seues of spots small, Hindzving, with 
the bands narrow. Underside dusky-brown, innei band of htndwmg not extending to anterior 
margin ; a marginal line between outer band and exteiioi margin, the submaigmal line 
being obsolete.” (Moore, 1. c, in Cat. Lep. Mus E. I. C.) 

This species may be known from H kkasiana by the bands and spots being larger, 
especially the submarginal ones on the hmdwmg, which in iY. nata are almost confluent and 
linear, being divided only by the neivules ; they aie also but veiy slightly tinged with 
bluish. On the undersi Je the discal band of the hind wing in this species and m iY. khasiana 
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does not reach the costa, ending in the subcostal inteispace, Theie is a single male and two 
females of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken in the Meigui archipelago by 
Dr. Andeison in the cold weathei, one of which has been identified by Mi. Mooie. 

Four apparently allied species of this gioup have been desciibed from the Malay penin- 
sula. One of them (iV* gononata) Mr. Distant says “is an undoubted local race” of N. soma, 
fiom the figure, howevei, it appears to be neaiei to N. naia, but without specimens it is 
impossible to say for ceitain. The desciiptions aie appended.^ 

The five species which follow have the discoidal stieak of the foiewing on the upperside 
veiy nairow and well-separated fioni the spot beyond ; the discal senes of spots on the fore- 
wing aie well-separated, and on the underside all the bands and maikmgs are veiy white and 
distinct but their edges binned, owing to the absence of any black boideiing. The giound- 
colour of the underside is fenuginous, not ochieous as in the vantiona group,

Nepiis duryodana, var , Distant, Rhop Malay., p 155, n xo, pi xvi, fig 15, female (1883) ; N, duryodana, 
Moore, Proc Zool Soc. Lond , 1838, p 10, n 21, pi xlix, fig 8 Habitat : Province Wellesley, Malacca, 
Borneo Expanse : Female, 2 2 inches Description : “ Female Upperside dark fuscous Fofewing v/ith 
the following white spots and markings .—a long basal cellular streak gradually widening and terminating about 
apex of cell ; this is followed by a long subtnangular spot placed between the lowei discoidal and the third 
median nervules , two laige subapical spots placed obliquely, divided by the upper discoidal nervule and preceded 
by two very small subcostal spots ; two rounded discal spots divided by the second median nervule , two smaller 
spots on inner margin divided by the submedian nervure, and a submarginal series of small spots directed 
obliquely inward at apex, which are outwardly and inwardly margined with black ; aha alternately white.

“ I have compared the female specimen here figured and described with the Bornean type in the British 
Museum, and find the following slight varietal differences — on the underside of the forewing the cellular stre^ is 
not so strongly divided from the adjacent and followmg spot , the broad white fascia on the hmdwing reaches 
the costal margin, (in another Malaccan specimen in the Bntish Museum this fascia does not extend to the costal 
margin, thus agreeing with the typical form of the species), and the colour beneath is also darker, but this is an 
inconstant character.” {Distant, 1 . c ) 

Neptis Charon, Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat. Hist., third senes, vol. xx, p 400, pi. ix, fig 1 (1867) ; id , 
Distant, Rhop. Malay , p. 155, n 11, with a woodcut (1883). Habitat Singapore Expanse : 2*56 inches 
Description : “ Upperside very black, Forewmg widi a tnangular discoidal streak, a contiguous cuneate 
spot, three unequal subapical spots, three subanal placed obliquely and eight submarginal dots, snowy-white: 
eight marginal dots and a very indistinct irregular discal stria somewhat aJiy Hindwmg with a subbasal band 
and another discal one of seven spots snowy-white , a macular submarginal stria somewhat ashy, an indistinct 
fuscescent median band ; body black, greenish ; antennas black, tipped with yellow. Underside paler, the 
discal streaks of the forewing and the median of the hindwing tinged with violet, the submargm^ streak hoary- 
whitish, the marginal streak ashy ; the costal base of the hindwing snowy-white , otherwise as on upperside ; M/ 
bluish-white , the legs ochreous, the antennas ferru^ous.” 

“ Near to AT. duryodana of Moore, but quite distinct.” {Butler, k c.> 
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medial and marginal line. Underside, dailc chestnut-biown, maikings as above, piominent, 
and puiplish-white, including a nairow basal and subbasal stieak on hindwmg ” {^Moore^ 1, c.) 

This species is veiy closely allied to N> soma^ and appeals to diffei chiefly in the discal 
band of the hindwmg being somewhat bioader in both sexes. Mi Butler lecoids it fiom 
“Near Assam,” this is the only lecord of its occmience on the Continent, but the appeaiance 
of a N, soma with the discal band of the hindwing a little widei than usual need cause 
no suipiise. 

392. ITeptiS soma, Mooie. (Plate XXIII, Fig. 108 <?).

Allied to nandtna^ but differs on the underside in having 
the discoidal streak narrower, and the seven spots of the cuived low are much smaller, being 
only half the size, and aie wider apart ; the submaigmal low of spots is also smaller ; the 
bands on the ktndwing aie also nai lower. Underside, deep maioon, the markings as on 
upperside, but those on the hindwing less straight.” {Moore^ 1. c ) 

All the mai kings in this species aie very small and narrow and more or less sullied, not 
deal pure white, the submaigmal senes of small white spots on the upperside of the foiewing 
complete. On the underside the markings aie puie white and of neaily equal width through- 
out, It appears to be a constant and well-marked species. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
there are specimens from Buxa, Bhutan, Sikkim, Cachar, Sylhet and Assam. 

The figure is taken from a male Cachar specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both upper and undersides. The markings in the figme have come out too white, 
and the discoidal stieak is diawa lather too wide, so that it is not a good lepiesentation of 
typical N^ soma%

Description : “ Male. Upperside fuliginous-black ; markings white. Fore^ing with 
a narrow discoidal and elongated tiiangular contiguous streak ; spots of curved discal band 
small ; a submaigmal row of black-boideied lunules. Hindwtng with moderately bioad 
inner band, and outer hand of nano w quadiate spots. Underside deep bnght feiiuginous. 
Forewing mai kings as above. Hindwing with the bands and two basal streaks similar to those 
of N. nanditta^ except that the nanow outer line is m this nearer the mai gin.” {A/ooj'ef 1. c ) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single male specimen from Sikkim of JV, adipala 
named by Mr. Mooie. On the upperside all the mai kings are very clear and pure white, 
on the underside the giound-colour is iich ferruginous. The Museum possess specimens also 
fiom the Naga and Khasi Hills. Mr. Moore xecords it fiom Moulmem to Meetan and Hatsiega 
in Upper Teiiasserim. Mr. S. E Peal has sent me a single male fiom Sibsagoi in Upper 
Assam, and Mr. J. L. SherwiU from Jorehit. 

394* 27eptis cacliarica, Butler. 

cachanca^ Butler, Trans. Ent Soc. Lond., 1879, p 3. 

Habitat : Cachar. 

Expanse : 2*25 inches. 

Description ; “ Female. Allied to N, adipala^ but of a more rufous-brown colour, the 
thiee oblique spots beyond the cell more elongated or less widely separated, the oblique series 
below the cell, near external angle, also more elongated, the first two being only separated 
by the inteinal vein \ the oblique white dashes beyond these spots replaced by a regular 
lunulated pale blown stripe ; the submarginal lunules more regular, with black internal 
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holders ; the inner belt of hindwing wider and more incurved towaids the costa ; the 
outer belt farther from the oiitei margin, consisting of seven instead of six spots ; the 
pale brown submarginal stupe nai lower and faither from the maigin. Underside golden* 
blown, with white bands, stupes and spots as above, excepting that the lunular sub* 
maigmal senes of foiewing and the discal macular belt of hindwing aie wider, with their 
divisions less distinctly separated ; two whitish stupes close to the outer margin, 
Intel lupted upon the foiewmg by a patch of the giound-coloui upon the second median 
intei space, the outei one diffused and interiupted a second time at apex, the inner 
stupe of foiewmg inteiiupted by the veins ; the undulated pale blown lunulated stupe 
of the upperside replaced by a whitish stupe ; base of costa oiange, Htndtvtng with the 
base, a subcostal stieak near the base, and a nearly straight stupe through the second 
brown belt (beyond the bioad W'hite belt), whitish, below white. Tibtcedxid, ta^si of 

second and third pans of legs testaceous.” 

“ A well-marked form of this puzzling group, quite distinct from any named species in 
Mr. Moore’s collection or that of the British Museum.” {Butler, 1. c ) 

I have never seen this species, nor did Mr. Wood-Mason obtain it during the summer 
months he collected in Cachar. 

395 Neptis kallaura, Moore. 

IT kallaura, Moore, Trans Ent. Soc Lond., i88i, p 309. 

Habitat ; Nilgiiis; Kallaur Road, Travancore, 1,200 feet, April; Mynall, 2,000 feet. 

Expanse ; < 5 , 2*1 ; 9 , 2’35 inches. 

Description: “Allied to N, adipala Markings of upperside pale yellow 5 foiewmg 
with the discoidal streak and its terminal pointed spot more rounded at the edges where 
divided by the disco-cellular vein , discal senes of spots smallei and more oval ; hindwing 
with compaiatively nairowei inner band and bioader outer band.” (^Moore, 1. c.) 

Theie is a single female specimen of this species named by Mr. Mooie fiom Trevandium 
in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. It is veiy close indeed to M adipala, even if it can be 
consideied specifically distinct The markings aie slightly tinged wuth palest yellow, the 
other chaiacteis given seem tiifiing. Mu W. F Hampson has sent me three specimens 
taken in the Nilgiris, they have the bands veiy iiiegular m width. 

The next species diffeis fiom the piecedmg gioup by having the discoidal streak bioad. 
On the underside the bands of the hindwmg aie veiy faintly defined outwaidly with black. 
The bands of the upperside are sometimes sullied with fuliginous, sometimes puie white. 

396 . Neptis susrata, Moore. 

i\r. sttsruia, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 187a, p 563, pi xxxii, fig 4. 

Habitat ; Sikkim, Bhutan, Cachar, Sylhet, Assam, IChasi Hills, Chittagong, Upper 
Tenasseiim, 

Expanse : 2’o to 2*4 inches. 

Description : “ Male. Upperside brownish black. Forewing with feiruginous [? fuli- 
ginous] white narrow discoidal and attenuated contiguous stieak ; cuived discal band of small 
and widely separated spots, an ill-defined black-boidered submaiginal lunular line. Hindwing 
with white inner band, and feuuginous p fuliginous] white outer narrow lunular curved band. 
Underside deep feriugmous ; markings prominent, and suffused with pale ferruginous 
P fuliginous] ; those of the hindwing similar to N, soma, but narrower.” (^Moore, 1. c.) 

There are four specimens named by Mr, Moore of this species fiom Sikkim, Assam and 
Upper Tenasserim in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. Asa rule they averap smaller than 

soma, all the markings are wider and more prominent, especially the discoidal streak in the 
forewing ; in many specimens they are tinged with greenish-yellow as in N. nandina. 

The next two species have the bands and spots of the upperside very wide and prominent, 
in this respect allying them to H, amha^ from which species, however, they differ in many 
important paiticulais. 
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397- Keptis nandiaa, Mooie. 

N, aand^nat Moore, Horslield and Moore, Cat Lep Mus E. I C , vol. i, p. 168, n. 347, pi. ivtf, fig. 7 (1857) ; 
idem, id., Proc. Zool Soc. Loud , 1858, p. 9, n. 18 

Habitat : Himalayas, Eastern and Southern India, Java. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 2 70 inches. 

Description Upperside black ; markings white. with discoidal streak in 

two portions ; the curved low of seven spots broadly inteirupted ; and submarginal row of 
small less-defined spots. Htndimng with inner band, and nano w outer row of less-defined 
square spots; indistinct maigmal line, and line between the bands, brown. Underside deep 
chocolate-brown, with markings as above, but moie defined and of a brighter colour ; those 
of the hind wing gently cuived. Sexes alike ** 

** This species may be known fiom NeptU aceris by the deep chocolate colour of the under- 
side, by the anterior margin of hindwing being evenly arched to beyond the middle ; all 
the markings of this wing being nicely cuived.’’ {Moore, I. c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This is a distinct and well-marked species The white bands and spots aie often tinged 
with pale greenish-yellow. On the underside the discal band of the hmdwing suddenly 
widens out at the costa, a feature peculiar to this and the next species. Fiom N'. mahendra 
it may be known by the discoidal streak and the spot beyond being placed much closer 
together ; the ground-colour of the undeiside is also of a iicher chocolate-biown in A’’, mahen.* 
dra. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, there aie specimens of 7 Y. itandmahom the Kulu 
Valley, Simla, Sikkim, Calcutta, Chenapunji, Upper Burma, and Ootacamund. Major 
Marshall has specimens from Chini taken in June, Chumba in March, and from Shillong, 

39 S. Neptis clinia, Moore. 

N. ctiwa, Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc, Lond., 1872, p. 563, pi. xxxii, fig. gj id., Druce, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 
1874, P* ^05* 

Habitat : Bengal {Moore) j Chentaboon and Nahconchaisee, Siam (September). 

Expanse ; 2 inches. 

Description : ** Male. Upperside black ; markings white. Forewing with a rather 
broad discoidal and short contiguous streak ; curved discal band of broad closely united 
spots ; marginal black-bordered lunulai line indistinct. Hmdwing with a veiy broad straight 
inner band and narrow brownish-white outer lunular line. Underside bright feiTuginous, 
markings as in N. soma, but veiy prominent.” {Moore, 1. c ) * 

I have never seen this species, and the locality given by Mi. Mooie is very vag^e ; as, 
however, Mr. Druce records It fiom Siam, the species may be confined to that region," and 
may not occur within our limits at all. From the figure it seems to be allied to N mahendra, 
but is smaller, the spot beyond the discoidal streak of the forewing much longer and nar- 
rower, and the marginal white spots obsolete and replaced by biownish marks On the hind wing 
the^ discal band is as wide as in N, mahendja, but the submarginal band of white spots is 
entirely wanting, there being a pale brownish narrow band in its place. 

399- STeptis maliexLdra, Mooie. 

iY mahendra, Moore, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond , 1S72, p, 560, pi. xxxii, fig. 3. 

Habitat : N,-W Himalayas. 

Expanse ; (J* ; ?, 2-5 inches. 

Description: **Male and female. Upperside black; wings elongated, as in the 
European N. acens; markings white, and disposed as in that species, but moie prominent and 
broader than in any other known allied species of this group, being broader even than in 
N, nandina. Underside deep biownish feriugmous ; markings white, broad, their borders 
imperceptibly black-margined, not prominently so as in N, asfola or iY, varmom : middle 
band of hmdwing n 2 Lnomng to abdominal margin.” {Moore, 1. c.) 

This also is a very distinct species, occurring only in the N.-W. Himalayas. The discal 
band of the hmdwing on the underside is widened out at the costa. All the white 
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maikings aie very prominent, especially the discal band of quadtate spots on 1 
took this species at Kujiah near Dalhonsie, and at Ulwas, Cliumba, in May ; 

Young obtained it in the Kulu Valley m Apiil and May ; it occurs also in Simla, Kasauli and 
Masuii. Major Marshall possesses specimens fiom Kashmir, 8,200 feet, taken in June; 
Churnba in May and June ; Pangi, 8,000 feet, in July ; and Chini in June, 

The three last species aie veiy distinct, and differ from all the others in having the discal 
spots of the forewing arianged in pairs, each pair of spots being well-sepaiated fioni the 
pair or pairs next it. The discoidal stieak is nairow and shoit, the spot beyond fai distant 
from the outer end of the discoidal streak, veiy bioad and shoit. The white markings in 
N» jitmhah aie usually and in iV. ophiana occasionally tinged with veiy pale gieen. 

400. Heptis epliiaaa, Moore. 

N ophtam^ Moore, Proc Zool Soc Lond., 1872, p. 561 , id., Distant, Rhop Malay., p 153, n 6, pi wii, 
fig 12 (1883) , N columella (pait), Moore {^lec Ciamer), Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1858, p 7, n 13, pi xliv, 
fig male feuutle ; idem, id., 1865, p 763, id., Butler, Trans. Linn Soc Lond., Zoology, second senes, 
vol. i, p. 542, n, 6 (1877). 

Habitat ; Eastern and Southern India, Burma, Malay Peninsula. 

Expanse ; 2*5 to 3*0 inches. 

Description: “Male. Upperside dark fuliginous black, mai kings white. Forming 
with veiy nariow teiminally-indented discoidal stieak, and large broad triangulai spot beyond ; 
a cuived discal transveise series of five [or six] spots, the two upper obliquely befoie the apex, 
the next pan on the middle of the disc, the lower one of which points to the angle of the wing, 
the fifth elongated and extending along posterior maigm [sometimes with a smaller one above it]; 
a subinaiginal mteirupted low of whitish lunules with black holders, Htndwing with broad 
inner band ; and a less prominent submarginal series of six rather quadiate spots. Under- 
side browiusli-feiiuginous, mai kings as above, white, piominent. Forewing with tliiee 
maigmal seiies of lunules. Hindwing with bluish- white basal streak, sub basal fascia, a 
nariow transverse median discal and a marginal lunular bluish-white line ; median band 
teiminatmg on third [? second] subcostal vein. Allied to N. columella, Cramei.’' {Moore, 1 . c ) 

Mr. Distant remarks that “Malaccan specimens agiee thoroughly with the type of the 
species [N, ophiana\, save that the discal spots aie somewhat laiger, and the basal stieak 
is entiie, though in other specimens fiom the same locality it is abbieviated and somewhat 
cleft It appeals to be sufficiently distinct, however, fiom iY. columella, which was described 
by Cramer as from China, and as figuied is a much larger insect [3*4 inches in expanse], with a 
concave spot on the inner margin of the forewing,” 

“ In two specimens now befoie me, vh., the * type ’ from Darjeeling and a Malaccan 
example, the neuration of the hind wing is aberrant, the costal nervuie being placed low down 
and reaching the apex, whilst the subcostal nervules are thus forced close together*” {Distant, 
L c.) On examination of the long senes of specimens of this species m the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, I find this latter feature veiy inconstant, in all the female examples and also the males 
from South India, the costal nervure of the hindwing does not nearly reach the apex of the 
wmg, the subcostal nervules being therefore well-sepaiated, while in males from Sikkim, 
Calcutta, Cachar, Noith Khasi Hills and the Meplay Valley, it reaches the mai gin at or 
even below the apex, the subcostals being consequently placed very close together. 

There is a single male from the Noith Khasi Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, named 

columella by Mr, Moore. As its expanse is half an inch less than that of Cramer’s figuie, 
and as the spot on the upperside of the forewing in the submedian interspace is not cuived, I 
piefer to consider it to be one of the numerous forms of N, ophiana^ The ground-colour 
of the underside of this specimen is distinctly bright ochieous (as in Cramer’s figure), hut 
this character is extremely vaiiable, in Sikkim and South Indian examples it is daik biownish- 
ferruginous. In female examples fiom Orissa, Rutnagheriy, Bangalore and Ootacamund 
the discal white baud of the hindwing on the underside reaches to the interspace below the 
costal nervure, in male examples from Ootacamund only to the inteispace below that, while in 
many North Indian specimens it does not extend beyond the interspace below that again ; 
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and in all South Indian examples the maiking? on the iindeiside, especially of the hindwing, 
are longer and more prominent. N* ophiana is a well-maiked species, its only near ally in 
India being N, martabana. 

401. Neptis martabaaa, Moore. 

jy. maiiahanai Moore, Trans Ent Soc. Lond , 1881, p 310, 

Habitat : Rangoon, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : 2 3 inches. 

Description; “Male, Intermediate between iY. columella and iV. ophiana From 
the foimer it is one-fourth smallei in size. Fiom the Darjiling type of M ophiana it differs 
on the Jorewing in having the discoidal streak moie distinctly broken near the end, and in 
there being a wider space between its end and the large conical spot beyond. On the hindwing 
the subbasal tiansverse band is somewhat bioader, and the submarginal spots smaller, moie 
rounded, and less prominent. Underside of a much daikei chestnut purplish-brown, the 
markings showing out much more strongly.*’ {Moore^ 1 c ) 

There is a single male of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken in the Thoun- 
gyeen forests in the autumn, and named by Mi Mooie. It is smallei than the aveiage speci- 
mens of iVi ophiana^ the discoidal stieak of the foiewing is moie distinctly bioken neai its 
extremity, but in other respects it differs but slightly fiom some examples of N. ophiana, and 
should I think be considered as a variety only of that species, especially as the true N " , ophiana 
is known to occur in the legions noith and south of that fiom whence N, fnai tabana has been 
recorded. 


402. Neptis Jumbah, Moore. 

N jumhdh, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus. E. 1 . C., vol. i, p 167, n 343, pi. iv4:, fig s (1857) ; 
N. Juviba, id., Proc Zool. Soc Lond., 1858, p. 7, n M \ idem, id , Lep. Cey., vol 1, p 55 , pL xxviii, figs, 2, 2«, 
imago , 2^, latva and pupa (1881). 

Habitat : Eastern and Southern India, Ceylon, Burma, Andamans. 

Expanse ; 2*2 to 27 inches. 

Description ; “ Upperside smoky-black Forewing with a narrow longitudinal discoidal 
streak, and a triangular spot in continuation, white j a tiansveise cuived row of inteiiupted 
white spots from apical third of costal margin to near middle of posterior margin, composed 
of two very nariow longitudinal spots on the costal margin, beneath which are two large spots, 
then a veiy small stieak, then two large spots, and lastly two narrower spots terminating 
on posterior maigin ; between this band of spots and extenor margin are two rows of moie 
or less defined lunular-shaped white spots, these being bounded exteiiorly by a shade of deep 
black, Htndwing with a bioad white band from costal to abdominal margin, being intersected 
by the veins ; near outer margin a row of ill-defined white lunated marks, bounded 
exteriorly by deep black, then a submaiginal low of black lines ; between the white band 
and row of white lunated maiks is a broad band of black. Underside ferruginous, Foie^ 
wing with maikings as above, but the four rows of markings along exterior margin white, 
and suffused at the apex and near the middle with ferruginous. Hindwing with the broad 
white band ; abdominal margin, base of costal margin, and broadly across parallel with 
the band, suffused with white ; a marginal and two submarginal rows of whitish marks, 
between which and the broad band a series of five dark ferruginous spots from abdominal 
margin, and terminating in white marks on costal margin. Body above, black ; beneath, 
white. Sexes alike-.” {Moore^ 1 . c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

** Larva pale hrownish-pui pie, anal segments below dark pin pie-brown spotted with green, 
and bordering an oblique line extending laterally from anal spines obliquely to base of spines on 
fourth segment , anterior and anal s^ments narrowed, the middle segments thickened lateially ; 
head armed with two short points, two long divergent fleshy spiny tubeicles on fouith segment, 
two short doisal fleshy tubercles on third, fifth, and sixth segments. Feeds on Byttneiiarees^ &c. 
Pupa pale browmsh-ochreous, head with two shoit points, thoiax angulated.” (Moore, 1 . c. 
ia Lep Cey.) 
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This is an exceedingly well-marked and distinct species, and diffeis from all others in 
having a small lound brown spot placed neai the base on the nndeiside of the hmdwing on 
a white band. It is somewhat vaiiable ; in some specimens the maigmal maikings on the 
upperside are veiy prominent, in otheis they aie obsolete ; the ground-coloui of the under- 
side IS sometimes ochieous, sometimes feiruginous, and sometimes daik hair-biown colouredt 
In Ceylon it is “ Found in the Western and Central Provinces ; plains and up to 4,000 
feet, in forest land, at all times, but chiefly duiing the S.-W. monsoon. Flight slow, heavy ; 
settles with wings open, easily captuied” { Hutchison ), “ Occuis everywhere : joins in the 
up-country flights, February and Mai chin fair numbers” (^ MacJmood ), It is veiy common 
in Calcutta, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens from Cachar, Rangoon, 
Upper Tenasseiim, Meigui, Orissa, Tievandium, Ceylon and the South Andamans, 

eenus 63.-OIRRHOOHROA, Doubleday. (Plate XXIV). 

Cirrochroay Doubleday, Gen. Dium. Lep., vol. i, p. 157 (1848) , id., Moore, Lep. Cey., vol. i, p 62 (1881) ; 
id , Distant, Rhop Malay , p 177 (1883). 

“Head, of moderate size, clothed with hairs. Eyes ^ ovate, not remaikably prominent. 
Palpi, slightly divergent, ascending, using above the forehead, scaly; the second 
joint furnished with a slight dorsal tuft, and externally with numerous eiect setse. 
First joint curved, very short ; second joint five times as long as the fiist, swollen 
at the middle, tapering almost to a point at the apex; third joint slender, acicu- 
lar, baiely one-seventh the length of the second. Antenna, of moderate length, gradually 
thickening into a slender club, the articulations of which are not more distinct than those of 
the other portion of the antennse. Thorax, moderately stout, oval, hairy. Abdomen, small, 
scarcely half the length of the inner margin of the hindwing, Forewing, subtiiangular ; 
the costal margin rounded ; the outer margin about two-thirds the length of the costal 
maigin, nearly straight, or slightly concave [sometimes convex] ; t7%ner margin rather shorter 
than the outer, slightly emaigmate Costal nervu^e not extending to the middle of the costa. 
Subcostal nervure emitting its iirst nervule shortly before its second, at the end of the cell ; its 
//^ir^fat about two-thirds the distance between the cell and the apex; fouith nearer to the 
third than to the apex ; the third terminating at the apex. Upper disco-acellular nervule nearly 
wanting ; middle disco-cellular curved inwaids, or slightly angular ; lower disco-cellular very 
slender, nearly straight, more than double the length of the middle disco-cellular, joining the 
median nervure at a short distance before the oiigin of its second neivule. Internal nervure 
wanting. Hindwing, obovate ; the outer margin slightly sinuate ; the inner emaiginate 
near the anal angle simple, cuived outwards. Dtscoidal nervule appearing 

to be a third subcostal neivule, but little curved, Discoidal cell open. Abdominal fold ample. 
Forelegs, of the male scaly, the femur and base of the tibia slightly, apex of the tibia and 
the tarsus thickly covered with long hairs. Tibia shorter than the femur, but longer 
t'ha,nt)iQ tarsus, which is subcylindiic, slightly pointed, one-jointed. Of female scaly. 
Td)ia smooth, slightly shorter than the femur. Tarsus about the length of the tibia, five- 
jointed ; its first joint cylindiic, slightly curved, smooth, about twice the length of the other 
joints combined ; second and third joints transverse, of equal breadth, the latter rather 
shorter than the former ; fourth joint rather tapeiing ; all these with a spine on each side at 
the apex, covered by a tuft of bans at the base of the following joint ; fifth joint narrower, 
tapering towards the apex, which is mucionate. Middle and hindlegs, with the femora, 
tibiffi, and tarsi nearly of equal length. Ttbice spiny, especially towards the apex ; then 
spurs distinct. Tarsi neaily cylindric, spiny ; the spines at the sides longest, those of the lower 
surface arranged in two nearly regular series. Fust joint longer than the rest combined ; 
second, third, and fourth progressively, though but little, shortei, all of similar form, as is the 
fifth, which is about equal in length to the second. Claws cuived, grooved below. Paro* 
nychia bilaciniate ; the outer lacinia subtriangular, broader than, and about as long as, the 
claw ; inner shorter, stiap-shaped. Pulvillus jointed, as long as the claws ; the second joint 
broad.” {Doubleday, 1. c.) 
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Larva with two doisal senes of long and two lateral seiies of shoitei delicately-branched 
spines, also a similar spine piojecting on each side m front of the head fiom the second segment. 
Pupa bluish- pm pie marked with black, head ending in two points, two long spines projecting 
fiom the back of the thoiax in fiont of the head, a hump on the back of the thoiax, which, 
with the abdominal segments above, bear pairs of spines. 

‘‘This genus has a singular character on the hind wing of the male [it occurs in both 
sexes]. Between the third subcostal [discoidal] and third median neivule, the upper suiface 
of the wmg is marked by a transverse depression, extending nearly, or quite, across the space 
between the nervules, causing a corresponding elevation of the lower surface, which, but for 
its breadth, might be mistaken for the indication of a disco-cellulai neivule.” ^Doubleday^ 
1. c ) In one species only, C. fasctafa, the male has distinct secoudaiy sexual characteis, vt^,, 
on theforewing on either side of the discoidal nervules from their origin rathei more than half 
way to the margin and also on the first and second subcostal nervules of the hindwing on the 
up pel side, there is a nano w stieak of modified ochreous scales, which gives this poition of 
those veins the appearance of a feather of which the vein itself is the shaft, and the scales the 
baib. Typically they aie fulvous or tawny insects with the outer margin black, and with a 
discal and thiee maiginal sinuous black lines, the hind wing also has a discal series of six black 
spots ; on the underside theie is always a more or less prominent pale discal band from middle 
of costa of foie wing to anal angle of hind wing, and the black marginal lines aie leplaced by 
yellow 01 olivaceous, 

“ In some species, as in C, not is, the sexes differ widely in appearance, the female being of 
a moie obscure and duller colour above. This, however, is not the rule with the majority of 
the species of the genus.” {Distant, h c ) In C, oltvacea the difference in the colouration 
of the opposite sexes is even more marked than in (7. Except in which is 

an altogether aberrant form, the females differ also in having the outer maigin of the forewing 
much more emargiiiate than in the males j this feature is most prominent in the South Indian 
and Ceylon species. 

Cirrhochroa is somewhat widely distributed ; it occurs in the Eastern Himalayas, in 
Eastern and Peninsular India, Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobars, thioughout Assam, Burma, 
the Malay peninsula and islands to New Guinea and Australia. Many of the species are 
very plentiful where they occur, are strong and very conspicuous on the wing, hut frequently 
settle, often in swarms, on a damp spot in the hills. Many of them are very closely allied, and 
their specific determination and range by no means easily determined. The distinctness or 
otherwise of many of the described species is still unceitain and can only be determined by 
expeiimental breeding,

Habitat; Sikkim, Cachar, Sylhet, Upper Assam, Naga Hills, 

Expanse ; 2*8 to 3 6 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside, 5 oik win^s blight fulvous, powdered with dushy 
at the base. Forewing with the apex strongly tiuncated, the outer margin slightly emaigi- 
nate and sinuous ; the disco-cellular nervules slightly defined with dusky on either side ; 
a veiy irregular and somewhat indistinct discal fuscous Ime, beyond which are a series 
of diffused, very indistinct, often obsolete fuscous rounded spots between the nervules, 
the margin narrowly black, widely black at the apex, two submaiginal lunular black lines, 
of which the outer one is the more prominent and becomes meiged in the black apex. Htnd^ 
wing with a veiy iriegulai discal black line, with the usual whitish spot on the middle of 
the costa ; a discal series of six round black spots one in each interspace except the discoidal ; 
two deeply engrailed submaiginal lines, the outer one the darkei, a marginal narrow neaily 
straight black line ; all the veins defined with black on the disc. Underside, both wings 
much paler, all the markings of the uppeiside moie or less obliterated ; a common 
discal whitish fascia, narrowest m the middle of each wing, its outer edge veiy straight 
and even, its inner edge irregular, defined by a pair of daik lines enclosing a pale yellow line ; 
submaiginal and marginal yellow lunular lines, divided and inwaidly bounded by whitish 
lunules ; a pale brown subbasal streak. Forewing with a whitish patch at the apex, Htndwtng 
with the six round black spots of the upperside but smaller. Female much darker, the 
giound-colour of the upperside ochreous, thickly irrorated throughout with fuscous scales. 
Markings as in the male, but heavier and darker throughout. Underside pale buff, washed 
throughout with obscure violaceous ; the markings of the outer half more obscure, of the inner 
half more prominent and wider than above, the discal fascia less distinct, almost concolourous' 
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with the ground, mvvaiclly defined with a daik band (this hand edged on both sides with pale 
fuscous}, outwardly by a straight pale fuscous or puiple line Forewmg with a narrow band 
crossing middle of the cell to origin of fiist median neivule, fiom thence ciossmg the interspace 
below and continued across the base of the hindwing fiom costal to submedian nervure, with a 
spot beyond in the cell in the lattei wing. The duco-cellulais of the foiewing defined with a 
similar line.^ The tone of the ground-colour of the uppeiside in the female varies, in some it 
IS ochieous, in others fuscous. 

C. aojis may be distinguished from C, olivacea, the only other species in which the 
foiewing of the male is tiuncate, by the nariow black border to the foiewing and 
the moie uniform colouration of the upperside, these characters being common to both sexes. 
It IS one of the commonest and most distinct as well as the largest species of the genus. 
It IS met with in Sikkim up to about 6.000 feet elevation, almost throughout the yeai, and 
occurs equally commonly in the hiUs to the eastwards as far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam. 

Trofessor J. O. Westwood (1. c ) has desciibed and figured two gynandromorphous sped- 
mens of C. aoru contained m the collection of the Biitish Musuem ; in one of these “the 
gynandromoiphism is exactly bilateial, the wings on the right side of the insect having the 
colounng and maikings of the male strongly defined, whilst the wings on the othei (left) side 
aie those of the female equally strongly marked.” In the othei specimen “a singular mixture 
of the characteis of the two sexes” is exhibited in the wings on the right-hand side of the insect 

Mr. Mooie has described a species of Chihochoa fiom Sikkim under the name of C.' 
ahnoymis ; the description corresponds very closely with some specimens of C. aoris, and 
I can find no leliable chaiactei by which to distinguish between them. No indication is given 
by Mr. Mooie as to which species it is most closely allied, 01 of the outline of the wings and 
I place It here provisionally pendmg further mformation. ’

Hindwing with a medial discal transverse angulated 
black lunular band, which is bioadest at the costal end; a submarginal lunular line, and 
a slender neatly stiaight marginal line ; a row of minute black discal dots.

band is a similar dusky suffused lunular fascia, the inteispace being of a slightly pale yellowish 
colour ; at end of each cell is a dusky double lunular mark, a similar double lunular waved 
line also extends from middle of the cell on the forewmg to below the cell on the hind wing • 
outer border of both wings traversed by faint traces of a yellowish submaiginal lunular band ; 
on the forewing is a conspicuous whitish apical patchy and on the hindwing is a row of veiy 
small blackish transverse discal dots.” {MoorSt 1. c.) 

405- Oirrliooliroa Olivacea, de N, n sp (Plate XXIV, Fig III $). 

Habitat ; Upper Tenasserim, 

Expanse : 2*4 to 3*0 ; $ , 3*3 inches. 

Description: Male. Upperside bnght fulvous, in some specimens the basal aiea 
bounded by the discal Ime dark fulvous ; all the viens on the disc distinctly defined with black. 
Forming with the disco-cellular nervules maiked as usual with a dark fine line on either 
side, a very iiregular black discal line which becomes obsolete befoie reaching the imier margin, 
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and IS widest at the costa ; the outei margin, especially at the apex, bioaclly black, decreasing 
towaids the anal angle, wheie it includes one, two or three fulvous lunules. Outline truncate 
at the apex, sinuous below. Hindwing with the usual pale quadiate spot on the middle of 
the costal maigin, a somewhat even discal line, obsolete in some specimens, the usual six 
round discal black spots, two lunulai submargmal and marginal straight black lines beyond, 
the inner one obsolescent towaids the costa, Underside opalescent buff, but variable in depth 
of shade. The usual discal fascia acioss both wings , its outer margin defined by a pi eminent 
stiaight fine pui pie line, its inner edge -with an inegular blown yellow-boidered line • the 
fascia bioad on the costa of the foiewing, naiiowing gradually and legulaily to tlie inner 
maigin, of nearly equal width thioughout on the hind wing. Othei maikings as above, but 
paler ; the maigmal lunular lines yellow, not black , a prominent pale apical patch on the 
forewing. Female. Upperside daik olivaceous, all the maikings heavier and daiker than m 
the male. Forewing with a pi eminent bioad discal whitish band stained with pale fulvous 
towards the inner margin, its outer edge veiy irregular, and the outer edge of the discal 
fascia below showing through. Towards the anal angle it beais two senes of veiy indistinct 
submaiginal black lunules. Hindwing vt\^ the costal white spot much laigei, narrowly 
prolonged to the discoidal nervule. Underside purplish-white, the discal fascia much 
more pi eminent and paler, othei wise as in the male. 

In Major MaishalPs collection aie two males taken at Lampha by Captain C. H. E. 
Adamson in March, three males and a female taken in the Thoungyeen Foiests in that month, 
and one male (the darkest) in the autumn by Captain C. T. Bingham, The male is nearest 
to a Peiak specimen of C. hajadeia^ but the apex of the foiewing is tiuncate and less produced, 
and does not bear the pale spot on the uppeiside ; the ground-colour is also lighter, especially 
below. The female is quite different fiom that sex of C. bajadeta^ and may be distinguished 
from C. aoris in having the discal band whitish instead of ochieous, and the black margin 
beyond untiaversed by a series of prominent ochreous lunules 5 the veins of the foiewing also 
acioss ‘the disc are more distinctly black in the male than in any other Indian species. 

The figure, showing both the upper and undersides, is taken from the type female speci- 
men in Major Marshall’s collection. 

Two allied species, C. hajadeta2xA C. malaya, from the Malay peninsula are described 
below.*

“ The female of this species appears to have been described by Mr. Moore under the name of C Havana, 
but having received both sexes from Java, Borneo, and the Malay Penmsula, I feel no doubt as to its sexual 
relation to C bajadefa’* (Distanitl c.)

It is even more closely allied to C. surya, but may be 
at once distinguished fiom that species and from all Indian species by the large size of the 
discal series of black spots on both the upper and undersides, and the prominence of the 
discal and submarginal opalescent bands on the underside of the hindwing. It is, however 
most closely allied to C. c/agza, but the outer black border on the uppeiside of both wings iI 
far less prominent, in C, clagia it includes the discal spots more or less, and is also more pio- 
minent on the underside than in C* ntcobatica,

C. surya is a much paler and yellowei insect than C lanka^ and the margin of the hindwing 
on the upperside is concolouious with the giound and beais a distinct black marginal line ; in 
C, lanka the margin is black, the black line merging in the black boidei which extends nearly 
to the lunular submaiginal line, the inner submaigmal lunular line also is prominent, but in 
C. surya is almost entiiely obsolete ; the chaiactei of the maikings is, howevei, similar on both 
uppei and undeisides. C. surya is still moie neaily allied to C ohvacea, the males of which 
may be distinguished from those of U. suiyahy then laigei size, the veins on the disc of the 
foiewing being distinctly defined with black on the uppei side, and the maiginal fulvous 
lunules being obsolescent, leaving a moie uniform black bolder ; on the underside the pale 
discal band in C. olivacea is much wider at the costa of the forewing, and its outei maigin is 
defined by a much daikei moie pi eminent puiple line. I have not seen the female of C, suiya^ 
but the discal band on the upperside not being white, would leadily distinguish it from the 
female of C, ohvacea . 

It appears to be a good species confined to Upper Tenasseiim, and is usually of very small 
size, aveiaging a little over two inches in expanse only. The black border to the forewing on 
the upperside is veiy piorainent, as the rest of the wing is haidly marked at all. Dr Anderson 
took seveial specimens in the Meigui aichipelago in the cold weather, and theie are numerous 
examples in Majoi Maishall’s collection taken by Captain C, T. Bingham in the Thoungyeen 
foiests and the Donat lange fiom Decembei to April. 

Thiee species, C. satelhta^ C, clagm, and C, oiissa^ of which the descriptions are given 
below, have been lecoided fiom the Malay Peninsula.'* In the shape of the discal band on the 
undeiside of the foie wing they coiiespond with C. swya and C. ohvacea

“ The principal variation in the forms of this spedes appears to consist in the breadth of the outer black 
, bmdwing, and the thereby sometimes consequent assimilation or fusion of the black spots.” 
{iJtsiani, 1 c.) C mcobarica is a pale local foim or race of this spedes. 


The Indian Museum possesses two specimens of this species collected by Dr, Horsfield in Java 
Cirrhoch*oa o>issa, Felder, Wien Ent. Monatsch , vol iv, p 399, n 19 (i860), idem, id , Reise Kov , Lep.,

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The next three species have a very wide range. In their detailed desciiptions I have given 
only the localities from which they have individually been recoided by competent authoiities. 
It will be at once appaient by examining these localities how eiiatic is the distnbution of each ; 
moieover the chaiacteis given in the descriptions are all inconstant, and this being so I would 
piefer to considei them as one species only, which would stand as C. mithila, Tieated as a 
single species it occurs in Fyzabad, Oudh; Bholahat, Malda ; Ban ackpore near Calcutta ; 
Sikkim ; Assam ; the Naga Hills 5 Sylhet ; Oachar ; Manipur ; British and Upper Burma ; 
the Andaman Isles ; Malacca and Java {fforsjield). 

C. mithila in a compiehensive sense is of a lighter colouration on the uppeiside than C, 
lanka and C. cognata^ the forewing of the male is evenly rounded, of the female usually moie 
01 less tiuncated, but never to the extent that it is in C. aoris and C. ohvacea. In the male 
none of the maikings of the uppeiside are very piominent, the inner lunular line of the fore- 
wmg is usually obsolescent, and the margin beyond much less prominently black than m C. 
lanka ^ C, mrya^ &:c. The colouration of the underside is extremely variable, some specimens 
aie pale buff almost throughout, otheis are biight ochieous with the discal band prominently 
maigined outwardly with puiple, in others again the ground-colour is darker, but the discal 
band lacks the outei purple margining ; all these variations aie common to the species where- 
ever it occuis. The discal band acioss the wings on the underside is of nearly equal width 
throughout in the forewing, slightly narrower on the hind wing and constricted in the middle, 
its inner edge usually, but not always, irregularly bounded by a fine double line constricted at 
each vein with the intervening space yellow, this feature linking it with C. aorts. The female is 
daiker than the male, the coloui of the uppeiside as well as the underside being variable. 

40S. Cirrliocliroa mitMla, Moore. 

Cirrockroa miilnldi Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Loud., 187a, p. 558 , idem, id., in Anderson’s Anat, and Zool. 
Researches, vol. i, p 924 (1878). 

Habitat ; Bengal, Upper Tenasseiim. 

Expanse: i* 37[3'37T inches. 

Description ; « Male. Upperside pale ferruginous. Forewing with the blackish mar- 
ginal band narrow, its inner low of lunules palely defined ; medial transverse line scarcely visi- 
ble on either wing ; the low of black spots, white spot on anterior margin, and outer marginal 
lunular lines of also very palely defined. Underside dull testaceous, glossed with 

greyish purple ; medial band obsolete, its place faintly defined by a dusky straight outer streak 
and narrow innei line ; spots on hindtving partly obsolete.” {Moore, 1 . c.) 

Mr Moore has very kindly furnished me with a sketch of C. mithila taken from the type 
specimen. In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, theie are numeious males taken by Dr Andeison 
in the Mergui aichipelago m the cold weather, and in Major Marshall’s collection there aie 
several otheis taken in Tenassenm, m the Thoungyeen forests in Januaiy, Maich and Apnl, and 
in the Donat lange in Januaiy and Apnl, which agiee more or less with Mr. Mooie’s descnp- 
tion and di awing. Thepiominence of the markings and colour of the giound on the underside 
is variable, but It is impossible to separate the heavier-marked darker-coloured ones from the 
others which agiee exactly with the type. 

409- Qirriioclisoa rotundatas Butler.

fifth series, vol xvi, p. 303^ u. 27 (1885). 

brownish-ochraceous, with the following black markings .—a narrow, linear waved fascia crossing wing near end of 
cell and strongly angulated at first median nervule, followed by a row of spots placed between the nervules (absent 
between the discoidal and third ^ median nervules) and a marginal and two submargmal much-waved fasciae. 
Underside paler l^orewmg with the medial fascia whitish, containing a triangumr brownish spot at inner 
margin ; apical area brownish, with two long, ovate, contiguous greyish spots at apex, and an indistinct waved 
darker submargmal Iineate fascia Hindwtng with the medial olack fascia above replaced by a broader pale 
violaceous fascia beneath, beyond which the colour is more or less shaded with violaceous, the black spots margined 
with reddish, and two submargmal pale violaceous fasase Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings. 
Female resembles the male, but th^farewmf on the upebrside with a small subapical greyish streak, and on 
the UNDERSIDE With the pale ^ medial fascia crossed by a narrow pale smuated brownish fascia attached to the 
triangular spot at mnei margin , the apical blown area also possesses an indistinct violaceous much-waved 
ascia.” {Bistaut, 1, c ) 
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Habitat ; Sikkim, Assam, Malacca. 

Expanse : 3 inches. 

Description: ‘‘Female, neaily allied to C Moore, the wings moie lounded, 

formmg\^%% produced ; maikmgs of the foiewing above almost obsolete ; outer undulated line 
of htndvjing much more distinct. Underside, all the bands and spots tawny instead of ochre 
yellow.” 

“ I have no doubt that this species is distinct from C. mifhiia ‘ thecolouiation of the bands 
below IS strikingly different.” ( Butler^ 1 . c ) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is a single male of this species fiom Sikkim so named by 
Mr, Mooie. The outline of this specimen agiees wnth that of Mr. Mooie’s sketch of C mithila^ 
and also with Mi. Distant’s figuie of C. rolundata^ the maikmgs of the foiewing on the upper- 
side are nearly obsolete, but the bands of the undeiside aie buff rathei than tawny. Out of six 
Sikkim males that belong ceitainly to one species no two aie maiked alike on the undeiside, 
some are very pale buff, one is ochieous, one is tawny, and some are feiiuginous maiked with 
deep purple, but the bands are m almost every case tawny not ochre. C, rotimdaia cannot, I 
think, be maintained as a distinct species. Mr. Butler lecoids it from “near Assam.” 

410. Cirrliocliroa anjira, Moore. 

Cirrochroii anjira^ Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Load , 1877, p, 584 , id , Rothney, Ent. Month Mag., 
vol. xi\, p. 34 (1882). 

Habitat : Bairackpore ; S. Andamans (Port Blair), 

Expanse : 2*62 to 3*00 ; $ , 2*87 to 3*30 inches. 

Description ; “ Nearest allied to C, aoris ; differs m being less falcate in the formings 
the MALE above having similar but moie prominent black markings. In the forewing the 
transverse discal sinuous line is more erect, and in the female is less pointed at the angles ; 
the marginal double sinuous band is broader. Underside, daiker m colour, the transvei se 
pale lilac band broader on the foiewing and nariower on the hiiid'wUtg\ this band is also 
much less sinuous on its innei bordei.” (Moore^ 1. c.) 

C, anjua is of course widely distinct from C. aoris, the forewing m the male being rounded 
at the apex or hardly perceptibly tiuncate ; in the female it is often distinctly tiuncate, but never 
to the extent that obtains in C. aoris. The colouiation of the uppeiside in the male is also 
of a much deeper fulvous than in C. aoris. Comparing South Andaman males and a Sikkim 
male identified by Mr. Mooie as C, rotimdaia, I can find no chaiactei by which to segregate 
them into distinct species. The females of C. anjira aie extremely vaiiable in colouiation, 
some are deep tawny above, others coloured like the females of C, aoris. The colouration 
and distinctness or otherwise of the markings on the underside are even moie variable. 

The remaining species of this group represent the genus in South India and Ceylon ; they 
are lestiicted to those regions, and are the only species known to occur there ; with the single 
exception of C, suLinhoei they are darker in tone than the North Indian and Indo-Malayan 
species, and their ground-colour is feirugmous not fulvous. In all the species the difference 
between the sexes in outline of wing is more marked than in the northern species, the female 
having the forewing much moie emarginate and consequently falcate than the male. They com- 
prise two gioups distinguished by the form of the pale discal band on the underside, and com- 
piise three distinct species all found both in South India and in Ceylon, and in each case the 
Ceylon specimens have the pale discal band of the underside much less prominent than in the 
South Indian specimens, especially in the males, thus forming more or less defined local laces 
or subspecies, the Ceylon subspecies being best defined in the case of C. thais and least defined 
in that of C, swinhoei. 

In the case of C, thais the Ceylon race has been sepaiated by Mr, Moore under the name 
of C, cognaia ; he also records C ihais from Ceylon, but all the Ceylon specimens of this type 
that I have seen belong to C, cognaia, and are separable from the South Indian C. ihais not 
only by the obsolescence of the discal band on the underside in the male, but by the much more 
prominent and unifoim black border of the uppeiside. 
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In the case of C. lanka the Ceylon race only has been named, but theie is in South India 
a local lace which stands in precisely the same lelation to C. lanka as C, thais does to C cog- 
nata^ for which I here propose the name C. relata. 

In C. mmhoei the diffeiences are less w’ell-maiked. I have specimens from Ceylon which 
are referiable to this species, but they do not appear sufficiently distinct to constitute a separate 
subspecies. 

411 * Oirrlioclxroa lanka, Moore. 

Ctrrockyoa. lanka, Moore, Pioc, Zool Soc. Lond , 1872, p, 557 ; idem, id , Lep. Cey., vol i, p. 63 » pl» xxxii, 

figs. 4, (x88o) 

Habitat; Ceylon. 

Expanse: ^,2*2 to 2*5 ; 2-5 to 2 8 inches. 

Description ; “ Male. Upperside bright fenugmous Fotewingvn^ medial tiansveise 
black line, which is oblique in front of the cell, neaily obsolete hindwaid ; marginal band 
black, traveised by an inner row of feiiugmous lunules, the outer senes being more or less obso- 
lete. Hindwing with the white spot on the anterior margin large, the median tiansveise line 
from it faintly defined \ the parallel low of black spots, outer and second maiginal lines pro- 
minent. Underside dusky ferruginous, somewhat fulvous at the base, glossed with pm pie- 
grey; abroad transverse medial prominent pui pie- white glossy band ; indistinct lunules on 
outer margin of wings with purple-giey boiders ; black spots on htndwtng prominent.’* 
{Moore, 1. c in Proc Zool. Soc, Lond ) Mi. Mooie also records it from South India. 

In Ceylon it occurs in the ‘‘ Western, Cential, and Southern Provinces ; plains and up to 
6,000 feet in forests ; flight moderately rapid, settles on the giound and on bushes. Easily 
captuied” {^HuteJmon')^ 

I possess eight specimens, three males and five females, of C. lanka from Ceylon. The 
males differ somewhat in the depth of the colour of the giound on the uppeiside, and also in the 
width of the outei black bolder to both wings, the discal band on the undeiside is veiy obscure, 
but the comparative stiaightness of its inner edge at once distinguishes it from C. cognata. The 
females are also variable in the giound-colour of the upperside and also in the prominence of the 
discal band on the underside, though it is always much wider and moie distinct than m the male. 
In two specimens it is slightly paler than the ground-colour and glossed with puiple, in the 
other three it is silvery puiphsh- white. 

412* Oirrkockroa relata, de N., n. sp. 

Habitat ; South India. 

Expanse . 2*5 to 3*1 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside, both wings bright fulvous, the disc crossed by a more 
or less piominent black line, much deflexed inwaids at the thud median nervule of the foie- 
wing, with the usual white spot placed outwaidly against it on the costa of the hmdwing very 
large and quadrate ; two submarginal lunular and a maiginal straight black line, the two outer 
lines anteriorly widening out and amalgamating towards the apex. Fot ewing with the disco- 
cellulars defined by a fine black line. Hmdwing z. discal seiies of six round black dots. 
Underside, hoik wings paler, a veiy obscure subbasal fine black line, usually with an extremely 
prominent pure white discal band, its outer edge very straight, its inner edge somewhat less so, 
and defined by a narrow fuscous line ; the maiginal lines of the upperside but very indistinct, 
with a pale patch at the apex and inner angle of the foxewing, enclosing two pale bands on the 
hindwing. Hindwing with the discal dots as above, but smaller and placed on an obsoles- 
cent diffused darker band, which is obscuiely continued on to the forewing. Female. Upper- 
side, both wings paler than the male, all the black markings more promment, the disc beyond 
the medial black line on the forming paler than the rest of the ground ; the outer margin 
highly emaiginate, thereby giving the wing a very falcate appearance. Underside, both wings 
with the ground-colour moreochreous than in the male, markings similar, but the discal pure 
white band still more promment, its outer edge defined with a somewhat broad deep purple 
lme« Other markings as in male. 
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The above desciiptioii is made fiom three males and foiii females fiom the Nilgins, two 
males and two females fiom Noith Canara, and one male and two females fiom Tiavancore. They 
exhibit extiemely little vauation ; the male diffeis from C. m being laiger, the giound” 
coloui of the upperside paler, the outei black boidei much less piominent, and the discal white 
band on the underside being usually veiy wide and conspicuous. The female diffeis from that sex 
of C. lanka in the ground-coloiu of the upperside also being paler, and the outei black bolder 
less piominent. One male from the Nilgiiis and the Noith Canai a example differ fiom the 
other typical specimens desciibed above in being smaller, and the discal band of the undeiside 
very obscuie. 

413* Oitrhocliroa thais, Fabncms. 

Papiho thmSy Fabncms, Mant Ins , vol 11, p 64, n 601 (1787) ; idem, id.» Ent Syst , vol ni, part i, p 149, 
XI 456 (1793) , Ctrrochtocc thais^ Butler, Catal Fabr Lep B M , p 1x6, n. i (1869) , id,, Moore, Proc Zool, 
Soc Lond , 1872, p S57 

Habitat : South India. 

Expanse : 2 8 to 3 o inches. 

Description : “ Male and female. Upperside, pale feiruginous, glossed with gieen 
at the base. Fot^ewntg with a piominent medial tiansverse black line, which is oblique and 
zigzag in front of the cell and lunular hind ward ; exteiior margin bioadly dusky black and 
traversed by a double row of fenuginous lunules, the maiginal row obsolete at the apex ; a 
dusky streak lining the disco-cellulai nervules. Hindwing with a large round white spot 
on anterior raaigin, fiom which proceeds the medial transveise black lunular line, between 
which and the exterior maigin is a parallel row of six small black spots, two dusky lunular 
lines and a third outei line. Underside pale fenuginous brown in male, blown in female, 
with a transveise medial iiregulaily dentated puiple- white glossy band on both wings, the outer 
margin of the band being straight, and the dentations disappeaiing towards anal angle of hind- 
wing , tiansverse low of black spots on hind wing smaller than on uppeiside, marginal dusky 
lunules haidly visible.” 

“ JSfote , — The above is the desciiption of the insect which, according to Mi. Butlei^s deter- 
mination, is the C. thais of Fabncms.” {Mooie^ 1 . c ) 

I possess one male of this species fiom Calicut, thiee males fiom Travancoie, thiee males 
and one female fiom North Canara, and one male and four females from the Nilgins. They 
show but little vanation, and differ fiom the Ceylon foim of C. than (C cognata) in being larger, 
the outer mai gin of the foiewing moie emaigmate, and the black markings on the outei border 
far less piominent especially on the hind wing, m the colouration of the ground of the uppeiside 
being usually paler, the discal white band on the underside nearly always prominent and highly 
dentate in both sexes, in one Nilgiii male specimen only is it obscure ; in C, cognata it is never 
neaily as prominent and usually quite obsolete. The female is also paler above and the black 
margin less prominent, the forewing more deeply emarginate, the discal band below also more 
distinct. Messrs. Butler and Mooie (Cat. Fab. Lep. and Pioc, Zool Soc. Lond. 1872) give 
C. thais from Ceylon, the description above applies best, however, to the South Indian form. 

414* Oirrlxocliroa cogaata, Mooie. 

Ctrrochroa cogmtia, Moore, Lep Cey , vol 1, p, 64, pi. xxxu, figs. 3, 3«!?, mah j 3^, larva and :i^upa ; 
C, thazs, Moore (nec Fabncms), id., p. 63, pi, xzxu, figs, a, za^ Jemals (1881). 

Habitat : Ceylon. 

Expanse ; 2*0 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : Male. “ Upperside differs from C. thais m the forming being shorter, 
the apex broader and not falcated ; medial sinuous line indistinct, the marginal black band nar- 
rower and traversed by a row of dentate spots. Jiindwing with a small white costal spot ; the 
discal transveise maikmgs similar, but the outer marginal line blacker. Underside dark fer- 
ruginous, the medial tiansveise band narrower, less defined, and in some specimens nearly 
obsolete.” 

Larva pale purplish-brown, yellowish beneath ; head yellow, spotted in front with 
black ; with two dorsal rows of long delicate branched spines and two lateral rows of shorter 
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spines, a similax spine projecting on each side of the head from second segment. Pupa pale 
bluish-purple, spotted with black, with lengthened dorsal tubeicles and two longer tubeicular 
piocesses projecting from front of thoiax ; head cleft.” {Mooie^ 1 c.) 

The above desciiption is that of C, cognata^ Mr. Moore does not state what sex he is de- 
scribing, but from the outline of the wings he has evidently figured a male He also recoids C, 
ihais from Ceylon and describes both sexes as below, but figuies a female only, 

** Male and FEMALE. Upperside pale fen uginous, glossed with green at the base. Fore- 
wing with a prominent medial tiansveise black line, which is oblique and zigzag infiont of the 
cell and lunular hindwaid ; exteiior margin broadly feiruginous-black and tiaveised by a feriu- 
ginous sinuous line; a dusky streak lining the disco-cellulai neivules. Hindimn^ with a laige 
quadiate white spot on anterior margin, from which proceeds a medial tiansveise black lunulai 
line ; a discal row of six small black spots, two submaiginal lunular lines and a third outei 
line. Underside pale olive-brown in male, fen ugi nous-brown m female; with a tiansveise 
medial inegulaily dentated purple-white glossy band on hath wings^ the outer maigin of the 
band being straight and the dentations disappeaiing towaids the anal angle of hindwing , a 
transverse row of black spots on hindwing smaller than on the upperside ; maiginal lunulai 
lines indistinct and suffused with glaucous-puiple. Expanse ' 275, ? , 2*25 inches” 

(MoorOi 1 . c.) The above given dimension for the female is piobably incoiiect, that sex averages 
larger than the male, 

I have but little doubt that the descriptions above of C. cognata and C. ihais apply to one 
species only, as it appeals fiom the former that Mi. Mooie was unaware of the fact that the 
falcation of the forewing is a sexual and not a specific chaiacter in this group of Cirrhocht oas, 
and I can find no character by which to separate the Ceylon specimens into two species, 

C. cognata^ judging from the laige number of specimens that have been sent me, is 
by far the commonest species of the genus occurnng in Ceylon. It is lecoided (of C. thats') 
that it have been taken at Galle and Kandy” ( JVade')^ and (of C. cognaia) that it is 
^*a low country insect, found chiefly in the interioi” (Mackwood) The males have the discal 
band of the underside usually quite as obscuie as in C, ianka, but wuth the inner edge highly 
irregular and dentate, and the black outer border of both wings on the upperside very bioad. 
The female is paler feiruginous than the male, the discal black line on the upperside much moie 
distinct, the costal white spot of the hindwmg much larger and quadrate ; on the underside the 
discal band is always wider and more prominent, but is somewhat vaiiable ; m some specimens 
it IS compaiatively obscuie, in others very prominent and highly dentate, in others again less 
piomineiit and its inner edge more regular, but always far less regular than in the same sex of 
C^lanka* The outer edge of the discal band is usually defined by a pui pie line, which m 
some examples is outwardly bioadened out into a diffused band, 

415- Oirrliochroa s^nlioei, Butler. 

Cirrochrod swinJtoei^ Butler, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lend , i88i, p 604, n 8. 

Habitat : Nilgins, Wynaad, Tievandium, Ceylon. 

Expanse : 2*2 to 2*9 inches. 

Description ; ** Female, Allied to C. ihais of Ceylon, but of a clear biight fulvous 
colour above, almost as bright as in C, aoits and C. miihtla^ the foretvingmoxQ falcate than m 
C. thaiSi the inner or discal zigzag line less strongly defined and more completely separated 
into <“ shaped markings, the very irregular series just beyond the cell considerably more 
slender. Btndwtng with all the maikmgs less pronounced. Body considerably paler, the 
horax pale greenish. Underside stone-colour, with greenish and flesh-coloured tints, 
the basal area to the middle being flesh-coloured, the discal lines and outer borders washed 
with pale olivaceous ; the band across the middle rather paler than the giound-colour, but 
not white or silvery in the type specimen ; a diffused double pearly white spot at apex of 
forewing. Fectus whitish ; legs flesh-coloured.” {Bitiler^ 1 c ) 

I possess three males and four females fiom the Nilgiris, one male from the Wynaad, two 
males and one female from Travancore, and three females fiom Ceylon which I identify as 
belonging to this species. The colouration of all of them on the upperside is very pale fulvous, 
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in the males the outei border of the forewing on the upperside is somewhat wide at the apex 
enclosing four fulvous lunules, but lapidly naiiowmg towaids the inner angle, the discal line 
on both wings is veiy obsolete, as aie the thiee marginal lines on the hindwing On the 
underside the tone of the ground-coloui is very even and legular, all the markings are veiy 
obscuie, except in one Tiavancoie specimen in which the discal band (which has its inner 
edge always highly in egular and dentate) is white and somewhat prominent The female 
is even paler on the uppeiside than the male, the markings somewhat more pi omment, the 
discal band on the undeiside wider and usually moie pi omment, in one Ceylon example it 
IS outwardly bounded by a broad diffused deep puiple band which on the foie wing occupies 
the whole of the upper half of the wing between the discal band and the margin. Mr Moore 
does not lecord C. swinhon horn Ceylon, but the thiee female specimens I possess from that 
island must, I think, be placed undei that specific name. 

416. Oirrliociiroa, fasciata, Felder. 

Atellafasciata^ Felder, Wien. Ent Monatsch, vol iv, p, 236, n 83 (i860); Czrrochroa. fasdata, idem, 
id., vol V, p. 301, n 34 (1861) , idem, id., Reise Novara. Lep , vol in, p. 389, n, 567, pi. xhxt figs 9, lo (1867). 

PIabitat ; Meigui, Uppei Tenasseiim, Sumatia, Mindoio. 

Expanse ; i 8 to 2 2 inches 

Description: ** Wings widely-dentate. Upperside brownish-fuscous, with anairow 
common discal fascia extending fiom the fiist median neivule of the foiewing to the anal 
angle of the hindwing, lutescent [yellowish] Foimtng with a subcostal spot, a submaculai 
external fascia, and six posteiioi lunules, lutescent [yellowish]. Htnckvmg subangulate, 
with a posteiioi fascia mwaidly maiked with six black spots and six elongate submarginal 
lutescent lunules, separated by a stieak, with an obsolete marginal concolouious line Under- 
side pale yellowish-biown, with the fasciae of the upperside much paler. I’ojewing with a 
black spot near the innei angle ” {Felder 1 c. in Wien. Ent. Monatsch., vol iv ) 

This IS a very distinct species, possessing alone in the genus the curious secondary male 
characters given at page io8. The female differs fiom the male only in not having these male 
maiks. The colouration of the upperside is blackish, thickly iiroiated with ochreous scales. 
Theieis a common discal band bioken between the third median and lower discoidal nervules of 
the foiewmg, beyond which is a maculated band inwardly maiked with six round black spots 
on the hind wing, and one black spot at the inner angle of the foiewmg, asubmaigmal series of 
lunules between the veins and an indistinct maigmal line all pale clear ochreous The undeiside 
IS much palei throughout, but is similaily maiked, the foiewmg has the lound black spot near the 
outei angle, with sometimes a smaller one above it in the first median interspace very prominent. 

Dr. Anderson took two males and a female in the Mergui aichipelago during the wdnter 
months ;theie aie specimens m Major Marshall's collection taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
April in the Upper Thoungyeen forests, the Donat range and at Muawaddy, Kankaiet, all in 
Upper Tenasseiim.

Antennce^ rathei long, beneath scarcely annulated, terminating gradually in a rather 
nan ow club. Falpi^ asm section hedomaod Precis ^ but a little shoiter and stouter. Wmgs, 
with the discoidal cells slendeily closed. with the discal “geniculum” * greater 

than m P kedoma and its allies, with the second subcostal nervule a little more distant from 
the end of the cell, the third given off m the middle of the wing. Hindwmg^ with the 
discoidal nervule moie distant fiom the lower subcostal nervule than in Ptecis^ General 
appeal ance scarcely different from ErgolisP {Felder, 1 . c.) Only two species are known. 

The type of the genus is P. avesta fiom Celebes, a species veiy closely allied lo but larger 
than the Indian P, wedah. Stiuctuially Pseudergolis is very nearly allied to Ftecis, but may be 
at once distinguished from It by the discoidal cells of both wings being slenderly but distinctly 
closed ; on the other hand m colouration and general style of maikings it more nearly resembles 
Frgohs, being a fermgin ous insect on the upperside with several dark sinuous transverse lines ; 

* Probably the bend in the lower disco-cellular nervule is meant 
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it may of course be distinguished from Ergolis by the costal neivuie of the forewing not being 
dilated at the base. The Indian species, the only other one known besides the type, is appa- 
rently confined to the Himalayas and the tiacts east of the Bramaputia.

Habitat . Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam, Chittagong, Buima. 

Expanse • 2 2 to 2 6 inches. 

Description. “ Upperside golden-bi own, daiker on outer maigms. Both wings 
three nariow tiansveise black bands on the anterior half, the outer band on the hindwing 
being zig-zagged, with a paiallel row of small black spots between the outer and middle 
bands ; within each discoidal cell are two naiiow and lathei square-shaped spaces, those 
on the hind wing being the iiairowest Underside dull blown, marked as above, with deep 

brown, but the two inner bands broad, the outei veiy nairow ; on the hindiving, above the 
maiks, within [above] discoidal cell, is a nairow biown mark , the outei maigms aie also deep 
brown.’* {Alooie^ 1. c ) On the underside this species is moie or less, especially on the outer 
margins, glossed with pale violet. The female diffeis fiom the male only in being somewhat 
paler. 

In the N.-W. Himalayas and in Sikkim I have always met with this species near water 
It occurs at Shillong m May ; Mr. H M. Paush has taken it in the Chittagong Hill Tiacts 
in November ; Captain C. T. Bingham has taken it in October m the Donat Range, Uppei 
Tenasserim, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens obtained by the Yunan 
expedition It is not a rare species where it occurs, and has a veiy pietty soaung flight, and 
usually settles with wide outspread wings on the upper surface of a leaf 

The figure is taken fiom a male Masuii specimen m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and 
shows both upper and undeiside. 


65. — STIBOCSZOITA^ Butler. (Plate XIX). 

SiiiocMona, Butler, Proc Zool Soc Lond , 1868, p 614. 

“Allied to Diadema Hypohmnas'\ ahmena^ but differing fiom it, from Apatura, and from 
Adolms\^Eutkaha\ in having the discoidal cells of both wings distinctly closed, the middle and 
lower disco-cellulars of foiewing foiming a continuous arch, the upper disco-cellular of hind wing 
obliquely arched, the lower a little longer than the upper, slightly aiched, and meeting the 
median nervme somewhat obliquely at the oiigin of the second and thud branches. Colouis 
intermediate between Adolias \_^Eutkalia\ cocytus and Diadema Btypoltmnasl ahmma. 
Typical species, S coresia, Hubnei ” {Bidlei, 1 c.) 

This is a genus of veiy small extent, but two species being known, one occuinng through- 
out the Himalayas fiom Kulu to Assam, the other in Sumatia and Java. The colouration 
of the Indian species is very deep bine, with a few lighter blue and white spots and 
markings. The wings are very evenly rounded, and the sexes veiy slightly dififeientiated. 


418. jStibochioaa aiicea, Giay. (Plate XIX, Fig. 81^).

Habitat ; Himalayas, Sylhet, Assam. 

Expanse; ^,2*25 to 275; 275 to 3 lo inches. 

Description: “Male. Upperside velvety-hlack. Forming with a marginal, short 
pbm^gmal, and a shorter third row of small white spots, the maiginal row bourded 
mwaidlybyarowof small indistinct blue spots ; also indistinct blue maiks within discoidal 
cell, mnOmng with a marginal low of black spots encircled with blue inwardly, and with white 
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outwardly ; [within which is a lunular blue line becoming obsolescent towards the apex], Ctha 
white Underside brown-black. Foiewmgzs above [but all the maikings moie prominent]. 
Hindwing with maiginal row of white lunulated spots, and a submaiginal low of minute white 
dots. [A discal angulated series of bluish-white spots, with some bluish markings m and about 
the cell] Female. Upperside maiked as in male, but washed with olive-green, the marginal 
low of encircled spots of htndwing larger, and with a submaiginal naiiow greenish line. 
Underside with the three rows of white spots on extending to posterior margin. 

On the hindwing the maigmal row of lunulated spots aie laiger, and theie is a submarginal 
low of white spots, also a thud inner low of bluish-white spots.*' (^Moote^ l.c.) 

Ml, Hocking took this species in the Kangra Valley, and states that it flies like Paptlio 
pammottf following the line of a hedge and passing m and out between the bushes.’* 
Ml. A Giaham Young has taken it m the Kulu Valley, I met with it in August below 
Kotgaih, fifty miles north of Simla, and Mr. Templeton has taken it in Masuii. It is common 
in Sikkim, and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens fiom Sylhet, Cheirapunji, Naga 
Hills, Sibsagar {S, £. Peal), and examples bi ought by the Dafla Expedition. It is a very 
pietty insect on tlie wing, has a quick flight, but settles often, always with wings widely 
distended, and frequently on the underside of a leaf. 

Mr Butler (1. c ) recoids a variety from Northern India, with the following desciiption ; — 
** Variety. Male smaller, with the spots distinctly gieen not blue.** I have seen no male specimen 
answering to the above, but the spots on the margin of the upperside in the female are of a 
green rather than of a blue tint. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim example in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 
Genus 66 .~SYP 0 LIMNAS, Hubner. (Plate XX).

Body, moderately robust, laige, those of the male geneially moie brilliantly coloured 
than those of the female ; head and neck often marked with small white spots. Head, 
moderately large, with a frontal tuft nearly reaching to the tip of the second joint of the 
palpi. Eyes, prominent, naked. Palpi, poirected, rather more than twice the length of 
the head, ascending obliquely, but scarcely elevated above the level of the middle of 
the eyes, rather flattened beneath, scaly ; the scales lying flat except at the base, beneath 
which they are slightly elongated, and also near the middle of the upperside of the second 
joint, where there is an elongated tuft of white scales, and another near the tip within, which 
causes the apical joint to be as wide apart as the space between the eyes ; the terminal 
joint is elongate ovate, sligjrtly pointed at the tip, and about one-fourth of the length of 
the second joint. Antennce, short, scarcely above three-fourths of the length of the body, 
and not half the length of the wings, slender, slightly curved ; terminated by a distinct, rather 
small club, not occupying more than one-fifth of the length of the antennas. Club obovate, 
terminated by a very minute acute point, Thorax, moderately robust, hairy, especially on 
the metathoiax ; neck short, maiked with small white spots ; wings large. Forewing, sub- 
tngonate. Costal margin much arched ; apex not regularly rounded 5 ont&r margin about thiee- 
fourths of the length of the costa, angulated below the apex, emaiginate below the angle ; 
margin slightly scalloped ; inner margin slightly concave, about the same length as the costa. 
Costal neivure extending beyond the middle of the costa; subcostal neivure with its first 
branch arising about one-fourth [less than one-third] from the base of the wing ; second branch 
ansmg at a little distance beyond the first, and before the anterior extremity of the discoidal 
cell ; thud branch aiising at about [before] two-thirds of the length of the wing, and extend- 
ing to the tip ; fourth branch arising [less than] half way between it and the apex, and 
reaching the outer margin at a little distance below the apex, the terminal portion of the

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vein slightly deflexed. Upper disco-cellular mtvule verysboit, almost obsolete, arising from 
tlie subcostal at about [inoie than] one-third of the length of the wing ; middle disco-cellular 
short, curved obliquely outwards; louoer disco-cellular slightly cuived, about three times 
as long as the middle one, and uniting with the third branch of the median neivure at a 
little diistance beyond its ongin, closing the discotdal cell at a httle moie than one-third of 
the length of the wmg ; the third [median] bianch is consideiably curved beyond the discoi- 
dal cell. HiNDWiNG, broad neaily rounded ; costal much arched ; mai gin some- 

what longer than the costal, rounded, and scalloped. Picecosial imvure cuived outwardly. 
Costal nervure much cuived, extending to the outer angle. Sulkosial nervure branching at about 
one-fifth of the length of the wing. Upper disco-celhelar neiimh aiising very close to the 
base of the subcostal bianch; loaoer disco- cellular aiising at about the same distance from 
the base of the upper disco-cellular, curved, and united with the median nervuie exactly 
at the oiigin of its third branch, closing the dtscoidal cell. Forelegs, of the male and 
pectoral, scaly ; femora clothed beneath with rather long scaly hairs ; hHa and tarsus 
scaly, the tibia slightly curved, the tarsus not more than one-third of the length of the tibia, 
elongate-ovate, exaiticulate. Of the female consideiably larger ; femur and tibia similarly 
clothed ; tarsus scaly, more than two-thirds of the length of the tibia, distinctly articulated, 
the basal joint occupying nearly three-fomths of the whole tarsus, with two strong spins at 
its tip beneath; second, thud, and fouith joints very short, obliquely truncate, spined beneath 
at the tip ; fifth joint minute, but with similai spines Hindlegs, lathei long, scaly; tibia 
with two rows of short spines, and rather long tibial spurs ; tarsi with several rows of shelter 
spines beneath and at the sides ; claam moderate ” 

‘•lARVA cylindrical; head with two erect spines, each of the following segments with 
several shorter spines Pupa robust ; hunched on the back ; abdomen-case spined*” (West- 
HQood^ 1. c.) 

Mr. Wallace, in monographing the genus in 1869, wrote : “Two of the commonest species, 
jyiadema \==‘Hyp}li7nnas\ bolina, Luinseus, and D, mistppus, Linnseus, have an immense range, 
from Australia and the Pacific to India and Africa, but no other species of the lestricted genus is 
found in continental India, and all but two are inhabitants of the Austro-Malayan region, which 
we may therefoielook upon as the probable birth-place of the gioup. This genus, and those 
which have been separated from it, furnish us with examples of almost all the anomalies of 
variation. Some species present an amount of variation peiliaps greater than any to be found 
among butteiflies ; otheis scarcely vary at all. The sexes aie, in some species, absolutely with- 
out a feature of their colouration in common ; in otheis, they aie haidly distinguishable. In 
a large number of species there is the most wondeiful mimiciy of other groups, so that they 
have been mistaken for and and there is, peihaps, nothing more sti iking 

than the accuiate manner in which some African speaes imitate the striped and spoUed^Actace, 
which inhabit the very same districts. In the Eastern islands the protective mimiciy has 
sometimes caused the usual sexual chaiacters to be completely leveised, which has led to 
confusion in the determination of the species.” (Wallace, 1. c ) 

The males of the two Indian species aie among the most beautiful of butterflies, being black 
on the uppeiside, with a large pale-centied patch of resplendent irridescent pm pie on each 
wing, this colour, however, being quite invisible when seen from behind, though it is most bril- 
liant when seen in front, zV., with the head of the insect turned towards the observer, “in 
which position, as Dr. Schulte remarks, the male would be seen by the female when approach- 
ing her,” as Mr. Darwin has quoted. The two Indian species occur abundantly throughout 
the country, and in the hills are met with up to 6,000 feet at any rate,

Description ; ‘‘ Male, Upperside very dark indigo-blue. Foret&mg vjxth a larije elongate 
and macular white spot at [beyond] end of cell, margined with blight bluish, commencing nearthe 
upper discoidal neivule and teimmatmg neai the second median neivule ; two or thiee small sub- 
apical white spots divided by the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules ; and sometimes followed 
by a few minute submarginal whitish spots placed between the nervules Uindiaing with a 
large medial white spot, bioadly and iriegularly surrounded by pale bluish, which commences 
on lower half of cell, and is bounded by the uppei subcostal and the first median nervules ; 
a series of minute and fi equently subobsolete submarginal white spots placed between the 
neivules CtUa of both wings alternately white. Underside daik ohvaceous-biown. Foj swing 
with the white mai kings as above, but with the large maculai spot at [beyond] end of cell almost 
extending to costa, not prominently margined with bluish, and followed by a small pale spot be- 
neath the second median neivule ; submaiginal spots distinct, one on each side of fiist median 
neivule laigest and bluish ; a pale lunulate submaiginal fascia and a similar but more linear 
maiginal fascia, which aie almost obsolete above the lowei discoidal neivule ; basal half of costal 
area minutely iiioiated with gieyish ;cell with thiee upper small and irregular white spots raoie 
or less surrounded with dark fuscous. Hindwing with a broad medial whitish fascia, com- 
mencing near upper subcostal nervule, wheie it is preceded by a subcostal spot, and teiminating 
near anal angle (this fascia is vaiiable both in size and shape) 5 a submarginal series of small 
bluish white spots placed between the nervules, followed by a submaiginal series of greyish 
subconical spots placed in pairs between the nervules ; marginal linear lunular spots as on 
forewing. Cilia as above. Body above dark indigo-blue, the head maiked with a few pale 
spots ; body beneath and legs more or less concolourous with wings ; the palpi beneath white, 
the legs beneath moie or less greyish, and the abdomen and thorax with a few whitish spots. 
Female. Upperside dark olivaceous-brown. Forewing a few small bluish subcostal 
spots above cell ; a transverse blue macular fascia beyond end of cell (conesponding to the 
white fascia of male) ; a submaiginal series of white spots placed between the nervules, the 
two uppermost of which are largest and contiguous, followed by a submarginal and maiginal 
series of waved and linear greyish spots, between which the colour is somewhat paler, Hindwtng 
with a submaiginal series of greyish spots placed between the nervules, followed by a seiies of 
subconical spots of the same colour, which are placed conjointly in pairs between the nervules; 
marginal spots as on forewing, but more lunulate. Ciha of both wings alteinately gieyish. 
Underside brownish ochraceous. Forewing^fi^Ca. the marginal and submarginal maikings as 
above, the macular fascia at [beyond] end of cell subobsolete and greyish ; the basal half of wing 
is pale castaneous, with the costal aiea and cell marked as in. male. Hindwing with the maiginal 
and submarginal markings as above, and the middle ciossed by a faint gieyish fascia more or 
less conesponding to that on the wings of the male.” {jywtant, 1. c) 

« Larva purple-biown, head armed with two long erect blanched spines, the segments with 
a dorsal row of three (two only on the anterior and posterior segments) long blanched red 
spines, and three lateial rows of spines. Pupa thick, purple-biown, blotched with black ; ab- 
dominal segments with stout pointed doisal tubercles ; head obtuse, pointed in front, thoraic 
angulai at top.” {Moqh^ L c. in Lep. Cey.) Suigeon-Majoi Foisayeth found the “laiva 
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on a small herb with a puiple flowei. It somewhat lesembled that of Junonia onthyia^ 
but the head is entire, of a red coloui, and armed with two fleshy hoi ns coveied with 
short spines. The body is also armed with similai processes. The pupa also resembles that 
of J, oiiihyia in foim and coloui ing, but of couise much larger m size, and has spinous 
piojections along the middle of abdomem and doisum of thoiax.* 

Mr. Wallace writes (1. c.) : — “This is an exceedingly wide-spread and vaiiable species. The 
male is tolerably constant, but presents three decided modifications. That which extends 
over the whole continent of India, is geneially distinguished by a low of white points behind 
the blue and white spot on the hind wing, and the white bands acioss the wings on the 
underside are well maiked. Those of the Malayan and Polynesian countiies never have 
the white dots, and seldom have the bands beneath so distinctly marked. In the British 
Museum are some lemaikable specimens fiom the Philippine Islands, in which the male has 
the spot on the hind wing i educed to a mere blue gloss without any paler centie, so that in 
most lights it is invisible ; but without a large series fiom this locality it would be impossible 
to determine how far this is linked to the more oidinary forms by intei mediate types.’" 
Regaiding this latter point there are two male specimens in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, and seveial in my own collection, obtained by Mr. S. E, Peal at Sibsagar in 
Upper Assam, which agiee with the specimens from the Philippine Islands refeiied 
to, in the character of the blue spot without white on the upperside of the hmdwing, 
but although they aie alike in this respect they differ in size and in the maikings of the 
underside. Mr. W. C. Taylor has ilso taken a small specimen in Oiissa, which shows but 
very faint traces of the white coloui ation in the middle of the blue spot ; in fact there aie 
gradations from a peifectly uniform blue spot to others in which the white spot is fully 
developed. 

In India holina is represented by several fairly well-marked forms in the male, but they 
are neither confined to particular localities nor constant in their characters, each form being 
linked to the others by numerous intermediate gradations. The female is much moie constant 
comparatively, though it too shows variation m the extent of the markings, especially on the 
upperside. 

The typical male which was described by Linnaeus under the name hoUna^ and figured by 
Clerck under the same name and by Cramer under the name auge^ has on the upperside the 
patches white, boidered with blue ; the white cential portion being untmted with blue in any 
light ; on the underside there is a pi eminent white bar or band on each wing, and the sub- 
maiginal band of whitish spots between the discal dots and marginal lunules is obsolescent. 
This form, so far as I am aware, usually appears during the lainy season, 

Next theie is a largei foim in which on the upperside the patch on the hindwing is tinted 
oriiroiated with blue throughout, but much paler in the centre; and on the margin they 
frequently show moie or less pi eminent traces of whitish maikings coi responding with the 
bolder markings of the underside. The underside is very variable, typically lighter and 
more uniform brown, the w^hite band on the forewing much i educed and iiroiated with brown, 
the white discal band of the hmdwing veiy diffused and obsolescent ; and the submaiginal band 
on the other hand much more prominent and almost filling the entire space between the discal 
dots and the marginal lunules. The larger size, paler and moie uniform colouration of the 
underside, and the absence of pure white markings, those on the upperside being iriorated with 
bluish, and those on the underside with brown, are the distinguishing characters of this form. 
As far as I am aware, it usually appears during the dry season. 

Again, each of these forms exhibits, but not commonly, a striking variety in which the 
patch on the upperside of the hmdwing is uniform black, shot in certain lights with brilliant 
deep blue, but showing no trace of pale centering. These varieties are not casual isolated 
forms, but linked by numerous gradations in which the pale centeimg gets gradually less. 

In the variety allied to the smaller typical form there is a striking difference on the 
underside also, in extieme cases the white discal band of the hindwing and all the whitish

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markings on the bolder of both wings entuely disappear, except a white dot on the cilia in 
each inteispace, and theie appeal s a deep violet suffused patch on the disc just beyond the cell ; 
the ground-colour is daikei throughout, and the discal white mai kings of the forewing though 
nanoweraie piominent. 

In the variety allied to the laiger foim the underside is less stiikingly diffeient, the 
markings are even tnoie obscuie and suffused as well as u rotated with blown, and the discal 
dots on both wings are moie piomineiitly tinted with violet 

The female was hgured by Donovan and Diuiy undei the name jncmtha, and later on was 
described by Fabiicius undei the name avia. The vauations of it, which aie casual and in- 
constant, aie mainly confined to the gi eater or less piomiiience of the blue macular fascia on 
the uppei side of the forewing, and the great ei or less piominence of the whitish submarginal 
band on the hind wing, in one exti erne consisting of small conical spots m pans between the 
neivules, in the other extieme these spots aie gieaily elongated, entiiely filling the spaces 
between the veins, and coalescing with the discal spots towaids the anal angle On the under- 
side the females in all cases appear to coiiespond with the laigei foim, and not with the 
typical smaller form in style of markings Mr. Mooie in his “ Lepidoptera of Ceylon” gives 
H jacintha as a distinct species from H bohna, but remarks that the foimer “may probably 
be a seasonal variety of ” the latter. 

B. hohna is in most paits of the country one of the commonest as well as one of the most 
beautiful of the Indian buttei flies ; m the drier poitions of Western Continental India it is rare, 
but even there it may occasionally be found in gardens. In the moister legions, particularly in the 
waim valleys and submontane tiacts, it abounds, and the flash of the biilliant puiple as it opens 
and closes its wings while sunning itself on some flower or spiay of foliage meets the eye 
at eveiy turn. 

Mr, Butlei has recently desciibed as a distinct species under the name of B, chafybdis 
some specimens which I cannot recognise even as a distinct vaiiety of B. bohna. He appaient- 
ly consideis the laigei foim described above to be distinct and to stand as B. jacintha, but m 
this I cannot follow him The original desciiption of B charyhdts\% appended foi reference.* 

A closely-allied species or local lace which has been desciibed apparently fiom a single 
pail by Mr. Butlei as B incommoda occuis in Malacca ; it is almost identical with the Javan 
species which has been identified as B lasmassa of Lucas Qnec Ciamer), the female of 
which piesents the characteis noted but is extiemely vaiiable (one foim of it is figured by 
Cramer as P pioserpincC). The desciiption of B. incommoda is appended foi refeience.i* 

In the Malay peninsula and aichipelago seveial species of this genus occui which apparently 
mimic ceitain species of Euplma, Two species of this group have been desciibed as occurring 
within our limits, B.wallaceana (India ?), and interstincla (Assam, ff'afwich),hvLt thet 
authority for the localities appeals to be in both cases doubtful, and I am not personally 
awaie of any instance of the occui lence of any species of this gioup even in Tenasserim,

Mr Distant states (I c ) that *'The male and female typical specimens, which are contained in the British 
Museum, and here figured, constitute at present our sole knowledge of the species.” 
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I append desciiptions of these species for lefeience, also of D, anomala* to which they aie 
both evidently veiy closely allied.

Diadema i=stHypohmfias\anofptalao^ex'>Xh& most remarkable case known among butterflies of a reversal 
of the usual sexual colounng, the males being always dull brown, the females glossed with rich blue The 
reason for this exception to the oroinary rule is, I believe, to be found m the fact that the brilliant blue gloss 
causes the femule to resemble or mimic the Euploea midamas, one of the veiy commonest butterflies of the East, 
and one that belongs to the pre-eminently protected group of the Danaidce The two insects frequent the 
same places, and the resemblance on the wing was such as to deceive myself, and it xs peihaps owing to this 
cause that I captuied so few specimens of this intciesting butteifly I hat protection which female insects 
usually obtain by being less, brilliant and conspicuous than the males, is here given by exactly opposite means ; 
a remarkable proof, as it appears to me, that female butterflies would be moie generally brilliant than they 
are, weie not their vauations in this direction checked, and eliminated by the danger they incur through it. 
It may be obseived, that 111 the allied species Diadema antilope, the female resembles Euplcea climena (a 
common species in the countnes it inhibits) much more than the male does It also closely resembles 
a species which has long figured in our lists as a Diadema \ and there is reason to believe 
that the Eurytehda^ to which Elymmas belongs, are themselves a protected group, though perhaps not so 
perfectly so as the Danaid< 3 e. ” ( Wallace, I c.)

This foim “affords one of the best and strongest examples of ‘mimiciy,’ it being a true 
and staitling mimic of Danais chiysippns^ a protected species which is found with it 
in its different habitats, excluding Ameiica, where, however, it is evidently an introduced 
species. According to Boisduval, this resemblance is even found at fiist sight, in the 
laivse of the two species, which in South Afiica feed upon the leaves of the Oleander.”

This form of the female is the most widely distributed, probably occurring everywhere 
with the male.

At Aden {Major Yetbwy), Ootacamund {G, F. Hampson\ and probably elsewhere in 
India a variety of this foim occurs with the disc of the hindwing on the upperside white ; it mimics 
the variety of Danais chrysippus named alcippus^ which also has white on the hind wing.

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At Aden this form also vaiies, examples occuiring in which the hmdwing is suffused 
with white on the disc, its model being the tiue Danais donppus of Klug, This variety of 
Hypohmnas has been separately desciibed by Mr. Butler as AT, alcippoides* It occuis in the 
Victoiia Nyanza, Africa, as well as in Aden.

Colonel Lang has leaied it on Portulaca oleracea, “ Pupa purple-brown, thick, abdominal 
segments tubeicular, head obtusely pointed, thoiax convex** [Mooe, 1 c) I can see no 
lesemblance between the laiva of ff, misippus and that of Pauats chtysippus^ although 
Boisduval is said to have seen some. 

H m sippus appeals to be almost as universally met with in India as is Danais chrysippus, 
which IS the model of the I Form of its female The apex of the foiewing on the under- 
side being ochieons will at once distinguish the males of this species from that sex of 
ff, bodna, though m size and general style of mai kings the small rainy season biood of the 
latter lesembles it somewhat closely, but it always has the apex of the forewing black beneath.

Costal nervttre stout, ex- 
tending about three-fifths of the length of the wing ; subcostal slender, sometimes emitting 
its fiist and second nervules near together before the end of the cell, the third at less than half 
the distance between this and the apex, the fourth rather more remote fiom the apex than 
from the third ; sometimes emitting its first nervule before the end of the cell, its second [after 
the end of the cell] at about an equal distance fiom the first and thud, its fouith nearer to 
the third than to the apex. Upper tptsco-cellular nervule very short, sometimes almost wanting ; 
middle cuived inwards, longer [?| shorter] than the lower ^ which is nearly straight, and 
anastomoses with the third median - nervule at some distance from its origin. Hindwing, 
obovate ; the margins about equal,' all rounded. Preecostal ne^vure slightly curved, 

directed outwards ; discoidal nervule appearing to be a third subcostal nervule. Discoidal cell 
closed by a slender disco-cellular, sometimes flexuous, sometimes nearly straight. Forelegs, 
of the male^ fringed with long depcate hairs ; Hbia smooth, rather shorter than the femur ; 
/ar.faj shorter than the tibia, one-joiipted, subcylindiic, tapering towards the apex. Of the 
female sc&lyt slightly fringed with ha^rs ; tibia fully as long as the femui, smooth, slenderest in 
the middle ; tarsus shoiter than the tibia, smooth, five-jointed ; the first joint twice the length of 
the rest combined ; the second barely pne-fourth the length of the first; the third one-half

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the length of the second ; the fouith transveise, thiee-fourths the length of the thud ; these 
joints all aimed at the apex with a shoit spine on each side, not coveied at the base by any 
bunch of hairs or setse situated on the next joint ; fifth joint smallei than the fourth, tiansverse, 
unarmed. Middle and hindlegs, with the femora and ttbz(S of about equal length, the 
latter spined all round; the lateial spines much the longest ; the spurs very distinct. Tatst 
about as long as the tibise ; all the joints nearly cylindric, spiny all round ; first joint neaily 
equal to the others combined, the spines below arranged m two alternating seiies ; second, 
third and fouith joints progiessively shoitei ; the fifth longer than the third; all these with 
the spines of the lower suiface arianged in two regularly opposed series. Claivs, curved, 
grooved below. Paronychia^ bilaciniate ; the outei lacinia lather slender, tapering, equal 
to the claw ; inner much shorter Pulvillus, jointed, nearly equal in length to the claw.” 

“Larva, cylmduc, spiny, the spines verticillate; the prothoiacic segment always with 
at least two spines. Pupa, angular, tuberculate, the head mostly bifid.” {Doubleday, 1. c.) 

Like the genera Hestina, Neptis, and Cyrestis, Argynms is divisible into two gioups by 
the position of the second subcostal nervule of the foiewing. The first, which contains all 
the laiger Indian species, has the “ second subcostal neivule thrown off befoie the end of the 
cell, and the second joint of the palpi mostly much swollen.” The second group contains but 
two species within Indian limits, which aie of small size, andingeneialappeaianceare veiy like 
species of the genus Melitcea^ This gioup has the “ second subcostal nervule thrown off beyond 
the end of the cell, and the second joint of the palpi not remaikably swollen.” In the males 
of some of the Indian species of the fiist group the two lower median nervules and the 
submedian nervure are clothed for a portion of their length with modified hairs and scales, 
this “sexual mark” appearing on different veins in different species. 

The genus is a very extensive one, occurring in both the Old and New Worlds up to 
the extreme northern limit of vegetation : the great majoiity of the species belong to the 
Palsearctic and Neaictic regions, but a single species is found in the tropics of the Old World, and 
one IS recoided from Jamaica, and several species from Chili and Buenos Ayres in the new. One 
species. A* niphe, occurs throughout India fiom the outer ranges of the Himalayas to Ceylon, 
also in Assam, British Burma, Java, Australia and China. All the rest of the Indian species 
(except A. rtidra which has as yet been found only in the Khasi Hills, and A. chtldreni which 
occurs also in the Khasi Hills as well as in the Himalayas) occur only in the Himalayas, some at 
very great elevations. The species are all “ moie or less of a bright fulvous orange, marked 
with black spots, arranged in transverse bands ; and, below, the same or similar spots are 
repeated on a rather paler ground, mingled on the hindwing, and at the apex of the forewmg 
with silvery or pearly spots, sometimes also with green ; on the hindwing they aie often 
shining green, splashed with silver. The laivse are always spiny ; the spines set round with 
numerous stiff hairs ; the prothoracic segment always has two spines, which sometimes are 
longer than the others. The general colour is brown or fuscous, with longitudinal bands of 
either a darker or paler hue. Some are bluish white, with longitudinal fuscous lines ; the 
spines being brown. The food of most of the species consists of some species of violet, but 
some feed on the bi amble, nettle, some Cructferce and Papiltomcecs, and also on Anchusa 
offUmalis and Polygonum bistorta, Lymg hid under the leaves the greater part of the day, 
they aie difficult to find. The pupae are more or less angulated, constiicted acioss the back, the 
head often bifid, the abdominal segme'ats furnished with a double row of tubeicles on the 
dorsal surface. They are geneially of some shade of brown, often marked with metallic 
spots. The pupae of the species composing the second section are rounder at the head, and 
altogether less angular than those of the first section.” {^Douhleday, 1 c.) 

The key below is mainly based on certain structuial characters of both sexes, the next 
division having been made on the colour and markings displayed. The males of the first 
five species in addition differ from all those which follow in having the “ sexual marks” men- 
tioned above, this feature being absent from all the rest. It is to be noted however in the 
case of A. niphe that this character is only pi eminent in specimens from South India 
(the Nilgiri and Pulni Hills, and Tiavancoie), it being barely traceable in Ceylon specimens 
or in those fiom el&ewheie.

Hindwing with slender black discoidal 
marks and tiansveise discal spots, a submaiginal inner row of small spots and outer row of 
bioad conical spots bordered towards the anal angle by a blue line ; a marginal dentate line 
boidered by a blue line. Female browmsh-ochieous on basal aiea ; markings broadei ; 
apical aieaof forewing with blue-black mteispaces and obliquely ciossed by a white band, the 
spots also boidered by blue. Underside, Jorewlng red. on. basal area, pale ochreous and 
gieemsh at apex; male with two apical seiies of white spots; female as above; other 
markings as on upperside. Htndwing greenish ochreous-brown, crossed by three black zigzag 
lines and a submargmal line broadly bordered by silveiy- white ; a discal row of spots centied 
with silvery-white.” QMoore, 1 , c ) 

Ml. Mooie m his “ Lepidopteia of Ceylon” has figured the laiva and pupa, but has not 
desciibed them. Mr. A. Graham Young has however furnished me with a description of the 
tiansfoimations of a Kulu specimen. 

“Larva. Head and legs black, body black, this coloui, howevei, almost obscuied by the 
oiange-tawny maikings. A bioad 01 ange-tawny doisal stupe. Four stiaight hoi izontal simple 
black spines on head ; spines on pectoial segments black ; on abdominal segments pink, 
tipped with black ; on caudal segments pink, faintly black tipped. Pupa. Head and wing- 
cases pale Indian red ; ten pale metallic spots on back; abdomen daik pink ; spines faintly 
black tipped.” The head ends m two well-sepaiated blunt points ; there are a pair of spines 
anterioily, another pair m the middle, and a third smallest pair posteriorly on the thorax, the 
latter being hunched and keeled, on the abdominal segments theie are eight pairs of spines, 
the thud anteuor pair the laigest. 

Of all the species of the genus, A* nifhe has probably the widest geographical range. In 
India it is found throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas, in Assam, and Burma. I have 
taken it at Agra m the winter, it occurs again m Bombay, the Nilgins, Tiavancore, and Ceylon, 
where it is “found in the hills fiom 2,000 to 6,000 feet, in the neighbourhood of waste 
grass-lands and swamps. Laiva feeds on wild violet” (Mackwood). Colonel Lang writes 
of it: “ Tolei ably abundant 111 certain localities, 6,000 to 8,000 feet in the Noith-West 
Himalayas, The males seem much more abundant than the females ” It has not been recorded 
ftom the Andamans and Nicobars noi fiom the Malay peninsula, but occuts again in Sumatia, 
Java, Formosa, Chma, and North Austialia. The male may be distinguished fiom all othei 
Indian species of the genus by the blue maigmal markings on the uppeiside of the hind wing, 
and the female by the whole apical half of the forewing being purplish-black, ciossed by an 
oblique white band intersected by the neivules. In South Indian specimens of the male the 
fiist median nervule on the upperside of thefoiewmg is fuiijished for a poitiou of its length 
with laised modified scales, this character being obsolete m specimens from othei localities. 

Body robust? ascending, finely pilose, second joint long, extending to top of the head, third joint short, 
pointed and naked , legi slender , anietttt<» with a short spatulai club, ^ews dissimilar. Type, A* mphef

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Ml. Mooie has desciibed an accidental vaiiety or sport” of A, niphe undei the name of 
A artma Theie is a somewhat similai but less heavily maiked example fiom the Khasi Hills 
m the Indian Museum, Calcutta. A description of A. anina is given below.

Description: “Upperside bright fulvous, duller and slightly tinged with gieen at the base. 
Forming with the maikings disposed as in A. childrem, but somewhat smaller, but with a mar- 
ginal low of small spots. Hmdivmg with the spots also disposed as in A, childiem^ but with 
a maigmal low of spots. U nderside,/?;'^///^ fulvous-yellow, greenish at the apex ; the spots 
on the exteiior half indistinct. Hindwmg light green, palest on abdominal margin ; a feriu- 
ginous 11 regular band ciossing the basal half i an iiregulai more or less white line crossing from 
anterior margin near the angle to abdominal angle ; also some white disposed from anal angle 
and enclosing the green colour, and thus foiming a submarginal row ; along the outside of the 
white line some feiiugmous spots, centied with white. Wings shaped as m A. laodtce^ which 
appears to be a near ally.” (Afoore, 1 . c ) 

A. rtidra is a veiy beautiful species, and is quite distinct fiom all the othei Indian ones, 
though closely allied to the Eastern European, Northern Asiatic and Japanese A, laodtce, Pallas, 
but IS more heavily maiked, and the outei margin of the hind wing on the undei side not so 
distinctly vinous colouied. The male has the dark raised scales on the upperside of the fore- 
wing on either side of the submedian neivuie and first median nervule for a portion of their 
length. I have not seen a female, but it will probably differ from the male only in having 
the ground-colour on the upperside somewhat duller, and all the black maikings heavier, and 
in lacking the dark raised scales on the nervules. It is fairly common at Shillong in June, 
and the Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses specimens fiom Cherrapunji, Sibsagar (S. E, 
FealJt and others from Pousee m Upper Buima taken in Maich by the Yunan Expedition* 
I have no knowledge of its occurrence in Sikkim or indeed anywhere west of the Brahmaputra. 
Mr. Moore recoids it from Kashmir in describing the collection of the late Captain R. B. 
Reed, but it is quite possible that the specimen was obtained by exchange ; no other 
collector has, so far as I know, found it there nor in the vast intervening tract of country 
from Kashmii to Bhutan ; and if a species of this type weie found m the western Himalayas 
It would moie probably be the eastern Euiopean A. laodice than the Indo-Buimese A, rudra.

The outer maigin from about the 
discoidal neivule incieasingly to the anal angle and ascending the abdominal margin for a 
shoit distance is bluish-greenish, which constitutes the most piominent feature of this species. 
Underside, red, almost crimson in freshly emeiged specimens, the apex at fiist 

ochreous, then gieenish, ciossed by two silvery lines; other markings as above, but moie 
prominent. Hindwing rich shining greenish ochreous, crossed by numeious silvery lines and 
bands, defined on one or both sides with black. A subbasal band from the costa to the 
median nervure, below which is an annulated spot, a band from the subcostal to the median ner- 
vuie crossing the middle of the cell, the disco-cellulars defined with a silveiy line, another band 
from the subcostal neivure to the discoidal neivule wheie it merges into a broad discal band fiom 
the costa to the anal angle, fiom whence it extends up the abdominal margin ; the internal and 
submedian nervures and the fiist median neivule all bioadly defined with silvery till they 
meet a cross silveiy band which extends from the internal neivure to the thud median nervule, 
where it becomes merged in the discal band ; beyond this latter band is a series of obscure 
dusky spots with ochreous centres, a submarginal line, and two maiginal ones divided by a 
fine black line, a similar black line on the margin. Ciha of the foiewing fulvous, of the 
hindwing white tipped with black at the ends of the nervules. Head and body thickly 
clothed with fulvous hairs, Female differs from the male only in the ground-colour of the 
UPPERSIDE being much duller, dusky-ochieous instead of rich fulvous. No raised modified 
scales on the upper side of the forewing along the veins. 

childreni is the finest species of the genus occuriing in India, probably in the world. 
It attains its largest size and greatest richness of colouring at Shillong, the species becoming 
smaller and less brightly coloured the further west it extends. I have taken it in 
Kashmir, Kulu, Simla and Sikkim ; it occurs in Masuii, Kuraaon, Nepal, Shillong, the Khasi 
Hills, and Munipur, and it was obtained by the Yunan expedition. Colonal Lang stales 
that it is “ a North-West Himalayan species, frequenting giassy slopes near woods, open 
copses and gardens, 7,000 to 10,000 feet elevation. Flight bold and very fast, Affects Com^ 
positce and Crucifem. Not a very common species. ”

bars crossing the cell near its middle, anothei broader pair at its outer end, with an oblique 
black line joining them ; a discal much angled band, a diffused subcostal spot, a series of 
seven even rounded spots, two submarginal series of oval spots, the outer seiies touching each 
other on the interspaces, the first and second median nervules for a portion of their length in 
the middle of the wing clothed with upright modified scales, which form a prominent ridge 
along that portion of the nervules. Hmdzomg more greenish, the disco-cellulars marked with 
a duplex black line, a discal 11 regular somewhat lunulated line fiom the costal nervure to 
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the fiist median nerviile, a seiies of five round spots beyond, a seiies of seven submaiginal 
spots, the three anterior ones rounded, the rest lunular, a maiginal senes of joined luuules. 
Underside, losy red, the costa, apexbioadly and outei margin decreasmgly to anal 

angle pale yellow, the black spots at the apex on the iippeiside gieenish on the underside, other 
mai kings as above, but more piominent. Hindwing deep green ; the costal lobe, a spot 
within fiom the base of the pisecostal along the costal nervuie, a cuived spot from the costal 
neiviue to the point wheie the fiist subcostal nervuie is given off, mwaidly defined with black, 
a similar spot towards the end of the cell (all these spots often more or less wanting), a 
discal irregular somewhat narrow band, inwaidly defined with black towaids the costa, a senes 
of five minute spots placed on round diffused fulvous patches, and a submarginal nairow line, 
all silvery, Femyle. Upperside daikei than in the male, all the markings moie prominent. 
Underside also with the markings more piomment, especially the silvery ones on the hind- 
wing, All the cilia fulvous. 

I am indebted to Mr. J. F. Duthie for a single male specimen of this species taken by a 
native botanical collectoi attached to Colonel Lockhart’s mission, probably neai Gilgit, on 
the noith-eastern frontier of Kashmir It has aheady been recorded fiom Tuikestan,* and 
fiom Kouldja.t The species should be known by its oldest name, .4. as Cramer de- 
sciibed it a year in advance of Schiffermullei in the Wiener Veizeichniss, but as it has almost 
umfoimly been known as A,^andofa^ I have letamed that name

Description : “ Upperside golden-yellow ; forewing somewhat dusky at the base, hind- 
wing tinged in paits with yellowish-green Forewing with all the veins and veinlets deeply 
defined with black; the black maikings disposed exactly as m A, paphia [the “Silver- 
washed Fritillary” of England] but larger and duller, and in A. HmaJa the submargmal row 
of spots aie less defined and continuous, rather forming a stupe than a linear senes of spots ; 
the marginal row is connected between the veinlets by a narrow line. Hmdwino with an 
iiiegular zigzag innei black band, then a row of five lound black spots, and a submai^nal row 
of seven linear-shaped spots (the anterior and third being smallest), also a maiginal black 
line ; the angles and end of veinlets also black. Underside, yellow, themarkmgs 

within discoidal ceU and about the disc as above, but the submargmal row paler ; none on mar- 
gin ; near the apex a gieen patch, containing three silvery-white spots. Hindwing beautiful 
metallic green, with a bioad submaiginal and inner band, and a series of marks about the 
half silvery-white, all margined moie or less on one side with black ; between the submaiginal 
and inner band some small spaces of yellow, and an indistinct row of leddish spots. Wings 
shaped z&m A. paphia,:' ( Moore, 1. _c ) The female has the base and inner maigin of the 
forewing and all but the anteiior margin of the hindwing on the uppeiside thickly powdered 
with duE green, the maikings are similar to those of the male. 

This is a much smaller species than A. chtldreni ; the colouring of the uppeiside is duskv 
ochreous like the female of that species, the outer maigin of the hindwing concolouious with 
the rest of the wing, not gi-eenish-bluish as in A. Mldreni. On the upperside of the foiewing 
in the male the first and second median nervules only have the raised modified scales The 
hindwing is much less deeply scalloped than in A. Mldreni. It is a fairly common species in 
Chim, Kuluand the Simla district in the late summer. Mr. Moore lecords it fiom Kashmir 
wheie I found it the commonest species of the genus in June. Colonel Lang remaiks that 
A. iamala is "abundant throughout a tract of I20 miles, at an altitude of 6,000 to 10,000

thistles, scabious heads, &c.” Mr W. Doheity took it in the Pindaii Valley in Noith-West 
ICumaon at 8,000 feet elevation. 

Dr. Felder has described A, cnidia as a distinct species , it appears however to be only 
A. kamala. His desciiption is appended.*

narrow lunulated spots irregularly disposed, but each joined to the other by being continued 
m a line on the vein ; a small suffused spot before the apex ; a second discal seiies of lound 
spots, a submarginal row of lunules, and a double maigmal line, Htndwtng with a double 
maik closing the cell ; an iiiegular tiansverse discal senes of lunules ; a second discal senes 
of three round spots and an upper inteimediate dot ; a submarginal low of well-defined 
lunules, and a double maigmal line. Cilia pale fulvous yellow. Underside, forewmg pale 
fulvous, gieenish yellow apically ; markings as above, except that those at the apex and 
the marginal line are pale green, the inner apical spaces being silveiy white. Binduoing pale 
green, yellowish across the disc and along extenor margin, basal and a tiansverse discal 
series of spots, and a maigmal row of lunules, silveiy white, those of the two foimer 
moie or less with a black boidei, the lattei boxdered by a black maigmal line ; a few 
lufous-brown spots outside the discal seues. Female of a deeper colour ; markings the 
same, but laigei.” 

“ This species is allied to A. clara^ Blanchaid.” {Mooie^ 1 c in Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lond ) 

“ AoU , — Veiy common in Uppei Kunawui ; not appealing in Lower Kunawur. This is 
Q. com^dxiioxito A, kamalaf but only foi some twenty miles of its furthest noithein range, 
appealing fiist on the meadows of “ Chmi,’* 10,000 feet elevation, the finest village of Kunawiu ; 
this and the next ten miles appear its head- quarters. I caught it, howevei, far to the eastwaid, 
on the baie, treeless, shrubless regions of the Zungcham iiver, in Tibet (an affluent of the 
Spiti). It flies from May to Novembei.” ( Colonel A, M Lang, R E,,\. c.) 

“ Mr. Elwes has frequently urged upon me the importance of the expanded fusifonn 
patches upon the median branches in the males of many species of Atgynms, as piobably 
constant and therefore valuable characters for the deteimination of otheiwise nearly allied 
foims ; in this opinion I have no doubt he is right, and theiefoie I do not hesitate to regard 
Argynnis adip^^ (the male of which has two such patches on the foiewing) as peifectly distinct 
from A^jainadeva, in which these patches have not been developed.'^ {^Butler, 1 , c.) 

Argynnis cntdta^ Felder. Habitat: Kulu, Pangi, Expanse . 2 7 mckes. Description . “Male, Upper- 
side, fulvescent, the basal area yellowish-brown, hauy, a cellular mark, another at the extremity of 

the cell, a httle band placed between, a macular broken discal band, a small subapical band, a bent senes of 
external spots, others submargmal, with the margin divided by a senes of streaks of the ground-colour and the 
nervules blackish. Htndwmg yellowish-brown, with a disco-cellular spot, a broken maculai discal stnga, 
external spots, others submargmal bent, and the margin divided by little streaks of the ground-colour much 
wider than in the forewmg, all blackish, with obsolete fulvous spots in three series between these (the inner 
senes short). Underside, much paler, the spots blacker, the apical margin greenish, with two or four 
silvery spots. Hzndiotng greenish, tinted throughout with fulvescent, the costal margin on the lobe, a basal 
fascia, another subbasal banded inwardly with black, a third very macular, a fourth widei and a fifth before the 
margin all outwardly banded with black, silvery, external obsolete silvery dots, widely circled with ferruginous 
and outwardly widely defined with fulvous. Female ; Upperside darker, the spots larger.” {Felder, 1 c.) 

i Argynnis adi^pe, Linnaeus. “The male closely resembles A* aglaia, but the black lines along the 
nervures of the forewing [on the upperside] are imcker. Underside, Forewmg brighter fulvous rhaw 
in A* aglaia, with distinct silvery markings near the apex. Hindwing light yellow, with a fulvous tinge ; 
spots well defined and sUvery ; between the hind-marginal and medial rows is a series of reddish spots 
with silvery centres , the inner margin is greenish, ^ with a silvery gloss. Female brighter fulvous fthsm m 
A, aglaidl, and the darkmaikiags are not so intense, neither is there the black shading towards the base 
of the wings found m that species. Expanse ; i '9 to 2*2 inches. HaBitat; Europe, Asia Minor, Armenia, 
the Altai, and the Amur. ’ {Lang in Butt, of Europe, p. 2x2}. 
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I took A. jatmdev(t ia several places in Kashmir in June and also m Ladak ^ the latter owing 
to the scanty vegetation and diy climate are much smallei and hghtei colouied than specimens 
from elsewhere. Kulu female specimens are exceedingly dark on the uppeiside, the 
giound-colour basally being fuscous tinted with deep vinous purple. As pointed out by 
Mr. Butler the male has no secondaiy sexual characters on the uppeiside of the foiewing* 
though some specimens show tiaces of thickening on the first and second median neivules, 
A, adippe possessing this character to a greater extent. It does not appeal to occur on the 
outer langes of the Himalayas ; it seems to be confined to the inner ranges of the Western 
Himalayas at elevations above 8,000 feet. Mr. W. Doheity took it at Dhankii in Western 
Kumaon at 11,000 feet, 

427* Argyanis vitatlia, Moore, 

A. vttaihdi Moore, Proc. Zool , Soc. Load , 1874, p.s68. 

Habitat : Kashmir, North side of Rajdiangan pass and Gurais ; Gilgit. 

Expanse : 2*25 inches. 

Description : “ Allied to A» aglaia ; markings similar but moie prominent. Underside 
of hindviing with the whole of the space fiom base to the tiansveise discal senes of 
silveiy spots, as well as their outer bordeied spots and maiginal lunules, daik powdeiy 
gieen.^* {Mooie^ 1. c ) 

Through the kindness of Mr. J, F. Dulhie I have lately received three males and a female 
of this species obtained piobably near Gilgit under the same conditions A, pandora 

mentioned above. They may at once be distinguished from A jainade^a by all the mai kings 
on the upperside being much smaller ; the apex of the foiewing, the whole basal aiea of the 
hindwmg up to the discal series of silvei spots, also a senes of spots placed outwardly 
against these latter, rich powdery green | the maigmal silver lunules also sunounded with 
that colour (assuming the form of lunules within). On the hindwmg also on Lhe undeiside 
theie is no senes of rufous-brown spots with silver centres between the maigmal and discal 
senes of silver spots, noi a silver spot on the costa between the discal and subbasal senes of 
silver spots as in A. jaimdet^a, 

A description of A^ aglaia is appended for refeience, A* vitatka being at best but a veiy 
slight variety of it,* 


428. Argynnls olara, Blanchard,

Habitat ; Tihri Garhwal, North- West Himalayas. 

Expanse : 2*3 inches. 

Description ; Upperside golden-yellow, with small black spots arranged m tiansveise 
rows. [Underside], ^mdwiug greQuish-golden, with in egular basal spots and spots arranged m 
two rows, silvery, ” 

“Upperside orange-yellow, with the base of wings thickly iirro rated with black; 
the forming has a kidney-shaped spot towards the middle of the discoidal cell, a little 
beyond a second comma-shaped spot, and at the end a third elongated spot ; the hindwmg 
also has a black spot at the end [of the cell]. Both wings have three transverse series of 
spots, the first placed a little beyond the discoidal cell is sinuous, the second is more 


* Arg^nnis aglaia, Linnaeus. ** Cilia black and whitish. Nervures of the forewing with black lines [on the 
trppsRsmal in the male.

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regular and composed of six small lomided spots, of which only five aie well maiked on 
the hindwmg, the thud placed in fiont of a black stieak befoie the outei maigm is foimed 
-of tiiangles lesemblmg a festoon. Underside, forewing colouied as above but slightly 
paler, as aie also the spots, the apex slightly tinged with gieen, the maiginal senes of 
spots silveiy, as aie also some otheis neai the second senes of spots. Htudioing yellowish-gieen, 
slightly gilded, the black spots of the upperside silvery, latlier laigei , in addition, between 
the maiginal band composed of tiiangular spots and the band which piecedes it 
there is a seiies of five small yellow spots. Body blackish, coveied with yellow haiis.” 
(Blanchafdil. c.) 

.<4, r/am is a veiy beautiful and distinct species. In Blanchaid’s figure the uppeiside of 
the foiewing at the apex above the thud median neivule has some whitish stieaks between 
the nervules, theie aie three spots in the cell, the outer and innei ones leniloini, two 
discal senes, a submaigmal dentate line and two straight maiginal lines all black. 
Hindwing with a spot m the cell, two discal senes and the maiginal maikings as in the 
forewing, but beyond the dentate line there is a senes of whitish or silvery lunules. Undei- 
side, forewing paler than above, the spots smaller, the apex broadly whitish. Hindwing 
golden gieen, two senes of subbasal spots, an elongated discal seiies and a maiginal 
highly dentate series all silveiyj beyond the discal senes aie five lound yellow spots 
between the neivules. 

The exact locality wheie Jacquemont took the type specimen is unknown, but Mi. J. C. 
Pyne who accompanied Mr, J. F. Duthie on a trip into the Garhwal Himalayas took seveial 
examples of A, data “about the middle of August, 1883, on the side of a mountain 
called Phulaldaiu in the Nila valley, the Nila being a tnbiitary of the Bhagiidthi or Ganges. 
The elevation must have been about 12,000 feet, and the locality in the teintoiy of Tihii 
Garhwal.” {DtithU in epis ) This is the only certain locality known for this species, 
which was lediscoveied on this occasion j these specimens aie now m the Biitish Museum. 


429. Argynnis latlionia, Lmnseus.

Expanse ; 1 7 to 2*4 inches. 

Description : Male, Upperside fulvous, with black spots ; foiewingwith the base, costa 
and inner margin, hindwing with the basal and abdominal aiea widely, mottled with daiker 
coloured scales. Forewing with a remfoim spot enclosing a portion of the giound-colour, a 
tiansverse spot beyond and one closing the end of the cell. A discal twice-angled senes, 
with an additional spot towaids the base in the submedian interspace ; a suffused subcostal 
spot ; a submaigmal series of six spots, of which the three upper ones aie small and lOund, 
the lower three largei and less legularly shaped ; a maiginal row of lunules ; a black maiginal 
band bearing a senes of fulvous linear spots \ towaids the apex this bolder in some specimens 
coalesces with the maiginal spots, leaving thiee fulvous spots between Hindinng with a 
spot closing the cell, thiee angled series of black spots in continuation of those on the 
foiewing, the outer maigm as on the forewing. Underside paler. Foiewmg with the 
submarginal seiies of black spots pupilled with silvei, a prominent silver spot within the 
uppeimost spot of this series, and five apical maiginal silvei spots incieasmg to the thud 
which IS the largest. Hindwing ^vlth a silver spot at the base just beyond the prsecostal 
nervure, a veiy laige silver spot between the costal and subcostal nervuies, with a triangular 
one beyond leaching the interspace below ; two small silver spots towards the base of the 
cell, a very large one beyond extending beyond the cell, an elongated silver spot at the base 
of the submedian interspace, with another^Jsomewhat quadiate one beyond it ; two elongated

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silver spots below divided by the internal nervure. A small round silvei spot towaids the 
base of the first median interspace, a discal seiies of three silver spots increasing fiom 
the fiist median to the submedian interspace, a twice curved discal series of small dark 
spots with silver pupils and outer fulvous ring, a very prominent marginal series of sub- 
triangular spots, of which the fiist, fouith and seventh aie smallest, the mteimediate pans 
of spots about twice the size. Ctlia pale fulvous. The maigm bears two fine dark feiruginous 
lines, and all the silver spots are more or less defined with black. Female similarly maiked, 
but the daik basal giound-colour of the uppeiside distinctly gieenish. 

*‘Mooie seems to have followed Gray, who followed Doubleday, in separating the 
Himalayan foim from the Euiopean one [under the name of A. iscsea], I cannot find that any 
descuption of it has been published ; and I agree with Kollar in saying that it is identical 
with A, lathema^ though a large senes of specimens seem somewhat larger and darkei than a 
seiies fiom vaiious parts of Europe ” {Elwes^ 1 c ) Theie are slight diffeiences in the maikings 
of the hmdwing on the undeiside, European specimens being more unifoim, but in my opinion 
these differences aie not sufficient to constitute a sepaiate species, especially as it is not 
known if they are confined to Himalayan specimens. 

This IS one of the commonest Himalayan species of occurring in Simla almost 

thioughout the year It occuis as far west as Kashmir, thence eastwaids to Sikkim, where, 
however, it occuis plentifully in native territory only, but has occasionally been taken in the 
station of Daijilmg. Colonel Lang wntes of it. “Very abundant in the Noith-West 
Himalayas, 5,000 to 8,000 feet. At all seasons of the year, even in winter, when snow lies 
deep on sheltered slopes, this insect may be seen on open sunny sites.” 

430. Argynnis ^mmatay Butler* 

A gemmaia>i Butler, Ann. and Mag. of Nat Hist., fifth series, vol. vii, p 32* n. i, pT, iv, fig i (zSSi) ; 
id., Elwes, 1 c, p. 467 , idem, id., Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 404, pi. xxv, figs. 6, mah , 7, femaU. 

Habitat : Eastern Himalayas. 

Expanse : 1*45 to 1*93 inches. 

Description ; Upperside “fulvous, with the body and basal thiid of the wings shining 
coppery brown , wings with three transverse seiies of black spots, the first hi-angulated in 
zig-zag fashion on the fotewing^ and simply angulated on the hmdwing ; this series is placed 
just beyond the middle of the wings ; the second and third series united at their costal 
extremities near the apex [of foremmg\ ; a nearly marginal interrupted black line. Foiewing 
with thick black discoidal markings, much as in A. cashmirensn l~A, jerdotii\y a subcostal, 
ill-defined, blackish, tiiangulai spot between the fiist and second senes. Underside, forming 
paler than above, with smaller black spots, the basal area not brown, but unifoim with the lest 
of the giound-coloui, the costa ochreous towards the apex, and the outer maigm and cilia 
spotted with the same colour; an oblique apical chestnut-red stripe, maigined inteinally 
by a conspicuous spot and a minute dot of silver, and bounded externally by an abbieviated 
submargmal series of six oval silver spots, which decrease in size at both extiemities of the 
series 5 the first two visible spots of the second series of the upperside greyish green. 
Hindwing somewhat like that of A. myrina (but altogethei bughter and prettier, with the 
central silver spot moie as in A. laikonia)^ bright ferruginous, varied with patches of ochreous, 
the basal half occupied by about fifteen silver spots and streaks of various sizes and shapes, 
the two middle ones united and passing through a post-median arched series of sagittate 
silver spots ; a marginal series of large triangular spots, abdominal maigm and the base of 
the costal margin silver ; all these markings are slenderly edged with black ; a discal senes 
of dull green rounded spots with silver pupils. C^ia bright ochreous spotted with ferruginous : 
body below ochraceous.” (BtUler^ 1 . c.) A myrinat Cramer, occurs in North America. 

Until lately A. gemmaia was considered to be a very rare species. Two examples taken 
by Major Charlton have been in the British Museum since 1852, which were captuied some- 
where between Nepal and Thibet ; Dr. Lidderdale has also recently obtained a specimen. 
Its habitat is probably restricted to the higher elevations. 
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^Ir. Elwes writes ; Of this distinct and lovely species I received a considerable number 
of both sexes, which I take the opportunity of figuiing here, as a coloured plate is 
necessary to give an idea of its beauty. The female differs fiom the male in having the 
base and posteiior margin of the Jorming grey, and the marginal spots pale outside ; the cilia 
also are pale-spotted, which is not the case in the male. This species must be veiy abundant 
at some localities, probably at a great elevation ; and it is just possible that A, aliisswia is a 
still more alpine form of it, analogous to Melitcea aurinia^ var. moope^ though more diffeient 

A. gemimtailcmx M. meropei^ixovo. M. aurinia.^^ {Elwes^hQ,) Mr. Elwes’ and Mr, 
Otto Moller’s native collectors obtained this species in laige numbers in Native Sikkim. 

431* ArgryzLiils aXtissina, Elwes. 

A. allissima, Elwes, Proc. Zool, Soc. Lond., zSSs, p. 403, pi. xxv, fig. 8, 

Habitat ; Native Sikkim or Chumbi. 

Expanse : i*i inches (one specimen i'4 inches). 

Description ; ** Male. Upperside, markings generally similar in arrangement to those 
of A. gemmata ; but the row of spots on the exterior margin are usually whitish, the ground- 
colour is paler, zXi. 6 .t\\Q cilia spotted with white. Underside, the position and ariangement 
of the markings are very similar to those of An gemmata ; but all the silvery spots aie more 
elongated and less brilliant, and the deep fulvous markings are almost absent.” 

** A single specimen is at least a quarter larger in size than the other nine, and has the 
wings broader and less pointed. In fact it has the appearance of a less alpine vaiiety than 
the others, which, judging from the collector’s marks, were taken with and 

Parnassius at a very great elevation. This species has a very distinct and peculiar appearance, 
quite unlike any other ArgynnisP {Elwes ^ 1 . c.) I have not seen a specimen of this species. 

432* Ar^ynaiis sipora, Moore. (Plate XVIII, Fig. 72^$).

Habitat : Kashmir, near Gungabul lake, at foot of Haramook peak ; Zoji-la, Kashmir ,• 
Baralacha Pass, Lahoul. 

Expanse : 1*37 to 1*80 ; i‘5 to i’8 inches. 

Description ; Allied to A, pales, Upperside pale fnlvous in the male, dusky fulvous 
in the female. Male. Fo^^ewing with black narrow short streak, two small spots [one above 
the other] and a recurved streak within the cell, a curved streak at its end, a dentate spot 
beneath, and an irregular transverse discal series of Itinules beyond the cell; a transverse 
discal row of conical spots, a submarginal row of triangular spots, and a marginal line formed 
into less-defined spots, one being at the end of each vein. Hindwing with two narrow 
streaks at end of the cell, a transverse discal series beyond, two outer and a marginal 
row of spots. Female, black markings broader, the submarginal row of spots on both 
wings large, and with pale whitish outer marginal border. white. Underside. Male. 

Foiewing paler, markings indistinct, apex and exterior border yellow, streaked with 
red. Hindwing yellow, abdominal margin greenish ; a broad irregular subbasal and discal 
transverse red hand, the basal band enclosing a pearly-white round spot within the cell and 
an elongated spot beneath it, the band bordered exteriorly by three pearly- white tiansverse 
streaks ; within the discal band the upper and lower portions are slightly streaked with 
pearly-white, and on the middle portion is a series of five blackish spots ; on the outer 
margin of the wing is a row of quadrate pearly-white spots. Female. Forewing dark fulvous, 
markings more prominent, apex and margin greenish, Hindwing with the base and middle 
portion dark green, the subbasal and discal bands dark chestnut-red ; markings as in male.” 
{Moore, 1 . c.) 

Mr. Moore has described as a distinct species under the name of A, haralacha some 
specimens which appear to me to be inseparable from A, sipora, I have taken a large series 
of An sipora in June and July in Kashmir and Lahoul, and find that the markings vary 
slightly, for instance in many examples the spots in the cell of the forewing on the upperside 
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aie 1 educed to one, while in otlieis theie are thiee ; the intensity of all the maikings is also 
vaiiable, I also took numeious specimens of a small July below the Baialacha 

pass at about 12,000 feet elevation, one of which now in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, was 
identified by Mr. Mooie as A, baralacha; they differ fiom the single specimen from the 
Zoji-la, Kashmir, at about 11,000 feet elevation, taken by me a month eailiei, and which fiom 
the locality should be A* stpora^ in not having the discal senes of spots quite so tiiangulai or 
conical, but this is the only difference I can detect, and is baiely sufficient foi a specific 
separation even if constant. The species is neaily allied to the Euiopean A. pales ^ but the 
giound-coloui of the undeiside, especially on the hindwmg, is not so daik. A desciiption 
of A, baralacha is appended * 

The figure (named A, baralacha on the plate) shows the upperside of both sexes from 
Lahoul examples in the Indian Museum, Calcutta.

Habitat : Goolmuig, Sonamurg, Chunpur ; all in Kashmir. 

Expanse : Wings, 1*5 inches, Body, *5 inch. 

Description : “ Upperside fulvous, maikmgs black. Ferewing^ base, and inteiioi margin, 
below submedian nervure, dark fuscous ; two spots (fiist ciicular, second lunular) within, 
and a streak closing, the cell ; a large spot below the origin of the fiist median nervule j 
a transverse, cuived, discal series of seven spots ; a suffused spot on costa at two-thirds fiom 
the base; a neaily stiaight, exteiior, transverse seues of seven spots ; a submaiginal seiies 
of lunules ; and a very slender maiginal line, which expands into an angle at the end of each 
neivule. Hindwmg^ the basal half dark fuscous, with a sinuous exterior margin | an exteiior, 
transverse series of six spots ; a submarginal seues of five lunules 5 and a veiy slender 
marginal line expanding into an angle at end of each neivule. Underside. Fore^vtng 
fulvous ; markings as above, with the exception of the fuscous of the base and interior margin, 
which IS wanting, but is replaced by an additional narrow, lunulai, basal mark within the 
cell. Hindwing fulvous ; base deep femiginous, including a basal senes of thiee small silvery 
spots ; a bioad, cuived, transverse, discal fascia (with acutely angulated black maigins), silvery, 
white, except where interrupted by two yellowish- white patches \ an exterior transverse 
curved senes of six small ocelli*; the sixth (near anal angle) geminated ; ocelli black, with 
minute white pupils ; marginal series of laige silvery spots, each boideied inteiioily with a 
narrow black lunule. Thorax^ abdomen^ palpi, antennee, dark fuscous ; the latter with 
ochreous tips to the large, flat, pyrifoim clubs/’ {Zang, 1 . c.) 

I have caiefully compaied the type of A.jerdoni which is in Colonel Lang’s collection 
with specimens of A, caskintrensis so named by Mr, Moore, and can find no single chaiac- 
ter by which to distinguish them. I took a laige series of both sexes of A. jerdo^n at 
Chunpui, Kashmii, m June, which show slight variation m the intensity of the black maikings, 
the palei ones agreeing almost exactly with the unique type specimen. Mis, R. Bazett also 
took it m considerable numbers at Bayadmulla, 6,500 feet, and elsewheie in Kashmir at 8,500 
feet, in June. The description, of A, cashtmrends is given below f for refeience.

Expanse . 1 62 Description : ‘Male Upperside fulvous, lower basal area of both wings 

minutely black-speckled with a black rerurved streak within the cell, a lunular streak at its end; 

a discal transverse^ zigzag senes of broader streaks, two outer rows of small spots, which are indistinct at the 
apex, pid a marginal, indistinct, dentated lunular speckled line. Hmdwtng with two less distinct and 
more slender celi-streaks, disc^ two outer rows of spots (of which the inner row is indistinct),

Dichorragia is a genus of veiy small extent containing two species only, D. nestmachus 
confined to the hills to the north-east of India and occuiiing again in Borneo, and D, mnus, 
Feldei, m Amboyna and Ceiam. The Indian species is of a dark greenish blue with numerous 
iiregulaily disposed pale spots, with a highly dentate pure white marginal naiiow band.

Description : “ Upperside black, suffused more or less with green. Forewing with a 
number of whitish spots disposed about the basal half ; at the extremity of discoidal cell 
thiee longitudinal stieaks, and above these on costal margin some narrow streaks, white ; a 
double submargiual row of nariow white zigzag lines, and a marginal row of white spots. 
Hindwing with whitish spots about the middle 5 a curved low of black spots above a sub- 
maiginal row of nariow zigzag white marks, the latter moie or less geminated about the 
middle ; and a marginal row of nauow luaulated white lines. Underside black, with 
markings as above on /oiezamg, and tinged with blue, the spots on the hind wing bluish, but 
more or less obsolete, the suiface of the wiug being tinged with green ; the row of deep black 
spots as above. Sexes alike.’’ ( Moore, I c.) The colouration of the female is somewhat paler 

and hmd maigin brown ; three lunular marks within and an outward curved streak closing the cell ; a dentate 
lunule below the cell , a transverse discal confluent zigzag senes of spots , a suffused subapical patch j a 
submarginal recurved low of broad oval spots ; a marginal row of dentate spots, and narrow exterior line 
which is angled on the veins Htndwmg with the base brown, indistinctly streaked with black, and bordered 
by a distinct black zigzag lunular band , the outer portion marked as in forewmg Ctha alternately white and 
black Underside fulvous, apex and extenor border streaked with yellow; markings narrower 
and less defined ; anterior spots in submarginal and marginal rows with white dots , a black patch at base of 
hind margin Htndfwtng dark ferruginous ; disc clouded with yellow j two small pearly-white streaks at 
base of wmg, one above, the other below the cell , a small black narrow streak at base and a white-bordered 
black spot within the cell , a curved median transverse band with irregular black angulated borders, composed of 
three pearly-white portions and yellow intervening spaces, the former disposed thus — (ij, between the costal and 
subcostal , (2), at end of the cell and divided by the disco-cellular , (3), between the first and second median, the 
first and third being much constricted, a submar^nal senes of six white-centred blade spots ; a marginal row 
of pearly-white quadrate spots, each well separated by a dark ferruginous streak, and bordered intenorly with 
a narrow blackish dentate lunule Body above blackish brown, beneath and legs dark yellow.” 

“ This species belongs to the “ selend’ group, and is allied to A.jerdom, Lang, from Goolmurg on S.-'W. side 
of the valley.” (Mooie, I. c.) 
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than in the male, and on the uppeiside of the forewing the double submaiginal low of naiiow 
white zigzag lines are completely joined, thus forming aiiow-headed figuies. 

D. nesimackus is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occuis as fai east 
as Sibsagar in Upper Assam,

very long ; apical joint ovate- cylindric. AntenncB^ [shoxt, less than one-thiid of the length of the 
forewmg, stout, with a gradual, but rather prominent club, aiticulations distinct]. Forelegs, 
short, pectoral ,* femur clothed with fine long hairs ; tibia and tarsus hairy ; tarsus two-thnds the 
length of tibia, armed with a single claw. Middle and hindlegs, rather stout ; femur 
clothed with hairs; tibia the same length as the femur, and paitially covered with shoit 
spiny haiis, with two short tibial spurs ; ta^^sus with several rows of shoitei spines ; of five 
joints, the first as long as the othei four togethei ; second, third, and fourth shoit ; fifth rather 
long, half the length of the first ; claws sharp. Forewing, elongate-tiigonate costal fnai^gm 
slightly aiched, apex rounded ; exterior margin about half the length of the costa ; posterior 
nixigm slightly convex, two-thirds the length of costa. Costal nervine strong, and extending 
to two-thirds of the costal margin ; subcostal separated fiom the costal, its fiist bianch 

arising at two-fifths from the base ; second branch at a little distance off, and at equal 
distance from the first as from the extremity of discoidal cell, and both running paiallel with 
the costal j third and fourth branches arising at equal distances from each other and fiom the 
extremity of the discoidal cell and the tip of the wing Upper disco-cellular nei vale very 
short, almost obsolete, arising from the subcostal at about the middle of the wing; middle 
disco-cellular four times the length of first, extending downwards, and slightly convex ; loxmr 
disco-cellular long, curving obliquely downwards and outwards, and uniting with the thiid 
branch of the median nervure at its origin, closing the discoidal cell. Hindwing, elongate- 
trigonate ; costal margin convex at its base, then quite straight ; outer margin rounded ; 
abdominal nearly straight, slightly rounded ; prcecostal nervure rather indistinct, curved 

inwards ; ^stal nervure aiched near the base, then straight, extending to costal margin on 
three-fouithsof the wing; subcostal nervuie stiaight to two-fifths of the wing, where it 
branches slightly upwards, and extends to the apex ; upper disco-cellular neivtile short, straight, 
arising at the subcostal bianch ; middle disco-celluIar slightly oblique, concave ; lower disco- 
cellulai oblique, convex, uniting with the third bianch of the median neivuie a little beyond its 
oiigin, closing the discoidal cell. ” [Third median nervuie strongly arched] (Moore, 1 . c ) , 

US' ^ niiich uncertainty as to the coiiect position of this genus. 

Mr. Kirby m h^ Catalogue of 1871 placed it second m the subfamily but m his 
Supplement of 1877, placed it in the NynipJialincB, in which subfamily it was oiiginally desciibed 
by Mr. Moore. ^ M. Oberthur as lately as i88i* remarked that the chaiacters furnished by the 
antennae would indicate that the position of the genus lies between Leuconea (a genus of the 
subfamily Purina^ of which the European Black- vemed White, Apoma cralcegi, is the type) 
zjoAParnasHus, Mr. Butler has recently described a species from near Assam, »Und has 
prefixed the following notef regarding the genus, which, howevei, he letains in the subfamily 
PfymphahmB between the genera Hestma and Brgohs. “ The genus to which the following 
species [C. brahma^ belongs has hitherto been placed in this part of the Nymphahnce ; I have, 
however, not the least doubt (m spite of its short thickened antennae) that irs proper place is m 
the Sadynnce between Zethera and Orin oma ; the neuration of the wings is almost identical

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with that of the lattei genus.” As the foielegs of Calina^a aie completely pectoial and 
unfitted for walking, the pioper position of the genus is among the Nymphalidoi^ though a 
knowledge of its tiansfoimation is necessaiy for deteimining its exact position in that family. 

The genus Calmaga is of very small extent , three species have been desciibed, bub the 
desciibei of one of them afteiwaids considered that it was synonymic with one of the other 
two, and so far as I can ascertain at piesent there is but a single species. All the foims 
desciibed “ occur in the cential plateau of Asia and upon the southern and eastern slopes 
of this plateau.” They are smoky-black insects with whitish spots and streaks, the Ihoiax 
in fiont thickly clothed with long feiruginous hairs, the abdomen leatheiy and somewhat 
like that of a Danais 01 Enplosa, being also baie of hairs. The antennae aie very shoit, and 
the textuie of the wings papeiy, somewhat like those of ITestta ot Pat nassuis {o. of 

Papiliotiina). The species aie exceedingly laie and aie probably mimetic.

Descrip noN : “Upperside smoky- brown. Forewing with a submarginal row of 
rounded cieamy-white spots 5 also a parallel row of 11 legulai -shaped longitudinal whitish 
streaks fiom costal maigin, widening to posterior margin ; space within discoidal cell whitish, 
divided transversely m the middle by a blackish bar. Hindwing with a snbmarginal 
low of white oval spots ; another low from anterior maigin narrowing towards anal angle ; 
inteiior of discoidal cell and abdominal maigin broadly whitish, the latter tinged at the 
anal angle with ochieous That ax ferruginous. Abdomen black. Underside: Foiewtng 
as on the upperside, but the markings less defined % [the apex broadly dull ochreous], 
Btndwtng dull ochieous, paler at the base and on abdominal margin ; whitish markings 
lathei indistinct 5 sides of thoiax feiiugmous.” ( Moore, 1 c.) The female appears to be 
like the male, as Mr. Butler in describing C. states that he possesses a female, but 

gives no separate description of it. 

C. buddha is decidedly a lare species. In the collections of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
Major Marshall and M. Obeithur are specimens fiom Sikkim, and Mr. A. Graham Young 
wiites to me as follows regai ding his experiences of it in the Western Himalayas: “Five 
specimens, Kujiah near Dalhousie, 6,000 feet, May, 1867 ; one specimen, Kulu, 3,600 feet, 
March, 18715 one specimen, Kulu, 3,500 feet, March, 18725 and one specimen, Kulu, 3,700 
feet, May, 1885. In July, 1872 , 1 saw three in Kulu at 4,500 feet flying together 5 and on three 
diffeient dates in May, 1885, I saw three moie specimens.” From the above it will be noticed 
that C, httddha occurs in Kulu from March to July, The single male specimen he has sent 
me agrees very closely in outline and markings with Mr. Mooie^s original figure and description. 

The type specimen, judging from the figuie of it, has the apex of the fore wing rounded, and 
the outer maigin of the hind wing evenly rounded also, which characters are noticeable in the 
specimen from Mou-Pin figured by M. Obeithur The Indian examples, howevei, that 
I have seen have the outer maigin of the foiewing somewhat emarginate, that margin of the 
hindwing angled at the apex and third median nervnle, giving it two nearly straight edges, 
these characters being less pronounced in the Kulu example It was these diffeiences and 
also some others in the details of colouiation and markings which led M, Obeithur to 
describe the Mou-Pin form as a distinct species, but he afteiwaids received an intermediate 
specimen fiom Kouy-Tcheou, which convinced him that there is but a single somewhat 
variable species of the genus. 

The form which Mr. Butler has veiy recently described from ** near Assam” agrees very 
minutely with our four Sikkim male specimens, which differ fiom the North Indian type form 
collected by Colonel Buckley (piobably at Masuu) descubed by Mr. Moore, and from my 
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Kiilu specimen ui having the mailings smaller and moie iiioiated with giey, and also in 
having the foiewmg piopoitionally longei, the outline of the Sikkim foim being veiy similar 
to that of Danais tytm ; the gieatei depth of colouiing is exactly what might be expected m 
the Sikkim lace, bat I have not sufficient materials to enable me to decide whether the 
difference of outline is constant \ it is not lefened to by Mr. Butlei in his description of 
C. hiahma given below.* The type specimen of C. buddha, and also my Kulu specimen, have 
the pale markings pale ochreous thioughout and tinted with yellow at the anal angle of the 
hmdwing, the abdominal maigin being entirely pale colouied, and on the undeiside the 
hindwing and the apex of the foiewmg aie pale ochieous. In the Sikkim specimens the 
maikiiigs aie whiter, and the undeiside is pale fuliginous bi own. It may be that the East ein 
and Western forms aie distinct species, but it cannot be pioved till we know what foims 
occur in the Central legion. Mr. Butlei ’s species be distinct fiom eithei, but so fai as 
the desciiption goes it is identical with the Sikkim foim.

The genus Fenthema contains three closely allied species only, w’hich inhabit the noith-east 
of India and Burma.

Two males and a female were obtained, * {.Butler^ l.c.) 
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Description : “ Upperside, biownish-black, maiked with numerous white spots and 
stripes. Underside, fulvous-brown, the forming daiker blown, except at the tips, both wings 
maiked as above with white spots. Abdomen^ white, with a doisal stupe of blackish- 
brown.” 

“Theie is scarcely any distinction between the appeaiance of the two sexes. The wings 
arelaige and broad, with the outer mai gins slightly sinuose 5 the costal margin of the foie- 
wing is lounded.” 

The detail of the maikings is as follows: “Upperside brownish-black, the discoidal 
cell [in the forming^ with thiee large oval white spots, one near the base and the two others 
placed obliquely These aie followed by a very much curved series of about ten white 
stupes, vaiying in size and length, the innermost one occupying nearly the whole of the 
inner maigin of the wing ; beyond these aie two rows of white spots, seven in each low, 
the inn ei most one in the anteiior row being confluent with the pieceding white dash. In 
the hindwing the discoidal cell is white, separated by brown veins fiom a senes of white 
stieaks. the innermost of which occupies nearly the whole of the anal area ; beyond these aie 
two rows of white spots, some of those in the anterioi row being more or less confluent with 
the preceding white dashes. Underside, the wings are maiked as on the uppeiside, the 
giound-coloui of the kindwing being of a fulvous-brown, whilst that of the forming is 
blown, giadually becoming paler to the tip. The head^ palpi^ and thorax^ are black, spotted 
with white ; and the abdomen is white, with a doisal band of blackish-biown, the sides also 
with a row of small black dots.” ^fVestwood, 1 c.) “ The setose clothing at the base of the 
hindwing [on the upperside] between the median and submedian neivures is scanty and 
cretaceous- white like the markings.” (^Wood-Mason^ 1 c.) 

P. hear da occurs commonly in deep foiest m Sikkim in the summer, and appeals to be 
single-bioaded. Mi. Wood-Mason obtained numeious specimens in Cachai ; Mr. S. E Peal 
has taken it at Sibsagar. and Mi J L. Sheiwill at Joreh^t, both in Assam. It occuis also m 
Sylhet, Munipoie, and the Dafla and Naga Hills.

Allied to P. lisarda fiom North India, difFeis in the 
following particulars: — For owing t all the maikings, except the streak along posterior margin, 
are bluish-white and smaller, those within the cell oval, two at the base and two near the 
end ; the maiks of the discal senes also are shoit and conical (not continuing outwaids to the 
inner transveise series), the stieak between the lower median nervule and submedian nervure 
only being elongated. Eindwing, the pale luteous inteispaces between the veins are deeply 
excavated at their end, and paitly coalesce with the inner tiansverse series of spots (the spots 
being larger), the outer 10 w are also laiger, conical, and deeply excavated externally ; a black 
streak traveises the cell.” {Moore^ 1 , c) “This species also dilFeis fiom P. lisarda in 
its broader wings, a chaiactei not mentioned by Mi. Mooie in his desciiption of the species. 
The scanty setose clothing of the base of the hindwing [on the upperside] is fuscous,” (Wood^^ 
Masoiti 1. c ) 

Captain C.T. Bingham has obtained numerous specimens of this species in the Thoungyeen 
foiests in Upper Tenasserim. It has been found nowheie out of Upper Tenasseiim at 
piesent. In fine fresh specimens the whole of the markings on the upperside of the 
hindwing and the long streak in the internal interspace with the duplex spot in the 
interspace above on the foiewing being straw colour, while all the other maikings on the 
forewing are bluish- white, makes a strong contrast between this species and P. lUaida; in the 
latter all the maikings are whitish 01 just tinged with palest ochreous.

closer to the ouier^ which is placed at the same distance fiom the exteinal maigin of the wings. 
Both wings are also somewhat narrower than in P. darhsa, thus appioachiag those of the 
typical species ; and the htndwhig is fuinished on the basal half, between the median and 
submedian nervuies and in the discoidal cell, with a thick and conspicuous furiy clothing of 
iich daik fuscous setse exactly matching the dark ground-col oiti of the wing and the abdomen 
of the insect in shade, which setose clothing is so scantily developed as to be quite inconspi- 
cuous in P. dai hsa and P, Usarda, The whole body, too, but especially the abdomen, is 
much daiker-coloured than in either of them. Shadowy traces of the lost spots are faintly 
discernible on the foiewing'^ {Wood-Mason^ 1 c ) 

The type specimen w’as obtained by Captain C. T. Bingham, ’aftei whom it is named, 
and is now in the Indian Museum, Calcutta j he has presented other examples to the British 
Museum. The figure showing both sides is taken fiom the type. 

Gsnus W.-BAIt'CHENOS, Hubner. (Plate XXI).

“Body, robust; abdomen^ small; wings^ elongated. Headf broad, hairy, without a 
frontal tuft. SyeSf large and naked. Pal^i^ compressed, parallel, not forming a conical 
projecting beak, diiected upwards. The teiminal joint neaily erect, and elevated to the 
level of the top of the eyes, thickly clothed with short scaly hairs, and with longer loose 
hairs on the whole of the fiont surface of the middle joint, and with a tuft of haiis at the 
extiemity of the upperside ; terminal joint small and conical. Antennce. half the length of 
the fore wing, nearly straight, terminated by a veiy long and slender, gradually foimed club, 
slightly grooved on its intenoi lower suiface. Thorax, robust, thickly clothed with short woolly 
haiis, and maiked with transverse bars of dififeient colouis. Abdomen, small, rather slender. 
Forewing, elongate triangular. Costa slightly arched; outer margin three-fourths of the 
length of the costa, scarcely emaiginate, and slightly scalloped ; tnner angle rounded ; 
{inner markin'] not much more than half the length of the costa, very slightly emaiginate. 
Costal neivure strong, and extending moie than two-thiids the length of the wing; subcostal 
slender % its first bianch aiising at the distance of one-fourth of the length of the wing fiora 
the base ; the second branch arising at two-fifths of the length of the vi ing, beyond which 
for a short distance the subcostal nervure is a little deflexed, it then runs paiallel with 
the costa, until the branching oif of the third branch at the distance of two- thuds from 
the base of the wing ; which is immediately followed by the branching off of the fouith bianch. 

upper disco^celiularneimle is almost obsolete, it blanches off from the subcostal neaily 
at half the length of the wmg, just beyond the oiigin of the second branch of the subcostal ; 
middle disco-cellular short, straight, and rather oblique, being directed from the side of the 
costa towards the base of the wing ; lower disco-cellular much longei, obliquely aiched, 
so that it closes the discoidal cell by uniting with the median neivure close beyond the 
origin of its third branch (being preceded on the upperside of the wing by a slender, aiched, 
black line, dividing the second white subcostal patch into two irregular-shaped portions). 
Median neivutesiiong*, its third branch strongly angulated at about one-third of its length 
from its ougin. Submedtan nervure consideiably curved, Hindwing, subquadiangular 
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ovate. Costal margin neaily stiaight ; outer maigin rathei deeply scalloped, with the portion 
between the first and thud blanches of the median neivure somewhat -piolongQd ; anat an^le 
rounded. P^cecdstal nerzmre distinct from the base, throwing off a foiked branch towards 
the costa immediately before its junction with the costal neivuie, which is consideiably 
aiched ; stthcostal neivure blanched at not more than one-eighth of an inch from its base. Upper 
disco-cellular nervuh curved at its base, which is at about the same distance fiom the base 
of the blanch of the subcostal neiviue; Icmer disco-cellular slightly arched, closing the 
shoit and nariow discoidal cell with an acute point, terminating at the base of the thud 
blanch of the median neivure. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, veiy hairy ; tarsus about 
half the length of the tibia, slender, cylmdiical, simple, exarticulate. Of the female small, 
not much longer than those of the male, rathei slender, scaly ; femur beneath with long 
haiis ; tibia as long as the femur, with delicate setse on the outside ; tarsus nearly as long as 
the tibia, slightly dilated towaids the apex, with the articulations distinguished by slightly 
elongated spines beneath ; the basal joint about thiee-fourths the length of the limb ; apex 
destitute of claws. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long and stiong, scaly, and very 
much spined 5 the middle iibtce with a patch of short incurved hairs on the underside near 
the base; spines on the underside of the tibiae foimmg two rows ; tibial spuis long ; tai'si 
more numeiously spined, especially at the sides, wheie the spines form longitudinal rows, 
beneath with two rows of smaller spines, except on the terminal joint; claws^ large, 
hooked, as long as the setae at the extremity of the uppeiside of the last joint of the tarsus ; 
paronychia with two divisions, the outer nearly as long as the claw, slightly cuived, finely 
setose ; inner lacinia shoiter, obtuse ; pulvillus bioad, short” ( Wistivood^ l.c ) 

Larva cylmducal, anal segment spmed, the thud to twelfth segments furnished with pairs 
of long blanched spines. Pupa smooth, boat-shaped, the head ending in two obtuse points. 

There are many peculiaiities in theneuiationof the genus Partkenos ; the subcostal nervure 
of theforewmg is bent downwards about the end of the cell and with its second branch encloses 
a small triangular space ; the third and fourth subcostal nervules both branch fiom nearly 
the same point, and the neivuie itself is bent at the oiigin of the fouith bianch ; the thud 
median nervule is highly angulatei. In the hmdwing the pisecostal nervure is of very 
unusual foim, being distinct fiom the base, and running some distance parallel with the 
costal nervure to which it is joined, but befoie the point of junction thiows off a Y-shaped 
spur; the third median nervule is angled m the huidwmg also ; the discoidal cell is abnor- 
mally small. In markings also it is peculiar in having several of the black bars at the base 
of the wings on the uppeiside continued across the thoiax and base of the abdomen. The 
colouration of all the species is some shade of green or bronze with darker mai kings, and the 
fore wing furnished with a bioad fascia of white semi- transparent spots and stieaks. The 
genus is of moderate extent, containing several closely-allied species which aie found in 
Eastern and Southern India, and Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobais, the Malay Peninsula 
and Islands to New Guinea, In all the species the sexes are alike,

Habitat ; Eastern Bengal, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Upper Tenasseiim, South Andamans ; 
Nicobars, Malay Peninsula {P. lilacinus only), 

Expanse ; 3 7 to 47 inches. 
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Description. Male and female. Upperstde gieenish olivaceous. Forewing with 
two basal black streaks which are continued across the thoiax, the upper one in the cell 
giving off a curved fine line to the subcostal neivuie, followed in the cell by a pair of black 
lines placed obliquely, joined posteiioily, then a semi-hyalme band, a black tiiangular and 
anothei tiiangular semi-hyaline spot, the lattei outwardly defined with a fine black line 
following the contour of the disco-cellular nexvules. The disc ciossed by a broad band of 
semi-hyaline spots all defined with black, arranged as follows : — a tiiangular spot at the base 
of the lowei discoidal interspace, six 01 seven elongated ones from the costa to the thiid 
median neivule, the subcostal mteispace in some specimens containing a single spot which 
entuely fills it, in others it bears two distinct spots, being divided in the middle by a streak 
of the ground-coloui, In those specimens which have two spots m the subcostal iiitei space, the 
lower one of the two and the spot below it in the next interspace have two smaller spots 
placed mteiioi to them. Two laige rounded spots towards the base of the median 
interspaces, and a small ii regular one in the space below, placed on a bluish diffused 
patch, sometimes geminated. A submaiginal and maigmal even black band, with a black 
spot placed within the submarginal band in the submedian interspace. Hindwing with 
two basal black bands much as in the forewing, both terminating outwaidly in a white 
spot ; a discal series of black spots, beyond which are placed five black lines in pairs 
between the nervules, which are coiicavely joined outwardly, the nervules on this poition 
of the wing being broadly bordered with black ; a submaiginal series of acutely-pointed 
black lunules placed between the neivules, and a marginal lunulated broad black band. 
Underside much palei, all the markings less prominent. Forewing with two distinct 
black spots in the submedian interspace near the inner angle divided by a fold in the 
wing, and a cuived black line towards the base from the median nervine to the fold, 
Hindwing with a very fine black line near the base from the costal neivure to the first 
subcostal nervule, another iriegular discal one, beyond which are a series of five duplex black 
spots, three placed anteriorly (the upper one very large and prominent) and two posteriorly, 
the ends of the neivules marked with a black spot- on the margin. Cilia prominently white 
on the interspaces. The specimens here described are fiom Sylhet, 

This species has been recoided from Dacca.* Mr. Wood-Mason obtained numeious 
specimens in Cachar in the summer months ; it occurs also in Sylhet, Assam, the Andamans, 
and Dr. Anderson obtained it in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold weather. 

Var. aptcalis. Distinguished from P. gambrisius by the foiewing having the white 
band quite diaphanous, without any borders to the veins, and extending broadly and uninter- 
ruptedly to the costal margin, thence continuing along it to the extreme apex.** {Mbote, 
Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1878, p. 829 ) 

Mr. Moore records this form from** above AhsownjTaoo, 3,000— -5,000 feet, ” and m 
Major MarshalFs collection are specimens taken in the Donat Range and the Thoungyeen 
foiests in Upper Tenasseiim near the locality from which the type was obtained. In his col- 
lection there are examples fiom Shillong and the Andamans which also possess the chaiacters 
given by Mr. Mooie as distinctive of /*, qpicaUs; he possesses other examples from Upper 
Tenasserim which exhibit these chaiacters, but have in addition the distinctive feature of 
P. Itlaanus, ziz>, the basal bands of blue on the upperside of the hindwing and a patch 
of the same colour on the forewing below the fiist median nervule. P. apkalis appeals 
therefore to be an inconstant and casual form of P. gambrisius^ and occuis wherever that 
species is met with, and in each locality exhibits the other featuies of the local lace with 
which it occurs. 

Var, Ulacinus, ** Upperside, Differs from P. gambrisius in the lilac internal area of 
the forewing and basal area of the hind wing. Underside. In the blue-green basal area 
of the hindwing, and the much better defined series of black liturse beyond the hyaline 
band of the forewmg.’* 

** I have seen long seiies of both the Indian and Malayan forms, and am, therefore,

Mr Butler lecords this form from Assam and Nepal {sic)^ Penang and Malacca, and in 
Major MaishalPs collection are numeious specimens fiom Upper Tenasseiim, many of which 
have the patch of blue on the upperside of the foiewiiig on the iimei maigin and the two 
similar subbasal bands on the hiiidwing quite as distinct as examples fiom the Malay Penin- 
sula m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and otheis with this coloui becoming giadually less 
till they aie almost as green thioughout as the typical P, gambrisms. Some specimens of -P. 
hlacimt^ fiom Up pet Tenasseiim also have the white discal band of the foie wing almost 
01 entirely continuous to the costa, being occasionally only slightly broken at the subcostal 
inteispace, wheie the white spot is divided by a diffused blackish line ; the discal band also 
continued along the costa to the apex, but sordid-white and opaque, not semi-diaphanous, 
which chaiacters aie distinctive of the foim It appeals, theiefoie, from oiii speci- 

mens that both jP. gamtnsius and P, lilactnus occasionally assume the white apex to the fore- 
wing of P. * apicahs^ and that though P. hlacinus may be quite constant m the Malay 
Peninsula, it becomes giadually meiged into the typical form P. gambusius m Upper 
Tenasseiim, On this subject Mr. Distant writes Many reasons advocate the view that 

the P. hlaanus, Butler, is but a slight local variety of gambnsms, Fabiicms.” 

(Rhop. Malay,, p. 144.) Mr. W, Doherty has shown me specimens of Phlacmus taken by 
him on Gieat Nicobai.

Habitat ; Calicut, Malabar coast ; South India. 

Expanse : 3 75 to 4*60 inches. 

Description : “ Foim and pattern of P. gambrisius; ground-coloui of the wings light brassy 
green. Porewmg with the white spots as m P. cyaneus ; black mai kings not so prominent, 
but somewhat confluent and leaving little interspaces between the maigmal senes, the sub- 
marginal row on hmdwing being veiy bioadly conical.” 1. c ) 

P. Virens appears to be a sufficiently distinct species. The colouiation of the upper- 
side is of a diffeient tone, being yellower than in P. gambrisius, and even moie distinct from P. 
cyaneus. The two spots of the discal diaphanous band of the forewing in the subcostal 
interspace are usually joined into one constucted spot, thus giving the band a more conti- 
nuous appearance. The lower spot in the submedian inteispace in this species and in 
P, cyaneus is usually obsolete ; the submarginal black spots on the uppeiside of the hmdwing 
are larger and inwardly more convex than in gambiisius, and the whole outer bolder is 
blacker than in that species, very markedly so in some specimens. 

There are numerous specimens of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from 
Calicut and Trevandrum ; it also occurs in the Wynaad and North Canaia, 

441. rartlienos cyaneus, Moore (Plate XXI, Fig. 95 1 ).

Habitat ; Ceylon,

Description : * ‘ For m and pattern of P* ganibristus fcovo. Sylhet, but of larger size, the 

ground-colour throughout the wings greyish blue, the white spots on fat ewing piominent, the two 

elongated subapical spots entiie and not broken [inwardly] at their costal end ; the two median 
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transverse black bands [on hmcl wing] bioken up into spots, the discal seiies of longitudinal 
streaks veiy narrow, and the submarginal lunules also naiiow ” {Moore, 1 . c. in Ann. and 
Mag. of Nat. Hist ) 

“ LA.RVA cylindrical, pale purplish-brown, darker beneath, with daik blown longitu- 
dinal doisal lines and transveise white spotted lines ; head and anal segment spmed, other seg- 
ments slightly hairy, thud to twelfth segments aimed with branched spines which are 
longest on thiid, fourth, eleventh, and twelfth segments. Feeds on Modecca, Pupa pale 
purplish-brown, somewhat fusiform, head pointed and cleft,” {Moore, 1 . c. in Lep. Cey.) 

In Ceylon this species ** occurs eveiy where. Plains and up to 6,000 feet, in forest land, I 
believe all the year round, A slow flier, rather shy. Sits on laige leaves with wings spread” 
(ffutcMson), “Very swift of flight, and difficult to capture” { 3 faokwood)> ** Galle ^ Kandy, 
Common” {Wade), 

This species is easily distinguished from P. gambrisius. The tone of the giound-coloiir 
is quite difleient, the thiee subapical semi-hyalme spots of the forewing are well-sepaiated 
and distinct from the next gioup of three spots, and the submaiginal back lunules on the 
hindwing above are much narrower and with rounded apices The lower semi-hyaline spot 
in the submedian interspace is obsolete m this species, but is almost always present in 
jp. gambrisius in all its forms. 

The figure shows the upper and undeisides of a male specimen fiom Ceylon in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

(Jeaus 92.— NEtTIlOSl&MA, Butler. (Plate XIX).

** Nearly allied to Romalaosoma [an African genus], of which it is probably the 
eastern representative'; it differs, however, in neuration. Body, palpi and antennce formed 
and coloured as in Romalmsoma ; the wings coloured as in some Eastern species of Argynms : 
the discoidcd cells closed ; the upper disco-cellular nervuh of the fore wing extremely minute ; 
the middle short and transverse ; the tower long, transveise, and gently waved, meeting 
the third median nervule close to the origin of the second ; the upper disco-cellular neivule of 
HIND WING short and aiched inwardly ; the lower long, aiched outwards, slightly acgulated 
in the middle, and meeting the third median nervule just beyond the origin of the second. 
Typical species, Neurosigma sivaP {Butler, L c.) 

Antennce, exactly half the length of the forewing, with a long slender but distinct 
club ; eyes, naked ; pcdpi, with closely appressed scales. Forewing, triangular ; costa 
gently aiched, apex rounded ; outer margin slightly emaiginate, even ; inner maigin sinuate, 
rather longer than the outer margin ; costal netvure reaching to more than half the 
length of the wing ; subcostal thiowing off its fiist biancli at two-thiids of the length 
of the cell, its second branch emitted some little distance before the end of the 
cell, its third branch opposite the apex of the costal nervine, at first mniung almost 
parallel with the subcostal nervure, then arched forwards and reaching the apex of the 
wing. Middle disco-cellular nervule at first straight, inwardly oblique, angled just beyond 
its middle, from the angle outwaidly oblique ; lower disco-cellular sinuous, meeting 
the median nervure a little beyond the origin of the second median nervule ; third median 
nervule slightly curved ; submedian nervure very sinuate, Hindwinq, with the prcecostal 
long, stout, evenly curved outwards, emitted from the costal neivure exactly at the 
point from which springs the subcostal nervure ; the lower disco-cellular nervule joined to the 
median nervure immediately after the point where the second median nervule is given off. 

Neurosigma contains but a single species, which occurs in Sikkim, Assam, Cachar, 
Cliittagong, and Upper Burma, It is nch tawny in colouration with black spots and markings, 
the apex of the foiewing and the outer margin of the hind wing broadly black with whitish 
spots. In the female the tawny colouration is reduced to a small patch at the base of 
both wings. 
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442. Neurosigma Siva, Westwood. (Plate XIX, Fig. 80 $). 

Soc Lond , 
new senes, vol v, p. 85, n 49 (iSsgj, Neurosi^ma siva, Butlei, Proc. Zool Soc Loud, 1868, p 615; 
Acontza douhledait^ Westwood, Cab Or Ent , p 76, pi xxxvii, fig 4 (1848). 

Habitat : Nepal, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cacliai, Upper Buima, Chittagong, N. India, 

Expanse : 274 to 4 5 inches. 

Description : Upperside. “ Forming luteous at the base, with spots and maigins of 
black, the outer poition of the wing broadly black, with thiee lows of white maikings, the 
first iiiegulai, the second foimed of elongated liinules, and the thud formed of oval spots. 
Hmdwin^^ with the basal half vaiied with white, black, and luteous, the outer bolder 
broadly black, with a double row of white spots, the fiist larger and oval-shaped, the second 
smallei and rounded. Underside, colouied and marked as above, but rather paler.” 
{Westivood^ 1 . c. m Cab. Or. Ent.) The specimen desciibed and figuied by Westwood fiom its 
large size (4*5 inches in expanse) and maikings is piobably a female I have not seen that sex, 
but Mr. Ofcto Moller describes it from a Sikkim example in his collection as ‘‘identical with 
the male in the shape of the wing and the markings, but the fulvous colour on the forewing 
confined to the base, haidly perceptible on the hind wing, being leplaced by creamy- white 
on both wings.” This species was first described under the name of donbledaii^ by which it 
should piobably be known. 

The male has been described by Mr. Mooie as follows “ Male. Upperside ; forewing 
ochreous-yellow, with spots on the basal half, and 11 regular lines accross the disc and along 
exteiior margin, and the apical portion of the wing broadly, black. Hmdwing from the 
base to disc ochreous-yellow, bailed with black 5 within, and spot below discoidal cell, 
white \ lest of the wing black, with two lows of whitish spots ; abdominal margin whitish ; 
body spotted with pale ochreous. Underside neaily as m uppeiside ; maikings and 
colours paler.” (Moore, 1 . c ) Ft, siva is somewhat variable in the extent and piominence of 
all the spots and markings. It appears to be a i are species. Mi. Otto Mollei has obtained 
It in Sikkim m the Spring, Mi. Wood-Mason obtained three males in September on Nemotha, 
Cachar, Mr. J. L. Sherwill has taken it at Joielidt, Assam, m Apiil ; it occurs also at 
Cheeiapunji, on the Naga Hills, in Sylhet, Mi. W Doheity has taken it m the Chittagong 
hill tracts, and it was obtained by the Yunan expedition. 

The figure shows both sides of a male Sikkim example m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

aeaus 73 -~LEBADEA, Felder. (Plate XIX).

“ Club of aniemtm slender, much piolongated. Palpi scaly. Eyes naked. Discoidal cell 
of both wings closed. Flrsl subcostal mrvule of forewing given off after the middle of the 
cell, the second beioie the end of the cell, cuived downwaids, the t^ird ascending far beyond 
the middle of the wing, curved downwards, the fourth originating soon afterwards at the 
vertex Dtsco-allular nervules of the foiewing cuived inwardly. Second and third median 
nervules somewhat distant from each other. Prcecostal nerviire of the hind wing cuived 
outwards, simple, ascending far behind the origin of the subcostal neivure.” 

“ Differs from Limemtis, undei which Westwood has placed the species belonging to this 
genus, by the closed cell of the hind wing and the position of the prsecostal nervuie.*’ 
(Felder, 1. c.) 

Seveial of the aberrant species of Zimenitis have the cell of the hindwing distinctly 
closed by a slender disco-cellular nervule, but m all of them the prsecostal neivure of that 
wing is emitted opposite the oiigin of the subcostal neivure ; m Lebadea it is emitted a 
considerable distance beyond that point ; the most obvious character of Lebadea is, however, 
the shape of the foiewmg, it is much elongated, the apex being broadly produced and the 
outer maigin being emarginate between the upper discoidal and the first median nervules. 
The inner maigm is also veiy shoit, much shorter than the outer margin, whereas in Zimenitis 
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it IS always the same length as, or m a few cases longer than, the outer maigin, The shape 
of the cell of the foiewing too is veiy diffeient ; m Lehadea the lower disco- cellular neivule 
IS directed outwards from the median nervuie, closing the cell with an acute apex at its 
junction with the subcostal nervure . in Ltmemtis it is diiected at light angles to both the 
median and subcostal nervures. 

The genus Lebadea contains but few species— A. ismene occuis in North-Eastern India, Z. 
atUmiata in Uppei Tenasserim, Z. matiha m the Malay Peninsula and Islands including 
Borneo, and Z also in Borneo. Z. Ltmemtis pocris va coloura- 

tion, but the discal white band is nai row and diiected to the apex, which latter is generally 
suffused with whitish, and the discal band is followed outwardly by a series of white lunules ; the 
ground-colour is iich fulvous. It has a weak flight, always settles with outspread wings, 
usually on a leaf.

Description i Male. Upperside, both wings rich fulvous, with a white discal band, its 
inner edge somewhat straight and even, in the forewing somewhat macular, and above the third 
median nervuie directed somewhat inwardly to the subcostal nervure 5 followed by a seiies 
of deep white lunules outwaidly defined with black, on the forewing also with white powdering 
beyond, a submatginal irregular dentate fine black line nariowly defined with whitish on 
both sides Forewing with a short irregular black line at the base of the cell continued to the 
submedian nervure, a pair of zigzag lines in the middle of the cell and another pair in the 
interspace below, both pairs enclosing a space brighter colouied than the ground, often with a 
whitish bar m the cell beyond ; another pair of black lines enclosing the disco-cellular neivules ; 
the apex more oi less bioadly white Hmdwmo with the usual fine black basal and cellular 
lines. Underside pale ochieous, the base of both wings and the abdominal margin of the 
hind wing greyish, all the maikings as above, but less distinct. Female with the ground- 
coloui on the upperside much richer and darker; the discal white band moie macular on 
the foiewing, the white lunules beyond with the black lunules placed outwaidly against them 
more prominent, the apical white patch smaller. Hindwing with the senes of black lunular 
spots beyond the discal band larger and more pi eminent than in the male, with a discal 
series of diffused black spots placed between the nervules, sometimes faintly piesent in the 
male Underside daiker than in the male, all the maikings more distinct. 

Z. isjmm occurs somewhat commonly at low elevations in forest m Sikkim, Mr. Wood- 
Mason took it in Cachar, it occurs also in Sylhet, Assam, and the Naga Hills, and 
Mr. H. M. Parish took it at Rungamutti, Chittagong, in Octobei. In Major MaishalFs 
collection is one male taken in March at Toungboak, Akyab, by Captain C, H. E. Adamson.

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Description ; ‘‘Male and female. Differs from Z. ismem^ Doubleday, in being smaller 
and of a brighter colour, the white medial tiansveise band nai rower, the apical poition on 
forming more angular in position and extending to the costa, the outer series of narrow 
lunules bemg present on the hmdwlng m both sexes.” {Moore^ 1. c ) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses several specimens of this species which were 
taken by Limborg with the types. It appears to be a very doubtfully distinct species, none 
of the characters given above being confined to examples from Upper Tenasseiim ; specimens 
from Cachai have the ground-colour of the same tint, one specimen from the Naga Hills, and 
another from Sylhet have the medial white band as attenuated, its upper portion extending to 
the costa and placed at almost right angles to it, and so on. Female specimens taken by 
Dr. Anderson in the Meigui Archipelago in the cold weather are very dark ferruginous, but 
not more so than one female example from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. In Major 
Marshall’s collection are numerous examples taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Donat 
range and Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasseiim, and one taken by Captain C. H. 
E. Adamson at Moulmein, 

An allied species, Z. marikat occurs in Malayana. The description is appended.* 

The small genus Pandita^ Mooie, which includes about three species, is confined to the 
Indo-Malayan region. A description of it and the single species which occurs in the Malay 
Peninsula is given below.t P. sinope is a butterfly of model ate size, the wings broad and 
rounded, the basal half on the upperside fuscous, crossed by black waved lines, the outer half 
ochreous crossed by fuscous bands.

Upperside brownish ochraceous Foyewing^^^<t cell crossed by three pairs of blackish lines, of which 
two are basal, two medial enclosing a large whitish spot, and two at apex , beneath cell and between the first 
median nervule and submedian nervure are some black linear markings , beyond cell the wing is crossed 
by an irregular series of eight white spots divided by the nervules, of which the sixth^ and seventh are 
largest, and separated by the first median nervule ; these are followed by a stiaigbt series of six lunulate 
white spots margined with fuscous, that beneath the first median nervule being duplex ; apex somewhat 
broadly white ; a waved fuscous submarginal line, margined with^ white, and commencing beneath the fifth 
subcostal nervule. Hindwtng with the cell crossed by two medial, waved, black lines, which are continued 
to near submedian nervure, and two short contiguous black lines near apex , a discal oblique white fascia

•wings narrowly fuscous, with the cihct greyish , abdominal margin greyish. Underside pale ochraceous. 
Forewing maiked as above, but much paler. Hindwtng marked generally as above, but much paler, the 
medial series of fuscous lunulate spots almost obsolete, and with two fuscous lines between the bases of the 
costal and subcostal nervures. Body and legs more or less concolourous with the wings. Female Upperside 
as in male, but broader, and with the discal series of white spots much attenuated, the submargmal line 
extending to apex, which is^ not white, and with the white spot absent from cell. Hzndwing as m male, 
but with the medial white fascia very narrow, and its following fuscous spots not margined with white. Under* 
SIDE much paler than above, and with the markings bearing the same relation to those of the upperside as 
obtains in the male.” 

‘*All the specimens of Z- Horsfield, which I could examine, having proved of the male sex, 

whilst those of Z martkay Fabncius, have been invariably females, I have felt no hesitation in considering them 
as but the sexes of one soecies, and treating them here as such *’ {Dtsiantj 1 . c.) Mr. Distant in descnbing the 
generic characters of Lebadea states that the lower disco-cellular nervule of the hindwing is “ obsolete.” 'This 
may be so in Z marihay but in both the Indian species it is distinctly present. 

E. I. C., vol i, p 181 (1857) ; id., Distant, 
Rhop Malay., p 146 (1883). “Head, rather small ; prominent, nsiked ; jbal/t, rather short, directed 
upwards to about the middle of the eyes, extended a little m front of the head, hairy, the hairs at the base long, 
apical joint conic , anienna, rather longer than half the length of the forewing, straight, with an elongated 
slender club. Thorax, moderately robust, covered with scales, the sides hairy Abdomen, rather small, slender, 
hairy. Forewing, elongate-trigonate, anterior margin arched , apex rounded , exterior margin two-thirds 
the length of the anterior, more or less scalloped , margin about the same length as the exteiior, 

somewhat rounded near the base and the angle. Costal nervure moderately strong, extending to the middle

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The next five genera Limemtis^ Athyma^ Ahota^ Symphcedra and Euthalia aie veiy closely 
allied ; the neuration of the wings is practically identical, and the small divergencies that are 
exhibited are in some cases wider among species of the same genus than between the different 
genei a taken as a whole. The outline of the wings, too, the robustness of the body and 
the length of the antennae, though typically distinct in each, vary within as well as between 
the diffeient genera. With the perfect insect alone the outline of the wings taken in conjunction 
with the style of markings is sufficient with a little practice to identify the genus of any 
insect of this group, but until the life-history of each is known the divisions of this group 
into genei a must be considered as tentative; so far as is known, the caterpillar of 
Athyma. is distinct from but closely allied to that of Limenitis^ the caterpillai of Ahrota is 
unknown, and the caterpillar of Sympkcedra is widely distinct from that of Limenitis and 
closely allied to that of Euthalia, 

In Ltmemiis all the Indian species have a broad discal band, generally white and almost 
always prominent, extending from the costa of the forewing to the submedian nervure of 
the hindwing near the anal angle. In Z. danava^ the only Indian species in which this 
band is obsolescent (in the male only, it is prominent in the female) the elongated foiewmg and 
compaiatively straight costa distinguish it as a Limenitis, In Z. austenm the band is veiy similar 
in chaiacter in both sexes to that m the male of Z. danava^ but is a little moie pi eminent. 

In Athyma the markings are typically white and sometimes tawny, being m foim 
and colour as m Neptts, but in some species the discal band only is prominent ; the body 
is almost always barred with white; the discal band reaches the submedian nervuie of 
the hindwing near its base, its outer edge never being beyond the oiigin of the second 
median nervuie, while in Limemtis the inmr edge of this band is close to the origin of the 
second median nervuie, the outer being far beyond it. In outline Athyma has the 
forewing less elongated and the costa more aiched than in most of the species of LimemHs, 

In Abrota the markings aie much as in Athyma, but the outline is more like that of Euthalia ; 
the markings aie tawny on a black ground, but in the male the tawny maikings aie much 
wider and moie diffused than in any of the tawny species of Athyma, 

In the markings present several distinct types; this genus consists of a few 

species differing widely from each other, and there appears to be no moie reason for grouping 
them together than there is for uniting them one and all to Euthalia, So far as the perfect insect 
is concerned there is no character, structural or otherwise, by which the genus as a whole can 
be separated. Seven species are lepresented within our limits, two of which are closely allied 
{ieuta and teutoides) if not insepaiable, and are marked as in Lime?tttis but shaped like 
Euthalia ; a thiid is allied to these, but has the discal band on the forewing more even, and a 
fourth has this band reduced to five spots only on the foiewing, and entirely absent on the 
hindwing; the lemainingthiee present two distinct types of markings unlike each other and 
unlike anything else in the group. 

In the markings are of seveial distinct types; a few species are marked some- 

what as in Limenitis, and are very similai in general aspect to both Z dudu and S, tmta ; 
the others present two dominant types, in one of which the body is very stout, the apex of 


arched, the rest of it nearly straight; exterior margin somewhat rounded, scalloped; abdominal marain 
grooved, about the same length as the anterior Pracosial nerrmre curved outwardly ; costal nervure arched 
to about the middle, and then straight to the apex , subcostal nervure breaking oflf nearly straight, opposite the 
junction of the pracosl^ , uj^er disco-cellular ne^le straight, oblique, arising a little beyond the subcostal ; 
lower disco-celluV^ obsolete ,ducmdal cell open. Forei^gs, very small, with fine silky hairs ; femur rathe^ 
longer than the tibia, tarsus half the length of the tibia, simple.’^

tarsus, the second, third, and fourth gradually shoiteiiing, each with a pair of shoit spines 
at the tip, on the lower side, the terminal joint veiy small, with two very short straight spines. 
Middle and hindlegs, modeiately long and robust, scaly ; fe^nur hairy beneath ; iihia 
of equal length with the femur, with stiong spines beneath (except at the basal one-thud) 
and at the tip, tibial spuis strong ; tarsus equal to the tibia in length and thickness, with 
four rows of spines beneath ; claws rather large, but not so long as the terminal setae of the 
taisus, strongly curved, and very acute 5 pai onychia bifid, setose, neaily as long as the claws ; 
pulvtllus shoit.” 

“ Larva, subcylindncal, narrowed behind, with setose tubeicles on the sides of the body, 
and with several pans of elongated, obtuse, hairy spines on the back, those towards the head 
being the longest. Pupa, suspended by the tail, head-case beaked or bifid, gibbose on the 
back of the thorax.” ( Westwood^ 1, c.) 

The genus Limenitis contains about thiity species, and occurs in North America, Europe, 
and almost throughout Asia ; no species, however, has been descubed fiom the Southein 
Hemisphere. The Indian species are veiy varied in colouration, but all of them have a 
broad band of a lighter colour than the giound across the uppeiside of both wings, white in 
most species. They are very beautiful insects on the wing, almost always found m forests 
or amongst trees ; they have a particularly graceful sailing flight, and settle on leaves with 
fully expanded wings. The well-known European ** White Admiial” ('Z. has three 

or four closely-allied forms occurring in the Western Himalayas 5 several very beautiful species 
occur in Sikkim and eastwards, while Z. procris is met with throughout Eastern and Southern 
India, the Malay Peninsula and in Java, having allied forms in Ceylon and the Andamans, 
Z. procris and its allies have been separated by Mr, Moore under the generic name of 
Modusa,^* All the species of true Zimenitis occurring within Indian limits are confined to 
the hilly regions of Northern and North-Eastern India ; one species, Z. daraxa, extending 
as far south as Upper Tenasserim,

black saggittate markings defined with white on the forewing ; these chaiacters are however 
not sufficient to establish it as the type of a new genus, and failing that its proper place is

Description: **Male, Upperside, both wings daik chocolate-brown, with purple 
reflections, ciossed by a pale lunular band, extending from^the costa of the forewmg beyond the 
cell to hind wing above the anal angle ; exteiior to this is a transverse senes of pale-bordeied 
dark brown limules, those on the forewmg being most piomment and zigzag fiom the costa, 
where they are white-bordeied, and thence deci easing on to the hind wing ; space outside 
these to exterior margin pale biown with a dark brown submaigmal and maiginal line ; cell 
of forewmg crossed by six, and that of hindwing by four, black streaks ; aha white [black at 
the ends of the veins] Underside greyish biown, whitish grey at base, marked as above, 
but having the outer band with all the lunules white-boidered, except the two lower ones 
on both wings, which are nearly black. Palpi^ legs and body beneath gieyish white,” 
{Mooie, 1 . c.) The female does not diffei m markings from the male, but is rathei larger, 
and the wings a little broader. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a pair of this species taken by Colonel Godwin- 
Austen at Sarathu in the Khasi Hills, and another pair taken by Mr, Wood-Mason on 
Namotha, Cachar, in September. 

The next two species, though differing widely in outline and markings, differ from all the 
remaining species m having the cell of the hindwing closed ; the lower disco cellular nervule 
is atrophied and extremely slender, but it can be traced in both species ; they both moreover 
have the pale discal band of the upperside in the male tinted Lhi oughout not pure white, it 
being brown in Z, danava and pale green in Z, daraxa; m Z. the sexes differ, the 

band being pure white in the female ; of Z. daraxa the female is unknown, 

446. Limduitis Moore. 

Z. danava, Moore, HorsQeld and Moore, Cat Lep. Mus. E. I. C., vol, i, p, x8o, pi via, fig. a, male, 
female (1837) • 

Habitat : Himalayas, Assam. 

Expanse : 3 o to 3*5 inches. 

Description : ** Male. Upperside, dark olive-brown fiom base to disc of foiewing, and 
from base to one-third of hmdwing, the rest being pale olive-brown 5 a tiansverse dark band 
crossing the disc of forewing and middle of hindwmg ; a dark submarginal wavy line and 
two indistinct inner wavy lines crossing both wings ; some indistinct mai kings within the 
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discoidal cell with paler centres, and a small gieen patch at anal angle. Underside of a 
golden-glossed obscure ashy-brown ochreous colour. Forming with max kings at the base ; 
a transverse row of lunulated marks, and an indistinct submargmal row of very small spots, 
purple-ashy ; also a whitish patch at the apex, and a nairow yellowish line across the disc. 
Bindwing with broad inner and submarginal band pui pie-ashy ; the latter with small whitish 
spots along its middle 5 two maiks within and one above the discoidal cell whitish. Female, 
Upperside with portions at the base, as in male, dark brownish-green ; the middle of both 
wings white, with bioad greenish-biowii band crossing the disc ; exterior margins bioadly 
paler greenish-biown, with green patch at the anal angle ; markings at base of wings pale. 
Underside pale greenish-yellow, with greenish-golden gloss 5 bands and markings as in 
uppeiside, but less distinct and whitish.” (^Moore, 1 , c.) 

L. danava diifers conspicuously from other species of the genus in the female being very 
differently coloured and marked from the male. It has a wide range m the Himalayas, occuiring 
fiom Masuii to Sibsagai m Upper Assam, It differs from all the following species in having two 
pale discal bands instead of one only, and by having these bands brown throughout in the 
male \ in the female they are white. Its outline is similar to that of A. diidu ; the forewing is 
more emarginate, and the anal angle is more distinctly produced, giving a slight resemblance m 
these two species to some of the Euthalias, but the inner angle of the fore wing does not pio- 
ject beyond the apex of the hmdwing. 

447- Limeaitis daraza. Doubleday, Hewitson. 

Z. daraxa^ Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diura. Lep., vol. xi, p. 276, n ixi pi xxxiv, fig. 4 (1850). 

Habitat: Kumaon, Sikkim, Bhutan, Sylhet, Cachai, Assam, Naga Hills, Upper 
Tenasserim. 

Expanse ; 2*25 to 2*85 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside, doiA wings black, powdered with obscure ochreous 
at the base, a brown line near the margin, within which is a series of pale blown spots, each 
bearing a black spot in the centre, an obscure brown line just beyond the green discal band. 
Forming with two black lines across the middle of the cell, with a figuie of 8 in the 
interspace below, the disco-cellulars defined with a band of the ochreous powdermg ; a 
discal band of eight pale green spots placed between the nervules, the upper one minute 
and linear, the next laiger and oval, the two following about double the size and kidney- 
shaped, the next one at the base of the upper median interspace rounded, the thiee lower 
ones quadraie, divided only by the nervules. Bindwing with some obscure black markings 
at the base, the discal pale green band in continuation of that on the foiewing, continuous, 
of nearly equal width throughout, but ending in a point at the submedian neivure, divided 
by the veins ; a rounded deep ferruginous patch at the anal angle. Underside with the pale 
discal band as on upperside but almost white, the ochreous and blown markings of the upper- 
side replaced by violet much brightest on the margin, the ground-colour pale fenugmous, the 
violet patches on the border each bearing a deep black spot as on the upperside, and inwardly 
bordered with deep ferruginous lunules, sometimes with an additional whitish spot within the 
band near apex of forewing. I have not seen a female of this species. 

X. daraxa is not a rare species and has a wide range. Mr. Atkinson lecords it from the 
Himalayas of the North-Western Provinces, and it appears to occur at a suitable elevation all 
along the hills as far east as Sibsagar in Upper Assam and the Naga Hills, and Captain C. T. 
Bingham took it in April in the Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim. 

In all the remaining species of this genus the sexes are alike and the discal band is pure 
white throughout, except in X, in which it is yellow on the forewmg. In all the discoidal 
cell of the hindwing is open. The first three species have the wings more elongated, and the 
pale discal band straighter than in typical Limmiiis ; the outer maigin of the foiewing is 
also moie emarginate, least so in X. zayia, most ui X. ditdu. 
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448. Limoaitis zayla, Doubleday, Hewitson. 

Z, zayla^ Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Diurn. Lep , vol. li, p 276, n. 12, pi. xxxv, fig. 4 (1850). 

Habitat ; Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet. 

Expanse : 3*5 to 3-8 inches. 

Description: Male, Uppersidf, both wings blackish, powdered with ochieousat the 
base. Forewing with a zigzag black line at the base of the cell and m the interspace below, two 
fine black lines across the middle of the cell and a figuie of 8 below both enclosing a feirugmous 
space, a fine black line beyond, the disco-cellulais enclosed by two black lines suirounding an 
ochieous space •, a bioad discal ochreous band, its inner edge somewhat uneven but sharply 
defined, its outer edge lunulated and somewhat diffused, the lower poition of this band 
inwardly white ; thiee subcostal ochreous elongated streaks m continuation of the band ; the 
giound-colour beyond biown, giadually deepening into black ; a submarginal senes of deep 
ferruginous lunules, their points joined to a ferruginous outer line ; the margin marked wdth 
a black, then a pale, then another black line. Hindwing with some obscure black mai kings 
at the base ; a broad discal white band attenuating to a point at the submedian nervuie wheie 
it ends 5 a pale band beyond, then abroad black band outwardly beaiing a series of prominent 
deep feiiuginous lunules ; beyond which there is a pale band, then a black line, then a veiy 
fine pale line, and lastly the maigin is black Underside much palei, glossy greenish at the 
base of the hindwing^ marked much as above but all the bands more obscure and bluiied. 
Ctlia alternately black and white thioughout. Sexes alike. 

This is probably the most beautiful species of the genus, it occuis somewhat plen- 
tifully on Birch Hill, Dai^iling. 

449 * Limeaitis zulema, Doubleday, Hewitson, 

Z. zulema. Doubleday, Hewitson* Gen. Djurn. Lep , vol.ii, p. 276, n. 9, pi. xxxiv, fig. i (1850). 

Habitat: Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam. 

Expanse : 27 to 3*3 inches. 

Description : Male, Upperside, both wings lich deep brown, crossed by a broad 
discal white band, divided by the neivules, the upper poition slightly lecuived in the foiewing^ 
and macular, very stiaight and even in the hind wing, teimmating on the submedian 
nervure, followed by a pale brown lunulated band, then a seiies of somewhat quadrate blackish 
spots placed between the nervules, then a deepfemiginous band, then another seiies of blackish 
spots but moie elongated, the outer margin pale brown divided by two straight blackish lines. 
Forewing with the base ochreous, a black line in the cell with an annular spot below it, two 
black lines joined above and below and enclosing a deeper ferruginous space than the 
ground-colour across the middle of the cell, with a figure of 8 in the interspace below, the 
disco-cellulars placed on a deep ferruginous band margined with black on both sides. Two 
subapical small white spots. Hindwing obscuie black mai kings at the base of the 

wing and in the cell. Underside much paler, the ground-colour being greenish-white, the 
markings much as above, but moie prominent Ciha alternately black and white throughout, 
I have not seen a female, it will probably be found not to differ fiom the male in maikmgs. 

L, IS a lare species which is occasionlly received from Sikkim. Mr. A. V. Knyvett 

has obtained it near Buxa in Bhutan, and there is a single specimen from Chenapunji in 
Assam, in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. In general appeaiance it is veiy similai to L» 
cahdosaf but the neuration is very different. 

450* Limeaitis dudu, Westwood. (Plate XXIV, Fig, 112 $). 

L, dudu, Westwood, Gen. Diurn. Lep., vol. ii, p, 276, n. 13, note (185©), 

Habitat j Sikkim, Sylhet, Shillong. 

Expanse : 2*8 to 3*6 inches. 

Description ; ** Upperside fuscous, with a straight lather .narrow oblique submedian 
band acioss both wings white, a little irregular towards the costa of the fore wing, with two 
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nanow spots obscurely lufous maigined with black towauls the base of the fo 7 ewmo, 
HtniMng with a broad series of lunules beyond the band and a subapical streak black, with 
the anal angle acute golden, spotted with black. Underside pearly, the band and basal 
spots as on upperside, but the apical ones obliterated, the anal angle bioadly lufescent.’' 
(^Westwood^ l.c.) 

Male : Upperside, both wings with the basal half blackish, powdered with obscure 
ochreous at the extreme base. A broad black band divided fiom the discal white band by 
a band of the paler giound-colour, attenuated and maculai antenoily m the foiewing, 
enclosing a series of deep red lunules (which aie most prominent at the anal angle) m 
the hind wing ; a submarginal and marginal black line, the foimer bordered with deep red 
on both sides at the anal angle of the hindwing. Forewing with a small round black spot 
at the base of the cell, with a similai one m the interspace below ; two parallel black 
lines across the middle of the cell, and a figure of 8 m the interspace below, both enclosing 
a deep red space; beyond them the ochreous powdeied basal aiea terminates m two sharply 
defined bands ; a wedge-shaped deep red band enclosing the disco-cellulars ; a discal white 
band from the subcostal nervuie to the inner maigin, the poition above the thud median 
nervule (up to which point the band gradually decreases in width) composed of three spots 
crossed by the nervules, and separated by a streak of the giound-coloui ; an oblique senes of 
thiee white linear spots extending from the lower discoidal inteispace (where the spot almost 
touches the discal band) to the subcostal interspace near the apex ; above the upper of these 
three spots theie is an obscure short deep red streak, Hindwmg with the W'hite discal band 
of the forewing continued evenly across the wing from the costal margin to the submedian 
nervure. UNDERSIDE pearly, the apex of the forewing decieasmgly to the third median 
nervule ochreous. Forming with a band acioss the middle of the cell, a somewhat rounded 
spot in the interspace below it, and another band enclosing the disco-cellulars composed of an 
outer fine black line, then a fine line of the ground-colour, the middle ferruginous, as is 
also the basal half of the costal area ; the discal white band as above, but inwaidly shaiply 
defined by a daik line, outwardly by a rather broader ferruginous line, beyond which are a double 
senes of obscure lunules and a submarginal line, Hindwmg with an oval spot across the middle 
of the cell, another in the interspace above, and a third below the upper disco-cellular, all com- 
posed of a very fine outer black line enclosing a pure white area ; the discal white band as 
above, sharply defined on both sides, inwardly by a fine, outwardly by a bioader ferruginous 
line, the latter widening out into a diffused patch at the anal angle ; a double series of dark 
lunules and a submarginal fine line. The female differs from the male only in the wings 
being broader, as is also the discal white band, the ground-colour somewhat paler. 

L dudu is a rare species ; Major Marshall possesses a specimen taken at Shillong 
in May. 

The figure is taken from a male Sikkim specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 
and shows both sides. 

The next species, which is the typical Indian species of the genus and most neaily 
resembles the European Z. sibylla^ has the hindwing shorter and much more evenly rounded 
than in the other Indian species ; it is extremely variable, and the local races have been 
described under four distinct names, each race being typically very distinct, but numerous 
intermediate forms connect each local race with the next, and I have found it impossible 
to draw a line of separation anywhere. The species as a whole is confined to the Western 
Himalayas and the mountain ranges to the north and west as far as Tuikestan. The extreme 
southern form is typical L. irivma^ with the white discal band very broad, neaily one-third 
the breadth of the wing, and with a single row of diffused small whitish spots on the outer 
border ; northwards, as the elevation increases, the white band gradually narrows, till in the 
forests near the snow line typical Z. Ugyes is found, with the discal band less than one-third 
the width of that of Z. trivena and distinctly macular throughout, the black veins separating 
the spots being also distinctly bordeied throughout with black. Fmther north where the 
vegetation is spaise the white band lemams nanow, but the white bolder spots aie replaced by 
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much laiger yellow spots, and an innei seiies of equally laige yellow spots is developed, 
separated fiom the outer series by the senes of black lunules, and the giound-coloui is paler 
thioughout. This is the foim that has been named by Mr. Mooie Z hydaspes, Fmthei north 
still the form which occurs in Tuikestan, and has been named L lepechini by Heir Erschoff, 
closely resembles Z. hydaspes^ but judging from the figure diifeis in the disappeaiance of the 
black lunules from the space between the two senes of yellow spots 

4SI‘ Limenitis trivena, Moore. (Plate XXIV, Fig, 113 $), 

L. irivena, Moore, Ent Month Mag , vol. i, p i33> (Nov , 1864) , L. Itgyes, Hewitson, Trans Ent. 
Soc Lond., third series, vol. ii, p. 246, n 3, pi xv, figs 3, 4, female (Dec , 1864) , id , Lang, Ent. Month 
Mag , vol V, p 35 (1868) ; Z hydaspes^ Moore, Proc Zool Soc Lond , 1874, p 270, n 49, pi xliii, fig 2 , Z. 

Erschoff, Lep Turk., p. 14, n 41, pi. i, fig. 10, (1874), id, Hedemann, Hor Soc. Ent Ross., 

vol. XVI, p. 263 (err 247), Mele(i 88 i) 

Habitat ; Western Himalayas, Kashmir, Turkestan. 

Expanse : 2*25 to 3*10 inches. 

Description : “ Male. Upperside brown, with a broad interrupted white band 
extending across the disc of wind's, beyond which is a marginal series of pale ochiey-red 
lunules, boidered on each side with black. In the forming aie a few small white spots at 
the apex, before the band, and within the discoidal cell is a transverse white stieak, on each 
side of which is a narrow, pale ochrey-red, black bordered streak, the basal one shewing itself 
below the cell Underside ochrey-yellow, with the bioad band, discoidal and apical spots 
white. Ciha white, at the points black, Antemm at the apex ochrey-red. Female. Darker, 
fuliginous, tinged with green at the base of the wings, the bioad transveise band and spots 
creamy white, the maiginal seiies of lunules also whitish ” 1. c.) 

“I have seen but thiee individuals of this species, all in the Himalaya, 7,000 to 8,000 
feet elevation, in forests of oak ( Quercus incana and semi'Carptfolia ). Has a quick fhght, 
sometimes slower, floating in and out of the sunlight.*' (Noie by Colonel Langf 

As this form was first desciibed it may be considered to be the typical one. It occurs 
in the outer ranges of the Himalayas and fuithest to the south. I took a single female on the 
top of Jakko, Simla, and theie aie numeious specimens of both sexes also from Simla in 
Colonel Lang's collection j Major Marshall has observed it on the wing in the spring on the 
road down to Sipi fiom Mashobra, near Simla \ I found it common at Kujiah near Dalhousie 
in June, in Chumba and at Mogul Maidan, Kashmir, in the same month ; it occurs also in 
Muiiee, and Mr. A, Graham Young has obtained numeious examples in Kulu in May and 
June. In Colonel Lang's collection are two specimens from Lowei Kunawai exactly inter- 
mediate between typical Z. and the form or variety described as Z, liiyes. Some 
undoubted examples of Z, trivena have a double series of ochreous spots on the maigin on the 
upperside of both wings, placed one at the apex the other at the base of a series of black 
conical spots between the neivules, showing in this respect an approach to Z, hgyes^ though the 
white discal band is twice as broad as in typical specimens of that species. Other ex^ples 
of L,tnvena lack the inner seiies of ochieous spots, and in others again the outer seiies is 
white, and the inner also absent The maikings of the undeiside vary considerably, but the 
extent and colouration of those on the upperside aie the most important, 

Var. hgyess “Female. Upperside dark blown. Both wings crossed by a nearly 
medial band of white spots, followed between it and the outer margin by two bands 
of lunular black spots. Foreiving with a black band, a lufous spot and a white band 
within the cell, and a rufous band at the end of the cell ; three white spots near the 
apex. Hindwing with lufous spots between the two submarginal bands of black spots 
Underside ochreous-yellow. Foreming with the basal half rufous, the medial band as above, 
the lower spots bordered with black ; a lunular white spot below the cell. Hindwing (the 
medial band excepted) immaculate." {Hemilson^ 1. c.) The male does not differ from the 
female except that the outer margin of the forewing is slightly emarginate below the apex^ 
and both wings are ralhei nanower. ' " 

Zl 
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This form, or more conectly local xace of Z Uivena, was described ambiguously as fiom 
** North India.’* It is not found in the outer ranges of the Himalayas, occuiring always in the 
middle oi inner ranges fuither north. Colonel Lang took numeious specimens in Upper Kunawar 
(Pangi, June), I obtained a single male at Mogul Maidan, Kashmii, m June, and Mis. R. Bazett 
took numerous specimens at Gulmurg, 9,400 feet m July. The size of the spots in the discal 
band m these specimens agrees with the figuie of Z. ligyes^ but the rufous spots are veiy 
feebly developed. I also obtained three males in June at Gagangair, Kashmir, and Major 
Marshall possesses three males from Baba Marishi, 8,400 feet, also in Kashmir, and one fiom 
Pangi, all taken in June They differ fiom typical Z. ligyes in having the discal spots as small 
as in the next form, Z, hydaspes ; the development of the rufous spots is inconstant, some of 
these specimens being quite typical Z. ligyes in this respect, but' in none of them are they as 
fully developed as in Z. hydaspes or Z. lepechinu Lastly Majoi Marshall possesses quite 
typical specimens of Z. ligyes taken at Kutabul, 8,200, and Bayadmalla, 6,500 feet, both in 
Kashmir, and one from Pangi, all these specimens taken m June. Colonel Lang writes of it : 
“This species is repiesented by only one much mutilated specimen in Dr Jerdon’s seiies 
[from Kashmir], which resembles the daik * Kunawar * rather than the light ‘ Simla * 
vaiiety; but it differs from all that I have yet seen, in having an exteiior tiansveise senes, 
nearly obsolete in the forewing, but veiy distinct in the hindvving, of ochreous-red spots, one 
being placed at the apex of each of the black borders of the submarginal lunules. The 
underside is also suffused with ochieous-ied. This species is subject to a considerable amount 
of gradual variation. At the commencement of its range near Simla, all the individuals accoid 
well with the description of Z. tnvena, Moore, having hvad white fascise occupymg nearly 
one-third of the wing ; while at the extreme northern limit of the range, Tibetwards (as also 
appaiently to the west in Cashmere), the fascia is narrow and only maculai, and the insects 
have a daik sombie look. The food-plant of the larvae is Lonieera tataiicaf which has a wide 
lange in the N,-W. Himalaya.** 

The figure of this foim (erroneously named Z. hydaspes on the plate) fiom a male Pangi 
specimen in Major Maishall’s collection shows both sides. 

Vzx, hydaspes, “ Male and female. Upperside dark lufous brown ; wings with 
a tiansverse discal series of small oval white spots, and two submarginal lows of prominent 
dentate ochrey-ied spots, which are paiallelly joined together by an intermediate row of 
dentate black spots, the outer low being also bordered by a black luniile ; a narrow black 
and a white streak within, and an ochrey-red streak closing the cell ; two ochrey- white spots 
before the apex. Underside bright ochrey-yellow, the discal maculated band and stieak m 
cell, as above, black-bordeied ; middle of the wings, outside the discal band, and a marginal 
senes of lunules ochrey -led ; two black lunules neai posterior angle of forewing.** 

*^Naie, Z. ligyes ^ Hewitson, may be distinguished fiom this species m being of a dark or 
somewhat greenish-brown colour, the discal maculated band being foimed of larger spots, the 
submarginal seiies of black dentate spots being bordered outwaidly by a whitish (sometimes 
slightly fulvous' white) dentate spot, and outer or marginal haidly apparent blackish lunules ; 
the underside is paler, and has moie black diffused along the borders of the discal bands.** 

** Z. Moore, may also be known, by its much paler blown colour, and the very 

broad discal transverse band, which occupies nearly one-third of th6 wing, the undeiside being 
also of a very pale yellow. Z. Hgyes is apparently confined to the Kumaon [ ? Kunawar] 
districti and L,trwena to the Simla district of the N.-W. Himalaya,** {Moore, 1. c.) 

This form or local race is described as being “ common about Kashmir,** probably on 
the authority of the late Captain R. B. Reed who obtained the type specimens. In Major 
MarshalFs collection is a single female taken in Astor, Northern Kashmir in September, and 
I possess two examples taken by Colonel Lockhart’s Mission, one probably near Gilgit, the 
other in the Astor Valley which aie the only typical specimens I have seen. They differ from 
the figure of Z. Itgyes in having the discal band composed of smaller white spots, and the outer 
border of both wings bearing two prominent series of feirugmous spots, the inner series 
becoming white at the apex of the forewing. Seveial of the specimens mentioned under 
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the previous form approach very closely to this one, notably one from Pangi, which has been 
here figured as Z. hydas^es^ but the feiruginous spots are not quite so large. 

Var. lepeckinu ** Male. Upperside fuscous, a macular white fascia beyond the middle, 
two series of fulvous spots before the outer margin. Underside greenish-yellow, median fascia 
white,” {Erschoff, 1 . c.) 

This form or local race was described from near Maracanda, in Turkestan, and was taken 
in June. It is very close to our Astor and Gilgit specimens of Z. hydaspes, but differs in the 
spots of the discal band being as large as in typical Z. ligyes^ The outer border of both wings 
on the underside is rich ochreous maiked only with a diffused darker band in the middle, 
more prominent in the forewing. On the upperside also the black spots between the two 
feriuginous marginal seiies of spots are not shown in the figure. 

The two following species have been generically separated by Mr. Moore (Lep. Cey., 
vol. i, p, 47) under the name Modieza, They differ chiefly fiom typical species of Limenitis in 
the shape and position of the lower disco-cellular nervule of the forewing. The description 
is appended.* 

452. Ume&ltis procris, Cramer.

Malay., p. 148, n. i, pi, xvii, 
fig. I, male (1883) 3 Z. anarta^ Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1877, p. 585. 

Habitat ; India, Burma, Malay Peninsula, Andamans, Sumatra, Banca, Java, Borneo, 

Expanse : 2*3 to 3*2 inches. 

Description; “Male and female. Upperside bright ferruginous. Forewwg \Ai\L 
the cell crossed by three black lines, and with the same number between the first median 
nervule and the submedian neivure ; beyond the cell the whole disc of the wing is triangularly 
blackish, containing an oblique series of five white spots, situated one at end of the cell, 
three separated by the median nervules, the fifth and smallest on the inner margin ; 
four or five subapical white spots, of which two linear and smallest are subcostal, 
two, largest, separated by upper discoidaj, nervule, and one very small beneath the lower 
discoidal nervule ; a broad submarginal waved black fascia and two narrower mar- 
ginal fasciae of the same colour, which sometimes become fused. Hindxving with the cell 
crossed by two pairs of blackish lines and with a few small black markings above the cell j a 
broad medial oblique white macular fascia continuous to the medial spots of the forewing, 
terminating at the submedian nervure, its inner margin somewhat regular and narrowly 
bordered with black, its outer margin scalloped and broadly margined with black ; this is 
followed by a series of blackish spots placed between the nervules and marginal and sub- 
marginal fascise, much as on the forewing, but the inner one terminating at the anal angle in 
two small spots. Underside with the white markings as above. Forming with the basal 
area before the white spots (which are margined with black), very pale olivaceous ; the third 
and fourth lines in the cell including a bright reddish spot, and the same beneath the cell ; the

scalloped, convex anteriorly. Costal nervure extending two-thirds of wing ; first subcostal ne^ule emitted 
at nearly one-half before end of the cell, second at equal distance between it and end of the cell, third at a little 
more than one-third from the fourth fifth at three-fourths beyond ; upper [middle] disco -cellular curved 
very obliquely outwards and bent near subcostal, lotver very slender and slightly convex, the radials [discoidal 
nervules] from angle and end of upper disco-cellular ; discoidal cell long ; middle median nervule emitted at 
some distance before end of the cell and opposite to its upper end, lower median at more half distance 
before lower end ; submedian nervure straight.

curved. Body^ stout, short ; palpi^ porrect, second joint long, projecting half its length in front of head, third 
joint very short and pointed, very slightly pilose beneath at upper end ; legs^ slender ; antenneSy with a lengthened 
slender club. Type, M, procrisy {Moorey 1 , c.) In these species the general colouration most nearly resembles 
that of Z. zulemai but the outer edge of the discal band on'the hiadwing is irregularly scalloped as in typical 
Z. trivemn Both the Indian species are tropical or subtropical forms. 
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black discal area above leddish beneath, the three lower subapical white spots being situated 
in long and somewhat linear black spots ; submarginal black fascia very much bioken and sub- 
obsolete ; marginal fascim as above ; maigmai area pale violaceous. Bmdzmng Yfith. the whole 
basal aiea to just beyond the white fascia, veiy pale olivaceous ; maiginal and submarginal 
fasci35 as on the forewmg, but the last moie obsolete and only denoted by a seues of spots. 
Body and more or less concolourous with the wings.” {Distant^ l.c ) 

The larva (as figured by Horsfield) is a veiy extiaoidmaiy cieatuie, brown, cylmdiical, 
the head much larger than the following segments and suuounded with numerous pointed 
tubercles, the three following segments furnished with a pan each of long spined club-shaped 
tubeicles, increasing in length to the thud segment, the following segments with similar but 
shorter tubercles. Pupa rich brown with two foliaceous processes at the head, the wing- 
cases dilated at the sides, the thorax humped, the dorsal suiface of the abdominal segments 
fuinished with iriegular projections. In Java Dr. Horsfield records the larva as feeding on a 
species of Nauclea^ bearing the native name of In Calcutta I have bred it on 

Anthocephalus Cadamha^ 

L.procris occurs plentifully in India in the legion of heavy rainfall. I have specimens fiom 
Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Burma, Calcutta, Orissa, and throughout South India. 

Mr, Mooie has described a slight vaiiety of L procris from the South Andaman Isles 
under the name of L, ana}ia. It is somewhat vaiiable, the white spot in the discoidal cell 
of the forewmg being sometimes entirely absent, in others (and there is every intei mediate 
variety) it is as large as many specimens from continental India. The other distinguishing 
characters given by Mr. Moore even if they weie constant, which they do not appear to be 
from the specimens before me, are hardly sufficient to warrant the erection of Z, anaria into a 
separate species, 

Var. anaria^ Moore. Habitat : South Andamans. Expanse ; ^ , 2*5 to 27 ; $ , 
3*1 to 3*2 inches. Description ; “ Male. Darker than the Indian form of Z. procris. 
Differs in the nariower white maculated band on hoih wings, smaller subapical costal spots, and 
much smaller spot^at end of the cell. The outer black markings are also broader 5 the marginal 
black dentate lunules are confluent and similar to those in Z. catidosa” {Moore, 1. c.) The late 
Mr, de Roepstoiff has sent many specimens of this form from the South Andamans, the 
female sex being the one most frequently caught.

Expanse : 2*50 to 275 ; 2*9 inches. 

Description : ** Male and female. Upperside dark rufous-brown, basal area 
suffused with olive-biown Forewlng with a discal transverse senes of bluish- white irregular- 
shaped spots, which continue m a band across the hindwing ; both wings with basal black 
streaks, and two submarginal series of black lunules interspaced with dull red ; marginal 
black lunular lines bordered with pale brown Underside, basal area bluish-grey, outer 
area pale greyish-purple ; discal macular band as above ; submarginal spots, apical inter- 
spaces, and basal streaks, prominently black and red bordered 5 marginal lines distinct.” 

Larva pale greenish-yellow or reddish, head spined, the segments armed with short 
spiny tubercles, and a longer dorsal divergent pair on third and fourth segments. Feeds on 
Cinchona, Mtisscenda, &c. Pupa reddish-purple-brown, wing cases dilated ; head bifid, twisted 
and bent outwards at the tips.” {Moore, I. c. in Lep. Cey.) 

Z. cahdosa appears to occur throughout Ceylon and at all seasons It is quite distinct 
from the continental Indian form Z. procris, the ground-colour of the upperside blackish, 
with hardly any fenuginous markings, and the white spot at the end of die cell of the forewing 
so prominent usually in Z. procris in so far as I know always wanting in Z, calidosa,, 
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Genus 76.-ATaYMA, Westwood. (Plate XX).

‘ * Body, robust ^ 0/2/2^ j, large and strong, generally with tiansverse white marks on a 
black giound. Head, modeiate, with a few long bans in fiont \ eyes^ rather pi eminent, 
generally naked, but finely hiisute m some species ; antenncs not more than half the length 
of the forewing, stiaight ; teiminated by a long and giadually foimed slendei club, slightly 
obliquely tiuncate at the tip, and with a fine keel-like line down the undeiside ; palp, rather 
slender, obliquely diiected upwards, but not reaching above the middle of the eyes ; the lips 
hoiizontally porrected and slightly incuived, clothed with closely adpressed scaly hairs, with 
longer hairs at the base beneath, and towaids the extremity of the second joint on the upper 
side ; the terminal joint veiy short and obtuse. Thorax, robust ; collar often variously 
coloured ; dorsum often maiked with white spots ; metathorax laige, deeply grooved down the 
middle, finely hairy. Abdomen, modeiately robust, often party-colouied, especially at the 
base. Forewing, large, subtriangular ; costal margin rounded j apex rounded ; outer margin 
three-fifths of the length of the costa, slightly convex, straight, or but very slightly concave, 
and slightly scalloped ; inner margin nearly straight, thiee-fourths of the length of the costa. 
Costal nervure strong, reaching to the middle of the costa j subcostal nervure with its first 
branch arising at about one-fourth of the length of the wing, followed immediately by the 
second branch; third branch arising at about two-thuds of the length of the wing, and 
extending to the apex ; fourth branch arising at about five-sixths of the length of the wing, 
extending below the apex ; the teiminal portion of the vein rather deflexed. Upper disco* 
cellular nervule almost obliterated, arising fiom the subcostal nervme at one-thiid of the 
length of the wing ; middle disco-cellular very short, curved, forming the base of the 
lower discoidal nervule j limer disco-cellular obsolete m the typical species, the discoidal cell 
being open. In otheis it is, however, distmct, although veiy slender, arising from the 
extremity of the middle disco-cellular, which is in such species curved obliquely towards 
the base of the wing, and joining the median nervure close to the origin of the third 
branch. Hindwing, subtiiangular ; costal margin rather lounded ; outer maigin rounded, 
and more strongly scalloped. Prcecostal neivure stiongly curved outwards ; costal nervure 
arched, and extending to the outer angle; subcostal nervure branching very near to its 
base, and also emitting the upper disco-cellular nervule very near to the base of its branch. 
Upper disco-cellular netvule forming the base of the discoidal neivule ; lower disco-cellular 
obsolete. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoral, finely hairy ; tibia not so long as the 
femur ; tarsus rather more than two-thiids of the length of the tibia ; when denuded it 
is cylindrical, simple, exarticulate, and destitute of claws or spines, as is also the tip of 
the tibia. Of the female rather longer and thicker, scaly ; tarsus with well developed j*oints ; 
the first being half the length of the tarsus, without spines at the tip beneath ; second, 
third, and fourth joints with strong short spines on the underside. Middle and hindlegs, 
moderately long ; tiha spined beneath, tibial spurs strong ; tarsi more thickly spined 
beneath, the spines arranged in rows.” 

“Larva [. 4. /mW], long, cylindrical, with setose waits at the sides; head spinose; 
each of the second and third segments with two long, erect, sharp, setose spines ; remaining 
joints with similar spines, but those of the fourth, sixth, eighth, and tenth joints aie shorter 
than the intermediate ones. Pupa suspended by the tail ; head furcate ; body with a conical 
protuberance on the dorsal portion of the thorax, and another at the base of the abdomen,” 
{Westwood, 1. c.) 

Athyma is a genus of considerable extent, about forty species being known. It is confined 
to Asia, occurring almost throughout the outer Himalayas, and eastern and peninsular India (but 
not in Ceylon), Burma, the Andaman Isles, the Malay peninsula and islands, with several 
species in China. Many of the species have a superficial likeness to species of the genus JV^tis, 
being black with white bands and spots, but the neuration is very different. In several 
species the females are very differently coloured and marked to the males, but in all cases the 
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style of maiking and colouration is similar to that of Neptis» Both sexes of Apatma chevana^ 
and the female of Athyma selenopkora^ appear to mimic Athyma opalina, in which species the 
sexes are alike. All the species known to me m nature are stiong on the wing, hut frequently 
settle, often on the ground with wide-spread open wings, or on leaves of tiees and bushes. 
They aie forest-loving insects, occurring only where there is a rich vegetation. 

The genus compirses two groups, in one of which the cell of the forewing is open, in the 
other it is closed ; in the first group the sexes are similarly marked in all the species, and all 
are black with the white bands and spots arranged as in PTepUs ; in the second group the 
aberrant species occur in which, while the females retain the “ NeptH^ markings, the males 
diverge in having the bands margined partially with blue, and in some cases the discoidal and 
submarginal bands obscuie, the discal band alone being white and prominent,

Upperside dark fuscous, with the following 
lemon-white [almost pure white] spots and markings x-^-forming with a basal streak and two 
spots in cell ; a subtiiangular spot at end of cell ; two elongated subapical spots divided by the 
upper discoidal nervule, beneath which are an oblong discal seiies of five spots directed inwardly, 
the upper two smallest, and the fifth linear on inner margin ; a submarginal series of six 
very small spots, the third, fourth and fifth contiguous to the upper three discal spots. 
Binivbing with a wide tiansverse macular fascia near base, and an outer discal series of six 
small spots, inwardly margined with dark fuscous spots, placed between the neivules. Both 
wings with a waved pale linear submaiginal fascia, and the diia alteinately white. Underside

whitish fascia ; medial fascia as above, but more or less maigined on each side with black, 
the outer discal spots above fused into a maculai fascia beneath, and containing a series of 
small black spots placed between the nervules (two between the first median nervule and 
submedian nervuie) ; both wmgs with a narrow pale waved submarginal violaceous fascia, 
outwardly margined with black ; ciha as above. Body above daik fuscous, the eyes castaneous ; 
thorax with some discal linear grey markings and two posterioi oblique spots of the 
same colour ; abdomen annulated with greyish. Body beneath and legs greyish, the under 
surfaces of the tarsi castaneous.” (Distant, I. c.) 

Larva cylindrical, of equal thickness throughout its length, head larger than the follow- 
ing segment, black, thickly covered with obtuse castaneous spines, body pale green, beneath 
and legs castaneous, armed with a subdorsal series of long, and a spiracular series of shorter 
spined castaneous tubercles, one in each series on each segment, those on the fourth, sixth, 
eighth, tenth and thirteenth segments in the subdorsal series shorter than the others, spiracles 
black. Pupa brown, richly gilt, head ending in two points, thorax foliaceous. In Java Dr, 
Horsfield records the larva as feeding “ on a species of Phyllanthus,^* 

A, jfenus is one of the commonest as well as the most widely distributed species of the 
genus. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas and in Eastern, South-West- 
ern and Southern India to Travancoie— but not in Ceylon— throughout Burma, the Malay 
peninsula, Siam, in Java, Formosa and China. It is very constant in its markings, though Mr. 
Moore remarks that “ specimens from Java are smaller than those from India, and have 
the medial band broader and the portions closer together.” It may be distinguished fiom 
all other Indian species, except A. asura and A, sulpitia, by the white submaiginal band on 
the underside of the hmdwing enclosing a series of round black spots. In A, asura 
these spots are in the middle of the band and appear on both upper and undersides ; in A, 
sulpitia these spots are nearer the inner edge of the band and are followed by another 
row on the ochreous giound-colour within ; m A, perius these spots are also near the inner 
edge of the band, but there is no second row within and no group of black spots near the 
base, and the ground-colour is very uniform bright ochieous. 

The figure shows both sides of a female specimen from Masuri in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. The larva and pupa are figured on Plate II of Vol. I under the synonymic name 
of this species, At/iyma leucothoe, by which it was till lately universally known. 

Athyma larymna, Doubleday, Hewitson, occurs in Peiak and Malacca. It is a very 
handsome and large species, probably the largest in the genus, Mr. Westwood probably 
incorrectly recorded it from Northern India. His figure difieis from a Perak specimen in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, by the white markings on the upperside being somewhat larger, 
especially the discal band on both wings. The description is appended.* It closely resembles 
A. opalina in the maikings of both upper and underside, but it is much largei, the cell of the 
forewing is open, and the discoidal nervule of the hmdwing is much less curved at the base.

Forming with a 
narrow discoidal stieak, which is terminated at a short distance by an angular mark ; a band 
of spots curving outwards from anterior to middle of posterioi maigin, the fiist spot commenc- 
ing as a veiy narrow line, second and third long and oval, fouith the smallest, fifth some- 
what laiger and rounded, sixth larger still and oval, seventh the largest, square, indented at 
the sides, eighth nairow and on posteiior margin ; a submarginal row of well-defined lunular 
marks, terminated on the apex of the wing by an inner row of three small spots.

A. asura is a somewhat rare species. Mr. A. Graham Young has taken it in Kulu, I found 
it sparingly in a wooded stream below Kotgarh in the autumn, Colonel Lang has taken it m 
Masuii in June and August, Mr. Wood-Mason took it in Cachar during the summer ; it 
occurs also at Sibsagar in Upper Assam {S, Feal), and on the Khasi Hills. The female 
diffeis from the male in having the white bands and spots, especially the submargmal 
band on the uppeiside of the hindwing, of greater extent. It is a very distinct species, 
being the only one m which the submaiginal white band on the upperside of the hind wing 
beais a series of round black spots placed one on the middle of each interspace.

Description; “Male, Upperside blackish-brown; maikings bluish- white. Forewing 
with the discoidal streak in two portions, the first narrow, the second somewhat round ; from 
subcostal nervure curving to middle of posterior margin a series of seven spots, the upper 
two oval, rather long, the third the smallest, fouith larger, the third and fouith widely 
separated from second and fifth, fifth largest, nearly round, outwardly oblique, sixth and seventh 
inegularly shaped ; a submarginal low of narrow indistinct marks, that at the posterior 
angle being largest. Htndwmg with inner band, and narrow row of six rather square spots 
curving upwards and outwards from near abdominal angle, the last spot near anterior angle 

surrounded by greyish, and the outer series obsolete till beneath the lower discoidal nervule, but then regular 
and distinctly greyish— this wing is also ornamented with a number of dark fuscous streaks and spots. Hznd<wtng 
marked as above, but with an additional transverse basal fascia, curved and attenuated towards costal 
margin, the medial fascia deflexed and continued on inner side of submedian nervure, the pale fuscous sub- 
marginal fascia above whitish beneath, and the cilia somewhat broadly alternately greyish. Bcdy above 
dark fuscous , thorax with an anterior cream-coloured fascia, and abdomen, with two fasciae of the same colour, 
one basal and broad, the second subapical and narrow,” iJDistani^ 1 c ) The band across the anterior portion 
of the thotax in a Perak specimen is beautiful iridescent greenish-bluish, and the hand across the abdomen 
and the abdominal fold of the hindwing are also tinted with this colour but more faintly. 
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centied with a dark blown clot, Fiont of thorax beautifully vauegated with fenuginous, 
gieen, brown and blue, base of abdomen with bioad bluish-white band. Underside veiy 
deep ferruginous. Foieimng having the discoidal stieak with black tians verse margins and 
an ill-defined thud poition cuived row of spots as above ; a submaiginal row of laige white, 
black-centied spots ; a submarginal and marginal line of white maiks ; some dusky patches 
along pobteiior maigin ; the laige poition of the discoidal stieak and submaiginal low of 
spots with puiple reflections. Hindwmg with curved stieak near the base, innei band, outer 
row of recuived spots, submaiginal line of lunular maiks, and maigmal low of spots, white ; 
abdominal margin gieyish.” (^Moore^ 1. c.) “ Female. Laiger than the male, and with the 
pale spots and fasciae laiger.” (^Distant, l.c.) 

Di. Anderson obtained two males of A» idita in the Meigui Archipelago in the cold 
weatliei, and Mi. Distant states that there are the British Museum some specimens labelled 
‘India.’ ” This too is a veiy distinct species, being the only one m which the submaiginal 
white maculai band on the uiideiside of the forewing bears a senes of black spots ; the sub- 
maiginal band of the hind wing is unspotted white. 

457 - Atliyma kattTO, Mooie.

Habitat : Naga Hills ; Boineo (Moou), 

Expanse : 2*25 to 2*50 ( Moore); 2*i inches, Naga Hill specimen 

Description: “Female. Upperside brown-black, with discoidal streak 

in two poitions, the first long, slightly clavate, the second laige and triangular | two [three >] 
small oval oblique spots near the apex, the two outer the smallest ; a lound spot in middle 
of the disc, and a spot and a dot on middle of posterior maigin ; an ill-defined submarginal 
row of naiiow maiks, white, Hindwmg with inner and outei narrow band, white, divided 
by the nervules 5 also an indistinct pale brown submarginal line. Underside paler, with 
daiker patches between the veins ^ markings as above. Body with two tiansverse bluish- 
white bands.” {Moore^ 1 . c.) The male does not differ in markings from the female. 

There is a single specimen of this species fiom the Naga Hills m the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. It has three subapical spots on the foie wing, as also has Mooie’s figure. 
It IS a very small species 5 and diffeis fiom all the black and white species except A, 
asnra and A, sulpitia in having the discoidal streak undivided and followed by an elongate 
triangular spot beyond ; and from these two it differs by none of the white bands bearing 
black spots. The markings are similar to those of A, zeroca, female, but in the lattei the bands 
are all suffused with brown, and it is a larger insect. 

The next two species have the discoidal streak entiie, with no detached white spot in 
prolongation of it. 

458' Atliyma Jiaa, Moore.

Description; “Male, Upperside smoky-brown j markings creamy-white. Forming 
with the discoidal streak entire, long, broad, and thickening to the extremity ; a senes of seven 
spots fiom subcostal vein curving outwaids to middle of posterior margin, the first being 
small, second larger, broadei, third narrow, fourth small, fifth larger, oval, sixth the largest, 
somewhat square and indented at the sides, seventh narrow, elongated, triangular 5 a sub- 
marginal row of rather indistinct spots, those on the apex broadest. Hindwing with inner 
band somewhat narrow ; outer band composed of broad lunulated spots ; band across base 
of abdomen whitish. Underside bulliant ferruginous, posterior margin of forewing blackish ; 
markings the same as above, but the forming witli an additional spot to the curved row

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on costal margin ; extieme posteiioi maigin blackish, bounded niwaidly by a submaiginal 
low of white lines. Hindwing with the inner band extending across abdominal margin ; 
space between base of wing and costal vein white , extieme extenor maigin blackish, bounded 
inwardly by a marginal low of naiiow lunulai maiks. Body white.” {Moore^ 1 c. m Cat. Lep. 
Mus.E. 1. C.) 

This very distinct species seems to be confined to Sikkim, and is lare. The female does 
not differ fiom the male. It may be distinguished fiom A, pravaia^ which also has the discoidal 
streak entire, with no detached spot m prolongation, by the undeiside being biight feriuginous 
almost uniform, and the white bands bioad,m.<4 the undeiside is bi own, and beais 

numerous dark blown patches on the inteispaces.

Habitat ; Assam, Naga Hills, Cachar, Penang, Malacca, Singapore, Sumatra, Banca, 
Java, Borneo. 

Expanse ; 1*90 to 2*45 inches. 

Description: **Upperside smoky-biown ; markings cieamy- white. Forewing with 
an entire club-shaped [discoidal] stieak , a tiansveise row of spots curving outwards fiom 
costal nervure towards the apex to middle of posteiior maigin; the fii stand second spots 
being lather laige and square, the third much smaller, the fourth a meie dot, the fifth the 
largest and oval, the sixth laige and indented at the sides, the last nariow ; a row of sub- 
marginal lineal -shaped spots, more 01 less distinct. Hindwing with a broad inner band, 
and a narrow band of spots curvmg outwardly from anal angle to anterior angle ; a sub- 
marginal line and abdominal margin light brown. Body with a narrow bluish-white band 
across the thoiax, and another acioss the base of the abdomen. Underside paler biown, with 
markings as above, but with dark brown patches between the markings. Body and abdo- 
minal margin greyish. Sexes alike.” (JHoore, 1, c. m Cat. Lep. Mus. E, I. C.) 

This pretty and very distinct species has never befoie been recorded fiom India. It 
appeals to be not uncommon towards our north-eastern fiontier. The Indian specimens 
differ only from Mr, Moore’s figure of the Malayan form in having the discal white band 
rather narrower,

Male with the submargmal band white throughout, the discoidal streak typically 
obsolete, when present short, with no spot beyond the cell on upperside. Sexes 
alike. 

475 A AMHARA, Upper Tenasserim, Malay Peninsula, Borneo 

The next two species are of a diffeient aspect fiom the lest of the group, the white bands 

aie moie distinctly maculai, most of the veins dividing the bands being maigined with, 
blackish, the cell of the forewing also lacks the usual discoidal stieak which is found m all 
the other species, the cell in these two being occupied by large white patches, most pi eminent 
on the undeiside, which are sepaiated by ineguiar daik bands ciossmg the cell transversely. 
They are found in the hilly legions of Noith Eastern India, and again in the Western Ghdts 
of South India, 

460. Atliyma mabess, Moore.

Habitat ; Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, South India. 

Expanse ; 2*6 to 3 i inches. 

Description : “ Upperside smoky-black. Forewifig with a green gloss in some lights ; 
three oblique white ovate spots fiom subcostal nervuie, one-thud from the apex; two 
white spots m the middle of the wing, the upper one very small, and two white spots on 
middle of posterior margin, the upper oval, the lower narrow ; two indistinct white 
spots in discoidal cell, and some indistinct greenish spots at the base of the wing ; a marginal

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and submarginal row of light biown spots. Hindwwg with an inner white band, divided 
by the veins, and an outer or submarginal row of indistinct biownish- white comc- 
shaped spots ; also a veiy indistinct marginal row of small light blown spots. Body blown, 
abdomen with two rows of white spots. Underside paler, tinged with feiruginous about 
the disc ; markings the same, but all veiy distinct, and more or less white ; the spots 
within discoidal cell and base of forewing divided by black marks ; base of costal maigin 
yellowish-white. Hindwing with space between pisecostal and costal nervuies yellowish- 
white ; a curved oval black mark, whitish within, between the costal nervnre and inner 
band ; a low of black patches between inner and outei hand. Body^ and bioadly on ab- 
dominal margin, yellowish-giey, Athymn maliesa. may be known fiom A, ranga by its 
laiger size and much nairower band.” [Moote, 1, c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E, I. C.) The 
FEMALE only differs fiom the male in the giound-coloui of the upperside being decidedly 
paler, and all the white markings laigei and moie distinct. 

A, maJiesa is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occuis eastwaids as far as 
Sibsagai in Upper Assam, and again in South India j Mr. W. F. Hampson has taken it 
at Ootacamund and Capt. Macpheison in North Canaia. Mr, Butler (1 c.) recoids “ One 
somewhat melanized male specimen, evidently belonging to this species” fiom neai Assam.

Habitat ; Sikkim {Moore), Dafia Hills, Western Ghats. 

Expanse ; 2*2 to 3*0 inches. 

Description; ‘‘Upperside smoky-black. Fotewing a cm ved inteiiupled white 
band fiom anterior margin, one-third fiom the apex, to middle of posteiioi maigin, being 
composed of eight spots, the first on anterior margin very narrow, second, thud and fouith 
elongate-conical, the fouith being the shoitest, fifth triangular and broadly divided from the 
fourth, sixth broad* largest, and neaily square, seventh nariowei and bioadly divided fiom 
the sixth, eighth long and naiiow ; a marginal and submarginal row of rathei indistinct whitish 
spots ; base of wing covered with indistinct white spots. Hindwing with broad inner band, 
intersected by the veins ; and outer or submarginal row of broad conic-shaped indistinct while 
spots ; a marginal row of very indistinct spots 5 also indistinct spots at the base of wing ; abdo- 
minal margin whitish. Body daik brown, abdomen with two rows of small white spots. 
Underside with the maikings the same and very distinct. Body and abdominal maigin gieen- 
ish white. Sexes alike.” ( Moore, 1. c. in Cat, Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This supposed distinct species appeals to be an occasional abeiration, or still moie probably, 
seasonal foim only, of A, mahesa, with all the white markings (which aie somewhat incon- 
stant m the lattei species) very strongly developed There is a single specimen in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, from the Dafla Hills, and several in my own collection fiom Sikkim, 
which appear to grade into A. mahesa. Specimens recently leceived from North Canaia 
have the white maikings still larger and purer white than in those from Noith-eastein India. 
All the specimens of A, ianga of which the date of capture is known have been taken in 
the winter months, November, December and March, and it is not unlikely that it may turn out 
to be only the winter or dry season form of A, mahesa. 

The next four species, all of which have the discoidal cell of the foiewing closed, shew 
a cuiious parallelism with the species of the first gioup in which the cell of the foie wing is 
open. A* opahna has the underside veiy similar to that of A, larymna, both having the 
violet tinting on the outer bordei of the underside, and the markings, though not identical, 
are similar in character, A^ kresna has the undeiside almost identical with that of A, pravai a 
except that the discoidal streak is interrupted, while in A* piavara it is entire. abiasa is 
somewhat similar also to A. ptavara, but the markings in the discoidal cell differ even more 
widely* A, sulpitta somewhat resembles A, penus on the undeisjde in general chaiacters, 
but tlie black dots are moie numerous, and the discoidal sUeak on the foiewing is veiy 
difterent in character,

Expanse : 2*25 to 2*90 inches. 

Description : Male. Upperside black with cieamy-wliite mailcings. Forming with a 
narrow stieak and two spots at its outei end m the cell, a lengthened tiiangulai spot beyond, 
an oblique subapical series of three spots, (sometimes with one or two veiy fine streaks 
below the costa above the upper spot), the upper one oval, the middle one linear and about 
twice as laige, the lower one smallest ; a discal series of four spots fiom the thud median 
neivule to the inner margin, the two upper ones rounded and well separated, the two lower 
somewhat quadrate and sepaiated by the submedian nervuie only. Two submarginal waved 
pale lines, the inner one more distinct, especially towaids the apex and inner angle. Htndwing 
with a stiaight discal band from the costal to the submedian nervine divided only by 
the veins, a submarginal seiies of lunules placed between the nervules from the first subcostal 
neivule to the submedian neivure, A pale brown stiaight fine maigmal line. Underside, 
fen uginous, the area below the cell marked with black patches between the veins, 
white maikings much as above, the submaiginal lines more distinct, a patch of violaceous 
powdeiing about the middle of the outer maigin. Bindiving also fenuginous, outwardly 
moie or less with violaceous powdeiing. A cuived white stieak from the base above the costal 
neivure, the discal band as above but widening out below the costal nervuie, the submarginal 
senes of lunules larger, the marginal line broader and violaceous, abdominal area 
pale greenish. Ciha alteinately black and white. Body black above, with an indescent 
bluish-white band at the base of the abdomen, below white. Female differs fiom the male 
in the giound-colour on both sides being much palei, and all the white maikings considerably 
laiger, 

A, opalina is a very common species m the Western Himalayas at about 6,000 feet 
elevation, becoming larer towaids the east ; in Sikkim and Bhutan it is decidedly lare, 
Specimens fiom the latter localities are laiger and daikei, with the white markings naiiowei 
than examples from the North- West, and the violaceous powdeiing more lestiicted.

Description : “ Male. Upperside blacldsh-biown, Forewing with discoidal stieak 
in three portions, the third portion largest* and tiiangulai ; an oblique transverse row of 
thiee spots near the apex ; a large spot in middle of disc, and two smaller spots on middle 
of posterior maigin, bluish-wliite ; a submargmal row of small ill-defined whitish spots. 
Hindimng with inner band and nanower outer low of spots, bluish-white ; a nairow maigmal 
line to both wings, light blown. Underside biown, with maikings as above, but all less 
defined, except the maigmal line, which is whitish. Body with collar and band across 
abdomen white. Allied to A, larymna, Doubleday, but distinguished by its smallei size 
and white maikings, the discoidal stieak m that species being in fotir portions,” 
{Moofe, 1 . c.) In Mr. Distant’s figure the discoidal streak is in four portions. 

“The FEMALE of this species is appaiently a difficult insect to find, as all the specimens 
which I collected in Province Wellesley, as those which I have since received from the 
Peninsula, have been of the male sex. Both sexes, collected by Mr. Pryer in North Borneo, 
aie now in my collection, and the female diffeis in no essential respect from the male.” 
[Dislant, 1 . c.) 
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Mr. W, F. Kilby in his Synonymic Catalogue of Diurnal Lepidoptera, Supplement, 
p, 743, gives A, kres7ia^ Moore, as a synonym of A, jadera^ D’Oibigny,*’* but the figure does 
not at all agree with specimens of A^ kresna ; it appeals to be much nearer to A, astia, and 
probably the latter name should make way for the A» jad&ra of D’Oibigny. Of this group 
A, nefte, Cramei, fiom Java may be considered the parent species, A, nivifera^ from the 
Malay Peninsula, is hardly separable, both with all the markings on the uppeiside of the 
male white ; A. aslta (typical) and A, jadefa have the submaiginal band of the fore wing 
oiange anteiiorly ; while A, inara and A, manna have it oiange thioughout. 

Dr. Andeison obtained two males of A kresna in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold 
weather. Mr. Mooie’s ouginal figure of this species shows the bands of the uppeiside of 
much too deep a shade of bluish ; the forewmg in his figuie is more elongated than m the 
Meigui specimens.

Forewing Siin 
indistinct nariow streak from base, and a laige spot near extiemity of the discoidal cell , an 
indistinct narrow tiansveise disco-cellulai line ; three spots obliquely fiom subcostal nervure 
one-third from the apex, the third spot being minute ; two spots in middle of the disc, the 
upper one small, the lowei very large, also a large spot on middle of posteiior maigin 
[divided by the submedian neivuie] ; and a submarginal row of very small whitish spots. 
Btfidwing with lather broad inner band, and outer row of recuived small tiiangular spots ; 
an indistinct brown maiginal line. A band of white acioss base of abdomen. Underside 
dusky-brown, maiked as above, with the marginal lines plainer.” {Moores 1 . c.) 

Dr. Andeison obtained a single female specimen of this species in the Meigui Archi- 
pelago dunng the cold weather. It does not differ in any important particular fiom the 
description and figure of the Javan type, except perhaps that all the markings aie rather 
more prominent. Mr. Distant considers A, clenca, Butler, described (inadvertently as a 
male, but actually a female) from Malacca as a variety only of A* abiasa. The original 
desciiption is appended. t

which is rosy greynish (not greenish, as above) ” {Butler, 1 , c.) Mr. Butler’s figure of A ctenca differs from the 
Mergui example m being larger, the forewmg more elongated and the apex more acute, the discal white band 
m the hmdwmg a little broader. 
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middle, the eighth small and linear ; a siibmaigiiial seiies of fom lunulai spots fiom the anal 
angle. Hindwmg with a discal macular band divided by the veins fiom the submedian 
nervure to the middle of the costa; a submargiiial senes of somewhat quadiate decreasing 
spots from the submedian to the costal nervure. Underside ochreous. Fo^ewtng with the 
middle of the disc to the inner maigm blackish, maikings much as above, but with 
some diffused black spots on the outer maigin ; a marginal series of white lunules in addition 
to the submaigmal series of the uppeiside. Htndwing the markings of the uppeiside, but 
in addition, theie is a senes of white lunules on the maigin, the inner edge of the submaigmal 
white band bears a senes of lound black spots, with another series of more diffused 
dusky blown spots beyond, the base with a diffused white band beaiirg two small 
black spots in the cell, and four similar ones above it ; the pisecostal nervuie defined with 
black. Ctha white, black at the end of the neivules. Body black above, whitish below. 

The above description is made from a specimen without locality in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. Cramer appears to have figuied a female, which diffeis only fiom the male m 
being larger, the foie wing broadei, with the outer maigin evenly convex (in the male it is 
emarginate), all the markings more prominent, and with an additional senes of louiided 
deci easing black spots on the upperside of the hindwmg within the submaiginal white band, 
which are haidly tiaceable in the worn male before me. 

Kollar states that Carl Fieiheir von Hugel brought this species fiom Masuii ; theie 
is, howevei, as far as I am awaie, no other lecord of its occuuence out of China. 

466. Athyma saakara, Koiiar. 

Limemtis sankara, Kollar in Hugel’s Kaschmir, vol. iv, pt. ii, p 428, n. 3 (1848); Athyma sankara^ West- 
wood, Gen Diurn. Lep., vol. 11, p. 274, n, 6 

Habitat ; Masuu. 

Expanse ; 2*7 inches. 

Description ; “ Wings on the upperside diluted black. Underside clouded with 
fuscous and brown; with thiee white bands, the middle one wider, common to both 
wings, the portion on the forming being macular, ” 

“ Larger than Limemtis \,^Neptis\ aceris, the wings more elongated, on the outei margin un- 
dulatmgly dentated, upperside dark fawn-coloui, with three white bands, the fiist of which, 
as in Z. [«=W. ai row-shaped, extending fiom the base to beyond the middle of the 

foiewing, and only once mteirupted ; the second, which extends across both wings, consists m 
the forewing of eight spots, its medial portion which extends crosswise towards the base 
of the hind wing being unbroken ; finally the third runs in a slight cuive thiough the 
middle of the latter. On the underside, besides the three bands just mentioned, is a white 
curved line extending along the outer margin of both wings, and from the base of the hind- 
wing on either side run two less distinct, short, white bands : the remainder of the wing is 
clouded with brown of various shades.” 

** Thorax and abdomen above black, very daik gieen and metallic ; underside covered 
with hairs and of a bluish-white colour. Antennse above black, on underside brown.” 

“We possess but a single specimen of this splendid species, which Fieiheir v, Hugel 
has lately brought fiom the Himalayas ” (JCollar, 1 . c ) 

This species has never been identified since it was desciibed. It most nearly coi res- 
ponds with the female of A, selenophoia, of which Kollar described the male from the same 
locality, but it differs from A, seUnophora female, so far as the description above goes, in 
two piominent features : in A selenophora female the discoidal stieak of the foiewing is 
more than once interrupted, and the submarginal band as well as the discal one is common 
to both wings. 

The remainder of the species of this group all show a certain amount of blue tinting on 
the white bands of the upperside of the male, and the discal band is partially and narrowly 
but distinctly maigined with pale blue ; with one single exception (A. amhara J the sexes in 
the Indian species, so far as they aie known, are widely differentiated. The greater number 
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uf them aie subtiopical, commonest in the noilh-east, and found but laiely m Southein 
India, 

In the fiist thiec species the males are cliaiacteiised by having the discoidal stieak and 
submaiginal band on the upperside with no trace of white ; the discal band is white, bioad 
and legular, but with the exception of a few white spots beyond the discal band neai apex 
of forewmg they piesent no other white maikings whatever; in the fiist two species the 
females are black with all the bands whitibh as in the pieceding gioup ; in the thud species 
the female has all the bands oiange as in the following gioup. 

467. AtlxyKia. seleaopliora, Koiiar. 

Limemils seUno^hora^ Kollar, Hugel’s Kaschmir, vol iv, pt. u, p. 426, pi. vii, figs x, 2, meAe (1848) ; 
Athyma selenophorat Hoisfieldand Moore, Cat. Lep. Mus, E I C., vol i, p 175, n. 358 (1857) ; id , Mooie, 
Pioc, Zool Soc. Load., 185S, p, 14, 11. 12 , idem, id , p, 12, n. 3, pi 1 , fig female. 

Habitat ; Sikkim, Assam, Manipur, Cachai, Sylhet, Uppei Buima, South India, 

Expanse : 2*5 to 3*0 ; ? , 2*85 to 3-30 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside black. Forming with just the slightest tiace of 
the discoidal streak in the cell, an oblique subapical senes of thiee white spots divided by 
the discoidal neivules ; a somewhat hioad discal band composed of four white spots maigmed 
with pale blue flora the thud median neivule to the middle of the inner margin, a sub- 
maiginal and maiginal pale brown macular nairow bands. Btndiving with a white discal 
band in continuation of that on the foiewing, also maigined with pale blue, fiom the costal 
to the submedian neivule, a submarginal pale brown maculai band and a marginal similai 
nai rower line. Underside, bolk tvings with the base more or less greenish pale violet, 
beyond pale brown maiked with darker brown patches between the neivules. Forewmg 
with the whitish discoidal stieak divided into three poitions by two daik lines crossing the 
cell neai its middle, the disco-cellulacs inwaidly defined by another daik line, with a 
whitish spot beyond the end of the cell ; the subapical spots and discal band much as above, 
the former with some fine white streaks m continuation on the costa, a submarginal whitish 
macular band and some whitish linear marks on the margin below the second discoidal 
nervule ; two prominent black spots placed one above the other near the base of the sub- 
median intei space. Htndwmg with a white band between the prsecostal and costal nervures, 
a pair of blown lines in the cell, with another pair in continuation in the costal interspace, 
the broad discal band as above, followed by a senes of diffused iich brown spots, then a 
submaiginal macular whitish band, then a iich biown band, and lastly a whitish maigmal 
line, the maigm itself rich ferruginous. Ctlia alternately black and white, Aniennce black, 
the club ochreous. 

“The male may be distinguished fiom A, cama on the upperside by having the oblique 
subapical spots narro;7, and the band on the foiewing being composed of four spots ; in the 
undeiside being of a darker ferruginous colour, and the stieak along discoidal cell being 
divided into four portions, and in having daiker black blotches; also in having on the 
hind wing four short black lines disposed between the inner band and discoidal neivule,** 
(Borsfield and Moore^ 1 . c.) Female (separately desenbed under the name of A, bakula), 
“Allied to 4 . opahm^ and like that species it has on the foiewing the discoidal stieak 
divided into four portions, but in hahula it is narrow, and the teimmal poition much 
elongated, whereas in A. opalma this portion is short ; A, bakula has also a distinct sub* 
marginal row of linear spots ; the bands are also narrower throughout. On the underside 
A, bakula differs in the forewmg in having the portions of the discoidal streak divided by a 
blackish line, and a distinct marginal and submarginal row of spots ; the space between 
the markings blackish. On the hindwing between the curved pisecostal streak and inner 
band are some shoit blackish lines. In A, opalina^ on the inner band from the middle of 
its lower margin, there is a descending greyish portion to abdominal margin, wheieas in 
A, bahula this is wanting ; space between the two bands with blackish patches ; a distinct 
maigmal row of lineai spots.** (Moore f 1 . c.) 
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The female of A> seUnojl>hom has the discoidal stieak twice interiupted in the cell besides 
the interruption at the end of the cell, in this lespect lesemblmg A pemts^ A, lary7?tna, 
A.opalina, and -( 4 . ktesna, in all the remaining black and white species the discoidal stieak 
is entire or only once divided. Fiom A, pt 7 ius and An latym/ia it may be distinguished 
by the discoidal cell of the foiewing being closed, further fiom A, pe)ius it differs in wanting 
the conspicuous series of black spots on the white submaiginal band on the underside of the 
hindwing, and fiom .< 4 . by the absence of the violet suffusions on the border of the 

undeiside. The points of distinction between it and A. opahna have been noted above. 
Fiom A. hresna it may be distinguished by the spot beyond the cell in continuation of the 
discoidal streak being placed on and divided by the lower discoidal neivule, in A, kresna 
this spot IS in the interspace below, bounded by the thud median nervule and undivided. The 
markings of the undeiside closely resemble those of the male, the basal markings being 
identical on both wings, but the series of diffused dark spots between the discal and submarginal 
bands aie much less prominent and more diffused. 

An selenophom has a veiy wide range, Kollar described it from Masun ; it is common in 
Sikkim and eastwaids to Upper Assam, and specimens were obtained by the Yunan Exped!!- 
tion. Mr, Rhodes-Morgan has also taken both sexes in the Wynaad. 

468. AtlLyma zeroca, Moore. 

A zeroca^ Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1872, p. 564., id , de Nic6ville, Journ A. S. B>, voh lii, 
pt. 2, p. 94 (1883). 

Habitat ; Kumaon, Sikkim, Bhutan, Assam, Munipur, Khasi Hills, Upper Burma. 

Expanse 1 <?, 2*oto 2*8 ; 2*85 inches. 

Description: **Male. Upperside velvety blackish-brown ^ a broad median bluish- 
white band crossing from middle of forewing to abdominal fold of hindwmg, Fotewing 
with two, and m some specimens thiee, subapical oblique white spots; both wings with a 
pale brown-bordered blackish maiginal line. Underside brownish feiruginous; bluish- 
white median band and subapical spots as above. Forewing with a straight bluish- white 
discoidal stieak, contiguous dentate spot, and marginal lunular lines ; a blackish spot neai 
base of hind margin. Hmdwmg with a subbasal bluish-white streak, a submarginal and 
a paler marginal line ; abdominal maigin bluish-giey ; between the median band on both wings 
and submarginal line is a blackish maculated fascia Allied to A. selenophoia^ (Moore, 1 . c.) 
‘‘Female. Differs from female A, selenophora m having all the white bands and* spots 
on the UPPERSIDE sordid instead of pure white ; the forewing has the apex more rounded, * 
the streak in the cell of the underside undivided, markings very much as m the male.”* 
(de Nuhille, l.c.) 

The underside of the female is very similar to that of the male, but in both this species 
and A the bands m the female are narrower, wider apait, less upiight and more 

distinctly macular. An zeroca female may be distinguished from the black and white species 
in which the discoidal streak in the cell is uninterrupted by the following characteis ‘—From 
An asura by the absence of the series of black spots on the white submaiginal band ; from 
A, kanwa by the prolongation of the discoidal streak being along the lowei discoidal nervule 
and well-separated from the thiid median, m An kanwa it fills the whole base of the inter- 
space and continues along the third median nervule ; from A. jama and A, pi^avara by having 
a streak beyond the discoidal streak in piolongation, in A. jaina and m An pravara there is 
none ; these four moieover have the cell of the forewing open, while in A, zeioca it is closed ; 
fiom A. abiasaxlx^ distinguished by the uniform width of the discoidal stieak and spot in 
continuation, in A. the streak is very short and narrow, and the large and lound spot 
beyond is within the cell not beyond it ; fiom A* snlpitia it differs in wanting the black spots of 
the underside, and fiom all these it differs in having all the white bands of the upperside 
more or less suffused with blown, 

Males of A. zeroca are not uncommon at low elevations in Sikkim, but the female (as also 
that sex of An selenophora') is much less often met with. Females of both these species are 
wondeiful mimics P) of An opahna^ which belongs to the first section of the genus, and 

n 
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may possess some protective qualities not possessed by species of the second section. 
ze^'oca occuis eastwaids m the Assam Valley as far as Sibsagar, and was obtained by the 
Yunan Expedition. 

-< 4 . Eelder, desciibed from Malacca, is a remaikable species ; colomation black 

and white, the latter predominating. The description is appended * It is piobably an ex* 
tiaordinaiy abeiration or “ spoit” of some species unknown, 


469 Athyma cama, Mooie. 

At cawa, Moore, Horsfield and Moore, Cat Lep. Mus E I C , vol. 1, p 174, n, 357, pi. v^^, fig, s» 
and femaie (1857) ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool Soc. Loud., 1858, p. 14, n. 11. 

Habitat : Kumaon, Nepal, Sikkim, Assam, Upper Binma, 

Expanse : ^ , 2-3 to 3*0 ^ , 3 o to 3*4 inches. 


Description: “Male. Upperside velvety-black, Foretm^ig with brown marginal 
and submaiginal lines; discoidal streak indistinct feiruginous, and dusted over with black; 
neai the apex a feriugiiious spot ; two [sometimes three] oblique spots fiom subcostal nervuie 
on one-thiid of the wing fiom the apex, and a band of thiee spots from middle of wing to 
posteiior maigin, joining a band across Iiindwmg^ white, bordered with blue ; on the hind- 
wing also a marginal and submaiginal blown line. Body black, with a bioad white band 
across base of abdomen. Underside pale ferruginous ; maikings purplish-white ; the 
curved band as above. Foroii/mg with o. long bioad 11 regular discoidal stieak, submarginal 
and indistinct marginal lines ; a black patch near the base of wing and posteiior angle. Hind- 
wing with a cuived line near the base of wing, and a rather broad outer band ; a marginal 
iow of marks ; some patches of blown between outer and innei bands. Body and abdominal 
margin broadly giey. Female. Upperside black; maikings ferruginous. Fof owing with 
a long discoidal stieak ; an oblique band from anterior to near middle of exterior margin, 
and nearly joining a band lunnmg to middle of posterior margin ; a marginal and submar- 
ginal brown line, the latter feriuginous anteriorly and posteriorly. Hindwing with a broad 
inner and narrower outer band ; also a maiginal brown line. Body black, with a white band 
across base of abdomen, and bounded below with feriuginous ; also a pale white collar. 
Underside feriuginous ; markings as in male, but pinky- white, except marginal and sub- 
maiginal lines, which aie purplish-white. The male of Athyma cama may at once be known 
from that sex of in having on the upperside a ferruginous spot close to the 

apex, and the band on the foiewing being composed of three spots.” (Moore, 1 . c.) 

The female of A, cama differs fiom all the oiange-banded females of the following species 
by having the discoidal streak entiie and unintenupted to some distance beyond the cell, 
its upper edge is iiregular but not distinctly dentated, the bands of the undeiside are white 
and are all tinted moie 01 less with violet, and the outei edge of the discal band is stiaight 
(in the following species it is crenate), the geneial style of maikings of the undeiside closely 
resemble those of the male. 

A, cama is a common species occuiring fiom ICumaon to Uppei Assam. Specimens were 
also obtained in Upper Burma by the Yunan Expedition. 

In the next gioup the males have the discoidal streak (when present), and also the sub- 
marginal band of both wings either white or orange, not biown. The females of all are 
black with orange markings, except of A^ amhai a, in which the female is maxked and coloured 
as the male. 

The females of all the remaining species but the last are very closely allied, and in all those 
of which I have sufficient specimens to decide the point consideiable vaiiation is exhibited ;

'! beautiful species constitutes a peculiar group, characterized by the shortei palpi, by having the lower 
w the forewng distinctly bent downwards before the middle, and also by the slighter curvature 
of the median nemire of the forewing.’* {Felder, 1 . c. in Reise No%^nv ) 
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they all have the discoidal streak twice or thiice indented on its uppei edge, and moie or less 
distinctly interrupted with brown 01 yellow lines ; the bands of the undeiside have then edges 
less distinct, and moie or less, sometimes completely, suffused with yellow , wheie the yellow 
suffusion of the bands is complete the inteiiuption of the discoidal streak is most obscuie, 
sometimes barely traceable on the uppei side. 

470- Atliyma iaara. Doubleday, Hewitsoii. 

Limenith inara, Doubleday, Hewitson, Gen. Dmrn. Lep , vol. u, pi. xxxiv, fig Athyma inarai, 

Westwood, id , p. 274, n 12, 

Habitat : Northern India ( Wesimod). 

Expanse : 2*5 inches. 

Description : Upperside black. JFor£ 7 ting with a naiiow white discoidal streak 
tinged with orange, with two white spots beyond, three conjoined subapical white spots, an 
oblique veiy wide discal white band, a submaiginal irregular orange band, a marginal fine 
pale line. Brndwing with a broad subbasal white band, and a neaily equally bioad sub- 
marginal orange band, a submargmal suffused pale fascia. Body with a pale band at the 
base of the abdomen. 

The above desciiption is taken from the figuie m the “ Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera.” 
It differs fiom all the specimens I have seen of the next species 111 having both the white 
and oiaiige bands veiy much wider. The exact locality of the type specimen is unknown to 
me ; m the Genera “ Noithein India’’ alone is given. 

471* Atlayma iaiarina, Butler. 

A, inarina, Butler, Ann. and Mag of Nat Hist., fifth senes, vol. xvi, p 304, n. 37 (1885) ; A^imra^ 
Moore {nec Doubleday, Hewitson), Proc, Zool Soc. Lend , 1858, pi 1, fig 6. 

Habitat ; Sikkim, Assam, Cachai, Sylhet, Oiissa, South India, 

Expanse : ^,2*4 to 27 ; $ , 2‘8 to 3 2 inches. 

Description ; Male, Upperside, both wmgshlsick, the white discal markings maigiiied 
with pale iiidescent blue. Forewtng with a nariow obscure whitish oiange-tinged stieak in 
the cell (obsolete m a Wynaad specimen), a prominent lound while spot at its end, with a 
whitish often obscure spot beyond it (entirely absent in a Wynaad specimen). Thiee 
increasing subapical oblique white spots, divided only by the neivules, sometimes with a* veiy 
fine white line above j a discal white band composed of four conjoined spots, the upper 
one very small, the second oval and largest, the third indented at the sides, the fourth linear* 
A submarginal irregular orange band, widest at the apex, more or less whitish towards 
the inner angle, foUowed by a pale marginal line. In the Wynaad example the anteiior 
portion only is orange, below the uppei discoidal nervule it is pale brown. Htndwin% with a 
discal white band from the costal to the submedian nervure, narrow above the first subcostal 
neivule (which is pure white for a greater portion of its length). A submargmal senes of orange 
lunules decreasing to the costal neivure, very narrow m the Wynaad specimen, with a terminal 
whitish spot below the submedian nervuie. An even narrow pale marginal line. Underside 
forewing feriuginous, the white markings much as above, the discal ones inwardly marked with 
blackish streaks between the veins, a piomment rounded black spot below the base of the first 
median nervule, two subapical ones divided by the uppei discoidal nervule, one m the middle of 
the second median interspace and two others conjoined in the submedian interspace. A sub- 
marginal and marginal irregular macular violaceous band from the lower discoidal nervule to 
the inner angle. Eindwmg ferruginous, with a basal curved whitish streak above the 
costal nervure, a discal white band, beyond which are a series of round black spots 
between the nervules, the submarginal lunules as above but whitish, except the two upper ones, 
which are inwardly broadly ferruginous ; a maiginal pale violaceous line j abdominal area greenish- 
white. CUia black, with small white points in the middle of the interspaces. Body black above, 
with an iridescent bluish-white band at the base of the abdomen and across the Ihoi ax, below 
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white. In a Wynaad specimen on the undeiside the giound-coloiu is blight ochreous rather 
than feiruginous, and the black niaikings throughout are less distinct. Female. Upperside, 
both wmgs black with orange maikings. Forming with a lengthened thnce-indented discoidal 
streak, a bioad subapical oblique band, with thiee spots beyond it divided by the neivules, a 
broad discal band from the middle of the second median intei space to the inner maigin, with 
a spot above its upper outer end, and a streak from the first median nervule to the inner 
angle ; an obscure pale maiginal line. Hindwtng with bioad even discal and submaigiual 
bands, a pale marginal naiiow band. Underside maiked much as in the male, but all the 
markings bioader and tinged with pale ferruginous. 

Mr. Butler ( 1 . c.) m speaking of this species says : A compaiison of the two figures 
representing A, tnara will at once decide then specific distinctness, the commoner species 
figured by Mooie having the oiange and white bands considerably nanower than in the typical 
form repiesented in the ‘ Geneia of Diuinal Lepidoptera.* The two figures ceitainly differ 
as pointed out, but I am not personally aware of the existence of any specimens corresponding 
with Hewitson’s figure, which is probably exaggerated and eiioneous. 

This is a very common species, occurring in Sikkim at low elevations and m the Taiai, 
and eastwards as far as Sibsagar in Upper Assam, but it is rare in South India, There is 
also a single male fiom the Wynaad taken by Mr. Rhodes-Moigaii in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. Ml, W. C. Taylor has taken it in Oiissa. 

472. Atliyma asita, Moore. 

A asiiai Moore, Proc, Zool, Soc Lend , 1858, p. 13, n 8. 

Habitat . Unknown, piobably North India QMoon), Uppei Tenasseiim, 

Expanse : 2*25 to 2‘5o ; 2 ’45 to 270 inches. 

Description ; “ Male. Differs from inara on the upperside of the forming in 
having the basal portion of the discoidal streak white ; the submarginal row of spots being 
ferruginous at the apex of the wing only, the rest being white ; and on the hmdwing in hav- 
ing both bands white. Underside with markings coloured as on upperside.” (Moore, 1 . c.) 
Female. Upperside indistinguishable from that sex of inanna, the discoidal streak 
of the forming sometimes completely divided mto four portions, the submarginal band of the 
hindwing variable in width. Underside with the bands less tinged with whitish than in A^ 
marina, “ Intel mediate between A, nefie and A, mara.^* {Moore, 1 . c.) 

In Major Marshall's collection theie aie three males and three females of this species 
all from'Upper Tenasseiim. The males differ in having in one specimen the submaigmal band 
of the hindwing on the upperside white as desenbed by Mooie for typical A, astta, m another 
specimen it is tinged with orange, m the last it is wholly orange as in typical A. inarina, but 
all the specimens diffei from that species in having the discoidal streak of the foie wing white 
on the uppeiside. A, astta appears to be an inconstant local race only of A, manna, 

Aihyma neJte\^Aoxig% to this group and is closely allied to A, inara, but the male has no 
orange markings on the uppeiside, all the bands and spots are white. A variety of it has been 
described by Mr, Butler under the name of A, nwifes'a. The descriptions of it by both Butler 
and Distant are appended ;* it is recorded, but piobably erroneously, from Assam ; it occurs 
m the Malay Peninsula, but has not as yet been found so far north as Tenasserim,

nervules ; an oblique bluish-white macular discal fascia directed inwardly, commencing immediately beneath 
the second median nervule and extending to about middle of inner margin , a few small submar^nal pale 
violaceous spots, and narrow fuscous submaigmal and marginal fasciae. alternately whitish.

The underside is also much darkei, being of alight 
smoky-brown, with all the mai kings white.’* {Moore^ 1. c ) 

Dr. Anderson obtained thiee females, which I refer to this species, in the Meigiii Aichipelago 
during the cold weather. They differ (as do all the Mergui specimens of the diffeient species 
of the genus obtained by Dr. Anderson) fiom Mr. M 001 e’s figure in the apex of the forewing 
being less produced. The markings aie an anged as in Neptis^ and the species may be known 
fiom all the other Indian ones by having them veiy pale blown suffused with dusky ochreous, 
in this respect being nearest to the female of zeroca. The male is unknown,

The male of this species has yet to be discovered ; the female differs fiom that sex of A, 
m having the discoidal stieak 111 the foiewing divided into four distinct portions, and 
the dividing lines being biown not yellow, and most of the spots and bands of the upperside 
moie or less white. The submarginal band on the upperside of the hmdwing is very nariow 
and macular. On the undeiside theie is a very distinct senes of lounded black spots beyond 
the discal band of the hindwing. The late Mr, de Roepstoiff obtained several specimens of 
this species, all females, in the Andaman Isles.

Htnihaing with the whitish maikings as 
above, but broader; the submaiginal fascia pale violaceous ; a basal cuived whitish fascia, 
between which and the medial fascia aie some linear daik castaneous markings, and a seiies 
of dark castaneous spots placed before the outer discal pale fascia; abdominal maigin 
pale greenish, Body both above and beneath moie or less concolouious with wings ; femora 
greyish white; tibiee tarsi pale fuscous. Female. Similar to the male above. Forewing 
with the subapical spots larger ; the cell with the base castaneous, and the discal fascise to both 
lathei broader and almost quite without the bluish maigins. Underside the colour is 
reddish-ochiaceous, instead of olivaceous-brown, the darkei maikings castaneous, excepting the 
fuscous spots near the postenor angle of the forming; pale markings as on underside of 
male, but the discal fascioe bioad as above,” 

“ As Mr. Butler remaiks (1. c.) * In the examples from Malacca the discoidal white streak 
of the forewing is reduced to one or two dots, connected by a pale brown streak.’ These 
white spots are altogether absent fiom the Penang specimen figuied, but aie present in other 
Province Wellesley specimens. Bornean typical specimens have a whitish streak and two 
whitish spots in the cell of the forewing.” {Vistanf, 1 c ) 

■ I possess two males of A, amhard from Penang which differ fiom A, nivifera in the 
forewing in having the discal macular band placed more upright, and consisting of four instead 
of three spots, the spot in the submedian inteispace is much nai rower and its edges even, 
not constricted in the middle as it is in A, nivifera ; the discal band of the hindwmg on the 
underside is also more even, nan owed to a point at the submedian nervuie, but as bioad 
at the costal nervure as it is in the middle ; in nivifera it is nairow at both ends and does 
not reach the costal nervuie anterioily ; the discoidal stieak too in the forewing is moie or 
less obsolete, while in A, nivifera it is very broad and prominent, The underside is altogether 
very similar, but in A^ amhara^ the intenuptions of the discoidal stieak are maiked with 
brown lines.

“Head, of moderate size, tufted in front. Fyes^ piominent, naked. Antenn^f longt 
filiform at the base, gradually thickening to a slender cylindric club, Faipif elevated above 
the level of the eyes, hairy, the hairs at the base, side, and in front, long. Thorax^ robust, 
clothed with long hairs. Abdomen^ of modeiate size. Forewing, elongate-trigonate ; costal 
margin boldly curved ; apex slightly rounded ; outer margin somewhat straight [usually dis- 
tinctly curved] in the male, concave in the female, slightly waved, two-thirds the length of 
the costal margin ; inner margin slightly concave, rather longer than the outer. Costal nervuie 
thick at the base, extending to beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure with the 
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first blanch aiising about one-fouith the length of the wing; second a little beyond it, and 
befoie the extremity of the discoidal cell ; third branch arising at two^thiids the length of the 
wing, and extending in a slight cuive to the tip; fouith bianch stiaight, arising half- 
way between it and the apex, which it leaches just below the tip; the teiminal portion of the 
vein deflexed, Upper disco-cellular uefvtile very short, outwaidly oblique, arising at one- 
third fiom the base of the wing; middle disco-cellulai cuived outwards ; lower disco-cellular 
long, cuived outwards, and uniting with the thud branch of the median ncrvuie at a little dis- 
tance beyond its 01 igin, closing the discoidal cell at a little more than one-thud the length of 
the wing. Hindwing, somewhat lounded; costal maigiit aiched at the base, fiom thence 
nearly straight to the apex, wheie it cuives slightly downwaids ; extenor mtngiXL lather longer 
than the costal, lOunded and waved. P^cecostal nervure cuived Outwards ; costal neivuie 
cuived, extending to the apex ; subcostal nervuie branching near its base ; upper dtsco-cellular 
nervule aiising at a sh 01 1 distance fiom the base of the subcostal branch; disco-cellular 
obsolete, discoidal cell open, Forelegs, of the 7nale , femtir scaly in 

fiont, beneath clothed with fine long silky hairs ; tibia as long as the femur, clothed with 
downy haiis ; tarsus two-thirds the length of tibia, conical, coveied with uniform hairs. 
Of the female scaly ; femur a few silky hairs beneath ; taisus rather longei than the male, 
truncated at the tip, wheie it is finely spmed beneath. Middle and hindlegs, moderately 
long, of equal length ; tibia shoitei than the femur, thickly clothed with shoit scaly hairs, 
with two rows of shoit thick spines ; femur thickly scaled , tarsus as long as the tibia, thickly 
clothed at the sides and beneath with rows of shoit spines , claws shaip, and much curved.'* 
{MoorCi 1. c.) 

Abiota is a genus of veiy small extent, and comprises but two closely-allied if leally 
distinct species, inhabiting a veiy limited aiea. The colouiation of the males is iich ochieous 
with black bands, that of the female dark brown with paler ochieous or olive-green bands* 
In the length of the antenna, and in habits, such as resting with wide out-spiead wings 
on leaves in dense foiest, they closely lesemble many species of the genus EuthaUa, Both 
species occui in Sikkim fiom Apiil to July.

Description : ** Male. Upperside fenuginous, Forewmg along upper part of dis- 
coidal cell, a spot, and disco-cellular mark within it, a broad oblique stieak, tapering fiom 
middle of costal neivure to middle of lower discoidal neivule, then extending in a zigzag 
manner to posterior margin near the base, the space between the lattei and the median 
neivure only smeared ; exteiioi and costal margin, submaiginal line, and sraeaiy patches near 
the apex and lower part of the disc, black. Hindwmg with matginal, submargmal, third 
and fourth mner bands, black. Cilia with small white spots. Underside dull yellow, with 
duller exterior maigins ; a distinct dark narrow streak from near apex of fore wing to near 
abdominal margin [of hindwing] ; two indistinct zigzag lines acioss the disc, and markings 
about the base of both wings dull fenuginous ; from apex of forewing some white spots. 
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Female blackish blown. Forewmgvji^h a stieak fiom the base along the lower pait of the 
discoidal cell to the middle of the wing, with a dentate maik on the disco-cellulai nervule ; 
two outwardly oblique spots from near the apex a broad band fiom the middle of the disc, 
inwardly oblique, to posterior maigin, and indistinct submarginal senes of small spots, pale 
feriuginous ; also two small outwaidly oblique white spots at the apex. Ht 7 tdwing‘ with bioad 
inner and narrower outer slightly-curved bands, pale feiriiginous, Ctha with small white 
spots. Underside pale chocolate-brown, with a patch on the costal margin near the apex, 
the space about the disc of the forewmg and across the middle of the hindwing, yellowish ; 
an ill-defined streak fiom near the apex of the foiewing to the middle of the abdominal 
margin [of the hind wing] ; zig-zag lines across the disc, and patches about the base of both 
wings, whitish ; some spots at the apex of the foiewing white.” {Moores 1, c ) 

The male of A mtrus (of which I have seen three specimens only in Colonel Lang’s 
collection) is easily distinguished fiom the only other species of the genus by having the two 
discal bands on the upperside of the hind wing well-sepaiated, that wing being in fact crossed 
by four almost equi-distant bands, of which the third from the maigin is macular and com- 
posed of decreasing rounded spots , in A. jitmna the wing appears to be crossed by thiee 
equi-distant bands only, the middle one being divided by a somewhat lunular line of the 
ground-colour. The female of A. has all the bands on the upperside broad and pale 

fulvous, the discal band on the upperside of the foiewing from the second median nervule 
to the inner margin being continuous | in the female of A, jumna the bands aie narrower 
and olive-green, the discal band on the foiewing more maculai, its upper portion foimed of 
a well- separated oval spot. Mr. Butler remaiks (1 c.) that “the desciiption [by Fabiicius] 
of A. 7?iirus IS exactly applicable to the female of Mi. Moore’s Abrota gangaF Dr. Felder 
also described and figuied the female of this species under the name of A confims^ 

The figure (of the female only) shows the upperside of a Sikkim example in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta,

Description: “Male. Similar to A. [— A. 7 niriis\ but diffeis on the upper- 
side m being of a pale yellowish ferruginous, the black markings much less defined, 
and in having the submarginal and medial lunulated bands of the ktndwmg geminated. 
On the UNDERSIDE the markings aie much less piomment, the geminated sinuous 
band being apparent as on the uppeiside” (Moare, L c.) Female. Upperside blackish. 
Foreivmg with a stieak from the base along lower pait of discoidal cell to middle of wing, 
with a dentate black mark on lower disco-cellular nervule ; an oblique, maculai, subapical 
streak, with three small white spots beyond it \ a rounded spot m fiist median interspace, 
an irregular maik in the interspace below, which is continued widely on inner maigin ; 
a submaigmal increasing macular band fiom lower discoidal neivule to innei angle, all 
suffused olive-green. Hindwing with similaily coloured discal and submaigmal broad bands. 
Underside marked much as in the male, but the ground-colour is paler, the markings darker 
and more suffused. 

In my opinion (though the matter is still open to doubt) Mr. Moore oiiginally correct- 
ly determined the sexes of A. mtrus when describing that species under the name of 
A. ganga. In describing A jumnn he seems to have come to the opposite conclusion 
(though he does not say so in so many words, noi does he quote his figure of the female 
A. ganga as applying to that sex of his A. jumna as he should have done), as he describes 
the female as follows -“Differs from that sex of A. ganga on the upperside in being 
brown, and in having the markings feriuginous; whereas in A, gang(i\^A. mirus\ the 
uppeiside is olive-brown, and the markings suffused ohve-gieen.” 
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The male of A, jnmna is common in Sikkim, the females of both species seem about 
equally common \ oui collections contain ten specimens of that sex of A jumna, and nine 
of A. ganga. The question whether these two species are leally distinct or not, also if 
they are distinct, which are the tiue opposite sexes of each, must in my opinion remain 
in doubt till they are bred. 

The figuie of both species (named A. minis on the plate) shows on the left hand the 
upperside of a not veiy typical male Sikkim specimen of A. jumna in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. In this example the discal band on the upperside of the hindwing is more 
widely divided than is usually the case. The right hand half represents the female of A. mtius.

“Forewing, subtiiangular ; costal maigm aiched and convex; apex rounded (general- 
ly moie prominently so in the female) ; outer margin slightly waved and slightly concave 
beneath apex ; inner margin neaily straight. First and second subcostal nervules emitted 
before the end of the cell, the second longei than the first ; the third emitted some distance 
befoie the apices of first and second ; the and fifth bifurcating at about two-thnds 

beyond end of cell Lower disco-cellular nervule practically obsolete, leaving the discotdal 
cell open, or sometimes slender and faintly visible ; third median nervule with the basal 
portion curved and rounded, and with an apparently common origin with the second at apex 
of cell [in some species]. Hindwing, ovate ; costal mat gin oblique and slightly convex ; outei 
margin slightly waved and broadly lounded ; abdominal margin nearly straight, but becoming 
obliquely diveigent to anal angle. Neuraiion generally as in Euthalia, Body, stout ; palpi, 
porrect and pointed ; antenna, variable in length,” ( Distant, 1. c ) This applies to S, dirtea, 
the only species found in the Malay Peninsula. 

Larva ( S nais) tapering towaids both ends, gieen, with a dorsal row of rounded 
spots, the sides furnished with ten laterally-pi ejecting long delicately-branched seines. 
Pupa broad, the back keeled, head ending in two pointed diveigmg processes. 

Symphadra is veiy closely allied indeed to the next genus Euthalia in all 
its stages. Mr. Butler, when monographing this gioup, wrote: — “The structural chaiacters 
'whxcAi Symphadra hom AdoUas Euihaha] are not very considerable, and from 

their uncertainty seem almost to indicate a state of transition ; the style of coloura- 
tion, however, is quite distinct” He excluded S. nais and S, teuta which have 
since been placed in the genus Symphadra, and included the ninus of Felder, 
which IS a Dickorragia About twelve species are known, occurring throughout India 
except in the North-west, Ceylon, Burma, the Malay Peninsula and islands to New 
Guinea and Austialia. The Indian species form a, very heterogeneous group, S, nais 
is biick-red above with black spots and bands in both sexes 5 S, teuta, S. teutoideP 
and S, recta are dark brown above with a discal pale green band across both wings, 
the females being similarly maiked but paler, and the bands much whiter ; S, gupta is an 
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allied species of which the female only is known, but wuh the band much i educed on the 
foiewing, entuely absent on the hmdwing ; while S. dtftea and S cyampardus are velvety 
black above, with a bioad submargmal pui plish-blue band on the uppeiside of the hind wing m 
the male ; the females have the uppeiside legulaily coveied with lounded spots thioughout, and 
no trace of a puiplish band In 5*. nais the discoidal cell of the forewing is entuely open, m 
all the lest it is closed ; in the first foui species at the bifurcation of the second and third 
median nervtiles, in S, du tea and 5 . cyampardtis considerably beyond that point.

Trans Ent. Soc bond , 1884, p. 384, pi. xiv, figs. 3, larva; 3a, pupa ; Symph<edra alcandray Hubner, Outrage 
Ex. Schmett., figs, i, 2 (1818). 

Habitat : Sikkim, throughout the plains of India except the north-west, Ceylon, 

Expanse : 2*3 to 2*9 inches. 

Description: ‘‘Male and female. Upperside fulvous-red. Fotewing with a bioad 
black disco-cellttlar spot, a contiguous discal spot, an oblique subapical stieak, and a trans- 
verse submargmal and marginal nairow lunular band, the two joined by streaks on the veins. 
Bindwing with a large black medial costal spot, a submargmal row of small round spots, 
and broad marginal band, the black colour slightly ascending the veins. Cilia alternated 
with white. Underside brownish-ochreous with the discal area bright oebreous, 

two discoidal black ringlet-marks bordeied between by white, a black contiguous discal spot, 
an oblique short subapical white maculai band bordered inwardly with dark brown, followed 
by lower submargmal black lunules. Hindwing with transverse medial discal band, which is 
sometimes broken or consists only of a costal and lower spots [or absent altogether] ; 
two small discoidal led-centred spots, and a submaiginal row of small black spots.” 

“Lakva dark gieen, with ten pairs of long green lateially-projectmg very delicate 
branched spines j a dorsal row of dark blue-bordeied led spots. Pupa green, thick, keeled along 
the back, broadly triangular across the middle, a black-boidered pale band across the 
tuangular back, and some thoracic spots,” {Mme^ 1. c.) Dr. Forsayeth describes the larva at 
Mhow as ^ceding on the “‘Tendu* ties IDwspyios ntdanoxylon ?], a large tree somewhat 
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lesembling the ash. General coloui a light giass-gieen ; aiow of put pie spots along middle of 
back. Margin of body armed with long, lioiizontal, fleshy piocesses, coveied with fine green 
hairs of a non-ir iitating chaiacter Chi jsahs gieen, angiilai, with daik and gold spots and lines ’’ 

In Majoi Mai shall’s collection aietwo specimens of S, nais fiom Sikkim, a somewhat doubt- 
ful locality. It occurs m Oudh, plentifully m the Rajmahal hills, and has been taken at Bariack- 
poie and in Calcutta. It occuis in Oiissa and thence thioughout the south of the peninsula to 
Ceylon and up the west coast as far as Bombay, but not appaiently in the Punjab. It differs 
not only conspicuously fiom the othei species of the genus by its quite different colouration, 
small size and shoit antennoe, but also has a diffeient distiibution , it apparently thrives best 
in open and model ately diy country, w^hile the other species of the genus live only in a moist 
climate and in heavy forest. 

A species which appaiently belongs to this genus was descubed by Gu^iin in Delesseit’s 
Voyage dans I’lnde under the name of Argynnis emaka. The exact locality from whence 
the type was obtained is unknown, and so far as I am aware no othei specimen has ever 
been obtained, and nothing fuither is known about it. The desciiption is appended for 
lefeience,* 

479. Symplissara teuta, Doubleday, Hewitson.

Habitat ; N. India, Assam, Sylhet, Java, ( Dma)* 

Expanse : 2 75 to 3 25 5 ? , 3 25 to 4 00 inches. 

Description: “Male. Upperside, blackish-bi own, palest on exterior maigms, with 
a tiansverse band of pale gieenish-yellow spots crossing the middle of doth wmgs^ the spots 
being smallest and mteiiupted on the fotezviiigi also a single small spot near the apex, and 
a minute dot of the same coloui within the discoidal cell of the forewing,*!* a row of indistinct 
triangular black spots near exterior margins ; and two or three indistinct pale spots from 
anteiior angle of htndwing. Underside, pale brown, suffused m patches with dusky brown ; 
band and apical spot as above, pale gieen , a [submaigmal] row of small black shoit longitudinal 
spots from apex of fore wing to anal angle [of hind wing] 5 a rounded spot and a lunulai black 
maik, centred with cumson, within discoidal cell oifojewmg^ and in that of the hindwing 
dot and two short black lines ; base of costal margin of both wings tinged with cumson. 
Female. Upperside paler, and the row of tiiangulai black spots moie distinct; the marks 
within the discoidal cell of forming also distinct but black. Underside, as in male,” 
{Moore^ 1 . c.) The discal series of spots are almost white in the female, the upper ones in the 
forewing usually larger and lengthened out into stieaks, with two additional very fine white 
streaks on the costa above the uppermost spot of the discal series ; sometimes there are two 
subapical spots.

t 1 have not seen a specimen with the discoidal spot mentioned by Mr. Moore, 
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In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are numerous specimens of this species from Sylhet ; it 
has also been lecoided* fiom the “ Barak iivei, on ascent to Manipur fiom Cachai, December,” 
and fiom Java and Borneo, the lattei, however, may be the bellata of Diuce. 

480. SymplLsedra teutiodes, Moore. 

ietiUktes, Moore, Proc Zool Soc. Lond., 1877, p 586. 

Habitat * South Andamans. 

Expanse 2*5 to 3*0 ; $, 3*25 to 3 60 inches. 

Description: ** Nearly allied to fettia. Male differs in having the maculated band 
moie elect and the lower spots smaller; the band on the is also straighter, more 
evenly bordered on the inner edge, and regularly sinuous on its outer edge. Female, on the 
forewtng the band is continuous and less broken up into spots ; it is also bioadei at the costal 
end ; the band on the hindwtng^ as in the male, is also moie evenly edged within and 
legulaily sinuous without. Underside, both sexes are much paler, are suffused with lilac 
exteiiorly, and have no led in the discoidal marks.” (^Maore, 1. c ) 

This IS a veiy slightly differentiated local race of S» teuta, and haidly worthy of distinct 
specific lank. In the male the maculated band is not more eiect, nor the lower spots 
invariably smaller, nor aie the differences given for the hindwing constant in a long series of 
specimens. In the female the band certainly is more continuous and broader at its costal end ; 
the band on the hindwing however is much the same as in S. teiita» On the underside some of 
the diffeiences pointed out by Mr. Moore do exist, but they are all veiy slight chaiacteis indeed 
on which to base a species, and the discoidal maiks are sometimes as prominently led-centied 
as in S, teuia, S» tmtotdes seems to be a fairly common species in the South Andaman Isles. 

SympliSBdra recta, de n., n. sp. 

Habitat ; Sylhet, Upper Tenasserim, 

Expanse ; 3 o to 3*3 ; ? , 3*2 to 3*8 inches. 

Description ; Male, Upperside, both wings black, the outer margins slightly paler. 
Forewing with a perfectly straight, evenly margined, discal pale green band, composed of seven 
increasing spots, a small whitish spot beyond in the subcostal interspace, a submarginal obscure 
macular diffused black band. Hindwing with a discal pale green macular band, widening 
from the costa to the.fiist median nervule, ending m a point above the anal angle, its edges 
even ; a submarginal band composed of quadrate spots as in foiewing, with a small crimson 
spot at the anal angle. Underside, cinnamon-brown, the discal band as above 

but defined with black, the submarginal band represented by a large diffused patch towards 
the anal angle and some linear mai kings above it in the foiewing ; m the hmdwing by a 
linear mark in each interspace. Forewmg with a crimson spot suriounded with black m the 
middle of the cell placed against the subcostal nervure, a similai lunular line closing the cell. 
Mtndwing mill 2^ sxsksXl black spot in the cell, a double black line on the uppei outei end of the 
cell, a crimson spot at the anal angle. Female. Upperside, both wmgs with the ground- 
colour paler than in the male, the discal band broadei, paler, almost white, the submarginal 
black diffused macular band much more piominent than in the male. Forming with two fine 
streaks on the costal margin in continuation of the discal band, a second white spot beyond 
above the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth subcostal nervules. Bindwing with the crimson 
spot at the anal angle larger, duplex in one specimen. Underside as in the male, with 
the differences of markings as given for the female. 

The straightness and evenness of the discal band of the forewing and the crimson spot 
at the anal angle of the hind wing will at once distinguish .S', from 5 '. There are 
two males without locality, and one female from Sylhet m the Indian Museum, Calcutta^ 
and one female taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in March m the Thoungyeen Forests in 
Upper Tenasserim m Major Marshall’s collection.

Habitat : Upper Tenassenm. 

Expanse; $, 3*15 inches. 

Description ; Difiers from the same sex of S, tmta in its smaller size ; the upperside 
has the giouiid-colour paler. Forewing with the discal macular white band reduced to five 
decreasing triangular spots, of which the largest is placed beneath the subcostal nervuie, 
the two subapical spots obsolete, and the submarginal diffused black spots veiy small. Hind* 
ihing with no trace whatevei of the broad white band piesent in S teuta^ the submarginal 
black dentated band reduced to a fine dentated line with the diffused obsolescent whitish 
spots above and below it in each interspace. Underside, with the same diffeiences 
as above. Htndimng with a small white spot on the middle of the costa below the costal 
neivure, followed by five discal small indistinct blackish spots one in each intei space, with 
a white linear mark in continuation from the middle of the submedian interspace to the 
inner margin, and the dentate line of the upperside obsolescent, represented by an 
obscuie diffused dentate mark on the middle of each intei space. 

There is a single specimen of this species in Major Marshall’s collection taken by Captain 
C. T. Bingham at Tanaoo Choung, Thoungyeen, in September. 

483- Symphsedra dirtea, Fabricius.

Habitat ; Nepal, Bhutan, Assam, Khasi Hills, Cachar, Upper Burma, Upper Tenas^ 
serim, Meigui, Malay Peninsula, Sumatra, Billiton, Banca, Java, Borneo. 

Expanse : ^ , 3-0 to 3*8 inches ; $ , 3-3 to 47 inches. 

Description: “Male. Upperside very dark chocolate-brown. Forming with a 
small whitish subapical spot placed beneath the fourth subcostal nervuie [often absent], and a 
greenish outer marginal fascia, which is almost obsolete at apex and gradually widens to posterior 
angle [this band is very variable, in some specimens it is obsolete, in others very prominent] ; 
the inner maigin of this fascia is very waved and subdentate. Hindwing with a very broad 
outer bluish marginal fascia, with violaceous reflections, occupying about half of wing [some- 
what variable in width, in Indian specimens generally considerably narrower], and containing 
a submaiginal series of blackish spots placed between the nervules and a marginal row of 
much larger subconical spots of the same colour placed upon and divided by the nervules ; 
this bluish area is sinuated interiorly, and becomes shaded with greenish and violaceous 
at and near anal angle , apical portion of abdominal margin thickly clothed with long 
pale ochraceous hairs. Underside very warm and dark ochraceous. Forming with a 
small and very pale bluish subapical spot situated beneath the bifurcation of the fourth and fifth 
subcostal nervules [often with three similar discal spots placed between lower discoidal and 
third median nervules] ; a cluster of iriegular pale spots in cell and a long and irregularly 
curved one at the teimination of the same, which is followed by two very indistinct spots 
placed one on each side of the upper discoidal nervuie ; two pale discal spots on each side 
of the second median nervuie, and one beneath the first median neivule ; inner margin and 
area of the outer angle broadly suffused with fuscous, the last with two bluish spots placed 
one on each side of the first median nervuie ; above these are a subobsolete and submarginal 
series of pale spots placed between the nervules. Hindwing with two pale spots in cell, a 
curved discal series of six or seven pale spots placed between the nervules, and a submarginal 
series of small fuscous spots placed between the nervules, with their surrounding areaf 
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somewhat pale. Body and Ugs moie or less concolouious with wings’; anie?mcs black, then 
apices waim ochiaceous. Female. Upperside chocolate-biown, with the aha alternately 
concolouious and pale greyish, and with the following yellowish spots \—forewing with thiee 
foi four] spots in cell, two at its teimination, followed by two placed one on each side of the uppei 
disco idal nervule ; an oblique discal series of seven spots placed between the neivules, two 
beneath cell, situated one on each side of second median neivule, a cluster of five inegular 
spots near base and between fiist median neivule and submedian nervuie, and an outer 
submaiginal senes, placed between the neivules, increasing m size towards outei angle ; a 
small yellowish stieak on inner maigm neai its apex. Hindwmg with the following yellowish 
spots thiee beneath costal nervuie, three between first and second subcostal neivules, 
four between lower subcostal and discoidal nervules, three in cell (the fiist being only a small 
basal streak), three beyond cell before the third median nervuie, two beneath cell placed one 
on each side of second median nervuie, and two on basal half of abdominal maigin ; and 
three large spots-— denoted by pale bluish maigins with anteiior and posteiioi yellowish spots — 
neai anal angle divided by the second and first median nervules. Underside, forewing 
gieenish ochiaceous, daikei and somewhat bluish at area of median nervules, maiked generally 
as above, but spots larger and pale bluish giey, those in and at teimination of cell fused, and 
the cluster of spots beneath base of cell obsolete. Hmdwing pale gieenish, the basal half 
moie 01 less suffused with ochiaceous ; spots as above, but much paler. Body above chocolate- 
brown, with the following yellowish spots ; — six thoracic (two anterioi, two cential, and two 
posterioi), and foui at base of abdomen ; a nairow lateral stieak on each cential side of thorax, 
and a small spot at extreme base of wings ; body beneath and legs more or less concolourous 
with wings.” 

** In Province Wellesley old fallen fiuit was an attraction to this species, and sliced pine- 
apple placed at the proper season in a load where these butterflies frequented was genei ally 
sure to be visited by a good supply of both males and females.*^ ( Distant^ 1. c ) 

This widely distributed species is very common in Upper Assam ( S, £, Peal), less so to 
the westward. Captain Bmgham has taken both sexes m Upper Tenasserim in the Thoungyeen 
Valley and Meplay Valley in January, in the Donat range in December, and in the Thoun- 
gyeen Foiests in March, and Dr. Andeison obtained it in the Mergui Aichipelago during the cold 
weather. In some male specimens on the upperside of the forewing are six ochieous spots m 
the cell placed in pans, and a less prominent seiies placed between the nervules just beyond 
the cell.

Expanse : d » 4’3 to 4*8 ; $ , 5 *3 to 5 *5 inches. 

Description ; “Male. Upperside, most like S, dhtea^ largei, but the basal dots of the 
foreming greenish- white not yellow-golden, and the marginal band subobsolete, diffused, with 
two distinct subapical dots snow-white. Bindwing with the violaceous-gieen baud inwaidly 
regularly dentate, the veins not at all tipped with ashy. Underside with all the spots most 
distinctly greenish- white, the ground-colour olivaceous-gieen not fulvous-ferruginous, the 
submarginal dots of the hindwing obscure scarcely distinguishable.” {Butler, 1 . c.) Female. 
Upperside with the ground-colour daiker than in .S'. the maikings similar but white, 
tinged more or less with violet-blue instead of yellowish-golden, the submarginal sei les of 
large round black spots on the htndwing widely suriounded with bluish towards the anal angle, 
purplish towards the apex, with an irregular whitish spot given off both above and below from 
each black spot. Underside, similarly marked to S. chttea, the disc and inner margin of the 
forming much darker, 

Mr, Butler ( 1 , c.) describes a local race ofthis species from Borneo as follows : — “ Antennae 
in both sexes tipped with fulvous ; the female on the upperside a little moie greenish,” 
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S. cj/aj?zj>a7 diis is the laigest species of the genus and indeed one of the largest species 
in the subfamily. Mi. Wood-Ma^ioii took it iii Cadiai diiimg the summei, Mu S, E. Peal 
has obtained it at Sibsagar in Uppei Assam, Mi. J. L. Sheiwill at Joiehat also in 
Assam, and theie aie specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, fiom Sylhet and the 
Khasi Hills.

“ Body, more or less robust ; antennae long and stiaight j wings large, generally of dull 
colours, with nariow, irregular, dark maiks m the discoidal cell, Head^ wide, scarcely tufted 
m front ; eyes, laige, pi eminent, naked ; anUnnee, of very gieat length, slender, fihfoim at the 
base ; beyond the middle veiy gradually incrassated to a long, cylindiical, abruptly teiminated, 
slightly curved club, having two very slender laised lines on the underside, with an impiession 
between them \ palpi, small, very slightly piojecting beyond the head, and elevated to the 
level of the middle of the eyes; second joint lengthened, and appaiently mcreasing m bieadth 
exteiioily, in consequence of the ridge of hairs on its upperside, beyond the middle j thud 
joint very minute \ palpi of the males larger than those of the females \ haustellunii spiral, 
of moderate length, robust, compressed towards the extremity, and piovided with lateral 
spieading cilia. Thotax, moie 01 less robust, clothed with woolly haiis 5 wings generally of 
laige size, with modeiately strong veins. Abdomen, variable in size and thickness, according 
to that of the thorax. Forewing, somewhat tiiangulai, with a lengthened, boldly cuived 
costa j apex generally but slightly rounded ; otiter margin variable, but generally a little 
emarginate in the middle, and scaicely scalloped j neaily three-fouiths of the length of the 
costal margin ; margin about as long as the outer one, nearly Birtaght; costal neivuie 
stiong, reaching a little beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal neivure with the first and 
second branches arising befoie the anterior extiemity of the discoidal cell, third branch arising 
at a little distance beyond, or sometimes close to, the extremity of the discoidal cell, and 
the fouith branch arising at about four*fifths of the length of the wing ; upper disco-cellular 
nei vule extremely minute and almost obsolete, arising from the subcostal nervure at about 
one-third of the length of the wing ; disco-cellular short, cuived, and directed towards 

the base of the wing ; lower disco-cellular obsolete in the typical species, so that the discoidal 
cell is open ; median neivure stiong, its third branch modeiately curved. Hindwing, rounded, 
slightly acuminated at the anal angle m the males of some species, slightly scalloped along 
the outer margin ; costal maigin slightly lounded ; cuived outwards ; 
costal nervure blanching near its base ; upper disco-cellular neivule forming the scarcely cuived 
base of the discoidal neivule ; lower disco-cellular [usually] wanting, so that the nairow discoidal 
cell is [usually] open. Forelegs, of the male very short and slender; femur clothed beneath with 
long divergent hairs ; tibia nearly as long as the femur, thickly clothed with downy haiis ; tarsus 
consisting of a single elongated attenuated joint, covered with a dense unifoim down. Of the 
female scaly, with the first joint of the tarsi greatly elongated, the three following shoit, the 
last abruptly terminated, with seveial pairs of spines beneath, indicating the three interme- 
diate joints through the scales of the limb. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, the 
middle pan in the male with the femur nearly one-fourth iongei than that of the hindlegs; 
thickly scaly ; middle tiUa of the male with a thick coat of very short scaly bans near the 
base beneath, and with two rows of short thick spmes m all the tibiae ; tartt considerably 
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shelter than the tibia, lather thickly clothed at the sides and beneath with very short spines ; 
claws latlier large and very much curved ; paronychia small, bifid 

** Larva, chilopodomoiphous, linear, lengthened, provided on each side with ten long, 
attenuated, spreading, branchifoim appendages of nearly equal length, consisting of a midiib 
and lateral beards, decreasing in length towards the extremity, and imitating the structure of 
a veiy delicate plume, being armed with a terminal spike composed of a dense whorl of short 
lobust spines. Feet short, minute, and entirely concealed by the lateial appendages Pupa 
short, angular, attenuated at both ends, with two sides even, and the third or vential surface 
gently swelled or rounded ; consisting of unequal pyiamidal portions, the abdominal poition 
being the longest, and provided with two points, whilst the angles are armed with a few 
short spines, which are moie robust at the union of the two pyramids ; the longitudinal 
and transverse iidges ornamented with a delicate gold streak.” ( Westwood^ 1. c.) 

The genus Euthaha is of laige extent, about seventy species having been desci ibed It 
belongs to the Indo-Malayan region, occuinng sparingly in the Western Himalayas, but is 
most fully represented in the Eastern ; m Sikkim they attain their largest size and beauty, 
and are most numerous both in species and individuals. One or two species occur in all but 
the very and tracts of continental India, four in Ceylon, one in the Andaman Isles, and 
numerous species in Assam, Buima, the Malay Peninsula, and islands as far east as Celebes 
and the Philippines. It occurs also in China. 

There is some vaiiability in structure, E, cvehna and allies have the discoidal cells of 
both wings closed. The position of the thiid subcostal nervule of the forewing is also incon- 
stant, in some species {E. garuda and allies) it is given oif from the subcostal nerviire at 
one-fourth or less from the origin of the disco-cellular nervules, in others cocytma and 
allied species) it is emitted about midway between end of cell and apex of wing. The outline 
of the wings shows also great variation, in the male especially. In E^ evehna^ E. salropaces, 
&c., the foiewing is distinctly falcate in both sexes, in others the apex is only acuminated, 
and the outer margin emaiginate. In E, garuda and its allies the hindwing is sharply 
acuminate at the anal angle in the male. In E, l^pidea and its allies, the hindwing is evenly 
rounded in both sexes. In colouration many species in the males are black on the upperside, 
with darker bands and irregular linear spots towards the base of the hindwing, and in the 
cell of the forewmg ; the females are paler, and often very diversely coloured ; other males 
have a broad blue or grey maigin to the upperside of the hmdwing j in these the females are 
in a few instances somewhat similarly marked, in the others they are quite different. Again, 
there are other species which are alike in both sexes, and have the colouration of the upper- 
side some shade of green, two species with a broad discal pale band across both wings on 
the upperside, others with the band on the foie wing only, and lastly others without any band 
at all. The larvae of Symphesdra and Euthaha are similarly formed, and are amongst the 
most peculiar and interesting m Butterflies. I have often found that of E. garuda at 
rest on the middle of a mangoe leaf, m which position it is veiy difficult to see, though its form 
is so remarkable, its body with the pale dorsal line ausweis to the midiib of the leaf, while the 
lateral branched spines pass for the other veins of the leaf on which it is resting, forming 
a remarkable instance of protective colouration, structure and habit combined* 

Though the perfect insects differ so widely in outline, and in style of markings as 
well as in lobustness of structure, the genus is separable into two distinct groups \ the first 
of which has the discoidal cell of the forewing closed by a slender nervule j the second has 
the cells of both wings open. 

In the first gioup the sexes, so far as is known, are alike, but the differences between the 
various species in outline and in style of markings is very considerable ; one, E. durga^ 
closely resembles an aberrant Limmtiis in style of markings, but the strongly arched costa is 
sufficient to distinguish it, and moreover the white discal band stops short of the first 
median nervule on the hmdwing which in Liniemtis it never does, In the remaining species 
t^e markings are diverse from those of all the allied genera.

They aie all large 
insects* the forewing in seveial of them deeply emarginate below the apex, giving it a veiy 
hooked appearance j colouration above dark-brown or green, with two black sinuous fine lines 
acioss the cell on the upperside of the foiewmg m the fiist four species, enclosing anteiioily a 
crimson spot m three of them. One species (E. derma) has been lecorded from Masuii, and 
occurs in Assam, Sylhet and Malayana ; another {E. evelma) occurs m South India and Ceylon ; 
there aie two other species desciibed by Felder from Noith India which appear to be but slight 
vaneties of these two species. Anothei very distinct species of this gioup {£. dimya) has a 
senes of small but piominent whitish spots across the disc of both wings, and occms m Lower 
Tenasseiim, Perak and Boineo. In this species the crimsom maikings are barely traceable.

E. derma has a wide range, Kollai described it, piobably incoriectly, fiom Masuii, but 
it appears to be somewhat common in Sylhet, and occurs through the Malay peninsula to 
the Philippines. It may at once be known from E. evehna by the coloiuation of the uppeiside 
being distinctly biou n, while the latter is green.

Description: “Male, Upperside as in A. \:=^E.\eua, Felder, but without the 
bronze tint, with the cellular markings broader, the inner one without the red spot, 

the diffused fuscous band very obsolete, more excised. Hindwmg with two cellular maiks 
(the disco-cellular much broader than in A.ezra)^ the diffused fuscous discal stieak much moie 
dentate than in that species, the submargmal more distinct. Underside as in -4. ez/a, tut 
much more powdered with bluish-white. Forewing with a white diffused but distinct apical 
spot. Hindwing with the basal markings broader than m the species mentioned, the sub. 
costal only including an obliterated red spot and the cellular including a dot of the same 
colour. The ^^orbii(d^ [? orbits of the eyes, which in E. detma and E. eveiina are red] 
whitish” 

“We received an unique specimen together with the preceding species [ui. ; the 

inner and outer margins of the wmgs are longer and the apex of the foiewing much less pro- 
duced” (^Felder ^ l,c.) 
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** May be only a lace of evehna ; it scaicely diffeis except in the differently foimed 
discoidal spots without scailet centies.” {BtUler, l.c.) 

The absence of the scailet maikings IS a point which should make E. soma easily lecog- 
nized if met with, I have never seen a specimen -S. annainita^ Moore (Pioc. Zool. Soc 
Lond., 1879, p, 137) fiom Cochin China belongs to this gioup,

“ Up to this it has been confounded m collections with , 4 . evelina^ Stoll, {derma^ Kollai), 
from which it can easily be distinguished by the coloui mg of the uppeiside.”

I know nothing of this species, but retain it here as distinct on Dr. Felder’s authority. 
Messis. Butler and Distant both lank it as a synonym of E. derma, which is probably 
collect as Felder appeals to have consideied E, evehna and E, derma as one species.

In the male there is a trace of the commencement of this band near the costa of both wings j 
it IS completely absent from both sexes of the preceding species. 

In Ceylon £. evslina “occurs m the eastern and western piovinces in low country forests 
in June. Flight rapid, along forest-paths, settlmg on thick parts of trees and sometimes on 
the ground. Shy” (BuUhxson). “Rather common in the Kottawa foiest, but difficult to 
capture” (PPade). It occuis also at Karwar, Bombay (f. Davidson), the Wynaad (Rhodes- 
Morgan), Noith Canara, January (Jilacpherson), and at Tievaiidium.

Dr. Anderson obtained two male specimens of this species in the Meigui Archipelago in 
the cold weather, and there is one specimen fiom Perak in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, 

The next four species have the outer margin of the forewing nearly stiaight, very slightly 
concave ; the apex is neither truncate nor rounded, but bluntly pointed, and the hindwing is 
broadly rounded. They all have a pale discal macular band on the fore wing from the middle 
of th-e costa towards the anal angle ; and also some pale spots near the middle of the 
costa of the hind wing, which distinguish them at a glance from the females of the second 
group, many of which have the oblique band on the forewing. All the species are laige, 
and have the ground-colour dull green 5 the cilia are white between the ends of the nervules.

Colonel Lang writes of this species as follows *:-» Frequents oak-forests at altitudes 
of 6,000 to 8,000 feet m the Himalaya during the rainy season (July and August) 
It flies very swifEy over the tops of the trees with a skimming hight like a swallow. Two or 

three may be seen chasing one another in and out of the shade among the branches of the 
trees. They pitch abruptly, often with expanded wings, basking in the sun-light, until some 

passing insect, another Adolias or a floating near, tempts the quarrelsome species to dash 
off, buffet the passer-by, and after a lapid skim, pitch once more, suddenly, near its former

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resting-place, and bask again. It soon gets batteied* and is difficult to captuie.” Mr. Hock- 
ing says* that it “Flies about oaks. June to Septembei,” I have taken it commonly m 
Simla at about 5,000 feet , it is veiy paitial to ovei-ripe peaches, plums, &c.

Maishall has taken it in Chumba ; in Kumaon it is abundant neai Naim Tal in the middle of 
the lains ; and Dr. Scully has sent numeious specimens fiom Nepal.

I have nevei seen this species In Mr. Moore’s figure the three lower spots of the discal 
series of the forewing aie veiy much elongated and pointed outwardly, and the presence of two 
small spots just below the middle of the first median neivule, the upper one almost touching 
it, is an unusual and distinctive feature.

This species also is unknown to me ; from the description alone it appears to be 
sufficiently distinct

^argin near the angle. Underside glossy verdigiis-green, apically olive-green. Forming 
^th markings as above, but more defined and whiter ; lower part of disc patched with

JS, nara is decidedly a laie species. It diffeis fiom B. iva in the shape of the spots in 
the discal band of the foiewing, and in the absence of the two small spots below the fiist 
median nervule on the uppeiside of the foiewing, and from E. patala in its much deeper tone 
of colouiation, and m having five oi six iiiegulai pale bluish-white spots acioss the disc of the 
hind wing on the undeiside. 

E,nara is piobably the species lefeiied to by Mooie m the Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 
1865, p. 767, undei the name of A, confucms, Westwood, the lettei being a Chinese insect, and 
is said to be “ Closely allied to A ep 7 ona {=E. paiala\'bvLt larger ; the lower spot on hind- 
wmg lunulate and reversely cuived.”* They aie quite distinct species. 

The next species, E. anyte^ diffeismuchin outline from the othei species of this group, 
and closely resembles in this respect, the males oiE. gat iida sind its allies, the apex of the foie- 
wing and anal angle of hindwing being sharply pointed ; the body too is moie robust, but the 
discoidal cell of the forewing is closed ; the female is unknown. On the upperside the pale 
discal band is obsolete, but the pale spots near the costa of the hind wing aie almost always 
piomment. 

494. Euthalia anyte, Hewitson.

Expanse : 2*8 to 3*0 inches. 

Description : “ Male, Upperside, bath wings gieen-brown, ciossed beyond the middle 
by two bands of darker blown. Fcrmtng with a blown line and a spot of rufous-biown 
bordered on both sides with black within the cell; a small spot below the last, and a spot 
just beyond the end of the cell also boideied on both sides with black ; the space between 
the two transverse bands is of a paler tint than the rest of the wing, marked with two indis- 
tinct round spots. Hindwing with a white [ochreous] spot on the costal maigm beyond its 
middle. Underside as above, except that it is much paler ; that the hindimng has the 
oblong and transverse black maiks near the base common to the species of this gioup, and 
that it is crossed in the place of the first transverse band by a band (broken in the middle) 
of six obscuie white spots ” {Hewitson^ 1, c ) 

This is a rare species, of which I have only seen males : there is one Sikkim specimen in the 
collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, one in Major Marshall's collection, and four fiom 
Sikkim and one from Nepal m Colonel Lang's. On the undeiside it is maiked almost exactly 
as in E, sahadeita, except that the discal senes of pale spots is narrower on both wings and 
the white spot near apex of forewing is absent, but the lowei half of the disc of the forewing 
is suffused with black as in E^ sahadeva^ and it lacks the small black linear marks m the middle 
of the submarginal band of the hind wing present in that species. E. anyte is much smaller than 
E. sahadffva^ the apex of the forewing more pointed, the outer margin more emaigmate, the 
hindwing much shorter, the anal angle more acute. Mr. Butler says that it ‘‘ seems to be most 
neaily allied to E, garudaF It is however I think most neaily allied to E. sahadeva, differ- 
ing from that species chiefly in size and shape, and in the absence of the white spots at the apex 
of the forewing. 

In Major Marshall's collection is a single male of this species from Sikkim which differs 
consideiably from the other examples I have seen. The outer maigin of the forewing is but very 
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slightly emaiginate, causing the apex to be moie acuminate, and on the hindwing theie is no 
tiace of the large patch of yellow on the costa which is such a conspicuous featme of E anyte ; 
the submaiginal band is much widei and diffused, especially anterioily, and placed further 
from the margin ; it is equally wide on the undeiside, and the discal series of pale yellow spots 
on both sides are entiiely absent. It is piobably only an abeuation of E, anyte ; at any late 
fiom a single specimen I am disinclined to describe it as a distinct species. 

The next species E, sa/iadez/a has an oblique pale discal band on the forewmg as in 
E^patala. though not so piominent, and also a similai band on the hindwing ; the outline of 
the wings is as in E. patala^ but the hind wing is shoiter at the costa and moie elongated 
posteiioily,

Expanse 3*25 to 3*60 inches. 

Description : “Male. Upperside ohve-gieen, with daikei submaiginal band and iiinei 
portion of disc. Porewing vtiih oblique row of five pale gieenish -yellow spots fiom middle of costal 
margin ; two small whitish subapical spots ; space between discoidal maiks and along outer 
margin yellowish, ffindwmg with tiansverse tapering low of six pale gieenish-yellow spots 
from costal maigin to near abdominal angle, bounded below with pale yellow , two transveise 
disco-cellulai black lines ; abdominal maigin greenish -giey Underside gieenish-yellow, 
lightei and darkei in poitions, marked as above, discoidal mai kings on both wings, lower 
part of disc of with blackish patches.” ^Moore^ 1. c ) Mi, Butler (1. c.) says that Mr. 

Moore has desciibed the female as a male, but his desciiption agrees very well with om male 
specimens of this species, Mi. Mooie informs me also that the type specimen is a male. Mi, 
Butler ledescribes the male as follows “ Diffeis [fiom E. sahadeva, Mooie, =female sahadevd\ 
altogether in shape : wings smallei, forewmg with the apex, hindwmg with the anal anale 
acute, all the bands of the fore wing pale concealed with gieen, of the hind wing most 
distinct, lunning together near the costa, but retired on the disc and paitly obliteiated with 
black ; the marginal spots moie obscuie.” His description agiees fairly well with the 
Euthalia anyte of Hewitson. 

I have only seen males of this species ,• it is decidedly a lare species, and occurs from 
Nepal to Shillong. On the foiewing theie is an oblique discal band of five somewhat obscuie 
yellowish spots, with two smaller spots beyond just below the apex, with an obscure yellow- 
ish bar acioss the cell ; hind wing with a decreasing macular band from the costa to the 
first median interspace, the lowei spots sometimes almost disappeaied. Underside marked 
much as above, but the ground-coloui yellowish green. The shape of the hindwmg is 
unusual, being considerably longer than bioad, it is longer than bioad in some other species, 
but not neaily to the same extent. 

The next and last species of this group is distinguished by having a broad puie white 
continuous discal band acioss both wings moie or less outwaidly maigined with blue. In 
outline it is mtei mediate between paiata and E, sahadeva,

Underside fiom innei 
maigin of band to base greenish-giey, fiom its outer margin to extremity of wing greenish, 
with band and apical spots as above ; a row of blackish marks from apical spots to posterior 
angle, which is whitish ; also an indistmct dusky submarginal row on the hindwmg, and at 
the anal angle two patches of black ; maiks at the base of wings black. Cilia between the 
indentations on the upper and underside white.

E ditrga is the largest species of the genus occuirmg in India and one of the most 
beautiful. It used to be fairly common in Sikkim, but of late has become much less so. 
Ml. S, E, Peal has taken it at Sibsagar in Upper Assam.

The second group in which the cell of the forewing is open presents three distinct types. 
The first section is repiesented by a single species, which m style of markings coriesponds- most 
closely with the last species of the first group, durga. It has a broad well-defined pale discal 
band Loss both wings, but this band is pale yeEow not white, and it extends on the hmdmng up 
to the submedian nervure; the sexes are alike, and the general aspect is more nearly that 
of a Lttnemin than in any other species of this genus.

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The second section is distinguished by the shape of the wings in the male, the foiewing 
being more or less falcate, and the liindwmg being evenly curved on the outer margin 
and often somewhat elongate ; the colouration of the males is also peculiar, they have 
no pale discal markings, the uppcrside is generally nearly unifoim brown or blackish with 
moie 01 less obsolete daik lines, but the outer margin of the hmdwing and sometimes 
also of the forewing is bioadly blue or grey, strongly contrasting with the brown giound-colom. 
This blue outer border occurs in only one Indian species as yet desciibed, E. phemittSi 
which does not belong to this section, and it may be distinguished not only by its outline, 
but by the blue patch being bounded outwaidly by a puie white stieak, and the extreme 
margin bcai mg a black line. In this section the body is with one exception {E, telcJuma) 
lemaikably slendei, and the wings are compaiatively weak. In this section too the differ- 
entiation of the sexes commences, in the first two species the sexes aie nearly alike, in the next 
two the shape and style of markings aie the same, but the giey oi blue band has disappeaied 
in the female ; the giound-colour is unifoim, but the position of the band is marked by a 
dark transveise band along what would be its inner edge ; in the thiee remaining species 
there is no tiace even of the outline of the band m the female ; the giound-colour is unifoim, 
but the dark lines follow the same pattern as in the male and aie more piomment ; the 
colouiation of the underside also differs conspicuously. In this section again the third subcostal 
neivule of the foiewing aiises at a gieater distance from the cell than in the thud section, 
but the character IS variable, being most pronounced in E, lepidea 

The third section is distinguished by the shape of the wings in the male, the foiewing 
having the apex acutely pointed, and the hmdwing having the anal angle acutely pointed also 
and slightly produced j the body is veiy robust, and the wings powerful though small; the 
antennse aie longei than in the othei sections, being often consideiably m*oie than half the length 
of the forewing, and the thud subcostal nervule of that wing auses close to the cell. The 
sexes aie differentiated m all the species, the females having laiger wings, the forewing 
with the apex more lounded, and the hmdwing broadei and more evenly rounded. In many 
cases the females have piomment white discal bands.

Expanse : 2*9 to 4*0 inches. 

Description ; ** Wings olive-green, with a spotted [pale yellow] band across the 
middle of both wings somewhat in the form of a V, also two white [pale yellow] spots 
near the apex of the formings and a series of white [pale yellow] lines along the margin 
of both wings, and a series of black lines inteiiorly. Underside marked like the upper- 
,side, but of a cinereous colour, with a spot of black at the posterior angle of the forewing'*^ 
{Gray, 1 c.) Sexes alike. 

This also is a very beautiful species. It may be known fiom E dwga on the upperside 
by the ground-colour being a paler green, the discal white (or pale yellow) band much 
narrower, specially on the forewing, and inwardly deflexed above the thud median 
nei^le, this band not defined outwardly with a black line and then a broad blue fascia 
as m B, durga ; a submaiginal series of diffused whitish spots. Underside quite different 
in colour, being of a most beautiful glossy greenish silvery, the discal white band as above 
but wider on the hindwing, the additional wider portion being pale purplish, a nanow white 
band across both wings in continuation of the two subapical white spots above, and a wider 
submargmal band, with a black diffused spot within it at the anal angle of the forewing. 
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E.fianrice is not a cominon species ; it occuis fiom Nepal to Upper Assam, and was 
taken by the Yuiian Expedition in Uppei Bmma. 

Second section. Foiewing moie or less falcate, hmelwing with outei maigin evenly 
lounded, outer maigin bioadly blue 01 giey on upperside ; body slender. 

In the next two species the sexes aie neaily alike, the foiewing is moie falcate than in any 
other species, except £• satropaces^ and the giey maiginal band extends neaiei to the apex 
of the fore wing than in any otheis.

wdth the middle disc a little paler, the external maigin pale ashy-fuscous ; of the female 
fuscescent, the discoidal marks black. Underside much palei, of the male chestnut- fuscous, 
of the FEMALE ochraceous with the middle disc ochieous ; hind%mng oiitwaidly whitish ; 
a submaigmal macular stieak, anothei beyond the middle angular lunate ; hindwing 
ochiaceous, the discoidal maikings black ; foiewing w’lth the outei maigin tinged with 
violet 1. c.) 

** May at once be tdistinguished by the ashy maiginal band widening from apex of the 
forewing to abdominal maigin” [of the hmdwing], (^Moofe, 1. c ) 

E. leptdea is a veiy distinct and well-maiked species, with the foiewmg veiy falcate ; its 
pale grey maigins on the uppei side, naiiow on the forewing, wide on the hind wing, distin- 
guish it fiom any othei buttei fly except It occius commonly in NoiUi-castein 

India and Buima, appealing again m Oiissa and southwaids to Tiavancoie. Mi Butlei 
gives the South Indian foim as a vaiiety, but it does not appeal to diffei fiom specimens 
fiom Noith-easteiu India,

Description : “ Male and female. Upperside daik umbor-biown, palest in the 
female ; both wings with a marginal bluish-grey band, w'Inch extends very nauowly fiom 
the apex of the forewtng and widens across the Jmidwmg to bioadly above anal angle. 
Within and beneath the cells the black sticaks aie most distinct m the female ; acioss the 
discal area are two indistinct dusky sinuous fascise widening fiom the costa of forewing^ 
at which end the interspace is slightly paler in the male and distinctly paler in the female. 
Ctha white. Underside ochreous-brown in the male and yellowish-ochreous in the female ; 
the outer borders broadly suffused with purplish lilacme- white ; cell-marks distinct j acioss 
the disc of both wings are two dusky lunular fasciae with pale interspace, most distinct in 
the female, the fasciae being disposed across the middle of the disc.*^ 

** Neaiest allied to E. cocyius^ Fabiicius ; also to E* lepidect, Butler, and to E* macnctiiit^ 
Distant.” (Moore, 1. c ) Dr, Anderson took several specimens of both sexes of this species 
in the Meigui Aichipelago duiing the cold weather. It differs fiom E, lepidea only in having 
the outer border blue not gi ey. 
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The E. cocytus of Fabiicius belongs to this gioup, and was desciibed from Siam. The 
male has the outer maigins of both wings blue on the uppeiside as in andersontt ; the 
female is somewhat similar to that sex of E satroj>aceSi but the apical aiea of the foie wing 
on the uppeiside is coveied with greenish scales. 

Between this species and the next are numerous closely-allied species, six of which, 
E, macnain^ E. stoKczkana^ E. maclayh E cocytvna^ E. puseda and E» asoka have been 
recorded from the Malay Peninsula. In all of these the outer bolder is blue extending on to the 
forewung in the male, and they exhibit a gradually inci easing diffeientiation of the sexes. The 
detailed descriptions are given below. Anothei species of this gioup {E . gopa) has been described 
from Assam, but the locality is doubtful ; it is closely allied to E. cocyHna, The description 
of the male is appended, but no description has hitheito been published of the female. 

I have never seen either sex, and my knowledge of it is confined to the desciiption here 
lepublished and the figure which accompanied it, but both sexes are stated to be in the Biitish 
Museum.

Province Wellesley Expanse ; Male^ a 2 , femaUt 2 8 inches Description “ Male Upper- 
side very dark chocolate-brown, the outer margins of both •wings pale bluish , on the fomtnng this bluish 
margin is narrow, commencing a little beneath apical angle, and slightly widening and terminating at 
posterior angle , on the htndwtng it is veiy broad, especially near the anal angle , outer maigins narrowly 
black, the«/r« pearly white , ce.\\ oi tht foi ewing crossed by four blackish lines, the two innermost nearly 
straight, the two outer ones prominently bent and sinuated, and a similarly bent black line at end of cell ; 
the three innermost of these lines are continued beneath the median nervure Underside pale olivaceous- 
brown Fotewing with the basal area palest, cellular markings as above, but more distinct, and two 
discal, narrow, undulating fuscous fasci®, the inner one waved, the outer entire, but somewhat discontinuous. 
Htndwtng with the cell crossed by some indistinct fuscous lines, a similar convex one near its apex, and an 
elongate ovate spot on each side of the base of the upper subcostal nervule , two discal and parallel narrow 
fubcous fasciae, terminating at about the fiist median nervule, the inner one broadest, and the outer 
narrow and somewhat broken Body and legs more or less concolourous with wings. Female Larger and paler 
in hue than the male j markings similar, but the forewing on the upperside exhibiting the discal fasciae 
only seen on the underside of the male , these fasciae are also slightly broader and the colour between them 
somewhat paler , cell of the hmd'wtng exhibiting the transverse dark lines as beneath. Underside 
brighter and wanner in hue than in the other sex ; the markings similar.'’ 

** This species and E siohczkana represent a section of the genus in which the males are strikingly similar 
to each other and equally dissimilar from the females. The great interest attaching to the species is that it 
represents the closest alliance and resemblance between the sexes of this section, the following species showing 
a gradually increasing tendency to sexually differentiate , whilst it is to the Indo-Malayan region that this 
portion of the genus is almost confined.” (JDnsianty 1. c.)

Underside with the narrow fuscous outer discal fasci® to both •wings much more waved and 
smuated. Female. Upperside closely resembling the female of E macnairt, but differing on the upperside 
by the absence of the bluish marginal fasciae, which are only slightly indicated near the posterior angle of the 
forewing, and appear on the htnd^mng as a narrow discal fascia, which becomes obsolete towards the abdominal 
margin , on this wing the narrow fuscous discal fasciae of the forewing are also continued, the innermost distinct, 
the outer one not distinctly passing the third median nervule. Underside warmer in hue than in E, macnairt, 
and distinctly differentiated from that species by the waved and sinuated outer discal fasciae to both •wmgsy 
{Distant, l.c.)

Upperside closely resembling the female of E macnairt, but the bluish marginal fascia to the hindwing 
inwardly strongly waved and hollowed at the subcostal and discoidal nervules U nderside ^ Both wings have 
the outer discal fasciae strongly waved and sinuated as in E, siohczkana, but on the foiewing these fasciae are 
wider apart than in that species, and on the hindwing the outer fascia is farther removed from the margin.” 

“ E. macnairi, E, siohczkana, and E maclayt have so strong a superficial resemblance as to give 
the impression that they ate but varieties of one species, and this was my first conclusion The reasons which 
have impelled me to take the opposite view are that both sexes can be differentiated, and that the forms are not 
intennediate. llius. though E, maclayi resembles E, macnairi above, it partakes of the character of E* 
siohczkana beneath, but is yet quite distmctly differentiated from that species by the pattern of those markings, 
lliough 1 have followed this course 1 consider the conclu^on but tentative. Some decision must be taken m a 
work like this, and the proof will ultimately rest with the local breeder of these insects. In the absence of this 
information analytic and synthetic empiricism are both to be deplored.” (Distant, l.c )

** Mr. Butler identified the male of this species as the Papilio monina, Fabncius, and placed the P. cocyta, 
Fabncius, as a synonym, stating that it is “figured by Jones m his unpublished ‘leones’”^ I have not 
followed him in this course for several reasons —Firstly, the Fabrician type is not contained in the Banksian 
collection, and therefore the identification is unvenfiable , secondly, the males of a number of allied species are 
so similar that it seems impossible, fiom the desctiption of Fabncius alone, to decide upon one more than 
another ; and thirdly, as Mr. Moore has figured his species (female specimen) it seems unnecessary to sink the 
same without more conclusive leason ” {Distant, 1 c.)

“ The female figured somewhat differs from Felder’s figure of the same sex by the much less pale colouration 
of the hind wing between the discal series of spots and the outer margin Felder, howevei, refers the species 
to two localities, viz,, “ Malacca, interior” and Borneo, but does not specify from which the specimen 
figured was leceived. Consequently it is at least possible that the pale form may have been from Borneo, and 
the species as found in the Malay Peninsula is of a somewhat melanic race. ” (Distant, 1 c.)

E* sairopaas is also a very distinct species, with a limited geographical lange, it 
having been lecoided from Tenasseum only The type specimens weie from Moulmein, 
Limborg took it m April at Meetan, 3,000 feet, Di Andeison obtained thiee females in the 
cold weather in the Mergui Archipelago, and Majoi Mai shall has males taken by Captain 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Forests m Decembei and in the Donat lange m January. In the 
male the apex of the foiewing is more pi oduced, theie are two giey patches in the cell undone 
beyond on the upperside, and the giey marginal band on both wings is bioader and daikei, 
than in E, iepidea. The female is quite diffeient, and may at once be known fiom that sex of 
.E. by having an additional tiansparent white spot beyond the discal senes iieai the 
apex of the fore wing.

The male of this species on the uppeiside bears a geneial resemblance to E, appiades^ 
but is much darker, and the blue border extends on to the forewing ; on the underside 
the ground-colour ,is brown not greeiiish-ochreous, the two discal bands are continuous, 
in E, appiades they are broken up into round or lunular spots. The female differs from 
that sex of E. appiades on the upperside in having a prominent dark brown band ciossiiig 
both wings almost in a straight line, and on the undeiside of the fore wing in having 
six prominent white discal spots. In E. ielchinia also the body is much more robust 
than in any other species of this section. E* ielchinia is a rare species, Mr, Otto Moller has 
obtained a female in Sikkim in October, Mr. Wood-Mason has taken males on Nemotha 
in Cachar in September, these are the only exact records of its capture which I possess. 

The next three species have in the males the outer margin blue on the upperside of the 
hindwing only, not extending to the apex or on to the forewing 5 the forewing is longer but 
less emarginate than in E, kpidea^ and the hindwing is broader. The females are pale 
brown, with the black lines as in the males but more prominent, and with no trace of blue 
on the outer margin-, they also have whitish patches near the costa of the forewing between 
the discal lines, sometimes indistinct, sometimes large and prominent. The underside is 
dusky ochreous with two senes of black spots ; in the male the spots of the outer series are 
circled with blue on the hindwing, and in the female the hindwing is suffused with bluish- 
grey throughout the inner three-fourths; deepest along the abdominal margin,

E, appiades is the commonest species of the genus in Sikkim and probably eastwards 
as far as Upper Assam in suitable localities. The male is at once known by the blue 
border to the hindwing on the upperside, bounded anteriorly between the third median nervule 
and discoidal fold by the outer of the two discal ziz-zag bands. The two discal bands on the 
forewmg on the upperside at once distinguish it fiom E. pkemius^ and E. telchinia ; the 
underside also is quite different, the discal bands on both wings being bioken up into 
spots, those on the hind wing of the outer band, and towards the anal angle of the inner 
band, are surrounded with blue. The female is much larger than the male, has no blue 
border to the hindwing on the upperside, the discal bands on the forewmg are more or 
less marked with white anteriorly ,* m specimens fiom Assam, Sylhet and Cachar this 
character is very prominent, there being two large oblong white spots filling the interspace 
between the two bands divided by the upper discoidal nervule. It was this form of the 
female which was described and figured by Mr, Mooie as E. sedeva, and which he now 
maintains as the female of his E, balaramaA

black, two transverse discal suffused black lines, the interspace anteiiorly being brownish 
white. Hindwing with the basal marks and two transveise discal sinuous lines black, the 
space between the outer line of the latter and the extenor margin of the wing slaty blue. 
Underside greenish grey, suffused with yellow. Forming dull chrome-yellow medially j 
markings as above, black, the transverse series on the forming formed inwardly by iriegulai- 
sbaped marks, and outwardly by suffused spots terminating anteriorly with white spots ; those 
on the hindwing by increasing black spots surrounded with slaty blue.” {Moore, 1 , c.) 

This species differs only from the same sex of E. appiades on the upperside in having the 
space between the discal black bands of the forewing anterioily brownish white ; on the 
underside the outer discal macular band of the forewing terminates anteriorly with white 
spots ; the inner band is formed of almost complete ring-spots as in E. soipkiones, 

Mr. Butler in his Monograph of the genus states that E. jaknu is the female of this 
species, and gives the habitat of it as follows : — ** $ , Daijeeling ; ^ , North India QJkoore'), ^ $ ,

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ill Ciitish Museum, Sylhet and Darjeeling.” The female of B, halaraina^ should it ever be 
discovered, is almost ceitain to have the outer discal band on both wings stiaight ; in 
E. jahnu^ which I have no doubt whatever is the female of E. sananda^ it is highly 
lunulate. My knowledge of E, balamma is confined to what has been published regarding it, 
but I have a suspicion that it is a “ sport” only of E. appiades, Mr. Mooie believes E. halarama 
to be a good species of which his E, sedevais the female, but I cannot agree with him. E. sedeva 
is inseparable from the normal form of E appiades, female, in which the white spots are obsolete.

Description : “ Male. Allied to A, [= 5 .] apiades^ smaller. Upperside more obscure 
chestnut-fuscous, the discal lines of the forming nearer together. Hindtoing with the gi een 
marginal band much broader. Underside, forewing yellowish at the base, the dots near 
the apex whitish. Hindimtg with the entiie ground-colour yellow, the spots of the anal 
area circled with blue, otherwise as in E apiades* Body fuscous above, whitish below. 
Allied to E, apiades and E. jahnu^ male [Mr. Butler here refers to E, halarama\ but differing 
considerably from both.” (^B teller, 1 . c.) Female. Differs fiom that sex of £» appiades in 
being smaller, the discal bands nearer together, the space between them on either side of the 
lower discoidal nervule always more or less whitish (in some examples of /?. appiades also it is 
equally white), the outer edge of the inner black discal band also sometimes marked with 
whitish. Underside having much the same diffei-ences as above, the discal bands on the 
kindwing somewhat more even. 

In Major Marshall’s collection are three males of this species taken by Captain C. T. 
Bingham in the Thoungyeen Forests, Upper Tenasserim, in December. They differ chiefly 
from E. appiades in that the marginal blue ban.d is wider, entirely covering the outer discal 
black band from the anal angle to the discoidal nervule, and on the underside the inner 
discal band of the forewing is formed of almost complete ring-spots between the first median 
and lower discoidal nervules. There are also two females of this species from Meplay, one 
from Donat taken in January, two from the Upper Thoungyeen Forests taken in April, two 
from Thoungyeen taken in March, and one from Sekkan, Thoungyeen, taken in February, all cap- 
tured by Captain C. T. Bingham, in Major Marshall’s collection. They show considerable varia- 
tion in the extent of the white markings between the discal bands of the forewing, and it appears 
to be a scantily white- marked example that Mr Mooie has described and figured as E.parvaia 
as below.* E. xiphiones is a smaller species than E, appiades, and the male is blacker j the 
female differs in the outline of the wings, the forewing having the apex more acute and the 
inner margin shorter than in E. appiades, but the colouration is the same, and the variations 
in extent of the white patches of the forewing are equally exhibited in both. ' 

E. ramada, from the Malay peninsula, appears to belong to this group ; the male has the 
margin of the hind wing blue on the upperside, but the discal spots are not ringed with blue on 
the underside ; the description is appended, t The female is unknown, 

E, laverna also from the Malay peninsula appears to be intermediate between this group 
and the next ; in outline it corresponds with this group, and the markings of the female are

Third Section, Males with the body very robust, the antennm veiy long, moie than half 
the length of the wing, the wings short, poweiM, the apex of foiewing acutely pointed, the 
anal angle of hmdwmg acutely pointed, and somewhat pioduced. The thud subcostal neivule 
of the forewing aiises neaiei to the end of the cell in the typical species of this section than in 
the pieceding, 

The fiist two species have many featmes which appioximale to the pieceding section ; 
the body is only modeiately robust, and the outline of the wings is inleimediate between the 
two; but the males have no blue boidei on the hmdwmg on the uppeiside, and scaicely 
a tiace of blue rings to the inaiginal spots on the undetside. The females so fai as known 
have the underside of the hmdwmg bioadly suffused with pale blue as m the pieceding section, 
but the daik maikmgs aie far moie pi ominent, and the outer discal line is highly luiiulate and 
continued distinctly to the abdominal maigm of the hindwing.

with a submarginal medial zig-vag blackisli line along its whole length Unpfrsidf dusky ochreous, most 
dusky about the outei margins , two tiansverse zigzag lines and Uiscoidal marks blackish.” The femals is

“ The nebulous gloss on the disc of the wings m this species varies from bluish green to violet grey , its 
nearest ally is A, [=i 4 .] saiza [from Java), but the two insects are abundantly distinct ” {JSutler, 1 , c.)

Hzndiuing with two pairs of looped lines 
crossing cell, the transverse senes of laxge greyish spots as on forewing,^ but not extending to abdominal 
margin, and with their outer margins defined by a more angulated and inwardly dentate nanow fascia, winch

Underside with the basal halves pale ochraceous , ceU of for&wing maiked as above ; cell of hmdwmg with 
the looped Imes and adjacent markings as in corresponding wing of male , the trausveise senes of spots more 
fused than above, the greyish colour extending to outei margin,” 

“The female, as Mr Butler has remarked, bears a striking resemblance to a species of the next genus. 
Tanaecia fulasara^ which is also found m this fauna,” {DisianU k c ) 


« ** Some confusion is likely to arise from a consultanon of the original descnption of this species Mr Butler 
(Cist. Ent , vol i, p. 29, 1870) described a male specimen fiom Borneo and a female specimen from Penang 
under the above name, and afterwards figured the first m his ‘ Lepid Exot,,’ pi lx, fig 5. On subsequently 
aeceiving both sexes fiom Malacca, he wrote (Trans. Lmn. Soc , Zoology, second senef, vol i, p, 539 (1877), 
I find that the male from Borneo figured m my ‘ Lepidopiera Exotica* is a distinct species,” thus electing to 
make the Penang female the type, of which the only descnpuon BmaU.

adima is unknown to me, but is apparently nearest allied to E, jahmt. Mr. Butler 
(1. c.) places E, adima as a synonym of E sederua^ remaiking that “ E, sedeva is not the female 
of E. apiades ; the latter has no laige white spots upon the upper suiface of the wings.” I have 
above pointed out that the female of E, appiadcs often has large white spots, and I have no- 
doubt that E, sedeva is one of the varietal forms of the female of that species. Mr. Moore 
agrees with me in consideiing that E» sedeva is not the female of E> adima. The female 
of E. adima is at present unknown.

Habitat: North India, Sikkim, Assam, Sylhet, Chittagong, Upper Tenasserim. 

Expanse : <?, 2*4 to 2*8 ; $ , s’l to 37 inches. 

Description: “Male [A. sananda'}. Allied to A. [ = E.] adima, but differs in- 
having the UPPERSIDE purplish olive-brown, and the transvcise zig-zag lines of both wings 
are wider apart and well defined. The underside differs in having the markings much 
less defined, and the hindwing is devoid of the greenish colour of the abdominal margin, 
and the spots are without the bluish borders.” (Moore, l.c. in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) “ Female 
[A.ja/mu']. Upperside obscure brown, [very obsciuelyl glossed with green. Forezving faXemte, 
with two indistinct black zig-zag lines across the disc, tinged with white anteriorly ; markings 
at base of wing large and indistinct. Hindzmng with two indistinct black zig'zag lines- 
across the disc, also indistinct black basal marks. Underside ochreous brown, with 
transverse zig-zag black lines and basal maiks as above ; apex of poreivmg with a white spot 
and a blackish patch ; exterior margin dusky, basal half of hindwing, and along the outer 
zig-zag line, with a bluish-grey tinge.” (Moore, 1. c. in Cat Lep. Mus. E. I, C.) 

Mr. Butler describes a variety of E. jahnu from Sylhet as follows : “ Male. Bindwing 
with about four squamiform blue marginal spots near the anal angle.” I have no idea what 
species he is comparing this variety with, unless it be E, balarama, which he erroneously 
in ray opinion identifies as the male of E. jahnu. Mr. Mooie also agrees with me in- 
referring E. jahnu and E. sananda to one species. 

The male of E. jahnu is quite distinct from any Indian species, except E, adima, which 
I have not seen. On the upperside it is of a deep vinous purple, with the usual basal and 
cellular markings on both wings, and with two common zigzag or lunulated black discal 
bands. The underside is very similar to that of E. appiades, but the outer series of black 
dots on the hindwing are not surrounded with blue as in that species. The description of 
the female is rather meagre, so I have re-described it as follows :-“Upperside brown. Fore- 
wing with a fine black line at the base of the cell continued to the submedian nervure, a pair 
of lines across the middle of the cell forming a rounded spot, another pair at the end of 
the cell, the outer one constricted at the lower discoidal nervule, the enclosed space being 
paler than the ground, a short black line at the base of the first median interspace, a large 
oval spot in the submedian interspace just within the point where the first median nervule is 
given off, outwardly constricted on the fold. A discal pair of fuscous bands formed of luniiles 
placed between the nervules, the apex of each lunule directed inwards, the inner band broad, 
inwardly diffused, starting from the subcostal nervure to the third median nervule and directed 
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obliquely outwards, thence paiallel to the outei margin, ending at the submedian nervuie ; the 
outer band shaiply defined, springing fiom a black apical oblong patch, and ending on the 
submedian nervuie, the space between the two bands palei, especially anteiioily, than the 
ground, and bearing a senes of sagittate marks between the veins, the upper one in the 
subcostal interspace alone being prominent, the lest always obscuie, sometimes obsolete ; 
the outer margin diffusedly black, Htndwtng with an oval black-lined spot at the base 
of the cell, another closing the cell, and with other small black markings around it ; the 
two discal bands as in the forewing. Underside, forming ochieous, the basal half of 
the costa and the base of the wing gieyish blue; the maikmgs as above, but the space 
between the discal bands anteriorly whitish, the outer band often with whitish lunules 
placed inwardly against it ; a whitish diffused spot at the apex. Htndimng washed through- 
out with gieyish blue, except the area beyond the innei discal band to the maigin fiom 
the costa decieasingly towaids the anal angle which is ochieous ; maikings as on 
uppeiside, an additional long oval black nng-spot in the subcostal inteispace. Mi Mooie’s 
figuie of the female shows the apex of the forewing to be moie pioduced than m any 
specimen I have seen. 

jff, jahnn does not appear to be a veiy rare species. I have taken both sexes in Sikkim, 
in October ; it occurs also in Assam, Sylhet, Cachar, Chittagong and Upper Tenasseiira, 
where Limborg obtained it at Hatsiega and Taoo, 3,000 — 5,000 feet ; in Major Maishall’s 
collection also aie males taken in March, and in the autumn 111 the Thoungyeen foiests, and 
females m the Donat range m April, in the Thoungyeen foiests in Maich and Apiil, and at 
Meplay in January, all by Captain C, T. Bingham. 

The next two species have a bioad iiioiated gieyish discal band across both wings, 
diffused on a blackish ground in the males, defined with dusky lines on a brown giound in 
the females ; the females aie very similar to those of the two preceding species ; but on the 
underside the bluish suffusion of the hindwing is more restiicted, being usually confined to the 
abdominal third of the wiiig.

Upperside, dark dusky blown, powdered acioss the disc with 
gieen [the powdering would be better desciibed as grey or whitish]. Underside yellowish- 
©chieous, more dusky about the maigins, with black discoidal marks ; two indistinct 
transverse blackish lines across the disc ; below discoidal cell of fotmwg a small patch of 
black [a white spot on the inner band in second median inteispace]. Female. Upperside 
olive-brown, forming with a transverse low of irregular [white] spots, the fiist and second 
long, third shoitest, fourth and fifth equal, but not so long as the two first, all indented on 
their outer margm, with the point inwards. Hindwing with two blackish tiansveise zig-zag 
lines.

E. hisava is a very distinct species, and like E. anosia has the upperside pqwdeied 
with grey, this powdering however being confined in the forewing to a broad discai band, 
broader on the hindwing, and almost reaching the outer margin towards the anal angle ; 

♦ Mr, Moore at this date consideied that his description and figure olB. kesava applied to the “ male only,” 
he wntes me now, however, that his figures of both sexes of this species “are quite correct.” I take this 
opportunity of thanking him for writing to me very fully on the varioui disputed points regaiding the opposite 
sexes of many of the species of the genus. r v 
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the usual black maiks in the cell and below it in both wings. Undeiside bright ochieous 
yellow, the outer margins naiiowly black, the discoidal marks veiy cleai and sharply 
defined, two suffused black discal lines, the outer one on the forewing widening out into 
two spots, the lower the la 1 per, towaids the anal angle, the inner with a white spot m 
the second median intei space semi-hyaline and often visible on the uppeiside through 
tiansparency. The female is veiy vaiiable in the width of the pale discal band on the 
forewing, and the extent of the semi-hyalme whitish patches, m some specimens they aie 
baldly visible, in others the entiie band as fai as the first median nervule consists of 
elongate whitish patches divided by the veins and crossed by a senes of diffused browmish 
lunules. The foim figuied and desciibed by Mooie occuis m Sylhet and Cachar, and even 
theie the space between the discal bands on the foiewing is not usually as white as desciibed ; 
the Sikkim foim, which appeals to be faiily constant, is dusky biowm on the iipporside, with a 
discal band of grey pow'deimg acioss both wings, on which is placed a black zig-zag line 
coriesponding to the outer discal band on the underside of the male, the mnei discal band of 
the male below represented in the female by a senes of highly iiiegulaily-placed pale spots, 
which are white and veiy pi eminent on the underside, and vaiiable in numbei. 

Ml. Butler adds the following to JS» kesava: — “ Sub-species Discal area fuscous, with 
a tendency to puiple (not to greenish), with a lunule and spot beyond the teimination 
of the cell of the forewing. East Indies.” 

kesava is a common species at low elevations in Sikkim throughout the yeai, and 
occuis eastwards as far as Upper Assam, also m Sylhet and Cachar.

Upperside, wuth the 
bordeis uniformly gieyish brown 5 the transverse discal band with less sinuous dusky outer 
bolder ; the whitish spot between the lowei subcostal blanches, and the spot between the upper 
median blanches piominent Underside, palei \ markings similar, with less blue along abdo- 
minal border.” {Moore, 1 . c ) 

In Major MarshaU’s collection are two specimens fiom Upper Tenasserim, a worn male 
taken by Captain C. T, Bingham in the Donat range m December, and a female from the 
Tlioungyeen forests in September, which, I think, are referable to this species. The male 
appears to have the grey-powdered discal bands of the upperside less distinct, more diffused, 
and of a greenish colour ; the undeiside is yellowish blown, tinged with greenish basally, the 
two discal bands broader and more diffused. The female, which measures 2*8 inches in 
expanse, is not distinguishable in its markings fiom some examples of that sex of E. kesava. 
As pointed out under E. kesava, the female is very vaiiable. 

In the next three species the males aie almost uniform in the colomation of the upperside? 
the discal pale band being scarcely paler than the rest of the wing, but distinctly divided 
at the costa by a diffused darker patch ; the females have a pale discal band on both wings, 
but much whiter ^ than in the preceding species, and on the forewing distinctly divided at the 
costa by a dark patch ;1:he underside in these and in all the following species is brown, not 
ochreous, as in the preceding species. * 

All Ihiee species are unknown to me, except fiom descriptions and figures, and it is 
doubtful whether any of them really occur within Indian limits.

E, alpheda has been lecoided fiom India by the vaiious authors given above, but its 
occuirence within our borders must, I think, be consideied doubtful. From Mr. Mooie’s figuie 
the male appears to be very closely allied to E, javta^ but lacks the white markings on 
both sides of the foiewmg ; the desciiption of E jama given by Mi. Distant would appa- 
lently almost apply to this species. The female is veiy different fiom that sex of E. jama^ 
having a bioad white discal band aci OSS the foiewing enclosing a dark spot m the second 
median interspace, and bifuicated above the lowei discoidal neivule. The discal bands of the 
hind wing aie widei apait, the space between them palei than the giound-coloui,

Fo) owing 
with a paler tiansveise band, margined bioadly on both sides with black, the anteiior poition 
within, from costal margin on both sides, with a senes of small white patches ; marks within 
discoidal cell black, with dark brown centres. Hindwing with an inner blackish band and 
outer row of small black spots. Underside paler, marked as above. Female. Upper- 
side pale brown. Forewing with bioad whitish cuived transverse band, with patch on costa, 
and dark margins. Hindwing with rather broad innei band, and outer zigzag line, the 
point between each vein with a minute darkei dot ; space between inner band and base tinged 
with white ; marks at base of wings blackish. Underside pale dull ochreous, with paler 
margins ; markings as above, but very indistinct.” {Moore^ 1. c. m Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

This species is unknown to me. I include it on Mi. Butler's identification, but its 
occuiience in India is extremely doubtful. He says of it that “ the anal angle of the hind wing 
vanes slightly in different individuals of the male.”

Habitat : Noiih India. 

Expanse ; Not given. 

Description : “Female. Upperside as in . 4 . l-E ,2 aconthoa.^vX the cellular mark- 
ings of the forewing broader, the fascia altogether opalescent- whitish, inwardly deeply cut into 
(the segment indeed situated between the lower discoidal and thiid median nervules inwardly 
truncate), outwardly much more acutely indented, nanowly and equally defined with fuscous, 
and moreover with a powdery retiied whitish streak, in the middle divided by a shortened 
ii 1 egttlar submacular fuscous fascia, within this potvdered with fuscous. Hindwing with the disco- 
cellular markings much narrower than m A, acont/iea, the cellular separated into two minute 
[maikingr.J, a whitish fascia inwardly increasingly divided within by another submacular 
diffuse fuscow. [fascia], inwardly about the veins alone and unequally excised, outwardly 
as in the fcieyttiug, but equally defined. Underside ocliraceous, Forewmg with the 
fascia of the upper side, but opaline- whitish, outwardly moie narrowly ended with fuscous, 
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and immediately beyond tlii? cinctiiic anolliei maiginal ill-dcfincd fascia opalmc-wlutisli, but 
more violascent. Hindimnpf with the basal maikingb almost as in A. aconthca^ but the sub- 
costal longer, the fascia of the uppeiside but opahne-whitish, divided by another ochiaceous 
[fascia], the black dots on the folds neai to the fuscous emetme scaicely conspicuous, the 
boidei immediately beyond this much palei.” 

“ Laiger than the Javan A, aconthm^ Ciamei , the innci maigin of both wings longer, 
the outei margin of the foiewing less cinvcd.” (Felder^ 1. c ) 

This species is quite unknown to me and also to Mi. Mooie. The male will piobably 
gen ei ally lesemble that sex of A. aconihea^ which is of the same type as the male of A acontms ; 
the foimei is however neaily unifoim paler brown on the uppeiside with daikei dentate 
discal bands, the space enclosed between them being scaicely pciceptibly paler than the lest 
of the wing, and the discal senes of white spots is obsolete. On the undeiside the discal daik 
bands of the foiewing aie continuous dentate lines, not senes of dentate spots; in Ciamei’s 
figuie these lines aie also continuous on the hindwing, but m a male specimen fiom Java 
m the Indian Museum, Calcutta, the inner line is obsolete and the outer is lepresented 
by a senes of dots placed on the folds. 

The lemaining species of the genus are typical of the lobust-bodied section ; in almost 
all of them the male has some small white discal spots oi streaks beyond the cell of the 
foiewing ; and the female has a more oi less pi eminent oblique white discal band on the foie- 
wing. The undeiside in both sexes is pale blown, and in the females the daik discal bands 
of the hind wing aie moie obsolete, and the bluish suffusion when piesent is on the otiter 
maigin, except in the fust species, E, aconfins, in which it coveis almost the entire wing. 

In E aconUtis the female has in addition to the white oblique discal fascia of the foiewmg 
a bioad white discal band on both wings, in which the discal fascia of the foiewing is meiged 
at its lowei end.

Upperside almost black, the giound-coloui being very daik 
blown of a bronzy tint, and the prominent cellulai and basal raaiks, the ouLei maigms* and 
the common discal and submargmal submacular bands velvety-black, the foimer of the two 
last-named bounded externally at its anteiior end by a senes of four indistinct U-shaped 
white maiks, and the latter piovided at its innei and anteiior extremity with two small 
elongated subcostal white spots (the posteiior of which is the laiger), and, m the hindwing, 
composed of distinct subelongate spots each with an inconspicuous dash palei than the 
surrounding giound-coloiu at either end. The /itnd'wms!' stiongly glossed with daik gieenisli- 
purple anteiioily. Underside much as in l^E.} hut wt/rgs moie strongly 

glossed with amethyst-puiple submargmally, and having their basal half coloiued greyish-gieen 
and conspicuously maiked with black as m the female,” {Wood-Mason and de Nichilki 1. c.) 
“ Female. Upperside dark lufous brown. Forewmg with the usual spots in the cell : ciossed 
from the middle of the costal maigin to a little beyond the fiist median nervule (towards the anal 
angle) by a band (bioader as it pioceeds) of seven white spots— the fiist minute, the last, 
which IS below the median neivuie, small : a band of three spots, commencing near the 
apex, joins the band just desciibed at its fouith spot : crossed towaids the outer margin by 
a senes of black pyramidal spots, boidered inwaidly (between them and the white band) 
by lilac ; the last black spot near the anal angle boidered on both sides with lilac.

acontius is a laie species even in the Andaman Isles, to which it seems to be 
confined. The male is haidly distinguishable on the iipperside from E. vasauta, but all 
the maikings on the underside are moie piorainent, and theie is a complete inner discal 
series of bluish-white lunules inwardly edged with daik brown on the foiewing, and the wings 
are glossed with purple. The female is widely diffeient fiom any species of this gioup, 
having a bioad white band across the disc of both wings on both upper and undei sides, 

E. decorata is a somewhat allied species occuiimg in the Malay peninsula. The des- 
ciiption of it is given below. * 

In the next species, E. garuda^ the male is very similar to that of E. acottims, but in the 
female the white discal band of the forewing is i educed to a shoit senes of white spots 
along the inner edge of the pale discal aiea from the costa to the second median nervule, 
and the hind wing has no white markings.

“Allied to ^. Moor^ from Jav^ but very distinct , the underside of the male much like thit of 
hpunctata, Vollenhoven, from Borneo.’ {Butler, I. c ) ' 

“ The males of this species vary m hue . specimens fiom Province Wellesley being paler than the Singaoore 
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A subspecies occurring both in NoUh and South India has been descubed by Mr. Butler 
as follows : — The wings altogether paler fulvescent, the discal spots often obsolete. The 
figuie of the female given by Mr Mooie is applicable to this foim of the species, although the 
discal spots are here distinct.’* (^Bullet ^ 1 , c.) 

“ Larva green, with ten pairs of long laterally-projecting very delicate branched green 
spines j a pale doisal line with blue and white spots, head led spotted. Pupa gieen, thick, 
keeled along the back, broadly tiiangular across the middle ; abdominal end shoit, tuberculai 
at tip, thoiacic end long, ending m two tubeiculai points ; a band acioss the triangular back, 
some thoiacic spots, and the tuberculai points yellow ; a lateial low of black dots on abdomen.” 
( Moore^ 1 . c. in Lep. Cey.) The larva is figuied on Plate II of the first volume of this work. 
It feeds on the mango, “ Trophis aspera and on a species of Bryoma.'* (ffardwic^e.) 

jS, gamda is the commonest and most wide-spread species of the genus occmring in 
India. It is met withthioughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas and in the plains, except in 
the desert tracts, and occurs in Ceylon, Buiina, the Malay Peninsula and Java. The female 
shows some slight variations, the giound-colour in some specimens is paler than in others, and 
the discal senes of white spots is leduced to three placed above the lower discoidal neivule 
in some specimens, in others the senes consists of seven. I have frequently bred the larva 
in Calcutta fiom mango tiees j the buttei flies frequent these tiees, and usually settle with 
wings widely spread open, sometimes on the underside of a leaf. 

In the next two species the males are widely different ; the male of E vasanta veiy closely 
resembles those of E. acontius and E, gantda^ while that of E pkemtus diffeis both in the 
character of the white discal markings of the forewmg, which consist of fine straight parallel 
stieaks, and in the hindwing having a wide blue patch on the outer boidei ; but the females 
are very similaily marked, they have a pi eminent oblique white macular band from the 
middle of the costa of the forewmg to the first median neivule close to the outer margin, 
very similar to the band in many species of 'Letht ; this band is much wider in E. phemius than 
in E, vasania^ but similar in shape and character ui both.

Habitat: Ceylon. 

Expanse ; ^,2*4 to 27 ; $ , 2*9 to 3*3 inches. 

Description: *<Male. Ufperside blackish pui pie-brown. Farming with the discal 
area transversely glossed with greenish-brown and sinuously bordered with black, discoidal 
black-lined marks and stieaks below the cell* Hindwing with anal area greenish glossed, 
discoidal black-lined marks, a discal curved black sinuous band, and! nuaiginal row of small 
black spots. Underside ochreous-grey, brownish externally, markings as above, less 
distinct. Female. Uppersidb olive-brown. Forewmg with an outwardly oblique discal 
maculai white band ; other markings and underside as in male, buit palei.”' 

** Larva daik green, with ten pairs of long paler green laterally-piojecting branched 
spines ; a whitish dorsal line and a lateial low of yellow dots, the segments crossed by a 
puiple line. Feeds on Mangifera. Pupa shoit, green, keeled along the back, broadly 
tuangulai acioss the middle ; a lateral band, a band across the triangular back, and thoracic 
black-bordeied spots yellow; a lateral abdominal row of black dots.” [Moore, 1 , c. in 
Lep. Cey.) 

E, vasanta is apparently confined to the island of Ceylon, where it is ** common at 
Colombo, about mango and cashew-trees. Flight rapid. Settles on the leaves and on the 
ground” [Hutchison)^ ** Plentiful at Galle and ICandy” ( Wade), The male is very close indeed 
to E. gamda, but the upperside is of a distinct greenish hue, and the discal and apical white 
spots of the forewing aie always smaller, often obsolescent or absent entirely. The underside 
is usually paler. The female is conspicuously different from that sex of E, gamda, as it has an 
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oblique white macular band ciossing the forewiiig fiom the middle of the costa to neai the 
margin above the first median nervule. 

The males of E, acontius^ E, garuda and E* vasanta^ which aie almost identical on the 
ttppeiside, with the exception that E. garuda is on the whole rather paler than the otheis, 
may be sepaiated by the following characters of the underside . — 

E* acontim has on the inner edge of the pale discal area a complete seiies of diffused bluish 
white lunules, the upper of which bear the pure white spots coiiesponduig with those of 
the uppeiside ; these bluish white lunules are moieovei inwaidly defined with dusky feriu- 
gifious. 

E* garuda has no tiace of the bluish white lunules ; the white spots are much more 
sharply defined, and consist of a curved series of five kidney-shaped spots on an uniform pale 
brown ground. 

E, vasania also has no trace of the bluish white lunules; the white spots aie four in 
number (that below the second median neivule being absent), and aie arranged in a straight 
but oblique senes from the costa; the ground is not pure brown throughout, but is suffused 
with greyish on the basal half*

Bindwing with basal two-thirds blackish ; from anal angle cuiving bioadly 
upwards to above middle of exterior maigin light blue-gieen, the margin being white, and a 
black line along the extreme exterior raaigin, which is much dentated.

Lond,} Female. “ Upperside blown Eoremttg viith sm outwsLid 
oblique white band from middle of costal margin to near posterior maigin above the 
angle; also two small white spots near the apex; an indistinct blackish transveise 
band from near apex of foiewing to abdominal margin [of hindwing] ; also an indistinct 
narrow submaiginal blackish band on the hindwing ^ black marks within the discoidal 
cell. Underside greyish-brown, greyer at the base and along exteiior margins ; maxked 
as above,*' QMaorc, 1, c. in Cat. Lep. Mus. E. I. C.) 

Much confusion has arisen regarding this species. The male was first figured and 
named in the Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera, In 1859 Mr. Moore, in monogiaphing the 
genus, describes and figures the male correctly,* but describes and figures as its female what 
appears to me to be the female of E,jama» He also at the same time describes both sexes and 
figures one sex only, which sex is not stated, of a new species which he names A. samara^ it 
being really the female of Btfhemius*. I can only conjecture that he must have erroneously 
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desciibed as male and female of A. sancara, two female specimens. At the end of his mono- 
giaph he gives the PapUio hesperus of Fabiicius as an Adolias^ in which couise he is followed 
by Butlei in 1868, who gives phemius as a synonym of that species, but 111 the following 
ytSiX hespej tis in the genus Aienca as a synonym of dcsdahtSi which is an Afiican 
species.* 

E phemius is somewhat rare in Sikkim, but I have taken both sexes at low elevations 
in October. To the eastwaids it occurs as fai as Sibsagar, but seems to be nowhere common. 

A species of Euthcdia has been described under the name of E» mahadeixt^ which appa* 
lently is allied to E. phemius, but it lacks the fine white discal streaks of the foiewing. The 
locality of the species is unknown ; the description is appended for leference.t 

The next species E^ jama has in both sexes the fine white discal stieaks on the foiewing 
which characterise the male only of E phemius ; the female has no othei white discal maik- 
ings besides these. In both sexes the dark band which outwardly bounds the pale discal 
area of the forewing is continuous with the band inwai dly defines that aiea on the 

hind wing, forming a continuous nearly stiaight daik band fiom near the apex of the foiewing 
to the middle of the abdominal margin of the hindwing as in the females of E, satiopaces 
and E. telchinia ; the underside is very similar to that of E. gaiuda in both sexes.

moie or less squeezed out, with a whitish apical powdery spot. Htndwwg with the discal 
fascia hioadei than in A, alpheda. Underside as in the species mentioned, but yellowish- 
brown, much paler at the base, the patch of the veiy distinct. Female. Upper- 
SIDE daikei than m A. alpheda. Porewing with the discal fascia narrower, not at all 
powdeied with white, neveitheless having the whitish bifid patch very distinct Htudwing 
with the discal fascia bioadei, the diawn back [lunulated] streak more distant from the maigin. 
Underside as in the male, but much more brightly coloured.” 

“ A local form of the Javan A. alpheda, Godait.” {Pelder, I. c.) 

E jama is a very distinct species, the male resembling E. gaiuda in geneial appearance, 
but the upperside has a black discal band crossing both wings almost in a straight line, 
commencing near the apex of the forewing (against which is placed outwardly a pale diffused 
patch) continued to the middle of the abdominal fold of the hindwing, widest on the inner 
maigin of the forewmg ; with a seiies of elongated white fine lines placed in pairs between 
theneivules on the disc, the two lovest in the upper median interspace very short, the next pair 
longer, the pan above longer still, but the upper one bioken near its end, the pair above 
that in the subcostal interspace entirely and widely divided leaving only two very short 
lines within and two dots outwardly, the latter with a single dot in the intei space above.

This IS apparently a very distinct species, which in outline and general appearance seems to be nearest to 
E phemius From the figure the forewmg is pale at the base, there is a large oval pale patch enclosmg the 
disco-cellulars, with a similar patch beyond The outer margin also pale, broad at the anal angle, uarrowbg 
to the apex. Nothing is known of it since the type was described. 
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These white mailings are exactly the same as in the male of E. phemius, as mentioned by 
Felder The female is paler than the male, the discal band nanower and outwaidly cmved 
on both -wings, the outer band of the huidwing lunular. The white markings of the foie- 
wing as in the male. 

jS. jama is a rate species. It occurs in Sikkim and Bhutan, Mr. S. E Peal has sent it 
fiom Sibsagar, it occurs in the Naga Hills, Mr. Wood-Mason took it on Nemotha, Cachai, in 
Septembei, and Felder records it from Malacca interior and Banca, 

Mr. Distant (probably following Mr. Butler) has described and figured undei the name of 
E. jama a species closely allied to E. alpheda^ but apparently quite distinct from A jama in 
both the sexes from the absence of the fine white lines on the upperside of the forewing de- 
scribed above. His description is given below,* 

The two remaining species aie very distinct both from each othei and fiom all the other 
Indian species of the genus. E. luhenttna has in both sexes the wings maiked on both 
sides with beautiful ctimson spots ; the female has the white oblique discal band veiy bioad 
and macular extending into the discoidal cell. E» anosia in both sexes has the uppeiside 
profusely irrorated with giey, not confined to a discal band as in E, kesava and E. discispilota^ 
but spread over the greater portion of both wings. In outline too the apex is much more 
acute than m any other species of this section, and the forewing moie emarginate on the 
outer margin ; in the female the forewing is distinctly falcate, and m both sexes the lower 
half of the outer maigm of the foiewing is mote convex ; the foiewing is longer and the 
hindwing broader than in the other species of this section.

“This is but a local race of tbe Javan E. alpheda^ Godart, and differs principally in the female sex, 
Mr. Butler, from an e;mmmatton of Captain Pinwill's collection, remarked that in Malacca the “species 
but m rrovincc Wellesley— jud|tini^ from collections — ^it appears to be a scarce insect.” 
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recuived discal series, a submarginal indistinct black Innular fascia. Hindwing with costal 
border purple washed, a black disco-cellular maik, a submarginal row of black-boiclered scarlet 
spots, and a maiginal row of black spots, the three apical and anal spots being boidered 
externally with scarlet.

** Larva green, with ten paiis of long green laterally prejecting very delicate blanched 
spines, each pair tipped with crimson 5 a large dorsal purple spot centred with white on back 
of the fourth, sixth, seventh, and ninth to twelfth segments ; head spotted with black. Feeds 
on Loranthiis, PcJPA short, green, keeled along the back and broadly triangular across the 
middle ; a pale line along the keel and across the middle, a red lateral line and thoracic 
spots.” (Moore^ 1, c, in Lep. Cey.) 

E. hihentina has a very wide range. It occurs at Fyzabad in Oudh, in Calcutta and 
Sikkim, and eastwards as far as Upper Assam, in Burma, Orissa, Bombay, and thence southwards 
to Ceylon. It is a very distinct species, the numerous scarlet markings will at once distinguish 
it from any other species of the genus. 

A figure of the pupa under the name of Adolias hihentina is given on Plate II of Vol, I of 
this work,

Mr. F. B. Collins Feilmann has obtained 
it at low elevations in Sikkim in the spring, Mr. Shiiwell took a female in the Joreh^t district 
iu June, Mr, Wood- Mason obtained a pair in Cachar, a male at Iiangmara in July and 
a female on Nemotham September, Mr. S* E. Peal has sent it from Sibsagai, Dr. Andeison 
took a pair in the Mergui Archipelago in the cold weather, and it has been recoided from 
Tenasseiim and the Malay Peninsula,

“ In general form and neuration this genus resembles JSuthalia, differing chiefly in the 
following characters:— -the middle disco-cellular nervule of the forewmg is only modeiately 
recurved ; the first subcostal of the hmdwing is emitted at a greater distance from the base of the 
subcostal nervure than in Euthalia, and the second subcostal has its origin a little beyond. The 
palpi have a slender bnstle-like terminal joint varying in diffeient species.” iDistant, 1. c.) 
The transformations are unknown. » 

Neither of the above writers, however, seem to have noticed the remaikable feature of this 
genus, which distinguishes it fiom all the other genera m this subfamily ^ce^t Frothoe, and links 
it to several of the genera of the Morphin<s, m., the anastomosing of the first subcostal nervule 
of the forewing with the costal nei vure at some distance beyond the end of the cell ; the second 
subcostal nervule also touches the first subcostal below and tlie third subcostal above before 
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leaching themaigin, but does not actually anastomose with eithei of them. The anastomosing 
of the fiist subcostal with the costal occuis m all the species I have seen, but Mr. Distant 
tells me that it does not do so in T. orphne^ Butler, which occurs in Borneo. 

The cell in both wings is open as in the typical gioup of the body is small 

and weak, the wings rounded at the apex, giving the insect a weak appeal ance as in E, lepidtn 
and allied species “ This genus is much smaller in extent than Eutkctha, and likewise has 
a diffeient distiibution, for whereas that genus may be said to have its head-quarteis 111 
Noith-Eastem India, Tanaecia is almost confined to the Indo-Malayan region, and is 
apparently absent fiom Continental India and Ceylon, though found m the Andaman 
Inlands.” A single species occuis within our limits, and veiy much resem- 

bles in both sexes the female of Euthaha acontius^ being daik blown above with the usual 
Euthaliad basal maikings, both wings ciossed by a piominent white discal band, the 
underside washed with pale green almost throughout. 

At least seven species occur in the Malay Peninsula, the desciiptions of them will be 
found below.’*' Some of them aie ftlied m colouration to the blue-banded gioup of 
Euthahas of which E. mtdersomt is the Indian lepiesentative, the otheis moie neaily resemble 
the females of E» jahmi^ &c.

71 cibaritis is a common species in the South Andaman Isles. Mr. de RoepstorJOf sent a 
single specimen from Nankouri in the Nicobars, but its occurrence theie is doubtful, piobably 
the specimen was an Andaman one.

Of the 
last Mr. Butler, from a knowledge derived from Vollenhoven’s figure alone, remarked, ‘ this is only the Bornean 
form of Moore’s a statement which this Malaccan specimen considerably qualifies Another closely-

Accoiding to Mr. Scuddei the name of this 
genus should fall before Vanessa, Except from a profound dislike to upsetting long-established 
Bsage, I should have adopted this couise, and placed the two species here included in the 
genus Pyrameis in the next genus Vanessa, an additional argument in favour of adopting this 
couise being the close agreement in all stages that exists between all the species. 

The genus Pyrameis is veiy wide-spread, one species, P, cardui, having earned the 
name of “The Cosmopolitan Butterfly,” as it occurs almost thioughout the woild except in the 
Arctic legions and in South Ameiica, The other Indian species, P. indica, occurs in India in 
the hills wheiever they are high enough topioduce the nettles on which its laiva feeds, in Amui- 
land, China, Teneiiffe, Madeiia, Spain, and Poitiigal, Both species have numeious allied foims 
which leplace the typical foiras in the countiies wheie the latter do not penetiate, the 
Euiopean “ Red Admiral,” P, atalanta, Linnseus, for instance, replacing P. tndica in Europe 
and Noith Ameuca ; and other allied species m the Malay Archipelago, Australia, New 
Zealand, the Sandwich Islands, Noith and South-Eastern Africa, Madagascar, &c. There 
aie also several allied forms of P, cardui, one of them, P, him f era, Fabucius, occurring 
throughout America from Canada to the Aigentine Republic;/*, heishawn, M’Coy, in 
Australia and again in Costa Rica, and otheis in South America. • 

The two species which occur in India aie moderate-sized Buttei flies, the giound-colour 
o-f the upperside of one of them (P, indkee) black, with a btoad inegular oblique scarlet band 
across the upperside of the forewmg, and some whitish spots towaids the apex, the 
outer margin of the hind wing bordered in the middle with scailet bearing four oblong black 
spots ; the other species {/. cardui) has the basal lwo-thud$ of the forewing on the upper- 
side iriegularly maiked with patches of leddish-ochreous, that colour covering almost the 


Verticillatb, having parts arranged in a whorl, from miktllus, the whirl of a spindle. 
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whole of the hind wing, but beaiing a submaiginal seiies of oval black spots Both species aie 
usually common wheie they occur ; they have a bold flight, but fiequently settle with out- 
sti etched wings, and letuin again and again to the place fiom which they may have been 
diiveii. The forelegs of the species of this genus as well as of Fanesm and Symh eniha 
aie moie densely hairy than those of any otliei subfamily, which featiue has earned 
foi them the name of the “ Biush-footed Buttei flies.”

‘‘Larva blackish-brown, with a longitudinal pale interrupted line on each side; 
the segments armed with short branched spines. Feeds on Artemisia, Pupa tuberculate, 
head bluntly cleft, pale ochreous or brown, more or less spotted with yellow {Moore, 
1 . c.) Mr. Hocking lecords (Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lend , 1882, p. 240) the laiva as feeding 
on nettle. Mr. Scudder consideis this to be a doubtful food-plant. Mr. E. H. Aitken 
lecoids it as feeding in Bombay “ on dilFeient species of Blumea, all of which aie monsoon 
annuals.” 

The following account of the transformations of P, cardui is taken fiom a valuable 
paper by Mr. Samuel Scudder in the “Ameiican Natuialist” for July and Octobei, 
1876 : — 

“The eggs, which are deposited on leaves of plants, vaiy consideiably ; their vertical ribs 
ranging fiom fouiteen to nineteen, and averaging fifteen and a half to sixteen in number: 
’Yheu about to deposit her eggs, the female alights upon a leaf and moves about with trembling 
wings, and body geneially on a line with the midiib, until it finds a spot to its' taste ; tlite 
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wings, elevated at an angle of about foity degiees with each othei, now become quiet, the 
tip of the abdomen is bent down upon the leaf, and the egg is instantly laid The same 
buttei fly appears nevei tolaymoie than a single egg upon one leaf, although she fiequently 
deposits eggs on different leaves of the same plant, and in one instance laid them on cut 
leaves lying on the giound.’* 

** The cateipillar feeds principally on plants of the composite older, especially on thistles 
and occasionally on borages or mallows. It makes its escape fiom the egg, as usual among 
lepidopterous larvse, by biting a slit almost around the ciown of the egg, and pushing up 
this impiovised lid ; it does not appear to devour the egg-shell, as cateipillais usually do, 
but, after biting a few little holes partly through the uppei suiface of the leaf, makes its way 
to the opposite side and takes up a position, each one apart from its fellow, either between 
the midrib and curled-up rim if near the tip of the thistle leaf, or next the midiib or a 
Jateial iib, if faither back ; lieie it bites away the silken film and makes a nest, coveiing 
itself with a slight open web, into which it weaves the bitten particles of the film. From 
this letreat it sallies forth to eat in egular patches in the paienchyma, which it often partially 
covers with an extension of the web. 

“Each caterpillai, when it has outgiown this confined abode, builds for itself a 
separate nest, geneially near the summit of a stalk ; it spins a thin web on the suiface of the 
leaf, near the edge, if It be a bioad-leafed plant, and then draws over a poition of the leaf 
by means of threads, completing the covei ing with a silken tent ; when half grown it forsakes 
thisand foims amoie peifect nest, drawing together leaves, buds, and bitten fiagments by 
the same process, so as to foim an oval cavity, about i *4 inches long veitically, and a little 
more than half as broad. The nai row, in egular, cusped, and rather distant leaves of the 
thistle, on which it is most fiequently found, cannot, however, be made to cover even a 
single cateipillar, and the spaces aie closed by a thin open web, thiough which the inmate 
can readily be seen, but which is sufficiently close to letain all the rejectamenta of the cater- 
pillar. The nest is usually coveted, at least in the upper half, with spines of the plant, 
evidently bitten off for the puipose ; there is an opening in the nest, near or at the summit, just 
large enough to allow the larva to emerge, appaiently made by eating away the web. Within 
this habitation the larva rests with its head downwards, like its congener, F, atalanta ; but, un- 
like it, when its earliei stages are passed, it feeds upon the upper surface and paienchyma 
of the leaf, without touching the under cuticle, and when these are consumed, it crawls out to 
seek its fortune and weave a more commodious mansion ; when, however, it has i cached its 
final stage, it devours the entire leaf/’ 

“When about to uudeigo its tiansfoimation, the caterpillar does not wandei far, and 
fiequently lemams upon the plant which has nouiished it. It weaves a sort of cocoon of 
no definite shape, but larger than its pievious nest, foiraed of paitially dried leaves, connected 
by open, angulai, 111 egular, silken meshes ” 

“The butteifly is paiticularly fond of fields, gaidens, highways, open ground, and waste 
places ; it frequently alights on stone walls heated by the sun, and is greatly attracted by 
floweis, particulaily by thistles and other plants on which the cateipillai feeds j heieit may 
readily be taken ; not so in other spots, for although very feailess, it is very wary, and its flight is 
rapid, dashing, and discontinuous ; it doubles fiequently and abruptly, usually to the light 
or left, rather than up or down. It loves to return to the spot from which it has been diiven, 
or to the immediate vicinity, often circling about first, as if selecting the best spot.” 

In India P.eardut occuis almost everywhere. In Ceylon Mi. Mackwood states that it 
is “Found everywheie, but more plentiful in the higher districts.” Colonel Swinhoe records 
It at Karachi as “Plentiful in several months of the year in Bombay and the Deccan 
“Common everywhere fiom September to Decembei;” he also records it from Quetta and 
Kandahar. It is decidedly rare in Calcutta; but as far as I am aware it occurs plentifully in 
every other part of India and in the hills up to a considerable elevation. It has been found 
in both the Andaman and Nicobar gioups of islands, but has not as yet been recorded from 
the Malay Femnsttia,

Description : Male and female. “ UppERSiDE,/i?m£//«^ black, with a bioad medial 
oblique irregulai red band, the lower [innei] portion of which is travel sed by thiee irregulai- 
shaped black spots ; basal aiea and posterior margin golden-biown ; an oblique subapical 
senes of white quadiate spots and an outei senes of small dentate spots. Hmdivtiig golden- 
biown, with a marginal led band, [inwaidly] bordeied by black spots and travel sed by a row 
of black spots and outer lunular line.^' {Moore z. \x\. Lep. Cey.) Underside, 
with the costa basally stnated with black, two black spots at the base of the cell divided by 
a white line, a short narrow blue line beyond the end of the cell, the apex ochieous beaiing 
two obscure ocelli divided by the upper discoidal neivule, othei mai kings much as above* 
Htndwtng biown, beautifully maiked, raaibled and iiroiated with white, grey, darker blown, 
black, &c., the veins white on the basal half of the wing. A conspicuous oval white 
ring-spot m the middle of the cell, with a laiger one enclosing a black space beyond, a submai- 
ginal senes of five cordifoim spots, the two divided by the thud median nervule with blue 
centres, the maigin maiked with a blue inegular line and other grey, black and ochreous 
ill-defined bands, Ctlia throughout white, spotted with black at the end of the neivules. 

P. indica is a common species wherever its food-plant, the nettle, is found. It occuis 
commonly in the Himalayas up to considerable elevations. Colonel Swmhoe lecords it fiom 
‘‘Bombay, several examples m 1877, not observed since.” In Ceylon it is “raiely seen 
under 4,000 feet elevation. Settles on pathways or open ground Very swift of flight. Laiva 
feeds on nettle, Uitica nalghernemid^ (Mackwood). “Found [in Ceylon] at all times 
in foiest land. Central Provinces, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. Darts about rapidly and settles 
on the ground. Commonest at the highest elevation” {HittchisorC). I possess a cuiious 
abei ration taken in the Dehra Dun in July, 1879, by Colonel Buckley, which almost exactly 
agrees with a variety of the Euiopean P, atalanta figured by Herbst.* The European 
“Red Admiral,” P, atalanta^ differs from P. indica in having the led oblique band across 
the forewing much narrower and very even in width throughout, the basal area daikei, 
merging into uniform black outwardly, the black colour not bioken up into spots at the inner 
edge of the red band as in P. indzca % the spots beyond the band larger and pure white. 

The figure shows both sides of a female Masuri specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta,

The genus Vanessa is represented by species occuiring throughout North America, the 
whole of Europe, in Asia as far south as the Malay Peninsula, also in Noith Afuca. It does not 
appear to occur in South America, Central and Southern Afuca, the Malay Aichipelago, 
Austialia and New Zealand, in other words, in the Southern Hemispheie. Within our limits it 
occurs in the Himalayas, Malda, Assam, South India and Ceylon, but it has not been recorded 
from the Andamans and Nicobars. The species aie all very richly colouied, some being-' blue- 
black above with a broad blue band, another is rich castaneous with a marginal white or 
yellow band, others are rich feuuginous maiked with black spots and yellow bands and patches, 
with a submaigmal senes of blue spots on the lundwing in some species. The colouiation 
of the underside is far less rich than above, being usually black or ochreous, marbled or streaked 
with dull shades. They aie insects of modemte size, have a “ rather bold rapid flight, fond of 
alighting in the sun, and then alternately expanding and closing then wings, producing, by so 
doing, a faint rustling sound. Most, if not all, of the species hybeinate,” {Douhkday, 1 . c.) 
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Zey to the Indian species of Vanessa.

^'Grapia, may be distinguished from Vanessa not only by the curvature of the costa and the crenulated margin m 
both wings, but by the palpi and forelegs being clothed with large densely matted scales.”

Forming with the costa more or less stiiated with bluish. Underside most beautifully 
variegated and stiiated with black, gieen, ochieous, pale violet and feiiuginous, ciossed by a more 
01 less prominent discal dark broad band having its inner edge indistinct, but its outer edge 
sharply defined with a highly ii regular black line. Forming with a small ochreous spot at the 
outer lower end of the cell touching the median nervuie, usually with two ochreous spots near 
the apex answering to the terminal whitish spots of the discal band above. Hindwing with the 
outer end of the cell usually marked with a prominent ochreous spot, the black spots placed 
on the blue band above more 01 less present as obscure ocelli. Female, usually larger than 
the male, markings similar, but the marginal fine blue lines usually obsolete, the angulations 
of the outer margins broader and larger. 

This veiy beautiful insect has a swift flight, and in the Simla Hills is often found in the 
bed of a sti earn, up and down which it flies within a ceitain limited distance, often settling 
on a stone with open wings. It frequents paths m forests, occasionally settling on the ground 
with open wings , if distuibed it settles with closed wings on the baik of a tiee, where its 
rich daik colouring completely hides it. It occurs thioughout the Himalayas ; Bholdhat, Malda 
(W, H. Lvtne)^ in Assam, and in Burma having been obtained by the Yunan Expedition. The 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, has a single female fiom Perak, and it is found in the hills of South 
India, It occuis also in China and Japan; m the latter countiy occuis also a closely allied 
species, F. glaucoma^ Motschulsky. 

This species has almost universally been known under Diuiy’s name V. ckaroma^ but the 
earlier name of Lmnseus must be used, his short descuption applying very well to this species,

Laiva feeds on wild yam” (^Mackwood). “ Taken m the Kottawa foiest, 
Galle ; also at Kandy” ( fVade), In some specimens the blue band on the upperside of 
the forewmg shows tiaces of bifuication, the white costal spots being always present ; but 
the band being broader on the hmdwing, placed furthei from the margin and not beaiing a 
series of black spots, but with a series of blue spots beyond, will always distinguish it.

V, antiopa, the “Cambeiwell Beauty” of English entomologists, has been obtained within 
our limits by Captain Elwes’ and Mr. Otto Holler’s native collectois at high elevations in 
Native Sikkim and acioss the passes m Cliumbi ; it has also been lecoided from Bhutan, 
All the Indian specimens known to me have the pale border on the uppeiside ochreous 
not white, this ochreous colour being of a darker shade than in any Euiopean specimens 
I have seen. As will be observed fiom the localities above, it has an immense lange in 
the Noithein Hemispheie.

A round black spot on the disc in the second median inteispace, 
a largei one below it in the next interspace, a still larger but moie iiregular and diffused 
spot m the submedian interspace but placed nearer the base of the wing, with a diffused pale 
yellow patch beyond it, U nderside, both wings blown, thickly stiiated with black; a submarginal 
lunulated black line. Fotewmg^iih a nariow oval black spot with pale centie at the base of the 
cell, two fine black zigzag lines enclosing a black space across the middle of the cell, a laige 
black patch at the end of the cell. Hindwmg with the basal half blackish, this aiea sliaiply 
defined by an iiiegulai deep black fine line, a more or less piominent ochieous spot at the lowei 
end of the cell, and two fine black lines enclosing a blackish space acioss its middle. 

V, caschmirensts is a local race of the European and Japanese “ Small Tortoiseshell 
Butterfly,” V uiticm^ Lmnaeus, differing only fiom that species in the darker and duller tone of 
colouiation and usually laiger size. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas at 
suitable elevations, and specimens were obtained by the Yunan expedition. Captain Elwes (I. c.) 
writes of it : ** Sikkim specimens, as a rule, are darker than those from Kashmir. It occuis 
at and below Darjiling during winter, and I have taken it on sunny December days at 4,000 
feet,” In Simla in fine weather it may be seen throughout the year. Mr,* Doherty met 
with it m Kumaon ‘‘fiom the Kali valley {2,500 feet) to the summit of the Lepu Lek, over 

30 
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18,000 feet, fai above tlie snow Irne. I also found it abundantly in Nepalese Tibet and in the 
dry valleys of Hundes (Chinese Tibet). The prehensores as drawn by nre are dilferent from 
those of F. urtucs figured by Dr. Buchanan White ” The larva like its Euiopean congener 
feeds on the nettle It is a very common species wheie it occurs, and is somewhat variable 
in the tone of colouration, some examples being much daiker colouied than others, but it is 
never as brightly colouied as the European F. itrtica,

with the red colour near the base descending to near the submedian nervure, the posterior 
black spot being quadiate, well defined, and broadly bordeied outwards with clear yellow, 
Uiis colour also bordering the two upper discal spots ; submargmal black bolder narrow. 
ilindwing with the black base bordered outwardly by clear yellow , the submargmal icw 
of dentate blue-centred black lunules being without the broad inner dusky border. Under- 
side darker than m F. cashmttensis \ maikmgs similai.” 1 . c.) 

The only specimens of this species that I have seen aie thiee in Colonel Lang’s collection , 
one from Gulmuig taken by Dr. Jerdon, * one from Kunawar, and one from Thibet, 10,000 
feet. In all of them the forewing is less angled, the colouiation much brighter than in F casch^ 
(being nearly as bright as in F. urtica), but the chief distinguishing point is that 
mV.ftzanathQ black blue-centred lunuks on the maigin of the hmdwmg on the uppeiside 
are not bioadly inwaidly boidered with a dusky band, thus causing the discal fulvous band to be 
much bioader. F, mam appears to be a rare species,

There is a single male of this species m Colonel Lang’s collection fiom Kunawai, 
and Captain Elwes’ and Mr. Otto Mollei’s native collectors obtained it at high elevations in 
Native Sikkim. Mr. Doherty records It from* ‘ Near Kalapdm, Nepalese Tibet, 14,000 feet ; 
another near Hindi, Chinese Tibet, 15,000 feet. The piehensores are quite different from 
those of F. kaschmirensis,^ 

It is distinguished from F, mana by both wings being less angled, and on the upper- 
side there is a pale yellow discal band commencing on the costa of the foiewmg between the

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after it has emeiged fiom the pupa, it then disappeais till the following spung, when the 
eggs are laid and the eaily stages of the insect rapidly passed thiough, Di, T. C, Jerdon took 
a single specimen at Gulmuig in Kashmir. I have taken it neai Dalhousie, Mr. A Giabam 
Young has bred it m Kulu ora Putachia tnUgeirt 77 ia^\h& “ laivse gregarious, undei a loose 
web whilst feeding, when about to change to pupse they desert the food-plant and dispeise 
amongst low herbage Mi. Hocking has leaied it on willow. The laiva is feiiuginous 
fuscous thickly sprinkled with ochieous ; there is a doisal and two lateial lines devoid of 
ochieous maikings hut defined with ochieous on each side, the head is small and black with 
numeious small black tubeicles, the body cylindrical, constiicted at each segment, gradually 
increasing 111 width to the fourth segment, each segment furnished with six stout black blanched 
spines, of which the upper pan aie the laigest, the anteiior legs black, the posterior ones 
concolouious with the rest of the body. This description is taken from laivse preserved by 
Ml. Hocking.

ForexvUtg 
with a black constiicted spot acioss the middle of the cell, a laige quadrate spot at its end, 
leaching from the costa to the thiid median neivule, with a pale yellow diffused costal patch 
on each side of it, the apex broadly black beating a pme white costal spot divided by the 
fouitli and fifth subcostal neivules, a round black spot m the second median interspace, two 
black spots each in the two following interspaces, the margin broadly black beaiing two 
indistinct ochreous lines, the base and inner maigin sprinkled with fuscous scales. Piindwing 
with a laige rounded black spot from the middle of the costa to the discoidal nervule, with a 
white quadiate spot placed outwardly against it, the maigin broadly black enclosing a moie 
or less distinct series of rounded spots paler than the ground-colour and two indistinct maigmal 
lines. Underside ochreous but very vanable, both in the tone of the ground-coloUi and the 
extent and disposition of the markings, more or less densely inoiated and stiiated wath 
vaiious shades of black, blown and white, the basal aiea daikei, sharply outwaidly defined 
with a veiy iiiegulai black line, the outer maigm of the fo^ewing between the angulations 
also darker, and beaiing a bluish line , hmdutng vnWx a small white maik at the end of the 
cell, often obsolete. It is distinctly tiansitional to the next gioup of species. 

Dr. Lang (Butt, of Eui., p, 173) desciibes the larva in Euiope as “brownish-red, wnth a 
dark doisal line, and yellowish- white lateral stripes 3 the spines are yellowish with darker 
tips. Gregarious on poplai and sallow.” 

Dr. T. C. Jeidon took this species at Gulmurg, 9,000 feet ; it has also been taken at Sona* 
murg, both in Kashmir, which are the only records of its occurrence m India, It appears to 
be a rare species. On the uppeiside it bears a close resemblance to R xanthomelas, especially 
on the forewing ; the hindwing however piommently differs in having a white patch beyond the 
black patch on the middle of the costa, and in the entiie absence of the blue lunules. 

The next two species belong to a genus which has been separated fiom Vanessa under 
the name of Grapta\>y%xihy. Typically the genus diffeis fiom Vanessa hy the costa of the 
forewing at the base being deeply excavated, tne inner maigin highly sinuous, and the 
outer maigins more deeply crenulated, but all these characters aie variable. In Grapta egea^ 
Cramer, they are hardly more prominent than in Vanessa vau-albam. The palpi and forelegs 
are less hairy than m Vanessa, being clothed with large densely matted scales.

This desciiption is taken fiom a single female specimen captured at Quetta, 6,500 feet, 
which is the only occurience of V» egea within Indian limits known to me. It diffeis from 
Euiopean specimens of the species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, m lacking the two 
lound black spots on the disc of the foiewmg on the uppeiside, divided by the second 
median nervule, but there are tiaces of these lost spots, theie being spots m their place of 
a deepei shade of fulvous than the giound-coloui. V, egea has the inner maigiii of the fote- 
wing almost straight, the costa of the foiewing haidly at all excavated at the base, and the 
outer margin of both wings much less angled than m the following species. 

The laiva in Euiope IS descubed by Dr. Lang (Butt, of Em., p. 169) as being “blue 
and spiny, second segment striped tiansveisely with black and yellow. Said to be solitaiy on

othei s much nairower, with a series of black more or less conjoined spots within, divided fiom 
it by a band of the giound-colour, sometimes on the forewmg with a series of pale yellow 
spots placed inwaidly against it. Forming with a black bar in the middle of the cell often 
divided into two well-separated spots one above the other, a black bar at the end of the cell 
from the costa to the third median nervule, sometimes with a diffused pale yellow costal patch 
placed outwardly against it, with a wedge-shaped black bar beyond ; with three rounded 
discal spots and a fqurth less distinct diffused spot near the anal angle. Hindwing with thiee 
discal black spots. Underside extiemely variable, the giound-colour sometimes ochreous, 
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sometimes iimbei-biowii, sometimes almost black, banded, stieaked and stiiated with vauous 
shades of colour Htndwmg with a prominent comma-shaped white maik at the end ot 
the cell. Di. Lang (Butt, of Ear., p* 170) describes the larva m Euiope as “ grey ish-bi own, a 
white dorsal stupe i caching from the 7th. to the 13th segment. Head with two hoin-hke 
pi ejections . The colour of the head is black, and also that of the second segment, which 
is covered with minute biistly warts 5 the test of the body is covered vnth blanching spines, 
brown and white in colour. The spiracles aie black, suiiounded with white and led-biown ” 
Colonel Lang wiites of it : “ This Grapia, though appaiently common at Gulmiug, 
Kashmir, occuis but rarely in Kunawar, wheie, however, I have taken it at several localities far 
apart, and of diveise altitudes and climates. Thus one veiy fine fresh specimen was taken on 
the bleak Hungiung Pass, at about 15,000 feet altitude ; while others were taken 200 miles away 
on the lowei, well-wooded ranges of the Simla district. The species varies considerably in the 
colouring of the underside.*’ Captain Elwes in his paper on the Butterflies of Sikkim remarks 
of it : “A single, lather worn specimen was included m the collection, which, until we know 
more of the Himalayan vaiielies, I prefer to call V. c-album. It is certainly much nearer to 
Amui specimens of V, c-albiim than to what I have from Mr. Moore as typical F. agmcula I 
have only seen one specimen fiom Sikkim before, which differed from this one ; and four others 
which I possess from various parts of the Himalayas differ from each othei as much as a similar 
number of European specimens fiom various localities do. Unfoilunntely, I have but fifty 
specimens m all of this group — not a tithe of what would be requiied to illustiate it propeily ; but 
the moie I see the moie impossible it seems to define them cleaily. As fai as I can see at pre- 
sent, no one can say to what species a given specimen of any of these forms belongs, unless he 
was told wheie it came fiom ; and if that be so, what more is necessary to piove my theoiy ?” 
From the large senes of specimens from the Himalayas ranging from Kashmir to Sikkim now 
before me, I am unable also to find a single constant character by which they can be separated 
into distinct species or even local races ; they vaiy in every possible way, m outline, m the 
extent and distinctness of all the markings, and in the tone of colouration on both upper and 
undersides. It is very probable some of the variations are due to seasonal dimorphism, the 
Spnng brood being pale, the Autumn brood dark-colouied. Mr, Mooie has described one foun 
as a distinct species under the name of Grapta agmcula^ but the distinctive chaiacters on which 
it is based appear to me to be quite inconstant. A description of it is given beiow.’^ 

Vanessa c^album has an enormous range in the Himalayas, from Kashmu to Sikkim at any 
rate, but appears to be nowhere common, Mr. R. Ellis took it on the Sanch Pass, Chumba, 
at 13,000 feet, m September, and at Pangi, 9,000 feet, in May, Mr Doheity met with it 
in Kumaon, from 8,000 to 15,000 feet elevation, and he lemaiks that he can separate his 
own specimens of G, c-alhuni and G, agmcula by means of slight diffeiences m the pie- 
hensores as well as by the shape and coloming I took it at Chumpui, Kashmu, in June.

The species are all of small size, the upperside black with 
ochreous or fulvous bands ananged as in Neptis^ the underside is usually paler, and maiked 
with black tesselations with some blue or gieen conical spots and a marginal line on the hind** 
wing in some species, in others the underside is streaked and lined with feiruginous, with some 
violet powdeiing on the hindwing. In all the species the thud median nervule of the hind wing 
ispioduced into a short tooth or tail. They have a lapid flight, but frequently settle. Mr. 
Wallace remarks of them that they “aie strong and active insects, fiequentmg sunny places 
on the skiits of the forests.*

Hmdwing moie or 
less irrorated with pale violet on tlie abdominal maigm and towards the anal angle, some 
bluish metallic submaiginal lunules fiom the discoidal neivule to the anal angle, most distinct 
in the second median inteispace, Female laiger, all the maikings laiger and palei, as is

also the ground*coloui of the underside, wheie all the maikmgs are cleaiei and better 
defined. 

A. htppoclus IS the widest spiead species of the genus and the most abundant in indivb 
duals where met with It occuis in India throughout the Himalayas and Assam to Upper 
Tenasserim, and again in the Eastern Ghats {Doherty). It is veiy vaiiable, a not un- 
common form with the fulvous bands on the uppeiside greatly widened and coalescing 
throughout, much 1 educing the black giouud-colour thereby, has been dcsciibed as a 
separate species as below* under the name of S. daiuka. This foim appeals to occur 
casually wheiever S. hippoclus is met with, and as it is extremely inconstantj some of my 
specimens being even moie eiratically maiked than the typical S, dantka^ I have no hesita- 
tion in cousideiing them as all belonging to one vaiiable species 

533 SymbrentMa khasiana, Mooie. 

S hhasiana, Moore, Proc Zool Soc Lond., 1874, p 569 

Habitat • Khasi Hills. 

Expanse ; 175 j $, 2*12 inches. 

Description: “Male and female. Allied to 5 hyppocla^ but differs fiom N -W. 
Himalayan specimens on the upperside in having the orange-red bands somewhat nai rower, 
and in the submaigmal band on the hindwing being dotted with black. On the underside 
the interlacings and other markings are prominent.” {Moore ^ 1. c ) 

I have nevei seen a specimen of this species. As stated above 5*. hippoclus is extremely 
variable in the breadth of the bands on the uppeiside, the dotting of the submarginal band 
on the hindwing with black may, however, be sufficient to distinguish S, khasiana. 

534- SymlDrentlaia lilsea, Hewitson.

Habitat : East India. 

Expanse : i 8 inches. 

Description; “Male. Upperside daik brown Foretvmg with a band fiom the 
base to beyond the middle, a minute spot at the apex, two spots below it (one neaily 
bipartite), a lunular spot (near the end of the first band), and a bifid band between it and 
the innei maigin, all rufous-oiange. Hindwmg with a spot before the middle and two spots 
on the vential fold lufous. Underside ochieous-yellow, clouded with lufous-brown. Both 
wings ciossed beyond the middle by a common rufous band. Hindwing crossed near the base 
by a band of blown 5 tinted with lilac from the middle to the anal angle.” (^Hewitson, 1, c.) 

I have seen no Symhenthia agreeing with the description above or with. Hewitson's 
figure. I feel sure, however, that A. hlcea is only a melanoid abenation of .5. hippoclus^ 
a common form in which the yellow colour pievails being the S daruka, Moore. 

AH the species that follow are distinguished from the foiegoing by having the underside 
marked with black tesselations.

Expanse : 2*0 to 2 ‘3 inches. 

Description; Male. Upperside, both wings black, with daik fulvous markings. 

^ Symbrenthza daruka, Moore^f J?toc, Zool Soc Lond , 1874, p 570, pi Ixvi, fig 10 Habitat: N, India, 
Expanse 1*75 inches Description “Male. Allied to .S'. , differs on the upperside in having the 
orange-r^ bands very broad, which are irregular-mai^ined and confluent, leaving but little black intervening 
spaces. On the underside the coloui is paler and the interlacings much less prominently defined , {MoorOf I.c.)

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Foteiving with a discoidal stieak, ashoil suhapical slieak divided into two poiLious by the 
lower discoidal neivule, sometimes with a thud spot placed above it in the next mteispace, 
sometimes with a foisith spot placed outwardly against it in the lowei discoidal interspace, 
the streak however never reaching the costa j a discal oblique band fiom the middle of the 
fust median interspace to the inner margin, sometimes touching the second median nervule. 
Hmdimng with a pale yellow costal streak, a discal band in continuation of that on the 
ftjrewing, sometimes bounded by the median neivure, in other specimens continued broadly 
and diffusedly on to the abdominal maigin ; a bioader submaiginal band attenuated towaids 
the apex, sometimes with a fine disconnected maigmal line, The width and extent of the 
mai kings on the uppei side aie veiy vaiiable, some Sikkim examples have them fully twice 
as bioad as in otheis fiom the same locality. Underside, both wings pale yellow, 
with a marginal and submaiginal vciy fine black line, the black giound-coloui above more 
oi less lepresenLed by black tesselations , the fulvous bands of the nppeiside leplaccd by 
diffused whitish bauds on the undei side.

Upperside, both wings altogether much palei, all the maikings much bioader, the subapical 
band on the fore%mng very large and continued bioadly to the costa, a naiiow streak 
Ixsyond. The maigmal line on the Mndzmng prominent, Underside palei, marked as in the 
male, but the black tesselations larger and more piommeiit. 

Next to S* hippoclus this species occuis most commonly, In India its clistiibution is 
much moie limited, it is met with only in the hilly portions of the Noith-East of oiu 
Empiie, from Eastern Kumaon to Uppei Assam and Cacliar, Mr, W, Doheity foumji^ 
abundant in the Kali Valley in Eastern Kumaon at fiom two to foui llioapHIra feet 
elevation j it occuis in Sikkim at low elevations almost throughout the yeai, ajlw lu Majoi 
MaishaU’s collection arc specimens taken by Dr. E. R. Johnson at Shillong iij^uly.

Habitat , Daijiling. 

Expanse: 1-87; $, 2’oo inches. 

Description. “Male. Allied to S, hypselis (figiued by Boiscluval and Donbleday), 
but IS smallei j bauds orange-red, veiy broad ; the band fiom base of foremng with iiregulai 
sinuous margins and confluent with cloudy red patches below the cell ; nanow marginal 
line on distinct and extending to near anterior angle Underside white, clouded 
with dark yellow; tesselations similai ; submargmal seiies of metal hc-gieeii conical spots 
and caudal lunules promiuent. Female differs from the male only m having palei bands, and 
in the oblique subapical spot being uregularly lengthened and extending from the costa to 
near edge of exterior maigin, above which is a small recuived stieak/' (Moore, 1. c.) 

I possess specimens of S, hypselis from Sikkim which appioach the figuie of S, coianda 
veryclosely, but do not quite agiee with it. S. coianda has all the maikings very bioad, but 
as pointed out in the description of S, hypselis this feature is a veiy valuable one. In the 
broadest-maiked male specimens of S, hypselis ihQ subapical slieak on the forewing is foimed 
of three or foui poitions ; in .S', cotanda it is formed of two only as in typical S, hypselis. This 
slight charactei is the only one I can find to scpaiatc these two species, and I consklei them to 
be very doubtfully distinct,

lunular band. Underside pale testaceous yellow. Forewtng lesselated with black along 
base of costa, at the apex, obliquely fiom middle of outei maigin, and acioss the base of the 
hindwingi broadly from lowei pait of abdominal margin, and then deci easing upwaids iowaids 
the angle, beneath which is a senes of bioad metallic-grecn lunules with black double bordeis ; 
outside these is a maigmal band, the middle poition being metallic-green. The spaces le-

This veiy beautiful and distinct species appeals to be confined to low elevations in Sikkim, 
wheie Ml. Otto Moller has obtained it spaiingly. On the uppeiside it may be at once distin- 
guished fiom * 5 *, hypsdis by ail the markings being pale ochieous- white, the subapical stieak of 
the foiewing leachmg the costa 111 both sexes On the hind wing there is often a fine intenupted 
submaiginal yellow line. On the undeiside both the white bands and black tesselationsaie 
mote distinct than in S. kjpidts. In fine fiesh specimens theie is a distinct ceiulean-blue 
metallic black-lined spot at the anal angle of the hindwing on the undeiside, and another 
similar spot at the tcimination of the mteinal neivuie, all the othci metallic maikings being 
gieen, 1 he sexes in this species diffei but slightly.

Description: “Male, Upperside, holh wings black. Forewmg with a veiy leguUr 
stieak fiom the base to beyond the cell extending slightly below the median but not touching 
the subcostal nervure, a subapical iiregulai streak not quite reaching the costa or the outei 
margin, beyond which is a cuived nano w lunulai line ; a bioad band placed obliquely from the 
second median neivule to the inner margin. Hindwmg with a bioad discal band, a submargiual 
one less than half the width of the discal baud becoming attenuated aiitei 101 ly, an obsolcle 
(hardly traceable) veiy fine marginal line ; all these markings biight ochieous paler 111 the 
middle. Underside with the maikings as above, but glossy opaline white, the black ground- 
colour replaced by prominent black and yellow tesselations. with a discal seues 

of five impel feet somewhat cone-shaped spots of modeiate size, the thiee nearest the anal 
angle centred with brilliant metallic blue 5 tinee lunules of that coloui at the anal angle.

Description: “Male. Differs from S. hypselis in being much smaller. On the 
UPPERSiDE the bands aie of the same oiange-iedcoloui, but of a diffeient shape and bioader, 
the oblique subapical stieak of forming being lengthened and extending neaily across the apex. 
On the UNDERSIDE the colour is nearly uniform oiange-yellow, the tesselations somewhat 
different and the submaiginal band composed of impeifectly foimed conical lunules, paitly 
dashed with metallic gieen ; lunules from anal angle to tail similar to those in S, hypsehs,'^ 
i^Moore, 1 . c ) “ Female. Differs from the male in the led markings on the upperside being 
paler, the apical band of forming wid^eic and longer, extending from the extieme costa almost 
to the outer margin, approaching the discoidal band, 1 emote from the lower band, having a 
deep sinus [indentation] on its lowei side and a stieak given out upwardly from its outer 
end. Lowei band bioad, its upper pait clavate, displaced outwardly above the lower median 
neivule ; discoidal band irregular, heavy, its end produced below the middle median nervule. 
Lower band of hindwmg extends only to the second subcostal nervule, with only a trace of a 
submaiginal line beyond it. Underside, neaily unifoim orange-tawny, the base of both wings 
and costa of forming paler ochreous {Dohetty, 1 . c.) 

This is a somewhat rare species which I have taken in the bed of the Simla river occasion* 
ally. The coloui of the bands above is the same as in .S' hypsehs^ differing theiefoie from 
5 . mpkanda and A", silana in which they are much paler. The undeiside also being yellow 
throughout will easily distinguish it from all the preceding species. Mr. W. Doheity took 
this species in the Pmdari Valley in North-Western Kumaon at 7,000 feet. 

The figure shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Masun.

I have never seen this species, and the locality given is very vague. It is of course 
abundantly distinct from S hypselis, but very close appaiently to S, aslhala. From the des- 
cuption the metallic gieen markings on the underside of the hind wing appeal to be 1 educed 
to a single lunule, which feature, if constant, should be sufficient to distinguish it fiom 
S. aslhala.

ing thence inwards to the costa, fiom which a small streak ascends to neai the apex , on the 
hindtoiiig submaiginal band isnauowei, has an even outer edge, and extends to veiy near 
the anteiioi angle ; a nairow maiginal line luiis fiom anal to anterioi angle On the under- 
side the tesselations are different, but prominent ; the submargmal band on hindwmg is founed 
of short black tiansveise stieaks, the second and thud spaces only tinged with metallic greyish 
blue ; a shoit black anal spot and two S^^y^sh-blue-stieaked black-boideied lunules fiom caudal

I have specimens of this species fiom Simla named by Mi Mooie. It is quite distinct 
fiom S, hypselis, but it is neai to S, asthala, diffeting fiom that species in the bands of the 
uppeiside being much palei in colour and bioadei, the subapical stieak reaching the costa, 
always coalescing with the discal band in the female, occasionally doing so (accoiding to Mi. 
Mooie) in the male, and with a shoit streak beyond. In two Simla male specimens taken 
by me the discal conical spots and submaiginal Immles on the undeiside of the hindwmg ate 
veiy laige and centied with ceiulean blue, not gieen ; in two Kulu female specimens they 
are moie oi less obsolete. It is a lare species. Mi. w. Doheity met with it m the Pindari 
Valley in Noith- Western Kumaon, 5—8,000 feet.

The above description is taken from the typical species, P. fulva, Felder, the only other

cellular strongly angled, four times as long as the upper, its upper two thirds straight, directed inwardly its 
lower one-third also straight directed outwardly, lower disco-cellular outwardly concave, joining the median 
nervure just beyond the ongm of the second median nervule, half again as long as the middle disco-celiular. 
Hindwing produced into a short blunt tail at the end of the third median nervule and another at the anal angle 
the abdominal margin regularly excavated below the internal nervure, not deeply and sharply and ending in two 
anal lobes asm Rhtmpaiya ; the prcemtal nervure slightly bifid, the discoidal cell closed by a fine lower disco- 
cellular net-vule, somewhat concave, and joining the median nervure some distance befoie the origin of the second 
median nervule, the base of the discoidal nervute more curved than in likmopalpa. 

Near to HypoUmms, but dififers widely m outline and in the shape and position of the disco-cellular neivules 
of both wings, these latter distinguish it from Dickortagta, which m neuiation comes neaiest to it among Indian 
butterflies, h rom Frtwmni and allied genera it differs in the short bioad cell of the fore wing, witli its deen 
acute upper angle more remote fiom the base than its lower one, - 
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with them ; these are followed by a broad irregular dark fascia, and a submarghial row 
of large rounded ocellated spots with blue and black centres and black margins, and situated 
between the nervules, six on the forewing and five on the hindwing (the lower spot on the fore wing 
is usually brpupillated) ; two fuscous submarginal waved lines, which are preceded near the 
costal margin of the forewing by an irregularly shaped whitish spot, and the inner one of 
which is margined on each side with pale blursh ; beyond these the colour is somewhat dull 
red, and the a/iu is black, interspersed wrth greyish ; on anal angle of hind wing, which is reddish, 
is a looped black spot. AWy more or less concolourous with wings, le^s fuscous, and the 
underside of the and iii/ies and tarsi obscure ochiaceous, Female. Larger and much 
paler in colouration than the male. Uppeeside with the olack marginal boidei of the forming 
broken towards posteiior angle, and on the not i caching the outer maigin \ the basal 

third of both zvings also appears distinctly darker. Underside much paler than in the male, being 
dull reddish ochraceous at base, and then shading into creamy white and pale ochiaceous ; the 
markings are similar to those of the other sex, but of paler and altogether different hue.” 

The species isveiy closely allied to the Javan R. polynicey Ciamer.” {D/stantyl c.) In my 
opinion these two species are veiy doubtfully distinct, no author has defined the differences 
between them. 

R^jtdva has been taken by Mr. Wood-Mason in Cacliar from May to August, there are 
specimens from Clierrapunji and the Naga Hills in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, Mr. J. L. 
Shei will took it in the Joreliat district, Assam, in October, Mr. H. M. Parish obtained a female 
in November in the Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Dr. Andeison in the Mergui archipelago in 
the cold weather. There is a male taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in the Donat lange in Upper 
Tenasserim in December in Major Marshall’s collection, which approaches the typical figure 
oi R, polynicey Cramer (pi, cxcv, figs. D, E, matCy from Sumatra), in having the ground-colour 
of the upperside much daiker than the other specimens I have seen, and the outer black border 
bioad at the apex of the forewing on the upperside, the underside also is much darker, A female, 
taken by the same gentleman in October also in the Donat range, is also much darker than the 
Chittagong female mentioned above, R» does not appear to be a common species anywhere. 

The figuie shows the upper and undersides of a male specimen from Chenapunji in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

543* HMnopalpa vasuM, Dohcity, ms. 

Habitat : Arakan, Rangoon, Tavoy. 

Expanse : 3-2 to 37 inches. 

Description ; Male, Upperside, doth mings deep vinous-brown, paler on the 
outer margins, which bear two indistinct somewhat lunulated black lines j a broad pale reddish* 

ochreous discal band, its inner edge sharply defined and somewhat irregular, its outer edge 
blurred and more even, directed somewhat inwardly above the third median nervule of the 
forewing, becoming gradually narrower towards the anal angle of the hiudwing which it 
does not quite reach. Forming with two whitish spots just beyond the discal band divided 
by the third median nerviile, with two or three subapical ochreous spots, the one in the 
subcostal interspace always much the largest, a pair of black lines across the middle of the 
cell, and another pair at its end enclosing the disco-cellulars. Bindwing with a very small and 
obscure black spot on the outer edge of the discal band in the first median inteispace out- 
wardly defined with ochreous. Underside, both wings grey, the basal area darker and 
sharply defined, the discal band above whitish below, five or six small black dots placed 
between the veins on a dark band just beyond the pale discal band, the two whitish spots on 
the upperside of the forewing divided by the third median nervule also white below, not black 
like all the rest, the marginal lines very obscure, Forewing with a prominent quadrate black 
spot below the submedian nervure at the anal angle, Female exactly like the male, except 
that the wings are a little broader. Cilia whitish, tipped with black at the end of the veins. 

Differs from R. sabina, Cramer (pi. cclxxxix, figs. A, B, female i C, D, maky from Amboyna 
and Java) in the male having two whitish spots on the forewing on the upperside and imdemdc 
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divided by lie tbird median neivule (on the underside in S, saiiiia they aie black), the discal 
band less broad, especially on the hindwing, and on the underside all the mai kings aie veiy 
obscure. The female differs in having one black spot only on the iipperside of the hindwing, 
in saHna there are four, on the foiewing also in the latter species there is a senes of five 
ochreous lunules within the submarginal black lines, which are not piesent m R vasttki, 

Mr. W. Doherty informs me that “It is found flying rather commonly in the open 
countiy at the foot of the Aiakan Yoma neai Sandoway, Arakan, and has the habits of 
Hypolunnas misippus.^'^ In Major MaishalVs collection are several specimens obtained fiom 
a soldiei’s box at Rangoon. It occurs also in Tavoy. 

Another species, which almost certainly belongs to this genus, but has never been caught 
as fai as I am aware since the type specimen was met with by Delesseit, has been desciibed 
and figuied fiom the Malay Coast. As figuied it is very similar to our Chittagong female 
R fulva^ on the upperside the dark apex and outei margin of the forewmg, and the submar- 
ginal round spots and maiginal lines are somewhat more prominent, the undeiside hardly 
differs at all. Should it piove synonymic with R, fulva (as I believe it to be), the latter name 
will have to give way to R, eudoxia, A tianslation of the oiigmal desciiption is appended,*

by an elongated, veiy giadually foimed, slendei club \ palpi^ long, slender, diiected upwaids to 
about two-tliirds of the height of the eyes, and porrected to neaily twice the length of the 
head, somewhat cylmducai, scaly, basal joint clothed beneath with rather short woolly haus, 
second joint also similaily clothed on the upperside, the joints not being apparent unless 
denuded of scales, terminal joint nearly as long as the second, slender. Thorax, squamose, 
slightly hirsute behind, collar narrow and distinct. Abdomen, small and slender, not above 
one-thud of the length of the hindwing, Borewing, large, subtriangular ; costa slightly 
rounded ; outer margin somewhat tmneate or slightly rounded, five-sixths of the length of 
the costa, smuated along its greater pait, apex lather acute [sometimes well rounded, 
sometimes truncate], anal angle emarginate and somewhat lobed [sometimes evenly 
rounded, sometimes acute], inner margin not above two-thirds of the length of the costa, 
rather rounded outwardly towaids the base, but emarginate beyond the middle ; costal 
nervute slender, extending to the middle of the costa, subcostal nervure rather thicker, its

** This beautiful Vanessa perhaps may be placed near the V. laodora and pelarga of Godart The fore- 
is of a tawny-yellow ochre colour, highly concave and dentate ou the external margin, pale brown at the 
base, with the apex blackish The kindwmg is dentate, with a small tail at the middle of the exterual moigm 
and a small rounded prolongation at the anal angle. The colour is similar to that of the forewmg, with the 
base equally brown and the apex blackish.

second branch arising at a veiy little distance beyond the fiist, close to the anterior extremity 
of the discoidal cell, third branch arising al about two-thirds of the length of the wmg, 
fourth branch aiising half way between the base of the third and the tip of the wing, to which 
it extends, the teiminal division of the vein itself being rathei deflexed, [sometimes with the 
second branch aiising some distance beyond the end of the cell, the thud midway betw^een 
theoiiginof the second and the fourth], upper disco^celhilar neivitU very shoit and longi- 
tudinal, foiming the base of the uppei discoidal nervule, middle and lower disco- cellulars 
forming a straight tiansveise termination to the discoidal cell^ which forms a tiiangle occupying 
about one- third of the length of the wing, the lowei disco-cellular being about thiee times the 
length of the middle one, very slendei, sometimes almost or entirely obsolete, and united with 
the median nervuie exactly at the base of its thiid branch, which is legularly arched* 
[In some species the lower disco-cellulai is diiected obliquely inwaids, and meets the median 
nervuie exactly midway between the origin of the first and second median nervules ] 
Hindwing, somewhat hexagonal, elongated, the costal margin nearly straight for more than 
half Its length, when it is eraarginate to the outei angle [in some species, in others it is 
continued straight to the apex], outer maigin sinuated fiom the outer angle to the extiemity of 
the third median nervuie, where the wing is produced into a short, narrow, curved, and obtuse 
tail [in some species, in others it is evenly rounded throughout, with no anal lobe] thence to the 
anal angle the wing appears tiuncate, the anal angle itself being developed into a short, bioad^ 
spatulated tail ; prcecostal nervuie forming a slender, cuived, simple spui, costal nervuie much 
curved along its basal portion, then straight to the commencement of the emaigmation at the 
outer angle of the wing, subcostal nervuie branched at about one-fouith of the length of the 
wing,fiom the base, emitting the upper disco^cellular neivule (close to the origin of its branch) 
which forms the base of the discoidal nervuie, lower disco-cellular arising at the same distance 
from the base of the upper disco-cellular as exists between the base of the subcostal nervuie 
and its branch, lower disco-cellular straight, veiy thin, and united to the median nervure at 
the base of its thud branch. Forelegs, of the male very slender, short, and pectoral ; the 
femur as long as the remainder of the limb, cuived outwaidly about the middle, and clothed 
beneath with long silky haiis ; tibia very slender, scaly, clothed within with shoit hairs, 
as IS also the tarsus^ which is not above one-fifth of the length of the tibia, veiy slender, 
simple, and exarticulate : of the female considerably longer than those of the male, slender, and 
pectoral ; femur thickly clothed beneath with short silky hairs ; tibia slender, gradually 
thickened towards the tip, finely scaly \ tarsus gradually thickened, short, with several pairs 
of minute spines neai the tip beneath, indicating the very short aiticulations, the three 
terminal ones being extremely short, last joint without any claws or then appendages. Middle 
and HINDLEGS, long and slender, scaly 5 tibia with a few very minute spines, arranged 
wide apart in two rows, tibial spurs very shoit 5 tarsi equal in length to the tibise, with several 
rows of minute spines on the under suiface, basal joint about half the length of the tarsus, 
terminal joint furnished with long setae on its upperside at the tip j claws small, much cuived ; 
pat onychia bilaciniated, finely setose, the outei lacinia curved, bioader, and obtuse, the inner 
lacmia small, narrow, slender, and rather pointed. Tiansfoimations unknown.” ( Westwood^ 1 . c.) 

The structural characters of the genus Cyiestis exhibit great variety; like the genera 
Bestina, Neptis and Argynnis it can be divided into two groups by the position of the second 
subcostal neivule of the forewing, which in thiee species which are the smallest in the genus 
and of a tawny colour, arises long aftei the end of the cell ; in the other group containing 
the typical species, all of which are laiger than those in the fiist group, though some have 
the tawny colouration, the second subcostal neivule is emitted before the end of the cell. 
The foimer group has been elected into a separate genus by Mr. Distant under the name of 
Chersonesia^ his description of it is given below.* The outline of the wings in Cyrestis

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also exhibits considerable variation 5 in C\ peraka the apex of the forewing is veiy rounded, and 
the outei margin is convex ; the hindwing shows just the faintest trace of a tooth at the * 
extremity of the third median neivule, the anal lobe being entirely absent. In C. rahria the 
apex of the forewing is acute, less rounded, and the outer maigin is straight, and there aie 
tiaces of a tail and anal lobe on the hindwing 5 in C, risa these characteis are a little moie 
strongly developed, the outer margin of the forewing is straight, and the apex is sharply angled. 
In the typical Cytestes the tail and anal lobe aie veiy piomment. In C, thyodamas and allies 
the anal angle of the forewing and the apex of the hindwing aie deeply excavated, in C. usa 
the apex of the hindwmg only is excised, in the other species the outline of both wings as 
regal ds this character is normal. In C. peiiander the apex of the forewing is distinctly 
truncate. The lower disco-cellular neivule of the forewing also is present in some species 
and closes the discoidal cell, in others it is absent altogether. It joins the median nervure 
when present at different points, in C. risa exactly midway between the origins of the first 
and second median neivules, in C. thyodamas at the origin of the second and third median 
nervules. All the species of the genus are veiy elegant insects, the wings aie very 
large and delicate, and ciossed by several black lines foiming more or less distinct bands 
common to both wings and parallel to the body ; the markings throughout are the same m 
character, the ground-colour being tawny, ochreous, pale buff, greenish or pure white. They 
aie veiy beautiful insects on the wing, having a floating sailing flight, often settling on the 
wet sand on the bordeis of a stream to suck up the moisture with wings very wide outspiead 
and lying flat on the ground, the forewings much advanced in front of the head ; if distuibed 
they disappear with great lapidity, as they settle suddenly with outspread wings on the 
underside of a leaf, wheie they are quite invisible from above. They are nearly always found 
near water, in Simla C*, thyodamas may often be seen at lest on a bare quartz rock in 
midstream, its delicately pencilled markings exactly harmonising with the vemings of the stone. 

“ Cyresiis is a genus of not inconsiderable extent, which, although represented in Western 
Africa and Madagascar, has its head-quaiters in the Oriental region. It is found m Continental 
India, the Andaman and Nicober Isles, Buima, Tenassenm, but not in Ceylon, and in, and 
fiom, the Malay Peninsula, thioughout the length and breadth of the Malay Aichipelago; it 
has also recently been leceived from New Ireland.’* {Distant, 1. c.)

Upperside, Boi/i wings of diffeient shades, varying 
from pure white to rich ochreous. Forming with the costal area especially basally more or 
less infuscated, crossed by numerous fine black lines * — fiist a longitudinal one at the base of 
the cell, second an oblique one acioss the cell fiom the costa to the median nervure, the third 
crossing the cell obliquely continued to the submedian nerVute of the hindwing, the fourth 
outwardly much aiched confined to the cell, the fifth and sixth enclosing the disco-c6llulais, the 
seventh, eight and ninth discal, continued acioss the hind wing, the eighth with a blackish 
smudge placed inwardly against it on the costa, and often with a moie or less distinct diffused 
powdery black lounded spot beyond it in the lower discoidal interspace, the ninth the most 
prominent of all, maiked with steel-blue from the second median nervule of the forewing to 
the anal angle of the hindwing, followed by an iriegular series of annular ochreous spots more 
or less obsolescent in the middle of the wing, most prominent at the innei angle wheie they are 
richer colouied j the margin maiked with four more fine black lines, the thiee outer ones placed 
upon a more or less decreasing fuscous ground. Hindwing with the disco-cellulars marked 
with a fine black line, the tail black tipped and in orated with white, the anal lobe and anal 
angle marbled with numeious iriegular ferruginous, steel-blue and white spots, the abdominal 
margin more or less powdered with black Underside paler, maiked much as above, the 
teiruginous markings at the anal angle and lobe of the hindwmg moie distinct, the latter with 
a prominent black spot in the middle. 

Ml. Butler (1. c.) writing of this species says that it has long been confounded with the 
following [C. ganescha}, which, if not distinct, must surely, 1 think, be a seasonal foim ; it 
has probably been assumed (without examination) to be the female of C. ihyodamas^' He 
keeps (1. c.) C. ganescha as a distinct species, and adds this note : — “ This is a yellow insect, 
with most of the markings on the wings of a deeper yellow, a few only remaining black ; 
the apical area is not smoky brownish, as m C. tkyodamas. If it be a seasonal form of the 
preceding [C thyodamas\i one form must have been just disappearing as the other emeiged, 
from pupa, for in no other way can one account for both of them having been taken at about 
the same time.” It is not clear on what giounds Mr, Butler says that the typical C. ganescha 
is a yellow insect ; Kollar m two places describes it as white. The smoky brownish apical area 
of the foiewing is exceedingly variable, and there appeals to me to be no grounds whatever 
for dividing this species into two. The yellow specimens are usually females in the Western 
Himalayas, but in Sikkim they are quite as often males, this dark colouiation may be due 
to reveision to an ochieous ancestor, and it varies much in intensity in dijfferent specimens, 
every gradation being found between the whitest and the yellowest specimens. This yellow 
form does not appear to occur in South India. C. tkyodamas is usually a common species 
where met with, but Mr, E. H, Aitken infoims me that it is laie at Mahableshwar ; it occurs 
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in the hilly legions of south India as far South as Tiavancoie, but not in Ceylon j also in 
Upper Tetiasserim, but not in the Malay Peninsula, 

Var, andamanica. Differs from all continental specimens of C. ihyodatnas “ in the 
blachei apex and outer margin, in the pi eminent somewhat diffused black spot on the thud 
median neivule between the third and fouith common black strigse at the point where these 
bend towaids each other in the fore wing ; and in having the fulvous marks of the anal 
half of the abdominal maigm, of the anal angle, and of the outer margin as fai as the discoida^ 
nervule, of the hindwmg, much diffused and daiker m having, in fact, all the mai kings 
and colouiing daiker and coarser both above and below.” {Wood-Mason and de Ntceville^ 1. c.) 
The late Mi, de Roepstorff has sent niimeious specimens, including one female, of this local 
lace fiom the Andamans, which exhibit quite constantly the points of difference given above 
between it and the continental form.

Upperstde, both wings pale creamy white, crossed by thiee 
obliquely waved fuscous lines commencing about the costa of the forewing. the first neai the 
base, the second a little beyond the cellular apices, both angulaily terminating on the abdominal 
margin, the third crossing the wings at the middle and terminating at the first median neivule 
of the hind wing. Forming" with a bioad but ii regular fuscous costal maigm from the 
medial fuscous line to base, with an ochraceous basal costal stieak ; cell crossed by a fuscous 
line near base, and with two very slender and waved fuscous lines at about the apex ; a broad 
apical fuscous patch and a broad outer margin of the same colour, teiminatmg near the fiist 
median nervule, the first inwardly containing two waved pale lines with an inner giey spot, 
and the second possessing three pale submarginal lines ; between second and first median 
nervules is a submaiginal and subovate fuscous spot, with an inner grey spot and inner pale 
maigm, and this spot is connected with the apical patch by a waved fuscous line ; near 
posterior angle is an ochraceous spot, with a sinuate fuscous inner margin and two small median 
fuscous spots. Htndtving with a submaiginal fuscous fascia divided by a medial pale line, 
followed by a fuscous line which becomes waved beneath the discoidal nervule ; a short stiaight 
fuscous fascia fiom apex to thud median nervule, a submaiginal fuscous line veiy broad at 
aiea of median nervules, and the margin at apex and also at caudate prolongation fuscous ; 
basal half of abdominal margin pale fuscous, and apical half of abdominal margin and internal 
anal-angulai area ochiaceous, marked with several fuscous spots and pale lines. Underside 
as above, but with the fuscous markings paler, and quite absent from costal margin of forewing 
and abdominal margin of hindwmg. Hoad and thorax above fuscous, their lateral margins 
ochraceous ; the fiist with the eyes castaneous, and the second with medial pale longitudinal 
lines ; abdomen fuscous, with ochraceous and greyish longitudinal maikings 5 body beneath 
and legs more or less concolouious with wings.” {Distant, 1 . c.) 

Typical C. nivea inhabits Java, and Dr. Felder, consideiing the Malaccan race, to which 
the above description applies, distinct, described it under the name of C. nivalis, as follows 

‘‘Male. Upperside almost as in €. mvea, but the forming with the interior discal 
striga not at all interrupted, arched, the exteiior one less arched, submacular, the ter- 
minal border narrower, inwardly much less oblique as far as the lower discoidal nervule, 
almost bent in the shape of an S, the striga emitted from it moie bent, with the two glau- 
cescent streaks before the margin more appioximating to each other and to the maigin, the 
fulvous anal spot marked externally with another whitish spot on the margin, divided by a 
small black streak, with the two discal stiigse closer together, the fuscous fascia 
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bent almost like an S, cut through with a bioadei glaucous sti iga, the apical white patch 
largei, the whitish stieaks befoie the maigin whitei, and the fulvous anal aiea extending 
beyond the third median nervule. Underside more palely marked. Hmdtmng wiih. i\\Q 
inner whitish streak before the maigin hmdwaidly moie dilated ” 

** A local foim of C nivea^ Zinken, but with shoi ter foiewing, and the hindwing moie 
deeply cut out at the apex, and longei on the inner maigin.” {Felder^ 1 . c.) 

Mr, Distant states that “ the vaiiety mvalis from typical Javan specimens of C, nivea 

in not having a continuous fuscous margin to the foiewmg, and in the gi eater amount of ochra- 
ceous colouration neai the anal angle of the hmdwing.*’ {Distant, 1. c ) I possess no specimens 
fiom Java, but a Bornean one in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is absolutely indistinguishable 
from Indian specimens, and does not exhibit the differential chaiacters given by eithei Felder 01 
Distant. The diffeiences between C. mvea and C nivalis appear to be so slight even if constant, 
that I prefei to retain the oldei name foi the Indian repiesentatives of this species Lieutenant 
Watson has taken it in Upper Burma m the spiing, and Captain Bingham in the Donat range 
in April and in the Thoungyeen forests in December. There is a single female from the 
Meplay Valley 111 the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which differs in no respect fiom the male. 

546. Oyrestisa talDula, deN.

Habitat : Great Nicobar. 

Expanse • 2*2 to 2 5 inches. 

Description: “Male, Upperside, wings rich deep ochreous or fulvous with 
black markings ; all the veins more 01 less defined with black, Foi swing with a shoit 
longitudinal stieak at the base of the cell ; immediately beyond this a tiansveise one reaching 
fiom the median nervuie to the costa; then a pair of stieaks which are wide apart at the 
median neivuie, but joined at the subcostal neivuie; the disco-cellular nervules defined with 
a fine black line ; beyond which is a bow-shaped figure composed of two lines joined at their 
ends, the outer line stiaight, the inner one curved, with their points lesting on the second 
median nervuie and subcostal neivure ; below the cell a paii of streaks reaching the inner 
maigin, the oiigm of the inner one being wheie the fiist median, and the outer one where the 
second median neivuie is given off, the space between them thickly irrorated with black 
scales, leaving but little of the ochieous ground-colour visible ; two discal lines fiom the 
subcostal neivure to the inner margin, the outer one lunulate, the innei one sinuate, the two 
lines being nearei together at their middle, wider apait at the inner maigin, the space be- 
tween them and within the inner one being iiroiated with black scales ; a submarginal series 
of seven bught ochreous spots, bioadly defined inwardly with black, one m each interspace 
except the two lower, which aie smaller and plaeed between the first median nervuie and 
the submedian nervure ; the outer margin broadly black, bearing two obsolete paler lines. 
Hindwing ciossed by four black lines, the space between each pair, and between both pans 
being thickly iriorated with black scales, especially at the lower extremity of the outer pair, 
where the giound-colour is entiiely black, at the upper extremity the ground-colour increasingly 
to the costa is very pale ochreous ; a submaigmal line composed of six lunules, each lunule 
having a bright ochieous spot placed outwaidly against it ; the outer margin more broadly 
black than m the forewmg, the black portion ending at the first median neivuie, beanng 
two intensely black lines, the outer one defined on both sides with a pale fine line, the outer 
of these two pale fine lines becoming almost pure white fiom the tail to the anal lobe ; 
which latter, together with a round spot above it, is blight ochreous, defined (especially 
outwardly) with black. There are also some small white, black, and metallic deep steel-blue 
markings above the round ochreous spot. The tail black, the extremity white. Underside 
pale ochreous, the outer portion of the forewing, and on either side of the submarginal 
lunules on the hind wing, somewhat deeper ochreous, becoming ferruginous at the anal angle 
of the latter. All the markings of the uppeiside, but naiiower and better defined, with no 
black iirorations, the outer margins (except the extreme margin which is black) concolourou® 
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with the lest of the wings ; the veins throughout pale ochreous. Antenna black, the extreme 
tip ochieoiis, T/iofax and doify lich ochreous above maiked with thiee black lines, beneath 
pale ochreous.’* (de Nkhilie, L c.) ‘‘Female differs from the male m being white below 
instead of pale orange-ochreous ; above it is only slightly tinged with feiiugmous, and is some* 
what like C, ihyodamas, except that the lighter spaces aie heavily clouded with grey When 
flying it moie resembles the white Indian species C. thyodamas^ for which I at first mistook it**' 
(Doherty^ 1. c.) The outline and maikings are very similar to those of C, ihyodamas^ the 
great difference being in the ground-colour. It is somewhat variable, the type specimen is very 
much darker than the others subsequently received, in the foimer alone is the black irrora- 
tion between the common discal lines of the upperside of both wings present. 

“ Closely allied to C. tkyonneus^ Ciamer (pi, ccxx, figs, E, F) fiom Ambojma and 
Bouru in the Malay Archipelago, but diffeiing from the above quoted figure in its much 
darker colouration throughout on the upperside, more especially on the outer margins ; but 
on the underside it is much paler.’* {de NtcJville, 1. c.) 

This beautiful species seems to be confined to the island of Great Nicobar, where the 
late Mr de Roepstorff and Mr. E. H. Man have each obtained two male specimens*

Description ; Male and female. Upperside, both wings with the ground-colour 
pure white, very pale ochreous just tinted with apple-green at the base, or of a slightly daiker 
shade of ochreous ; the markings also variable m shade and intensity, in some specimens they 
aie hardly traceable, in others of a darker shade of ochreous than the ground, in others 
again sepia. Both wings ciossed at the middle by a band of the ground-colour devoid 
of markings, outwardly bounded by a stiaight even narrow band, the inner edge irregulai ; 
the base crossed by numerous broad ochreous or sepia bands more or less defined with fine 
black lines, the disco-cellular nervules enclosed by fine black lines, the outer portions of the 
wings crossed by seveial irregular ochreous or sepia nauow bands, often obsolete at the 
third median nervule of the fore wing, and with a senes of rounded and lunulated bluish 
spots midway between the discal pale band and the maigin, a prominent very fine black 
marginal line. Bindwing with the anal lobe and a spot above it at the anal angle irrorated 
with black scales, and centred with a black spot, often outwardly marked with a lich ochreous 
patch. Underside, both wings much paler, many of the markings obliterated, two or 
thiee small prominent black spots near the apex of the forewingf and a large round one in 
the first median interspace \ Mndwtng with a large lound spot in the subcostal interspace, 
followed by four fine linear ones between the nervules, the anal lobe with a large lound 
prominent black spot and a small one above at the anal angle, all but the two last mentioned 
spots answering to the bluish spots on the upperside. Cilia pale throughout. 

C. cocks appears to usually present three distinct forms wherever it occurs, which, although 
they differ in the colour of the ground and of the markings, also in the intensity and pro- 
minence of the latter, agree in the style and position of the markings and in the shape of 
the wings ; they also vary much in size. The typical form which has the ground-colour pale 
ochreous with darker ochreous markings is here figured from a male Sylhet specimen in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta, and shows both sides ; exactly similar specimens occur in Onssa, 
ihe Andamans and in Perak 5 the form which Feldei desciibed from the Andamans under 
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the name of C. formosa* occurs also in Orissa, in Upper Tenasseiim and in Perak, it has 
the markings and ground-colour a little paler than typical C. cocles^ but the base of both 
wings IS tinted with apple gieen ; lastly the form described from Malacca by Mr. Distant 
under the name of C, earli + occurs also at Perak, m the Andamans, at Rangoon, m Tavoy, 
at Shelapunji, Khasi Hills in October, and in Orissa ; the ground-colour is pure white, 
and all the maikings are sepia. Typically each of these foims can be leadily distinguished, but 
they mote or less giade into each other, and they do not appear to be due to seasonal 
variation, but as they occur almost always together, I do not believe them to represent so 
many distinct and separate species, but one trimoiphic one.

Westwood* records it from Mysore, and it was 
taken by Dr, Horsfield m Java, Mr. Butler (I, c.) records it from Assam Warwick) y hut 
as in the case of all the species given under this reference, the specimens probably came from 
Buima on the Malay Peninsula. 

The remaining species are of very small size, and have the second subcostal neivule of

Description: Male. Upperside, both wings rich ochraceous; crossed by a basal 
pair of fine black straight lines, the space within uroiated with black scales, another pair 
beyond, two similar discal lines, the outer one with a series of pale ochieous triangular 
spots placed mwardly against it, more prominent on the hindwing ; followed by a steel-blue 
line, somewhat macular on the foiewing, -where it is divided in the middle by a pale ochreous 
patch and another at the apex, a submaiginal fine black line outwardly more or less marked 
with pale ochreous patches, and a similar maiginal line. Forming with a basal line, the disco- 
cellulars defined on both sides with a fine black Ime, a single line defining those nervules on the 
htndwin^. Underside a little paler than above, the spaces between the fine black lines paler 
and faintly tinged with violet, the mai kings much as above. Female rather larger, the 
wings broader, markings similai but paler. Mr, Doherty wntes ( 1 . c ) : — ** Kumaon specimens 
are lighter in colour and more delicately maiked than Sikkim ones. Three of the bands 
below aie in both sexes beautifully glossed with hlac on the hind wing, and to a less extent on 
the forewmg,” 

C. rtsa is a common species in Sikkim at low elevations, and occurs to the eastwards as 
fai as Sibsagai in Upper Assam at any xate, and again 10 Upper Tenassenm, Mr, Mooie 
recording it from **Moulmein to Meetan ; Moolai, 3,000—6,000 feet ”

Description ; Male and female. Upperside, both wings pale ochraceous, crossed 
by the following fasciae : — a somewhat curved basal dark ochraceous fascia, margined with 
fuscous, commencing at about subcostal neivure of foiewing and teiminating slightly beyond 
submedian nervure of hindwmg ; this is followed by a straighter but more irregular fascia of 
the same colour, which, commencing about costa of foiewing, passes the cellular apices of

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both wings and teiminates on hind wing neai middle of abdominal maigin ; between these 
fascise on forewmg is a short iuegular fascia commencing at costa and joining 01 almost joining 
the second fascia near median neivuie ; a discal cuived fuscous fascia, maigined with daik 
ochraceous, followed on forewmg by a dark ochraceous spot, which pie cedes a submaigmal fascia 
bounded by fuscous lines commencing beneath apex, the posterior half of which is daik 
ochraceous, and contains two fuscous spots, and the upper portion is preceded by a dark 
ochiaceous patch also containing a fuscous spot ; an oblique subapical fuscous linear spot and 
a fuscous submaigmal line. Hindwmg with a submaigmal daik ochiaceous fascia, margined 
by scalloped fuscous lines and containing a seiies of fuscous linear spots ; a submaigmal 
fuscous line preceded by paler and fuscous nebulous shadings. Underside paler than 
above ; markings similar, but the submaigmal fascise to both zvtngs without the daik outer 
mat gins. Body above ochraceous ; thorax marked with some longitudinal fuscous lines, and 
abdomen with some narrow fuscous annulations Body beneath and legs more or less con^ 
colouiOLis with wings ” (^Distant^ 1 . c ) Mi. Distant’s figure appears to be that of a female, 
the giound-colour of the numerous male specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, is of a 
deep reddish-fulvous. C. rahria may be at once known from G. tzsa by having the fifth black 
line from the base which crosses both wings on the uppeiside in C, ^isa replaced by a diffused 
blackish fascia rn C. rahna, the two lines which follow m the latter species being veiy uneven 
and curved on the forewmg, and nearer the outer margin on both wings. The lower disco- 
cellular neivule of the foiewmg is also much closei to the origin of the second median neivule 
in this species than it is m C, risa^ being m this respect exactly intermediate between the 
typical group of Cyreshs in which it meets the median nervuie at the origin of the second 
median neivule, and typical Ckersonesia^ in which it joins the median neivuie exactly midway 
between the origins of the first and second median nervules. 

In Major Marshall’s collection is a single male of this species taken in January in the 
Donat Range, Upper Tenasseum, by Captain C.T. Bingham, which is the only record I possess 
of its occuirence within Indian limits. 

Anothei species of this group ( C.^eraka) occurs in the Malay Peninsula, a description of it 
is given below.’*'

“ Body, robust ; fo 7 ewi?ig, laige, geneially acute at the tip j hindxomg^ giadually pro- 
duced into a tail at the anal angle ; both wings^ tiaversed across the middle beneath by a 
stiaight dark-coloured line j head^ large, densely squamose, with a laige rounded tuft of scaly 
hairs in front ; eyes^ large* naked, and prominent ; antenna^ scarcely more than two-fifths 
of the length of the forewmg, nearly straight, terminated by a gradually-formed slender club, 
scaly above, finely carinated beneath, rounded off obliquely beneath $ patpi, laige, porrected 
obliquely at least to the level of the top of the eyes, and advanced in front of the face to at least 
the length of the head, foimmg conjointly an elongate conical beak m front, densely scaly 
to the tip, the scales concealing the aiticulations, with a coat of hairs on the back of the 
middle joint, applied to the face ; thorax^ elongate-ovate, very scaly ,* abdomen^ moderately 
robust, oval. Forewing, large, subtiiangular ; costa very much rounded, slightly emargmate 
near the base ; apex moie 01 less acute and pioduced ; outer margin five-sixths of the length of 
the costa, concave below the apex, but more or less concave [? convex] or subangulated towards 
the posterior angle (especially at the extremity of the first median neivule). Costal nervure

paler than m the male, the wings broader, and the apex of the forewmg more lounded. The type specimens are 
deposited m the Indian hluseum, Calcutta 
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extends to the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervuie with two blanches aiising before the 
anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, third branch aiismg beyond the extiemity of the 
discoidal cell, and extending to the tip of the wing, fourth branch aiismg at about five-sixths 
of the length of the wing, and extending to the outei margin below the apex ; 
disco»celhdar net •vuU very short, almost obsolete, middle disco-cellular short, slightly curved 
and rather oblique, being directed towards the base of the wing, lo'wer disco-cellular slender, 
curved rather obliquely, the curve bemg towaids the base of the wing, and uniting with 
the median nervure just beyond* the oiigin of its thiid branch, which is very much arched ; 
the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell reaches just one-third of the length of the fore- 
wing, and its posteiior extremity is somewhat shoitei. Hindwing, elongate, subtii- 
angular ; costal margin much arched at the base, outer maigin rounded, anal angle 
gradually produced into a tail, which is traversed by the submedian nervuie 
Prcecostal nervure oblique, curved outwardly at the tip, [bifid] ; costal nervure extend- 
ing to the outer angle ; subcostal neivuie branching neaier the base than the median 
nervure ; discoidal cell closed by a curved lower disco-cellular neivule, lather before the 
middle of the wing. Forelegs, of the male small, pectoial, moderately hairy, but not 
foiming a dense biush, slender ; tarsus about two-thirds of the length of the tibia, simple, 
exunguiculate j of the female longer than those of the male (especially the tarsus), slender, 
scaly ; with a row of short hairs on the inside, set on at right angles; tarsus nearly 
as long as the tibia, dilated at tip, the inside of which is obliquely rounded off, and armed 
beneath with four pairs of short spines, indicating the articulations at the extremity, teiminal 
joint very minute and simple. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, not very robust ; 
tibice with two lows of very short spines beneath, tibial spurs short 5 tarsi armed beneath 
with four rows of small spines ; claws slender, very much curved.*’ {Westwood, 1. c.) 

The Kallimas, (sometimes spelt Callitm) or “ Oak-leaf ” Butteifiies as they are called 
populaily, form a beautiful group. As a general rule, they are some shade of blue on the 
upperside, the apex of the forewing broadly black, below which is a more or less broad band of 
fulvous, white, or blue 5 m most of the species there are one or more small translucent spots 
on the forewing. But the underside is the most remarkable featuie, the wings are usually closed 
over the back when in repose, not expanded, and each foie and hindwing together form the 
exact representation of a leaf, of which the point at the apex of the foiewing forms the tip, and 
a long tail at the anal angle of the hindwing represents the stalk ; the latter when the butteifly 
is in repose frequently rests against the stem on which the butterfly has settled, and produces the 
impression that the leaf is actually growing out of it : from the tail to the apex a more or 
less prominent iib-like mark extends, answering to the mid-iib of a leaf, and on either side 
branching veins extend more or less distinctly marked. A selection of specimens of any 
one species would show a wonderful series of autumnal tints in these leaf-like lepresentations, 
and maiks aie often iriegularly scattered heie and there over the surface increasing still 
more the resemblance to a decaying or decayed leaf. The sexes are usually easily discrimi- 
nated, the apex of the forewing being usually produced into a veiy much longer process 
in the female than in the male ; the markings are similar in both sexes in all the Indian species. 

They are not as a rule found at any great elevation, and seem confined to the lower valleys 
in the different mountain and hill ranges ; they frequent rocky nullahs where there is shade, and 
are strong on thb wing and rapid in their movements. When at rest they are extremely difficult 
to detect owing to the peculiarity noticed above ; and the first indication of rheir piesence is 
generally the flash of brilliant blue and yellow as they rise with a rapid dart, startled by 
any movement near their resting place, and exposing the biightly-coloured upper surface of the 
wings. They do not as a rule fly far, but the rapidity with which they alight again and the con- 
cealment with which their colours provide them when settled, render them rather difiicult 
to capture, though few Indian collections are without specimens. In Sikkim they are extremely 
common butterflies, often settling on the banks of streams to suck up the moisture, also on 
the trunks of certain trees, which, I presume, furnish them with a juice of which they are fond,

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In India they are met with all along the Himalayas, m Assam, Sylhet, Cachai, and Upper 
Tenasserim ; m Orissa, and the Eastern Gh^ts as far south as the Godaveiy, also in the Western 
GhSts, South India, Ceylon, and the Andaman Isles, again in Sumatra aitft Java, but not in 
the Nicobars oi Malay Peninsula as far as is known. 

In a recent monograph of the genus Kallima (Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 9), 
Mr. F, Mooie has divided the Indo-Malayan species into four gioups based on the colour of 
the oblique txansveise band of the foiewing, as follows : — 

With oblique band fulvous in male, bluish-white in female. 

With oblique band fulvous m both sexes. 

With oblique band white in both sexes. 

With oblique band blue in both sexes. 

The group in which the colour of the band differs in the sexes does not concein us, it con* 
tains only two species, AT. paralehta and K hetviisonif neithei of which are likely to occur 
in India, the first is a native of Java, and the locality in which the second occurs is unknown j 
biief desciiptions of them are appended.* 

The remaining thiee gioups are lepiesented in this country. Of the first of these in 
which the band is fulvous in both sexes IC, inackts is the type ; it contains nine species accoid- 
ing to Moore, of which all, with the exception of AT. inachis and JC. httegelii, are new species 
described by him eithei in the paper quoted above or in the Proc. ZooL Soc, Lond. foi 1878, 
He gives the following key for discriminating them

This key I confess I am unable to follow ; all the species, so far as I know, have the 
foiewing ** oblique below apex f the difference between forewmg produced” and “ forewmg 
prolonged at apex” is not very clear ; and the difference between forewing truncate at apex” 
in the only sense m which truncation is apparent in this group, and “ forewing acuminate at 
apex” is also not appaient, for the truncation consists of a cutting off of the prolongation, 
which leaves the apex acuminate % and the minor divisions rest on a character which, I am 
convinced, is inconstant in every species. 

As will be seen from the lemarks I have added to the original descriptions, I have been 
able to find specimens which more 01 less agree with the descriptions of all except AT. 
aiUnson% The most important distinction between them appears to be the truncation of the 
forewmg in three of them (A". hoisduvcUi^ K huttom and A. ra?tt 5 ayt)^ and the consequent 
slight prolongation of the apex of that wing. This however seems to be a veiy inconstant 
character, some specimens of K, limbotgii showing it almost as prominently lengthened as

“Although the ‘ Himalaya’ is given by Doubleday and Hewitson as the locality of this species, I doubt its 
correctness There is no locality label on the type specimen ” {Moore ^ I, c.) In this instance the habitat 
* Himal^a’ has evidently been quoted for this species by those authota because they considered the iaralekta 
of the * Genera’ to be identical with AT, horsfieldtU which was descnbed by Kollar from the Himalayas, 
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in K, inachis, and there seems to be every gradation to the noimal type m which the apeis 
of the forewing is produced and ends in a long piocess. The next thing appeals to be the 
shade of colour of the giound of the upperside. The eastern foims all seem to have it daik 
bliiish-puiple, while typical AT Imegeliixs much paler. AT. huckUyi is probably synonymous with 
this species, having the uppeiside unifoim gieyish-blue. This form is not the only one that 
occuis in the Western Himalayas, as AT. hoUduvah and AT hutiom have the giouiid-coloui as 
daik or neaily so as in the typical eastern forms, and they are both recorded from the Western 
Himalayas. Mr. Moore seems to consider the size of the discal hyaline spot in the foiewing 
impoitant, in reality it is very variable, even in AT. tnaclus which usually has it the largest, I 
possess specimens in which it is almost obsolete. Lastly, as regards the colouiation, maik- 
ings, and piominence of the lib-line on the undeiside. These aie all most vaiiable chaiacters, 
and in my opinion affoid no guide whatever to specific determination. To conclude, though 
typical specimens of all the described species can doubtless be picked out, I am convinced 
that integiades exist between them all, and that they are all vaiieties moie or less inconstant 
of a single species which stands as AT. inac/iis. The distribution of the more prominent 
varieties appears to me to be as follows : — 

The typical species, K, tnachis^ is a very large butteifly with the apex of the foiewing 
considerably produced in both sexes, most of course in the female, and being a resident of 
the Eastern Himalayas and Assam, the colouiing is natuially deep and iich. 

In the Western Himalayas it is leplaced, as might natuially be expected, by a paler 
foim, AT", huegelii, which diffeis fiom it in no lespect except tone of colouiation. 

In Buima it is replaced by a latlier smallei form, AT. limhorgii^ in which the apex of 
the foiewmg is highly produced in the female only. In the male it is usually veiy slightly or not 
at all produced ; and as might be expected fiom the climate, the colouration is deep and rich. 

There is still another form found m the Himalayas, in which the apex of the foiewmg is 
pioduced in neithei sex ; and wherever it occuis the colouiation is dark and rich. It appeals 
as AT. hoUduvali at ICasowh and Simla, AT. Jmltom at Masuri, AT. ‘tammy i in Nepal, and 
AT. alhnsont m Sikkim ; the latter, the Sikkim form, merging into, and being practically 
inseparable from, K, tnachts. It is just possible that this lattei foim diverging westwaids 
fiom the head-quaiters iii a wider and widei degree from the natural vaiiation which takes the 
form of AT. huegehi in the west, may represent a distinct but closely-allied species with 
its origin in the Western Himalayas, gradually appioximatmg to the larger type, with the 
apex produced in both sexes, as it extends eastward into the head-quaiteis of that form. For 
the pxesent I letam these four foims as distinct foi convenience, and the key to the fulvous- 
banded group of the genus will be as follows : —

As pointed out above the colouration of the underside affords no reliable character as it 
appeals to me, nor do the hyaline spots, both characters being manifestly very variable, and 
It is impossible to draw the hue on these charactex-s between A". buc/eUyi and huegehu So 
also with regard to K* hoisditvali^ AT. huUoni^ ramsayz^ and JiT, atkinsani^ no reliable 
characters are given on which to separate them, and as all four names bear the same date, I have 
taken the western foim, being the most divergent, as the typical one, which will thus stand 
as A' hoUdnvalu 
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I have at the same time given Mr Moore^s views in exknso and all liis oiiginal 
descuptions to enable futuie observeis to fuither investigate the value of them. I have also 
in the headings to the species given his localities and measuiements only. 

551* Kallima inacliis, Boisduvai. 

Paphia inachusy Boisduvai, Ciochaid’s Edit Cuvier’s Reg Anim , Ins , vol 11, pi cwxix, fig. 3, female ; 
’Sydi front mew of head*(iZf)) , ICalhma machiSy Mooie, Trans. Ent. Soc. Loud , 1D79, p ii. 

Habitat : Sikkim Himalayas. 

Expanse : ^ , 3 25 ; $ » 3*9 inches. 

Description: ^‘Upperside. Forming, with bioad fulvous band extending to outer 
maigm, a slioit apical point in the male and a veiy jiiolonged one in the female ; the 
discal hyaline spot laiger than in the other species. Hindwtttg blight violet blue, the 
outer border paler, and prominently marked with shoit blown stiigse. Underside, 
ochreous-biown, vinous-tinted, minutely bi own-speckled ; rib-line indistinct. A laige, daik, 
bright violet-blue, pi ominently-maiked species,’* {Moore, Lc.) 

Mr, Moore remaiks that ‘*Di. Boisduvai gives Nepal as the habitat of the species he 
figures as above. This is doubtless an enor.’* As Sikkim and Nepal aie conteimmous and 
have the same climate, it is ceitain that X inacJus occuis in both localities, AT. tnachis is 
the type of the Indian yellow-banded group of the genus. The original spelling inachus should 
probably be restored, but as it has almost universally been known as inachis, I have retained 
it here. The colouiation of the type figuie is pale blue like that of the next species. 

Typical K. inachis has a wide lange, extending fiom Masuri on the west to Upper Assam 
in the east, I have specimens also from Oiissa {W, C, Taylor) and Pachmaihi (y. A. Betham) 
which appear to be quite typical, Mr. W. Doheity has taken it on the Eastern Ghdts north 
of the Godaveiy. 


552 Kallima Koiiar.

Habitat * N.-W. Himalayas, ICashmu. 

Expanse ; ^ , 3*4 ; $ j 3*5 inches. 

Description : ** May be at once distinguished by the very pale giey-blue colour of the 
basal aiea of both wings. Underside greyish-ochreous, of unifoim tint thiougliout ,* frequent- 
ly black-mottled ; rib-line indistinct. Female, /ofewing with less piolonged apex than in 
AT. inachisT {Moore, 1 . c.) 

This is the common form of the genus occurring in the Westein Himalayas, and dis- 
tinguished fiom the Eastern foim (the tiue AT. inachis') by its much palei blue colouiation on 
the uppeiside. The mai kings of the undeiside aie veiy variable. Mr. liocking states that 
it is single-biooded in July. Flies about till the cold weather in November, and then 
hibernates, and comes out again in April, Taken at sugar in April.** 

Below* is given a description of AT. buckleyi, which is recoided from the N.-\Y. Himalayas. 
As the presence or absence of the hyaline spots on the forewing is veiy inconstant, and the 
markings of the underside still more so, I think there is little doubt that X, buckleyi is

There is a single male from Simla in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which agrees with this desaiption, but 
another Simla specimen which is typical in other respects has a hyaline centre to the discal spot on the forewing 
In both these swcimens the basal area of both wings on the upperside is darker than in typical X htmcltu 
but it IS lighter than in typical AT inachis , the discal orange band on the upperside of the forewing 1$ wider 
than in either, and ends at a greater distance fiom the margin. 
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synonymous with K. hue^elii. The shape of the discal band on the forewing, and the colour 
of the base of both wings seem insufficient to specifically sepaiate it fiom that species. 

553- Kallima limTsorgii, Moore, 

Loud., 
1879, p. 10. 

Habitat ; Upper Tenasserim, Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. 

Expanse ; 375 ; ?, 4*0 inches. 

Description : ** Allied to K, inackis from Sikkim ; but differs in the deeper and more 
uniform steel-blue colour above in both sexes, the contour of the wings, and the small 
almost ciicular discal hyaline spot. Fonwlng less angled on the hind ward pait of the 
exterioi maigin ; the apex more produced m the male, less so in the female, the discal hyaline 
spot small and almost ciicular. Hmdimng, less convex on the exterioi maigin, and has a 
much shoiter tail. Underside luteous-biown, purple-tinted, and rufous-speckled, brightest 
in female ; rib and basal lines indistinct in male ” {Moore, 1 c, in Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond.) 

In Major Marshall’s collection are numerous Kallimas taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
Uppei Tenasserim close to the locality where the type specimens of K, Umborgii were obtained, 
and one in Colonel Swinhoe’s collection named by Mr. Mooie himself. I find that Mr. Mooie’s 
description of this species does not hold good as compared with Sikkim specimens of 
K* inackis, the colouration is not deeper or more uniform, the forewing is quite as much 
angled at the first median neivule, the apex is less (instead of more) produced in both sexes, the 
discal hyaline spot is very variable in shape, occasionally circular, more usually oval, some- 
times linear, and so on. The Tenasserim specimens, however, are uniformly smaller than 
Sikkim specimens of K, inackis, a feature not noticed by Mr, Moore, and as the apex of the 
forewing is usually not so produced in either sex as m IC, inackis, K, Umborgii may perhaps be 
retained as a distinct species. It would peihaps more lightly rank as a local race. 

AT, huxtoni from Sumatra appears to be very doubtfully distinct from K, Umborgii ; the 
desciiption of it is appended.* It is the only species of this group which is not recoided from 
India. 

554- Salllma "boisduvali, Mooie.

Habitat ; Kasowli, Masuii, N.-W. Himalayas ; Nepal ; Sikkim. 

Expanse ; 2*9 inches. 

Description ; Allied to AT. inackis, ** Of smaller size than the other species, Fotewtng 
truncated and blunt-pointed at apex ; fulvous band nariow, its inner angular bordei broadly 
black ; discal hyaline spot small but piominent ; basal area unifoimly blue. H%nd%mng, 
uniformly blue. Underside, ochieous-brown, numeiously covered with dark brown speckles 
and stiigse ; rib and basal transverse lines very prominent.” {Moore, 1. c ) 

This is the rare dark-coloured Kalhma which is found occasionally throughout the 
Himalayas, and which lacks the slender prolongation of the apex of the forewing. 

In Major Marshairs collection is a single male Kallima from Simla which agrees fairly well 
with this description in size and outline, but he possesses specimens from Upper Tenasserim 
(i, e, at almost the other extreme of its range) which also have the outer margin of the fore- 
wing truncate and the apex blunt-tipped. The Simla specimen has the basal aiea dark 
purplish-blue rather than gieyish-blue, which latter is the colour usually prevailing in the

it is confined to the Andaman Isles.

Habitat : South Andamans (Poit Blair), 

Expanse : 3*2 to 4 i inches.

blue-black line. Htndwing^ indigo-blue, tinged with purplish lilac along upper part of 
exterior margin ; costa brownish ; a submaiginal, sinuous, blue-black line. Body gieenish. 
Underside, mottled greyish ochieous, black-speckled, varied with confluent brighter fasciai 
on outer half, a pale-bordered dusky line from apex to tail ; a subapical and discal spot on 
foiewingi and imperfect ocelli on hind'wing ’* {Moore^ 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

The late Mr, de Roepstorff sent numerous specimens of this species to the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta. As usual no two specimens are similaily marked on the underside, but present 
eveiy shade of colour and diversity of maiking to simulate dead leaves. It is a veiy distinct 
species, 


Third Groups With oblique band blue in both sexes* 

The thud gioup contains six species according to Mr. Mooie, to which a seventh from 
Bhutan has been added by myself. This group seems to be confined to the true Indian 
legion, the Andaman Isles producing a modified foim of it with the band almost white 
instead of bluish-white as in the continental species. Omitting the two specimens I possess 
from Bhutan, I have only seventeen specimens in all of this group, not nearly sufficient to 
enable me to work them out. A female from the Western Gh^ts (Khandalla), one from

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a single female specimen from Masuri which exactly agrees with 
the above description, the apex of the forewing being produced but very slightly.

Description ; Allied to K inackts, ** Distinguished by its very dark and 
preminent markings Forewing^ with short sharp-pomted apex , the upper or apical bolder of fulvous band very 
irregular ; the outer marginal parallel sinuous line very prominent ; a single large discal hyaline spot, basal area 
very dark iron-grey blue Htndwtng, very dark iron-grey blue. Female, with the exterior margin of the 
j/hrewing more convex hindward and at posterior angle, and the exterior border of the fulvous- 

brown. Underside, chestnut-brown j sparsely speckled, and with pale ochieous fasciae , nb-hne prominent.*' 
{Moore^ 1 c ) 

Theie is a single male from Sikkim in Colonel LangN collection which agrees on the upperside with 
Mr Moore's description of this species, The underside is marked quite differently, but this is a matter of no 
importance in my opinion. 

KalUma aiktnsom, Moore, Trans Ent. Soc. Lond., 1879, p. 10. Habitat Darjiling. Expanse : Female^ 
3*62 inches. Description . “ Female Outline of wings as in JT buxiom Uppkrside, similar to K, buxtom^ 
opt the fulvous band narrower, discal hyaliae spot smaller and slender ; blue of base and on the htndwtng of 
a purple-violet tint Underside, chestnut-brown, numerously speckled with dark brown ; fasciae greyish.*'

As I have never seen the female of either K. buxiom or K. jbaralekfa, I am unable to give any indication 
as to the outline of atkinsont, but according to Mr. Moore's key (ante) it is the same as that of K Umborgii. 
The descuption of the markings also is useless uale$*» one has specimens of K* bttxtoni with which to com- 
pare them. 
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Bassein (Bombay), another from Tiavancore, and lastly one without locality, agree with 
Kollar’s figure of K, horsfieldit^ the discal band being broad, no hyaline spot m the 
Khandalla specimen, and only a minute one m the ones fiom Tiavancoie, Bassem, and without 
locality* The mam point of distinction, however, between these specimens, and the othei 
females I possess is the great length of the apical process of the forewmg, in all the othei speci- 
mens it is very much shorter, showing a coi relation between the species of this group 
and of the yellow-banded group. A single male of this gioup from Coonoor, one fiom 
Canara, one from Travancoie, and two without locality, have the hyaline spots very small, 
another fiom the Pulni Hills has no hyaline spots at all. Of the seven other specimens, 
one without locality, agrees with the Travancore male specimen, except that the discal band 
is bioadei, and the discal spots aie large. The six remaining specimens consist of a pair fiom 
IChandalla, a male from Bassein (Bombay), a female from Coonoor (taken with the Coonoor 
male mentioned above), and two females fiom the Wynaad. All these specimens, as stated above, 
have the apex of the forewmg but slightly produced in both sexes and the hyaline spots are 
very large. The discal band is vaiiable in width, being widest in the Khandalla male, of less 
width in the Wynaad females, and nairowest in the Khandalla female. All these specimens 
are probably AT, It is however to be noted that Khandalla pioduces female Kalhmas 

with long apical processes and no hyaline spots (AT. horsfieldn)^ and others with short apical 
processes and large hyaline spots (JC. wardi ) ; also that in the pair fiom Coonooi the male 
has very small discal hyaline spots, while the female has these spots large. Arranging them 
according to localities fiom which I possess both sexes, I obtain the following contiadictory 
results :-“A pair from Coonoor taken tn coptild has the discal hyaline spots small in the male 
large in the female, a Tiavancore pair have them small in both sexes, a paii from Bassein 
and another pair from Khandalla have them large in the male and small in the female, 
but it should be lemembered that Khandalla produces two forms of female, one with a 
long the other with a shoit process to the apex of the foiewing, and I am quite unable to say 
which female is the coirecl pair to the male. Mr. Moore m desciibmg AT. wardi 
that it has the discal band ‘‘more erect than in any other species.” If I have conectly 
Klenlified my specimens, the band has the same direction as m IC horsfieldti In all the 
specimens before me the markings on the underside are very variable, Mr. Mooie appeals to 
rely somewhat on them to- distmguish between his species, but I hardly think that they will 
piovetobe a reliable guide to specific disciimination. I have reproduced Mr. Mooie's 
descriptions of these species without further remaik, adding a key to them, derived wholly 
fiom his desciiptions, except the single chaiacler which, as far as I am able to tell, sepaiates 
AT, knyvettn from all the lest. K. wardi may possibly be distinct, but the five species which 
piecede it will, I think, most probably turn out to be meiely varieties of a single species which 
will stand as JC hot sfieldti,

Borming^ with a nairow 
blue band,^ the outer black border extends broadly to the posterior margin, two oval 
discal hyaline spots; basal area of a greenish tint. Hindwing^ of a greenish tint, 

with the outer border brownish. Underside, dark vinous-brown, grey-tinted basally.” 
{Moore, 1. c.) 

The figure sho-ws the upper and undersides of a female specimen from the Wynaad in 
the Indian Museum, Calcutta. I have thus identified the specimen figured, as it was sent from 
the district in which AT. laardi is said to occur, but the discal blue band is not mote erect than 
in the other specimens I possess of this gioup.

Description, Male. Laigei than any species of the gioup to which it belongs known 
to me, the upperside of a darker colour also, being deep indigo-blue glossed with deep ohscuie 
gieen at the base FoiewUtg with a veiy broad bluish- white discal band not reaching 
the outei margin, its inner edge somewhat even, its outer edge iriegulai, extending bioadly on 
to the costa, its outer edge at the costal end being distinctly less than half the length of the 
wing from the base, the band has its direction veiy sliaight, not cuived towaids the base of the 
wing at Its costal end as in the other species of this gioup known to me. The usual opaque 
white spot at the bifuication of the fouith and fifth subcostal neivules, a laige oval isca 
hyaline spot in the first median intei space, none in the interspace above ; the disco-cellular 
nervules defined with a line of the giound-colour, but with no daik linear markings beyond 
and below it as in all the other species. with the usual submaigmal ii regular line 

extending on to the forewing as far as the second median nervule. The pale ochreous 
abdominal maigin is thickly clothed with bans of the same colour, the cell and a btoad portion 
of the wing below it towaids the base of the tail is even more densely coveied with long bans, 
but of a daik blown colour, this setose clothing being very much moie dense and conspicuous 
than in any species of the genus known to me. Underside variable. 

Described fiom two male specimens obtained (one with snipe shot) by Mr. A. V. Knyvett 
in the foiest beyond Buxa, Bhutan, in August.

Body, shoit, robust ; palpv 
large and porrect, raised above the upper maigin of the head, gradually nan owed to an obtuse 
point at apices, flattened beneath and coveied with adpressed hairs, and clothed above 
(excluding apices) with long semi-erect and well-separated haiis.” [Antenna less than half 
the length of the forewmg, with a distinct well-developed club, ending in a short point]* 
(Distant, 1 . c.) 

Larva long and slender, head rather larger than the following segment, the body 
gradually increasing in size from the second to about the sixth segment, cylindrical with 
dorsal and lateral series of delicately branched spines. Pupa smooth, head ending in two 
sharp points, thorax humped on the back, constiicted beyond. 

About fourteen species are included in this genus, but as pointed out by Mr. Distant, 
two of them inhabiting Western Africa and Madagascar are probably not congeneric, as they 
have the apex of the forewing acute instead of truncate. The rest occur in NoUh-East India, 
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Ceylon, the Andaman and Nicobar Isles, Assam, Bmma, the Malay Peninsula and Islands and in 
Australia. The genus is closely allied to KalHma^ but has the apex of the foiewing truncate 
(in the typical species) instead of acute, and the discoidal cell of both wings open, m Kallima 
they are closed. They aie fulvous on the uppeiside, the apex of the forewing bioadly 
black and including a band and spot of the giound-colour in some species, the undeiside is 
of vaiioiis dark shades of green and blown, with a discal line as is Xalhma, which simulates 
the tnid-nb of a leaf, to which the w^hole underside has some lesemblance, often with some 
silveiy and blown basal marks, and a discal series of very obscure ocelli. 

Much confusion has arisen regarding the specific determination of several species of the 
genus, which Mr. Distant has lately cleared up.* D» p^atipa has been erroneously recorded 
by several waters from Upper Tenassenm and the Andaman Isles, it appears to be confined 
to the Malay Peninsula and Java ; in the same way 2 ), hsaltide has been recorded from India, 
Ceylon, &c , it appears, according to Mr, Distant, to occur in Java and possibly Sumatra, 
Cramer giving Surinam as its habitat, a probable clerical error for the lattei island. The 
Indian, Ceylon, Andaman and Nicobar species, which occurs also in Java, Borneo and the 
Philippines, IS 2 ?, pohbete^ Cramer,

Underside dark fulvous-brown or daik olive-brown, 
obliquely fasciated with purple, Forewing with two more or less prominent black-boi dered 
white discoidal streaks and a lower spot, a red-lined disco-cellular mark, a transverse discal 
sinuous black line, a submaigmal senes of white spots, the two lower spots ringed with purple, 
the upper teiminatingin a white costal stieak, a maiginal daik brown lunular line. Hindwmg 
with a black-boideied white discoidal spot and another spot above the cell, a transverse 
discal straight black line, a distinct iippei and lower discal ocellus, marginal black line in- 
distinct, and generally terminating in a blue caudal streak, abdominal mai gin black speckled. 

Female. Upperside slightly paler on forewing^ Underside duller fulvous-brown or 
olive-brown, basal white marks obsolete, other maikmgs as in male, but less distinct.’^ 

** Larva long, somewhat slender, puiple-black, with a dorsal and lateial series of short 
delicate branched blue spines ; a medial lateral row of white spots. Feeds on Acanthads. 
Pupa slender, head produced into two points, constricted behind the thorax ; pale reddish- 
puiple, numerously dotted with black.” (Moore, L c. in Lep. Cey.) 

The markings of the underside are very vanable, the forewing m the male has sometimes 
a prominent silvery quadrate spot in the middle of the cell, an elongated sinuous one at its 
end, and a third below the base of the first median neivule, in the hind wing there is a large 
spot at the outer end of the cell, with a small one in its middle, and a large round spot near

common species at low elevations in Sikkim, and occurs also in Assam, Cachar, Sylhet, Upper 
Tenasserim (but not in peninsular India), in Ceylon, and the Andaman and Nicobar Isles. 

The figuie shows the upper and undei sides of a male specimen ftom the South Andaman 
Isles in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Doleschallia patipa, Feldei, is a closely-allied species, but diffeis from 2? in the 

male in having the fulvous band at the apex of the foiewing on the uppeiside smallei and ending 
at the lowei discoidal neivule, and with no fulvous spot beyond, the female has a broad pale 
fulvous band outwardly bounded by the black apical boidei, and with a small black patch at 
the end of the cell, not joined to the outer black boidei as m D polibete It has been recoided 
from Uppei Tenasserim and the Andaman Isles, but is appaiently confined to the Malay 
Peninsula and Java.

This description is almost undoubtedly that of a female, to which it exactly applies, not of a male as stated by 
Felder The differences between both sexes of D. pohbete and Z?. pratipa are given in my note above 

Mr Distant describes the female as follows ' — '•'Forewing with the apex not prominently falcate ; differs 
fiom the male by having a large subapical yellowish patch, and by the fuscous oblique fascia being only denoted 
by an irregular spot at end of cell. Htndwing with the marginal fascia only denoted by the marginal borders 
as in male. Underside as m male, but palei, and with the white spots much more obscure " 

“ This species vanes much m the colour of the wings on the underside, and is a very close ally to the Javan 
species, D, ozsaltzde, Cramer. From this it differs principally in the female sex, which in D bisaltide has the 
pale subapical patch and also the complete oblique subapical fuscous fascia. D, pratipa is clearly a local race 
of Cramer's species 

bisaltide is a somewhat rare species; male and female specimens are contained in the Horsfield 
collection which agree with Cramer’s figure. Several other specimens were confused, however, under the 
same name, which on examination with Mi. Butler, proved to be both male and female D. polibetej Cramer, a 
species which is quite distmct and not synonymous with D bisaltidOj as stated in Mr. Kirby’s Catalogue (p. 193), 
D. pohbete has both sexes very similar, and not distinct os in D, bisaltide and Z>, pi aiipa; it is also a wide- 
ranging species, as I possess specimens both from Java and the Andaman Islands. In all these species it 
appears that the biightest white spots on the underside are developed in the male only.t”' 1, c. m Rhop*

“The genus Chaiaxes, fiom its wide distiibution, and the beauty of its species, com- 
bined with their strength of wing and body, forms one of the most inter esting geneia of the 
Nymphahnm, One species is found in Europe, round the shores of the Mediterranean, which 
has a very close ally in an Abyssinian species, The genus also inhabits Eastern, Western, 
and the warmer portions of Southern Africa. It is apparently in Western Tiopical Africa 
that Charaxes is found in its maximum of size, beauty, and abundance of species. Madagascar 
possesses some very distinct species, and travelling eastwards the genus has recently been 
discovered in the Island of Socotra by Professor Balfour. It occurs in Continental India, 
is found in Ceylon and the Andaman Islands [and Nicobais according to Godart], occurs 
throughout Buima, Tenassenm, and the Malay Peninsula, Eastern Asia as far north as 
China, and through the length and breadth of the Malay Archipelago, Its distribution xu the 
Pacific Islands appears at present very limited, but it is found in Australia.”

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All the Indian species of Charaxes possess a peculiar chaiacter in the neuration of the 
forewing as pointed out by Pi ofessor Westwood, the fouith subcostal neivule aiises close 
to the discoidal cell, being thereby of extiaoidmary length, and is bent downwaids towards the 
tip of the wing. All the species possess tails on the hind wing placed at the ends of the 
fiist and thud median nervules, in some species they are both long and nairow, in otheis the 
outer tail is shoitei and bioader, and the inner one obsolete, and there are integrades 
between these extieme foims In some species the discoidal cell of the hmdwing is closed, 111 
otheis it is open. Mr. Moore has lately split up the genus into three geneia which embrace 
most, if not all, of the species occuiiing 111 India. The laivse ceitamly present two types, in 
the one the sides are maiked with oblique stripes, in the othei tlieie is a laige lound spot in 
the middle of the back, with thiee smaUei ones on the sides 5 in the Euiopean species 
( Cha> axes jasuis) theie aie two spots on the middle of the sixth and eighth segments, and 
none at the sides : the horns on the head aie very shoit in this species The pupa in the 
foimei is much moie obtuse anteiiorly than in the latter. The genus is very well repiesented 
in India, twenty-nine species having been lecoided fiom within oui limits, but many of them 
appear to be vaiietal foims only. They attain then laigest size, and greatest number of 
species as well as of individuals in the noith-east of our empire, but especially in the hot low 
valleys of Sikkim and Assam. 

I have for convenience divided the genus into two gioups, the fiist of which has the 
discoidal cell of the hmdwing open, and embiaces the species sepaiated by Mr. Moore undet 
the generic name Eulepts,* The second gioup has the discoidal cell of the hmdwing closed, 
and embraces the typical Charaxes and Mr. Moore’s genus Hartdia, 

In the first group, both the tails of the hmdwing are naiiow and elongate. The ground- 
colour of the upperside is m some of the species very pale stiaw-colouied, the outei margin 
more or less bioadly marked with black, and in others the ground-coloui is deep indigo-blue, 
with a broad median band white or pale green acioss both wings, with one 01 more spots in 
continuation towards the apex of the forewmg. The undeiside is opalescent whitish with 
the border as above but much palei, and with other maikings diffeimg in the various 
species.

Description • Male. Upperside, both wings stiaw-white. Foreivmg with the costa and 
upper half of the cell, the apex widely, and the outei margin decreasmgly deep mdigo-blue almost 
black ; also a similarly colouied band at the end of the cell enclosing the disco-cellulais, extend- 
ing on either side of the median neivuie almost to the oiigin of the first median neivule, also 
along the thud median nervule posterioily for about a thud of its length ; with the black apical 
portion of the wing enclosing a large spot of the ground-colour in the lower discoidal interspace 
at the end of the cell ; the subcostal and uppei discoidal interspaces each beais two lounded 
spots, the lower discoidal and median mteispaces one each, the upper of the three the smallest, 
in the submedian interspace are a paii of joined lunules, the lower one being tinted with blue ; 
the maigm beais a senes of seven or eight smaller spots, one in each interspace, except the 
submedian which has two ; a blue-tinted spot at the anal angle.

C. eudamippus is a common species at low elevations in Sikkim, and extends eastwards as 
far as Sibsagar m Upper Assam. Captain C. T. Bingham obtained it in March in the 
Thoungyeen Foiests, Upper Teuassenm, it oc^rs also in Tavoy, 
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C, nepenthes^ Smith, fiom Siam, is veiy closely allied to C, eudatnippm. Its desciiption

Description : ** Male. Upperside, both mngs daik fuscous, the basal third somewhat 
tinged with bluish, the disc Cl ossed by a medial white fascia, commencing on the foiewing 
immediately beneath the thud median neivule and teiminating on the hindwmg in a subacute 
point near the thud median nervule ; on the foiewing this fascia is naiiowly maigined 
[inwardly] with pale bluish fiom beneath the fiist median nervule, and from the same nervule is 
outw^ardly very bioadly and somewhat dentately maigiued wuh the same colour ; on the hind- 
wing the white fascia teiminates in a pale bluish fascia which is mwaidly straight and out- 
wardly emarginate, and ciosses the wing, terminating very narrowly at the anal angle.

broadly infuscated, Hmdwing with a broad submarginal pale fuscous fascia, on the inner 
margin of which aie a senes of canmne lunulate spots, the upper three of which have a pale 
aiea and are preceded by a continuous bluish line, and the lower and laiger three are mwaidly 
margined with white and blue, the one at anal angle being preceded by a tiansveise dark 
bluish stieak, and a marginal ochraceous fascia, the holders of which are bluish. Body moie 
or less concolourous with wings ; posterioi and intermediate femoia much suffused with 
blackish shadings ; tibico and tarsi ochiaceous Female. Resembling the male, but with the 
medial white fascia to the wings above only faintly and slightly margined and followed by 
pale blue, and the maiginal fascia to the hmdwing more ochraceous and continued to apex. 
On the foremng there is an additional small white subapical spot placed above the upper dis- 
coidal nervu le.^^ [JOtstanty 1. c )

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In India C. schreihen is a very raie species, the Indian Museum possesses a single 
male taken in the Wynaad by Mr Rhodes-Morgan, Mi. J. L Sherwill has sent me another 
male taken at Jorehit in Assam, and Mi. Haiold S. Feiguson has sent a single foiewing 
found on the ground m Travancore. The two foimer diffei from Mr. Distant’s descuption m 
having the discal white band on the foiewmg continued up to the lower discoidal ner\ ule, 
the Wynaad specimen with two quadrate white spots placed above and beyond its upper 
end — the lower spot four times as laige as the upper one— divided by the upper discoidal 
nervule ; the discal band is also less bioad than shown in Mi. Distant’s figuie; the Joreliit 
specimen has the discal band much nan owed anteriorly, with a spot beyond in the upper 
discoidal inteispace The single wing fiom Travancoie (which is probably that of a female) 
has the discal band twice as broad as m the Wynaad example, and the two upper spots joined 
to it and veiy laige. The Jorehit specimen alone has the subapical spot in the foiewing 
between the fouith and fifth subcostal neivules shown in Dr, Horsfield’s figuie.

Description : Male, Upperside deep indigo-blue. Forming with a small spot in the 
upper discoidal interspace near the apex, a laiger one placed inwardly below it m the next 
interspace, a broad discal band bounded anterioily by the third median neivule, not extending 
into the cell, slightly less than 3 of an inch* in bieadth at the inner maigin all gieenish-yellow» 
Htndwiug with a similar band from the costa, but lapidly naiiowing to a point on the fiist 
median nervule above the anal angle, a submargmal series of small whitish spots, two long fine 
tails at the extremities of the third and fiist median nervules, a whitish spot on the mai gin 
between the inner tail and the anal angle. Underside, both wings olive brown, with the discal 
band as above, but palei, its inner margin with a rich chestnut-red band defined on both sides 
with black in its middle portion, extending as far as the outer edge of the discal band in the 
forewing. Forming with the lower subapical spot only, two small, black, white-iinged spots 
placed obliquely above one another in the cell, a series of increasing lunulate spots placed just 
beyond the discal band, the outer maigin broadly darker. Hmdwtng with the outer edge of the 

discal band prominently defined with a rich chestttut-red line which extends to the abdominal 

margin above the anal angle, divided by bluish-silvery lunules, the outer margin darker than 
the rest of the wing, and bearing a submaiginal series of diffused whitish spots, with, blackish 
spots placed outwardly against them, then a fulvous marginal line, the tails bluish'Silveiy. 

The above description is taken from the type figuie by Diury m which the discal band at 
the inner margin of the forewing is just under *3 of an inch in breadth, and theie are two 
apical spots on the forewing. It may be assumed that Diury figured a male specimen. I 
possess examples agreeing with this form from Sikkim, Sibsagar, Cheirapunji, Sylhet, Cachar, 
Chittagong, Upper Tenasserim, Orissa, the Wynaad, South Andaman Isles, and Java, 

The width of the discal band, the number and the prominence of the subapical spots, 
and indeed all the markings of the upperside are very variable in this species ; these vaiiations 
are considered by many authorities to be constant, and no less than four of them have been' 
described as distinct species, as detailed below.

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C. hlmata. Under this name Dr. Feldei has desciibed a form of C. athamas as follows : — 

“ Male. Upperside as in C, athamas ^ but the fascia bioader, in the hmdwing not at all aiched 
outwaidly towaicls the anteiior poition. Forming with a much larger spot and anothei 
subapical. Underside with the fascia of the upperside largei, otheiwise as in C. athamasJ^ 

“May be distinguished from C. athamas^ Drmy, which we have also leceived fiom Upper 
India, by the foiewmg which is shoitei, much less concave on the outer maigin, and but slightly 
angled, and by the greater length of the inner margin of the hind wing. Habitat : North India, 
Daijeeling. Expanse ; Not given. [Felder^ ReiseNovaia, Lep., vol lii, p 438, 11. 712 (1867). 

“ This species is perhaps distinct from C. athamas ; the British Museum has it from 
Nepal, and white vaiieties fiom Noithern India, the typical form is also in the collection of 
Captain Lang” Trans. Ent. Soc. Lond., 1870, p. 119, n, 3) The white vaiieties 

above lefeiied to by Mr. Butler I include under C. arja. 

Under this form I include all the specimens which have the discal band broader than in 
Dimy^s figure of C, athamas ^ with the exception of those which in the male have thiee sub- 
apical spots. Our collections show that this foim occurs in Kunawui, Kulu, Kotgaih, Simla, 
Malda, Sikkim, Shillong, Upper Tenasseiim, Tavoy, Oiissa, Deesa in Rajputana, Matheian 
near Bombay, the Wynaad, South Andaman Isles, and Java. 

C. samatha. Undei this name Mr. Mooie’*' has desciibed another form of C, athamas 
as follows : — “ Smallei than Indian examples of C. athamas, the yellow band on both wings one- 
third lessm width, the subapical spot smallei, and the apical [one] eithei minute or obsolete.” 
Habitat: Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet. Upper Tenasserim. Expanse: 2*37 inches. He 
ledesciibes and figuies both sexes m his Lep. Cey, the male having a single and the female 
two subapical spots. Mi Distantf writes as follows regaiding it : — “ I incline to the opinion 
that this foim should be consideied a variety of C. athamas, Mr. Moore, in his desciiption of 
C samathai desciibes it as having the 'yellow band on both wings one-thud less in 
width’ than in * Indian examples of C, athamas ^ and he aftei wards figuies his species in the 
‘Lepidopteia of Ceylon.’ Now if we compaie these figures [figure of the male only] with 
that of Diuiy, who oiiginally desciibed and figmed C. athamas^ instead of finding the yellow 
band of C. samatha ‘ less m width ’ than in Drury’s species, it is, on the contiary, always 
as bioad [in the female it is much bioader], and at its apices on both wings absolutely header^ 
There theiefoie only remains Us somewhat smaller size, the fiequent absence of the apical 
spot, and the generally (in the male) smaller size of the subapical spot to differentiate it.” 

If this form with the band of about the same width at the inner margin of the forewing as 
in Drury’s figuie of C, athamas is held to have a single subapical spot only in the male (as 
figured by Mi. Mooie), it occuis according to my specimens in Sikkim, the Wynaad, and Ceylon, 
Mr. Mooie records it also fiom Upper Tenasserim, and Mr. Distant fiom Pioviiice Wellesley. 

C. hamasia. Under this name Mi, Moore has described still anothei form of C, athamas 
as follows : — “ Smallei than C. athamas, Forewmg diffeis m the medial band being broader 
in the male, the subapical spot also broader and more legulaily quadiate, its uppei angle 
being neaiei the apical spot, of which latter theie aie two in the female, one above the 
other. Htndwmg with a moie piominent submarginal series of white spots, the thiee lower 
spots being conspicuously larger and lunular in shape, with contiguous greyish outer lunules.” 
Habitat: Dhurmsala in the Western Himalayas, 6,200 feet, March and June, Expanse : 
2*5 to 2 75 inches. [Moore, Pioc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1882, p. 238.) 

“ The wildest butterfly that I know. Takes very long flights at a time and returns to the 
same point. Very shy” [Hochtng), 

Regaiding the width of the discal band the matter is a little doubtful, as Mr. Moore (in 
describing C, samatha) does not seem to have consulted Diary’s original figure of C, athamas. 
There remains only the size and shape of the subapical spots on the foiewmg and the 
submarginal spots on the hindwing in the male, these characters being extremely vaiiable, 

C. agtarius. Lastly, Colonel C. Swinhoe has sent me the following description of a 
form which he names C, “Allied to C, athamas, Diury, and C, hamasta, Moore, 

Smallei than either, nearest to the latter, b ut differs [from C, hamasta[ in having the discal

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band on both wi one-fomth. narrower in width [it is slightly widei than in Drur3^s figure 
of C. aihamas\ the subapical spot on the forewing is smaller [it is larger than in C, 
aihamai\, whereas in C. ha^nasta this spot is a lengthened square, and in the male there are 
two smaller apical spots. On the kiudwing the submarginal white spots are pi eminent, but 
there is no outer marginal row of ochieous lunules. Habitat ; Mhow and Assirghur in 
October,” Expanse ; 2*3 to 2*6 inches {Swinhoe^ MS.) 

The two small subapical spots one above the othei in addition to the larger one placed 
nearei the discal band in the forewing of the male may be considered to be the distinguish- 
ing character of this foim, the other characters given being variable. I have specimens of 
it fiom Simla (taken in the spiingl and Bangalore, 

It will be seen from an investigation of the localities given above for the different forms 
of C. athatmis that have been described, how extremely erratic is the distiibution of each, 
and the only conclusion that I can come to after a patient examination of all the facts in 
conjunction with a very large series of specimens from nearly eveiy pait of India, is that 
theie is but one species, C, athamast which is vaiiable in all the characters which have been 
taken by diffeient wiiters in describing the many species which are said to be allied to, but 
distinct from, the parent species, and that these variations are not confined to any particular 
geographical ranges of country, nor are they constant. 

“Larva [var. samaiha\ elongated, thickened in the middle, daik green ; head large, 
wide, flattened, surmounted by four spinous processes ; last segment with two short naked 
points ; the segments with an oblique yellowish-white stiipe, most pi eminent on the seventh, 
ninth, and eleventh segments, beneath these a lateial seiies of small white spots. Feeds on 
C<ssalpma, Pupa cylindrical, back and thorax convex, head tiuncated, pointed in front ; 
green, streaked with white.” {Moore, 1 . c. in Lep. Cey.) Professor Westwood (Gen. 
Diurn, Lep., vol. ii, p. 308) describes a specimen of the pupa obtained in Java by 
Dr. Horsfield as follows; — “ Short and very much swollen, especially the abdominal portion, 
and is destitute of any conical protubeiances ; the head is veiy broad, and transversely truncate ; 
the sides of the body, along the inner margin of the cases of the fore wings, are formed into 
two sharp edges ; the body is terminated by a slender horny appendage, armed at the tip with 
a great number of minute reflexed hooks, enabling the insect to attach itself to the layer 
of silken thread it had previously spun on the twig, and at the base of this point are several 
small lounded tnbercles.” Mr. E. A. Minchm informs that the larva of C. aihamas feeds 
in South India on Adenanihera pavonica, 

C, hebe, C. moori and C.jalysm have been described as below”* from the Malay Penin- 
sula. They are all allied to C aihamas, but appear to be quite distinct, the discal band in all 
of them being very wide. They all have a single spot only in the apical legion of the forewing.

“I think that there can be little doubt of this being a variety of C. hhaiaia; Captain 
Lang has several specimens agieeing pi etty closely with Dr, Felder's desciiption, but speci- 
mens in the British Museum from Sylliet differ in having a second subapical spot in the 
forewing." 1, c.) 

Dr. Felder 111 describing C, bharata says nothing about the discal band being 
of a diffeient colour to C, aikamasj in describing C, afja, however, he says it is 
white. I do not therefore agree with Mr. Butler in considering C. arja a variety of C. 
bharata ; in my opinion the latter is a variety of C aikamas. As identified by me C. a^ ja 
has the discal band white, just tinted with palest green, it is veiy variable in width 
as in C. athamas, in one extreme it is double the width of the other extreme, and that in 
the male sex,only. The apical spots in the forewing are also variable, there being one, two 
and occasionally three. The female has the discal band much broader than in the male, 
I possess this species from Sikkim (wheie it is less common than C atkamas\ Sylhet, 
Joreh^t, Sibsagar, Chittagong, and Upper Tenasseiim. From these localities it will be 
seen that it is confined to the noith-eastein portion of India and Burma. 

An apparently distinct foim of this species occurs in Cachar (four males taken by Mr. 
Wood-Mason), Shillong (two males taken by Dr. Johnson), Joreh^t (one male taken by Mr. 
J. L. Sheiwill) and Sibsagar (one male taken by Mr. S E Peal). It differs from the common 
form of C» arja in always havmg a single small subapical spot only in the forewing, the discal 
band narrow (’25 of an inch in width at the inner margin of the forewing), the giound-colour 
very deep indigo-blue on the upperside, and all the markings richer and daiker on the 
underside. 

C*. darnfordi from the Malay Peninsula is not allied to any Indian species. Its desciip-

Farming with the apical half blackish, containing two transverse series of greyish- white angulated spots placed 
between the nervules, and with a somewhat obscure senes of small greyish-white marginal spots, those at 
the outer angle largest and most distinct ; two small obscure greybh-white spots at end of cell, sep^ated by 
the upper discoidal nervule, Hmdvnng with a very broad marginal greyish-white fascia, inwardly mnulatea 
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The fiist species has the tails of the hindwing as long as those in the preceding group, 
the wings are black and beai across the disc a nano w band of spots, these spots aie yellow 
and distinctly separated on the forewing , in all the foregoing species the band is continuous, 
all the spots coalescing. Mr. Moore’s diagnosis of the genus Charaxes as restricted by him is 
appended for leference.*

Forming twosubbasal small yellow spots [placed one above (touching) the thud median 
nervule a little beyond the end of the cell, the othei towards the middle of the subcostal 
interspace], and a transverse discal recurved senes of seven or eight spots, the thiee lowest 
widest, a maiginal row of minute spots Ifindwtng with a, transverse medial irregular yellow 
band, a submaiginal row of small lunules, and a maignial low of small gemmate spots, those 
at anal angle gieenish. Underside, both wings lilac-giey, dullest at base and pui pie-tinted 
externally 5 with white discal markings as on uppeiside, boideied with a black inner line, 
and basal irregular black streaks. Fo? swing with a submarginal row of black-bordered 
ochreous-yellow spots, and a maiginal row of indistinct purple-white spaces. Hindwing 
with a discal irregular row of black-boidered yellow lunules, each surmounted by an inner 
purple- white and a black lunule 5 a marginal row of ochreous-yellow lunules, each sur- 
mounted by an indented black line boideied above and beneath with purple- white.’*

C. fabtus has a wide range, it occurs at Fyzabad and Lucknow m Oudh, Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. H. T. Marshall has taken it at Chutnba in March, Mr. A Graham Young in 
Mundi m July and September, it occurs in Sikkim and eastwards through Assam and Cachar, 
and has been taken again in the Lower Thoungyeen foiests m May, and the Meplay valley, 
Upper Tenasseiim, in October ; it is common in Calcutta, and I have frequently taken it 
drinking the juice of the date palms when cut for the extraction of toddy. Mr. W. C. Tayloi

“ This beautiful and exceedingly distract species seems to find its nearest ally in the Amboinese C euryahis, 
Cramer, and belongs to that division of the genus in which the caudate prolongation to the hindwing, at the 
apex of the first median nervule, is obsolete, whilst that at the apex of the third median nervule is short but 
distmct." {Distant, 1 c.)

C, echo IS a closely-allied species which has been lecoided from Singapoie and Borneo. 
It diffeis chiefly from C. f abuts in having the discal pale yellow band of the hind wing on the 
uppeiside very nariow and its edges very stiaight and even, the discal senes of spots on the 
forewmg consisting of seven instead of eight spots, the uppei one being wanting, and only 
tliiee marginal dots on the foiewing at the anal angle. A desciiption of it is appended ^ 

The remaining species belong to the genus Hartdra^\ Mooie , in all of them the groimd- 
coloui IS bright fulvous, and the outer maigin of the foiewing moie or less bioadly black, the 
tails of the hmdwmg aie veiy slightly developed m the males, more highly developed and 
more or less spatulate in the females, Many of the species have a broad pale discal band within 
the black bolder,' sometimes pale yellow, but generally more 01 less completely siiffosed 
with white. 

The first five species of this group are easily distinguished by the giound-colour m both 
sexes being pale fulvous thioughout, the marginal black band is naiiow as compared with 
all the other species, and within it is a submarginal naiiow black line, sometimes widening 
out and coalescing with the maiginal band towaids the costa.

Description: “Upperside, both wings of. a rich oiange colour, the middle poition 
in the female being [slightly] palei than the lest of the wing, with some small black spots 
forming two patches near the costa in the middle of the foretdng (connected in the female with 
a row of dusky lunules); beyond the middle of the forewing is a row of dusky lunules follow- 
ed by a maiginal series of large black confluent spots , the htndwtng is maiked beyond the 
middle with an iiiegular row of black spots, mostly wedge-shaped, each beaiing in the female 
[sometimes also in the male] a small white spot. Underside, both wings of a fulvous 01 
yellow buff colour, varied towaids the base with darker iriegular fasciae edged by thin black 
lines which are also inaigined with greyish white- The kindwmg has a dark grey transveise

“This is a so-called “variety," or more correctly designated “local lace” of C, fabins, Fabricius, of 
which several other closely-allied forms or “ local races ” have been desciibed ** (I>/stnnt,\ c ) 

t Genus Haridra, Moore. “Similar infoim and venation to ; in ndwing more convex exter- 

nally, costal margin bhorter, costal neivure more curved ; a short tail only from end of the upper medirin 
neivule." (Mooie, i c.) The discoidal cell is closed by a. fino louver disco cellular nerzmle which resLches iho 
median nervure at the point where the second median nervule is given off* The hmdwmg has a distinct tooth 
or short tail at the termination of the lower median nervule* 
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fascia beyond the middle, succeeded by a pearly space on which aie white tiansveise spots 
followed by minute black dots; the peaily spots appeal of a tiiangulai foim on the forming 
towards the outer maigm, between which and the middle of the wing is a dark fulvous low 
of thin lunulai stieaks.”

C. bonardus^i^ however, much darker than m this species. C. bemaj d?fs to hQ 

inter mediate between tins species and C psaphott ; the maikings of the imdeiside of the 
wings in all thiee species is veiy sinulai, although the colouiiug diffeis. The difference in the 
length of the tails of the hindwing in the opposite sexes of this species occurs also m 
C bernardiis, whilst the t.ul at the anal angle of this wing is almost obliteiated,’^ 
{Westwoodf I c.) 

When the above note was wiitten these thiee weie the only Indian species of yellow 
Charaxes known ; they now foim the typical species of thiee gioups with numeious inter- 
mediate and allied forms C. majmax has the black bolder of the foi e wing nano wer than 
in any other species, except C lunaioata^ and from C lunawata it may be distinguished by its 
veiy yellow undeiside, and all the maikings being fai less prominent. It is a very distinct and 
easily recognised species, and in Sikkim at any late is the commonest species of the Handra 
gioup of the genus.

Habitat • Kumaon, Sikkim, N.-E. Bengal, Cachar. 

Expanse : ^ , 3*5 to 4*0 ; $ , 3’6 to 4 7 inches 

Description : **Male. Allied to C* Marmax^ smaller, Fbfewing with the subapical 
fasciole broadei, confluent with the marginal area, the discal lunnles moie obscure;- tlm 
black (not at all blackish-fuscous). Hindwing with the virgulae more slendei in the male, 
none in the female ; the black spots of the external fascia laiger, distinctly pupilled with 
whitish. Underside with all the characters better defined; m the male the external aiea 
narrower ; the median fascia of the hindwmg twice as wide at the inner margin ; in the 
female the external area broader, the median fascia of the haidwiiig corapaiatively broader 
at the inner margin ; the discal area much more silky, the subanal tail twice as long ” 

** Nearly allied to C, mar??iax, anstogiton, &c., but perfectly distinct 1. c.) 

C.hmamarai^ veiy similar indeed to C. marmax on the uppei side, all the characteis 
noted above being vaiiable, but the underside is veiy different, the giound-colour is a pale buff 
instead of blight fulvous, the markings are much daiker and moie piominent not only m 
compaiison, but actually, and the inner edge of the inegular dark discal band on the hindwing 
teimmates on the internal neivuie much nearer to the base. The characteis of the undeiside 
appear to be constant and theie is no difficulty in recognising this species. It is rarer than 
C. marmax, and all the specimens in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, aie either fiom Sikkim 
or Cachar. Mr. Doheity found it rare in Kumaon on the Lower Kali.

Description; **Male. Upperside deepe r colomed than in C. harmodius, [Felder, 

* Figured by Donovan in his Injects of China. oI. xxxiv wHirK t 7Z "Z *" 

which Fabricius described the species,'* {tyesfwffod, ^ a ) * s a good copy of Jones drawing, froai 
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fioin Java]. Forewin^ with the 'subcostal spots placed as in that species, but veiy distinct ; the 
exteinal bolder broadei, inwardly well-defined as fai as the internal fold, mwaidly divided 
by a bent stieak of six incieasing spots of the giound-coloui (the thiee lowei lunulate), 
Htndwmg vcL C mar max, sometimes the spots blind, sometimes the apical patch extending 
as far as the maigin. Underside almost as in C. mannax, [Westwood], but not at all vaiied 
with ochiaceous, lufescent. with the fascia feiiuginous as m C haimodius^ but 

inwardly moie 01 less ochiaceous -blown ” 

“ Shape of the wings as in C. inarmax, Westwood, the hindwmg as shallowly toothed 
as in C. haimodms, Feldei, the exteinal tooth of tail howevei veiy shoit.” {Felder, 1 , c.) 

** I think that this may be distinct fioin C maimax , the lattei, howevei, appeals to be a 
variable species, and is lepiesented by two veiy different-looking foims in Sylhet. C, 
ai istogiion is in the collection of Captain Lang, who also has both forms of C. mai max^ all 
fiom Sikkim ” {Butler^ 1. c.) 

C anstogiton his the black border broader, especially at the apex, and the seiies of 
fulvous spots which it beais always terminates below the fifth subcostal nervule, often below the 
upper discoidal nervule The undeiside too is veiy distinct from that of both the foiegoing 
species being ferruginous not fulvous 01 buff, glossed with pale shining puiple throughout, except 
on the ferruginous band and extreme outer margin. All the specimens in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, aie fiom Sikkim. The female is unknown. Captain C T Bingham has sent two 
males of this species fiom Uppei Tenasseiim, one taken in the Donat lange in Januaiy, the 
other m the Lowei Thoungyeen forests in May. These specimens diffei fiom Sikkim examples 
in having the maiginal black spots on the hind wing smaller, veiy small in one. 

574 - Oliarases desa, Moore.

Habitat ; Upper Tenasserim, Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet, 

Expanse : ^,35 inches. 

Description : “ Allied to C. marmax. Male diffois fiom C marmax in the following 
paiticulars Upperside. Forming has the maigmal black band bioadei and extending 
at the apex further along the costa ; the inner subraaiguial lunulai line is closer to the band. 
Hmdwing, the bUck maculated band is formed of laigei angled spots. Underside, puiplish 
ochreous. with a tiansveise black lunulai fascia, which is also fuither fiom the 

outei maigin.” {Moore, 1. c.) 

I have never seen this species 5 it is apparently moie closely allied to C. ajistogiton than 
to C. marmax, judging from the colour of the underside, and the characters noted above are 
precisely those which distinguish C. aristogiton from C. marmax. The tiue C, aftstogiion 
occurs m the same locality, but Mr. Moore makes no mention of it in desciibing C. desa^ and I 
cannot discover any character on which they can be sepaiated. 

575 . Oliarasos liemaaa, Butler,

Habitat : Nepal, Kumaon, 

Expanse : 3*58 inches. 

Description; **Male. Allied to C, aiisio^iton, Felder Upperside, 7 ( 7 /; 2 af] 
paler. \Foiewin^ with a duplex htura at the uppei angle of the cell and a foui -lunate 
virgula limiting the basal area, the giound beyond it nairowly paler [it is uniformly coloured 
in the figure], the external bolder as in C,haipax, [Feldei], but the margin iu orated with 
fulvous, and the lunular stiia more distinct almost as in C. arulogtton, Hindwmg with a 
thiee-lunate virgula limiting the basal area, the area beyond the middle as in C. ^ernafdus^ 
[Ciatnei], paler ; otherwise as in C , aiUtogUon , Underside as in C. max ^ [Felder],'* 
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Closely allied to C. aiistopton, Felder, but quite distinct ” (Btttley, 1 c ) 

I have been unable to identify this species. Accoidingto the above descuption it may be 
distinguished fiom C. aristogiion by the black vngulaj’^ on the disc of both wings ; the undei- 
side too must be very daik since Feldei describes the undeiside of C. co}ax as much daiker 
than in C. which IS one of the daikest of all. To judge fioin Mi. Butler’s figuie 

of it, this species may also be distinguished by the fulvous line on the border being very 
narrow and continuous as fai as the uppei discoidal neivule, and by the black boidei being 
consideiably broader at the hinder angle and inwaidly diffused at its lowei half ; the foiewing 
moreover has two small pale spots at the inner edge of the black bolder sepaiated by the 
upper discoidal nervule, a featuie which is typical of the gioup of which C l/ema>dus\s 
the type. Mr. Doheily writes of it “my specimens taken m Kumaon in the Gori and Kali 
valleys, also at Kapkot on the Saiju, peihaps the western limit of the group, seem to coi respond 
well enough with Mr. Butler’s figure and description, but the markings are not veiy constant.” 

The next two species have the black bolder of the forewing very bioad thiougliout in 
the males, its inner edge almost parallel to the outer mai gin and with no ti ace of a fulvous 
line 01 spots on it, on the hmdwing the black band is almost equally broad and uninterrupted in 
C, paphon^ while in C. tmna the hinder partis typically bioken into decreasing well-separated 
spots towaids the anal angle. The females have the black border equally broad, bearing two or 
thiee pale fulvous spots on its lower inner edge ; with a bioad white discal band, more or 
less sullied with fulvous towaids the innei margin of the foie wing, continued diffusedly 
on to the hindwing as far as the discoidal nervule, wheie it becomes meiged m the ground- 
colour. The three specimens of the female that I possess I am hardly able to distinguish from 
the figure of that sex of C. hindia^ Butlei, but they aie distinct from all the other species of 
this gioup which have the base of the wings on the uppei side fulvous in having two or thiee 
fulvous spots only on the lower end of the black marginal border of the forewiug.

Description : Male, “ Upperside, both wings of a very licli daik fulvous-red colour, 
the outer half of the foiewing and a veiy laige patch on the hmdwing, occupying nearly the 
outer half, of a black colour. Uistderside, both wings vaiied with glossy biunneous, dull 
buff and gieyish tints, the basal half of the wings varied with iriegular slendei black lines 
forming irregulai fasciae, moie or less edged with white.” 

“ The outer maigin of the forewing scarcely appears to be waved, as in C.nmmax; 
and the transverse vein which closes the discoidal cell [of the foiewmg] is marked with black. 
The hmdwing has a nanow black lunule pieceding the great black patch, which latter is 
followed by two black spots next the anal angle, which is moreover maiked with two small 
black and white dots. The markings on the underside very nearly resemble those of 
C. hernardus, Fabricius 5 but the colours are darker and more varied, with a purplish blown 
tinge. The hindwing has a submaiginal row of black dots preceded by white ones,” 
{PVesfwood, 1 . c.) I have given below Mr. Mooie’s more modern descuption of the male of this 
species.f

The FEMALE has been described by Mi. Moore as a distinct species undei the name of 
AT. [= C ] serendiba as follows . — “ Upperside deep fulvoiis-ied. Fo) ewing with a bioad tians- 
verse medial discal puiple-white band, showing some dusky sinuous stieaks of the underside, 
and boideied inwaidly by black stieaks, the outei boidei to external margin being biown- 
black with a slight fulvous lunulai posteiioi uinei stieak. Bindiving with a short medial 
discal puiple-vvhite band boideied inwaidly by a nauow black stieak; a submaigmal black 
macular band, bioad and entiie apically, thence attenuated and bioken into smaller spots to 
anal angle and buiinounted by a small white medial stieak one between each vein. Underside 
fulvous-brown, daikest basally and externally and washed with purple-giey, the disc tians- 
veisely fulvous- white, 01 veiy pale fulvous, base with tiansveise inegular zigzag black lines, 
a short line beyond the cell and a sinuous line acioss the disc, a submarginal irregular dusky 
lunular fascia, on formings and hi^idwing with a low of small black -pointed anchoi -shaped 
white marks.” 

“ Taken in the forest at Kottawa, and at Kandy, by Captain Wade.” {Moo) e, 1 . c.) 

C. psaphon is the daikest species of this group known, the uppeiside of the male having 
the outer half deep black. It appears to be confined to the island of Ceylon. 

577* Oliarases im&a, Builei, 

C. imna^ Butler, Tians Ent Soc Lond., 1870, p 122, pi. iv, fig 2. 

Habitat: India {Builer)^ Oiissa, Bombay, South India. 

Expanse : 3*75 inches [Butler). 3*1 to 38 ; ?, 4*7 inches. 

Description • “ Male. Allied to C. cimon^ [Felder, fiom Batchian], but the apical area 
of the forewing wot at all directed inwaidly at the costa and more dentate. Of the htndxving 
as m C. corax^ [Feldei], the anal half reduced to decreasing spots. Underside almost as m 
C. corax ” 

“Intermediate m character between C. cimon and C, cofax^ the foiewing being very 
similar to that of the former, the hindwing moie like that of the latter species.” 
[Butler^ 1 . c.) This description is not of much use m the absence of specimens of C. cimon 
and C. cofax, but fiom Mr. Butlei’s figure it is clear that this is the Indian form of C, psapkon, 
which latter typically is confined to Ceylon ; the South Indian specimens approximate veiy 
closely to C, psapkon, some being barely distinguishable fiom Ceylon specimens ; further 
north the diveigence increases, and m Orissa, which is the most northerly known locality for 
this species, typical C. tmna occurs, with the black spots of the hind wing well-sepaiated 
and much reduced, but even there specimens are found with the spots coalescing and almost 
as large as in South Indian specimens. A female taken with a male by Mr Rhodes-Moigan 
in the Wynaad is indistinguishable fiom that sex of C. psaphon. Two female specimens 
taken at Calcutta and Nagpui lespectively and which I have doubtfully identified as C, hndta, 
as they are nearer to the figure of that species than to the same sex of typical C. tmna, are 
not improbably lefeiable to this species. The character of the markings is the same as in the 
Wynaad specimen of C. tmna, but as would be expected from the driei climate of the localities 
wheie they were taken, they aie much paler throughout. 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has specimens of C, imna fiom Oiissa taken by Mr. 
W. C. Taylor, and from the Wynaad taken by Mr, Rhodes-Morgan ; Mr, Doherty took it 
in Travancoie and at Beypoor, Mr. G W. Vidal has sent specimens from Khandalla taken 
In April; and Mr. E. H. Aitkin from Matheran taken in January. 

The next five species may be distinguished from the preceding by the form of the black 
border to the fovewing, it being bioad at the costa and very nanow at the anal angle, the 
inner edge being thus very oblique, sometimes straight, sometimes curved towaids the base of 
the wing at the costa. The giound-colour is uniform fulvous. They are all variable, veiy 
closely allied, and doubtfully distinct, 
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The typical species C, haya has noimally the sik black boidei spots of the hind wing 
centied with white : we have not a single specimen with this featiue fully developed, but 
it is pai dally so in all specimens of this gioup common in Noith-East India, of which one 
specimen without locality, now in the Indian Museum. Calcutta, was leceived fiom the old East 
India Museum labelled as C, haya. It appears to have the black bolder of the foie wing on 
the uppeiside unbioken by spots of the ground-coloui towaids the anal angle ; the undeiside 
is vauable, but veiy similai to that of C. aytsfogiton. It is stated to occur in Noith-East 
India, appearing again in Java and Borneo. The type is given as fiom Java, and I doubt its 
occunence in India. 

C watti is lecoided from Upper Assam, but I have never seen a specimen. To judge 
fiom Mr. Butler’s figure of it, it is allied to C. hiemx both on account of the clay-yellowish 
ground-colour of the undeiside, and by the disc of the foie wing on the uppeiside being 
suffused with paler yellow near the black bolder. This species also has no spots on the outei 
black boidei of the foiewing on the uppeiside, which appeals to be exactly as in C. baya\ the 
hmdwing has a rather small black patch at the apex ending in the middle of the subcostal 
in tei space, then four oval small black spots placed between the veins, and a duplex spot at 
the anal angle bearing two small white dots. 

C. corax is desciibed as having the black border of the forewing divided by three 
inci easing spots of the giound -colour towards the anal angle. It has the spots on the hind wing 
blind except the anal one as in C» watii Mi. Butler says that these spots aie as large as m 
C. but this is not quite coirect accoiding to my identification of C. cotax, nor accord- 
ing to Felder’s description, though they are variable in size. 

C*. harpax is the Malayan form of C, haya^ and has the underside much paler than in 
C. cotax. The outer black border of the forewing in C. harpax is said to be as in 
C, cofaXj but in the apical region more bioadly blackish-fuscous. The spots on the hind wing 
aie small, well-separated, and more or less centred with white, 

C agna^ which occurs with C. harpax in Upper Tenasserim, is more closely allied to 
C, hayat but has the black spots of the hindwing much smaller, more often blind, --andtlre' 
undeiside more umfoim in tone, with the maikings less piominent but similaily colouredi

fig. 5) tnaU,. 

Habitat: PNoith India, Java, Borneo, 

Expanse : 2 75 inches \ $ , rather moie than three inches. 

Description: ^*Male. Allied to iV. psaphon, Westwood, fiom Ceylon, but 

diffeis in having the black extend boidei of the foreiving much naiiower, it not extending to 
the middle of the postenoi maigm, as m that species, but is confined to the angle. On the 
hindwing, the apical patch IS also smaller, and continued in a series of six white-centred spots 
to anal angle; a small blackish spot at extremity of the discoidal cell. Underside glossy 
greenish buffy-brown. [Mr, Butlei says (Eioc, Zool. Soc. Lond., 1865, p. 637) that C,psaphon 
and C, haya exactly agiee m the maikmgs of the underside.”] Female paler above. Foic- 
wing with a broad medial yellowish band ; a small round yellowish spot near the apex ; a patch 
of black at extremity of discoidal cell, and narrow zigzag line boi dering the black band, ffitid- 
wing with the medial upper poition of disc yellowish; submarginal row of spots cleaily 
defined, and all centred with clear white. Underside moie vanegated than in the male> 
and much paler. Tails two, shoit in the male ; hoik long in the female.” {Moore, 1 . c.) 

Larva widest in the middle of the body, tapering rapidly towards the anal segment 
which ends in two shoit processes or tails, tapering more giadually towards the head. Colour- 
ation rich green above, underneath and legs yellow ; a laige pink spot on the middle of the 
back mottled with white, surrounded with a white, then an outer black line ; three similar 
subdorsal but much smallei spots on each side ; the head enciicled by a mottled pink line, 
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with four long pink lugose piocesses maiked with blue at the ends. Pupa pale green, un- 
maiked, head ending m a blunt point. 

The only specimens of this species that I have seen aie one m Colonel Swinhoe’s col- 
lection from Borneo, and one without locality in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, which was 
leccived undei that name fiom the old East India Company’s Museum. I have nevei seen the 
female, but it must be quite distinct fiom any known female of the genus, as the discal band 
on the uppeiside is said to be yellowish, in all the othcis it is white,

Habitat . Bishnath, Upper Assam. 

Expanse . 3*5 inches. 

DRSCRiprioN : “M\le. Allied to C,baya^ Mooie, and C, affinU^ Butler, fiom Celebes, 
but diffeiing fiom the foiiner in the absence of the white pupils in the black submarginal spots 
on the UPPERSIDE of the hindwtng ; fiom the latter in the gieatei size and moie distinctly 
diamond-like shape of these spots, and the much moreiegular inner margin of the broad black 
bolder of \.h.Qfa>mlng; and from both m the colouration of the underside, which is dull 
clay-yellowibh wa>>hed with shining lilacene-giey, excepting upon the outer boideis and on 
the lunated discal belt bounding the subinaigmal ocelloid spots internally ; bands indicated by 
black lines edged externally with white ; maigins and lunated belt dull feriuginous-brownish.”

near to C. baya, on the uppeiside the only distinguishing character I can discover is that

Habitat . North India (Felder)^ Sylhet (Buthi)> 

Expanse : Not given. 

Description: ‘‘Male. Upperside fulvous. Forewing with a duplex litura at the 
uppei angle of the cell and the broad external bolder well-decreasing hindwaids, occupying 
only the inteinal angle, blackish-fuscous, this [black border] mwaidly antenoily excised, 
posteiiorly most remotely crenate, inwardly posteiiorly divided with thiee increasing elongate 
spots of the giound-colour (the lowest altogether confluent with the ground). Hmdimng palei 
on the anterior border and marked with a black sigmoidal* virgiila, the patch occupying the 
apext maiked with whitish twice and inwardly with an Irrorated spot of the giound-colour, the 
black spots out of this small, the anal one excepted, blind, inwardly truncate and irrorated. 
Underside almost as in C psaphoti, Westwood, but much darker [? more obscuie], rafescent, 
moie shining, the inteuor discal stieak not at all margined with whitish, m fo mmg 9X^0 
distant from the cell. Hmdwing with the deep feirugmous fascia nartowei and hmdwaidly 
moie deci easing than in C. psaphon, the submargmal spots better defined, the margin imme-

“This species belongs to the small group of C. Cramer, and most resembles 
C. ma7max^ Westwood, m the foim of the forewing, but the apex is less produced, and the 
hindwing is but shallo wly toothed.” QFelde/ , L c.) 

■* Sigmoidal, shaped like a sigma , that is the Greek letter CT or 

t The passage is as follows “ Posticae in limbo antico dilutiores virgulaque sigmoidea nigia notat® plagula 
amcem occupaate albido bis- et intus macula atomaua fundi colons notata." I am unable to tianslate this 
accurately, for “albido” agrees with nothing, but the readeang I have given is the nearest gueas I can make 
to the actual meaning. 
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“If I have rightly detei mined this species, it is neaily allied to C baya^ though, apparent- 
ly, quite distinct ; the B‘itish Museum has it fiom Sylhet ^ 1 c ) 

This species appeals to chiefly diflei fiotn ( 7 . agna in having the black outer bolder 
of the fotewing on the uppeiside maiked inwaidly towaids the innei maigin with thiee 
elongated spots of the giound-coloiu. On the hind wing it agiees with C. waiti in having 
the black spots on the maigin blind, except the geminated anal one. As identified by 
me, there is one specimen of tiue C. corax fiom Sylhet and two fiom Cachar in the 
Indian Museum, Calcutta. Theie are, howevei, numerous othei specimens fiom Cachar 
taken with the above, and one from Tavoy, which show gieat vaiiation in the size of the 
spots and the apical patch on the hind wing, m some examples they aie almost as bioad 
as in C. imna as pointed out by Mi. Butlei. These specimens also show a tiansition to the 
next gioup in having in some of them two small spots oi the giound-colour on the 
uppeiside of the foiewing on the iiinei edge of the black outei margin divided by the uppei 
discoidal nervule.

Habitat : Upper Tenasserim, Province Wellesley, Borneo. 

Expanse : 3*2 to 4 0 inches. 

Description : “ Male. Upperside rich fulvous. Forming with a duplex spot at the 
upper angle of the cell, and the border as in C. coiax^ Felder, but in the apical region moie 
broadly blackish-fuscous. Hindxving anteriorly a little paler, the virgula evanescent, the apical 
patch much smaller than in C. corax^ and all the spots fiee, minute, mwaidly maiked with 
whitish. Underside much paler than in the said species [C. co;axJ. Hmdxving with a 
sordid fermginous-fulvous fascia, decreasing from the second subcostal nervule, very narrowed, 
the submarginal spots minute, more distant fiom the maigin than in C corax and C. psaphon^ 
the marginal region immediately beyond these obscurely ochraceous.” 

“The specimen we have before us is larger than C* cot ax, Felder, and agrees in the 
shape of the fore wing with C, marmax, Westwood, with the exception of the scarcely per- 
ceptible toothing of the edge. According to the descuption C. baya, Moore, appears to 
be a similai species,” {Felder, 1 . c.) 

Mr, Distant leniarks that the specimen of C. Felder, he figures is intermediate 

between C, agna, Moore, and the typical Boinean examples of the former, and that variation 
must be allowed wheie no distinct local race has become difFeientiated. 

“There are both sexes of a species allied to C. corax, Feldei, and agreeing veiy faiily 
with Dr FeldeFs description of C. hat pax, m the Biitish Museum, fiom Moulmein ; the female 
of the latter is scarcely distinguishable from C. betnatdus female, tbe male is veiy like <7. haya^^ 
{Butler, he) 

The chaiacteis which distinguish C, harpax from C. baya have been pointed out above 
(p. 286). Majoi Maishall has one specimen of this species, taken by Captain C. T. Bingham, 
at the Mayla Choung, Uppei Tenasserim, in Septembei, and there are three specimens fiom 
Peiak m the Malay Peninsula in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. Mi. Moore recoids it fiom 
Moulmem to Meetan ; Moolai, 3,000 to 6,000 feet, Upper Tenasseiim. I have appended 
Mr. DistanPs very full description of this species.* 1 have nevei seen the female. 

* “Male Upperside reddish ochraceous Fotewing v/ith. two small contiguous black spots at upper

Expanse : < 3 * , 3 25 inches. 

Description: ‘‘Allied to C. harjtax, Felder [fiom the same locality]. Male diffeis 
in its largei size. Forming has a broadei maiginal black band. H inditing has a less 
black apical patch, and the maigmal series of spots is also much smaller.” {^Moore^ 1 c ) 

One specimen in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, taken by Di Anderson at Meigui in 
December, one from Tavoy, and two taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in Uppei Tenasseum — one 
in the Donat lange m January and the other in the Thoungyeen foiesls in March-may peihaps 
belong to this species ; they agree with the desciiption of C, agna in the hind wing, but the 
forewing has the marginal black band less bioad instead of being bioadei, and moie upiight 
than in C, harj^iax , nor aie they laigei than C, hatj>ax. The colouiation of the undeiside of 
these specimens is lighter than in either C. baya 01 C, harpaxy but Mr. Mooie makes no men- 
tion of the underside. Mr. Butler records it fiom “ near Assam.” I have never seen the female. 

The remaining seven species diffei from all the other fulvous Chaiaxes m having the 
disc within the black bolder suffused paler, sometimes yellow, more often white, and foiming 
in these latter a distinct broad white discal band. Of these the fiist four species aie all closely 
allied to C. bernardusy Fabricius, from China, which is probably identical with C. polyxena, 
Cramei, fiom the same locality. They are veiy closely allied, our collections show numerous 
giadations between each of the forms, and I have no doubt that they aie all varieties of the 
same species, which should stand as C. polyxena, Ciamer Pending further leseaich I republish 
the desciiptions of each, keeping them for the piesent separate. 

Typical specimens of C, hieiax can easily be distinguished by their having the pale 
discal band lather nairow and yellow thioughout showing no trace of pure white. 

Typical specimens of C. hipponax on the other hand have the band diffusedly whitish and 
rather nariow, but numerous intermediate forms occui showing eveiy stage of yellow suffusion 
fiom the faintest tiace on a limited poition, to complete suffusion of the whole. 

C.jahnder and C. hmdia have the band foi a consideiable space pure white andbioadei ; 
according to the ffguies of them, C. jalinder has on the foiewing the six yellow spots on the 
black border much reduced, the white band teiminating abiuptly on the submedian nei vine, 
and bearing neai its innei edge a black lunular line from the costa to below the fiist median 
nervule, C, htndia has three lower fulvous spots only on the black bolder which are large, 
the white band terminating diffusedly on the submedian interspace, and no tiace of the black 
lunular line on the disc except on the disco-cellular neivules ; but none of these characters 
hold good as a whole, if one is taken by which to distinguish a species the others fail, and 
scarcely a specimen can be found with the white band that does not piesent certain charac- 
ters of one species m conjunction with other characters of the other, and I cannot even 
recognise these latter as distinct varieties ; out of our large series not a single specimen 
corresponds exactly with eithei figui e. 

The foregoing lemaiks apply to the males The females have the wings larger, the tail 
of the hmdwing at the third median nervule longer, and the white discal band considerably 
broader. I have not many specimens, only twelve in all ; the extent of the black lunular 
line at inner edge of the discal band of the forewing vaiies much, and so does the promi- 
nence of the white centerings to the submaiginal spots of the hind wing ; but the principal 
variation is in the pale spots on the black border of the forewing ; in one it is immaculate 
and corresponds in this respect with what Mr. Butler has figured as the female of C. khtdia,

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has typical male specimens of thtsfoim fiom Sikkim, the 
Assam Valley, and fiom Chittagong Tlie specimens fiom Cachar and Tavoy I have described 
above as vaiieties of C. €0iax2^xt almost exactly intei mediate between that species and 
€, hieraXi but neaier the founer, as thediscal pale band is haidly visible.

Foreivmg 
with the blackish-fuscous border bioader at the apex, inwaidly moie oblique than in that 
species, the space between the discal stnga and the bolder as fai as the lowest median fold 
diffusedly whitish, ffmdivwg with the anteiioi vngulce outwaidly diffusedly defined with 
whitish, the maigin of the ground-coloni beyond the spots bioadei, otherwise as in C. hierax* 
Underside as in that species, but the inteiioi discal streak outwaidly defined with ochiaceous, 
of the forming the exterior moie leceding fiom it.” 

“The wings much palei and iichei than in C. hierax^ the two discal stieaks moie distant, 
the inner one outwardly more broadly defined with ochraceous- whitish.” 

“The forewmg of the male has the apex less pioduced than m the male of C.hierax. 
The inner margin of the hmdwing in both sexes seems longer than in C, hwax C, 
psaphon. The outer margin of the foiewing also m both sexes is longei than m C. hieiaxt 
the branches of the veins also appear to be iongei,” {Felder, 1 . c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, has typical specimens of this form fiom the Assam valley, 
Cachar, and Sylhet, and also from the Khasi Hills and fiom Sikkim ; i/i the lattei district it is 
the prevailing foim, while C, hmnx apparently only occuis raiely iheie.

fulvous in the male, whitish in the female, ffuidwmg almost as in C khasiamtSt Butler, male. 
Underside, the wings most like those of C. pleistoanax^ Feldei, but more lufescent, the

“ This 13 not a raie species 111 collections, and, evclusive of other chaiacteis, may be 
picked out at once by the white band of the foiewmg teimuiating upon the submedian 
neivure. Major Robeits took the female of Q, jahnder at Daijselmg, but I have prefeired 
to figure both sexes from one collection” [that of Mi Mooie] {Butler,^ 1 c ) 

We have no specimen exactly agreeing with the figuie, but specimens closely resembling 
it aie found m all localities where C, htpponax-^ found. 

Ml. Butler gives the female of C. htppouax as desciibed by Feldei as a synonym of his 
(Butlei’s) Cejaltndera Dr, Feldei’s desciiption of that sex is given below.*

Description: “Male and fExMale, Allied to C, jalinder^ Butler, Differs on the 
'UPPERSIDE in having the basal aiea blighter, the disco-cellulai fascicle bettei defined, the 
median lituise obsolete ; no virgula in the fascia ; the whitish fascia bioader, tinted with 
fulvous below the fiist median bianch of the forewing \ the external area of the foiewing broader, 
the discal spots laigei in the mile, but the upper ones obsolete, in the female fulvous, scarcely 
conspicuous ; the black fascia of the hutdivmsi moie miculai and muchnairowei. Underside 
much paler ; the median fascia in the forewmg less oblique, the ochiaceous aiea broadei ; the 
discal area much broader.” 

“Mr. Moore has two specimens of the female of this species, one of which is scat cely 
larger than the male. It is a conspicuous foun, and may be distinguished without tiouble. 
The female has the external area of the wings much bi owner than in any other species with 
which I am acquainted, but this may be paitially due to fading ” (^Butler, 1, c ) 

I have no specimens exactly agreeing with the figure, but there are males closely resembling 
it fiom the localities wheie C. hippomx is found. A female most closely lesembliiig the 
figuie was taken by me in Calcutta, the only specimen I have seen from that neighbouiliood. 
Mr. E, A. Mmchm took a single female at Nagpui m March. I veiy doubtfully identify these 
specimens as C. hindia, I think it is veiy piobable they are a dry country foim of C zmna^ 
being throughout much palei -coloured than the Wynaad female of that species, but not having 
piocured males from the same localities, I cannot be certain about it. 

The three remaining species differ from all the foregoing in having the basal area of both 
wings very dark and powdered with fuscous ; the white discal band is also bioader and clearer. 

♦ ** Female, Upp«rside as in C herax, but richer coloured, Fo?ewin^yiit]x the discal stngi evanescent, 
a broad diffused whitish fascia extending to the internal nerviire, through which the streaks of the underside 
aie seen, the border inwardly divided with six wnitish spots Hindwing with an anterior whitish patch extend- 
ing to the second subcostal branch, and the mirgin of the ground-coloui beyond the spots bioader,** 
iFeUer, 1. c ) 
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C. kJihmlava and C. hhasianus are veiy doubtfully distinct fioin C, pletstoanax, but as 
Ml . Butler has fully pointed out the distinctions he lelies on m separating them, I republish 
Ins desciiptions to enable others to woik out the matter. 

C. pteisioanax is found m Sikkim, but not very commonly, and moie laiely in Bhutan, and 
the Assam valley. I have no specimens exactly agreeing with eithei C khimalara or C- 
khasianns^ but the neaiest approach to the former which I possess is from Sibsagar, to the 
latter fiom Sikkim. 

The females like the males differ from the foregoing in having the basal area of both 
wings powdeied with fuscous ; they aie laiger and the white band is much bioader, the spots 
on the bolder of the forewing vary, but are usually large and pure white.

Fotewing as in C, hitrax^ [Felder], but with the bolder most 
often nauower and divided by five spots of the giound-coloui or whitish m a bent series 
befoie the middle, a discal stuga very distinct moie or less shortened, within the bolder a 
lather bioad whitish fascia, most often continued to the inner margin, and inwardly within the 
striga dissolved in greyish powdering. Hmdwing with the anterior virgulae most prominent, 
outwardly bioadly defined with whitish, most often bounded with a rather broad whitish 
fascia extending to the second median nervule, on this side outwardly most often defined 
by an obscuie ferruginous diffused macular stieak, the small apical patch and annexed 
spots blacker than in < 7 . hipponax^ Feldei, a little more distant from the margin.

“Confounded, we think, in collections with the Chinese C. polyxena, Cramer (C. 
hernardtiSi Fabricius) of which we aie only acquainted with the figure. The foiewing of 
the male has most lesemblance to that of C. hierax, Felder, but the apex is moie produced 
and the outer margin longer. The female also has the apex of the forewing more produced 
than in its nearest allies, and the small tail of the hindwing is also longer.” {Felder, 1 . c.) 

“ A white-banded lace of C hernardus, Fabricius, the female of which is m most col- 
lections : Captain Lang has a series of the males, but only one female,” iButUr 1 . c. in 
Trans. Ent. Soc Lond.) All the latter specimens referred to are from Sikkim, where it is a 
common species.

Description ; “ Male. Allied to C. pUistoanax^ Felder, Differs on the ufpersidb 
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in having \.\ieforewmg more acuminate, much more obscure [darker], the median whitish 
fascia more slender, inwardly not at all defined with black between the median branches, 
outwardly very irregular; the discal spots more frequently wanting. Hindwing with the 
black discal fascia almost twice as broad, inwaidly more regular, not at all dotted with white 
DifFeis on the underside by having the wings more silky ; the median fascia moie whitish, 
the virgula of the Jorewing beyond the cell very nanow ; the line defining the basal area less 
irregular ; the submarginal ochraceous area broadei.” c) ‘‘Female. Upperside 

as in the male [of C* hierax\ but the foiewing darker at the base, the discal streak much 
better defined, the space between it and the border beyond the lowest median fold whitish, 
this [the border] divided with four whitish spots hindwardly and a subapical whitish spot. 
Hindwing with the costal bolder a little beyond the fiist subcostal branch between the 
vii guise and the patch diffusedly whitish, a diffused ferruginous streak before the margin, 
Underside muchmoie vaiiegated with violascent-ashy, the anterior space between the basal 
stiigse and the bioad cinctuies of the discal ochraceous-whitish.’’ {Felder^ 1 . c.) 

“This species may at once be distinguished from C. Felder, by its daiker 
colouiing, narrower white band, the stiaight inner edge of the broader discal band of the 
hindwing, and the obsolescent character of all the discal white spots. ” {^Butler, 1, c. in 
Lep, Ex.) As figured by Mr. Butler, this species in the male has the bioad outer black bolder 
of the forewing on the upperside entirely unspotted ; in U. pleisioanax and C, khasianus it 
bears a curved series of five or six whitish spots. Mr. S. E. Peal has sent male specimens 
fiom Sibsagar in Upper Assam agieeing very closely with the figure,

Description s “ Male and female. Allied to C, pUistoanax, Felder. Differs on the 
upperside in having the basal area paler oiitwaidly, to the least degree bluish ; the whitish 
median fascia broader ; the black virgulae more slender ; the virgula of the interno-median 
interspace of forming obsolete in the male ; the black external area narrow^er, the discal 
spots minute, tinted with fulvous in the male ; the black fascia of the hindwing much broader 
at the apex ; the external area brighter, broader, the tail longer, in the female broader. 
U nderside, both wings rufescent, the median fascia much narrower, pale ochiaceous, not at 
all whitish ; all the black lines very irregular, the curves of the discal line elongated.” 

“Also allied to C. pleisioanax^ from which it may be easily separated by the paler basal 
area of the wings, which exhibits externally a bluish shade peculiar to this species ; also by 
the broader white band, which in the female is carried across the hindwing to the abdominal 
margin ; tl e slenderness of the transverse black lines and the peculiar reddish tint of the 
underside,” {Butler, 1 . c.) I possess a male from Jorehit, Assam, and two females from 
Sikkim which agree very well with Mr, Butler^s figures and description of this species. The 
discal white band on the upperside is broader than in any other species, extending on the 
forewing within the discal fine black lines (virgulse) towards the base.

*• Body, small and rather slender ; wings large, hindwing slightly tailed ; palpi applied 
close to the face. Head, as broad as the thorax, clothed with short hairs, and destitute of 
a frontal tuft ; eyes^ large and naked ; antennce, very nearly half the length of the forewing, 
straight, slender, terminated by a long, very slender, and gradually-formed club, slightly 
grooved ; palph short, erect, rather compressed, scaly, the inside furnished with short hairs, so

Forelegs, of the male veiy shoit and pectoial, thickly 
clothed to the tip with shoit haiis, the tiout shorter than the femur, tatsus fully as long 
as the tibia, cylindrical, simple, exarticulate, and destitute of claws ; of the female 
short, scaly, tibia about two-thiids of the length of the femui, taisus as long as the tibia, 
internally dilated at the extremity, wheie it is obliquely tiuncate, with slight indications of 
the joints Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, and lather thickly clothed with scales, 
the tarsus being nearly as thick as the tibia, femur a little curved, thickest at the base, tibm 
as long as the femiii, stiaight, furnished on the undeiside with two lows of shoit spines, 
tarsus of the same length as the tibia, lather thickly beset with shoit spines, especially on the 
undeiside, wheie they foim several distinct lows, claws small, slendei, sickle-shaped, pat onycAia 
with the outer division as long as the claws, slendei, lather pointed and setose, inner 
division shelter and moie obtuse, pulvillus small, bioadly heait-shaped.” 

“The beautiful insect [P franchi] upon which this genus is founded is well distinguished, 
not only by the peculiar chaiacter of its colouis, but by its shoit palpi closely applied to the 
face, the slender club to its antennae, and the great and neaily equal length of the thud and 
fourth blanches of the subcostal nervure of the fore wing, which run close together for a 
conskleiable distance, and then widen, seeming to take the place of the fouith branch and 
terminal division of the subcostal nervure, as arianged in Cyrestts, &c ” ( Westwood, 1 c.) 
The genus at present contains about nine species, which occui from Assam thiough Upper 
Tenasseiim and the Malay Peninsula and Islands as far east as New Ireland. The two Indian 
species are dark indigo-blue or olive-green above, with a broad paler blue band across the 
forewing on the upperside, which in one species almost reaches the outer margin, and with 
some white apical spots, the hiudwing iimnaiked, except by two or thiee white spots at the 
apex ; underside pale-buff or whitey-brown, maiked with numerous fuscous spots and streaks, 
the outer maigiri of the hind wing bears a senes of veiy laige conical-shaped spots between 
the veins, of a dark povvdeiy bronzy-green colour. The length of the fourth and fifth subcostal 
nervulcs is veiy unusual, being about equal to half the length of the foiewing, and they 
aiise at about the same distance from the ongm of the thud subcostal neivule as that 
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neivule does fiom the end of the cell The neuiation of this gioup differs fiom that of 
P. Caledonia in the fust subcostal neivule of the foiewing anastomo. ng with the costal 
netvuie a little beyond the end of the cell, m caUdoma it is entiieVfree In only one 
other genus of the f TanaeciaJ does this anastomosing occiu The diiecnoii of 

the lowei disco-cellulai neivule of the foiewing in P. Caledonia differs consideiably fiom that of 
P, franckii^ being evenly and legulaily curved, and closing the discoidal cell much less obliquely

Upperside, both xvings dark indigo-blue, thickly iiioiated with 
lighter blue scales at the base Pot eimng '^idci a black band at the end of the cell not quite 
leaching the median neivuie, beyond which is a bioad discal blue band of equal width 
thioughout, the edges stiaight and even, occupying neaily the middle thud of the costa and 
extending to the anal angle, and bearing some white indistinct stieaks at its uppei end and some 
indistinct white uioiatioiis in the middle, a subapical senes of five lounded puiphsh*white 
spots, of which the lowest in the lowei discoidal inteispace and the next but one above it aie 
veiy small ; the apical aiea beyond the blue band fuscous.

Upperside, both whigs with the basal third and body olive-green 
Foieictng crossed obliquely from the middle of costa to the thud fouUh of the inner maigin by a 
bioad silveiy-blue belt, the external edge of which is iiregulaily notched and only separated by a 
blackish submaiginal streak from three large spots of the same colour upon the middle of the 
external bolder; veins slenderly black, terminating in blackish spots, two of which aie 
placed between the above-mentioned blue spots ; two white spots followed by a blackish 
stieak upon the costal part of the blue belt ; a laige tiiangulai black spot closing the discoidal 
cell ; apical area chocolate-brown ; three subapical spots, the upper two large, placed obliquely, 
bluish, with white centies, the thud submaiginal, bluish, small. Hmdwing with the 
middle of the wing blue- black ; apical area and external border chocolate-brown ; two linear 
apical blue dashes and a blue line along the base of the cilia.

red stripe; a laige bright olive-gieen semi-circular spot, with black inner bolder and 
bluish-white outer border at outer extiemity of first median interspace, and a laige 
black spot, crossed by a red A*shaped marking, and boidered along its infero-exterior 
border with grey, at extremity of inteino-median area ; a triangular black and led spot at 
extiemity of abdominal fold.” 

“ On the upperside this beautiful species may be at once distinguished from F, franckii 
of Java by the broader, moie iiregulai, and gieyer blue belt across the forewmg, the absence 
of a white band on this belt, the blue maiginal spots, and the blue or bluish subapical 
spots; the hind wing also has blue instead of white marginal dashes at apex, and the 
external bolder and apical area aie chocolate-brown instead of purplish brown.” (^Butler 
h c., p. 306). * 

I have never seen this species, which appears to be quite distinct. I give below* some 
further remarks on it by Mr. Butler, which may prove u&eful. 

*ProthoS regraiis, Butler. ** Oblique belt very broad, covering nearly half the wing, three spots of the same 
colour at middle of external border, only separated from the belt by a blackish subraargina' stnpe Hiud- 
wing decidedly shorter and less caudate [than m P* Jr^nchzz]; apical markings blue, prevalent colouring on 
external area greyish olivaceous, black and green ” 

P regahs is duller in colounag than P, angelica^ and corresponds with/* [the habitat of 

which IS unknown], in the absence of white on the bluebell, it, however, differs from /*./ra«£ifezz, Z' uni^ 
fornth and /*. ctngehca, in the great width of the blue belt, the blue margmal spots on the forewing, the shorter 
and less caudate hmdwmg, the cruciform character of the black submarginal markings on the underside of 
the forewmg, the filled-m discoidal markings on both wings, the inner half of external area of hindwmg on the 
underside being gieyxsh olivaceous crossed by oblong black patches with reddish external borders, the shorter* 
green and black submarginal arched spots, and several other characters. I have seen only one of thi» 

very distmct species ** {Butler^ 1, c , pp. 53, 54.) 
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One of the most beautiful buttei flies m the wQild, P. Caledonia^ occius in the Malay 
Peninsula, Borneo and Labuan. A desciiption of it is given below,

second median nervule the colour is sulphur-yellow, becoming paler towaids inner margin, with a large 
irregulai fuscous spot near outer angle Hindivtng of similar hue and shadings, with the following fuscous spots 
and markings — a small rounded spot at base, and another near apex of praecostal netvure , a short broad curved 
transvei se fascia commencing near base and terminating on basal edge of abdominal margin, a lineai stiealc 
above and near base of costal nervure , a subquadrate spot, followed by a larger and curved spot beneath 
the costal neivure, three spots in cell, a small rounded one near base, a similar one near origin of first median 
nervule, and a tiansverse spot near its termination , a sinuated row of discal spots, consisting of a small one 
above and a large one beneath the fiist subcostal nervule, thiee m oblique series divided by the discoidal and 
third median nervules, a conical spot between the second and first median nervules, and an obconical one 
before the submedian nervme, fiom which to edge of abdominal margin is a broad fascia, the apical area of 
wings, which is preceded by a transverse pale -fascia, is darker and shaded with gieemsh, and contains some 
much-waved and somewhat di'sjointed seiies of transvei se fuscous fasciae, outer maigin sulphureous, wnth its 
extreme border fuscous, a large iuscous patch on the caudate appendage, and a small red spot near anal angle 
Body above pale bluish grey; thorax beneath more 01 less concolouious with wings ; brownish, tibiae and 
tarsi moie or less pale ochraceous , aniennee fuscous above, castaneous beneath " Q)tstanU 1 c ) The female 
differs fiom the male on the upperside of the forewing in having a small lineai white spot on the middle of 
the costa, fhe four subapical spots are somewhat larger, and the one at the extreme apex more prominent. All 
the other markings as in the male 

There aie three specimens, twro males and a female, of this “glorious butterfly’ in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, from Perak They weie captured on bait placed in the forest especially to attract this and other 
species of butterflies, many of them, including P Caledonia, being very foul feeders It seems to be a little 
variable, Mr Butler having recorded the note below* on the subject onpiocuiing a specimen from Malacca, 
which was also the locality of the type specimen 

* “ The specimen from Malacca differs from that figured by Mr Hewitson m its greater size, and in 
having the upperside of the hindwing more suffused with greenish ; on the undetiide the markings are slightly 
different, the basal red bands being broader, the medial band whiter, the discal red band narrower, darker, 
and rather more irregular, the submarginal green band duller, and the blue lunulate line more irregular and 
not so deeply margined with black, the large black caudal spot is wanting in Hewdtson’s figure, which was 
drawn from an impeifect specimen ” [Bniler, 1. c. m Proc, Zool. Soc. Lend., 1867, p 874),

** Forelegs small, slender, imperfect [in the males], but moie developed than in the 
Nymphalidm % those of the brush-like and clothed with long hairs, the taisus without 
claws ; of the females longer, slender, scaly, tarsus with the joints longer and moie distinct 
Nymphahdm. Forewing, subcostal nervure generally with only thiee branches, 
the disco-cellulars very slender All of small size. ’ {Marshall and de NtcSville, Butt, of 
India, vol. i, p, 18.) , 

The family Lemoniida contains foui subfamilies, Libythceinoe^ Nenieohiince^ EtiselasHncs^ 
and Lemomince ; the first embracing but a single genus, the second about fourteen genera, the 
gieater portion of which are American, the two last subfamilies aie wholly American. The 
forelegs in the males are impeifect, the taisi m the Libytheetnm consisting of a single joint end- 
ing in a spine, m the Nemeobiince the forelegs of the males aie less hairy, the taisi consisting of 
two or three joints. The forelegs of the females aie peifect, the taisi composed of five joints 
ending in two claws. The foiewing m LtbylkceineB and in all the Oiiental geneia of the 
Nemeobiince has four blanches to the subcostal nervuie excluding the teiminal poition, in seveial 
genera of the new woild Nemeolitnce this featuie also obtains, but m the majoiity of them there 
aie three branches only. Throughout the Indian geneia of the family the fiist and -second 
subcostal nervules of the forewing are emitted befoie the teimination of the cell, and the discoidal 
cells are always closed. All the butteiflies appertaining to this family aie of small size, though 
averaging considerably laiger than most of the species of the next family Lyccenidce, The 
family occuis throughout both worlds, but is not repiesented m Austialasia.

**Body, robust, small j p(^lph extraordmaiily elongated, densely clothed with short hairs, 
porrected horizontally ; antenna, shoit, giadually inciassated from the base to the tip. Fore- 
wing, strongly angulated below the apex ; dtscotdal cell of both wings closed by a veiy slender 
neivule. Forelegs, shoit, those of the male biush-like, with exaiticulate tarsi: of the 
female with ordinary-formed tarsi.” 

“ Larva cylindiical, not spined, slightly pubescent. Pupa shoit, not angulated, sus- 
pended by the tail.” {Westwood, 1 . c ) 

This subfamily contains but a single genus, Libythea. Mr. Wallace states regaiding it 
that “ this small group is of world-wide distubution, and like all such is a frequenter of open 
grounds, plains, river-banks and sea-shoies rather than of the virgin foiest. The species aie 
all small, and m the activity of their motions resemble the lesser P/ymphalincef (Trans. 
Ent. Soc, Lond , 1869, p. 334)* In India I have almost exclusively found them neai water. 
Major Mai shall infoims me that he has more usually seen them in foiest glades.

“ Body, lobust, thickly clothed with soft woolly haiis, rather small in size, and of dark 
colouis ; the wmgs with spots of oiange, or duty white, but not ocellated ; head^ small » 
stiongly tufted in fiont ; eyes^ piominent, naked , palpi^ extiaoidinaiily elongated, being one 
thud, 01 even in some species half, the length of the whole body ; porrected hoiizontally, not 
compiessed, thickly clothed with bans of moderate length, the innei edges uniting together* 
so as to foim conjointly a long conical beak, obtuse at the tip ; second joint oval ; thud 
joint gicatly elongated and sleiulei ; antennce^ not neaily half the length of the foiewing, 
stiaight, aiticulations indistinct, giadually thickening from the base to the tip, which is obtuse ; 
ihoiax, oval, haiiy ; tippets stiongly developed; abdomen, small, slendei. Forewing, of 
modeiate size ; costal ma^'gm modeiately aiched, apex acute, outer mat gin stiongly angulated 
below the apex, the lowei cliscoidal neivule extending into the most pioniuient part of the 
angle, about 6ve-sixths of the length of the costa, inner maigin straight, one-fouith longer 
than the outer maigin. None of the veins dilated at the base. Costal neivuie 
about half the length of the costa; j’z^^r^.fAz/nervuie with the fiist and second blanches fiee> 
arising befoie the anteiior extiemity of the discoidal cell, thud bianch arising fai beyond the 
cell, folloveed at a short distance by the fouith, which extends to the tip of the wing ; upper 
disco-celhdat ne; mle mumte and sub-6bhci\xe, middle and loimr disco-cellulars of neaily equal 
length, veiy sleiidei, and uniting into a cuive, closing the discoidal cell about the middle of 
the wing, by uniting with the thud median neivule at about the same distance from its base 
as exists between the fiist and second blanches. Hindwing, megulaily and bioadly ovate ; 
the costal margin produced in the middle into a consider able-sized lobe, outer margin stiongly 
scalloped, maigm foimmg only a slight gutter for the reception of the abdomen > 

p^mcosial neivuie short, cuived outwaids 5 costal nervure extending to the outer edge of the lobe, 
of which it follows the outline ; subcostal neivure arising just opposite to the picecostal, blanch- 
ing at a considerable distance fiom its base ; upper disco^celliilar nervule rathei short, almost 
transverse, arising at a distance fiom the base of the subcostal bianch about equal to the space 
between the base of the subcostal and its branch ; lozver disco-cellular slender, but distinct, 
more oblique than the upper disco-cellulai, and slightly cuived, closing the discoidal 
cell by its union with the thud median nervule at a very short distance from its oiigm ; 
the t/iif d median iwvuh considerably cuived after its union with the lower disco-cellular 
neivule. Forelegs, of the ?nale small and biush-like, densely haiiy, the taisus rather 
shelter than the tibia, cyhnducal, exaiticulate, and destitute of claws. Of the female 
considerably longer than those of the male, but articulated like the middle and hmd 
feet. Taisus aimed with short spines beneath. Clazos cuived, dilated at the base, horny, 
acute at the tips. Paronychia slendei, membianous, bihd, finely setose ; the outer division acute, 
the inner one shorter and raoie triangular. Pulvdlus broadly tiansveise, the base narrowed. 
Middle and hindlegs, modeiately elongated, thickly clothed with scales; femur hauy 
beneath ; tibia and tarsus armed beneath with short spines ; clams and their appendages formed 
exactly as in the forelegs of the female.” 

** Larva rather slender, suhcylrndrical, destitute of spines or points. Tail simple. 
Body finely pubescent, and very delicately shagreened, with pale longitudinal stiipes at 
the sides, very closely resembling those of the Pierince^ Pupa short, suspended by the 
tail, Thor ax- case rather gibbose in the middle of the back. Head-case not pioduced 
into a beak.” 

*‘The peculiai structure of the forelegs of this genus separates it fiom all the preceding 
genera, being impeifect and brush-like in the males, but aiticulated and furnished with 
clavs and then appendages in the females, exactly as m the tarsi of the hind feet. In 
other lespects, if the giadually clavated straight antennae and the elongated palpi is 
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excepted, theie is no chaiacter of impoitance to lemove this iiom i\\Q A^ymphalincs 
01 Kemeohnii<2, The stiuctme of the pai onychia, and the aiiangement of the veins of the 
wing, offer no distinction; but the laiva is entiiely like those of the Pieums, whilst the 
pupa IS simply suspended by the tail. If, theiefoie, this last named chaiacter is legaided 
as the piimaiy piinciple of classification of the Dimnal Lepidopteia, heie is a genus which be- 
longs to the great group having the chiysalis suspended. Its laiva, liowevei, evidently points 
out an affinity with \XiQPienn<zi whilst the stiucture of the feet, and the want of ocellated 
spots on the wings beneath, seem equally to point to the Lycienidcc ( Westwood^ 1 . c.) 

The genus Libyihea is in eveiy way peculiar Mr Doheity states* that the egg is 

ampullifoim, shaped like a soda-water bottle, twice as high as wide, foiming a short 

neck or stalk close to the apex, ladiate (having ribs diveiging fiom a point at the apex), 
with stiong and anastomosing iibs,” mthis respect being similai to the Pm turn or “ Whites b 
The laiva and pupa aie also stiikingly pieiid in foim, but the lattei instead of being gut 
across the middle as m that subfamily is fieely suspended by the tail In the perfect insect the 
shape of the palpi and antennce aie entirely peculiai and the neuiation is quite 

nymphalid, and so is the outline of the foiewing with its iiregulai outer maigin, but the 

foielegs ally this subfamily to the Lvca/itddB, being impeifect in the male, perfect in the female. 
As the structure of the forelegs is the primary chaiacter on which the classification of butter- 
flies is based in this work, the position of the subfamily will be immediately aftei the Nym^ha-' 
bncs^\.o which it is allied by its neuration and its fieely suspended pupa, and befoiethe Lyccsnuics^ 
to which it is also allied by the stiuctuie of its foielegs. Taking the egg as the basis of a 
pi unary division, Mr Doheity ( 1 , c,, p. io 8 ) places it in one group, the Pieiifoim, which includes 
this subfamily and the 2/2^ / dividing the buttei flies into gioups by the legs he places it 
after the Lyccsmda which immediately follow the Ny 7 nJ>hahniS, and afiei the Neineobmics but 
befoie the Pwt 7 t(Z^ and states that he has no doubt of the affinity of this lemaikable genus 
with the lattei subfamily. 

The genus is a small one, and contains about twelve species, of which one inhabits Noitli 
and one South America, one each in the West Indies and Mauutius, one occuis m the South 
of Europe and m Asia Minoi, one in Afiica, foui within Indian limits, but no species has been 
lecoided from the Malay Peninsula, the Andamans 01 the Nicobois, though seveial occiu in the 
Malay Aicliipelago. 

The diffeient species of Libythea aie singulaily uniform m size and outline as well as m 
colouiation, but the specific distinction in the maikings of the uppeiside aie clear and in most 
cases constant. They all vaiy flora a little undei two inches to a little ovei two inches m 
expanse; all have the same peculiar outline and stiongly falcated foiewing. All have the 
undeiside clouded and stiiated with similar piotective colouiation, vaiying in tone in each 
species but unifoim in style tliioughout the genus. In all the upperside is blown, bcaimg on 
each wing some tawny or whitish marks, and it is by the vaiiations in these markings that the 
different species are distinguished. 

E07 to tlio Indian species of Libythea. 

A. Forewing; veith <;treak in cell continued into first median interspace. 

Streak in cell of forewing and across disc of hindwing wide, the former extending well below 
median nervure and base of first median nervule, veins on streak concolourous with it. 

592. L. MVRRHA, Himalayas, Assam, Upper Tenassenni, Java, Borneo. 

b. Streak in cell of forewing and across disc of hmdwing narrower, the formei not at all or hardly 
extending below median nervure and base of Inst median nervule, veins on streak blackish. 

593. L. RAMA, South India, Ceylon. 

B. Forewing with streak in cell abruptly widened at its outer extremity, where it nearly fills end of cell, a 

large rounded spot beyond. 

594. L. LEPITA, Himalayas, Assam. 

C. Forewing with streak m cell reduced to a spot at its end, with another well-separated spot beyond, all 

the maikings whitish*

Description . Male. Upperside, both wings vinous-brown, almost blade, with tawny 
maikings. with a streak commencing nairowly at the base of the wing, occupying 

the lower half of the discoidal cell and upper half of the submedian inteispace, extending 
beyond the cell to near the outei margin of the wing and occupying the entire width of the 
first median interspace and the lower portion of the interspace a 1 >ove ; the streak outwardly 
broadly lounded and widest at the end of the cell • two subapical somewhat whitish spots placed 
obliquely, sometimes quite sepaiated, sometimes joined into a band, each spot sometimes almost 
divided into two by the veins, sometimes with a small diffused whitish spot at the extreme apex of 
the wing. Hindwing with a broad discal band -wide and diffused at the abdominal margin, else- 
wheie well defined, and giadually nai rowing towaids the apex of the wing which it does not 
quite leach, its apical extremity cuived and deflected towards the outer margin. Underside, 
much paler. Forewing with the tawny maikings as above but paler, the discal streak wider, 
occupying almost the entiie basal area of the cell, the apex iiiorated with puiphsh. Hindwtng 
with no tawny discal band, except as fai as visible by tianspaiency, iirorated throughout with 
purplish, which assumes the form of a more 01 less distinct band across the disc, and another 
fiom the middle of the costa to the middle of the cell, the whole wing thickly stiiated with dark 
brown. Female, palei throughout, the tawny maikings laiger, Ctha throughout ochieous- 
brown ; antennes, and body vinous-brown above, palei below. 

Mr. Wallace states (1 c ) that L, myrrha ** vaiies much in the width of the bands and 
the size of the spots 5 specimens fiom Ceylon [since desciibed as a distinct speciesj and South 
India have these veiy much leduced and paler, the apical spots being neaily white ; speci- 
mens from Borneo have the wings somewhat less falcate, and less dentate behind.” Some 
specimens from South India (Ootacamund, Cannanore and the Wynaad) are quite intermediate 
between this species and typical X. rama from Ceylon, other specimens fiom Ootacamund, the 
Pulni Hills and Travancoie, aie typical X, rama. In the outer Himalayas X. myrrha is raie 
in the west, but much cominonei to the east, generally frequenting sti earns, and often 
settling (as does also X. lepiUi) at the end of a dead stick with folded wings, in which 
position it exactly lesembles a dead leaf. It is a common species in Upper Tenassenm, 
Mr, Mooie recording it fiom Moulmem to Meetan, Hatsiega.” A specimen m my collection 
from Sumatra haidly differs fiom typical Indian ones, the maikings being ferruginous lather 
than ochreous only, and a little nairowei. 

S93‘ Libytliea rama, Moore

Habitat : South India, Ceylon. 

Expanse ; 1*85 to 2*15 inches. 

Description : ** Diffeis from X, myrrha m being somewhat smaller, the Jotewing less 
falcated below the apex, the upperside having the discoidal stieak and continuous spot 
very narrow, and the two sets of subapical spots widely separated and fenugiuous-white ; 
the stieak on the hirtdzvmg very narrow, shoit, and placed in the middle of the wing,” 
{Moore^ 1. c. in Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond.) 

Typical specimens from Ceylon, Travancore, the Anamalai and Pulni Hills, and some speci- 
mens from Ootacamund are quite distinct from X. myrrha^ but other specimens fiom Ootacamund, 
Cannanore and the Wynaad are quite mteimediate ; X, zama appears to be constant m 
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Ceylon and in the extieme south of the peninsula, but in South India its maikings giadually 
appioximate to those of L myiiha as its lange extends noithwaids, till m the Nilgais typical 
L mynha is met with. In Ceylon it is lecoided fiom the “ Cential Piovmces , hills 4,000 
to 6,000 feet, m forest lauds duung S.-W. Monsoon, May to Octobei. Daits about and settles on 
the giound. Shy and not veiy easy to capture” {HuichtsouY “ Plentiful about 3,500 feet and 
upwaids, on the loads and banks of same in vicinity of jungle” {MackwooS), “ Kandy and 
Dickoya” {Wade).

Description: ** Dif^eis (lom Zii^yikea 9 ka in the fenugmous stieak fiom base of 
foiewmg being divided into two poitions, the fiist being within the discoidal cell, the second 
a round teiminal spot beyond its extremity.” 1, c.) Not infiequently the terminal 

spot is joined to theiscoidal stieak, but the uppei and lower edges of this combined stieak 
are always highly megulai, the cell poition being shaped just like a tent-peg, while the 
streak 111 Zl. IS continuous, with even edges, so theie is no difficulty in distinguish- 

ing them. Ml. Doheity lemaiks (I c) that “The prehensoies [male anal clasping oigans] 
aie quite diffeient from those of L. rnyff/iaj fiom which species it seems perfectly distinct.” 

L leptia occuis thioughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas at moderate elevations, 
and theie is a single specimen from Assam in the collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta ; 
Colonel Swinhoe recoided it along with L. mynha^ fiom Bombay;* he infoims me,howevei,that 
this was a mistake. I krow of no othei locality wheie it is found within our limits, but it is 
the neaiest ally of the Euiopean Z, ceHts^ Fuessly, and probably extends through the uplands of 
Peisia and Asia Minoi. I have always found it moie abundant in individuals than Z, myirha,

Cilia throughout moie 01 less white, The mai.e does not differ fiom the female.

Five genera are included within oui limits; they piesent seveial pecnliai ities, which 
aie detailed further on, though all the species agiee in being small, the largest {A,fylld) being 
under two inches and a half in expanse, most of the lemamder being less than tw’o inches. 
All the Indian geneia diffei fiom the family NymphalidiB and the subfamily Ltbytk(^tnai in the 
Subcostal nervine of the hindwing giving off its bianch after the end of the cell instead of 
befoie Its end, except in two species m the genus Dodona^ This chaiacter appeals to me to be a 
veiy impoitant one, which has not hitheito been noticed 01 lecognized. The costal neivure of 
that wing IS invariably veiy shoit also, not extending beyond the middle of the costa, wheieas 
in Libythea and all the geneia of the Nympkahnce except most species of P^eptis^ it extends to 
the apex of the wing. 

In Ameiica most of the species of this subfamily and of the two following (the lattei 
being wholly Ameiican) have the habit of resting with wide outspiead wings on the 
underside of leaves, like Cy> estis.^ Shbochwna, and many species of Ilespe? ndce^ but some of 
the American and all the Indian species as far as known to me in the field rest on the 
upper side of the leaves (over which they frequently walk) with half-expanded wings; and 
all have an extiemely lapid flight, so fast indeed as to be very difficult to follow with the eye, 
but seldom for moie than a few yaids, when they settle again. Some species, Zmeios 
Jtegyas for instance, are enormously abundant in individuals wheie they occur.

The first genus of the subfamily, Zemeros, is easily distinguished, as the lower disco- 
cellular neivule of the hindwing joins the median nervuie at the point wheie the second 
and thud median neivules aie given off; in the other Indian geneia it always meets the 
median neivuie some little distance after the point wheie the second median nervule is emitted. 
In colouration the Indian species of is daik maroon or plum-colom, with numerous 

whitish spots spread over both surfaces. The next genus, Dodona^ always possesses an anal 
lobe to the hindwing, which distinguishes it at once from all the otliei geneia, theie is often a 
fine tail in addition. The colouration is dark brown 01 fuscous, with iiumeious spots, often 
arranged in bands. The genus Lajcita^ which has not as yet been lecorded from India, 
though three species occui in the Malay peninsula, is abundantly distinct, in that the male 
has the innei maigin of the foiewing highly convex, coveting a glandulai patch of diffeiently- 
foimed scales placed on a laige shining patch on the uppeiside of the hindwing below the 
costa, almost exactly resembling a similai charactei in the male of Mycalesis mtneus. 
In both sexes also the disco-cellulai neivules of the hindwing aie quite diffeiently placed 
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to those in the other Indian genera, being almost at right angles to the subcostal and median 
nervures. They are also moie brilliantly coloured on the uppeiside than any of the other 
Indian species of the subfamily. In the other three Indian genera, SlibogeSy Taxila, and 
Abisara^ I can find no constant structural feature by which to separate them. Stibogi’s has 
the lower disco-cellular neivule of the hindwing much longer than the upper, but so also have 
several species of Abisam^ but the colouiation of the foimer is veiy diffeient, the giound-colour 
being puie semi-transparent white, with a broad outer fuscous border, which extends along the 
costa of the forewing. Taxila can also be easily distinguished by its colouiation and markings, 
the upperside in the male is almost uniformly coloured, being dark plum, blackish or dark 
purplish-brown, the underside bright reddish-biown, with numeioiis biilliant bluish-silvery spots 
inwardly defined with black. The outer margin of the wings of the species of Taxila and of 
Stiloges is nearly even and entire, being slightly scalloped, the hindwing in Taxila shows a 
more or less pionouiiced tendency to a quadiate outline, in Stiboges it is regularly convex. The 
last genus, Abisara^ has the lower half of the outer margin of the hind wing produced between 
the third median nervule and the anal angle ; it contains two groups, the first group, which may 
be divided into two subgroups, has the disco-cellular nervules of the hindwing of unequal 
length, the upper one being much the shorter, the first subgroup (A. fylla) has the 
colouration deep brown, with an oblique pale band across the forewing, the hiiidwing less 
pioduced between the second and thiid median nervules ; the second subgroup {A. neophrovi 
and allied species) also has the oblique pale band across the foiewing, the colouration is brown 
or black, the produced portion of the hindwing terminating in a long tail between the 
second and third median neivules ; the second gioup {A, echemis and allies) has the disco- 
cellular nervules of the hind wing of equal length, the colouration is deep plum, with the 
produced outer margin of the hindwing abiuptly terminating in a blunt tooth at the third 
median nervule.

Head^ small, very finely hairy, front with a small truncated 
tuft; eyes, small, naked; palpi, very minute, almost hoiizoiital, not visible from above, 
the tip not reaching more than the level of one-fourth of the height of the eyes, rather thick- 
ly clothed beneath with hairs, the terminal joint not being visible, except on denuding the 
palpus ; antenna, short, and very slender, not more than half the length of the forewing, 
terminated by a short but distinct club, rather slender, obtuse at the tip, annulations very 
short, and finely ringed with white at the tip. Thorax, rather large, oval ; tippets truncate 
in front, finely hairy. ABDOMttt^, small, slender, scarcely more than half the length of the 
hiiidwing.

Hindwing, irregularly oval ; the outer ma?gin irregularly scalloped, and some- 
what truncate from the anal angle to the extremity of the third median nervule ; costal nervure 
not extending beyond the middle of the costa ; subcostal nervure arising near the body, but 
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ciiived at its base, being cleflexerl opposite the pirecostal iiervme, branching at a considerable 
distance from the base [beyond the end of the cell], the branch extending to the upper end of 
the fill St 01 outer scallop ; upper duco-celluUr netvitle shoit, ausing a little neaier the body 
than the branch of the subcostal, oblique ; htaer disco-cellular oblique, slightly longei than 
the upper, uniting with the median neiyure exactly opposite the base of the Ihiid bianch, which 
extends to the strongest of the angles foimed by the scallops of the iXM&xgm \ abdominal 
margin of the wing forming a very slight gutter for the leception of the abdomen. 
Forelegs, of the Tmle very small, and densely clothed with hairs ; farms simple. Of the female 
moie than twice the length of those of the male, slender, but well clothed with scales, so as to 
conceal the joints of the tarsus, which is about equal in length to the tibia, and is terminated 
by two small, distinct, very slendei claws Middle and hindlegs, slender, and lather short, 
clothed with fine scales ; femur of the middle pair considerably elongated, being as 
long as the tibia and half the tarsus ; farstts of the hind pair rather longer than the tibia ; 
tibial spurs very slender, shoit, and ncixte ; farsus armed beneath with veiy fine, short, acute 
setae ’* f IVeslztfood, 1 c ) 

Zemeros is a genus of but small extent, three species only having been described, and 
limited distribution. Only one species (Z occurs within oui limits ; it inhabits the 

Himalayas, Assam, Tenasseiim, Java, and China ; the other two fZ albipunctata and 
Z emesozdes') are found in the Malay Peninsula, Sumatra, and Borneo. Z» degyas and 
Z. alhpuiictaia are lich maioon above with black streaks and white spots placed between the 
veins. Z. effiesoides is of somewhat diffeient aspect, the outer maigins of the wings aie 
almost entiie, the colouration of the upperside is yellow, theie are no white spots, but the 
black streaks are abbieviated and developed into seven even bands acioss both wings.

Z, flegyas is a somewhat variable species even in the same locality, in some Sikkim 
examples the ground-colour is much duller than in typical specimens, all the maikings 
obscure, on the underside sometimes with three laige pale ocliieoiis spots near the apex 
of the forewing, the middle one the largest, divided by the subcostal nervuie and upper 
discoidal nervuie. It is a widely distiibuted species, occurung in the Himalayas from 
Masun eastwaids as fai as Upper Assam, in Sylhet, Cachai, and Tenasseum, reappearing 
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in Java; it is ajso lecoided fiom China. In the Malay Peninsula it is leplaced by the 
closely-allied Z. albtpinctata^ * which occuis also in Sumatia and Borneo. 

The fiiguie shows both sides of a male specimen fioin Sikkim in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

Z, emesoides occuis also in the Malay Peninsula and Borneo, and diffeis entuely fiom 
Z. jflegyas 2LVi6. Z, albipunctata. The giound-colour is ochiaceous, it has no white spots, 
and the black markings assume the foim of even black bands crossing both wings at regular 
mteivals.

In neuiation Dodona diffeis only fiom Zemeros in the lower disco-cellular neivule of the 
hind wing joining the median nervuie some little distance beyond the point where the second 
median neivule is given off. Forewing, evenly tiiangular, the inner iTiargin being usually equal 
in length to the outei, the costa veiy slightly arched, the outer margin even, sometimes slightly 
convex, sometimes almost straight, sometimes slightly concave. Hindwing, with the outer 
mat gin usually more or less scalloped, sometimes quite even, sometimes angled at the end of 
the thud median nervuie, the anal angle always pioduced into a lobe, often with a long fine 
tail at the end of the submedian neivuie. Palpi^ vaiiable, usually much longei than vsxZemeios ; 
antennce, with a distinct oval club. Sexes geneially alike. 

Dodona is a small, compact, and well-maiked genus, containing at present eight species, 
all of which aie included within our limits ; they occur in the Himalayas, Assam, and Sylhet, 
with two species fiom Buima. One species, D durga^ is in maikings something like the 
only Euiopean species in this subfamily, Nemeobiu^ lucinat Linmeiis ; all of them have the 
giound-colour of the uppeiside dark blown or fuscous, all but three with oiange or ochieous 
spots or bands in both sexes j in one of these latter the female has a white bar on the 
forewing only, all the maikings of the male being oiange, and m the remaining two species with 
a bioad white band across the disc of both wings with white spots beyond The genus is 
divisible into two distinct gioups, in one of which the anal lobe of the hind wing beais a fine 
tail outwaidly, the other gioup lacks this featuie. The genus is remaikable in having the 
palpi of very diffeient length, these aie veiy long in /?. dwga and A dipoea^ shoiter in 
A lonqicaudata, shoiter still m D adomra and D. eugenes^ shoitest of all in D. ouida and 
D egeon* The genus is still further abeirant in including two species which alone in the 
subfamily have the subcostal nervuie of the hindwing blanching befoie the end of the cell. 
These species are A. dipoea and A. longicaudafa, and not impiobably this is the case also in 
A. deodata^ which I have not seen. These two species belong to distinct gioups, the former 
having no tail to the hind wing, the latter with a veiy long one

Bindwing with the disco-cellulars maiked with an ocliteous line, an uregular discal senes of 
spots, a submaiginal and maigmal linear senes which coalesce above the anal lobe Under- 
side, both wmgs daik ochreous. Fo^ewing with the base and inner maigin fuscous, the 
base of the costa ochreous, also the base of the cell enclosing a black spot, other mai kings 
as above, except that the outer spots especially towaids the anal angle are of a deep orange, 
ffindwing with all the veins moie 01 less ochreous on the basal half, a short basal ochieous 
streak fiom the costa, another subbasal from the costa to the submedian fold, where it 
meets a fine ochreous line defining the fold, the latter joined at the base to anothei fine line 
on the submedian nervure, a short ochieous bar defining the disco-cellular neivules; a 
somewhat broad ochreous band fiom the second median neivule to the submedian 
neivure above the anal lobe, then lecuived and continued up the abdominal maigin to the 
base of the wing, inwaidly defined with black, the extreme edge of the abdominal margin 
ochieous, two short bands on the costa, the inner one defined with black, with another 
placed beneath and between them fiom the second subcostal to the second median neivule, 
the submarginal macular band as above but widened out anteiiorly and enclosing two black 
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spots divided by the discoidal neivule, maigmal band as above, the anal lobe and a spot 
beyond black ci owned with oiange C$dia white, tipped with black at the ends of the veins 
thioughont Fema-IE laigei, wings bioadei, outer margin of fore wing moie convex, apex 
less produced, mai kings similar thioughout. 

dutga is a veiy common species all ovei the outei langes of the Western Himalayas 
as far west as Muiiee and Kashmir, on the east Mr Doheity lecoids it as occuiiing in 
Kumaon generally, 2,500 to 8,000 feet ” 

598* Dodoaa dipcsa, Hewitson. (Plate XXIV, FiG. 116 ^). 

D dipoea,^ Hewitson, Ex. Butt , vol m, Dodona pi i, fig 3 (1866). 

Habitat : Masuu, Nepal, Sikkim, Upper Burma. 

Expanse : 1*55 to i 9 inches. 

Description : ^*Male Upperside, both wings dark brown. Forming with macular 
bands and spots rufous and white with a short lufous band neai the middle, and 

two submarginal bands of the same colour. Underside, both wings lufous-biown, 
Forming as above. Hindwing crossed near the base and inner maigin by three bands of 
paler coloui, the thud silvery neai its base : a silver spot on the middle of the costal margin, 
a band of pale blown below it which cuives upwards towaids the inner margin, and boulered 
inwaidly with black : beyond the middle a shoit band of white also boideied inwaidly with 
black, and below it a band of black which bends upwards to the inner margin when it 
leaches the anal lobe : tvvo black spots boideied above and below with white, and a submaigi- 
nal band of blown bordeied on each side with white ; the lobe black boideied with white.” 
{Hmiison^ 1 c.) Female. Laigei than the male, the apex of the forewing less pointed, 
the outer maigin convex instead of stiaight. Upperside, both wings with the maikings 
lathei moie prominent Underside maiked exactly as in the male. 

“ I have hesitated befoie descubing this as a species distinct from D egeon; they are 
alike oil the upperside, but whilst the undeiside of the hmdwing of H egeon is ciossed by 
bioad bauds of silveiy white without any maigin, this species has nariow bands of white 
maigined with black.” {Hmitson, 1 c.) 

Z?, diptEii is abundantly distinct fiom D, egeon^ not only do the diffeiences Hewitson 
points out exist, but D egeon has the maikings of the upperside tawny, that coloui being the 
predominating one on the hmdwing, and it has also a tail in addition to the anal lobe. 
Z>. dipoea is leally moie closely allied to D, engenes, but H eugenes has a tail, and the 
silvery bands of the undeiside of the hmdwing aie twice as bioad as m dtpoea. The 
maikings of dtpcea aie very similar in chaiactei to those of D, dnrga^ they are all much 
reduced however, and some altogetliei wanting. The subcostal nervuie of the hindwing 
branches befo? e the end of the cell. 

Z?. dtpxa has a limited lange as far as is known. It occurs in Masuri, Nepal, and is some- 
what common in Sikkim m October and November at about 6,000 feet elevation. 

Thefiguie shows both sides of a male Sikkim example in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

There are two male specimens jf a allied to Z). dtpceam the Indian Museum, 

Calcutta, obtained by the Yuiian Expedition in Upper Burma (piobably). They differ on the 
undeiside fiom Sikkim specimens of Z>. m having the ground-colour clear ochreous instead 
of daik brown, the maikings are similar m character, though smaller thioughout, but are pure 
white instead of ochieous and silveiy, and the anal lobe of the hmdwing divided into two 
by a white line through its middle. It may be a local race of D dtpcea, or it may be q^uite a 
distinct species, but I do not like to name it without knowing its habitat with moie certainty,

oblique; two white dots at apex. Hindmng with transveise discal and two nairow maigmal 
feiruginous bands ; anal lobe with a white bar and boidei. Underside dark fenuginous 
with the tiansveise baud'! less defined, yellow, teiminating on the costal margin 
in white spots; two apical white spots Mindwtng with bluish basal and puiplish medial 
transverse discal interrupted bands, the latter with an innei bolder of brown, each having 
a white spot on the costal maigin, that of the latter with a black inner border ; two nariow 
marginal brown bands, two black purple-bordeied dots at anteiioi angle, and black and 
white lines boideung the black lobe. Female. Upperside, both wings dull fuligmous- 
brown, somewhat black apically. Forewmg with medial bioad tiansverse discal oblique 
white band, and an outei or submarginal narrow interrupted fenuginous- white line ; two 
apical dots white Hmdwing with two matginal pale biown lines, terminated at the anteiior 
angle with two pale-bordered black spots ; anal lobe black.

(Moore^ 1 . c.) The outer margin of both wings is entire, not m the least scalloped. 

D, ouida is a widely-distributed species, occuinng at Masuii, in Sikkim, Bhutan, and east- 
wards to Upper Assam The sexes are more stiongly dilfeientiated than in any othei species 
of the genus, the male has three fenuginous bands on the foie wing, the outer one decidedly 
macular ; the female has one only, which is white.

Description : *• Male. Upperside, both ztnn^s daik biown, paler near the base. 
Forgiving crossed transversely by three paiallel equidistant lufous bands [the two inner ones 
broadly united near the inner margin] Bimiwing lobed at the anal angle ciossed obliquely 
by four narrowei bands of the same colour [the fiist, second and fouith long, uniting at the 
anal lobe, the third shoit, not extending below the second median neivuie] ; the anal lobe 
marked by two spots of black ; rufous above the lobe and spotted with black. Underside, both 
wings orange-yellow with the outer maigins dark brown ; crossed by five nairow daik 
brown bands, broken wheie the wings meet, Forewmg with a sixth shoit band beyond the 
third. Hindwmg with a sixth and seventh band near the inner maigin oiange neai the anal 
lobe and maiked with several black spots.*' {^Hewitson^ 1 c ) Female Upperside, forewutg 
with the lufous bands broader and paler, with a marginal apical senes of five small round 
rufous spots. Hindwmg with the black spots above the anal lobe in the male, amalgamated 
with the bands of the ground-colour crossing the wing Underside as in the male. 

D, adonira is a very beautiful and distinct species. The upperside is very similar to that 
of onida male, but the underside is pale yellow, crossed by numerous naiiow cleaily- 
defined dark brown bands, the hindwmg lacking the two lound black spots on the outer 
maigin, divided by the discoidal neivule, which occur m all the other species of the 
genus except D. Imgtcaudafn, It is a veiy rare species also with a veiy limited lange, 
having only been recorded from Sikkim and Bhutan. 

601. Dodoxia deodata, Hewitson.

Description; “Upperside, boih wings white, crossed near the base and parallel to 
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sui mounted by a black white-iiroiated space ending in a black spot on the abdominal maigin, 
which space is divided from the lobe by a white line. Ctha oi the foiewing biown, except 
a small portion near the inner angle, of the hind wing alternately biown and white. Body above 
deep blown, with a somewhat rufous collai ; beneath white, with a black median abdominal 
line Foielegs puie white, hindlegs with tibise and taisi ochiaceous. AnUnnce black, 
annulated with white/’ 

“This species seems neaiest allied to /). fiom which it may be leadily distin- 

guished on the upperside in having only one median white band, being m fact altogethei a much 
daiker insect. It is remaikable foi the length of its tails which are quite twice as long as those 
of jD. egeon^ which has them the next longest in the genus.” {de Nichille^ 1 c ) The type 
specimen is deposited in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and fiom it the figuie is taken, 
showing both sides ; there is another male taken in the same locality in Majoi Marshall’s 
collection, which diffeis in slight details fiom the type specimen, but the species is too well- 
marked to be mistaken. In this species, as in D. dipcca^ the subcostal neivure of the 
hindwing bifuicates befoa the end of the cell. 

603. IDodonSb ©gOOHj Doubleday, Hewitson.

Habitat: Nepal, Sikkim, Sylhet. 

Expanse ; 1*85 to 2*05 inches. 

Description ; Male. Upperside, fuscous, the basal aiea thickly irrorated 

with tawny ; markings tawny. A bioad band towards the end of the cell extending to the 
inner margin, then cuived outwaids and upwaids and joining a large quadrate spot m the 
submediau intei space and another in the interspace above , a large quadrate spot just beyond 
the end of the cell ; a smaller one placed outwardly below it m the second median mtei- 
space ; an irregular submarginal series of spots, those nearest the costa whitish 5 two small 
white spots at the apex divided by the fifth subcostal neivule. Hindmng with the ground- 
colour tawny, mai kings black. A discal band from the costa to the submedian nervure above 
the anal angle 5 another shorter one just beyond from the costa to the second median neivule 5 
the veins tawny, intersecting the black bands ; a subraarginal macular band ; the maigin black 
enclosing a fine tawny line ; anal lobe and tail deep black, outwaidly margined with white. 
Underside, both wings fenuginous-brown. forming with the base of the costa silvery, 
a broad silvery band towards the base of the cell, other markings as on the uppeiside but larger 
and clearer, those on the anterior half of the wing silvery, on the posterior half tinged with 
ochieous, four fine linear spots on the maigin from the upper discoidal to the fiist median 
neivule, also thiee discal suffused blackish spots withm the submarginal senes of spots fiom 
the thud median nervule to the submedian neivure. Hindzvmg with a basal silvery band 
extending down the submedian nervure to above the anal lobe, then recurved and extending 
up the abdominal area to the base of the wing ; a broader band beyond from the costa 
to the middle of the submedian interspace wheie it ends m a point, bioad est m the middle \ 
a costal spot ; a discal hand in continuation enclosing the disco-cellular nervules from the 
second subcostal nervule to above the anal lobe where it is recurved and extends up the 
extreme abdominal margin to the base of the wing ; a laige wedge-shaped band beyond 
fiom the second subcostal to the second median nervule— all silvery ; two lound black spots 
on the margin, broadly sun outtded with silvery divided by the discoidal nervule; some indis- 
tinct blackish spots below, beyond which are two indistinct whitish maiginal lines ; the 
anal lobe and tail black, narrowly edged with white, the anal lobe with a broad white 
line bounding it inwardly, then a zigzag black line extending to the first median neivule, 
with a short black and white bar above on the abdominal margin, and a large grey space 
irroiated with white. The female is apparently unknown. 

D» egeon is a rare species. It may be distinguished from all the other species of the 
genus by the prevailing colour of the hmdwmg being tawny. Mr. Otto Moller and„ Major 
Marshall each possesses a single specimen from Sikkim, and theie are two from Nepal and one 
from Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta ; these are all the specimens I have seen. 
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604. Dodona eu^eaies. Bates. 

D, eugenes^ Bates, Journ. Linn. Soc., Zoology, vol. ix, p. 371 {1867) ; id., Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 
1882, p, 244; id., Swinhoe, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond., 1885, p. 130, n. 46. 

Habitat : Outer Himalayas from Murree to Bhutan, Assam. 

Expanse : 1*5 to 1*9 inches. 

Description: “Male. Closely allied to D.egeon, Wings of the same shape, and 
the form of the tail of the hindwing the same. Upperside dark, blackish bio vvn. Forming 
with a narrow line across the middle (touching neither the costa nor the hind maigin), a curved 
streak near the hind angle, and about thirteen small spots pretty equally distributed over the 
apical half of the wing ; all these maiks are whitish, except the transverse line and marks 
near the hind angle, which are slightly tinted with reddish tawny. Himiwing with the outer 
poition traveised by four indistinct brownish- tawny lines, converging from the costa towards 
the anal angle ; at the apex are two black spots edged with light brown. On the broad, 
square lobe at the anal angle is a quadrate black spot, a slender tail arising from its outer 
edge. Underside, the wings are precisely similar to those of D. egeon^ being tawny brown, 
with stripes and spots of white, silky and shining on the hindwing and costa of forewing.” 

“The species seems to have been confounded hitherto with D. eg^on; but the very 
different colour and small dimensions of the stripes and spots of the upperside well distinguish 
it.” {BateSfhc.) 

In D, eugenes the outline and markings of the upperside are almost identical with those 
of D. dipoea, the narrow tail beside the lobe being the only distinguishing feature, on the 
underside although the markings are as stated above precisely similar to those of D, egion, 
they are narrower and less conspicuous, and the silvery band on the hind wing covering the 
disco-cellular nervules is continued uninterruptedly to the costa. The markings of the underside 
of D, dip(£a are also identical in pattern, but the whitish bars are in D, dipcea still more reduced, 
especially on the hind wing, where they are narrow and inconspicuous. It has a wide range, it 
has been recorded from Bombay by Colonel Swinhoe, but he informs me that this is probably 
erroneous. It occurs throughout the outer ranges of the Himalayas from Murree to Bhutan. 
In Major Marshall’s collection is a single male taken at Shillong in July, The female differs 
from the male only in being larger, the wings broader, the apex of the forewing more rounded, 
and the outer margin of that wing convex instead of concave ; all the markings larger and paler. 
In Simla this species occurs in the summer, the females hybernating and appearing again 
early the next spring. It is probably the next commonest species to D. durga,

rounded outer margin broad, costal nervure of forewing terminating abruptly at about the 
middle of the costa, opposite to the end of the discoidal cell ; subcostal nervure with five 
branches, the last two forking to apex \ upper radial nervule emitted from the inferior margin 
of the subcostal near its origin lower radial nearly equally dividing the disco-cellular s^ which 
are concave 5 second and thbd median nervviles emitted near together ; proscostal nervure oi 
HINDWING short, oblique, directed backwards ; costal nervure short, straight, oblique, termi- 
nating at basal third of costa ; subcostal nervure forking beyond the end of cell, the upper 
fork running close to the margin from the second third of costa ; radial nervule emitted close 
to the subcostal, reducing the upper disco-cellular nervule to a point 5 lower disco-cellular long, 
oblique, nearly straight ; second and third median nervules emitted nearer together than the 
first and second. Body, slender : eyes, prominent j antenncs, slender, submoniliformt ; palpi, 
very small. Type, Stiboges nymphidia,^^ {Butler, 1 . c.) 

* This is surely a mistake ; the subcostal nervure origioates from the base of the wing, the upper radial ner- 
vule Has a common origin with the middle disco-cellular nervule (the upper disco-cellular is wanting ia this genus) 
from a point on the subcostal nervure beyond the base of the second subcostal nervule. 

t Moniliform, constricted at the joints so as to resemble a strmg of beads, from momle, a necklace j 
svnMONiUFORM, somewJxat constricted, 
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This diagnosis is evidently diawnup fiom a female specimen, though the sex is not stated. 
In the male the inner and outer margins of the foiewmg aie exactly equal in length, the 
latter is nearly straight, not stiongly convex as in the female, and the apex veiy acute not 
lounded. It has no secondaiy sexual chaiacteis. The hmdwing is much less broad than m 
the female. 

Stiboges is a very remarkable genus, the giound-coloui being semi-transpaient snow-white, 
with a bioad outer fuscous boidei spotted with while. It contains but a single species, which 
occuis m Bhutan, on our North- Eastern frontier, and at Penang. 

605. StiTsOgfeS tiymplxidia, Butler. (Plate XXIV, Fig. 119$),

Description : Male and female. “ Both wings semi-tiansparent, snow-white. Fore^ 
wing with bioad costal and external daik biown boideis, sinuated internally ; two iriegular 
submarguial senes of unequal white spots. Mtndwing with a bioad [dark brown] outei boidei, 
undulated internally ; a sinuated disco-submaiginal lunulated pale blown line i a submarginal 
seiies of elongated white spots. , 5 ^i(|/daik brown. Underside as above. [C/AVt long, white, 
very broadly on the fore wing, less so on the hind wing, maiked with dark brown at the ends of 
the veins] Le^s, palpi^ and Tjenter white.” {Butler^ 1 . c.) 

The Indian Museum, Calcutta, possesses a worn male specimen fiom the Khasi Hills, and a 
female example from the Naga Hills j from the latter the figiiie is taken, and shows both sides. 
Mr A. V, KnyvetPs native collectors obtained a single female example on June loth beyond 
Buxa in Bhutan. It was oiiginally described from Penang, and is evidently a very laie species.

** Body, robust j wings ^ large ; head ^ broad, front with a broad transversely truncated tuft, 
extending over the base of the antennse 5 eyes^ smooth, naked ; antenna, moderately long 
and slender, with short joints, the base of each slightly annulated with white, terminated 
by a long, slender club, ending in a fine point directed outwaids 5 palpiy shoit, not, or scaicely, 
visible in front of the face when seen fiom above, finely scaly, basal joint much curved, finely 
hairy beneath, terminal joint very small. Thorax, robust, finely hany at the sides and beneath. 
Abdomen, rather short. Forewing, subtnangular, or subtiiangulaily ovate ; costal margin 
slightly convex ; apex rounded, or subacute. Veins neaily arranged as m Zema os ; the first and 
second subcostal novules arising befoie the anterior extremity of the discoidal cell, and the third 
and fourth at considerable distances beyond it ; tipper disco -celhilar nervule obliterated, middle 
disco-cellular and the upper discoidal nervules aiising together at a little distance beyond the 
second subcostal nervule j the tniddle and lower disco-cellular nervules forming a nearly continu- 
ous curve, the latter uniting with the third median neivule at a very shoit distance beyond its 
oiigin. Hindwing, with the outer margin entue, rounded, and very slightly scalloped ; the 
costal nejvure scarcely extending beyond the middle of the costal maigm ; the hrst subcostal 
nei'vuh arising considerably beyond the upper disco-cellular neivule 5 lower disco-cellular nervule 
uniting with the third median nervule at a short distance fiom its origin. Forelegs, of 
the male short, slender, and very densely clothed with soft hairs, foimmg a thick biush. 
Of the female twice as long, slender, scaly j tarsus well aiticulated, terminal joint small, 
oval, armed beneath with a senes of veiy minute spines, and at the tip with two, 
legularly foimed, much curved claws, acute at the tip, not above one-fourth of the length 
of the joint; puhilhts large and leathery. Middle and hindlegs, moderately long, 
slender, and scaly ; femur hairy beneath, of the middle pair of legs elongated ; tihal 
spurs very minute, or obsolete ; claws small, very strongly curved, broad at the base, with 
a deep notch at the base of the apical acute portion ; veiy slender, obliquely 
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tunicate, the outer poition of the tiuncation armed with numeious long \ pilvillus 
bioad, shoit, dilated at the extremity {Westwood^ 1 . c.) 

Westwood placed several species m the genus Taxila^ winch aie now included in the 
geneia Dodona and Abisata Mr. Distant in his ** Rhopalocera Malayana” places under 
Abtsma^ the species which I have aiiinged in this genus, but as they diffei in the outline of 
the wings fiom typical Abisara and also in maikings, I have thought it advisable to keep 
these geneia distinct The species which I have retained in the genus Taxila all have the 
hindwing more evenly lounded, haidly angled, not lohed, 01 tailed, and the undeiside is 
furnished with biilliant bluish-silveiy spots. The male of T, thuisfo and the female of T, 
have a very “ like” angle at the termination of the thud median neivule, 

veiy similar to that in the female of A. fylla^ but not nearly so prominent as in the 
A fieophion and A, echentis groups, but the maikmgs of both upper and underside aie 
sufficient to prevent confusion among the two geneia. The males have no secondary sexual 
chaiacteis,

Foieiving with the apex paler, an 
oblique bluish fascia ciossing cell j a number of 11 regularly-shaped blue and black discal 
spots aiianged in three senes, the outer most distinct, consisting of six spots divided by 
the nervules, the uppei thiee being veiy pale, and a submaiginal series of linear blue spots 
margined with black situated between the nervules ; the cilia black. Hmdwing with a 
tiansverse bluish fascia ciossing cell and extending to neai costa, and with a number of 
irregularly-shaped blue and black discal spots as on the forewing, of which the outer are the 
most pi eminent, and which aie placed between the neivules ; submaiginal linear spots as on 
forewing, and the ciha black. Body above concolourous with wings, beneath somewhat paler ; 
legs ochiaceous.” {Distant^ 1 . c.) “ Female. Upperside, both ivings rufous, clouded at the 
base, crossed transveisely beyond the middfe by a band of oblong black spots, each spot marked 
with dull blue — those near the costal margin of the forewing interrupted by five white spots ;

Dr. Andeison obtained several specimens of this species in the Meigui Archipelago 
during the cold weather ; Captain Adamson took a single female in October at Natchoung 
in Upper Tenasserim which is now in Major Marshall’s collection ; and there is a single male 
in the collection of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Tavoy, which differs from typical 
specimens in having the silvery spot on the underside in the subcostal interspace of the 
forewing showing on the upperside as well. 

T, ihnisto is a smaller insect than 71 fasciata, the inner margin of the forewing propor- 
tionally longer, giving that wing a squarer appearance j the hindwing too is distinctly quadrate, 
showing an approach to Ahsara» The ariangement of the spots in legular bauds on the 
underside will immediately distinguish it from 71 /asciata.

Underside has all the bluish- silvery 
markings less distinct, then innei black spots obsolete, Fo) ewing with the oblique subapical 
white band moie legulaily-maiguied. 

T, fasaata is veiy closely allied to T haqumns which occuis m the Malay Peninsula 
as well as in Java and Borneo ; the two species will almost ceifcainly heieaflei be found to meige 
into one another * Theie is a single male specimen of T. fasctata in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, obtained by Dr. Andeison in the Meigui Aichipelago m December, and a male and 
two females fiom Tavoy ; in Major Maishall’s collection are a male taken in the 
Thoungyeen forests in December, one in the Meplay valley in October, two females m the 
Thoungyeen forests m Febiuaiy and May respectively, and one m the Donat range m 
January, all by Captain C. T. Bingham. 

In the Malay Peninsula occui three very beautiful species of buttei flies, which belong 
to the genus Laxiia\ of Butler. They differ from all the other species of the subfamily 
in having in the male a glandulai patch of differently-formed scales much as in many species 
of Mycalesis placed on the upperside of the hindwing below the costa, and the inner margin 
of the forewing strongly convex to cover this patch. The markings of the undeiside aie 
somewhat similar to those of Taxila,

Forewing, triangular ; costal margiit gently arched, ouUr margin straight or slightly 
convex, inner margin nearly straight, equal in length to the outer maigin, apex pointed. 
Costal nervtue shoit, reaching the middle of the wing ; subcostal neivure giving ofiF its first and 
second branches close together before the end of the cell, the third nearer to the origin of 
the fouith than to the end of the cell, the fourth reaching the apex of the wing ; discoidal cell 
broad, short, the disco-cellular nervules being emitted at less than half the length of the wing 
from the base ; upper disco-cellular nei vule wanting, middle and lower disco-cellulars of equal 
length, together forming a complete arch, and the lower joining the median nervure after 
the origin of the second median neivule ; submedian nei'vure slightly sinuous. Hindwing, 
subovate ; costal margin strongly arched at base, thence nearly straight, outer margin evenly 
rounded and slightly scalloped in the male, slightly angled at the termination of the third 
median nervule in the female {A. fylla\ moie strongly scalloped and produced into a long 
tail at termination of third median nervule {A. neophron and allies), or, least of all scalloped, 
but the wing stiongly angled at the third median neivule [A, echerius and allies). Prcecostal 
nei^we simple, curved outwardly, costal nervure short, reaching the middle of the costa, 

spots and streaks. Forewing with a submargmal black line becoming macular an teiiorly, the inner margin 
broadly shining fuscous. with the extieme margm black, then a pink line, then a bbck line, then 

an ochreous line, and lastly a black line. Female differs from the male on the upperside in being of a paler 
shade of crimson. Forewing with the inner margin straight, not lobed, a very indistinct paler fascia towards 
the apex. Hzndwing with no glandular patch below the costa, a submarginal even black line replacing the 
black diffused patches in the male extending on to the forewmg as far as the first median nervule, otherwise as 
in the male.

1 c ) The type of the genus, A. echennSi Stoll, was desciibed fiom China, In India the genus, 
as pointed out by Bates, falls into thiee distinct gioups ; the fiist gioup which was placed in the 
gtnyx^Sospita by Hewitson contains a single species in India, it has an oblique discal band acioss 
the foiewing, yellow in the male, and white in the female, and the lnndwing evenly rounded, not 
angled (except slightly so in the female) or tailed. The next gioup, which contains A neophron 
and A, chela in India, and A* savtin in the Malay Peninsula, has not, as far as I am awaie, been 
generically separated ; these species also have an oblique di$cal band acioss the forewmg, but 
it is white in both sexes, and the hindwing is produced into a long tail at the end of the thud 
median neivule, the base of it wide, extending to the first median nervule ; both these gioups 
are absent from Peninsular India, Ceylon, and the Andamans " and Nicobars, but occur 
throughout the Eastern Himalayas and eastwards to Assam, and thence southwards to the Malay 
Peninsula. The last group, which contains the typical Ahsaras, is rich plum colour in 
the male, and magnificently glossed with purple in certain lights, generally paler in the female 
with no purple gloss, usually with some pale bands acioss the forewmg, paiallel to the outer 
margin, not obliquely placed, the hindwing bluntly angled, but not tailed at the end of the 
third median nervule, the outer margin being produced from the tip of the angulation to the 
anal angle, giving a quadiate appearance. They occur sparingly in the outer Himalayas, Assam, 
and almost throughout Eastern and Peninsular India, in Ceylon, the Andamans and Nicobars, 
Buima, the Malay Peninsula, Java and China. The species of this group are all closely 
allied, many of those which have been descubed are doubtfully distinct.

Description : Male, Upperside, hotJi wings and czUa dark brown. Forming with a 
straight even straw yellow band commencing at the middle of the costa and almost reaching 
the inner angle, its lower poition narrower and slightly recurved ; a pale brown submarginal 
line often bearing anteriorly two minute yellow spots divided by the fourth subcostal nervule, 
often with two additional similar spots near the margin divided by the fifth subcostal nervule, 
and the cilia beyond white. Hindwing with a pale brown curved discal band, a series of six 
marginal black spots inwardly defined with pale brown, and outwardly bearing a pure white dot, 
of which the two upper ones divided by the disdoidal nervule are always largest, the next two 
divided by the second median nervule always smallest and often obsolete, the last two at the 
anal angle placed in the submedian interspace always present. There is sometimes a seventh 
small spot without a white dot between the subcostal nervules. Underside, both wings paler 
throughout, but similarly marked, except that the hindwing has a faint subbasal line. Female 
similarly marked to the male, but much paler, the discal band on the forewing very variable 
in width and pure white or just tinted with palest yellow, and reaching the costa (in the 
male it does not reach it), wider anteriorly and tapering to a point posteriorly; the wing 
broader, apex less produced, outer margin convex. Body concolourous with the wings 
both above and below, the eyes with a pure white streak at the sides, the frontal tuft of the 
head also with a pure white streak on both sides, the palpi pale brown, the antenncs 
dark brown, annulated with white, the club with a white bar above near its tip. 

A^fytla occurs in Masuri and the Dehra Dhun ; Mr. Doherty took it at Askot, the Dhoaj 
Eastern Kumaon, 4,000 to 7,000 feet 5 it is common in Sikkim at low elevations, in Buxa, and 
in Assam, the Naga Hills, Cherrapunji, and Sylhet ; it was taken by Captain C. T. Bingham in 
the Upper Thoungyeen forests in Upper Tenasserim in March, and was also brought by the 
Yunan Expedition. In shape and markings it has no near allies, and might perhaps be 
advantageously placed in the genus Sospita of Hewitson, of which it forms the type.

Description; “Male. Upperside, 5 ^?^ rufous-hrown. crossed trans- 

versely at the middle by a broad band of white, and obliquely beyond the middle 
by a narrow, obscure, rufous band ; the outer margin pale from the middle to the 
anal angle, traversed by a dark line. Bindwing tailed, crossed beyond the middle and near 
the outer margin by waved rufous bands, two large black spots at the apex, separated by a 
line of orange, a submarginal band of white traversed by a black line, the tail white. 
Underside as above.” (^Hewitson, 1 , c.) Female differs from the male only in being paler 
throughout, the discal band of forming usually broader, always reaching the costa (in 
some male specimens it does not quite touch it), the lower of the two black spots on the 
upperside of the hindwing divided by the discoidal nervule posteriorly defined with an orange 
line, as indeed it often is in the male^ two oval spots on the margin divided by the first median 
nervule inwardly defined with whitish, outwardly by pure white, with a marginal white line 
beyond ; cilia more or less white. 

A. neophron is not uncommon in Sikkim at low elevations ; it occurs also in Assam, 
Sibsagar, the Naga Hills, and Sylhet, and was brought by the Yunan Expedition,

outwardly circled with white, the lower one marked anterioily and posteiioily with white ; the

Hindwing marked as above, but the 
space fiom the discal band to the maigin morated with white, the outer poition of all the 
veins orange. Female. Upperside, both wmgs palei than in the male, tinged thioughout 
with ferruginous, the veins of the hindwing moie broadly marked with oiange. Underside 
with the same differences as above.” 

Allied to A. neojthron, Hewitson, which occurs in the same places with it, and in Sikkim 
in the same months ; diffeis from it in its smaller size, usually broader discal band on the fore- ' 
wing, the submaiginal line usually more prominent, and always ending anteriorly m a white 
spot, which is never the case in A. neophron; markedly also in the length of the tail, it being 
fully twice as long in A, neophron as it is in chelaF {de Niciville^ 1 . c.) 

Mr. Otto Holier has obtained numerous specimens of this species at low elevations in 
Sikkim % there is a single male specimen fiom Sylhet in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

An allied species occurs in the Malay Peninsula, which differs chiefly from At neophron 
and At chela in its paler colouration throughout ; the discal band of the forewing on the upper- 
side is much blurred and very indistinct, as is also the submarginal band, which in A, savxtri 
is even broader than the discal band, m the Indian species it is a mere line. A description of 
it IS given below.* 

The remaining species all belong to the typical group of the genus Abisarat The type 
of the genus and of this group is the P, echerius of Stoll (Supplement to Cramer^s Pap Ex.,

Hindwtng with two broad pale fasciae 
continuous to those of the forewing, the first somewhat curved and extending to the abdominal margin, the 
second situated near the outer margin and containing two large black spots with whitish surroundings separated 
by the discoidal nervule, a smallei spot situated between the subcostal nervules, and two small and subobsolete 
spots at angle ; marginal linear fasciae as on forewing, the outer margin long and linearly caudate at apex 
of upper median nervule, this prolongation being white. Underside as above. Body and legs more or less

Mr, Hewitson vaguely gives India as the habitat of ms A susa. It was described almost simultaneously 
by Dr Felder under the name of A savitn, by which name the species should be known I prefer to unite 
them under one species as has been done by Messrs Bates and Kirby, and by Hewitson himself, as I can 
find no character by which to divide them except the ground-colour which is darker as is usual in Mr Hewit- 
son^s figure of a male than it is m Mr Distant’s figure of a female, the latter author apparently considering 
them distinct species, as he does not mention A, snsa He probably followed Mr. Butler, who remarks that 
At samtri is quite distinct froii^he Indian species, A, susa of Hewitson." The male is also unknown to Mr. 
Distant. 
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pi. XXXI, figs, I, ia,mak; t 6 , female (1790), desciibed from China. Stoll’s figuies are veiy 
lough, so I am quite unable to say in what particulars his species diffeis from Indian ones, 
and until almost recently his name was used for the Indian species. The style of maildngs is 
identical 111 all the foims desciibed fiom India, except perhaps A, Ufasciala^ which has the bands 
on the underside moie Innately macular than the lest. If the localities of the specimens aie 
known they can be named, Noithein Indian specimens must be A, sitffusa^ because no other 
foims have been desciibed from theie ; similarly specimens caught in Tenasseiim must be 
a 7 tg 2 tlaia (_A ahtormts is, m my opinion, an easily lecognisable occasional vaiiely of this fbim) ; 
specimens fiom the Andamans must be A. bifasciata ; if caught in Ceylon they must be 
A^ptunosa, but in South India confusion is likely to aiise, if caught in the extreme south 
they will be A piunosa^ but fuithei noith they may be A prunosa^ A, ft ate) na^ or A, suffura, 
A^p)U)tosa may typically be lecognised by its larger size and intense puiple shot in the male. 
Mr. Moore has pointed out what he consideis to be the points of diffeience between A. prunasa 
and A fiaterna^ also between the Tenasseiim A, angulata and A. suffusat but what the 
diffeiences aie between A, suffusa and A fraterna I am quite unable to say, unless the inner 
band on the upperside of the forewmg being angulated in A, sti/fusa and lounded in A, fraterna 
should prove sufficient to distinguish them. To sum up the six species desciibed fiom India, 
In my opinion A* bifasciata might peihaps be kept distinct, though I possess a female specimen 
fiom Akyab in British Burma which is almost indistinguishable from it; prunosa is 
typically veiy distinct, and that name might be used for Ceylon and Tiavancoie specimens ; 
but all the rest should, I think, be named .< 4 . eckerins until at any late the differences, if any, 
between that species and the Indian ones are pointed out, when the latter might be called 

kattsambt^ which is the oldest of the names applied to the Indo-Malayan forms. In the 
detailed descriptions below I have given Mr. Mooie’s localities only for each in the headings* 

611. Abisara iDifasclata, Moore. (Plate XXIV, Fig. 118 $),

Habitat : South Andamans. 

Expanse • <J , i7to 2*2 ; $ , 2’0 to 2*2 inches. 

Description ; “Fiom the Malayan A, kausanibif Felder, it diffeis on the upperside in the 
discal tiansverse bands being sinuous, which are prominent in the female, and in that 
sex the two bands on the foremmg aie separated and bioadly white anteuoily ; the upper and 
lower spots on the hindwmg aie also larger. Underside, the bands aie bioader and sinuous,, 
and on the kindwing are but two anterior spots instead of thiee.” (^M'oore, 1 , c ) Regarding 
this latter point, the two male specimens of A. kausambi I possess have three spots on the 
underside of the hind wing anteriorly, while all the South Andaman male specimens in our 
collections possess but two ; in the females from the Andamans, however, there are always 
three spots. 

There are numerous specimens of this species in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, collected 
at Port Blair by the late Mr, A. de Roepstoiff, and one specimen fiom Kar Niccbar. As 
no second specimen has been received fiom the lattei locality, it is probable that the first one 
was captuied in the Andamans. 

The figure shows both upper and undersides of a male Andaman example in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta. 

6x2 AMsa^a anralata, Moore. 

A, angulata^ Moore, Proc. Zool. Soc. Lond , 1878, p. 833. 

Habitat ; Above Ahsown, Hatsiega, Naththoung to Paboga, Upper Tenasseiiote. 
Expanse ; 1*92 inches. 

Description ; “From A , kausambi f Felder, of the Malay Peninsula, this species differs

side the discal bands are angled in the middle, the inner band being naiiowly bordered with 
biownish white at its costal end only in the male, its entire length in the female.” 

“ An entirely different insect fiom the Andaman A. hifasciata^ Moore” (^Moore^ 1 . c.) 
A, angulata can hardly be said to be “an entirely different insect” from A. hfasciata , m the 
male of the lattei species the pale bands on the uppeiside of the forewmg are slightly more 
prominent, on the undeiside also they are more prominent, wider and more Innately macular, 
the ground-colour is also paler ; in the female the bands on the upperside, especially anteiiorly, 
aie more prominent, being wider and paler. All the above-given points of distinction aie 
really very slight, and without knowing the localities fiom which the specimens came, it 
would be difficult to distinguish between some specimens oi A, angulaia and hfasciata. 

In Majoi Maishall’s collection is a long series of this species taken by Captain C. T. 
Bingham in different parts of Upper Tenasserim. The species is very close to, if indeed 
separable {xomj A. suffusa , the males are somewhat daiker and richer colouied, the discal 
bands in the female both above and below more distinct. One male fiom the Donat Range 
has the inner discal band on the underside of the forewmg prominently outwardly defined 
with white, showing in this lespect an appioach to A, abmrmis. The presence or absence 
of the black spots on the uppeiside of the hmdwing is veiy inconstant. 


613- Alaisara alsiiormls, Moore. 

A. oBnormiSi Moore, Proc. Zook Soc. Lend., 1883, p. 532, pi. xlix, fig. 3, male. 

Habitat: Moulmein. 


Expanse : 1 z inches. 


Description: “Male. Upperside, both wings dark plum-colour. Forewmg vtiWx 2i. 
series of distinct whitish spots outwardly bordeiing the medial dark angular fascia, its lower 
border pale, and the submarginal fascia also distinctly pale. Hindwing less angular on 
middle of the exterior margin, the apical and anal black spots very indistmct. Underside 
with a very distinct white angular medial fascia crossing both zvings ; the submarginal line 
on fofewing also whitish and slender. Hmdwing with a continuous marginal row of black 
conical white-boideied spots.” (Moore, 1. c.) 

In Major Marshall’s collection is a male specimen of this species from Rangoon, which 
diffeis only fiom Mr. Mooies description m having three anteiioi and two posterior black 
spots on the underside of the hmdwing, the spots on the median in tei spaces as usual being of

“The females of this species vary considerably in the size and distinctive character of the pale subapical 
i^aa to the forewmg. The most strongly marked or albinic specimens in my collection are from Province 
Wellesley, whilst the most melanic forms I possess are from Malacca and North Borneo. The most interesting 
fact in connection with the geographical distribution of this species is its presence, unmodified and distinct, in 
Eastern Africa. The late Mr Hewitson received it from the Zambesi, and subsequently it reached my hands 
contained m a small collection made in the neighbourhood of L*ake Nyassa.” {Ptstant, 1 . c ) 

In my collection is a single male speamen of this species from Malacca which is entirely unmarked on the 
upperside j another male however in the Indian Museum, Calcutta, from Perak, has the two discal pale bands 
of the underside of the foiewing showing through, the anterior portion of both of them, but especially the outer, 
IS widened out into a broad diffused fascia above the thud median nervule , and there are two subapical and two 
subanai black spots on the upperside of the hmdwing These two specimens caught m a limited area are probably 
as distinct as any two described from India by Mr. Moore. ^ ^ 
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the colour of the ground defined outwardly with white. I think A» abmrmU will 
heieafter be found to be an occasional variety or aberiation of A* angulata^ 

614. Ahisara stlffusa, Moore.

Habitat: Chumba, 10,000 feet {Moore); Bariackpore (Rothney)^ 

Expanse : i 62 ; $ , i '5 inches, 

Description : ** Allied to A. angulata^ Moore. Smaller, the male being of a deeper 
tint, with the fasciae stiaighter and suffused with grey. Female of a much duller colour 
and suffused with giey, the medial transveise daik fascia less angular on both wings ^ and the 
outer fasciae much less distinct, broader and more suffused.” {Moore^ 1. c.) 

I possess specimens of this species from the Kangia Valley ( Hocking)^ Masuri, Fyzabad, 
Malda, Calcutta, Bhutan, Orissa, Karwar and Rutnagheriy in Bombay, Ootacamund and 
Akyab. It is more than probable that a long series of specimens will show that A» suffusa 
merges into A.fraterna in Western India, A. prunosa in the extreme south of the Peninsula, 
and into A, angulata in Upper Tenassenm and Burma. All these supposed distinct species 
may be lecognizable at their head-quarteis, but on the boundary lines separating them it is 
probable that the distinctive characters of each aie lost. 

615. Abisara fraterna, Moore. 

A fraUma.^ Moore, Proc Zool. Soc. Lond., 1883, p. 532. 

HABITAT: Bombay. 

Expanse: ^,1*625 $, 1*5 inches. 

Description: Nearest to the Ceylonese A* prunosa^ but smaller. Male duller- 

colouied, fascia broader. Female of a biighter red colour, the transverse medial dark 
fascia more decidedly angular in the middle, the two outer fasciae and the marginal line 
whitish.” ( Moore, 1. c.) 

In the Indian Museum, Calcutta, are two female specimens of this species from Karinja, 
Bombay, which agiee with the above desciiption, but others from Bombay in Major Marshall’s 
and my collection agree exactly with Calcutta specimens of A^ suffusa and some Ceylon ones 
of A,prunosa» 


616. Abisara prixziosa, Moore.

Description. “Diffeis from the Malacca species, Felder, in the male 

having more prominent darker bands on the forewing and prominent black spots on the 
hindwing. Female differs also m its paler colour, and uniformly pale transveise discal bands 
without any trace of white at their costal end.” {Moore, 1 . c in Pioc, Zool. Soc. Lond.) 
** Male. Upperside, deep brownish- purple, with slightly paler transverse discal 

fasciae. Mindwing with two subapical and two smaller subanal pale-bordeied conical black 
spots maigined outwardly by a delicate white line, and two intervening pale conical marks. 
Female duller coloured, the discal fasciae and a marginal line paler, and more distinct ; conical 
spots on the hindwing piomment. Underside paler, similar in tint and markings to the 
npperside.”

In Ceylon occurs in the “Western and Central Piovinces, in forest land, 

nearly all the year ; common. Has a lapid darting flight ; settles on the undeiside of leaves 
with wings open” (Hutchison). “ Plentiful amongst the undei growth of open jungle, oi by 
roadsides. Low country and up to about 4,000 feet” (Mackwood). “Galle and Kandy” 
(Wade). 

A. ^runosa is typically the darkest coloured and in the male most brilliantly pui pie-shot of 
this group of the genus, specimens from Travancoie being particularly large and dark. Even 
among Ceylon specimens, however, I find considerable variation ; m some males the inner discal 
band on the forewing is evenly convex, in others distinctly angled in the middle, and the purple 
suffusion is also variable ; the size and number of the black spots on both sides of the hindwing 
is extremely inconstant, in one very abnormal specimen theie are two subapical ones only, the 
anal ones being entirely wanting Fiom an island one would expect to find some distinguishing 
characters in a species supposed to be peculiar to it, but I have quite failed to discover any. 
I can only repeat that in my opinion the name echerms should apply to all the species of this 
group of the genus Abisara, except peihaps to the Andaman local race which has been named 
Hfasciata ; that as in this case the geographical range of numerous slight local races is not 
segregated, and each local lace must interbreed with the next on the boundaiy line which is 
supposed to sepal ate them, it can seive no good scientific purpose to pick out a few apparently 
different specimens from each local lace and to desciibe them, at the same time ignoiing the 
iiitegrade specimens which exist.
